The  Strongheart  Community  and 
Recreational  Center  in  Peshawbestown 
celebrated  its  Grand  Opening  March  3, 
2001.  The  Strongheart  Center  is  located 
on  an  88-acre  parcel  of  land  behind 
the  Medicine  Lodge.  The  building 
cost  $3.7  million  dollars  to  build  and 
covers  225,000  square  feet.  The  center 
features  a basketball  court,  video  arcade, 
weight  and  fitness  equipment,  locker 
room  facilities  for  men  and  women,  an 
inside  track,  meeting  rooms  and  a cafe 
featuring  Native  American  fare. 

The  Opening  Festivities  included 
guest  speakers,  food  and  beverage,  and 
a mini  pow  wow.  Architech  Douglas 
Cardinal  was  on  hand,  as  well  as 
County  Commissioner  Brian  Schmuckal 
and  Michigan  House  Representative 
Republican  Jason  Allen.  Tribal 
members  will  be  able  to  utilize  the 
resources  of  the  building  free  of  charge, 
and  the  building  will  be  open  seven  days 
a week.  The  Strongheart  Center  offers  coed 
sports  such  as  volleyball  and  basketball  and 
baseball  during  the  spring  and  summer.  There  is  a skateboard 
park  and  age-appropriate  outdoor  playgrounds  for  children. 

The  Strongheart  Center  will  be  available  for  almost  any 
event,  ranging  from  Pow  Wow's  to  conferences  to  political 
gatherings.  The  Fifth  Annual  Michigan  Indian  Elders 
Association  Conference  will  be  held  at  the  Center  April  17-19, 
2001.*

Letter  from  Vice-Chairman  Jaime 

Barrientoz  Grand  Traverse  Band  News 


Fellow  Members: 

Ahnii,  first  of  all  I hope  this 
letter  finds  you  in  good  health 
and  good  spirits.  I am  writing 
this  letter  to  you  to  clarify 
a couple  of  issues  that  have 
recently  surfaced.  For  those  of 
you  who  are  not  aware  Connie 
Two  Crow  and  I have  resigned 
from  the  Economic  Development 
Corporation  because  of  a couple 
of  issues  concerning  our 
backgrounds. 

In  1992, 1 was  convicted 
of  Attempted  Assault,  which 
may  be  a disqualifying  factor 
for  serving  on  the  EDC  board 
pursuant  to  the  EDC  Charter 
section  dealing  with  "Crime  of 
Violence."  A Crime  of  Violence 
under  the  Federal  Charter  was 
interpreted  to  mean  any  type  of 
violent  offense.  However,  if  I 
look  at  Black's  Law  dictionary 
(a  legal  dictionary),  I read 
something  else.  I read  a crime  of 
violence  as  being  Rape,  Murder, 
Attempted  Murder,  Burglary, 
etc. . .When  the  charter  was 
written  I believe  the  charter  was 
intended  to  be  uniform  across 
the  board,  meaning  that  if  you 
have  a felony  you  would  not 
be  qualified  if  convicted  within 
the  past  1 year.  If  you  were 
convicted  of  a misdemeanor  of 
theft  related  matters  it  had  to  be 
not  less  than  5 years  ago,  like  the 
standard  we  would  hold  for  all 
of  our  gaming  employees. 

Attempted  Assault  is  not 
a felony  - it  is  a Misdemeanor 
and  I have  Never  been  convicted 
of  a felony.  I understand 
the  confusion  being  that  people 
think  I am  a convicted  felon  but 
I Am  Not.  Under  the  current 
Constitution  a felon  would  not 
qualify  to  sit  as  a Council 
Member  nor  would  the  Election 
Board  allow  a felon  to  run  in 
the  Tribal  Elections.  If  a person 
has  a misdemeanor  that  is  not 
theft  related  in  the  last  five  years 
that  person  is  permitted  to  serve 
under  the  Tribal  Constitution. 
Therefore,  I ask  that  any  remarks 
that  have  been  made  in  reference 
to  me  being  a convicted  felon 
be  retracted  because  it  is  untrue. 


Also,  I have  not  tried  to  change 
any  rules  that  are  in  place,  to 
make  it  so  that  I am  qualified 
to  serve,  nor  have  I tried  to 
clear  my  past  crime  of  violence. 

I have  resigned  my  position  as 
EDC  Chairman  pending  another 
legal  review  of  the  term  "Crime 
of  Violence." 

I have  made  some  mistakes 
in  my  life  and  I have  paid  the 
price  for  my  misbehavior  but  all 
that  is  behind  me  now  and  I am 
moving  forward.  If  people  feel  I 
am  being  untruthful  I encourage 
you  to  ask  me  personally  about 
my  history.  If  after  that  you 
still  feel  I'm  being  untruthful, 
there  are  steps  one  could  take 
to  remove  a sitting  Council 
Member,  it  is  your  right.  I 
understand  where  people  are 
coming  from  because  of  this 
rumor  but  give  a person  a chance 
to  respond  to  accusations  before 
openly  criticizing  that  person. 

While  I am  a supporter 
of  Freedom  of  Speech,  I am 
also  concerned  that  sometimes 
people  can  us  this  "Freedom"  to 
do  negative  things.  Sometimes 
people  only  tell  others  half 
of  the  story  or  give  bogus 
information  about  comments, 
actions  or  beliefs  just  to  tear 
apart  a relationship  or  out  of 
retaliation.  Some  of  us  care  very 
much  about  consistency  and  the 
law  and  I feel  we  can  make  so 
much  more  progress  if  we  work 
together  for  the  common  good  of 
all  people. 

I am  proud  to  be  Native 
American  and  a member  of  this 
Tribe  and  community.  I am  also 
proud  of  the  fact  that  I have  been 
sober  for  9 years  and  during 
that  time  I have  only  tried  to 
better  myself,  my  family  and 
my  community.  I take  the 
trust  that  you,  the  members, 
have  bestowed  upon  me  very 
seriously.  I did  take  and  oath 
of  office  and  I did  swear  to 
be  honest  and  forthcoming  and 
to  always  fight  for  our  peoples' 
rights  and  I will  always  live  to 
that  end.

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LEGISLATIVE  REPORT

LEGISLATIVE  FORUM 

On  February  28th,  2001,  representatives  of 
ten  federally  recognized  tribes  from  the 
Michigan  Council  of  the  Three  Fires  met 
in  Lansing  for  a Legislative  Forum  dinner 
and  breakfast  for  the  state  legislators. 


Legislative  Notes 

TRIBAL  ISSUES  DISCUSSED 

After  dinner,  tribal  chairmen  from  the  Three  Fires  address  the 
gathering  regarding  their  legislative  issues.  The  Grand  Traverse 
Band  Legislative  agenda  is  printed  in  its  entirety.  See  p.  7. 

The  Saginaw  Chippewa  Indian  Tribe  listed  issues  in  education 
involving  curriculum  in  schools,  which  accurately  portrays  Native 
American  history  and  culture.  They  also  listed  the  Michigan 
Indian  Tuition  Waiver  program  as  being  inconsistently  applied 
in  different  colleges  and  universities.  Other  issues  listed  were  a 
tribal  state  tax  agreement,  and  environmental  laws  to  protect  our 
resources  and  finally  a graves  protection  and  repatriation  law  to 
ensure  that  remains  and  funerary  objects  are  protected  within  state 
lands. 


Our  tribal  chairman.  Bob  Kewaygoshkum, 

and  our  entire  council  participated  along  with  several 

program  directors  and  representatives  from  our  elders. 

Mayor  David  Hollister  of  Lansing  spoke  prior  to  the  dinner 
about  "How  to  Make  and  Influence  Public  Policy."  In 
sum,  he  distinguished  among  three  categories  of  legislation. 
One  type  of  legislation  makes  good  policy  and  good 
politics  (mandatory  seat  belts).  Another  makes  good  policy 
and  bad  politics  (gasoline  restrictions).  Finally  there  is 
legislation  that  makes  bad  policy  and  good  politics  (put 
more  criminals  in  jail). 


Lac  Vieux  Desert  presented  issues  of  water  and  wastewater  improvements. 
The  tribe  owns  and  operates  a Public  Water  and  Wastewater  System,  which 
also  serves  the  town  of  Watersmeet.  They  seek  state  financial  assistance  to  the 
village  of  Watersmeet  in  order  to  bring  that  water  system  up  to  current  safe 
and  sanitary  conditions. 

With  the  latest  state  of  Michigan  change  in  water  and  wastewater  permitting 
requirements,  LVD  has  had  difficulties  in  developing  on-site  water  and  sewer 
systems  for  private  residents  in  a timely  manner.  LVD  seeks  a memorandum 
of  agreement  between  state  health  officials  and  federal  public  health  officials 
regarding  technical  services  to  their  respective  constituents. 


Next,  he  spoke  of  three  types  of  policy  makers;  delegates 
(those  who  believe  they  should  act  according  to  the  will  of 
the  electorate);  trustees  (those  who  act  according  to  their 
values  i.e.  as  a liberal,  or  as  a "right  to  lifer;"  and  politicos 
(those  who  are  always  running  for  the  next  office.). 

Decision  in  the  legislative  arena  can  be  a win/  win  situation. 
Once  elected  a person  can  move  legislation  forward  by 
setting  an  agenda  and  plotting  a plan  of  action.  By  contrast, 
in  court,  one  party  will  lose  and  the  other  party  will  prevail. 
Finally,  a decision  can  be  made  in  the  street  through  means 
of  the  petition  process.  Examples  of  this  type  are  the 
civil  rights  movement  and  the  anti-war  movement.  Today, 
there  is  the  anti-abortion  movement  or  the  right  to  life 
movement. 

Finally,  the  mayor  spoke  about  how  public  bodies  make 
policy.  He  spoke  of  five  avenues:  (1)  by  making  laws 
during  a 2-year  legislative  session.  Laws  are  the  result 
of  compromise  and  consensus.  In  Michigan,  for  example, 
there  are  4,000  laws  pending  on  any  given  day.  Ten  percent 
of  them  will  become  law.  The  average  bill  in  the  Michigan 
legislature  will  become  law  in  four  years.  Policies  are  also 
made  by  (2)  a budget  process.  This  process  is  annual. 

The  legislative  appropriations  committee  is  sophisticated 
and  wields  enormous  power.  Many  bills  are  financed  over 
five  years.  The  full  cost  of  a bill  is  seldom  appropriated 
for  the  full  amount  in  the  first  year.  The  third  way  to 
influence  public  policy  is  (3)  through  rules  and  regulations. 
For  example,  who  is  eligible  for  hospice?  This  decision 
can  by  made  by  the  rule-making  process.  (4)  Oversight 
committees  are  another  way  elected  bodies  make  policy. 
These  committees  create  a public  understanding  of  a public 
issue  by  holding  hearings  and  seeking  studies  of  an  issue 
by  experts  in  the  field.  The  Michigan  legislature  has 
oversight 

Finally,  there  is  the  (5)  sunset  rule.  Some  laws  will  expire 
by  a certain  date. 


LVD  wants  the  state  of  Michigan  to  respect  their  sovereignty  in  that,  presently, 
the  state  of  Michigan  regularly  requires  state  approval  of  any  action  of  the  tribe 
where  state  resources  may  be  requested.  LVD  requests  either  a memorandum 
of  understanding  regarding  access  to  state  programs  and  support  while 
maintaining  sovereign  powers  of  the  parties.  In  the  alternative,  LVD  requests 
that  the  state  recognize  tribal  governments  as  eligible  entities  in  all  state 
supported  programs  including  those  business  development 
And  job  creation  programs  that  target  the  individual  entrepreneur. 


Emergency  services  are  severely  curtailed  in  the  area  of  LVD.  Such  basic 
services  as  responsive  ambulance  service  of  911  or  emergency  response  services 
do  not  exist.  The  primary  ambulance  service  to  Watersmeet  comes  from 
the  state  of  Wisconsin.  The  state  of  Michigan  can  assist  Watersmeet  and 
LVD  by  providing  technical  assistance  and  support  for  providing  emergency 
services  to  the  east  end  of  Gogebic  County.  Direct  assistance  from  the  Dept., 
of  Community  Health  under  the  Rural  Health  Initiative  would  be  an  important 
first  step. 

Keweenaw  Bay  Indian  Community  presented  issues  requesting  consultation 
with  tribes  in  the  state  legislative  process,  resolution  of  the  state  sales  tax,  treaty 
rights,  environmental  and  law  enforcement  issues.  Keweenaw  is  especially 
concerned  to  have  their  tribal  police  cross-deputized.  Additionally,  Keweenaw 
want  Native  American  prisoners  to  be  able  to  practice  their  traditional  religion 
in  state  correctional  institutions. 

The  Little  River  Band  of  Ottawa  Indians  presented  issues  dealing  with  the 
Michigan  Tuition  Waiver,  the  state-tribal  tax  agreement,  the  recognition  of 
treaty  boundaries,  cross-deputization  for  tribal  law  enforcement  officers,  and 
the  Indian  Child  Welfare  Act. 

Little  River  wants:  training  for  state  employees  who  work  with  Indian  children, 
early  notification  to  tribes  in  cases  involving  Indian  children;  and  closer 
cooperation  between  tribes  and  the  Family  Independence  Agency. 

Tribal  chiefs  who  attended  this  forum  were  Dale  Anderson,  Vice-Chair  of

NCAI  MID- WINTER  MEETING 

The  National  Congress  of  American  Indians  held  their  mid-winter 
meeting  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  February  21 — 23rd,  2001.  Our  tribal 
chair.  Bob  Kewaygoshkum,  and  tribal  counselor,  Jerry  Harter,  along 
with  myself  attended  this  conference.  NCAI  provided  work  sessions 
on  the  Land  into  Trust  Regulations  of  the  BIA  as  well  as  on  the  Indian 
Health  Care  Improvement  Act. 

NCAI  announced  the  proactive  legislative  and  administrative 
initiatives  for  the  new  Congressional  session.  They  are:  1)  develop 
a Congressional  Resolution  to  affirm  recognition  of  inherent  tribal 
sovereignty  by  the  107th  Congress;  2)  develop  federal  legislation 
that  would  preempt  all  state  taxation  on  Indian  lands  unless  the 
tribe  consents;  3)  develop  legislation  to  restore  criminal  and  civil 
jurisdiction  over  non-Indians,  while  at  the  same  time  building  tribal 
court  systems;  4)  develop  legislation  designed  to  restore  tribal  land 
bases;  5)  make  the  Indian  budget  a priority  for  Congress  and 
the  Administration.  Tribes  desperately  need  funding  for  school 
construction,  elders,  law  enforcement,  tribal  courts,  trust  programs, 
contract  support,  and  economic  development.  6)  Develop  legislative 
economic  and  infrastructure  development  incentives  to  enhance  the 
ability  of  tribes  to  develop  sound  business  sectors.  ❖ 

TRIBAL  CHIEFS  OF  POLICE  MEETING 


On  March  8th,  2001,  the  tribal  chiefs  of  police  from  the  federally 
recognized  tribes  held  a meeting  in  St..  Ignace  to  discuss  the  problem 
of  how  to  handle  jurisdictional  issues  of  non-tribal  members  who 
violate  criminal  laws  while  on  tribal  land.  Currently,  some  tribes 
have  cross-deputization  agreements  with  county  sheriffs,  others 
rely  on  federal  law,  others  call  in  local  law  enforcement  officials. 
Although  Michigan  law  permits  the  state  police  to  certify  tribal  law 
enforcement  officers  to  enforce  state  laws  upon  non-tribal  members, 
the  state  police  are  not  utilizing  this  law.  Apparently,  the  state 
police  are  seeking  amendments  to  give  them  the  ability  to  be  cross 
deputized  to  enforce  tribal  laws  as  well.  Understandably,  tribes  view 
this  matter  as  one  of  sovereignty.  While  efforts  are  continuing  to 
remedy  this  situation  at  the  state  level,  perhaps  the  ultimate  solution 
is  in  Congress.  Legislation  is  needed  to  address  this  public  safety 
and  jurisdictional  issue.  Presently,  towns,  counties,  cities  and  states 
can  enforce  their  laws  upon  those  present  in  their  lands.  Indian 
tribes  are  recognized  as  governments  and  they  also  need  to  have  the 
power  to  enforce  their  laws  on  all  who  enter  their  territory.  ❖

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Council  approved  a 
resolution  on  March  14,  2001: 

WHEREAS:  "Elemental  mercury  and  mercury 

compounds  are  known  to  be  hazardous  to  human  health 
and  the  environment  and  are  a potential  source  of 
exposure  to  patients,  visitors  and  staff,  and 

WHEREAS:  The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Family  Health 

Clinic  (Clinic)  is  committed  to  improving  environmental 
management  through  the  organization  and  will  manage, 
minimize  and  eliminate,  wherever  possible,  the  use  of 
hazardous  materials;  and 

WHEREAS:  There  is  widespread  consensus  that  the 

(methyl)  mercury  levels  commonly  found  in  freshwater 
fish  pose  a health  risk  to  the  public  and  wildlife;  and 

WHEREAS:  The  EPA  recognizes  that  incineration  is  a 

major  contributor  of  human-made  mercury  emissions; 
and 

WHEREAS:  The  Clinic  continues  to  be  committed  to  the 

health  and  welfare  of  the  people  and  community  we  serve 
and  the  environment  we  all  share;  and 

WHEREAS:  There  are  recognized  and  widely  accepted 

alternatives  to  mercury  and  mercury  containing  devices  in 
health  care. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  GTB 
Tribal  Council,  Family  Health  Clinic,  and  the  Natural 
Resources  Department  hereby  supports,  endorses  and 
commends  all  efforts  consistent  with  institutional  goals 
and  financial  considerations  to  eliminate  mercury  use  at 
the  Clinic. 

This  resolution  is  part  of  an  international  "Health 
Care  Without  Harm"  campaign  and  the  importance  of 
continuing  efforts  to  "green"  health  care  in  the  Great 
Lakes  basin. 

Mercury  Facts 

Mercury  first  became  known  as  a human  health  hazard 
over  a hundred  years  ago,  with  the  appearance  of 
the  brain-damaging  "Mad  Hatter  syndrome"  among 
workers  exposed  to  mercury  in  the  hat  industry.  Hat 
manufacturers  no  longer  use  mercury,  but  many  other 
industries  still  do.  Mercury  deposited  into  the  ecosystem 
is  consumed  by  living  things  and  gets  more  highly 
concentrated  as  it  moves  up  the  food  chain.  When 
ingested,  methylmercury  can  easily  crosses  the  placenta 
and  blood  brain  barriers,  which  can  have  adverse  effects 
on  the  neurological  development  of  children.  ❖ 


Breast  Cancer  Awareness

Did  you  know  that  Native  American  women  die  of  breast 
cancer  more  often  than  the  general  population?  It's  not  because  the 
incidence  of  breast  cancer  is  higher  among  our  people,  but  because  it 
is  often  not  detected  early  enough  to  treat  successfully. 

Today  many  women  in  Michigan  are  living  with  breast 
cancer.  They  are  living  today  because  they  received  early  screening. 
One  in  eight  women  will  get  breast  cancer  in  their  lifetime.  Your 
local  tribal  health  clinic  can  provide  you  with  information  and 
low  cost  screening  services  which  could  help  save  your  life.  The 
American  Cancer  Society  recommends  the  following  guidelines  to 
detect  breast  cancer  at  an  early  stage  so  that  it  can  be  treated 
successfully. 

Women  aged  40  and  older  should  have  a screening 
mammogram  every  year. 

Between  the  ages  of  20  and  39,  women  should  have 
a clinical  breast  examination  by  a health  professional  every  three 
years.  After  age  40,  women  should  have  a breast  exam  by  a health 
professional  every  year. 

Women  aged  20  or  older  should  perform  breast  self- 
examination  (BSE)  every  month. 

Women  are  the  backbone  of  our  families.  If  you  are  a 
woman  in  need  of  screening  services,  or  would  like  to  learn  more, 
please  call  Beth  Harter  or  Renee  Two  Crow  at  the  Medicine 
Lodge  231-271-7378.

GTB  & Akin  Gump  Begin  New  Relationship 
in  Nation's  Capital 


On  February  19,  2003  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  hired  the 
Washington,  D.C.  law/lobbying  firm  Akin  Gump  Strauss 
Hauer  & Feld  (commonly  referred  to  as  Akin  Gump).  Akin 
Gump  is  a highly  reputable  firm  with  a long  history  of 
accomplishments  on  behalf  of  their  clients.  They  have 
expertise  in  all  areas  of  law,  but  they  have  also  been  very 
successful  in  employing  and  retaining  talented  individuals 
with  the  kind  of  connections  it  takes  to  move  an  agenda  on 
Capitol  Hill.  In  recent  years  their  Indian  practice  group  has 
grown  in  size  and  credibility.  Akin  Gump  played  a critical 
role  in  two  recent  cases  of  Indian  advancement.  They 
helped  negotiate  the  largest  Indian  water  rights  settlement  in 
American  history  for  the  Gila  River  Indian  Community  (AZ). 

The  other,  perhaps  equally  as  impressive  success  story  for 
Akin  Gump  was  their  work  on  behalf  of  the  Seneca  Nation  in 
a stunning  victory  for  the  Tribe  that  brought  class  III  Indian 
gaming  to  the  State  of  New  York  for  the  first  time  ever.  Other 
Tribal  clients  are  the  Wampanoag  Tribe  of  Massachussets, 
and  the  Muscogee  (Creek)  of  Oklahoma.  The  following  attorneys 
head  up  the  Indian  law  group  for  GTB:

Barry  worked  as  both  general 
counsel  and  chief  of  staff  at  the  National  Indian  Gaming 
Commission.

Todd  Araujo:  a member  of  the  Wampanoag  Tribe  of 
Massachussetts,  skilled  in  the  area  of  legal  analysis. 

Jose  Villarreal:  experience  in  public  finance,  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  Wal-Mart,  he  served  as  the  national 
treasurer  of  the  Gore-Lieberman  2000  presidential  campaign. 

Bill  Paxon:  member  of  Congress  from  1988-1998,  former 
Chairman  of  the  National  Republican  Congressional  Committtee 
(fourth-highest  ranking  member  of  House  Republicans),  received 
national  acclaim  for  playing  a key  role  in  electing  and  re-electing 
the  first  House  Republican  Majorities  since  the  1920s  ('94  and 
'96),  key  advisor  to  the  George  W.  Bush  Presidential  Campaign, 
Chaired  the  Bush-Cheney  Transition  Advisory  Team. 


GTB  Asked  to  Share  History  of  Tribe's  Development 
in  TV  Interview 

On  February  3rd  Amy  Turner,  a news  reporter  for  Fox  17  News 
Grand  Rapids,  visited  the  reservation  to  do  a story  on  the  positive 
impacts  of  tribal  gaming.  The  interest  in  this  story  stems  from 
the  Gun  Lake  Tribe's  pending  efforts  to  get  a casino  in  Allegan 
County,  just  south  of  Grand  Rapids.  The  Pottawatomi  Tribe  has 
come  under  a lot  of  resistance  because  of  economic,  political, 
and  moral  opposition  to  their  plans  to  open  the  casino.  The 
additional  scrutiny  that  Indian  gaming  has  received  on  a 
national  level  as  of  late  does  not  help  either.  Amy  interviewed 
Councilor  Buddy  Raphael  and  me  about  a number  of  issues 
related  to  economic  self-sufficiency  and  what  that  has  done 
for  the  GTB,  and  how  the  present  time  compares  with  our 
economically  deprived  past.  Afterward  I showed  Amy  and 
her  cameraman  around  the  reservation  to  see  first-hand  the 
accomplishments  we  have  made  because  of  Indian  gaming 
revenue.  She  also  interviewed  Mel  Wilson  who  happened  to  be 
shoveling  his  driveway  while  we  were  taking  a tour  of  housing. 
During  the  visit  I continually  emphasized  the  difference  between 
tribal  gaming  and  commercial  or  state  sanctioned  gaming.  The 
story  aired  on  February  20th  on  Fox  17  News  Grand  Rapids. 


State  Senator  Michelle  McManus  Visits  with  GTB  Tribal  Council 

On  February  14th  State  Senator  Michelle  McManus  had  lunch  with  the  Tribal  Council,  Marshall  Funmaker  (job  shadow),  and  me 
at  the  Double  Eagle  restaurant.  We  discussed  a number  of  pending  issues  at  the  state  and  local  levels.  We  had  a nice  conversation 
about  political  issues  that  both  our  respective  governments  face,  and  the  challenges  associated  with  them.  Senator  McManus 
expressed  an  interest  in  having  a quarterly  lunch  visit  in  order  to  achieve  a strong  level  of  communication  and  consultation. 

After  we  had  lunch  the  Senator  toured  our  Benodjenh  Day  Care  Center.  She  was  very  impressed  with  the  staff  and  high  level  of 
services  we  offer  at  the  center  for  both  members  and  non-members  alike.  We  are  excited  to  be  working  with  Senator  McManus  and 
look  forward  to  long  productive  relationship  with  her.  If  you  see  her  let  her  know  that  the  GTB  is  supporting  her  and  we  are  glad  to 
have  her  back  in  public  office!

Important  New  Policies  for  Use  of 
Contract  Health  Services

Health  care  costs  are  rising,  not  just  for  the  Tribe  but  all  across 
the  country.  The  Tribes  ability  to  pay  members'  health  care  bills 
cannot  keep  up.  At  the  current  rate  of  spending,  our  Contract 
Health  Services  program  will  be  OUT  OF  MONEY  in  a few 
months.  At  that  time,  we  will  need  to  STOP  all  spending  for  ALL 
HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  three  policies  adopted  by  Tribal  Council  are  intended  to 
make  the  money  last  longer.  The  first  policy  - requiring  the  use 
of  Blue  Cross  participating  doctors  - was  recommended  by  the 
Health  Board  because  this  typically  costs  the  Tribe  about  twenty 
percent  less  than  using  other  doctors.  If  your  family  doctor  does 
not  accept  Blue  Cross  as  payment  in  full,  we  will  only,  be  able  to 
pay  that  doctor  the  standard  Blue  Cross  rate:  the  rest  of  the  bill 
will  be  yours  to  pay.  Of  course,  you  may  use  the  Tribe's  Health 
Clinic  instead  or  you  may  switch  to  a doctor  who  accepts  Blue 
Cross. 


Dear  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Members: 


In  the  past  few  months  it  has  been  increasingly  clear  that  our 
Tribal  Health  Program  and  costs  have  increased  to  a crisis  level 
and  action  becomes  necessary  to  bring  our  cost  containment 
measures  forward. 


If  you  are  already  seeing  a specialist  who  does  not  accept  Blue 
Cross,  we  will  continue  to  pay  those  bills.  But  new  relationships 
with  specialists  must  be  referred  from  Blue  Cross  participating 
doctors  only,  or  from  the  Tribe's  Health  Clinic. 


Our  Tribal  Council  has  formally  taken  recommendations 
from  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Health  Board  to  take  the 
following  action  effective  March  1,  2003. 

The  cost  containment  measures  include  the  following: 

1.  Require  all  clients  to  use  only  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield 
participating  doctors  otherwise  the  client's  costs  will 
not  be  paid  by  contract  health. 

2.  Require  clients  to  use  pharmacies  listed  by  the  health 
program. 

3.  Request  the  use  of  the  Tribal  Clinic  for  services 
available  here,  if  the  client  lives  reasonably  close  to 
the  clinic. 

These  three  measures  must  be  utilized  effective 
March  1,  2003.  There  may  be  further  action 
necessary  to  curtail  the  heavy  costs  of  health  care. 

These  are  difficult  economic  times  for  the  nation  and  our  Tribe 
and  appreciate  your  cooperation  and  understanding  in  this 
matter.

The  second  policy  - requiring  the  use  of  pharmacies  from  our  list  - 
should  not  cause  you  any  problems.  The  list  is  long  and  extensive 
and,  in  fact,  you  should  see  better  service  from  these  pharmacies 
than  you  may  have  been  getting  from  other  pharmacies.  If  you 
are  enrolled  as  a client  of  Contract  Health,  you  will  get  the  list  in 
the  mail  shortly. 

The  third  policy  - requiring  the  use  of  the  Tribe's  Health  Clinic 
if  you  live  near  it*  - just  makes  sense.  We  are  paying  to  run 
the  Clinic  whether  it  is  used  or  not.  Using  the  Clinic  instead  of 
another  doctor  saves  the  Tribe  money.  Remember  that  we  pay 
Blue  Cross  back  for  100%  of  what  they  pay  the  doctors:  this  is 
NOT  an  insurance  policy.  When  you  use  another  doctor  instead 
of  the  Clinic,  the  Tribe  pays  twice.  We  realize  that  it  will  be  almost 
impossible  to  enforce  this  policy  without  canceling  the  Blue  Cross 
cards  of  those  who  live  in  this  area,  so  we  ask  for  your  voluntary 
cooperation  to  help  save  the  Tribe  money. 

If  you  have  concerns  about  availability  or  quality  of  care  in  the 
Clinic,  we  would  appreciate  having  the  opportunity  to  address 
the  problem.  You  may  send  written  comments  in  confidentiality 
to  the  Health  Board.  Tribal  Councilor  George  Bennett  or  Tribal 
Councilor  Buddy  Raphael  will  read  the  comments  and  present 
them  to  the  Board.  They  have  requested  that  all  comments 
should  be  in  writing.  If  you  want  Clinic  staff  to  answer  your 
concerns  personally,  then  you  need  to  give  permission  in  your 
letter. 


Thank  you  in  advance  for  your  cooperation  in  our  efforts  to 
continue  providing  health  care  to  our  membership.  We  realize 
that  none  of  this  is  good  news  - but  having  to  say  "Sorry,  the 
money  is  all  gone"  would  not  be  good  news  either.

The  United  States  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Circuit.  Appeal  from  the  United  States 
District  Court  for  the  Western  District  of  Washington.  Thomas  S.  Zilly,  District  Judge, 
Presiding  argued  and  submitted  November  4,  2002  - Seattle,  Washington.  Filed  January 
31,  2003  before  Thomas  M.  Reavley,  Alex  Kozinski  and  William  A.  Fletcher,  Circuit  Judges. 
Opinion  by  Judge  Kozinski. 


Opinion 


Kozinski,  Circuit  Judge: 

This  case  once  again  pits  the  federal  government's  effort  to  save  the  bald  eagle  from 
extinction  against  the  birds'  profound  significance  to  Native  spirituality.  Appellant 
Leonard  Fridall  Terry  Antoine,  a member  of  a Canadian  Indian  Tribe,  is  spending  two 
years  in  prison  for  violating  the  Bald  and  Golden  Eagle  Protection  Act  (BGEPA),  16  U.S.C. 
sections  668-668d.  We  must  decide  whether  his  conviction  violates  the  Religious  Freedom 
Restoration  Act  (RFRA),  42  U.S.C.  sections  2000bb  to  2000bb-4. 

[1]  1.  Antoine  is  a member  of  the  Cowichan  Band  of  the  Salish  Indian  Tribe  in  British 
Columbia.  He  obtained  dead  eagles  in  Canada  and  brought  feathers  and  other  eagle  parts 
into  the  United  States,  where  he  swapped  them  for  money  and  goods.  Antoine  claims  that 
these  exchanges  are  part  of  the  native  custom  of  "Potlatch,"  which  to  him  has  religious 
significance.  United  States  authorities  charged  him  with  violating  BGEPA,  which  makes  in 
illegal  to  "knowingly... take,  possess,  sell,  purchase,  barter,  offer  to  sell,  purchase  or  barter, 
transport,  export  or  import,  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner,  any  bald  eagle"  or  part  thereof. 
16  U.S.C.  section  688(a).

Health  Survey 

Dear  Tribal  Member, 

The  2002-2003  Health  Needs  Assessment  survey  processes  are 
coming  to  a close.  Out  of  1157  members  mailed  surveys  and 
duplicated  surveys  were  removed,  472  surveys  were  completed. 
This  is  an  overall  response  rate  of  40.8%.  Response  by  each 
county  of  the  service  area  did  not  differ  statistical  by  the 
percentages  of  surveys  returned. 

Extensive  efforts  have  been  implemented  to  maintain 
confidentiality  of  the  Tribal  membership  throughout  all  phases 
of  the  study  including  data  storage  for  future  analyses.  The 
winners  of  the  drawing  have  been  identified  from  those  who 
have  completed  and  returned  their  survey  and  consent  form.  On 
February  26th,  those  who  won  the  drawing  were  mailed  a check 
explaining  that  their  name  was  not  announced  as  an  additional 
protection  of  their  identity. 

A comprehensive  analytical  report  will  be  prepared  by  the  end 
of  February  2003.  The  survey  data  and  report  will  help  provide 
some  insight  as  to  the  overall  health  of  our  membership,  apply 
for  outside  sources  of  funding,  and  aid  in  the  designing  of  new 
and  maintenance  of  current  Tribal  health  programs.  The  sum  of 
these  efforts  may  increase  the  health  status  of  our  membership 
while  potentially  reducing  some  of  the  high  costs  of  health  care 
seen  by  our  Tribe.  Although  the  survey  information  is  highly 
valuable,  other  information  gathered  from  our  membership 
and  knowledge  of  our  health  systems  must  be  incorporated 
when  making  decisions  that  will  affect  the  health  of  our  Tribe. 
Please  look  for  information  posted  in  the  April  GTB  News  about 
availability  of  this  report. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  those  Tribal  members  for  their  trust  and 
contributions  during  this  survey  process.  I would  also  like  to 
extend  my  thanks  to  the  many  GTB  Departments  and  employees 
who  were  factors  in  the  overall  success  of  the  GTB  Health  Needs 
Assessment  processes.  It  will  take  the  continuing  participation 
from  all  levels  of  our  Tribe  to  help  make  our  GTB  Health  care 
system  a success.

Ottawa  Resource  Authority 

Meeting  for  the  first  time, 
the  Executive  Council  was 
established  by  the  2000 
Consent  Decree  and  was  given 
the  directive  to  meet  on  a 
yearly  basis.  The  committee 
has  not  been  able  to  respond  to 
any  critical  issues  affecting  the 
implementation  of  the  decree 
and  has  not  been  able  to  meet 
prior  to  today. 


Federal  Department  of 
Interior,  Fish  & Wildlife, 
Hannibal  Boulton: 

Two  full  years  without  an 
Executive  Council  meeting 
puts  the  committee  in 
noncompliance  with  the 
Consent  Decree.  One  objective 
of  the  Federal  Agency  is  to 
reinforce  compliance  to  a 
yearly  meeting.  It  is  obvious 
that  there  is  a spirit  of 
cooperation  between  all  the 
parties  which  has  contributed 
to  avoiding  a crisis  during 
these  first  two  years.  The  goal 
today  is  to  discuss  important 
issues  affecting  parties  and 
to  improve  the  process  for 
handling  future  needs. 


Robert  Kewaygoshkum 
(Chairman,  GTB)  expressed 
his  deep  concern  that  the 
2000  Consent  Decree  doesn't 
adequately  represent  the 
individual  tribal  fisherman. 
Although  there  is  an 
established  process  based  on 
scientific  data  and  scientific 
models  to  guide  the  process, 
there  is  very  little  that  the 
fisherman  can  do  to  sustain 
his  way  of  life.  The  fishery 
of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
is  very  poor.  Many  scientific 
factors  are  being  identified  as 
possible  causes  however  that 
does  nothing  to  help  the  fisher 
families  put  food  on  their 
tables  today.  The  Executive 
Council  must  discuss  the 
process  and  make  it  run  more 
smoothly  but  "we  are  here 
today  for  the  tribal  fishermen." 


State  of  MI: 

In  recognizing  the  importance 
of  the  meeting  the  State  of  MI 
promised  to  work  collectively, 
improve  the  economic  resource 
and  to  protect  the  fisheries  as  a 
lifestyle.  Although  the  State  of 
Michigan  is  facing  significant 
cut  backs  in  the  neighborhood 
of  1.7  billion  dollars  reduction 
in  the  General  fund,  this 
program  does  not  receive 
money  from  the  general  fund. 


GTB  Attorney  Bill  Rastetter  presenting  the  GTB  Fishery  Summary 


Vick  Mattson  (SSM)  thanked  all 
the  conservation  committee's 
who  have  worked  together  to 
implement  the  terms  of  the 
decree.  The  Tribal,  State  ad 
Federal  agencies  have  shown 
their  desire  to  represent  the 
fishermen  and  to  manage  the 
resource.

The  late 
season  has  not  panned  out  and  doesn't  make  up  for  low  lake 
trout  numbers. 

Brian  Napont,  "our  sales  are  dramatically  affected  by 
imports,"  a small  company  can  not  sell  their  trout  to  help 
carry  them  through  the  season  because  of  large  company 
frozen  imports,  labeling  and  disclosure  of  harvest  date  is 
needed  to  educate  the  public  about  what  products  are  fresh. 
This  would  help  the  small  fisher  bring  in  their  catch.  The 
Executive  Committee  needs  to  look  at  economics  of  retailing 
and  not  just  the  biology  of  the  resource.  Our  market  prices  are 
being  undercut  by  Canadian  frozen  fish. 

George  Bennett,  "the  Canadian  government  supplements 
their  fishery  and  the  U.S.A.  should  do  something  to  save  our 
fishery." 


The  GTB  fishery  has  been 
decimated.  The 
GTB  total  harvest 
has  been  reduced 
by  l/3rd  the  total 
harvest  recorded 
before  the  2000 
Consent  Decree.  Sea 
lamprey  populations 
have  not  decreased. 

The  unforeseen  and 
material  changes  in 
lake  trout  numbers 
have  threatened 
the  viablility  of 
commercial  fishing 
operations  in  the 
GTB  Tribal  Zone.

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Announces  2%  Distribution 


Peshawbestown,  Michigan,  January  29,  2003:  The  Grand 
Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians  is  pleased  to 
announce  the  distribution  of  their  twice  a year  2%  gaming 
revenue  allocation  to  local  units  of  government.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  consent  decree,  settling  Tribes  vs.  Engler 
(Case  no.  1:90-CV-611,  US  District  Court,  Western  District 
Michigan),  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  agreed  to  pay  2%  of  its  video 
gaming  revenue  to  local  units  of  government,  as  defined  in  the 
stipulation,  no  later  than  60  days  after  October  1st  and  March 
31st  of  each  year.  This  payment  schedule  was  modified  with  the 
consent  of  the  State  of  Michigan  to  July  31st  and  January  31st  of 
each  year  because  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band's 
Gaming  operation  is  calendar-based. 

On  January  29,  2003,  the  Tribal  Council  determined  which 
organizations  would  receive  a portion  of  the  2%  gaming  revenues 
derived  from  slot  machines.  Of  the  107  applications  received, 
which  totaled  $6,009,931.31,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal 
Council  awarded  53  applicants,  the  total  amount  available  to 
allocate  for  this  2%  cycle  was  $1,099,905.31. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of 
Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians  is  able  to  provide  all  citizens  of 
northern  Michigan  with  these  services  that  are  furnished  solely 
by  gaming  revenues.

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Pokagon  Tribal 
Court  Takes  Office 
Potawatomi  Band 
Brings  Forward 
Judicial  System

DOWAGIAC  — To  look  into  the 
future  of  the  Pokagon  Band 
of  Potawatomi  Indians,  tribal 
elder  Clarence  White  first  had 
to  look  into  the  past. 

That  is  because  it  was  that 
past,  those  years  of  struggle 
by  generations  of  the  tribe, 
that  led  to  a ceremony  at 
the  Dowagiac  Elks  Lodge  on 
Friday  representing  what  may 
mark  the  biggest  step  yet  in 
the  tribe's  quest  to  become  a 
sovereign  nation. 

Five  judges  who  will  be 
in  charge  of  the  band's  tribal 
court  were  sworn  in. 

"This  is  a historic  time  for 
our  people,"  White  said,  as 
he  looked  over  the  crowd  of 
more  than  50  who  packed  the 
building  for  the  event. 

"We  have  all  waited  many 
years  for  this." 

The  judges  - Chief  Judge 
Michael  Petoskey,  Associate 
Judge  David  Peterson  and 
Appellate  Justices  Robert 
Anderson,  Jill  Tompkins  and 
Matthew  Fletcher  — were 
administered  their  oaths 
of  office  while  holding  a 
ceremonial  eagle  feather  in 
front  of  John  Miller,  chairman 
of  the  tribal  council. 

Assistant  U.S.  Attorney 
Jeff  Davis,  who  serves  as  tribal 
liaison  for  West  Michigan 
District  U.S.  Attorney  Margaret 
Chiara,  said  those  oaths  were 
not  to  be  taken  lightly. 

"I  believe  that  one  of  the 
perceptions  in  the  general 
public  is  that  tribal  courts  are 
somehow  less  than  true  courts, 
and  I don't  believe  that  is 
true,"  Davis  said.  "This  court  is 
going  to  issue  justice  fairly. "Not 
only  fairly,  but  with  an  eye  on 
the  heritage  of  the  tribe,  as  well 
as  the  teachings  and  beliefs 
sacred  to  the  culture. 

Before  the  judges  were 
sworn  in,  White  conducted  a 
traditional  smudge  ceremony, 
asking  the  spirits  to  watch  over 
those  at  the  gathering  and 
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Five  judges  were  sworn  in  to  serve  on  the  Pokagon  Band  of  Potawatomi  Indians'  new  tribal  court  in  a 
ceremony  in  Dowagiac  on  Friday , February  14,  2003.

to  keep  evil  away  from  the 
proceedings. 

Those  traditions  were 
further  reinforced  when  the 
five  judges  received  their  robes 
and  sashes,  which  were  covered 
with  intricate  beadwork  created 
by  artisans  within  the  tribe, 
and  their  gavels,  which  were 
made  of  Asian  buffalo  horn 
and  presented  by  members 
of  the  tribe's  youth  council. 
Essentially,  the  tribal  court  will 
have  jurisdiction  over  Native 
Americans  who  commit  crimes 
within  Indian  country,  or  on 
lands  held  in  trust  for  the  band 
by  the  U.  S.  government,  Miller 
said. 

But  even  now,  on  non- 
trust lands  owned  by  the  tribe, 
Miller  said  the  court,  once  it's 
operating,  will  also  have  civil 
jurisdiction  over  band  members 
for  claims  arising  from  such 
things  as  child-welfare  cases 
and  certain  contractual  issues. 

If  the  crimes  involve 
felonies  or  federal  offenses, 
Miller  said  U.S.  laws  would 
apply  and  either  Cass  County 
authorities  or  the  U.S.  attorney 
general's  office  would  take 
over. 

As  for  the  court's  impact  on 
non-Native  Americans,  only 
misdemeanors  such  as  traffic 
violations  that  take  place  on 
Indian  lands  fall  under  the 
authority  of  the  tribal  court. 


Pokagon  Tribal  Court 


Here's  a look  at  the  five  judges  sworn  in  Friday  in  Dowagiac  who 
will  serve  on  the  Pokagon  Band  of  Potawatomi  Indians'  first 
tribal  court: 

* Chief  Judge  Michael  Petoskey  has  been  a tribal  judge 
for  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
since  the  band  established  its  tribal  court  in  1986.  The  former 
chairman  of  the  Michigan  Commission  on  Indian  Affairs,  he  has 
been  recognized  by  the  Michigan  Bar  Journal  for  his  legal  work 
on  behalf  of  the  tribal  community. 

* Associate  Judge  David  M.  Peterson 

* Appellate  Justice  Robert  Anderson 

* Appellate  Justice  Jill  E.  Tompkins 

* Appellate  Justice  Matthew  Fletcher  has  worked  as  a staff 
attorney  for  four  Indian  tribes  over  the  last  five  years.  Admitted 
to  practice  law  in  Michigan,  Arizona  and  Washington,  his 
grandmother,  Laura  Stevens  Mamagona,  was  a member  of  the 
Pokagon  Band  of  Potawatomi  Indians.

Legislative 

News  from  Congressman  Bart  Stupak 

Important  Northern  Michigan  Projects  included  in 
Fiscal  Year  2003  budget  Agreements. 

Washington  - Several  important  provisions  including  $2.5 
million  for  replacement  Soo  Lock,  a continuation  of  a ban  on 
Great  Lakes  drilling,  and  continued  Bryrne  Grant  funding  were 
included  in  the  fiscal  year  2003  Appropriations  Conference 
Report  passed  by  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives 
Thursday,  February  13,  2003,  Congressman  Bart  Stupak,  D- 
Menominee,  reported  today. 

The  $397.4  billion  2003  Appropriations  Conference  Report 
finalizes  funding  for  the  federal  government  for  Fiscal  Year  2003, 
which  began  on  October  1,  2002.  Two  appropriations  bills, 
includes  funding  for  many  projects  and  programs  in  Michigan's 
first  Congressional  District,  including: 

$2.5  Million  for  a Soo  Lock  replacement 
$575,000  for  a Negaunee  wastewater  project 
$175,000  for  dredging  of  the  Grand  Marais  harbor 
$2.5  million  for  land  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  Huron/Manistee 
and  Ottawa  National  Forests  extends  the  Great  Lakes  drilling 
ban  through  2005 

$1  million  for  BJ  Stupak  Olympic  Scholarships  at  N.M.U. 

$400,000  to  N.M.U.  for  Operation  Uplink 
$200,000  for  N.M.U.  Gerontology  Center 
$300,000  for  the  Iron  Mountain  Fitness  Center 
$2  million  for  public  transportation  for  Marquette  County 
$1  million  for  transit  systems  to  be  shared  by  Alger,  Charlevoix, 
Delta,  Houghton,  Ontonagon,  Schoolcraft,  and  Chippewa 
Counties 

$225,000  for  a St.  Ingnace  library  project 
$2  million  for  Cherry  Capitol  Airport  terminal 
$495,000  for  Apple  Fire  Blight 

$160,000  to  combat  Chronic  Wasting,  Disease  around  the  nation, 
especially  in  Wisconsin 

"Besides  all  of  the  local  projects  for  the  district,  I was  happy  to 
see  that  conferees  listened  to  my  argument  and  restored  $500 
million  in  funding  for  Edward  Byrne  Memorial  Formula  Grants 
to  help  inter-agency  and  multi  - jurisdictional  law  enforcement 
programs  that  are  critical  to  protecting  the  citizens  of  my  district," 
Stupak  said.  "I  am  also  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Great 
Lakes  drilling  ban  I worked  so  hard  to  enact  has  been  extended 
through  2005."

News  to  Use  from  Falmouth  Institute 

Court  Gives  Regulators  More  Power  Over  Indian 
Gambling 

An  appeals  court  panel  ruling  in  a Seminole  Nation  of  Oklahoma 
case  has  given  authorities  more  power  to  regulate  gambling  on 
American  Indian  land.  The  10tn  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in 
Denver  ruled  that  the  chairman  of  the  National  Indian  Gaming 
Commission  can  temporarily  close  all  of  a tribe's  facilities  even 
when  only  a few  of  the  games  are  determined  to  be  improper. 

The  decision  reverses  a February  2001  decision  by  a federal  judge 
that  the  commission  chairman  had  overstepped  his  authority 
in  temporarily  closing  all  four  of  the  tribe's  casinos  in  Seminole 
County  because  certain  games  were  determined  impermissible 
under  Indian  gaming  laws. 

Indian  Preference  Not  Enforceable  by  Individuals 

The  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  has  ruled  that  the  Indian 
Preference  section  under  PL-93-638  does  not  give  individuals 
the  right  to  take  action  against  employers  who  violate  the 
Indian  Preference  requirements.  A Native  Alaskan  filed  a claim 
alleging  that  the  defendant,  Interior  Regional  Housing  Authority 
retaliated  against  him  by  not  hiring  him  for  positions  he  was 
seeking  with  the  Housing  Authority.  The  plaintiff  claimed  that 
the  defendant  was  retaliating  against  him  because  he  received  a 
workers'  compensation  award  from  the  Authority  years  earlier. 

Tribal  Health  Organization  Must  Comply  with 
Subpoenas  from  National  Labor  Relations  Board 

The  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  ruled  that  a tribally  controlled 
off-reservation  clinic  is  not  necessarily  exempt  from  the  National 
Labor  Relations  Act  and  therefore  must  comply  with  a subpoena 
from  the  National  Labor  Relations  Board.  The  court  emphasized 
it  was  not  ruling  on  the  applicability  of  the  law,  but  rather  the 
requirement  to  comply  with  a subpoena. 

Court  Uses  Tribal  Convictions  in  State  Ruling 

A Michigan  State  Court  ruled  that  a prior  tribal  court  conviction 
of  drunk  driving  can  be  used  to  increase  state  charges  of 
misdemeanor  drunk  driving  to  a felony  charge  of  Driving  Under 
the  Influence  (DUI).  In  the  case,  the  defendant  was  arrested  for 
drunk  driving,  had  no  prior  convictions  of  operating  a vehicle 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor  (OUIL)  in  Michigan 
courts,  but  had  two  convictions  for  OUIL  in  the  tribal  court 
system. 

Arizona  Says  No  To  Tribal  Tax 

The  Arizona  attorney  general  has  issued  an  opinion,  which 
states  that  the  Navajo  Nation  cannot  impose  its  business  tax  on 
private  contractors  doing  work  for  the  state  on  highways  running 
through  the  Navajo  reservation.  The  tribe  cannot  impose  its  tax 
on  activities  on  the  road  because  a right  of  way  was  granted  to 
the  state  under  federal  law.  The  loss  to  the  tribe  exceeds  $250,000. 

Conviction  For  Selling  Eagle  Parts  Upheld 

The  Ninth  Circuit  Court  upheld  the  conviction  of  a Canadian 
Indian  for  violating  the  Bald  and  Golden  Eagle  Protection  Act 
(BGEPA).  The  defendant  obtained  dead  eagles  in  Canada  and 
brought  feathers  and  other  eagle  parts  into  the  United  States, 
where  he  swapped  them  for  money  and  goods.  He  argued  that  he 
was  exempt  from  BGEPA  under  the  Religious  Freedom  Restoration 
Act  (RFRA).  The  court  found  that  RFRA  was  not  violated  under 
BGEPA  and  that  the  defendant's  two-year  prison  sentence  stands.

March  2003  is  Colon  Cancer  Awareness  Month 


Why  is  everyone  talking  now  about  Colon  (Intestine)  Cancer? 

Colorectal  cancer  (cancer  of  the  colon  or  rectum)  is  the  second  leading  cause  of  cancer  related 
death  in  the  United  States.  Colorectal  cancer  is  the  third  most  commonly  diagnosed  cancer  for 
both  men  and  women  in  the  United  States. 

Who  can  get  colon  cancer? 

Risk  for  colon  cancer  increases  with  age.  People  with  family  history  of  colorectal  cancer  or 
polyps,  or  inflammatory  bowel  disease  are  at  increased  risk. 

What  risk  factors  for  colon  cancer  can  I control? 

Increased  physical  activity,  diet  high  in  fruits  and  vegetables,  high  fiber,  low  fat  can  decrease  risk  for  colon  cancer. 

What  are  the  symptoms  of  colon  cancer? 

Frequently,  a patient  has  no  symptoms  of  early  colon  cancer.  Sometimes  a person  may  develop  bleeding  from  the  rectum  or  in  the 
stool,  changes  in  stool  habits,  weight  loss,  fever  or  abdominal  pain. 

What  tests  can  be  done  for  early  screening  of  colon  cancer? 

1)  Flexible  sigmoidoscopy  is  a test  where  the  patient  has  a lighted  tube  passed  up  through  the  lower  intestine  and  rectum  to  inspect 
the  walls  for  any  signs  of  polyps  or  cancer. 

2)  Fecal  occult  blood  testing  involves  checking  stool  samples  for  any  signs  of  blood. 

3)  Colonoscopy  is  a test  where  the  patient  has  a lighted  tube  passed  up  through  the  rectum  and  entire  lower  intestine  to  inspect  the 
walls  for  signs  of  polyps  or  cancer.  The  person  is  given  medicine  to  make  them  sleepy  prior  to  having  this  test  done. 

4)  Double  contrast  barium  enema  is  an  x-ray  test  where  the  patient  takes  an  enema  with  contrast  material  and  has  a series  of  x- 
rays  completed  looking  at  the  intestine  and  rectum. 

When  should  these  screening  tests  for  colon  cancer  be  considered? 

Most  studies  show  that  screening  for  colorectal  cancer  should  begin  for  both  men  and  women  after  age  50.  Some  people  may  require 
earlier  screening  with  significant  family  history,  history  of  ulcerative  colitis,  Crohn's  disease  or  higher  risk  factors. 

How  often  should  I have  colon  cancer  screening  testing  done? 

Most  authorities  will  recommend  some  type  of  colon  cancer  screening  testing  be  done  every  5-10  years  after  age  50.  The  frequency  of 
screening  depends  on  each  person's  risk  factors  and  previous  testing  results. 

Who  should  I ask  about  screening  for  colorectal  cancer? 

Start  with  your  family  doctor.  Your  family  doctor  can  ask  you  the  necessary  questions  to  understand  your  risk  and  plan  for  colorectal 
cancer  screening.  If  you  don't  have  any  additional  risk  factors  for  colon  cancer,  you  should  consider  your  first  colon  cancer  screening 
test  after  you  turn  50  years  old.

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Healthy  Indian  Women  Means  Healthy  Indian  Families 


It's  true:  Most  Elder  Indian  women  are  naturally  modest,  which 
means  getting  an  annual  exam  and  a breast  mammogram  may 
be  too  embarrassing  and  a little  uncomfortable.  Tribal  program 
health  care  providers  are  aware  of  these  concerns.  That's  why 
they  go  out  of  their  way  to  make  annual  health  exams  as 
comfortable  as  possible.  They  understand  that  it  is  traditional 
to  treat  Elder  women  with  as  much  respect  - and  with  as  much 
privacy  - as  possible.  As  a result,  more  Elder  women  are  getting 
their  annual  exams  and  mammogram  screenings. 

In  fact,  it  is  never  too  late  to  have  your  first  mammogram 
screening  - and  to  keep  getting  screenings  every  year  after  that  (A 
mammogram  is  a low-dose  breast  x-ray,  that  can  find  cancers  too 
small  to  be  felt).  Take  Elder  Janet  McCloud,  for  instance.  Janet  is 
a mother  of  8 natural  and  2 adopted  children,  23  grandchildren, 
and  "at  least  that  many  great  grandchildren,"  she  says.  Like 
most  Indian  women,  she  has  spent  her  entire  life  taking  care  of 
others. 

Janet  was  also  a leading  activist  for  Indian  fishing  and 
education  rights  in  her  home  state  of  Washington.  With  all  of 
Janet's  social  and  family  responsibilities,  it's  no  wonder  that 
thinking  about  her  own  physical  health  used  to  come  last. 

Still,  it  doesn't  have  to  be  that  way.  Janet  recently  learned 
from  Sandra  Pluff,  South  Puget  Intertribal  Planning  Agency's 
outreach  worker  at  the  Nisqually  clinic,  that  the  chances  of 
getting  breast  cancer  are  greater  now  than  when  she  was  a 
younger  woman.  In  fact  the  older  a woman  gets,  the  greater  the 
chances  for  breast  cancer.  That's  why  Janet  chose  to  have  her 
first  mammogram  last  fall. 


And  while  finding  a lump  can  be  scary,  the 
good  news  is  that  eight  out  of  ten  lumps  are 
not  cancerous.  Still,  it's  necessary  to  have  them 
checked.  Women  whose  lumps  are  found  to  be 
cancer  but  that  are  detected  at  an  early  stage, 
have  a much  higher  chance  of  surviving  than 
those  whose  cancer  goes  undetected  for  a long 
time.  In  fact,  the  five-year  survival  rate  for 
women  whose  cancer  is  found  early  is  96  percent! 
Plus,  early  detection  can  mean  less  surgery  and, 
depending  on  the  type  of  tumor,  possibly  less 
chemotherapy  or  radiation  treatment.  With 
early  detection  and  proper  treatment,  chances  are 
great  that  a woman  can  return  to  normal  family 
demands. 


Women  know  they  are  the 
backbone  of  their  families. 
Now  they  are  learning 
that  caring  for  themselves 
means  they  can  care  for 
their  families  better,  too. 


What  can  you  do  to  reduce  the  chance  of 
breast  cancer? 

No  one  knows  what  causes  breast  cancer,  so  there  is  no 
certain  way  to  prevent  it.  Until  the  reasons  we  get  breast 
cancer  are  clear,  the  best  plan  is  to  make  choices  that  may 
help  reduce  the  "risk  factors." 

For  example: 

1.  Do  not  smoke.  This  is  easier  said  than  done.  But 
getting  involved  in  the  American  Cancer  Society's  "Great 
American  Smokeout,"  or  contacting  your  tribal  health 
clinic  about  any  programs  they  have  to  help  you  quit, 
will  make  being  "smoke  free"  a reality. 

2.  Reduce  your  fat  intake  whenever  possible.  Eat  fish  and 
chicken  or  lean  red  meat  over  heavy  fat  red  meat  such  as 
ground  beef. 

3.  Keep  your  weight  down. 

4.  Reduce  your  alcohol  intake. 

5.  Exercise  regularly  to  keep  your  body  and  your  immune 
system  strong. 


Risk  Factors  for 
Breast  Cancer 

A risk  factor  is  anything  that 
increases  a person's  chance  of 
getting  a disease.  But  having 
one  or  more  risk  factors  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  a 
person  will  get  the  disease. 
Remember:  Risk  factors  are  not 
the  same  as  a list  of  "causes" 
of  cancer.  They  are  anything 
that  "increases  the  chance"  of 
getting  cancer. 

X Gender:  Breast  cancer  can 
affect  men,  but  this  disease  is 
about  100  times  more  common 
among  women  than  men. 

X Aging:  A woman's  risk 
of  developing  breast  cancer 
increases  with  age:  About  77% 
of  women  with  breast  cancer 
are  over  age  50  at  the  time  of 
diagnosis. 

X Family  history  of  breast 
cancer:  The  risk  of  developing 
breast  cancer  increases  if 
a woman's  mother,  sister, 
daughter  or  two  or  more 
relatives,  have  had  breast 
cancer,  especially  at  a young 
age. 

X Menstrual  periods: 

Women  who  started 
menstruating  before  age  12  or 
who  went  through  menopause 
after  age  50,  have  a slightly 
higher  risk  of  breast  cancer. 

X Not  having  children: 

Women  who  have  had  no 
children  or  who  had  their  first 
after  age  30  have  a slightly 
higher  breast  cancer  risk. 

X Alcohol:  Women  who  have 
one  alcoholic  drink  a day  have 
a very  small  increase  in  risk, 
and  those  who  have  2 to  5 
drinks  daily  have  a bout  1.5 
times  the  risk  over  women  who 
drink  no  alcohol. 

X Being  overweight  is 

linked  with  an  increased  risk 
of  developing  breast  cancer, 
especially  for  women  after 
menopause  (which  usually 
occurs  at  age  50).

Annii,  my  name  is  Anita  Hall  and  I am  currently  working  as  the 
Policy/Partnership  Development  Coordinator,  for  the  Children's 
Justice  Act  grant,  awarded  to  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians,  from  the  Office  of  Victims  of  Crime. 

The  purpose  of  this  grant  is  to  address  issues  relating  to  system 
response  to  child  abuse/neglect  in  our  community.  One  of  the 
requirements  of  the  grant  is  that  we  do  an  assessment  of  these 
issues.  I will  be  conducting  a survey  by  contacting  key  people  and 
programs  in  the  GTB  service  area,  that  have  been  identified  as 
knowledgeable  and  having  opinions  or  perceptions  about  child 
abuse  in  our  community.  The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  learn 
how  the  community  is  dealing  with  child  abuse  and  ultimately 
to  provide  the  Tribe/community  with  some  strategies  to  assist  to 
reduce  the  abuse.  These  interviews  will  be  done  either  by  phone, 
or  in  person,  your  preference.  Each  interview  will  last  about  30 
minutes,  and  of  course  the  entire  process,  including  individual 
names  and  the  name  of  our  community,  will  be  kept  confidential.

The  Michigan  Indian  Elders  Association  (MIEA)  will 
make  available  two  (2)  $500  scholarships  and  one  (1) 
$1000  scholarship.  The  scholarships  will  be  awarded 
to  three  qualified  students  with  the  $1000  scholarship 
being  awarded  to  the  most  qualified  student.  Each 
student  must  be  currently  enrolled  in  a course  of  study 
at,  or  have  a letter  of  acceptance  from,  a public  college 
or  university  or  technical  school  and  must  meet  the 
following  qualifications. 

Qualifications  - the  student: 

• Must  be  an  enrolled  member  or  be  a direct 
descendant  of  an  enrolled  member  of  one  of  the  MIEA 
constituent  Tribes/Bands  (must  be  verified  by  the 
constituent  tribal  Enrollment  Department) 

• Must  have  successfully  completed  and  passed 
all  five  General  Education  Development  (G.E.D.) 
equivalency  tests  with  a minimum  score  of  40  and 
an  average  score  of  45  and  must  possess  a G.E.D. 
certificate;  or  must  have  graduated  from  an  accredited 
high  school  with  a 3.00  grade  point  average;  or  if 
currently  enrolled  at  a college,  university  or  trade 
school,  must  have  an  accumulated  grade  point 
average  of  3.00. 

• Must,  except  for  special  and  extenuating 
circumstances,  attend  college,  university  or  trade 
school  on  a full-time  basis. 

• Must  complete  an  application  form  and  submit 
it  with  required  supporting  documentation  and  the 

mailing  must  be  postmarked  not  later  than 
June  16,  2003.  (Incomplete  or  late  applications  will 
not  be  considered) 

An  application  form  can  be  obtained  from  the 
tribal  education  department  of  each  of  the 
constituent  Tribes/Bands.

On  January  29th  GTB  Liaisons  Laura  Carson  and 
Katrina  Smith  were  invited  to  speak  at  the  2nd 
annual  NAFT  Conference  in  Washington  DC. 
Native  American  Families  Together  (NAFT)  asked 
us  to  speak  about  our  program  and  describe  what 
we  do  and  how  it  benefits  our  tribal  children. 

Since  there  is  nothing  we  like  better  than  to  talk 
about  the  Liaison  program,  this  was  a great 
opportunity  to  actually  have  an  audience  that 
would  listen  and  there  was  such  interest  in  the 
program  that  our  allotted  time  was  expanded  an 
extra  25  minutes! 

Program  history  and  evolvement  were 
discussed  with  examples  of  our  daily  routine 
and  relationship  building  with  area  schools. 

We  talked  about  obstacles,  the  importance  of 
referrals,  problem  solving,  tribal  support,  parental 
involvement,  continuity  of  programs,  but  most 
of  all  how  intervention  and  advocacy  has  made 
changes  for  our  children. 

Many  tribes  were  represented  at  this  conference 
and  all  of  them  had  a lot  of  questions  about 
duplicating  a program  such  as  ours,  with  the 
general  consensus  being  that  all  tribes  should 
have  a program  like  this.  They  were  impressed 
and  full  of  praise  for  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
for  implementing  and  supporting  the  Liaison 
program.

It's  getting  to  be  that  time  of  year  again... time  to  start  thinking 
about  enrolling  your  child  in  the  Head  Start  or  Early  Head  Start 
program.  Applications  for  the  new  school  year,  which  will  start 
on  September  8,  2003,  will  be  available  in  the  beginning  of 
March. 

The  Early  Head  Start  program  is  designed  to  serve  Low-income 
families  with  children  between  the  ages  of  birth  and  three  years 
old,  including  pregnant  women.  There  are  15  center  based 
openings  for  this  program. 

The  center  based  services  will  be  provided  at  the  Benodjenh 
Center  and  priority  will  be  given  to  families  who  meet  our 
established  eligibility  criteria.  The  eligibility  criteria  for  this 
program  includes  (but  is  not  limited  to):  income  eligibility, 
families  living  on  or  near  the  reservation,  employment/school/ job 
training  status,  and  children  with  special  needs.  The  hours  for 
the  center  based  program  will  be  Monday-Thursday  from 
9:00-3:00.  Childcare  services  for  the  Early  Head  Start  center 
based  enrollees  will  be  available  Monday-Thursday  from 
7:30am-9:00am  and  3:00pm-5:30pm;  and  on  Fridays  from 
7:30am-5:30pm. 

The  Head  Start  program,  for  children  ages  3-5  years  (children 
must  turn  three  years  old  by  December  1,  2002  to  be  eligible  for 
Head  Start)  is  a center  based  program,  with  services  provided  at 
the  Benodjenh  Center  in  Peshawbestown.  This  program  is  funded 
to  serve  40  children  and  was  designed  to  serve  children  from  low- 
income  families  and  children  with  special  needs.

Endahyon  Group  Home 

The  Endahyon  Group  Home  is  currently  accepting  referrals  for 
residential  placement.  The  Endahyon  Group  Home  is  a coed 
residential  treatment  facility  serving  Native  American  adolescents 
ages  13  to  18  who  may  be  experiencing  chemical  dependency, 
social  maladjustment,  or  delinquency.  Endahyon  includes  a 
strong  cultural  component  that  makes  this  program  unique  and 
invaluable  to  Native  Americans. 

The  Native  American  Treatment  Model  used  at  Endahyon  is 
based  on  the  Teachings  of  the  7 Grandfathers  and  the  Medicine 
Wheel.  Youth  receive  individual  and  group  mental  health  and 
substance  abuse  counseling.  Residents  also  have  traditional 
healing  methods  available  such  as,  sweat  lodges,  Traditional 
Healers,  and  other  ceremonies. 

Youth  are  provided  with  an  intensive  assessment  during  the  first 
30  days  of  placement.  This  assessment  includes  educational, 
substance  abuse,  psychological,  behavioral,  family  and 
cultural  components.  The  assessment  determines  the  avenue 
of  treatment.  For  those  determined  appropriate  for  placement, 
core  issues  to  be  addressed  while  in  placement  are  identified 
and  a Treatment  Plan  is  developed.  Goals  developed  for  each 
individual  are  incorporated  into  their  behavioral  modification 
program. 

The  Endahyon  Program  includes  a mentorship  component 
to  help  guide  youth  through  the  program.  Each  of  the  7 
Grandfather  Teachings  is  used  as  Stages  of  Independence. 
Residents  are  required  to  earn  their  way  through  each  Teaching. 
Teaching  advancement  is  dependent  upon  participation  in 
programming  and  therapy,  behavior,  and  completion  of  projects 
that  demonstrate  an  understanding  of  the  Teaching  they  are  on. 
The  Endahyon  Program  requires  at  least  6 months  to  complete 
successfully,  with  an  average  length  of  stay  of  8 months. 

Educational  services  are  provided  by  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Area 
Public  Schools.  Youth  are  enrolled  in  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
Alternative  School,  which  provides  curriculum  and  issues  credit. 
The  Group  Home  Instructors  administers  the  curriculum  and 
educational  program  on-grounds  at  Endahyon.

The  Medicare  Window  Is  Open

The  Medicare  enrollment  window  is  wide  open.  That's  good  news 
for  people  who  want  to  apply  for  "medical  insurance"  under  the 
federal  health  program.  They  have  until  March  31  to  apply  for 
this  coverage  by  contacting  the  Social  Security  Administration. 

Those  words  of  advice  came  today  from  Sue  Soderberg,  Social 
Security  District  Manager  in  Traverse  City.  "The  first  three 
months  of  every  year  are  traditionally  set  aside  as  open  season 
for  anyone  who  didn't  sign  up  for  Medicare  medical  insurance, 
usually  called  Part  B,  when  they  turned  65,"  Soderberg  said.  "If 
you  initially  thought  you  didn't  need  Part  B coverage  but  have 
since  learned  you  should  have  it,  you've  got  to  make  use  of  this 
once-a-year  opportunity  or  go  another  whole  year  without  full 
Medicare  coverage." 

Soderberg  explained  there  are  two  parts  to  Medicare. 

Part  A of  Medicare  helps  cover  inpatient  hospital  costs,  some 
skilled  nursing  care  and  limited  other  expenses.  Part  B helps 
pay  doctors'  fees,  outpatient  hospital  charges  and  many  other 
expenses  not  associated  with  an  inpatient  hospital  stay. 

Most  people  take  Part  A,  or  hospital  insurance  coverage,  when 
they  turn  65  because  that  part  of  Medicare  is  free.  Part  A is 
actually  funded  by  a tax  deducted  from  workers'  paychecks.  But 
Part  B coverage,  or  medical  insurance,  is  funded  by  a monthly 
premium  usually  deducted  from  Medicare  recipients'  Social 
Security  checks.  That  deduction  is  $58.70  per  month  in  2003  for 
those  who  elect  coverage  during  their  initial  enrollment  period 
when  they  attain  age  65. 

"Some  people  don't  take  Part  B because  they  think  they  don't 
need  the  coverage,  or  they  figure  they  will  be  covered  by  other 
insurance,"  Soderberg  said.  "But  then  they  later  learn  that 
Medicare  is  generally  the  primary  insurance  for  most  people  65 
and  older,  and  they  are  required  to  have  both  parts." 

People  who  refused  Part  B during  their  initial  enrollment  period 
and  then  later  decide  to  take  the  coverage  can  do  so  only  during 
an  open  season,  or  "general  enrollment  period,"  January  through 
March  of  each  year.  There  is  a penalty  for  delayed  enrollment. 
"It's  an  extra  10  percent  for  each  year  you  could  have  had  Part 
B,  but  didn't  take  it,"  Soderberg  said.  "In  2003,  instead  of  paying 
$58.70  per  month,  you  would  pay  $64.60  per  month  for  Part  B 
coverage  if  you  delayed  your  enrollment  by  one  year." 

As  a general  rule,  the  only  people  age  65  and  older  for  whom 
Medicare  Part  B coverage  is  not  the  primary  insurance  are 
those  still  working  and  covered  by  an  employer's  health  plan  or 
those  covered  by  an  insurance  plan  of  a spouse  who  is  working. 
When  they  lose  this  coverage,  they  will  get  a "special  enrollment 
period."  As  long  as  they  file  during  the  seven-month  period 
following  either  the  end  of  their  employment  or  the  loss  of  their 
health  insurance  coverage  (whichever  happens  first),  there  is  no 
penalty  or  late  enrollment  fees.

• Must  have  successfully  completed  and  passed  all  five 
General  Education  Development  (G.E.D.)  equivalency  tests  with 
a minimum  score  of  40  and  an  average  score  of  45  and  must 
possess  a G.E.D.  certificate;  or  must  have  graduated  from  an 
accredited  high  school  with  a 3.00  grade  point  average;  or  if 
currently  enrolled  at  a college,  university  or  trade  school,  must 
have  an  accumulated  grade  point  average  of  3.00. 


• Must,  except  for  special  and  extenuating  circumstances, 
attend  college,  university  or  trade  school  on  a full-time  basis. 

• Must  complete  an  application  form  and  submit  it  with 
required  supporting  documentation  and  the  mailing  must  be 
postmarked  not  later  than  June  16,  2003.  (Incomplete  or 
late  applications  will  not  be  considered)

With  the  weather  comes 
freezing  temperatures,  and 
with  freezing  temperatures 
comes  heat  bills.  Because  of 
rising  costs  and  the  increased 
need  for  heat,  Tribal  Members 
have  been  caught  "short"  when 
it  comes  to  paying  for  the  heat. 
The  Housing  Department  has 
in  the  past  been  trying  to  help 
out  with  whatever  we  could 
to  make  the  burden  a little 
easier,  but...  the  funding  for 
heating  shortages  is  not  within 
the  Housing  Department 
any  longer.  Whenever  there 
is  a call  about  no  heat,  the 
following  happens: 

1.  We  fill  the  tank 

2.  We  charge  the  tenant  for 
the  expense  along  with  his/her 
rent 

3.  It  is  all  due  and  payable  at 
the  first  of  the  month  with  the 
rent. 

The  Housing  Department  is 
responsible  for  the  Housing 
so  we  are  mandated  to  do 
"something"  whenever  we 
know  there  is  no  heat,  electric, 
etc.  during  the  winter.  The 
pipes  freezing  and  other  things 
that  happen  because  utilities 
are  not  on  is  too  costly  to  just 
let  it  go.  When  we  do  know 
that  there  is  a problem,  we  call 
the  company  and  have  them 
deliver,  regardless.  The  Tenant 
is  then  billed. 

You  can  avoid  the  late  charges 
associated  with  getting  a 
VERY  LARGE  bill  at  one  time 
considering  your  heat  bill 
and  your  rent  will  be  due  and 
payable  at  the  same  time. 

1.  The  Behavioral  Health 
Department  has  an  assistance 
program  for  Tribal  Members 
that  is  good  for  once  a winter 
for  around  $200.00. 


2.  There  is  also  a new  utility 
allowance  at  local  F.I.A. 
centers,  and 

3.  There  are  ways  to  cut  down 
on  the  costs: 

a.  Go  on  a keep  full 
basis  with  your  provider  who 
will  offer  the  best  deal  with 
continued  use. 

i. Your  bill  comes  once  a 

month 

ii. Its  always  the  same 

price 

iii. You  pay  over  a few 
months  instead  all  at  once. 

iv. The  price  is  cheaper 
because  the  company  can 
count  on  you  to  need  heat  so 
he  orders  it  when  the  prices  are 
down. 

4.  Remember  this  is  Michigan 
weather.  Keep  the  thermostat 
at  a reasonable  temperature 
instead  of  80  degrees  and  the 
water  heater  at  a temperature 
that  won't  burn  the  kids  when 
they  use  it.  Opening  windows 
in  the  middle  of  winter  to 
cool  the  house  down  is  not 
economical. 

5.  Contact  your  local  vendor 
for  a "heat  analysis"  on  your 
home  to  find  out  exactly  what 
you  can  do  to  save  money. 

WHAT  NOT  TO  DO: 

1.  Do  not  use  your  oven  to 
heat  the  heat  the  house.  Not 
only  is  it  dangerous  for  the 
kids  to  be  around,  it  is  also  ten 
times  more  expensive  than 
the  regular  heating  system 
designed  for  your  home. 

2.  Do  not  stay  with  friends 
or  relatives  until  you  have 
enough  money  to  turn  the 
utilities  back  on  without  calling 
us. 

a.  We  end  up  redoing 
plumbing  from  it  freezing 
along  with  carpeting,  walls, 
flooring,  etc.  from  water 
damages. 

i.All  charged  to  tenants 
for  not  keeping  utilities  on.

Okay,  everyone-  Start  Smiling! 
Spring  is  just  around  the  corner 
and  we'll  be  ready  to  tackle  a 
whole  new  set  of  chores!  We 
still  have  to  get  through  some 
winter  though,  so  we  must 
continue  to  take  special  care 
of  the  important  things:  Water 
pipes,  snow  on  the  roofs,  ice 
hanging  from  the  eaves,  and 
HEAT.  We've  had  a lot  of 
calls  for  frozen  pipes  this  past 
month.  Some  tips  for  you: 

In  COOOOLD  weather,  keep 
a faucet  (the  farthest  away 
from  your  water  source)  at  a 
slow  drip  so  the  water  keeps 
moving.  Wrap  your  water  pipe 
with  heat  tape  (you  can  buy 
the  tape  for  a small  cost)  and 
by  all  means,  if  your  water 
freezes,  take  immediate  action 
to  thaw  it  out!  The  longer  you 
wait,  the  more  chance  that  the 
pipes  will  burst  and  will  have 
some  major  damage  to  your 
home.

There  seems  to  be  a huge 
misunderstanding  of  the 
Down  Payment  Program.  I 
would  like  to  explain  both  of 
the  Programs  in  hopes  that 
you  will  better  understand.  I 
repeatedly  get  calls  asking 
me  if  the  $5,000.00  Down 
Payment  Program  has  been 
raised  to  $10,000.00.  The 
answer  to  this  is  NO.  These  are 
two  individual  and  separate 
programs. 

RAO  Down  Payment 
Program:  This  is  a Grand 
Traverse  Band  Tribal  Revenue 
Allocation  Ordinance  funded 
program. 

1.  Must  be  an  enrolled  Tribal 
Member 

2.  An  application  must  be 
filed  with  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  Housing  Department 
Office  before  any  action  can  be 
taken  on  requests  for  assistance 
that  MEETS  MINIMUM 
PROPERTY  STANDARDS  AS 
SET  BY:  Local  and  Tribal 
regulations  on  building  codes, 
and  minimum  health  and 
safety  standards. 

3.  There  are  minimum 
but  no  maximum  Income 
Qualifications. 

There  are  several  more  rules 
and  regulations  which  can  be 
found  in  the  application.  You 
can  pick  one  up  at  the  Housing 
Office  or  we  can  mail  one  to 
you. 

4.  This  is  a One-Time  Only 
Grant  and  Tribal  Members 
cannot  access  more  than  one 
Down  Payment  Program  to 
qualify  for  home  financing. 

5.  The  RAO  amount  is 
$5,000.00  Tribal  Policy  states  a 
minimum  allowable  Income  of 
$12,700.00.

NAHASDA  DOWN 
PAYMENT  PROGRAM: 

NAHASDA  is  the  acronym 
for  the  Native  American 
Housing  Assistance  and 
Self-Determination  Act  of 
1996.  NAHASDA  receives  it's 
funding  through  an  annual 
appropriation  by  Congress 
and  is  administered  through 
the  Office  of  Native  American 
Programs  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development.  This  Down 
Payment  Assistance  Program  is 
required  to  meet  all  provisions 
of  the  Act,  which  includes  the 
Income  Guidelines  as  defined 
in  the  Act.  (ACT,  MEANING 
NAHASDA) 

The  Income  Guidelines  we 
use  are  the  HUD  Income  limits 
for  the  State  of  Michigan.  We 
go  by  Leelanau  County.  They 
are  as  follows; 

Leelanau  (Very  Low 
Income  to  Low  Income) 

1 person  - $16,700  to  $26,700 

2 person  - $19,100  to  $30,550 

3 person  - $21,450  to  $34,350 

4 person  - $23,850  to  $38,150 

5 person  - $25,750  to  $41,200 

6 person  - $27,650  to  $44,250 

7 person  - $29,550  to  $47,300 

It  is  important  to  know  that 
NAHASDA  requires  the 
reporting  of  all  incomes  in  the 
household. 

I hope  this  helps  you  better 
understand  the  Two  Down 
Payment  Programs. 

I also  want  everyone  to  know 
that  this  office  helps  with 
crisis  management.

The  Maintenance  Department 
has  been  kept  very  busy 
rehabbing  several  units  in 
both  Leelanau  county  and 
Charlevoix  county.  With  the 
onslaught  of  cold  temperatures 
and  snow  there  has  also  been 
numerous  "No  Heat"  calls,  as 
well  as  frozen  water  pipes.  It  is 
very  important  that  all  tenants 
keep  heat  on  in  the  homes 
during  the  winter  months. 
Failure  to  do  so  results  in  water 
pipes  freezing  and  bursting, 
which  causes  massive  flooding 
in  the  units.  Already  this  year 
the  Maintenance  Department 
has  had  to  respond  to  two  units 
that  flooded.  If  you  go  away  for 
a weekend,  please  make  sure 
the  heat  is  left  on  at  60  degrees. 

The  Maintenance  Department 
wants  to  remind  tenants  that 
tenant  damages  to  the  units 
will  be  billed  back  to  the 
tenant.  This  would  include, 
but  is  not  limited  to:  Holes  in 
walls,  holes  in  doors,  broken 
windows,  broken  doors, 
cupboards  pulled  off  the 
wall,  screens  missing  from 
windows,  screen  doors  pulled 
off  or  smashed,  etc.  Section 
9D  of  the  adopted  Occupancy 
Policy  states:  Billing  Clients  for 
Repairs  and  Damages 

(1)  Clients  shall  be  billed 
reasonable  charges  for  the 
repair  of  intentional  or 
negligent  damage  to  their 
dwelling  units,  which  are 
caused  by  the  client,  his/her 
family  and/or  guest(s). 

(2)  The  client  shall  be 


responsible  for 
prompt  payment. 

(a) 

Prompt  payment 
is  considered  to 
be  within  sixty 
(60)  calendar  days 
of  receipt  of  the 
billing  statement 
from  the  Housing 
Department.

New  Member  to  Police

Lou  Scott,  Tribal  Member  #44  was 
appointed  to  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Police  Commission  on  January  23, 
2003.  Lou,  while  serving  on  Tribal 
Council  in  1998  was  instrumental  in 
forming  the  Police  Commission.  She 
felt  this  committee  was  important 
addition  to  the  community.  She 
will  put  her  effort  into  being  a fair 
commissioner. 


The  GTB  Tribal  Police  Department  is  in  the  process  of  implementing  its  second  Citizens' 
Police  Academy  Program  for  adult  GTB  members.  The  ultimate  goal  of  the  Citizens' 
Police  Academy  is  to  establish  and  improve  the  relationship  between  the  GTB  Tribal 
Police  Department  and  the  citizens  of  the  GTB  community.  The  program  will  give 
citizens  the  opportunity  to  express  their  concerns  and  ask  questions  about  the  police 
functions  in  their  community.  The  two-way  communication  between  the  officers  and  the 
citizens  will  be  an  effective  and  successful  way  to  accomplish  the  goals  and  objectives  of 
the  Citizens'  Police  Academy. 

The  Citizens'  Police  Academy  is  a ten-week  program  designed  to  give  the  participants  a 
first-hand  look  at  the  police  department's  operations  and  to  allow  them  the  opportunity 
to  experience  police  work  from  the  officer's  standpoint.  Participants  will  ride  along  with 
officers  on  the  street,  receive  instruction  in  criminal  and  traffic  law,  and  be  instructed  in 
basic  police  procedures  as  well  as  firearms  and  officer  safety  practices.

At  the  February  regular  session,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal 
Council  adopted  a Wetland  Protection  Plan.  The  Environmental 
Stewardship  Program  has  been  in  the  process  of  developing  and 
revising  the  Wetland  Protection  Plan  for  the  past  three  years. 

The  Plan  is  a tool  that  can  be  used  to  help  protect,  manage,  and 
restore  the  wetlands  on  Grand  Traverse  Band  lands.  The  plan 
contains  four  major  components: 

• An  inventory  of  all  wetland  resources  on  tribal  lands. 

• A description  of  the  functions  and  uses  these  wetland 
resources  provide,  such  as  water  quality  improvement,  protection 
from  shoreline  erosion,  flood  control,  wildlife  habitat,  and 
cultural/traditional  uses. 

• An  identification  of  the  potential  and  existing  threats  to 
each  wetland  area,  such  as  nonpoint  source  pollution,  wetland 
conversion,  and  invasive  species. 

• A set  of  recommendations  for  wetland  protection  and 
conservation  activities. 

The  Wetland  Protection  Plan  is  an  important  first  step  toward 
protecting  the  Grand  Traverse  Band's  wetland  resources.  The 
Environmental  Stewardship  program  is  dedicated  to  wetland 
protection  and  will  be  working  to  promote  and  implement  the 
Plan.

Recent  Opinion  Research  Shows  That 
Great  Lakes  Residents  Love  Their  Lakes, 
Worry  About  Pollution 

The  results  of  a new  region-wide  survey  from  the  Biodiversity 
Project  and  the  Joyce  Foundation  indicate  that  Great  Lakes 
residents  feel  strong  personal  responsibility  for  the  health  of  the 
Great  Lakes. 

Some  key  points  from  the  poll: 

• People  who  live  near  the  lakes  believe  they  are  “vital  to 
the  region's  economy";  a place  for  recreation";  and  "one  of  the 
natural  wonders  of  the  world". 

• Nearly  all  survey  respondents  agree  that  each  of  us  has  a 
personal  responsibility  to  protect  the  lakes. 

• Nearly  all  agree  that  we  need  to  do  more  to  protect  the  Great 
Lakes  from  pollution. 

• Seven  in  ten  residents  surveyed  oppose  exporting  Great  Lakes 
water  to  other  regions. 

The  findings  provide  a valuable  tool  that  can  help  groups  and 
governments  working  on  water  issues  evaluate  public  opinion 
and  develop  stronger  messages  for  reaching  key  audiences  for 
Great  Lakes  protection.

Summary  Of  Water  Quality 
Monitoring  Results 

1 855  Historic  Reservation 


To  ensure  the  Grand  Traverse  Band's  valuable  water  resources  are 
clean,  safe,  and  healthy,  the  Water  Quality  program  monitors 
the  chemical,  physical,  and  biological  conditions  of  surface  water 
within  the  1855  Historic  Reservation.  Information  collected  from 
1999  to  2002  indicates  that,  overall,  the  water  quality  of  Lake 
Michigan  (including  Grand  Traverse  Bay),  Elk  Lake,  Skegemog 
Lake,  Ennis  Creek,  and  Belanger  Creek  is  very  good.  However, 
there  are  factors  that  have  the  potential  to  develop  into  water 
quality  problems  and  therefore  are  a cause  of  concern  for  the 
1855  Historic  Reservation  waters. 

Omena  Bay  experiences  very  low  oxygen  levels  near  the 
bottom  during  late  summer  and  fall.  There  is  also  evidence 
that  phosphorous  is  being  released  from  the  sediments  during 
this  period.  When  this  occurs,  the  phosphorus  is  trapped  near 
the  bottom  of  the  bay  until  the  lake  turns  over,  or  mixes,  in  the 
fall.  With  high  levels  of  phosphorus  reaching  the  surface  of  the 
bay,  there  is  a potential  for  nuisance  algae  blooms  during  fall 
turnover.  Such  a phenomenon  has  not  yet  been  observed,  but 
remains  a possibility  in  Omena  Bay.  Furthermore,  increased 
nutrient  concentrations  could  eventually  lead  to  eutrophication, 
or  very  high  rates  of  biological  production,  in  Omena  Bay. 

Zebra  mussels  were  observed  and/or  collected  at  all  lakes 
sampled.  Although  there  are  a number  of  invasive  species 
that  threaten  lakes  in  this  region,  zebra  mussels  are  the  most 
ubiquitous  and  imminent  danger.  Exactly  how  they  will  impact 
the  ecology  of  the  lakes  is  not  well  understood,  but  zebra  mussels 
are  known  to  upset  the  natural  balance  of  aquatic  ecosystems. 
Additionally,  there  is  no  known  mechanism  to  control  or 
eradicate  the  rapidly  expanding  zebra  mussel  populations. 

The  habitat  diversity  of  Ennis  and  Belanger  Creeks  is  being 
threatened  by  sedimentation.  Although  macroinvertebrate 
(insects,  molluscs,  crayfish,  etc.)  communities  were  not 
particularly  impaired  in  2002,  the  high  proportion  of  sand 
substrate  may  be  compromising  fish  community  composition. 
Because  both  tributaries  are  designated  trout  streams,  high 
quality  fish  habitat  should  be  a primary  water  quality  objective 
in  Ennis  and  Belanger  Creeks. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band's  Water  Quality  program 
will  continue  to  monitor  surface  water  conditions  and  to 
promote  protection  and  restoration  activities  within  the  1855

hosted  the  fifth  annual  Grand  Traverse  Bay  Water  Quality 
Monitoring  Group  meeting  on  January  22nd  in  the  Double 
Eagle  Private  Dining  Room.  In  attendance  were  scientists  and 
other  water  quality  professionals  from  the  Grand  Traverse  area, 
including  representatives  from  the  Leelanau  Conservancy,  Inland 
Seas  Education  Association,  Watershed  Center,  City  of  Traverse 
City  Water  Treatment  Plant,  and  the  Great  Lakes  Children's 
Museum.  Attendees  gave  updates  on  their  monitoring  work, 
which  included  discussions  of  2002  results,  sampling  locations 
and  design,  and  plans  for  2003. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  organized  the  Monitoring  Group  in 
1998  with  the  goal  of  bringing  together  those  people  monitoring 
the  water  quality  of  Grand  Traverse  Bay.  The  annual  meetings 
are  held  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  group  members  to  discuss 
the  overall  monitoring  needs  of  Grand  Traverse  Bay  and  identify 
and  fill  gaps  in  water  quality  monitoring  efforts.

Water  Privatization  Facts 

What  is  water  privatization? 

Water  has  historically  been  considered  a common  resource  that 
belongs  to  all  of  the  public.  New  laws  are  now  making  it  legal  for 
private  corporations  to  gain  "ownership"  of  this  limited  resource 
and  selling  it  for  profit,  thereby  permanently  taking  it  out  of 
public  hands. 

Why  should  I care  about  water  privatization? 

• New  water  bottling  facilities  are  currently  being  built  in  the 
Great  Lakes  region,  each  of  which  drains  up  to  500  gallons/ 
minute  from  the  public  water  supply  and  sells  it  for  private  profit. 

• A gallon  of  water  generates  six  times  more  profit  than  a 
gallon  of  gasoline.  The  demand  for  bottled  water  in  the  United 
States  is  growing  eleven  (11%)  percent  annually.  Privatization 
steals  that  resource  from  the  public  for  profit. 

• The  Great  Lakes  holds  95%  of  the  U.S.  surface  freshwater.  To 
give  control  of  that  water  to  private  corporations  is  to  lose  public 
ownership  of  the  nation's  most  important  resource. 

• Clean  fresh  water  is  a dwindling  resource  around  the  globe. 
The  United  Nations  recently  announced  that  we  are  now  officially 
undergoing  a global  freshwater  crisis.  Currently,  1 billion  people 
lack  access  to  safe  drinking  water.  Privatization  ensures  that  only 
the  wealthy  can  afford  this  life-giving  liquid. 

• The  Vice  President  of  the  World  Bank  recently  announced 
that  the  wars  of  the  future  will  not  be  over  oil,  they  will  be  over 
water. 

• A recent  World  Bank  report  states  that  two-thirds  of  the 
world's  population  will  be  without  adequate  drinking  water  by 
the  year  2025,  many  from  previously  water-rich  areas  like  the 
United  States. 

• With  each  drop  of  water  that  falls  into  the  hands  of  private 
interests,  any  sustainable  solution  to  the  global  water  crisis  moves 
further  and  further  from  the  public's  grasp.  Water  resources 
require  public  management  to  ensure  that  the  people,  not  profits, 
come  first.

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Particulate  Matter  In  The  Air 

Particulate  matter  (PM)  consists  of  very  small  liquid  and  solid 
particles  that  are  suspended  in  the  air.  These  particles  are  a 
mixture  of  materials  such  as  soot,  smoke,  dust,  salt,  acids,  and 
metals.  While  individual  particles  cannot  be  seen  with  the  naked 
eye,  collectively  they  can  appear  as  black  soot,  dust  clouds,  or 
gray  haze. 

The  health  and  environmental  effects  of  particulate  matter  are 
strongly  related  to  the  size  of  the  particles.  Accordingly,  different 
size  categories  have  been  established  for  regulatory  purposes. 

Fine  particles  (PM  2.5)  have  a diameter  of  2.5  microns  (pm)  or 
less.  Fine  particles  can  remain  in  the  atmosphere  for  days  to 
weeks,  and  may  travel  hundreds  or  even  thousands  of  miles  from 
their  source.  Sources  for  fine  particles  can  include:  industrial 
and  residential  fuel  combustion,  vehicle  exhaust,  and  chemical 
transformation  of  gaseous  compounds  in  the  atmosphere. 

Coarse  particles  have  a diameter  greater  than  2.5  pm.  Coarse 
particles  usually  fall  back  to  earth  within  minutes  to  hours  of 
entering  the  air  and  within  tens  of  kilometers  from  the  emission 
source.  Sources  for  coarse  particles  can  include:  wind  blown 
dust,  construction,  farming,  mining,  and  vehicles  traveling  on 
unpaved  roads.  Particulates  smaller  than  10  pm  are  called  PM 
10,  and  are  regulated  separately  from  PM  2.5.  PM  10  materials 
can  contain  both  fine  and  coarse  particles. 

Scientific  studies  have  linked  particulate  matter  with  serious 
health  problems  such  as:  premature  death,  respiratory-related 
hospital  admissions  and  emergency  room  visits,  aggravated 
asthma,  acute  respiratory  symptoms  (aggravated  coughing  and 
difficult  or  painful  breathing),  chronic  bronchitis,  and  decreased 
lung  function.  Fine  particles  are  of  particular  concern  because 
they  easily  reach  the  deepest  recesses  of  the  lungs.  Those  most  at 
risk  from  exposure  to  particulate  matter  are  the  elderly,  people 
with  pre-existing  heart  or  lung  disease,  children,  and  people  with 
asthma. 

Since  particulate  matter  in  the  air  scatters  and  absorbs  light,  it 
can  also  cause  visibility  impairment  making  it  more  difficult  to 
see  clarity,  color,  texture,  and  form.  When  impaired  visibility 
occurs  over  a large  area  it  is  called  "regional  haze".  In  many 
parts  of  the  country,  visibility  has  been  reduced  by  as  much  as 
70%  from  natural  conditions  due  to  high  levels  of  particulate 
matter  in  the  atmosphere. 

The  U.  S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  has  established 
national  targets  for  acceptable  concentrations  of  pollutants  in 
the  air  called  National  Ambient  Air  Quality  Standards  (NAAQS). 
These  are  the  levels  that  the  EPA  deems  safe  for  public  health  and 
welfare.  The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Air  Quality  Program  currently 
has  plans  to  install  a monitor  at  the  air  site  in  the  coming  years. 
This  will  allow  us  to  see  if  the  region  is  meeting  the  NAAQS  for 
particulate  matter.

New  National  Tribal  Air  Association 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  has  become  a member  of  the  National 
Tribal  Air  Association  through  a recommendation  from  the 
Natural  Resources  and  Environmental  Committee  and  a 
resolution  by  the  Tribal  Council. 

This  new  Association  will  work  to  strengthen  the  Tribal  voice  in 
addressing  key  air  issues  that  impact  the  health  and  welfare  of 
Tribes  and  tribal  communities.  By  working  together,  Tribes  have 
a better  chance  of  resolving  the  air  quality  issues  that  can  and  do 
impact  the  quality  of  life  for  Indian  Country. 

The  key  air  issues  that  were  identified  at  the  conference  last 
October  include:  1)  National  Ambient  Air  Quality  Standards 
Designations;  2)  Minor  New  Source  Review;  3)  Air  Monitoring;  4) 
Tribal  Implementation  Plans;  5)  Communication,  Outreach  and 
Coordination;  and  6)  Funding  of  Tribal  Air  Programs. 

A representative  and  an  alternate  have  been  selected  for  the 
national  steering  committee  for  the  western  Great  Lakes  region. 
This  process  was  through  a vote  on  a three  person  slate  by  all  the 
environmental  staff  of  the  Tribes  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and 
Michigan.  The  winners  were  - Alissa  Dickerson  from  Bad  River 
Band  of  Lake  Superior  Chippewa  and  Chris  Berini  from  the  Fond 
du  Lac  Band  of  Lake  Superior  Chippewa  (alternate).

The  Environmental  Stewardship  Program  was  established 
six  years  ago  with  the  program  working  on  all  aspects  of 
environmental  issues  such  as  surface  water  and  groundwater 
quality  protection,  air  quality  protection,  pollution  prevention/ 
solid  waste  management,  watershed  planning,  Lake  Michigan 
and  Great  Lakes  basins'  management,  environmental  health, 
and  environmental  education.  Listed  here  are  the  Environmental 
Stewardship  Program  Goals  and  descriptions. 

Groundwater  and  Surface  Water  Quality  Protection:  A 
comprehensive  water  quality  protection  which  includes  surface 
water  quality  monitoring  and  macroinvertebrates;  trends 
analysis;  nonpoint  source  pollution  activities  and  practices; 
source  water  protection;  wetland  protection/restoration  efforts; 
education;  and  networking. 

Air  Quality  Protection:  Working  towards  a comprehensive 
air  quality  protection  program  which  includes  air  monitoring 
activities  - wet  deposition  (acid  rain/snow)  and  adding  ozone, 
mercury,  particulate  matter,  and  toxics  in  the  future;  education 
activities;  air  transportation  and  deposition  issues;  indoor  air 
education;  and  networking. 

Pollution  Prevention/Solid  Waste  Management:  Education 
and  activities  program  for  Tribal  members  and  Government/ 
Economic  Development  Corporation  staff  to  encourage  waste 
reduction,  reuse,  recycling,  composting,  buying  recycled 
products,  sustainable  development,  energy  efficiency,  and  energy 
alternatives;  taking  part  in  household  hazardous  waste  and 
electronics  recycling  opportunities. 

Watershed  Planning:  Involve  the  Tribal  members  and  staff  in 
policy  development,  environmentally  friendly  land  use  planning, 
decision  making,  and  implementation.  Make  watershed  impact 
decisions  by  utilizing  natural  systems  ecological  knowledge  and 
instill  ecological  integrity  and  biodiversity  values. 

Great  Lakes  Management  Planning:  To  have  a voice  and  be  at 
the  table  in  the  development  of  management  plans  and  policies 
that  affect  the  six  county  service  area,  Lake  Michigan  basin, 
and  the  Great  Lakes  basin.  The  Grand  Traverse  Band  provides 
a unique  tribal  perspective  to  the  development  of  management, 
restoration,  and  protection  plans  and  policies. 

Environmental  Health:  Disseminate  information  regarding 
environmental  health  issues  to  Tribal  members  and  staff, 
especially  the  Family  Health  Clinic  staff;  promote  and  review 
programs  to  study  the  toxics  levels  of  chemicals  in  fish,  wildlife, 
plants;  and  networking. 

Environmental  Education:  To  increase  and  promote  ecological 
knowledge  for  decision  making  among  students,  teachers,  staff, 
and  community  members.

Nonpoint  Source  Pollution: 

What  Is  It  And  What  Can  Be  Done? 


When  asked  what  pollution 
is,  most  of  us  picture  large 
industrial  smoke  stacks 
billowing  airborne  pollutants, 
black  oil  slicks  coating  pristine 
coastlines,  and  stinking 
landfills  leaking  toxic  waste. 
The  leading  cause  of  water 
quality  problems  is  actually 
another  type  of  pollution 
called  nonpoint  source 
(NPS)  pollution.  NPS  is  the 
accumulated  effect  of  many 
different  sources  of  pollution. 
Many  of  contributing 
factors,  especially  household 
management,  seem  harmless 
and  ineffectual  in  themselves, 
unless  the  result  is  viewed  at  a 
community  level. 

What  Is  Nps  Pollution? 

NPS  pollution  occurs  when 
rainfall,  snowmelt,  or  irrigation 
water  pick  ups  and  carries 
natural  and  human  made 
pollutants  over  or  through 
the  ground,  depositing  them 
into  surface  water  bodies,  such 
as  wetlands,  streams,  rivers, 
lakes,  and  coastal  areas,  or 
into  groundwater  and  drinking 
water  bodies.  Common  NPS 
pollutants  include: 

• Sediments  from  improperly 
managed  construction  sites, 
crops  and  forestry,  and  eroding 
stream  banks 

• Nutrients  from  livestock, 
pets,  and  faulty  septic  systems 

• Excess  fertilizers,  herbicides, 
and  insecticides  from 
agricultural  and  residential 
applications 

• Oil,  grease,  and  toxic 
chemicals  from  urban  runoff 
and  energy  production. 

How  Can  Nps  Pollution  Be 
Managed? 

There  are  two  basic  techniques 
for  managing  NPS  pollution. 
The  first  is  the  "Watershed" 
approach  in  which  the  water 
body  and  the  surrounding 
areas  are  assessed  and 
monitored  for  water  quality 
and  potential  pollutant 
sources.  The  second  is  more 
technical  and  is  called  the 
Best  Management  Plan  (BMP) 
approach  in  which  pollution 
control  measures  are  designed 
and  implemented  to  prevent 
and/or  reduce  water  pollution 


caused  by  human  activities. 

For  example,  erosion  control 
can  be  established  adjacent 
to  water  bodies  by  the  use  of 
silt  fencing  and/or  riparian 
(vegetated)  zones  in  order  to 
reduce  runoff  speed  and  filter 
out  pollutants.  Xeriscape 
landscaping  is  another 
example  of  a control  measure 
in  which  the  landscaping 
incorporates  native  plant 
species  and  uses  appropriate 
levels  of  irrigation,  mulch,  and 
maintenance. 

What  Can  Be  Done? 

There  are  many  simple  things 
that  can  be  done  on  a daily 
basis  to  reduce  NPS  pollution. 
Many  of  these  measures  seem 
small  and  unimportant  in 
themselves,  but  when  you 
think  in  terms  of  a community 
effort,  the  result  is  clearly 
significant. 

Around  The  Yard: 

• Keep  litter,  pet  wastes, 
leaves,  and  debris  out  of  storm 
gutters  and  street  drains. 

• Use  lawn  fertilizers  and 
pesticides  sparingly  and 
according  to  directions  (more  is 
not  better),  or  else  try  natural 
alternatives. 

• Limit  the  use  of 
impenetrable  surfaces  in 
landscaping.  For  example, 
instead  of  concrete  sidewalks 
and  driveways,  use  bricks  or 
blocks  which  would  allow 
rainwater  to  soak  into  the 
ground  instead  of  becoming 
runoff. 

• Do  not  hose  off  walkways, 
instead  dry  sweep  and  place 
debris  (especially  cigarette 
litter)  in  the  trash. 

• Allow  for  a riparian 
(vegetated)  strip  using  shrubs, 
trees,  and  groundcover  along 
waterways  to  slow  down  runoff 
and  filter  out  debris.  This 

low  maintenance  measure 
is  14  times  more  effective  in 
slowing  down  runoff  than  grass 
and  does  not  require  routine 
fertilization  and  cutting. 

• Leave  lawn  cuttings  in 
the  grass  and  compost  excess 
amounts  along  with  other  yard 
wastes  instead  of  letting  them 
wash  into  roadways  and  into 
street  drains. 


• Direct  down  spouts  and 
gutters  into  vegetated  or 
gravel-filled  seepage  areas 
instead  of  paved  surfaces. 

• Dispose  of  animal  wastes 
in  a pet  waste  tank,  in  the 
garbage,  or  in  the  toilet 
because  they  contain  bacteria 
and  viruses  which,  once 
transported  to  waterways,  can 
cause  shellfish  contamination 
and  beach  closures. 

• Do  not  over  water  lawns 
because  excessive  watering 
depletes  lawn  nutrients,  like 
applied  fertilizers  and  grass 
cuttings. 

In  The  Garage: 

• Dispose  of  hazardous 
chemicals,  such  as  oil,  grease, 
and  antifreeze,  properly.  Do 
not  hose  them  into  the  street 
drains  where  they  are  released 
untreated  into  streams  and 
rivers. 

• Take  used  oil  to  a service 
station  or  local  recycling  center. 
Fact:  One  quart  of  oil  can 
contaminate  2 million  gallons 
of  drinking  water. 

• Wash  cars  on  the  grass  to 
allow  the  wash  water  to  soak 
into  the  ground. 

• Plan  errands  and  combine 
trips  to  reduce  the  amount 

of  airborne  pollutants,  toxic 
metal  dust,  and  petroleum 
byproducts  being  released  from 
your  vehicle. 

Around  The  House: 

• Do  not  dispose  of 
hazardous  household 
chemicals  in  the  trash. 

Contact  the  local  solid  waste 
management  office  for  disposal 
or  use  non-toxic/non-corrosive 
alternatives. 

• Conserve  water  by 
only  running  fully  loaded 
dishwashers  and  clothes 
washers. 

• Take  showers  instead  of 
baths. 

• Install/choose  low  flow 
toilets,  low  flow  faucets,  and 
water-saving  appliances,  where 
possible. 

• Repair  leaky  faucets, 
toilets,  and  pumps. 

• Compost  instead  of  using  a 
garbage  disposal.  Excess  solid 
matter  in  your  septic  system 
will  require  more  frequent 
servicing. 

• Maintain  your  septic 


system  with  annual 
inspections,  regular  servicing, 
and  no  additives.  There  is 
no  scientific  proof  additives 
help  and  they  may  even 
contaminate  drinking  and 
groundwater. 

In  The  Community: 

• Educate  your  family, 
friends,  and  neighbors  as  to  the 
effects  of  NPS  pollution. 

• Voice  your  concerns  at 
community  planning  and 
zoning  meeting. 

• Encourage  local 
governments  to  develop 
and  enforce  construction 
erosion  and  sediment  control 
ordinances. 

These  activities  and 
preventative  measures  are 
simple  and  can  easily  become 
a part  of  your  daily  routine.

Bobcat  and 
River  Otter  Export 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  has  been  approved  for  bobcat 
and  river  otter  export  for  one  year  (i.e.,  for  the  2002- 
2003  trapping  season).  Based  on  the  demographic 
information  provided  by  the  GTB  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  and  the  Tribal  license  tag  program, 
the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior/Wildlife 
Service  - Division  of  Scientific  Authority  agrees  the 
there  is  sufficient  proof  to  approve  the  export  of  bobcat 
and  river  otter.  Several  counties  within  the  1836  Ceded 
Territory  are  closed  to  state  bobcat  harvest.  This 
approval  does  not  apply  to  harvest  from  these  counties 
due,  in  part,  on  the  overall  management  of  bobcat 
within  the  State  of  Michigan.  For  further  information 
regarding  what  counties  are  closed,  you  are  advised  to 
participate  fully  in  the  Tribal  license  program. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
Indians  has  been  regulating  the  hunting  and  trapping 
of  bobcat  and  river  otter  since  1996.  Call  1-888-271- 
3538  and  ask  for  the  GTB  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  for  assistance.

Bear  Fowler's  Adventure 

As  reported  in  the  Leelanau  Enterprise  2/21/03  by  Eric  Carlson 
An  unexpected  covering  of  ice  on  Lake  Michigan  resulted  in  "48 
Hours  of  Hell"  last  week  for  Grand  Traverse  Band  commercial 
fisherman  Bill  "Bear"  Fowler  and  one  crewmember.  The  pair 
were  gill-  netting  off  Leland  aboard  Fowlers  36  foot  fishing 
tug  "Earl  C."  Fowler  had  hauled  in  700  pounds  of  lake  trout 
and  300  pounds  of  whitefish.  "I  was  really  glad  to  get  those 
nets  in,"  Fowler  decided  to  venture  north  around  the  Leelanau 
Peninsula  in  hopes  of  making  it  back  home  to  Peshawbestown. 
The  Earl  C"  got  stuck  in  the  ice  off  Cathead  Bay.  After  trying 
unsuccessfully  to  free  himself,  Fowler  radioed  the  Coast  Guard 
for  help.  A helicopter  was  dispatched  from  the  Traverse  City  air 
station  around  4:30  PM  a Coast  Guard  spokesman  said.  Fowler 
asked  that  the  helicopter  lower  some  firewood  to  the  "Earl  C"  for 
us  in  an  onboard  wood  stove.  The  Coast  Guard  complied  and 
also  dispatched  the  icebreaker  Katmai  Bay  which  at  the  time  was 
escorting  freighters  through  the  Straights  of  Mackinaw.  "The 
wood  and  wood  stove  really  saved  us  overnight."  Fowler  said. 

By  Saturday  morning,  the  icebreaker  Katmai  Bay  had  made  it 
into  the  waters  surrounding  Leelanau  County  and  beat  a path 
through  the  ice  around  the  peninsula  to  Northport  with  the  "Earl 
C"  in  tow.  "We  restarted  our  engines  out  in  Northport  Bay," 
Fowler  said,  "but  it  took  us  another  half  - hour  just  to  make  it 
into  the  harbor  because  of  the  ice.

On  January  31,  2003  a wonderful,  caring,  and  sweetest  dad  in  this 
world  entered  into  Heaven's  gates.  Harry  Johns  Sr.  passed  away  at 
my  home  at  7:40  am.  What  can  you  say  about  a man  that  always 
put  everyone's  needs  before  his  own.  I remember  telling  someone 
once  that  I wanted  to  marry  a man  like  my  dad.  She  said,  "Oh,  you 
mean  a minister?"  I said,  "No— someone  who  will  get  up  at  6:00  am, 
shovel  the  driveway,  brush  the  snow  off  my  car,  and  cook  breakfast, 
then  start  my  car  so  it  would  be  warm  when  I get  ready  to  go  to 
work!"  We  both  laughed.  But  now  that  I think  back,  I can  only 
smile  and  shed  tears  at  the  memories  invoked  by  the  caring  that 
my  father  gave  me— his  baby  girl.  Spoiled— yes  I am,  by  all  the  love 
that  one  man  can  give  to  his  child.  I know  that  I am  only  one  of 
10  children,  but  he  loved  each  of  us  in  a very  special  way,  and  our 
memories  may  be  different  but  they  all  have  the  common  thread  of 
a selfless,  all-consuming  love  that  a daddy  (not  a father)  can  give.  I 
think  he  saw  each  of  us  as  a that  child  he  raised,  sure  he  was  proud 
of  the  adults  we  had  become,  but  he  saw  that  baby  that  would 
always  need  their  dad. 

He  taught  us  about  family  and  in  his  last  days  kept  telling  me  to 
make  sure  that  my  brothers  and  sisters  would  take  care  of  each 
other  and  love  each  other  because  Dad  was  going  home  to  be  with 
Jesus.  In  all  of  his  trials  and  tribulations  not  once  did  my  father 
question  his  faith  in  God.  It  was  the  one  shining  light  that  helped 
us  to  focus  and  care  for  him  in  his  darkest  hours.  One  of  his  sweetest 
days  was  July  3,  1938  when  he  married  the  love  of  his  life,  Ida  Mae 
Anderson;  and  I think  the  next  sweetest  day  for  him  was  the  day 
all  9 of  his  adult  children  attended  church  with  him.  Both  were  a 
dream  come  true  for  him. 

In  those  last  days  he  helped  us  to  plan  his  funeral  so  that  we  would 
not  have  to  worry  about  the  details:  ever  the  daddy— taking  care  of 
his  children.  One  song  that  was  sung  at  his  funeral  had  the  phrase, 

" won't  you  come  and  go  along.  We  will  sing  the  sweetest 

song.  Ever  played  upon  the  harps  in  glory  land."  Always  wanting 
everyone  to  share  in  his  joy  at  serving  the  Lord. 

"Ngah  Newendum  Mina  Dehwin.  Kinah  Gehgo  Wengishing  Gida 
Beeshnomgut"  "Ahow  Mah  Jah  Dah"  Keep  a good  Heart.  Good 
things  will  come.  Come  on.  Let's  go. 

Baa  Maa  Pii  Kwabimin.  Daddy,  We  love  you  forever  in  our  hearts. 

The  family  of  Harry  John  would  like  to  thank  the  many  people  that 
braved  the  winter  storm  to  share  in  our  grief,  be  a comfort  in  time 
of  mourning,  and  share  in  the  celebration  of  his  wonderful  life.  The 
flowers  that  were  sent  were  so  beautiful,  the  songs  that  were  shared 
so  sweet,  and  the  memories  spoken  drew  a picture  of  man  much 
loved.  A special  thank  you  to  our  cousins,  Theresa  Shananaquet 
for  her  taking  the  time  to  sit  with  us  during  his  illness;  Dee,  Sandy, 
Sharon  and  Ruth  Anderson  for  the  constant  cleaning,  cooking, 
coffee  brewing  during  the  visitation.

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For  over  a year,  the  Tribe  has 
been  exploring  the  idea  of 
constructing  a hotel/resort 
complex  to  enhance  the 
competitive  position  of  the 
Turtle  Creek  Casino.  Instead 
of  constructing  its  own  hotel/ 
resort,  the  Tribe  has  decided  to 
purchase  the  Grand  Traverse 
Resort  and  Spa.  The  Resort 
is  located  within  three  miles 
of  our  Turtle  Creek  Casino.  It 
was  owned  and  operated  by 
KSL  Recreation  Corporation, 
a private  company  that  owns 
and  operates  eight  resorts 
throughout  the  United  States. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and 
Spa  is  the  largest  full  service, 
year-round,  destination  resort 
and  conference  center  in  the 
Midwest.  It  is  located  just  six 
miles  northeast  of  Traverse 
City,  Michigan,  along  the 
shores  of  Lake  Michigan  on 
East  Grand  Traverse  Bay. 

The  Tribe  will  be  operating 
this  resort  business  as  a 
standalone  L.L.C.  The  Resort 
features  660  guestrooms,  and 
105,000  square  feet  of  indoor/ 
outdoor  meeting  space.  The 
property  includes  three  18-hole 
championship  golf  courses 
designed  by  Jack  Nicklaus, 

Gary  Player,  and  William 
Newcomb.  In  addition,  the 
Resort  boasts  a popular  beach 
club  with  a swimming  pool, 
pool  deck  and  boat  rentals. 
There  are  a variety  of  dining 
venues,  retail  boutiques  and  a 
world  class  spa/fitness  complex 
encompassing  100,000  square 
feet,  along  with  many  other 
facilities  and  amenities.

The  Resort  grounds  encompass 
960  acres  of  prime  landscape, 
with  wooded  and  waterfront 
property.  The  Resort  is  situated 
at  the  intersection  of  M-72 
and  US-31  north,  resulting  in 
excellent  access  and  visibility. 
The  Resort  is  located  a ten- 
minute  drive  from  the  Traverse 
City  Cherry  Capital  Airport. 

The  Tribe  will  do  major 
capital  expenditures  and 
renovation  during  the  first  year 
of  operation  and  others  will 
follow  in  the  next  few  years. 
According  to  the  due  diligence 
report  we  will  be  looking  at: 

• Infrastructure 
rehabilitation 

• Safety  & maintenance 

• Environmental 
considerations 

• Operational  efficiency 

• Recreation  & grounds 
refurbishment 

• Equipment  replacement 

• Public  area  refurbishment 

The  majority  of  required 
mechanical,  electrical, 
plumbing  and  structural 
work  identified  will  be 
addressed.  The  Grand  Traverse 
Band  owned  Traverse  Bay 
Entertainment  management 
team  has  carefully  chosen 
selected  renovations  to  start 
with  and  other  improvements 
will  continue  over  the  next  few 
years. 

Presently,  the  Turtle  Creek 
Casino  operates  essentially  as  a 
stand-alone  entity  with  limited 
amenities  available  to  visitors. 
The  Tribe  can  only  offer  Turtle 
Creek  customers  lodging  in 
one  of  the  46  hotel  rooms  at 
the  Cross  Creek  Lodge  facility, 
located  eight  miles  from  the 
casino. 


With  the  acquisition  of  the 
Grand  Traverse  Resort,  the 
Tribe  strengthens  its  position  as 
a premier  gaming  destination 
by  expanding  lodging  and 
amenities  to  our  patrons. 

• The  Tribe  is  immediately 
able  to  offer  itself  as  a premier 
destination  and  will  not  have 
to  wait  for  the  construction  of 
a new  facility.  This  will  allow 
the  Tribe  to  start  generating 
cash  flow  from  the  investment 
immediately. 

• The  Tribe  will  also  benefit 
because  the  Grand  Traverse 
Resort  is  a well-recognized 
destination  throughout  the 
United  States.  By  operating 
an  established  resort, 
management  can  better 
serve  its  customers  by  cross 
marketing  the  Turtle  Creek 
Casino  and  Resort,  a proven 
successful  destination  resort. 

• The  Tribe  also  benefits 
by  effectively  eliminating 
the  potential  competition  for 
lodging  by  buying  out  660 
hotel  rooms  and  amenities  as 
opposed  to  constructing  new 
facilities. 

Our  objective  is  to  attract  new 
customers  from  outside  a 150- 
mile  radius  by  owning  a high 
quality  destination  resort.  We 
will  be  expanding  our  capacity 
to  include  conference  business, 
entertainment  and  recreational 
offerings.  Management 
intends  to  preserve  our  core 
customer  base  while  expanding 
the  comfortable,  satisfying 
entertainment  environment. 
The  Tribe  anticipates  that  the 
Resort  will  attract  a broader 
spectrum  of  customers  to 
Turtle  Creek,  including  golf 
enthusiasts  that  are  interested 
in  playing  on  the  Resort's  three 
golf  courses  and  conference 
attendees  staying  at  the  Resort. 

Andrew  Bateman  has  been 
hired  to  operate  the  Resort.  Mr. 
Bateman  brings  over  20  years 
of  gaming  and  hospitality 
management  experience  to 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band. 

After  focusing  on  hospitality 
management  at  the  beginning 
of  his  career,  Mr.  Bateman 
joined  a then  fledgling  casino 


company,  Grand  Casinos, 

Inc.  as  Vice  President  of 
Training  for  their  Gulfport, 
Mississippi  operation.  Mr. 
Bateman  moved  to  the  Grand's 
corporate  office  as  Director 
of  Quality  Assurance,  and 
as  the  company  expanded, 
he  took  the  role  of  Director 
of  Casino  Operations.  After 
the  Grand  was  split  up  and 
sold,  Mr.  Bateman  spent  a 
brief  period  with  Ameristar 
Casinos  as  Assistant  General 
Manager  before  moving  to 
Isle  of  Capri  Casinos  where  he 
was  responsible  for  Hotel  and 
Food  & Beverage  operations 
at  the  company's  Vicksburg, 
Mississippi  location.  Mr. 
Bateman  is  a graduate  of  the 
Norwich  Hotel  School  and  the 
University  of  Leeds  Institute  of 
Education,  both  in  England. 

Mr.  Bateman  is  retaining  all  of 
the  current  senior  management 
team  with  the  exception  of  the 
Vice  President  and  General 
Manager,  Paul  McCormick, 
who  has  chosen  to  accept 
another  position  within  the 
KSL  organization.  The  Talented 
management  team  at  the 
Grand  Traverse  Resort  includes 
seasoned  professionals  who 
have  spent  between  five  and 
eight  years  at  the  Resort.  The 
professional  staff  were  in  place 
when  KSL  purchased  the  Resort 
and  are  therefore  familiar 
with  the  change  in  ownership 
process. 

In  the  future,  the  Tribe  plans 
to  request  approval  from  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  to 
put  a portion  of  the  Resort 
property  into  trust  land  status. 
The  Tribe's  long-term  objectives 
would  be  to  build  a permanent 
casino  on  the  Resort  property 
which  would  replace  the 
existing  Turtle  Creek  casino.

Tying  Trees  Together 

"Like  a forest  consists  of  many  trees  there  are  many  parts  and 
components  to  the  juvenile  justice  system  at  GTB.  In  order  to 
have  a well  functioning  whole  system,  each  part  must  have  a 
clear  relationship  and  responsibility  to  the  other  parts.  Moreover, 
a juvenile  justice  system  could  also  be  considered  a tree  of  yet 
another  bigger  forest,  i.e.  the  judicial  or  justice  system  of  Grand 
Traverse,  indeed  the  entire  government.  For  any  forest  each  tree 
must  be  a stand  alone  tree,  as  much  as  it  is  a tree  in  the  forest. 

It  must  be  the  first  part  of  the  vision  to  distinguish  each  tree  and 
discern  its  contribution  to  the  forest  then  commence  to  educate 
and  inform  the  community  of  each  tree's  purpose  and  power.  It 
may  be  that  many  of  the  parts  - or  trees  - are  in  place.  They  are 
standing  there  doing  their  job  - playing  their  role  - and  doing 
a good  job  of  it.  But  maybe  because  they  are  not  tied  together 
optimal  operation  is  not  reached.  Improving  the  juvenile  justice 
system  is  tying  the  trees  together  in  a good  way  to  create  a strong 
system  where  every  tree  supports  each  other  and  protects  and 
preserves  the  youth."

System  (Tying 

the  Trees  Together).  Approximately  24  people  (or  individual  trees 
in  the  forest)  attended  this  two-day  workshop  where  roles  and 
responsibilities  within  the  Juvenile  System  were  identified  and 
discussed.  Joe  Flies  Away  and  Carrie  Garrow,  consultants  from 
the  Tribal  Law  and  Policy  Institute,  facilitated  the  workshop. 

On  the  evening  of  the  11th,  a gathering  of  youth  from  the 
GTB  community  met  with  the  facilitators  to  share  their  ideas 
and  input  as  part  of  this  improvement  process.  The  two  day 
workshop  included  team  building,  sharing  visions,  listing  and 
acknowledging  tribal  resources  (tallying  and  treasuring  GTB 
trees);  things  that  interfere  with  the  system  (lightening  in  the 
forest);  solutions  to  conflict/interference  (thinning  or  thickening 
the  forest);  the  Peacemaking  tree;  and  prevention  and  healing 
(pruning,  trimming,  and  tying  trees  together).  The  workshop 
concluded  with  everyone  offering  one  word  that  described 
how  they  felt  at  that  moment  about  the  future  of  the  Juvenile 
System.  Some  of  the  words  offered  were  - hopeful,  thankful, 
and  encouraged.  Participants  left  the  workshop  with  a greater 
understanding  of  the  Juvenile  System  and  a deeper  commitment 
towards  improvement  of  the  current  Juvenile  Justice  System.

Healthy  Children 


Why  do  we  need  to  bring  young  children  to  the  doctor? 

It  is  a good  idea  to  see  your  child's  doctor  regularly  for  growth  checks,  immunization  updates 
and  discussions  about  your  child's  development. 

Why  does  my  child's  weight  and  height  need  to  be  followed? 

Growth  problems  can  signal  other  health  problems  with  a child  and  many  times  can  be 
helped  when  caught  early. 


Does  my  child  get  an  immunization  at  every  visit? 

No,  many  "well  child"  visits  do  not  include  getting  immunizations  especially  if  parents  have  kept  their  child  up  to  date. 


What  immunizations  does  my  child  need  to  receive? 

DTaP  (diphtheria/tetanus/pertussis),  Hib  (h.  influenza),  IPV  (polio),  PCV  (pneumococcus),  MMR  (measles,  mumps,  rubella),  Varicella 
(chicken  pox),  and  HepB  (hepatitis  B). 


When  does  my  baby  need  to  get  immunizations? 

Most  babies  will  get  their  first  immunization  at  birth.  They  will  then  get  immunizations  at  the  2,  4,  6 and  12-month  well  child  visits. 
It  is  much  easier  for  your  baby  if  you  stay  "caught  up."  Children  will  also  receive  immunizations  at  their  4-year-old  visit. 


Why  are  immunizations  so  important? 

Immunizing  babies  and  children  has  been  proven  to  prevent  many  infectious  illnesses,  which  can  be  very  dangerous  for  children.  The 
risk  for  giving  immunizations  to  your  children  is  extremely  low. 


What  if  I don't  have  money  to  pay  for  my  baby's  immunizations? 

There  are  many  programs  to  provide  free  immunizations  for  your  baby.  Just  get  your  baby  to  the  doctor's  office  and  the  staff  will  help 
you. 


What  can  my  doctor's  office  tell  me  about  my  child's  development? 

Doctor's  offices  use  many  ways  to  talk  with  and  teach  parents  about  what  to  expect  as  their  child  grows.  Always  ask  your  doctor  any 
questions  you  have  and  remember  to  get  any  written  information  to  take  home  and  read  later. 


How  can  I prevent  my  child  from  getting  sick  all  the  time? 

See  your  child's  doctor  regularly  for  well  exams  when  not  sick.  Avoid  cigarette  smoke  exposure  for  your  child.  Make  certain  that  your 
child  is  up  to  date  on  immunizations.  Finally,  make  sure  your  child  gets  the  love,  food,  play  and  rest  that  they  need. 


What  else  can  I do  to  help  my  child  stay  healthy? 

Use  a car  seat  and/or  seatbelt  for  your  child  every  time  you  are  traveling  in  the  car.  Make  certain  your  child  wears  a helmet  every 
time  they  ride  their  bike! 


When  do  all  these  well  child  examinations  have  to  start? 

Well  child  exams  start  when  your  baby  is  born  and  end  when  they  grow  into  young  adults.  Always  talk  with  your  child's  doctor  to 
find  out  when  the  next  time  is  to  schedule  a well  child  exam. 


Remember  that  prevention  is  the  key  to  Healthy  Children!

Mercury  Thermometer  Exchange 
Starting  In  April  2003  At  The 
Grand  Traverse  Band  Family  Health 

Clinic 

What  is  mercury  and  where  does  it  come  from? 

Mercury  is  a naturally  occurring  trace  element  and  part  of 
a group  of  elements  called  heavy  metals.  This  silver-colored 
liquid  can  be  found  in  trace  quantities  everywhere  in  nature, 
in  groundwater,  in  surface  water,  in  soil,  in  rock,  and  in  the  air. 
Mercury  is  toxic  in  its  elemental  form  and  can  be  converted  by 
microorganisms  into  its  more  toxic  organic  form,  methylmercury. 

Human-made  mercury  is  released  most  commonly  in  the  form 
dry  deposition  and  in  rainfall.  This  form  is  not  an  immediate 
threat.  It  is  the  accumulated  levels  of  mercury,  which  builds  up 
in  the  muscle  tissue  of  animals  in  the  food  chain,  increasing 
in  concentration  higher  in  the  food  chain.  Unlike  PCBs 
(polychlorinated  biphenyls)  and  dioxins  that  accumulate  in  fatty 
tissues,  the  risk  to  cannot  be  reduced  by  trimming  off  the  fatty 
tissues,  because  mercury  accumulates  in  muscle  tissue.  Poisoning 
can  effect  the  central  nervous  system,  cause  kidney  damage, 
cause  liver  damage,  and  impair  childhood  development  (unborn 
children  are  at  the  highest  risk,  then  children  up  to  age  six). 


What  can  I do? 

There  are  many  things,  which  can  be  done  to  limit  the  human- 
made  release  of  mercury  to  the  environment.  Some  of  these 
measures  include: 

• Do  not  purchase  products  containing  thimersol, 
phenylmercuric  acetate,  mercuric  oxide,  etc. 

• Choose  alternative  non-mercury  containing  products,  such  as 
batteries  and  thermometers 

• Properly  dispose  of  mercury-containing  waste  as  a hazardous 
household  waste  at  collections 

• Recycle  button  batteries 

• Conserve  electricity,  such  as  burning  less  coal  or  fuel  oil 


What  can  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Members  Do? 

Starting  April  2003,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Health  Clinic  will 
be  initiating  a Mercury  Thermometer  Exchange  program  for 
Tribal  members  in  the  six  county  service  area.  Just  bring  in  your 
mercury  thermometer  (no  broken  thermometers  will  be  accepted) 
and  you  will  receive  a new  mercury-free  thermometer.

TRIBAL  COUNCIL  RESOLUTION 
Resolution  #03-21.1219 


WHEREAS:  Current  budgetary  restrictions  result  in 
the  need  to  reduce  the  maximum  amount  of  higher 
education  scholarships  which  tribal  members  are 
eligible  to  receive. 


NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT  the  cap 
on  higher  education  scholarships  for  tribal 
members  is  hereby  reduced  from  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  to  three  thousand 
dollars  ($3000).  This  reduction  shall  be  effective 
starting  in  the  2003-2004  school  year  and  tribal 
staff  is  hereby  directed  to  make  every  effort  to 
notify  tribal  members  of  this  change,  including  via 
publication  in  the  2003-2004  GTB  Higher 
Education  Guidelines  booklet.

The 
Eldercare  Locator  is  a public  service  funded  by  the  National  Association  of 
Area  Agencies  on  Aging  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Association  of 
State  Units  on  Aging.  Persons  who  call  the  toll  free  number, 
1-800-677-1116,  speak  with  a knowledgeable,  trained  information 
specialist  who  can  refer  them  to  state  and  local  information  providers  in 
the  community  where  the  older  person  lives.  Although  every  community 
may  not  have  a local  referral,  the  goal  of  the  Eldercare  Locator  is  to 
refer  callers  to  the  best  source  of  information  in  the  local 
community  that  addresses  the  inquiries  expressed  by  the 
callers.  Referral  sources  include  the  state  units  on  aging, 
statewide  special  purpose  numbers,  area  agencies  on 
aging  and  state  and  local  special  purpose  numbers,  tribal 
organizations  and  local  information  providers.

A Grandmother's  Blessing 

Two  years  ago  I was  forced  to  make  a very  important  decision 
concerning  two  of  my  grandchildren.  At  the  time  I didn't  know 
where  to  turn  to  for  help.  I thought  I was  all-alone  until  my  dear 
friend  Alvina  Bailey  encouraged  me  to  go  to  the  GTB  Indian 
Child  Welfare  program  for  assistance.  Remembering  how  it  was 
for  me  52  years  ago,  I was  very  reluctant  to  go  because  of  my 
past  experience.  The  words  Social  workers  and  foster  homes  are 
memories  I really  don't  care  to  remember.  When  I was  four  years 
old  I was  ripped  away  from  my  biological  family  and  shoved  into 
foster  homes.  I grew  up  with  a rotten  attitude  and  didn't  believe 
or  trust  in  the  system.  I knew  I didn't  want  that  kind  of  life  for 
my  grandchildren.  Surely  the  children  would  be  better  off  in  my 
care  so  it  was  my  decision  that  I would  take  the  responsibility 
of  caring  for  the  children  until  the  time  came  that  my  daughter 
could  care  for  them  herself.  I was  introduced  to  Helen  Cook,  staff 
person  for  the  Indian  Child  Welfare.  She  shared  with  me  sincere 
wisdom  and  great  knowledge.  In  the  first  hour  of  our  meeting,  I 
quickly  learned  that  things  are  different  now  for  ICW.  Helen  put 
me  at  ease  and  gave  information,  direction  and  guidance  as  well 
as  helped  me  regarding  my  personal  life.  I would  like  to  express 
my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  following  people.  There  are  way 
too  many  to  mention  so  Please  forgive  me  if  you  don't  see  your 
name  but  always  remember  I will  never,  ever  forget  anyone  who  I 
came  in  contact  with  regarding  my  grandchildren. 

My  appreciation  and  thanks  is  overdue  to  the  staff  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians.  I think  and  feel 
that  the  greatest  asset  the  GTB  has  are  the  staff.  I am  very  proud 
to  be  a member.  I've  been  the  recipient  of  countless  blessings 
from  people  who  go  above  and  beyond  what  is  expected.  ... 
Thank  you  "'Helen  Cook"  a thousand  times.  Thank  you  to  the 
staff  of  the  Wellness  Center,  F.I.A.,  Child  & Family,  Family  First 
and  our  Tribal  Court. 

"Thank  you"  a million  times  over  to  Margie  Mertz.  I appreciate 
all  she's  done  for  my  daughter,  my  grandchildren,  and  me.  The 
load  was  lighter  because  of  her.  Trying  to  keep  my  head  above 
water  is  a lot  easier  knowing  that  she  is  near  and  continuing  to 
be  here  for  us.  I truly  thank  God  for  putting  her  into  my  life. 

She's  the  greatest.  She  deserves  a bigger  paycheck. 

For  the  "Per-Cap"  (whatever  the  amount  may  be)  I appreciate 
every  cent.  It  takes  a burden  off  my  shoulders.  Thanks  to  George 
Antoine,  I'll  never  be  perfect  and  sometimes  I forget  your  words 
but  I feel  I'm  a better  person  because  you  did  make  a difference 
in  my  life.

She  has  told  me  many  times  about  how  as  a child  she  always 
thought  she  was  adopted  because  of  the  fact  that  she  was  the 
only  one  born  in  Northport.  There  were  many  other  reasons  that 
helped  her  " figure"  out  that  she  was  adopted,  and  of  course  they 
were  all  crazy!  But  I think  that  the  story  is  funny  because  she 
would  always  throw  that  into  my  grandma  and  grandpa's  faces. 
Every  time  she  would  get  into  trouble,  she  would  yell,  "Well  Ed 
or  Cathy  did  it  too.  Tm  just  getting  in  trouble  because  you  don't 
love  me  because  you  ADOPTED  me!"  She  told  me  one  time  that 
she  got  mad  and  her  mom  and  dad  and  told  them  that  she  was 
going  to  run  away.  My  grandma  told  her  "Go  ahead!"  So  she  did, 
ran  off  and  hid  in  a tree  somewhere, 
and  after  about  4 hours,  realized 
that  no  one  was  coming  to  look  for 
her.

Holy  cow  I almost  peed  my  pants 
laughing  so  hard!

After  all  those 
years  of  accusing  her  parents  of  adopting  her,  she  finally  got 
back  what  was  coming!

Final  Rule  to  Reclassify  the  Gray  Wolf 

The  Final  Rule  to  Reclassify  and  Delist  the  Gray  Wolf  in  Portions  of  the  United  States  has  been 

signed  by  the  Director  of  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service. 


Wolf  Recovery 


All  of  Minnesota,  Wisconsin, 
and  Michigan  (as  well  as 
adjacent  states)  were  once 
home  to  gray  wolves.  Killing 
by  humans  and  declining 
numbers  of  prey  - bison, 
elk  and  white-tailed  deer  in 
the  south  and  moose,  deer, 
caribou,  and  beaver  in  the 
north  - caused  wolf  declines 
early  on.  Even  by  1838, 
wolves  were  eliminated  from 
the  southern  portion  of  the 
lower  peninsula  of  Michigan. 
Bounties  paid  for  dead  wolves 
began  during  the  1800s  and 
by  the  early  1900s  wolves 
were  also  gone  from  southern 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin.  By 
1960  wolves  were  completely 
eliminated  from  Wisconsin, 
Michigan  (except  Isle  Royale), 
and  most  of  Minnesota. 

State  laws  in  Wisconsin  and 
Michigan  protected  wolves 
prior  to  1973,  the  year  the 
Endangered  Species  Act  (ESA) 
was  passed  but  were  too  late 
to  be  effective.  By  the  time 
Wisconsin  gave  the  wolf 
protection  in  1957,  the  species 
was  extirpated  from  the  State. 
Michigan  followed  suit  in 
1965  with  endangered  species 
protection  for  the  gray  wolf. 

At  that  time  only  a few  lone 
wolves  remained  in  the  Upper 
Peninsula  and  an  isolated 
population  existed  on  Isle 
Royale. 

In  Minnesota,  a bounty  on 
wolves  and  all  predators 
continued  until  1965.  Between 
1965  and  1974,  Minnesota  had 
an  open  season  on  wolves  and 
the  State  conducted  a Directed 
Predator  Control  Program. 

With  the  control  program  and 
other  kills,  about  250  wolves 
were  taken  in  Minnesota  each 
year.  During  this  time,  the 
wolf  population  was  estimated 
at  350  to  700  animals.  The 
State's  control  program  and 
open  season  continued  until 
May  1974,  when  the  gray  wolf 
gained  protection  under  the 
ESA. 


Perhaps  the  most  important 
factor  leading  to  wolf  recovery 
in  the  Midwest  was  the  ESA's 
legal  protection  against 
killing  or  harming  wolves. 
Another  factor  was  the  ESA 
requirement  that  a Recovery 
Plan  be  prepared.  That  Plan 
focused  time,  money,  and 
energy  on  the  most  important 
conservation  actions. 
Additionally,  wolves  rebounded 
because  their  primary  prey, 
white-tailed  deer,  were  doing 
well.  Deer  herds  in  Minnesota, 
Wisconsin,  and  Michigan 
increased  through  the  1980s 
and  early  1990s  because 
of  mild  winters  and  timber 
harvests  that  created  prime 
habitat. 

Recovery  criteria  for  the  wolf, 
as  established  in  the  Recovery 
Plan,  includes  the  assured 
survival  of  the  gray  wolf  in 
Minnesota  and  a population 
of  100  or  more  wolves  in 
Wisconsin/Michigan  for  a 
minimum  of  five  consecutive 
years.  The  Recovery  Plan 
identified  1,250  to  1,400  as  a 
population  goal  for  Minnesota. 
The  state's  wolf  population 
has  been  at  or  above  that 
level  since  the  late  1970s, 
thus  achieving  the  numerical 
criteria  for  assuring  survival 
of  the  wolf  in  Minnesota.  The 
Wisconsin/Michigan  wolf 
population  has  been  above  100 
since  the  winter  of  1993-1994, 
achieving  the  latter  numerical 
goal  in  the  Recovery  Plan. 

With  this  consistent  expansion 
in  numbers  and  range,  the 
gray  wolf,  stands  at  the  brink 
of  recovery  in  the  eastern 
United  States. 


Michigan

As  wolves  began  getting  a 
foothold  in  Wisconsin  during 
the  late  1970s,  biologists 
documented  increasing 
numbers  of  single  wolves 
in  the  Upper  Peninsula  of 
Michigan.  Finally,  in  the  late 


1980s  they  documented  a pair 
of  wolves  traveling  together  in 
the  central  Upper  Peninsula. 
This  pair  had  pups  for  the  first 
time  in  the  spring  of  1991.  The 
next  year  (summer  of  1992), 
Wisconsin  and  Michigan  DNR 
biologists  radio-collared  one  of 
the  wolves  in  the  only  known 
pack.  By  the  end  of  1992, 
Michigan  biologists  verified  at 
least  20  wolves  in  the  Upper 
Peninsula.  Since  then,  except 
for  1996,  numbers  have 
steadily  increased. 

The  end  of  the  1996-97  winter 
count  found  the  number  of 
wolves  at  112,  down  from  the 
116  documented  during  the 
previous  late  winter  count. 
That  decline  appears  to  have 
been  due  to  two  consecutive 
harsh  winters  and  a high 
incidence  of  mange.  In  some 
areas  of  the  Upper  Peninsula, 
deer  numbers  were  reduced  by 
80  percent  due  to  record  snow 
falls  and  low  temperatures 
during  the  1995-96  winter. 

This  provided  more  prey  for 
wolves  during  that  winter  but 
was  followed  by  another  severe 
winter  with  unusually  deep 
snow  in  1996-97.  During  that 
second  winter  there  were  few 
deer  for  wolves  to  prey  upon 
and  wolf  deaths  were  high. 

Since  then,  the  Michigan 
Department  of  Natural 
Resources  (DNR)  completed 
several  additional  Upper 
Peninsula  late  winter  wolf 
surveys.  Trackers  estimate  that 
there  were  at  least  174  wolves 
in  1998-99,  increasing  to  278 
in  2001-2002.  Thus,  numbers 
have  rebounded  from  the 
previous  years'  decline.  Radio- 
collaring  and  monitoring 
Michigan's  wolf  population 
continues. 

Michigan,  through  the  DNR, 
established  a Michigan 
wolf  recove 


completed  a Wolf  Recovery 
and  Management  Plan  in 
December  1997.  The  Michigan 
plan  recommends  managing 
for  a minimum  of  200  wolves 
on  the  Upper  Peninsula. 

In  addition  to  wolves  on  the 
Upper  Peninsula,  there  have 
been  wolves  residing  on  Isle 
Royale,  Michigan,  near  the 
Minnesota-Ontario  shore  of 
Lake  Superior,  since  the  winter 
of  1948-49.  Their  population 
has  moved  up  and  down 
with  that  of  their  prime  prey 
-moose.  Disease  is  also  believed 
to  be  an  important  factor 
in  population  fluctuations. 
Following  a peak  of  50  wolves 
in  1979,  the  population 
plummeted  to  the  low  teens  in 
the  late  1980s  and  early  1990s. 
They  rebounded  by  2000  when 
29  wolves  in  three  packs  were 
documented,  and  currently 
number  17.  Due  to  their 
low  numbers  and  near  total 
isolation  from  other  wolves, 
these  wolves  are  not  considered 
to  be  contributing  to  meeting 
the  Federal  recovery  goals  for 
gray  wolves.

Planning: 

* Choose  planting  areas 
based  on  exposure  to  sun, 
shade,  wind  and  distance  from 
water  source 

* Choose  flowering  trees  and 
shrubs  for  color  and  time  of 
bloom  to  add  to  the  qarden  in 
fall 

* The  last  Friday  in  April 
is  National  Arbor  Day. 

Plant  a tree,  or  support  an 
organization  which  does. 


Chores  and 
Maintenance: 

* Continue  to  remove  winter 
mulches  and  debris 

* Continue  to  dig  beds  in 
preparation  for  planting 

* Complete  adding  compost 
to  planting  bed  soil 

* Place  peony  supports 

* Cultivate  planting  beds 
and  carefully  remove  weeds 

* Remove  mounded  earth 
from  roses 

* Prepare  bare-root  and 
potted  roses  for  planting;  soak 
overnight  in  fish  emulsion 

* Continue  to  apply 
horticultural  oil  sprays  to 
control  insect  pests  on  trees  if 
temperature  is  over  40 

* Test  lawn  soil  and  apply 
lime  if  warranted 

* Remove  sticks,  rocks 
and  other  debris  from  your 
lawn  to  prevent  damaging 
your  lawnmower  or  injuring 
yourself  when  mowing. 

Check  your  lawnmower  and 
other  lawncare  equipment  in 
preparation  for  the  coming 
season. 

* Put  a birdhouse  in  the 
garden  to  attract  insect-eating 
friends. 

* Measure  the  rainfall  with 
a rain  gauge  posted  near  the 
garden  so  you  can  tell  when  to 
water.  The  garden  needs  about 
one  inch  of  rain  per  week  from 
April  to  September. 


April  Gardening  Tips 


Planting: 


* Continue  to  plant  deciduous  and  evergreen  trees  and  shrubs, 
weather  and  soil  conditions  permitting 

* Sow  seeds  of  hardy  annuals  in  place  in  the  garden 

* Sow  seeds  of  peas,  carrots  and  radishes 

* Start  seed  indoors  for  summer  crops 

* Plant  out  seedlings  of  cauliflower,  cabbage  and  broccoli  if  soil 
is  workable 

* Plant  out  seedlings  of  cool-season  annuals  like  pansies  and 
snapdragons 

* Continue  to  plant  and  transplant  perennials 

* Complete  rose  planting 

* Plant  strawberries 

* Re-seed  bare  lawn  areas 

* Consider  planting  flowers  which  may  be  dried  for  winter 
arrangements.  Some  of  the  best  are  strawflower,  statice,  celosia, 
and  globe  amaranth. 

* Do  not  restrict  yourself  to  buying  plants  in  bloom.  Petunias 
that  bloom  in  the  pack  are  often  rootbound  or  overgrown  and, 
after  planting,  will  actually  be  set  back  and  cease  to  bloom  for 
about  a month.  Plants  without  blossoms  will  actually  bloom 
sooner  and  will  grow  better  as  well. 

* To  extend  the  blooming  period  of  gladiolus,  plant  early, 
middle  and  late  season  selections  each  week  until  the  middle  of 
June.  Choose  a sunny  location  and  plant  the  corms  four  to  six 
inches  deep  and  six  to  eight  inches  apart. 

* Scatter  annual  poppy  seeds  in  flower  borders.  The  fine  seeds 
need  no  covering.  The  plants  grow  rapidly  and  provide  colorful 
flowers  in  early  summer. 

* In  a sunny  location  with  poor  soil,  plant  nasturtiums  for 
a colorful  show.  They  require  warm  soil  to  sprout  and  start 
blooming  in  about  50  days.  Too  much  water  and  fertilizer 
produces  excess  leaves  and  few  flowers. 

* When  chrysanthemums  show  signs  of  life,  dig  up  and  divide 
large  plants.  Discard  woody  portions  and  replant  divisions  12  to 
15  inches  apart. 

* Set  out  cool-season  annuals 

* Sow  seeds  of  warm-season  annuals 

* Set  out  summer-flowering  bulbs 

* Plant  fall-blooming  bulbs 

* Plant  balled-and-burlapped,  container,  and  bare-root  fruit 
trees 

* Apply  dormant  spray  to  fruit  trees  before  buds  swell 

* Plant,  feed,  and  aerate  cool-season  lawns  and  loosen  thatch 

* Plant  bare-root  perennial  vegetables 

* Plant  seedlings  of  cool-weather  vegetables 

* Sow  fast-growing  warm-season  vegetables 

* Sow  seeds  for  frost-tolerant  perennials 

* Plant  container  and  bare-root  roses 

* Uncover  roses  for  spring  and  apply  dormant  spray 

* Apply  dormant  spray  to  trees,  shrubs,  and  vines 

* Plant  summer-blooming  shrubs  and  vines 

* Plant  frost-tolerant  trees 

* Plant  needle-leafed  evergreens 


Pruning/Fertilizing: 

* Complete  removal  of 
diseased,  weak,  or  crossing 
branches 

* Complete  rose  pruning  but 
wait  until  after  flowering  on 
climbers  and  ramblers 

* Prune  late  flowering 
shrubs  such  as  buddleia  and 
hydrangea 

* Prune  early  spring- 
flowering shrubs  immediately 
after  flowers  die 

* Wait  to  prune  evergreens, 
hedges  and  other  shrubs  until 
early  summer 

* Fertilize  fruit  trees  and  roses 

* Fertilize  perennials  when 
you  see  2-3"  of  new  growth 

* Fertilize  bulbs  as  they  finish 
blooming 

* Complete  lawn  fertilization 
if  not  done  in  the  fall 

* Cut  flower  stalks  back 
to  the  ground  on  daffodils, 
hyacinths,  and  other  spring 
flowering  bulbs  as  the  flowers 
fade.  Do  not  cut  the  foliage 
until  it  dies  naturally.  The 
leaves  are  necessary  to  produce 
strong  bulbs  capable  of 

re  flowering. 

* Don't  add  organic  matter 
to  the  soil  when  planting 
trees.  It  does  not  help  the 
plant  become  established  and 
it  may  create  conditions  that 
encourage  the  roots  to  stay 
inside  the  planting  hole  instead 
of  spreading  to  surrounding 
soil.  Do  dig  a large  planting 
hole,  but  fill  it  with  the  original 
soil  removed  from  it. 

* Prune  spring  blooming 
shrubs  such  as  forsythia 
and  spirea  after  they  have 
completed  flowering.

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Annual  Social 
Security  Update 

A new  year  always  brings 
changes.  Many  of  those 
changes  are  small.  Most  people 
change  their  calendars  and 
others  change  their  wardrobe. 
But  we  want  to  remind 
everyone  of  big  Social  Security 
changes  that  went  into  effect 
first  of  the  year  and  will  touch 
the  lives  of  almost  everyone. 

All  the  changes  are  brought 
about  by  automatic  annual 
adjustments  for  inflation  that 
are  required  by  law.  Here  is  the 
rundown  of  the  major  changes. 

The  more  than  50  million 
people  who  get  social  security 
and  supplemental  security 
income  (SSI)  payments  received 
a 1.4  percent  raise  starting 
January.  That  means  , for 
example,  the  monthly  benefit 
paid  to  the  average  retirees 
goes  from  $882  to  $895.  The 
average  benefits  paid  to  a 
disabled  worker  with  a spouse 
and  child  climbed  by  $19  per 
month  from  $1,376  to  $1,395. 

Working  retirees  who  are  under 
'Tull  retirement  age"  can  earn 
more  money  this  year  before 
losing  any  benefits.  In  2003, 
anyone  under  age  65  and 
two  months  will  lose  $ 1 in 
benefits  for  every  $2  earned 
over  $ 1 1 , 5 20  annually.  Last 
year,  the  penalties  kicked  in 
for  anyone  under  the  age  65 
earning  more  than  $11,280 
annually.  The  reduction 
remains  the  same:  $1  deducted 
from  the  Social  Security  check 
for  each  $2  earned  over  the 
threshold. 

People  who  want  to  work  and 
get  off  Social  Security  disability 
benefits  get  a break.  After  a 
nine-month  "trial  work  period" 
with  unlimited  earnings 
potential,  disability  usually  will 
be  stopped  if  earnings  exceed 
$800  per  month.  Last  year,  the 
cutoff  point  was  $780. 


Some  people  who  are  working 
might  notice  other  Social 
Security  changes.  Those 
earning  more  than  $84,900 
will  pay  more  in  2003.  That 
was  the  cutoff  point  for 
payroll  deductions  last  year. 
But  in  2003,  employers  will 
to  withhold  the  6.2  percent 
Social  Security  tax  up  to  an 
$87,000  wage  base.  Self- 
employed  people  pay  Social 
Security  tax  on  12.4  percent  of 
their  net  profits,  up  to  $87,000 
limit  this  year.  Medicare  tax 
withholding  remains  the  same. 
Employers  pay  1.45  percent 
on  all  their  earnings,  and 
self-employed  people  pay  2.9 
percent  on  their  net  profit. 

Even  fewer  workers  will  notice 
one  other  inflationary  change. 
Social  Security  gives  people 
the  maximum  four  credits 
that  count  towards  future 
Social  Security  benefits  after 
they  earn$ 3,560  in  2003.  Last 
year,  four  credits  were  assigned 
after  $3,480  in  earnings.  Most 
people  need  40  credits,  or  10 
years  of  work,  to  be  vested  in 
the  Social  Security  system.

Six  Sigma  Gaming 

Six  Sigma  Gaming  is  a series  of 
business  initiatives  undertaken 
by  the  Economic  Development 
Corporation  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians  that 
utilizes  the  methodology  of  Six 
Sigma  as  its  foundation.  Six 
Sigma  Gaming  goes  beyond 
the  parameters  of  traditional 
manufacturing  and  service 
industry  Six  Sigma  programs; 
which  focus  on  fact  driven, 
data  based  management  and  a 
teams  approach  to  improving, 
designing,  and  managing 
core  business  processes  that 
drive  customer  satisfaction 
and  increase  profits.  Six  Sigma 
Gaming  applies  those  same 
principles  and  tools  to  current 
business  core  processes  and  has 
identified  a myriad  of  areas 
in  which  the  Six  Sigma  theory 
was  an  equally  beneficial  fit 
(See  example  in  paragraph  4). 

These  initiatives  additionally 
apply  Six  Sigma  process 
improvement  methodology 
to  specific  problems  and 
concerns  that  challenge 
the  Economic  Development 
Corporation;  recruiting, 
training  and  maintaining  a 
quality  workforce;  personal 
growth  and  professional 
development  of  tribal 
members;  and  identifying 
new  business  opportunities  to 
secure  economic  growth.  The 
Six  Sigma  Gaming  Training 
and  Certification  Program 
takes  a total  organizational 
approach  in  implementing  Six 
Sigma.  From  new  employee 
to  corporate  leadership,  a 
progressive  series  of  training 
and  certification  levels  in  Six 
Sigma,  tied  to  demonstrated 
job  performance  and  success  in 
meeting  corporate  goals  and 
objectives,  rewards  both  tribal 
and  non  tribal  performers 
for  their  loyalty  and  prepares 
them  to  assume  positions 
of  increased  responsibility. 

The  Six  Sigma  Gaming 
Mentorship  Program  provides 
for  the  personal  growth  and 
professional  development  of 
tribal  members  and  prepares 
them  to  assume  managerial 
and  leadership  roles  in 
tribal  businesses.  The  Voice 
of  the  Customer  Program 
addresses  three  levels  of 


customers;  External  (Guests), 
Internal  (Employees),  and 
Support  (Vendors).  Focus 
is  on  identifying,  defining, 
measuring,  analyzing, 
improving  and  designing 
processes  and  marketing 
programs  which  provide 
exceptional  experiences  that 
build  loyalty  and  drive  profit 
and  at  all  three  levels.  These 
Six  Sigma  Gaming  initiatives 
have  proven  successful  in 
current  operations,  will  be 
instrumental  in  developing 
new  business  opportunities, 
and  play  a major  role  in  the 
economic  growth  and  stability 
of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band. 


The  rapid  expansion  of  both 
Native  American  and  non 
Native  American  gaming 
facilities  in  Michigan  has 
developed  an  increasingly 
competitive  market.  Simply 
improving  the  profitability  of 
current  gaming  operations 
utilizing  traditional  Six  Sigma 
methodology  will  not  sustain 
the  economic  growth  and 
stability  of  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band.  The  focus  must  be  on 
developing  a management 
environment  that  addresses 
increasing  market  share  and 
profits  of  current  operations 
as  well  as  exploring  new 
business  opportunities  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  future.  To 
remain  competitive  and  ensure 
growth  requires  developing 
marketing  strategies  which 
exceed  customer  expectations 
at  all  levels  and  provide  them 
a truly  unique  and  rewarding 
experience  that  builds  loyalty. 
To  meet  these  challenges  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band  must 
attract,  train,  and  maintain 
a quality  employee  base. 
Emphasis  must  be  placed 
on  implementing  recruiting, 
education,  and  mentoring 
programs  at  all  levels  that 
provides  opportunities  for 
personal  and  professional 
growth.  Employees,  as 
customers,  must  be  provided 
a quality  experience  that 
rewards  them  for  their  loyalty. 
Mentorship  programs  for  tribal 
members  must  develop  the 
skills,  knowledge,  and  abilities 
required  of  them  to  prepare 
for  and  assume  managerial 
and  leadership  roles  in  current 
and  future  businesses  of 
the  Economic  Development 


Corporation  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band.  Six  Sigma 
Gaming  initiatives  focus  on 
these  specific  challenges. 

Implementing  Six  Sigma 
Gaming  training  and 
methodology  has  dramatically 
improved  the  profitability  of 
current  gaming  operations  for 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band.  The 
Voice  of  the  Customer  Program 
identified  two  key  areas  where 
core  business  processes  needed 
improvement.  Customer 
feedback  indicated  transaction 
times  on  processing  slot  fills 
and  hand  pays  during  peak 
times  were  viewed  as  excessive. 
Additionally,  employee 
turnover,  call-ins,  and  overtime 
during  these  peak  times  were 
increasing  due  to  workload 
demands.  Both  distracted 
from  a quality  experience  and 
profits  margins  were  declining. 
The  efforts  of  the  initial  Six 
Sigma  process  improvement 
teams  resulted  in  the  creation 
of  a Peak-The-Peak  Program 
and  the  implementation  of  a 
new  28  Hour  Work  Week. 
Peak-The-Peak  realigned 
staffing  requirements  and 
marketing  efforts  to  plan 
and  expand  the  peak  times 
periods  and  provide  the 
opportunity  to  drive  profits. 

Top  performers  were  offered  a 
28-hour  workweek,  with  pay 
and  benefits  equal  to  a 40-hour 
employee,  which  coincided 
with  the  projected  peak  times 
when  slot  occupancy  and 
revenue  opportunity  was  at 
maximum  levels.  Next,  the 
process  improvement  teams 
improved  existing  procedures 
and  tested  and  implemented 
new  procedures  to  improve 
transaction  times  for  slot  fills 
and  hand  pays.  The  return  on 
investment  is  truly  remarkable. 
Increased  profits  generated 
during  peak  times  are  projected 
to  exceed  $3.2M  in  the  first 
year  alone.  Cost  of  staffing 
has  decreased  significantly,  as 
have  employee  turnover,  call- 
ins,  and  overtime.  The  cost 
of  implementing  these  two 
programs  was  under  $10,000. 
These  two  programs  have  been 
expanded  to  include  hotel, 
food  and  beverage,  and  retail 
operations. 

Sustaining  the  economic 
prosperity  of  the  nation  is  a 
key  challenge,  which  faces 


the  Economic  Development 
Corporation  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and 
Chippewa  Indians.  Six  Sigma 
Gaming  is  and  will  continue 
to  be  the  foundation  on  which 
to  build  sound  businesses 
and  provide  economic 
stability.  The  implementation 
of  a Mentorship  Program 
provides  members  of  the  tribal 
community  the  opportunity 
for  personal  growth  and 
professional  development 
and  prepares  them  to  assume 
key  leadership  roles  in  the 
economic  development  of  their 
nation. 

Six  Sigma  is  not  new.  The 
skills  and  tools  taught  and 
utilized  are  sound,  time-tested 
methods  that  can  improve 
any  business.  The  primary 
reason  for  the  successes 
realized  is  the  continued 
commitment,  involvement, 
and  support  of  the  Six  Sigma 
Gaming  initiatives  by  the 
corporate  leadership.  The 
total  organization  approach 
provides  the  motivation  for 
employees  at  all  levels  to 
participate  in  improving, 
designing,  and  managing 
business  processes  at  their  level 
of  responsibility  and  rewards 
them  for  their  efforts.  The 
Voice  of  the  Customer  Program 
identifies  opportunities  and 
provides  the  data  that  is  vital 
to  building  and  maintaining 
customer  loyalty  and  profits. 

A strong  Mentorship  Program 
will  ensure  lessons  learned 
are  brought  forward  and 
shared  throughout  the  tribal 
community  and  utilized  to 
sustain  the  economic  prosperity 
of  the  nation.

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What  is  smallpox? 

Smallpox  is  an  acute, 
contagious,  and 
sometimes  fatal  disease 
caused  by  the  variola 
virus.  The  disease  was 
declared  eradicated 
in  1980  following 
worldwide  vaccination 
programs. 


Why  is  there  so  much  talk  about  smallpox  non? 

The  threat  of  bioterrorism  has  forced  the  US  Government  to  begin 
taking  precautions  in  case  of  an  attack. 

What  are  the  symptoms  of  smallpox? 

Smallpox  starts  with  a high  fever,  head  and  body  aches,  and 
sometimes  vomiting.  A rash  follows  that  spreads  and  progresses 
to  raised  bumps  and  pus-filled  blisters  that  crust,  scab,  and  fall  off 
after  about  three  weeks. 

How  is  smallpox  spread? 

Smallpox  usually  is  spread  by  direct  contact  with  infected 
persons.  This  virus  can  also  be  spread  by  contact  with  infected 
body  fluids  or  contaminated  objects  such  as  bedding  or  clothing. 
Smallpox  is  not  known  to  be  spread  by  insects  or  animals. 

What  would  constitute  an  outbreak  of  smallpox? 

One  confirmed  case  of  smallpox  anywhere  in  the  world  is 
considered  a public  health  emergency. 

Is  smallpox  fatal? 

The  majority  of  people  with  smallpox  recover  but  smallpox  can 
be  fatal  in  up  to  30%  of  cases. 

What  is  the  smallpox  vaccine? 

The  smallpox  vaccine  is  the  only  way  to  prevent  smallpox.  The 
vaccine  is  made  from  a virus  called  vaccinia.  Vaccinia  is  another 
"pox"-type  virus  related  to  smallpox  but  cannot  cause  smallpox. 

What  was  the  previous  US  smallpox  vaccine  program? 

Routine  vaccination  of  the  American  public  for  smallpox  stopped 
in  1972  after  the  disease  was  eradicated  from  the  United  States. 

What  is  the  current  United  States  Federal  government  policy 
on  vaccination? 

The  federal  government  has  sufficient  vaccine  available  and  is 
developing  federal,  state  and  regional  plans  to  give  the  vaccine  to 
all  persons  who  need  it  in  event  of  an  emergency.

Smallpox 

Who  gets  the  smallpox  vaccine  now  according  to  the  US 
government  plan? 

The  plan  now  is  immunizing  regional  health  care  teams  and 
military  personnel  for  smallpox.  They  include  a team  of  doctors, 
nurses,  lab  personnel,  housekeeping,  and  public  health  personnel 
in  each  region.  Northern  Michigan  has  teams  at  Munson 
Medical  Center,  Northern  Michigan  Hospital  and  Alpena  General 
Hospital. 

Who  is  next  on  the  plan  for  the  smallpox  immunizations? 

The  next  phase  of  the  plan  includes  offering  the  smallpox 
vaccine  to  health  care  workers,  police,  fire  rescue  and  " first 
responders."  The  vaccine  is  not  currently  available  to  the  public. 

When  will  the  public  be  able  to  get  the  smallpox  vaccine? 

It  is  not  certain  whether  vaccination  of  the  public  will  occur 
at  this  time  unless  there  is  a documented  case  somewhere  in 
the  world  of  smallpox.  Fortunately,  vaccination  within  3 days 
of  exposure  will  completely  prevent  or  significantly  modify 
smallpox  in  the  vast  majority  of  persons. 

What  if  I already  had  the  smallpox  vaccine  when  I was 
younger? 

Past  experience  with  smallpox  indicates  the  first  dose  of  smallpox 
vaccine  offers  protection  from  smallpox  for  3-5  years.  If  a 
vaccination  is  given  again  later,  the  immunity  can  last  longer. 

It  is  not  clear  whether  people  vaccinated  before  1972  have  any 
remaining  immunity  from  smallpox. 

How  safe  is  the  smallpox  vaccine? 

The  smallpox  vaccine  is  the  best  protection  you  can  get  if  you  are 
exposed  to  the  smallpox  virus.  Most  people  will  have  normal, 
usually  mild  reactions  including  sore  arm,  fever  and  body  aches. 

What  about  more  severe  reactions  to  the  smallpox  vaccine? 

In  the  past,  about  1,000  people  per  1 million  vaccinated  had 
serious  vaccine  reactions  and  between  14-52  people  per  million 
had  potentially  life-threatening  reactions.  It  is  estimated  that 
between  1 and  2 people  out  of  every  million  people  vaccinated 
will  die  as  a result  of  life  threatening  reactions  to  the  smallpox 
vaccine. 

How  can  we  reduce  the  chances  of  having  an  adverse  reaction 
to  the  smallpox  vaccine? 

Careful  screening  of  people  before  they  receive  the  smallpox 
vaccine  is  the  essential  key  to  reducing  the  number  of  people 
having  reactions.  This  screening  eliminates  some  people  from 
getting  the  smallpox  vaccine  at  this  time.  Some  of  the  current 
categories  that  can  exclude  a patient  from  receiving  a smallpox 
immunization  include  skin  conditions,  heart  conditions, 
weakened  immune  systems,  pregnant  women,  young  children, 
etc. 

Where  can  I get  more  information  about  the  smallpox 
vaccine? 

Your  doctor,  the  local  health  department,  or  the  Centers  of 
Disease  Control  (CDC)  website  (www.bt.cdc.gov)  are  some 
suggested  resources.

Are  You  At  Risk 
for  Breast  Cancer? 

Simply  being  a woman  and 
getting  older  puts  you  at  risk 
for  breast  cancer.  The  older 
you  are,  the  greater  your 
chances  of  getting  breast 
cancer.  Also,  you  are  at  higher 
risk  if  your  mother,  sister, 
or  daughter  has  had  breast 
cancer. 

Breast  cancer  is  the  leading 
cancer  among  women  of  many 
Asian  and  Pacific  Islander 
groups  in  the  US.  Many 
women  do  not  know  if  they 
have  breast  cancer  until  it  is 
advanced. 

Finding  the  disease  early 
with  mammograms  and 
breast  exams  by  your  doctor  or 
nurse  can  save  your  life.  For 
yourself  and  your  family,  call 
your  doctor  for  an  exam  and  a 
mammogram  today. 

What  is  a Mammogram? 

A mammogram  is  a low-dose 
X-ray  picture  of  the  breast.  A 
mammogram  along  with  a 
breast  exam  by  your  doctor  or 
nurse  can  find  breast  cancer  at 
an  early  stage  when  it  can  best 
be  treated.  A mammogram 
does  not  cause  cancer.  Because 
the  amount  of  radiation  used  is 
very  low,  the  risk  of  any  harm 
is  extemely  small. 


What  happens  during  a 
mammogram? 

A mammogram  is  a simple 
test.  When  you  go  for  a 
mammogram,  the  technician 
taking  the  picture  will  place 
your  breast  between  two  X-ray 
panels.  The  panels  will  push 
your  breast  between  them  to 
get  a clear  picture.  You  may 
feel  a little  bit  of  discomfort  but 
each  X-ray  takes  less  than  1 
minute. 

Who  Should  Get  One? 

Women  in  their  40's  and  older 
should  get  a mammogram 
every  1 to  2 years.  A woman's 
chance  of  getting  breast  cancer 
is  greater  as  she  ages. 

Why  Should  I Have  One? 

Mammograms  can  save  your 
life  by  finding  breast  cancer 
early.  A mammogram  can 
show  cancer  that  is  too  small 
for  you  or  your  doctor  to  feel. 
When  breast  cancer  is  found 
early,  you  have  more  treatment 
options. 

How  Will  I Pay? 

If  you  have  Medicare  and  are 
aged  40  or  older,  Medicare 
pays  for  most  of  the  cost  of 
a screening  mammogram 
every  12  months.  If  needed, 
Medicare  will  pay  for  a 
diagnostic  mammogram  at 
any  time.  There  may  also 
be  low-and-no-cost  screening 
programs  where  you  live. 

How  Do  I Get  a 
Mammogram? 

Ask  your  doctor  today 
about  a referral 

If  you  have  Medicare,  it 
pays  for  most  of  the  cost  of 
your  mammogram  once  every 
12  months. 

Check  with  your  insurance 
plan  about  costs  and 
copayments 

Make  an  appointment 
with  a mammography  center 
approved  by  the  US  Food  and 
Drug  Administration  (FDA). 
Your  doctor  or  nurse  can  help 
you  find  one 

When  you  go  for  your 
mammogram,  do  not  wear 
lotions,  powders,  perfumes  or 
deodorant.  They  can  cause 
shadows  of  the  X-ray  picture 
Follow  up  with  your  doctor 
to  get  the  results 


What  Else  Can  I Do?

Myths  About  Battering 

Here  are  some  false  beliefs,  or  myths,  about  battering  and 
domestic  violence.  These  myths  are  common  in  our  society.  The 
facts  about  domestic  violence  follow  the  myths. 


False  Battering  is  rare.  Only  some  partners  experience  it. 

True  Many  battered  partners  are  afraid  to  tell  anyone  about  the 
battering.  Even  fewer  are  reports  of  violence  from  women  who 
batter  men. 

False  Religious  beliefs  or  practices  will  prevent  battering. 
Battering  does  not  occur  within  certain  faiths. 

True  Battering  occurs  by  members  of  all  faiths  and  creeds.  In 
fact,  some  religions  encourage  the  victim  to  stay  in  the  abusive 
relationship,  and  try  and  "work  it  out." 

False  Battering  will  stop  by  itself  over  some  period  of  time. 

True  Battering  will  probably  continue  and  even  become  more 
severe  over  time.  A partner  who  batters  may  try  to  stop  on  his/ 
her  own  but  does  not  succeed.  The  best  way  to  stop  battering 
is  for  the  batterer  to  attend  a counseling  program.  Batterers 
Programs  that  address  violent  behavior  teach  him/her  healthier 
methods  of  dealing  with  the  problem.  "Couples  Counseling" 
seldom  works,  since  the  victim  may  not  feel  safe  revealing  the 
abuse  during  sessions  with  the  abuser.  It  also  gives  the  couple 
the  impression  that  abuse  is  negotiable;  in  reality—  it  is  a crime. 

False  Battering  is  not  dangerous  or  serious.  It  is  no  big  deal. 

True  Battering  is  dangerous  and  serious.  It  is  the  most  common 
way  that  men  murder  women.  It  hurts  women,  men,  the  children, 
relationships,  and  those  who  batter.  It  is  a big  problem,  which 
needs  to  end. 

False  Battering  is  the  result  of  instinct.  Some  people  are 
aggressive  from  birth.  They  have  a drive  toward  violent  behavior. 

True  Abusive  behavior  is  learned.  In  some  cases,  boys  AND  girls 
are  trained  to  be  rough  and  controlling.  There  is  much  evidence 
that  aggression  is  learned  from  role  models.  There  is  little  proof 
that  people  have  an  "instinct"  for  violence. 

False  Only  men  batter  women. 

True  Studies  of  spousal  and  dating  violence  indicate  that 
women  who  have  learned  aggressive  behavior,  are  as  likely  as 
men  to  assault  their  partners  physically.  Neither  marital  status 
nor  ethnicity  comparisons  show  any  significant  difference  in 
aggression.  There  are  not  enough  statistics  to  educate  on  the 
topic  of  "Women  Who  Batter  Men"  most  likely  because  men  are 
less  likely  to  report  the  spousal  abuse  they've  experienced.  Some 
may  even  feel  that  it  is  not  'manly'  to  admit  that  their  spouse 
has  abused  them.  But  abuse  has  the  same  negative  affect  on  men 
that  it  has  on  women,  since  it  hurts  the  whole  family.

Pfc  Lori  Piestawa,  of  Tuba  City,  Arizona,  was  one  of  eight 
US  soldiers  whose  bodies  were  recovered  when  US  forces  rescued 
Pfc  Jessica  Lynch  in  Iraq.  Their  unit,  the  507th  Maintenance 
Company,  was  overrun  on  23  March  2003  near 
Nasiriyah,  Iraq.  Piestewa  (pronounced  pee-ESS-tuh-wah) 
was  a member  of  the  Hopi  Tribe.  Lynch  and  Piestewa  were 
roommates  at  Ft.  Bliss,  Texas.  Pfc  Piestewa  was  the  first  American 
servicewoman  to  be  killed  in  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom.  "To  the 
best  of  our  knowledge,  she  is  the  first  Native  American  woman  in 
U.S.  military  service  killed  as  a result  of  combat,"  said  retired  Air 
Force  Brig.  Gen.  Wilma  L.  Vaught,  president  of  the 
foundation  that  raised  funds  to  build  the  women's  military 
memorial  at  Arlington  National  Cemetery.  Piestewa  was  a 
divorced  mother  of  two;  her  children  are  living  with  Lori's 
parents,  Terry  and  Percy  Piestewa,  in  Tuba  City,  Arizona. 
Piestewa's  ex-husband  is  Navajo.  Lori's  parents  both  work  for 
the  Tuba  City  Unified  School  District.  As  of  9 April  2003  funeral 
services  have  not  been  scheduled.  Hopi  tribal  chairman  Wayne 
Taylor  Jr.  has  ordered  flags  flown  at  half  staff  "throughout  the 
Hopi  Reservation  until  Lori  is  returned  home  and  laid  to  rest." 

Lori  and  her  family  are  parishioners  of  St.  Jude's  Catholic 
Church  in  Tuba  City.  Her  memory  will  be  featured  in  an  exhibit 
set  to  open  24  May  2003  at  the  Women  in  Military  Service  for 
America  Memorial,  located  at  Arlington  National  Cemetery, 
and  later  at  Memorial  Day  ceremonies  there.  One  of  those 
Memorial  Day  activities  will  be  the  placing  of  rose  petals  in  the 
memorial's  reflecting  pool 
to  honor  Piestewa.  In  an 
interview  on  KFOX-TV 
in  El  Paso,  before  going 
overseas,  Piestewa  told  a 
reporter:  "I  am  ready  to 
go....  It's  very  important 
to  me  to  know  that  my 
family  is  going  to  be  taken 
care  of."  The  Newspaper 
of  the  Navajo  People 
- Online  Edition  http:// 
www.  thena  va  j otimes . com 
reported  on  10  April  2003 
that  friends  and  family 
of  Lori  Piestewa  have 
established  a memorial 
fund  for  her  4-year-old  son 
and  3-year-old  daughter.

On  behalf  of  the  Veterans  of 
our  Tribe,  we  humbly  respond 
to  your  request  and  present 
this  flag  to  be  included  in 
Lori's  memorial  service  for  the 
ultimate  sacrifice  she  made  in 
Operation  Iraqi  Freedom.  As 
Native  relatives  we  have  also 
enclosed  a small  dream  catcher  to  accompany  this  flag  as  well 
as  a special  gift  from  our  own  Eagletown  American  Legion  Post 
#120. 

The  enclosed  Congressional  Record  dated  September  19,  2000 
originated  as  an  Official  Resolution  # 18.900  of  our  Tribe  on 
September  7,  2000.  This  Tribal  Resolution  #18.900  requested  that 
the  United  States  Congress  recognize  by  special  proclamation,  the 
service  to  this  country  of  Native  American  Veterans.  It  was  then 
hand  delivered  to  the  steps  of  the  Capitol  in  Washington,  DC  by 
our  newly  formed  Eagletown  American  Legion  Post  #120.  At  that 
time,  this  new  Post  had  approximately  fifteen  members  and  to 
date  stands  sixty-one  members  strong. 


This  letter  and  a GTE  Flag  purchased  from 
the  GTE  Honor  Guard  Program  was  sent  in 
response  to  a letter  dated  April 
17,  2003  from  the  Wyoming 
Indian  High  School.  Wyoming 
Indian  High  School  is  located  in 
Ethete,  Wyoming  on  the  Wind 
River  Reservation.  The  student 
body  is  100%  Native  American 

Jand  very  active  in  honoring  their 
Tribal  Veterans  and  recognizing 
their  sacrifices.  Their  letter  was 
to  the  immediate  attention  of 
Tribal  Leaders , Council  Members 
and  their  Veteran  Organizations. 
The  request  was  as  follows:  "In 
honor  of  Pfc.  Lori  Piestewa  and 
the  sacrifice  this  warrior  made 
for  our  Freedom , our  School 
is  requesting  that  each  Tribal 
Nation  send  either  a Tribal  Color  Guard  or 
a Tribal  Flag  to  her  memorial  service.  The 
service  will  be  held  on  April  24th  2003  in 
Kykotsmovi , Arizona  at  the  Hopi  Veteran's 
Memorial  Center.  We  feel  that  a strong  show 
of  support  by  the  Tribal  Nations  across  this 
country  is  needed  to  recognize  and  underscore 
the  sacrifice  made  by  Pfc.  Piestewa  and  our 
many  other  Warriors  who  continue  to  protect 
our  freedom , regardless  of  personal  cost." 


In  this  Congressional  Record,  we  identified  the  contributions 
of  our  own  Ottawa  Veterans  of  Michigan,  while  helping  others 
identify  with  the  numbers  of  Native  Americans  veterans  that 
have  provided  military  service  from  all  tribal  nations  in  military 
conflicts.  We  also  included  acknowledgement  to  the  gift  our 
languages  have  provided  such  as  that  of  the  Navaho  Code 
Talkers.  It  was  the  ultimate  desire  of  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Veterans  to  assist  the  United  States  of  America  in  recognizing  the 
contributions  and  sacrifices  our  Native  American  veterans  have 
made,  "answering  the  call  from  the  warrior  within." 

You  have  sent  a call  for  all  Native  relatives  to  provide  solace  for 
Pfc.  Piestewa's  children,  family,  and  Nation  while  standing  in  The  Piestewa  Home 

solidarity  for  this  solemn  occasion.  This  opportunity  is  considered 
a gift  and  therefore  her  loss  offers  balance  that  is  so  necessary  in 
our  daily  lives  and  in  our  Culture.

It's  getting  to  be  that  time  of  year  again... time  to  start  thinking 
about  enrolling  your  child  in  the  Head  Start  or  Early  Head  Start 
program.  Applications  for  the  new  school  year,  which  will  start 
on  September  8,  2003,  will  be  available  in  the  beginning  of 
March. 


The  Early  Head  Start  program  is  designed  to  serve  Low-income 
families  with  children  between  the  ages  of  birth  and  three  years 
old,  including  pregnant  women.  There  are  15  center  based 
openings  for  this  program. 

The  center  based  services  will  be  provided  at  the  Benodjenh 
Center  and  priority  will  be  given  to  families  who  meet  our 
established  eligibility  criteria.  The  eligibility  criteria  for  this 
program  includes  (but  is  not  limited  to):  income  eligibility, 
families  living  on  or  near  the  reservation,  employment/school/ 
job  training  status,  and  children  with  special  needs.  The  hours 
for  the  center  based  program  will  be  Monday-Thursday  from  9: 
00-3:00.  Childcare  services  for  the  Early  Head  Start  center  based 
enrollees  will  be  available  Monday-Thursday  from 
7:30am-9:00am  and  3:00pm-5:30pm;  and  on  Fridays  from 
7:30am-5:30pm. 

The  Head  Start  program,  for  children  ages  3-5  years  (children 
must  turn  three  years  old  by  December  1,  2002  to  be  eligible  for 
Head  Start)  is  a center  based  program,  with  services  provided  at 
the  Benodjenh  Center  in  Peshawbestown.  This  program  is  funded 
to  serve  40  children  and  was  designed  to  serve  children  from  low- 
income  families  and  children  with  special  needs. 

Both  the  Head  Start  and  Early  Head  Start  programs  are 
comprehensive  child  development  programs  which  focus  on 
individual  children's  needs.  These  programs  are  also  designed 
to  assist  families  in  setting  goals  and  helping  them  achieve 
these  goals.  Parent  involvement  is  welcomed  and  is  a crucial 
component  of  Head  Start  and  Early  Head  Start.

As  many  of  you  may  know  the  Benodjenh  Center  has  recently 
started  an  Early  Head  Start  Program.  The  Home  Based  Program 
is  part  of  this  new  and  exciting  program.  The  Home  Based 
Program  consists  of  a home  visitor  coming  to  your  home  once  a 
week. 

What  does  a home  visitor  do? 

• Weekly  home  visits 

• Empower,  encourage  and  support  positive  interaction  and 
involvement  in  families. 

• Cultural  sensitivity 

• Regular  child  development  assessments  and  progress 

• Twice  a month  socialization  activities  for  families  and  their 
children. 

• Provide  activities  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  child  and  their 
family. 

We  are  also  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  a nurse  on  staff.

"The  Relationship  between  Native  Americans  and  Education" 
is  the  topic  of  a presentation  by  Dr.  Bettie  Kay  McGowan  on 
Thursday,  May  8,  2003  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Milliken  auditorium  of 
the  Dennos  Museum  Center  at  Northwestern  Michigan  College. 
The  event  is  open  to  the  public  free  of  charge. 

Anthropologist  and  author,  Bettie  Kay  McGowan  has  participated 
in  extensive  educational  studies  that  range  from  the  Mayan 
Indian  sites  in  Guatemala  to  the  Amazon  Jungle  in  Brazil.  Dr. 
McGowan  has  been  involved  in  such  diverse  activities  as  the 
"Trail  of  Tears  Project"  with  the  Rosa  Parks  Foundation;  Foster 
Care  Reform;  Friend  of  the  Court  Reform;  the  Generic  Prescription 
Act;  and  the  creation  of  "A  Native  American  Presence"  at 
Greenfield  Village  and  the  Henry  Ford  Museum. 

Dr.  McGowan  received  a Ph.D.  in  cultural  anthropology  from 
Wayne  State  University  and  has  presented  on  such  topics  as 
Native  American  Spirituality,  Contemporary  Indians,  Tribal 
Government,  Indigenous  Women  around  the  World,  Hate 
Crimes,  Welfare  Reform,  and  the  Early  Irish  of  Detroit.  Her  own 
background  is  Cherokee-Choctaw  and  Irish.

We  have  learned  that  our 
responsibility  must  encompass  every  living  part  of  the  Lake,  from  the  weeds  to  the  great 

lakes  themselves.  We  have  learned  that  the  water  is  more  precious  than  gold 
and  this  same  water  will  replenish  life  around  us.  Are  we  prepared  to  act? 
Spring  and  Fall  Ceremonies  call  out  to  the  spirit  of  the  lake  to  help  us  protect 
all  these  things.  Let  us  take  an  active  part  in  this  work.  Everyone  can  pray  for 
the  safety  of  the  lakes  and  the  spirit  of  life.”

It  is  the  wild  rice 
moon  in  the  north 
country,  and  the 
lakes  teem  with  a harvest  and  a way  of  life.  "Ever  since  I 
was  bitty,  I've  been  ricing,  " reminisces  Spud  Fineday,  of 
Ice  Cracking  Lake.  Spud,  with  his  wife  Tater,  rice  at  Cabin 
Point,  and  then  move  to  Big  Flat  Lake,  lakes  on  Minnesota's 
White  Earth  Reservation.  "Sometimes  we  can  knock  four  to 
five  hundred  pounds  a day,  " he  says,  explaining  that  he 
alternates  the  jobs  of  "poling  and  knocking"  with  his  wife, 
Tater,  a.k.a.  Vanessa  Fineday. 


The  Finedays,  like  many  other  Anishinaabeg  from  White 
Earth,  and  other  reservations  in  the  region,  continue  to 
rice,  to  feed  their  families,  to  "buy  school  clothes  and  fix 
cars",  and  get  ready  for  the  ever  returning  winter.  The  wild 
rice  harvest  of  the  Anishinaabeg  not  only  feeds  the  body,  it 
feeds  the  soul,  continuing  a tradition  which  is  generations 
old  for  these  people  of  the  lakes  and  rivers  of  the  north. 
While  Spud  Fineday,  remembers  ricing  since  he  was  a child, 
it  is  a community  event,  a cultural  event,  which  ties  the 
community  intergenerationally  to  all  that  is  essentially 
Anishinaabeg,  Ojibwe. 


As  the  story  is  told,  Nanaboozhoo,  the  cultural  hero  of  the 
Anishinaabeg  was  introduced  to  rice,  by  fortune,  and  by  a 
duck;  . 


"....One  evening  Nanaboozhoo  returned  from  hunting,  but 
he  had  no  game...  As  he  came  towards  his  fire,  there  was  a 
duck  sitting  on  the  edge  of  his  kettle  of  boiling  water.  After 
the  duck  flew  away,  Nanaboozhoo,  looked  into  the  kettle 
and  found  wild  rice  floating  upon  the  water,  but  he  did  not 
know  what  is  was.  He  ate  his  supper  from  the  kettle,  and  it 
was  the  best  soup  he  had  ever  tasted.  Later,  he  followed  in 
the  direction  which  the  duck  had  taken,  and  came  to  a lake 
full  of  manoomin.  He  saw  all  kinds  of  duck  and  geese  and 
mudhens,  and  all  the  other  water  birds  eating  the  grain. 

After  that,  when  Nanaboozhoo  did  not  kill  a deer,  he  knew 
where  to  find  food  to  eat...." 

Manoomin,  or  wild  rice  is  a gift  given  to  the  Anishinaabeg 
from  the  Creator,  and  is  a center  piece  of  the  nutrition  and 
sustenance  for  our  community.  The  word  manoomin  itself, 
contains  a reference  to  the  Creator,  who  is  referred  to  as 
Gichi  Manidoo.  In  the  earliest  of  teachings  of  Anishinaabeg 
history,  there  is  a reference  to  wild  rice,  known  as  the  food 
which  grows  upon  the  water,  the  food,  the  ancestors  were  told 
to  find,  then  we  would  know  when  to  end  our  migration  to 
the  west.  It  is  this  profound,  and  historic  relationship  which 
is  remembered  in  the  wild  rice  harvest  on  the  White  Earth 
and  other  reservations-a  food  which  is  uniquely  ours,  and  a 


food,  which  is  used  in  our  daily 
lives,  our  ceremonies,  and  our 
thanksgiving  feasts.  It  is  that 
same  wild  rice  which  ironically 
exemplifies  the  worldwide 
debate  on  issues  of  biodiversity, 
culture,  and  globalization. 

Manoominike: 
Making  Wild  Rice 

The  crispness  of  early  fall 
touches  my  face  as  we 
paddle  through  the  rice  on 
Blackbird  Lake.  Four  eagles 
fly  overhead,  and  a flock  of 
geese  moves  gracefully  across 
the  sky.  Through  the  rice,  I 
can  see  officers  of  the  law, 
ensconced  in  their  work.  They 
are  ricing.  Eugene  Clark, 
a.k.a.  Beebzo  (Ogema  Mayor 
and  Becker  County  Deputy 
Sheriff),  and  John  Mac  Arthur, 
a Mahnomen  County  Sheriff 
are  Anishinaabeg,  and  they 
are  police  officers.  Today  they 
are  continuing  the  harvesting 
tradition. 


ricing,  as  a part  of  his  family's 
tradition  as  well,  and  wishes  he 
was  on  a lake,  right  when  I am 
interviewing  him. 

It's  said  that  there  are  fewer 
rice  buyers  this  year  on  the 
reservation,  although  Beebzo 
maintains,  that  "there  were 
more  people  at  the  rice  permit 
drawing  (for  Tamarac  Lakes), 
than  vote  in  most  elections". 
There  are  concerns  about 
both  the  rice  crop  and  the  rice 
economy.  And  those  concerns 
affect  almost  every  family 
on  the  reservation.  There  is 
always  a debate  about  the 
rice  crop.  This  year  is  deemed 
by  many  to  be  better  than 
the  last  few,  however,  Big  Rice 
Lake,  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  reservation,  is  seen  as 
sort  of  the  Shangri-La  of  rice- 
the  paradise  for  ricers.  Any 
less  of  a crop  on  that  lake, 
and  the  opinions  will  fly  as 
to  the  cause.  The  reasons  are 
speculative:  high  water  levels, 
agricultural  herbicide 
run-off,  the  usual 
suspects.  "It  used  to 
be  you  would  get  lost 
in  the  rice  on  that 
lake, " Russell  Warren, 
a twenty  year  rice 
processor  tells  me. 
"They  used  to  have 
to  put  flags  up  at  the 
landings,  so  you  could 
find  your  way  back. 

It's  the  fertilizer,  and 
the  run-off,  that  ruins 
the  crop".

As  they  move  swiftly  through 
the  rice  bed,  MacArthur  is 
knocking  and  Clark  is  poling. 
Clark  started  ricing  at  14, 
and  is  53  now,  MacArthur 
as  well  began  ricing  as  a 
teenager.  "We're  out  here  to 
eat,  not  to  make  money, " 
they  tell  me,  they  are  ricing 
for  their  families.  That  day, 
they  brought  in  a couple 
hundred  pounds  of  green  rice. 
Ronnie  Chilton  is  working  at 
the  Native  Harvest  rice  mill, 
finishing  that  rice,  he  too  has  a 
long  connection  to  ricing.  "I've 
riced  my  whole  life,  most  of  the 
time  with  my  dad."

Under  Cougar  Information: 


Inspired  by  the  inquiries 
of  the  late  Dan  Robbins, 
a long-time  conservationist 
and  former  President  of  the  organization,  the 
Wildlife  Conservancy  first  analyzed  sighting 
records  and  previously-documented  physical 
evidence  of  cougars,  now  a state-listed 
endangered  species.  The  related  report,  "The 
Cougar  In  Michigan:  Sightings  And  Related 
Information"  is  included  in  this  website. 


In  May  of  2001,  the  Conservancy  launched 
field  studies  that  found  indisputable 
evidence  of  free-ranging  cougars  in  both  the 
Upper  and  Lower  Peninsulas.  The  ongoing 
research,  now  conducted  in  partnership  with 
Central  Michigan  University's  Department 
of  Biology,  is  headed  by  Dr.  Patrick  Rusz,  the 
Conservancy's  Director  of  Wildlife  Programs. 
The  study  has  revealed  a cougar  population 
likely  hampered  by  a "genetic  bottleneck." 
That  is,  many  of  the  cougars  are  apparently 
descendants  of  a small  number  of  individuals 


In  1998,  the  Michigan 
Wildlife  Conservancy  began 
a series  of  investigations 
regarding  the  cougar 
(mountain  lion)  in  our 
state.  The  cougar  was 
thought  by  wildlife  officials 
to  have  been  eliminated 
by  the  early  1900s.  But 
persistent  sighting  reports 
for  more  than  50  years  led 
to  a controversy  about  the 
animal's  existence.

The  Lone  Eagle  Flew 

On  the  22nd  of  May  at  8:45  PM  as  the  youth  and  youth  worker 
were  on  their  way  home  they  stopped  to  watch  an  Eagle  fly, 
just  above  the  trees.

EPA  Funding  Welcomes  you  to  the 

for  Manistee  10th  Annual  Anishinaabe  Family  Language  & 

Watershed  Project  Culture  Camp 


The  Little  River  Band  of 
Ottawa  Indians;  located 
in  Manistee  Michigan, 
received  funding  from  the 
Environmental  Projection 
Agency  under  the  Watershed 
Initiative  program.  On  May 
2 the  EPA  Administrator 
announced  that  approximately 
15  million  dollars  was  awarded 
to  20  Watersheds.  The  funding 
was  highly  competitive 
with  176  total  nominations. 
Watersheds  were  selected  based 
on  the  agencies  innovation, 
demonstrated  compatibility 
with  environmental  program, 
ability  to  achieve  on  the 
ground  results,  and  strong 
partnerships.  According  to 
EPA  Region  5 Coordinator 
Paul  Thomas,  the  Little  Rivers 
Band's  application  stood 
out  "because  of  their  strong 
partnerships,  their  proposals 
readiness  to  succeed,  and 
their  qualifications  and 
management  capability."  The 
Little  River  Band  worked  closely 
with  the  Conservation  Resource 
Alliance  and  numerous 
watershed  partnerships  in 
developing  goals  and  objectives 
for  the  project.  The  Tribe  and 
the  watershed  community 
will  work  collaboratively 
in  preserving  the  Manistee 
Watershed  resource.  "The 
work  with  the  Lake  Sturgeon, 
our  Grandfather  Fish,  and 
the  river  itself  will  provide 
an  opportunity  to  show  our 
appreciation  for  all  they 
have  given  the  Tribe.  The 
partnerships  developed  are  key 
to  the  continued  vitality  of  this 
watershed  and  community, " 
explained  Ogema  Jonnie  Sam 
II.  The  Manistee  Watershed  is 
approximately  1,780  square 
miles  and  encompasses  parts  of 
12  counties.  Bob  Hardenburg, 
Director  of  the  National 
Resources  Department  states, 
"The  Manistee  River  has  long 
been  vital  to  the  Little  River 
Band  of  Ottawa  Indians.  It 
flows  through  the  heart  of  our 
Reservation.

Bob 
Kewagoshkum  mentioned 
that  the  Omena  church  has 
approached  the  tribe  for 
assistance  in  marking  the 
hundreds  of  unmarked  graves 
they  found  at  their  cemetery 
site.  The  tribal  council  has 
in  the  past  discussed  keeping 
the  M22  site  for  a museum 
location  instead  of  using  the  lot 
for  housing. 

Interim  Tribal  Manager  Report 
was  accepted  as  written  by 
Jolanda  Murphy. 

NEW  BUSINESS: 

Lot  assignment:  Rob 

Kalbfleisch  discussed  with 
council  lot  assignments.  At 
present  members  must  get  pre- 
approval on  financing  for  a 
home  or  module  home.  This  is 
not  a written  policy,  however, 
there  is  an  ordinance  stating 
that  they  have  2 years  to 
build  on  their  lot  assignment. 
Members  are  a little  confused 
by  the  process  that  needs  to  be 
followed.  Council  requested 
the  Rob  develop  a written 
protocol  of  steps  that  explain 
the  process  clearly.  This  needs 
to  be  made  available  to  any 
member  preparing  themselves 
for  home  ownership.

considered  for  the  committee. 
There  needs  to  be  7 committee 
members. 


Open  Forum 

Teresa  Shananequet  discussed 
the  need  to  help  membership 
concerning  Housing  Issues. 
The  process  is  too  complicated 
and  it  needs  to  be  streamlined. 
It  takes  too  long  and  is  too 
difficult  for  the  members. 

Other  government  programs 
are  similar  and  it  takes  too 
long  to  get  services.  Things 
need  to  be  made  easier  not 
more  complicated  and  difficult. 

Irene  Shriner  concurred  with 
Theresa,  the  housing  process 
needs  to  be  improved. 

Darrell  Wright  continues 
to  be  concerned  about  the 
Charlevoix  Building  used 
by  staff  and  community 
as  well.  He  requested  that 
there  be  better  attendance  at 
the  Charlevoix  community 
meetings  so  the  membership 
can  be  updated  on  the  building 
plans.  The  playground  needs 
to  be  finished  as  the  children 
are  out  of  school  and  they  also 
need  to  be  supervised.  The 
education  program  has  had 
to  cut  back  on  the  summer 
teacher  program.  Overall  in 
the  Charlevoix  community 
there  needs  to  be  improved 
communication  so  everyone 
is  updated  on  maintenance/ 
decision  making  and  the 
"need  to  fix  list."  Buddy 
Raphael  updated  Darrell  that 
in  next  week  there  will  be  an 
engineering  company  from 
out  of  the  area  inspecting 
the  community  building. 

The  council  found  that  they 
needed  to  go  out  of  area  in 
order  to  find  a company  that 
will  provide  an  objective 
assessment  of  the  situation.

5.  CRC  reviews  and  incorporates  comments 
to  the  amendment  [completed] 

6.  CRC  re-submits  amendment  language 
with  revisions,  if  any,  to  Tribal  Council 

7.  The  Tribal  Council  declares  in  writing  to 
the  local  BIA  official  that  the  tribe  wishes 
to  make  an  official  filing  for  the  purpose 
of  amending  the  GTB  constitution  (GTB 
constitution,  Art.  XV,  section  2;  25  C.F.R.  § 
81.5(d)  ) 

8.  The  Secretary  then  calls  an  election  in 
accordance  with  25  C.F.R.  part  81. 

9.  If  30  percent  of  the  tribal  electorate  votes 
and  a majority  of  those  voting  approve 
the  amendments,  the  constitution  are 
amended. 


Governing  Law  Relating 
To  Gtb 

Constitution  Amendments 

The  GTB  constitution  states: 

This  Constitution  may  be 
amended  by  a majority  vote 
of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
GTB  in  an  election  called  for 
such  purpose  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  or  his  authorized 
representative;  provided  that 
at  least  thirty  percent  (30%)  of 
those  entitled  to  vote  in  such 
election. 

GTB  constitution.  Art.  XV, 
section  1. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  call 
an  election  on  any  proposed 
amendment  at  the  request  of  the 
Tribal  Council  or  upon  receipt  of 
a petition  signed  by  a least  thirty 
percent  (30%)  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  GTB  members. 

Federal  regulations  state: 

The  Secretary  shall  authorize 
the  calling  of  an  election  on 
the  adoption  of  amendments 
to  a constitution  and  bylaws 
or  a charter  when  requested 
pursuant  to  the  amendment 
article  of  those  documents.  The 
election  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  this  part  unless 
the  amendment  article  of  the 
constitution  and  bylaws  or  the 
charter  provides  otherwise,  in 
which  case  the  provisions  of 
those  documents  shall  rule  where 
applicable.

Recommended  Revisions  of 
the  Constitution 

Article  //  - Membership 

Section  1.  Membership 

(a)  Definitions. 

(1)  The  “Approved  Base  Roll  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band”  is  defined  as  a listing 
of  all  individuals  who  were  enrolled  as 
members  of  the  Band  on  November  1, 
1985,  as  well  as  all  those  who  applied 
for  membership  by  November  1,  1985, 
and  met  the  membership  requirements 
then  in  existence  and  who  also  met 
the  criteria  for  base  roll  membership 
contained  in  the  constitution  approved 
on  March  29,  1988. 

(2)  “An  Historic  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Person  on  the  Durant  Roll”  means 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Member 
who  appears  on  pages  38  through 
46,  inclusive,  of  the  field  notes 
accompanying  the  Durant  Roll. 

(3)  “Children/Child”  means  any  person 
who  has  not  yet  reached  their  18th 

birthday. 

(4)  “Adult”  means  any  person  who  has 
reached  the  age  of  18. 

(5)  “Degree  of  Indian  Blood”  means  the 
total  blood  quantum  derived  from  the 
tribes,  bands  or  groups  recognized  by 
the  Federal  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  It  does  not  include 
blood  quantum  derived  from  non  U.S. 
Federally  Recognized  Tribes. 

(6)  “Federally-Recognized  Indian  Tribe, 
Band  or  Group”  means  those  tribes, 
bands  or  groups  recognized  by  the 
Federal  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  It  does  not  include 
tribes,  bands  or  groups  recognized  by 
non  U.S.  Governments. 

(7)  “Disenrollment”  means  permanent. 

(b)  Tribal  Membership. 

The  membership  of  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
shall  consist  of  the  following: 
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Constitutional  Reform  Committee 
Recommended  Revisions  of  the  Constitution  (Continued) 


(1)  Base  Roll  Membership.  All  persons  whose  names 
appear  on  the  Approved  base  roll  of  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  on  the  date  of  the  Adoption  of  this  revised 

constitution. 

(2)  Future  Membership. 

a.  Persons  who  are  enrolled  as  members  of  the  Band 
on  the  effective  date  of  this  revised  constitution 

and  who  met  the  eligibility  criteria  contained  in  the 
Constitution  approved  on  March  29,  1988. 

b.  Direct,  lineal  descendants  of  persons  on  the  base  roll 
who  posses  at  least  one-forth  (1/4)  degree  Indian  blood 
of  which  at  least  one-eighth  (1/8)  degree  must  be  traced 
to  the  Historic  Grand  Traverse  Band  OR 

c.  Direct,  lineal  descendants  of  a Historic  Grand 
Traverse  Band  person  on  the  Durant  Roll  who  meet  all 
of  the  following  conditions: 

i.  Possession  of  at  least  one-fourth  (1/4)  degree  Indian 
blood. 

ii.  Possession  of  at  least  one  eighth  (1/8)  degree  blood 
traced  to  the  Historic  Grand  Traverse  Band. 

Section  2.  Dual  Membership  Prohibition. 

(a)  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  become  a member  of 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  if  that  person  is  enrolled  in 
another  federally  recognized  Indian  tribe,  band  or  group. 
However,  if  an  applicant  for  membership  has  filed  a 
relinquishment  of  membership  in  the  other  tribe,  band 
or  group,  which  will  automatically  become  effective 
upon  approval  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Membership, 
this  requirement  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  met. 

(b) Any  member  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  who 
applies  to  be  and  is  accepted  as  a member  of  another 
federally  recognized  Indian  tribe,  band  or  group 
shall  automatically,  permanently  forfeit  membership 
in  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  and,  thereby,  shall  also 
permanently  forfeit  all  rights  and  benefits  to  which  band 
members  are  entitled  by  virtue  of  their  membership. 

Section  3.  Membership  Procedure 

(a)  The  Tribal  Council  shall  promulgate  ordinances 
governing  enrollment,  disenrollment;  provided  that 
the  Tribal  Council  shall  have  no  power  to  change  or 
establish  substantive  requirements  for  membership  in 
addition  to  those  established  in  this  Article. 


(b)  Challenges  to  Membership.  All  Tribal  Members  shall 
have  standing  to  challenge  a membership  of  a current 
tribal  member  improperly  enrolled  in  violation  of 

this  Constitution.  Challenges  shall  be  filed  with  the 
enrollment  committee  for  disposition. 

(c)  Relinquishment  of  Membership. 

Any  adult  enrolled  tribal  member  who  chooses  to 
relinquish  their  enrollment  from  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  shall  have  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  days 
from  the  date  of  such  relinquishment  in  which  to 
rescind  the  relinquishment.  During  the  period  between 
relinquishment  and  any  rescindment,  such  individual 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  any  tribal  services  or 
benefits,  nor  shall  such  individual  have  the  right  to  vote 
in  the  tribal  elections  or  enjoy  any  other  right  as  a Grand 
Traverse  Band  Tribal  Member.  Any  ctuicj  and/or  persons 
deemed,  incompetent  that  has  been  disenrolled  by  their 

parent  and/or  legal  guardian  has  the  nght  to  reenroll 

when  they  reach  the  age  of  18  years  and/or  verification 

of  competency  provided,  they  meet  the  minimum 

requirements  established  in  this  revised.  Constitution. 

The  Tnbaj  Council  shall,  by  ordinance . implement 

procedures  and,  terms  of  relinquish  andjrescindment 

(d)  Enrollment  Committee 

( 1)  Establishment  and  purpose.  The  Membership  shall 
elect  an  Enrollment  Committee,  composed  of  eleven 
(11)  [GTB  registered  voters]  of  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  whose  purpose  shall  be  to  review  new  enrollment 
applicants,  relinquishments  and  challenges  to 
membership  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Tribal 

Council. 

(2)  Committee  members.  The  Enrollment  Committee  shall 
include  at  least  one  member  of  the  Tribal  Council,  who 
shall  serve  as  the  Committee  chair. 

(3)  The  terms  of  office  for  the  Enrollment  Committee  shall 
be  4 years  consistent  with  the  staggered  elections  of 
Tribal  Councilors.  The  Election  Board  shall  promulgate 
rules  and  procedures  for  the  election  of  committee 

members. 


*Section  4.  Right  of  Appeal 

Any  person  whose  application  for  membership  has 
been  denied,  who  has  been  disenrolled  by  the  Tribal 
Council,  or  whose  membership  has  been  deemed  to  be 
automatically  forfeited  shall  have  a right  of  appeal  to  the 
Tribal  Judiciary.

There  are  more  and  more  Native  American  cancer  survivors! 

In  the  recent  past,  Native 
American  patients  and  their 
families  experienced  the  disease  of 
cancer  in  silence.  Because  many 
people  believed  that  a diagnosis 
of  cancer  was  an  automatic  death 
sentence,  they  did  not  understand 
the  importance  of  screening  tests  for 
cancer.  In  the  United  States,  native 
people  have  lower  cancer  survival 
rates  compared  to  other  races  and 
ethnic  groups,  partially  due  to  cancer 
being  diagnosed  in  later  stages  of  the 
disease.

The  earlier  cancer  is  diagnosed,  the  more  likely  it  is  that  treatment  will  be  effective. 

This  is  particularly  true  for  breast  and  cervical  cancer. 

The  Circle  of  Life  Program  encourages  all  women  to  take  good  care 
of  themselves  by  seeking  screening  and  early  detection  services,  as 
well  as  following  recommendations  for  follow-up  visits  or  treatment 
if  test  results  are  abnormal.  Some  examples  of  cancer  screening  tests 
are  breast  self-exams,  mammograms,  pelvic  exams,  Pap  smears,  and 
colonoscopies.  Your  doctor  or  nurse  can  help  explain  these  tests  and 
tell  you  when  it  is  important  to  have  these  tests. 

Early  detection  of  cancer  is  an  important  way  to  increase  the 
number  of  Native  American  cancer  survivors!

Why  should  I always  wear  a helmet  when  riding  my  bike , skateboarding,  and  roller 
blading  or  riding  a scooter? 

Sporting  accidents  causing  damage  to  the  head  are  unfortunately  very  common.  Simply 
wearing  a helmet  can  protect  a child  or  adult  from  many  threatening  injuries. 

What  special  steps  should  I take  to  be  safe  swimming  this  summer? 

Always  swim  with  a friend,  not  alone.  Know  the  water  before  doing  any  diving.  Always 
make  certain  young  children  are  supervised  by  a strong  swimmer.  Consider  having  children 
participate  in  a water  safety  program  this  summer. 


One  life  jacket  per  passenger  must  be  available  at  all  times  when  boating.  Children  and  inexperienced  swimmers  must  wear  life 
jackets  any  time  they  are  aboard  a boat.  Life  jackets  are  required  when  operating  a "wave-runner"  or  "jet-ski." 

What  about  safety  concerns  surround  using  a trampoline? 

Limit  people  on  any  size  trampoline  to  only  one  at  a time  to  avoid  collisions  or  leg  and  back  injuries.  Always  have  a spotter  watching 
and  keep  the  trampoline  in  good  repair. 

What  is  the  big  deal  about  sunburn? 

Sunburn  can  lead  to  painful  skin  and  sometimes  blisters.  Sun  exposure  is  also  associated  with  many  different  skin  cancers. 

How  can  I protect  my  family  from  sunburn  and  skin  cancer? 

Regularly  use  a suntan  lotion  with  a SPF  (sun  protection  factor)  of  at  least  15.  Best  time  to  put  suntan  lotion  on  is  in  the  morning 
before  going  outside  and  after  getting  out  of  the  water.  Children  should  wear  suntan  lotion  all  summer. 

What  can  you  tell  me  about  poison  ivy? 

Poison  ivy  is  a plant  very  commonly  found  in  Northern  Michigan.  It  has  three  green  leaves  in  the  summer  that  turn  yellow  and  red 
in  the  fall.  The  plant  has  a resin  on  its  surface  that  causes  an  allergic  reaction  on  the  person's  skin  and  itching. 

Can  touching  somebody  with  poison  ivy  give  it  somebody  else? 

The  only  way  somebody  can  get  poison  ivy  is  from  the  plant  resin.  Carefully  wash  clothes,  shoes,  jackets,  and  dogs  after  exposure  to 
poison  ivy.  Rapidly  wash  your  skin  with  soap  and  water  after  you  are  exposed  to  the  poison  ivy  resin. 

What  if  my  poison  ivy  gets  severe  or  looks  infected? 

It  is  a good  idea  to  see  your  doctor  if  your  poison  ivy  is  severe  or  looks  red  and  infected.  The  doctor  can  give  you  medicines  to  help  the 
itching  and  treat  the  infection  if  needed. 


What  about  safety  when  boating?

3£One  does  of  varicella 
(or  history  of  the  disease) 
^Complete  series  of  DTaP/Td 
with  one  dose  in  the  last  10  years

All  children  must  have  had  a dose  within  the  last 
ten  years 

Polio  - Three  doses,  with  one  dose  at  or  after  4 years  of  age 
MMR  - Two  doeses  at  or  after  the  age  of  12  months 
Hep  B - Three  doses 

Varicella  - One  dose  at  or  after  the  age  of  12  months  or  two 
doses  if  started  after  13  years  of  age  or  a documented  history  of 
the  disease

Herbal  Insect  Repellant 

How  To  Make  Your  Own  Herbal  Insect  Repellent! 

This  repellent  is  designed  to  repel  mosquitoes,  flies,  fleas,  and 
ticks.  You  can  experiment  with  the  different  suggested  oils  and 
proportions  to  better  suit  your  own  personal  needs.  Always  try  a 
sensitive  skin  test  by  dabbing  just  a bit  on  one  place  on  your  skin 
and  wait  to  be  sure  a rash  does  not  develop. 

Start  with  1 cup  of  1 90  proof  grain  alcohol  (do  not  use  rubbing 
alcohol) 

add  3 teaspoons  total  of  the  following  herbal  essential  oils, 
either  in  equal  proportions  or  in  any  combination:  basil,  juniper, 
citronella,  rosemary,  myrrh,  pine,  cedarwood,  lavender  & rose 
geranium. 

Stir  the  oils  into  the  grain  alcohol  and  pour  into  small  bottles 
with  tight  fitting  lids.  For  external  use  only  - use  a small  amount 
on  your  skin,  and  just  a dab  on  your  clothes.

Garlic  - a spray  madeby 
mincing  garlic  with 
water  in  a blender  will 
discourage  most  pests. 
Garlic  spray  also  has 
antibiotic  properties  that 
aid  in  the  control  of 
downey  mildew, 
cucumber  and  bean  rust, 
bean  anthracnose  and 
early  blight  of  tomatoes. 
Hyssop  - deters  cabbage  moth 
Marigolds  - deter  nematodes 
Mints  - deter  ants  and 
cabbage  moth 

Nasturtiums  - deter  aphids, 
cabbage  moths  and  squash 
beetle 

Onions  - deter  ants,  aphids 
and  slugs 

Pennyroyal  - repels  fleas  and 
moths 

Rosemary  - deters  cabbage 
moth,  bean  beetle  and 
carrot  fly 

Rue  - deters  Japanese  beetle 
Santolina  - deters  moths 

Summer  Savory  - deters  bean 
beetle 

Tansy  - deters  ants,  flying 
insects,  Japanese  beetle, 
cucumber  beetle  and 
squash  beetles 

Thyme  - deters  cabbage  moth 
Wormwood  - deters  animals 
from  the  garden 


Insect  Repellant  Herbs 

In  recent  years  gardeners  have 
shown  an  increasing  reluctance 
to  spray  chemical  insecticides 
around  the  garden. 

While  relatively  little 
research  has  been  done  to 
prove  the  efficacy  of  insect 
repellent  herbs,  the  aromatic 
qualities  of  various  herbs  are 
said  to  be  one  of  the  factors  in 
repelling  insects,  along  with 
the  release  of  phenols  and 
other  organic  chemicals,  either 
from  the  roots  or  the  leaves. 

Here  are  some  of  the  herbs 
that  can  be  used  for  repelling 
insects  in  the  garden  as  well  as 
the  home... 

Sage  - Salvia  officianalis 

The  different  varieties  of  sage 
are  said  to  repel  the  white 
cabbage  moth,  which  in  turn 
means  that  the  caterpillar 
causing  the  damage  does  not 
appear.  Some  plants  dotted 
throughout  the  cabbage  patch 
should  be  sufficient  and  of 
course  the  sage  leaf  can  be 


used  for  cooking  with  rich, 
fatty  meats,  or  as  one  of  the 
components  in  poultry  stuffing. 

Wormwood  - Artemisia 
absinthium 

There  is  quite  a large  family 
of  worm-woods  and  many 
of  them  have  grey  to  silver 
foliage.  Mugwort  (A.  vulgaris), 
southernwood  (A.  abrotanum) 
and  fern-leaf  wormwood  are 
all  claimed  to  have  insect 
repellent  properties.  Fruit  fly  is 
one  of  the  most  troublesome 
insects  of  the  orchard  and  it  is 
said  to  be  repelled  by  planting 
a hedge  of  wormwood  around 
the  orchard.  It  is  important, 
however,  not  to  plant  any  of 
the  worm-woods  too  close  as 
they  are  not  good  companions 
and  tend  to  inhibit  growth  of 
the  fruit  trees. 

Fennel  - Foeniculum 
vulgare 

A plant  or  two  near  the  dog 
kennel  will  help  to  keep  the 
fleas  away  and  both  the  dog 
and  its  owner  will  be  more 
comfortable.  Fennel  has  an 
aniseed  flavour  and  a sprig  will 
add  another  dimension  to  fish, 
salads,  egg  or  cheese  dishes. 
Preferably  use  sprigs  that  have 
not  been  lain  on  by  the  dog, 
though! 

Tansy  - Tanacetum  vulgare 

It  is  a rather  untidy  perennial, 
which  is  claimed  to  have  strong 
insect  repellent  characteristics. 
Ants,  fleas  and  flies  are  all  said 
to  dislike  this  herb.  A plant  or 
two  in  tubs  on  either  side  of  the 
back  door  will  help  to  keep  the 
flies  at  bay.  As  you  walk  by, 
brush  the  foliage  and  this  will 
help  release  the  aroma,  which 
deters  the  flies.  A plant  in  a pot 
on  the  window  sill,  or  a bunch 
in  a vase  on  the  kitchen  table, 
will  also  work  in  the  same  way. 

Those  with  tansy  in  the 
garden  can  pick  a bunch,  tie 
it  with  a pretty  ribbon,  and 
hang  it  over  the  doorway  or 
an  open  window.  It  has  also 
been  suggested  that  this  plant, 
grown  near  fruit  trees,  will  keep 
some  of  the  more  troublesome 
pests  from  attacking  the  fruit. 
Tansy  can  be  used  to  give  a 
rosemary-like  flavour  to  meat 
and,  when  stewing  rhubarb, 
add  a small  quantity  of 
tansy  to  enhance  the  flavour. 
Because  tansy  has  a high 


potassium  content,  it  can 
be  used  in  the  garden  or  the 
compost  heap  to  add  some  of 
this  vital  plant  nutrient. 

Pennyroyal  - Mentha 
pulegium 

Pennyroyal  is  one  of  the  mints 
and  has  a lovely  peppermint 
flavour.  Its  creeping  habit 
makes  it  an  ideal  groundcover, 
particularly  in  those  areas  that 
are  partially  shaded.  It  also 
repels  ants  and  mosquitoes 
very  successfully.  Pennyroyal 
can  be  planted  around  the 
barbecue  area  and  around 
children's  play  areas.  The 
fragrance  of  the  pennyroyal 
when  walked  on,  will  enhance 
any  barbecue  and  also  keep 
away  troublesome  mosquitoes. 
Mums  won't  have  as  many 
crying  children  if  the  ants  are 
kept  away  from  the  play  areas 
either.  Rubbing  the  leaves  of 
pennyroyal  on  the  skin  will 
also  keep  mosquitoes  and  flies 
away. 

Lavender  - Lavandula  spp. 

The  Lavenders  are  beautiful 
additions  in  any  garden, 
but  when  they  can  also  act 
as  a natural  insect  repellent 
that  makes  them  even  more 
attractive.  Lavender  has 
been  used  for  centuries  to 
repel  moths  from  clothes  in 
wardrobes  and  drawers.  Dry 
the  lavender  and  place  in 
sachets  in  the  wardrobe,  in 
drawers,  or  hang  them  on 
coat  hangers.  Gardeners  in  the 
warmer  regions  will  find  the 
French  lavender  (L.  dentata) 
the  easiest  to  grow,  but  even 
then  it  should  be  grown  in 
a pot.  Good  drainage  and  a 
fairly  high  pH  is  essential  for 
all  lavenders. 

Basil  - Ocinum  basilicum 

Flies  and  mosquitoes  will  not 
come  too  close  to  a basil  plant. 
Again,  these  may  be  planted 
by  the  back  door  or  grown  in 
a pot  on  a kitchen  window  sill. 
Brush  the  plant  with  the  hand 
every  so  often,  or  as  you  pass 
by,  to  release  the  fragrance 
which  you  will  enjoy  and  the 
flies  and  mosquitoes  won't. 
Growing  it  near  tomatoes  will 
keep  the  tomatoes  happy  and 
keep  the  insects  at  bay. 


Bay  Tree  - Laurus  nobilis 

This  slow  growing  tree  was 
sacred  to  Apollo,  the  Greek 
god  of  prophecy,  and  has  great 
historical  significance.  It  is 
sometimes  called  the  laurel  or 
sweet  bay  and  will  eventually 
grow  to  10  metres.  It  is  said  to 
chase  ants  away.  Bay  leaves 
can  be  added  to  poultry  fish, 
corned  meat  and  casseroles  to 
give  added  flavour. 

Garlic  - Allium  spp. 

While  not  classified  generally 
as  an  herb,  garlic  is  worth 
mentioning  because  of  its 
insect  repellent  properties. 
Those  of  you  who  have  grown 
garlic  in  among  your  roses  will 
swear  to  the  fact  that  aphids 
are  not  the  problem  that  they 
used  to  be.

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"How  the  Female  Eagle 
Chooses  Her  Mate." 

A story  told  by  the  Wintu 
Tribal  Elders  of  California. 

When  it  comes  time  for  the  female  Eagle  to  choose  her 
mate,  she  prepares  herself  for  many  suitors.  And  many 
come  before  her. 

She  looks  them  over  quite  well 
and  then  picks  one  to  fly  with  for 
awhile.  If  she  likes  the  way  he  flies 
she  finds  a small  stick,  picks  it  up 
and  flies  high  with  it.  At  some 
point  she  will  drop  the  stick  to 
see  if  the  male  can  catch  it.  If  he 
does,  then  she  finds  a larger  stick 
and  flies  with  it  much  higher  this 
time.  Each  time  the  male  catches 
the  sticks,  she  continues  to  pick  up 
larger  and  larger  sticks.  When  she 
finds  the  largest,  heaviest  stick  that 
she  herself  can  carry,  the  stick  is  at 
this  point  almost  the  size  of  a small 

log! 

But  she  can  still  fly  very  high  with  this  large  stick.  At 
any  time  in  this  process,  if  the  male  fails  to  catch  the 
stick,  she  flies  away  from  him  as  her  signal  that  the  test 
is  now  over.  She  begins  her  search  all  over  again. 

And  when  she  again  finds  a male  she  is  interested  in, 
she  starts  testing  him  in  the  exact  same  way.  And  she 
will  continue  this  "testing"  until  she  finds  the  male 
Eagle  who  can  catch  all  the  sticks.  And  when  she  does, 
she  chooses  him,  and  will  mate  with  him  for  life. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  this  test  is  that  at  some  point 
they  will  build  a nest  together  high  up  and  will  then 
have  their  Eaglettes.  When  the  babies  begin  to  learn  to 
fly,  they  sometimes  fall  instead.  It  is  then  that  the  male 
must  catch  his  young.  And  he  does!  The  female  Eagle 
and  their  Eaglettes  have  depended  on  him  to  be  strong 
for  them.  Just  as  we  Native  women  and  children  need 
to  depend  upon  our  Native  men. 

So  what  I would  like  to  offer  to  you  my  friends  is  this. 
Sisters,  how  well  do  you  "test"  your  suitors  before  you 
allow  them  into  your  life?  And  my  Brothers,  how  well 
have  you  caught  the  "sticks"  for  your  women  and  your 
children? 

Whatever  our  past  has  been  like,  if  we  need  to  change, 
let's  do  so  now  together.  Our  children  are  counting  on 
us  to  make  these  good  choices  for  them  and  for  their 
children.  My  Sisters,  it's  time  for  us  to  welcome  our 
Native  men  back  into  our  Circles.  We  need 
to  bring  balance  and  harmony  back  to  our  and  our 
communities.  This  won't  happen  until  we  as  men  and 
women  can  come  together  and  learn  to  truly  Love  one 
another  in  a healthy  and  repectful  way. 

Open  your  arms  today,  we  can  do  this  together.  Let's 
love  each  other  in  a good  way!  Let's  love  and  be  faithful 
like  our  Eagle  relatives!  Let's  learn  from  their  wisdom. 
Aho!

TENANTS!! 

There  have  been  on-going  problems 
with  children  damaging  the  heavy  equipment  parked  both 
around  the  Housing  Office  and  other  companies'  equipment 
being  used  in  the  area.  We  had  an  incident  where  a well  drilling 
rig  was  vandalized  while  on-site,  and  consequently  we  will  have 
to  pay  damages  to  the  company  because  of  this.  The  broader 
consequences  of  this  action  are  that  it  will  become  more  difficult 
to  hire  contractors  to  provide  services  for  the  Tribe.  This  impacts 
all  of  us.  Please  keep  an  eye  on  your  children  and  let  them 
know  that  malicious  destruction  of  property  WILL  NOT  BE 
TOLERATED.  The  Housing  Department,  in  conjunction  with 
Tribal  Police,  is  offering  a $500  reward  for  information  leading 
to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  parties  responsible  for  the 
vandalism  of  the  well  drilling  rig. 

A couple  of  months  ago  we  told  you  that  the  Tribal  Manager  had 
encouraged  all  Enterprises  to  reduce  the  amount  of  electricity 
used  in  their  workplace.  We  at  Housing  took  this  challenge 
seriously  and  started  "■ working  in  the  dark".  By  keeping  lights  off, 
the  thermostat  down,  turning  all  computers  and  equipment  off 
at  the  end  of  the  business  day  and  not  running  air  conditioning 
until  it  is  over  80  degrees,  we  have  reduced  our  electrical  expense 
IN  HALF.  Not  only  do  these  practices  save  monies,  but  they  also 
reduce  the  amount  of  natural  resources  utilized.  We  encourage 
everyone  to  practice  energy  savings  and  would  enjoy  sharing 
your  tips  to  conserve  energy  with  others  in  this  monthly  article. 

The  Housing  Department  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  welcome  Tribal  Member  Doris  Winslow  to  the  staff.

All  Work  Orders  should  be  phoned  in  to  271-4473 . 

Just  as  a reminder,  when  phoning  in  a Work  Order,  please 
include  your  name,  unit  number,  telephone  number,  and  a 
description  of  the  type  of  work  needed  and  if  the  maintenance 
workers  have  permission  to  enter  the  unit.  Often  times 
the  maintenance  workers  will  respond  to  a work  order,  only 
to  find  they  are  unable  to  enter  the  unit  due  to  no  one  being 
home  or  leaving  permission  to  enter.  This  results  in  numerous 
callbacks  that  waste  time  and  energy  for  all.  Thank  you  for  your 
cooperation.

Rentals.  Client  responsibilities  for  those  in  Low-income  Rental- 
Elderly  and  Apartment  units-Market  Based  Rental  Units  include: 

A.  Prevention. 

(1)  Reasonable  Care. 

(a)  Clients  are  required  to  use  reasonable  care  and 
keep  their  dwelling  unit  in  such  condition  so  as  to 
prevent  health  and  sanitation  problems  from 
arising. 

(b)  Clients  shall  ensure  that  their  guest(s)  refrain 
from  destroying,  defacing,  damaging,  vandalizing, 
or  removing  any  part  of  the  tribally  owned 
premises  or  project. 

B.  Responsibilities  of  the  Client. 

(1)  The  Head  of  Household  and  his/  her  spouses  are 
responsible  for  the  actions  of  ALL  their  family  members, 
friends,  and  guests  while  they  are  in  the  dwelling  unit. 

(2)  Clients  can  be  billed  and  held  accountable  for  the 
destructive  actions  of  their  family,  friend's,  and  guest's. 

C.  Repairs.  The  Housing  Department  shall  make  necessary 
repairs  and  improvements  to  dwelling  units,  with  reasonable 
promptness,  at  its  own  cost. 

(1)  Generally  speaking  this  covers  those  repairs  and 
improvements  resulting  from  normal  wear  and  tear. 

(2)  Damages  to  dwelling  units  which  are  intentional, 
due  to  negligence,  or  are  caused  by  the  client,  his/ 

her  family  or  guest(s),  shall  be  repaired  by  the  Housing 
Department  and  billed  to  the  client.

This  past  month  the  Maintenance  Department  has  been  kept 
busy  finishing  rehabs  in  the  Peshawbestown  area.  Grass  cutting 
has  been  ongoing  and  the  Maintenance  Department  recently 
acquired  a new  John  Deere  tractor  with  a brush  mower  to  handle 
some  of  the  larger  areas,  such  as  the  Antrim  and  Benzie  play 
areas. 

The  Excavation  Department  has  been  moved  up  to  Housing  and 
will  be  assisting  with  landscaping  projects,  general  excavation 
projects  and  snowplowing,  come  winter.  We  are  currently  seeking 
permission  to  develop  a new  maintenance  building  that  will 
house  the  Housing  Maintenance  Department  and  the  Excavation 
Department  as  well  as  all  the  heavy  equipment. 

The  Excavation  team  has  been  kept  busy  this  past  month  doing 
landscaping  work,  including  hydro  seeding  as  well  as  excavation 
work  replacing  sewer  systems  and  installing  infiltrator  systems, 
as  well  as  completing  a new  road  out  at  Turtle  Creek.  These  guys 
work  long  hours  in  all  kinds  of  harsh  conditions,  so  be  sure  you 
give  them  a thumbs  up  when  you  see  them!

Supervision  of  Children-  Research  has 
shown  that  one  of  the  key  deterrents  for 
at-risk  behavior  in  children  is  parental 
monitoring.  This  means  knowing  where 
your  children  are  and  whom  they  are  with 
AT  ALL  TIMES.  Let  them  know  what  you 
expect  of  them  and  check  in  with  them 
periodically  throughout  the  day  to  see  how 
they're  doing.  Let  them  know  you  do  this 
because  you  love  them  and  want  to  know 
they  are  safe.  Housing  policy  requires  that 
you  supervise  your  children.  Tenants  must  properly  supervise  all 
minor  children  at  all  times.  Children  are  NOT  allowed  to  play 
on  roofs,  in  parking  spaces,  in  trees,  or  other  areas  that  put  their 
health  and  safety  at  risk.  Having  a history  of  leaving  minor 
children  unsupervised  can  cause  you  to  become  ineligible  for 
future  housing  assistance  programs. 

Minors  in  possession-  GTB  Housing  has  become  concerned 
about  the  incidents  of  minors  in  possession  of 
drugs/alcohol  and/or  being  intoxicated/under  the 
influence.  Allowing  youth  to  have  access  to  drugs 
and  alcohol  not  only  hurts  their  chances  of  growing 
into  a responsible  adult  but  also  hurts  our  entire 
community.  Housing  will  be  looking  into  enacting 
policies  to  effectively  deal  with  the  issue  of  contributing/allowing 
the  delinquency  of  minors. 


Emergency  Resources-  Sometimes  people  may  find  themselves 
down  on  their  luck  without  a place  to  go  and  unfortunately  there 
are  times  when  Tribal  services  or  programs  are  unable  to  meet 
their  immediate  needs.  Fortunately  there  are  many  other  social 
service  agencies  that  assist  people  in  these  rough  times  and  below 
I've  included  a short  list.

Attention  Tribal  Members  Interested 
In  Applying  For  A Residential  Lot  On 
Tribal  Lands: 

In  order  to  receive  a residential  lot  assignment  or  lease  from 
the  Tribe,  please  be  aware  that  there  is  a requirement  that  the 
applicant  provides  proof  of  ability  to  finance  the  construction  or 
purchase  of  a home. 

This  requirement  is  stated  in  Section  7 of  the  Tribe's  Residential 
Lot  Assignment/Lease  Ordinance  [GTB  Ordinance  #90-009, 
enacted  November  17,  1990,  as  revised  July  2,  1996]. 

The  following  is  a portion  of  this  ordinance  outlining  the 
procedure  for  applying  for  lot  assignments/leases  and  the  criteria 
governing  selection: 

Section  6.  Procedure  for  Applying  for  Lot 
Assignment/Lease 

An  applicant  requesting  a lot  assignment  or  BIA  lease  should 
submit  a request  for  a specific  lot  in  writing  to  the  Lot  Committee 
or  Tribal  Land  Records  Office.  The  written  request  should  be  on 
a form  obtained  from  the  Tribal  Land  Records  Office  entitled 
"Request  for  Lot  Assignment  or  Lease."  The  request  should 
include  information  specified  in  Section  7. 

Section  7.  Criteria  Governing  Selection 

The  following  criteria  shall  be  considered  in  determining  which 
applicant(s)  to  select  for  available  lots:

(a)  whether  applicant  intends  to  utilize  lot  for  primary  residence; 

(b)  applicant's  demonstrated  ability  to  arrange  necessary 
financing  to  construct  a residence  meeting  standards  specified  in 
the  Tribe's  zoning  ordinance  and  applicable  construction  codes; 

(c)  governmental  service,  employment  or  other  factors  requiring

Higher  wellhead  prices  which  are  30  percent  higher  than  the 
average  price  in  2000  and  2001,  are  beginning  to  make  their 
way  to  residential  customers.

Change  a light  bulb  and 
update  appliances 

Next  time  a light  bulb  in  your 
house  burns  out,  try  replacing 
it  with  a compact  fluorescent 
bulb.  Compact  fluorescents 
are  75%  more  efficient  and  last 
six  to  ten  times  longer  than 
standard  incandescent  bulbs. 

When  it  comes  time  to 
replace  or  buy  new  appliances, 
consider  replacing  them  with 
an  ENERGY  STAR  model. 
ENERGY  STAR  is  a federally 
sponsored  program  that 
sets  higher  energy  efficiency 
levels  13%-40%  more  efficient 
than  industry  standards  for 
all  appliances,  including 
electronics.  The  emission 
reductions  from  such  an 
energy  efficient  investment  are 
significant. 

Low-flow  it 

The  American  Water  Works 
Association  states  that  a 
typical  family  of  four  will  use 
approximately  300  gallons  of 
domestic  indoor  water  per  day. 
Toilets  and  washing  machines 
use  the  largest  percentage  of 
this  water.  A standard  toilet 
(installed  before  1992)  flushes 
approximately  3-8  gallons  per 
use,  while  a low-flow  toilet 
flushes  only  about  2 gallons 
per  use. 

ENERGY  STAR  washing 
machines  use  35%-50% 
less  water.  Other  simple 
improvements:  stop  leaking 
fixtures,  and  use  low-flow 
showerheads  and  faucet 
fixtures. 

Go  natural  - indoors 

Most  home  cleaning  products 
come  with  warnings  like 
"harmful  if  swallowed"  or 
"eye  irritant".  These  are  clear 
signals  that  the  products  are 
hazardous  to  your  health 
and  the  environment. 
Fortunately,  there  are  natural 
alternatives  that  are  available 
to  be  purchased  or  made  from 
scratch.  For  example,  an  all 
purpose  cleaner  consists  of 
a few  tablespoons  of  baking 
soda  in  a quart  of  warm  water; 


and  toilets  can  be  cleaned 
by  pouring  one-half  cup  of 
vinegar  and  backing  soda  into 
the  bowl  and  scrubbing. 

Dishwashing  detergents  are 
another  home  product  that  can 
damage  the  environment.  They 
contain  high  concentrations  of 
phosphorous,  which  decreases 
water  quality.  Phosphorous 
pollution  was  the  main  cause 
of  the  "death"  of  Lake  Erie  in 
the  1960s.  Always  look  for 
low-phosphorous  dishwashing 
detergents  when  at  the  store 
(approximately  0.5%  by  weight 
compared  to  6%  to  8%). 

Eat  Locally 

By  eating  locally-grown  food, 
you  support  both  local  farms 
and  the  environment.  Local 
foods,  especially  organic 
foods,  purchased  at  farmers 
markets  and  co-ops  generally 
come  from  small-scale 
family  farms  that  use  more 
environmentally-friendly 
practices  compared  to  factory 
farms.  Local  foods  also  do  not 
travel  as  far  and  means  less 
energy  used  for  transportation 
and  no  preservatives  to  keep 
the  food  artificially  fresh. 

Look  for  the  farm's  name  and 
location  sign  at  the  booth  at 
the  farmers  market  or  ask  to 
learn  where  the  food  they  are 
selling  is  from. 

The  Environmental  Yard 

Traditional  lawns  soak  up  to 
50%  of  the  domestic  water 
use  and  ten  times  as  much 
pesticides  and  herbicides  are 
applied  than  on  farmland. 

Also,  lawnmowers  and  other 
equipment  that  is  used  to 
maintain  a lawn  can  emit  10- 
20  times  more  air  pollutants 
per  hour  than  a standard 
passenger  car.  The  negative 
impact  of  grass  lawns  can  be 
entirely  avoided  with  native 
landscaping  or  using  more 
natural  maintenance  practices.

Environmental  Stewardship 

Road/Stream  Crossing 
Inventory  Complete 

For  the  past  year  and  a half,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band's  aquatic 
biologist  has  been  evaluating  road  crossings  over  streams  that 
drain  into  Grand  Traverse  Bay  in  Leelanau  County.  These  road/ 
stream  crossings  are  usually  in  the  form  of  culverts  or  bridges 
which  allow  water  to  pass  under  the  road.  In  August,  the 
evaluation  stage  will  be  completed,  and  the  inventory  report  will 
be  soon  to  follow. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  is  concerned  with  the  condition  of 
the  area's  road/stream  crossings  because  they  can  be  a significant 
source  of  pollution  to  streams.  This  pollution  is  usually  in  the 
form  of  sediment  or  soil  that  reaches  the  stream  through  erosion 
at  and  around  the  crossing.  When  sand,  a large  component  of 
the  soil  in  Leelanau  County,  enters  streams  it  covers  fish  and 
aquatic  macroinvertebrate  (insects,  crayfish,  etc.)  habitat,  carries 
other  pollutants  from  the  land,  and  diminishes  the  overall 
quality  of  the  stream. 

Culverts  and  bridges  that  are  constructed  properly  and 
kept  well  maintained  are  not  usually  responsible  for  significant 
stream  pollution.  However,  many  culverts  are  not  wide  enough 
to  accommodate  the  stream  flow  and/or  are  too  short,  resulting 
in  stream  bank  and  streambed  erosion  (and  downstream 
sedimentation).  Another  common  problem  at  road/stream 
crossings  is  culverts  that  are  perched  above  the  water  surface  at 
the  outlet,  preventing  upstream  fish  passage  and  creating  an 
eroded  plunge  pool.  Also,  many  road/stream  crossings  do  not 
have  adequate  vegetation  to  buffer  and  slow  down  runoff  from 
the  road  into  the  stream. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band's  Water  Quality  Program  will 
use  the  information  gathered  during  the  road/stream  crossings 
inventory  to  make  recommendations  for  improvements, 
including  cost  estimates.  In  order  to  help  prioritize  road/stream 
crossings  for  improvement,  each  crossing  will  be  assigned  a 
score  and  corresponding  erosion  severity  category:  either  minor, 
moderate,  or  severe.  The  completed  road/stream  crossings 
inventory  report  will  be  sent  to  the  Michigan  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality,  Leelanau  County  Road  Commission,  and 
Leelanau  County  Soil  Erosion  Office. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Bay  watershed/Leelanau  County 
inventory  is  the  second  to  be  completed  by  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band's  Water  Quality  Program.  In  2000,  an  inventory  of  road/ 
stream  crossings  in  the  Lake  Leelanau  watershed  was  completed. 
The  remainder  of  road/stream  crossings  in  Leelanau  County 
will  be  evaluated  beginning  in  2004,  during  the  Lake  Michigan 
watershed/Leelanau  County  inventory.

On  May  9,  2003,  the 
Conservation  Resource 
Alliance  (CRA)  requested 
that  the  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Program  to  help  with  an 
outing  with  Betsie  Valley  5th 
Grade  Students  that  featured 
the  release  of  chinook 
salmon  that  they 
raised  from  eggs  and 
watched  grow  in  their 
classroom  through  the 
winter  months.  Prior  to 
the  release,  both  CRA 
and  the  instructors  of 
the  children  agreed 
that  a key  part  to 
the  Salmon  in  the 
Classroom  Program 
should  include  an 
overall  understanding 
of  stream  ecosystems 
and  how  the  fish  they  are  releasing  function  within  that  system.  This 
is  where  the  GTB  Fish  and  Wildlife  Program  offered  to  help.  I helped 
the  kids  learn  to  identify  many  species  of  aquatic  invertebrates  (bugs) 
commonly  found  in  rivers  and  streams  and  also  gave  them  a little  insight 
to  how  each  species  feeds,  grows,  reproduces  and  eventually  become  food 
for  fish.  I also  helped  some  of  the  would  be  young  anglers  by  providing 
some  knowledge  of  what  species  are  really  good  bait  for  fish,  and  how  and 
where  to  find  them.  The  kids  were  very  inquisitive  and  interested  in  the 
often  unseen  world  below  the  surface  of  the  water.  Education  is  a key  part 
to  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Program  and  we  always  have  time  to  help  kids 
learn  more  about  the  natural  world  around  them,  and  the  best  way  to  do 
that  is  to  get  their  hands  dirty.  I encourage  other  programs,  schools  and 
groups  to  contact  us  if  you  would  like  a little  "hands  on"  experience  in 
aquatic  education.

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Raised  Bed  Gardening 


Natural  Resources 


Raised  bed  gardening  is  often  encouraged  soley  on  the  benefit  of  being  easy  to  reach,  easy  to  work  and  beneficial  for  the  control  of 
spreading  plants.  The  rapid  warm  up  of  the  soil  and  the  opportunity  for  the  plants  to  get  an  early  spring  start  was  probably  the 
reason  early  natives  of  Michigan  and  northern  climates  used  the  technique. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Natural  Resources  Department  has  received  a grant  and  will  be  building  20  raised  beds  around  the 
reservation  for  sweetgrass  preservation.  The  offices  that  requested  the  raised  beds  will  be  responsible  for  upkeep  of  the  bed  - weeding, 
watering.  When  the  grass  is  ready  to  be  harvested,  the  NRD  will  take  the  sweetgrass  bulbs  and  create  more  beds  and  also  plant  the 
sweetgrass  in  areas  where  it  is  in  danger  of  being  eradicated.

Uses 


Cultural:  The  cultural 
uses  of  sweetgrass  include 
ceremonial  incense,  perfume, 
hair  wash,  bedding,  basketry, 
dermatological  aid,  cold 
remedy,  cough  medicine, 
eyewash,  febrifuge,  respiratory 
aid,  analgesic,  insecticide, 
veterinary  aid,  decoration  and 
adornment. 

Because  of  the  sweet, 
vanilla-like  fragrance  that 
develops  once  the  plant  has 
been  harvested  and  begins  to 
dry  the  use  of  sweetgrass  as 
incense  and  fragrance  is  fairly 
ubiquitous  among  Native 
American  tribes.  The  longer 
leaves  are  often  braided  and 
burned  for  religious  and  peace 
ceremonies,  to  invoke  good 
power,  and  for  various  other 
rituals  of  cultural  significance. 

In  addition,  sweetgrass 
has  been  utilized  for  several 
medicinal  and  cosmetic 
purposes.  Whether  alone,  as 
adornment  and  perfume,  or 
soaked  in  water  for  tea  and 
other  solutions  the  therapeutic 
applications  of  sweetgrass  are 
scattered  throughout  the  tribes. 

Another  traditional  use 
of  this  plant,  particularly 
among  the  people  of  the 
Great  Lakes  and  Northeast, 
is  in  handicrafts.  Sweetgrass 
is  often  employed  to  craft  or 
decorate  baskets,  bowls,  trays 
and  mats. 

Status

Description 

Sweetgrass  is  a native 
perennial  grass.  The  culms 
are  semi-erect,  up  to  30  inches 
tall  and  arise  from  slender, 
creeping  rhizomes.  Leaves  are 
few,  rough-edged  and  have 
shiny,  hairless  undersides. 

Often  it  has  a reddish-purple 
color  near  the  base  of  the 
plant.  The  highly  prized  longer 
leaves  that  grow  on  sterile 
shoots  reach  18+  inches  in 
length.  The  inflorescence  is  an 
open,  pyramid-shaped,  golden 
brown  panicle  with  slender 
branches.  Spikelets  have  3 
florets  with  awnless  lemmas; 
glumes  are  thin,  translucent 
and  nearly  equal  in  length. 

The  fruit  is  a caryopsis. 

Adaptation 

Sweetgrass  is  circumpolar, 
being  native  to  both 
the  western  and  eastern 
hemispheres.  In  North 
America  its  extensive  range 
traverses  the  northern  regions 
from  Alaska  to  Newfoundland, 
moving  down  to  New  England, 
across  the  Great  Lakes  region 
and  the  upper  Midwest 
to  Oregon,  and  into  the 
Southwest. 

In  the  Great 
Lakes, 

Northeastern 
and 

Midwestern 
regions 
sweetgrass 
usually 
inhabits 
moist  ground  on  shores  (fresh 
or  brackish),  meadows,  low 
prairies,  at  the  edges  of  woods, 
bogs  and  marshes.  Normally, 
it  is  not  found  in  pure  stands 
but  among  other  grasses  and 
shrubs  in  mid-successional 
communities. 

Establishment 

Sweetgrass  spreads  vigorously 


by  often-deep  creeping 
rhizomes.  In  the  spring 
these  rhizomes  produce 
inconspicuous  fruiting  stems 
with  sparse,  short  leaves. 
Longer  leaves  develop  later 
from  separate  sterile  basal 
shoots.  Although  sweetgrass 
can  reproduce  by  seed,  it  is 
mostly  infertile,  producing  few 
seedheads  that  contain  few 
seeds.  This  species  is  extremely 
cold  hardy.  It  will  go  dormant 
in  cold  weather  and  resprout 
once  ground  temperatures 
reach  40  °F.  For  the  Great 
Lakes,  Northeastern  and 
Midwestern  regions  flowering 
begins  in  the  spring. 

Sweetgrass  development 
from  seed  is  very  slow.  This 
coupled  with  the  infertile 
nature  of  the  species  explains 
why  plant  division  is  the 
most  successful  method  of 
reproducing  sweetgrass. 
Dividing  a plant  is 
accomplished  by  separating 
the  individual  propagules 
that  have  developed  from 
the  rhizomes  of  a spreading 
plant.  Each  propagule  can 
then  be  placed  in  a container 
for  further  separation  or  future 
planting.  Newly  separated 
plants  will  do  best  if  placed  in 
the  shade  for  2-3  weeks  while 
their  roots  establish.  After 
this,  transplant  at  1-foot 
spacings  into  areas  of 
partial  shade  to  full  sun. 

Management 

As  sweetgrass  is  not 
drought  tolerant,  keep 
the  soil  moist  but  not 
saturated.  Fertilize  with  a 
balanced  lawn-starter  2-3  times 
during  the  establishment  year 
and  years  following  harvests. 
Organic  fertilizers  may  also  be 
used  at  5 lbs.  per  100  square 
feet.  Sweetgrass  should  be 
weeded  at  least  every  other 
year. 

Longer  leaves  of  the  sterile 
shoots  may  be  harvested 


several  times  during  the  year, 
however,  the  mid-season 
growth  is  considered  to  be 
superior.  These  leaves  are 
gathered  by  grasping  the 
shoots  firmly  near  the  ground 
and  pulling  until  they  break 
from  the  rootstock  an  inch  or 
two  below  the  surface  of  the 
soil.

More  About 
Sweetgrass 

In  Northern  Europe 
(particularly  Russia), 
sweetgrass  is  known  as  Mary's 
Grass,  and  was  strewn  on 
church  steps  for  Saints'  Days. 

It  is  also  known  as  Zebrovka, 
Seneca  Grass,  Holy  Grass, 
and  Buffalo  Grass  (but  should 
not  be  confused  with  Buchloe 
dactyloides  buffalo  grass). 

Wild  stands  of  Sweetgrass 
are  disappearing,  due  to 
" overpulling." 

The  marvellous  scent  of 
sweetgrass  is  due  to  a chemical 
called  Coumarin.  Coumarin 
is  the  chemical  responsible 
for  sweetgrass's  smell  of  fresh 
cut  lawns  or  hay.  Although 
Coumarin  is  too  toxic  to  be  a 
safe  food  additive  or  herbal  tea, 
it  is  still  a valuable  ingredient 
in  perfumes  and  incense. 

It  is  also  used  to  produce 
rodent  poison  Warfarin, 
which  kills  the  animals 
by  causing  unstoppable 
internal  hemorrhaging. 

(The  commercial  source  of 
Coumarin  is  the  tonka  bean 
tree.)

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Working  with  Landowners  that  Have 
Small  Acreages 

A very  common  bond  in  working  with  diverse  groups  of  people  is 
the  desire  to  raise  plants  for  food  and  cultural  purposes.  Working 
with  the  Native  American  community  in  Michigan  has  provided 
Glenn  Lamberg,  American  Indian  Liaison,  with  an  insight  of  the 
needs  of  many  tribal  members. 

The  most  common  request  from  the  tribal  community  is 
assistance  with  growing  medicines,  ceremonial  and  garden 
plants.  The  development  of  raised  beds  is  a great  way  to  fulfill 
those  needs  in  the  back  yard,  small  lot,  next  to  senior  housing 
or  in  a multi-family  housing  complex.  Raised  bed  construction 
and  maintenance  is  a great  way  to  assist  people  that  are  seeking 
assistance  on  plant  cultivation,  soil  management  and  plants 
for  their  area.  Raised  bad  and  plant  information  is  particularly 
helpful  for  persons  with  limited  experience  in  an  area,  those  that 
are  elderly  and  those  physically  challenged  members  of  your 
community. 

Here  are  just  a few  of  the  advantages  of  raised  beds: 

Quick  to  warm  up  in  the  spring  for  an  early  start  of  growth 
Easily  accessible  to  those  confined  to  wheelchairs 
Very  convenient  and  easy  to  manage  for  elderly  individuals 
Usually  easier  to  maintain  for  better  weed  control  and 
watering 

Easy  to  maintain  spreading  plants,  such  as  sage 

Easier  to  be  made  inaccessible  to  plant  damage  from  small 

animals 

Can  be  made  to  be  covered  with  plastic  for  frost  protection  in 

the  early  spring  and  late  fall 

Usually  easier  to  maintain  visual  attractiveness 

The  next  time  you  ponder  how  you  can  make  a difference 
in  a person's  life  that  is  on  a limited  acreage  or  in  a housing 
development  in  your  community,  consider  raised  bed  gardening 
information  and  guidance.

What  We  Can  Do  To  Protect  Our  Tribal 

Plants 

❖ Identify  and  protect  those  areas  with  the  most  sacted  and 
least  abundant  of  our  plants 

Minimize  damage  when  road,  housing  and  buildings  are 
being  constructed 

Consider  house  placement  without  damaging  large  areas  of 
plants  when  building  houses 

Minimize  or  eliminate  lawns  around  houses.  Use  natural 
areas  as  the  area  around  houses  to  maintain 

❖ Consider  stepping  blocks  rather  than  sidewalks 

❖ Use  raised  bed  plantings  next  to  the  house  for  cultural  plants 
and  gardens 

Consider  the  site  for  the  least  damage  to  Mother  Earth 

Living  without  lawns  provides  for  many  beneficial 
outcomes  for  Mother  Earth: 

❖ No  need  for  lawn  mowers.  They  use  our  natural  resources  of 
fuel,  steel  and  plastic.  They  pollute  the  air.  They  cost  dollars  to 
buy,  maintain  and  run.  Even  consider  a small  lawn,  then  you 
can  use  electric  mowers  which  last  longer,  pollute  less  and  cost 
less  to  maintain. 

❖ Installing  lawns  in  almost  all  cases  involves  the  removal 
of  existing  natural  paints  and  the  planting  of  exotic  European 
grasses  for  lawns.  These  extoics  can  leave  our  yards,  invade 
other  natural  plants  and  spread  to  areas  where  they  become  a 
nuisance 

❖ In  some  cases  lawns  require  maintenance  work  also.  This 
usually  means  chemicals,  fertilizers  and  watering.  These  are  in 
most  cases  costly  and  not  natural  for  the  area. 

❖ Living  with  Mother  Earth  is  beneficial  to  our  health,  also. 
There  are  the  plants  that  were  originally  there,  no  need  to  have 
a noisy,  smelly  lawnmower,  and  no  need  to  destroy  what  Mother 
Earth  has  placed  on  the  land. 

❖ Have  housing  with  minimal  or  no  lawn  areas  takes  planning 
in  advance.  Destroying  the  topsoil  that  has  been  in  place  for 
thousands  of  years  and  expecting  Mother  Earth  to  bring  her 
native  plants  back  is  asking  too  much! 

❖ Clear  only  what  is  minimally  needed  to  build  the  house 

❖ Consider  the  layout  of  the  house  to  make  maximum  use  of 
the  sunlight  that  can  reach  the  house.  This  reduces  mold,  mildew 
and  roof  damage

Ojibwa  Culture 

At  a recent  workshop,  Shirley  Sorrels  from 
the  Museum  of  Ojibwa  Culture  expressed  her 
interest  in  purchasing  artwork  from  GTB  artists 
for  display  and/or  sale.

Management  Program  Presentation 
At  The  National  Resource  Conservation 
And  Recovery  Act  Conference 

Patty  O'Donnell,  Environmental  Stewardship  Director  was 
invited  and  gave  a presentation  on  the  Grand  Traverse  Band's 
Solid  Waste  Management  program  at  the  National  Resource 
Conservation  and  Recovery  Act  conference  that  took  place  in 
August  in  Washington  DC. 

The  presentation  went  through  the  history  of  the  Band's  recycling 
program;  the  Closing  the  Loop  program  which  included  the 
development  and  approval  of  the  Band's  Recycling  and  Buy 
Recycled  Policies;  and  the  Pay  as  You  Throw  project.  The 
pollution  prevention  audit  was  highlighted,  this  was  conducted 
two  years  ago  at  the  two  casinos,  two  hotels,  and  two  restaurants 
along  with  some  of  the  recommended  activities  that  have  been 
implemented. 

The  wrap  up  included  the  importance  of  continuing  education  on 
issues  to  promote  the  adoption  of  pollution  prevention  activities 
to  protect  the  earth.  It  was  stressed  that  smaller  tribes  should 
try  to  work  in  partnerships  with  other  local  entities  because  of 
rural  solid  waste  issues  such  as  the  cost  of  hauling,  recycling,  and 
landfills. 

Grand  Traverse  Band 
Trash  Burning  Ban  Reminder 

9gtbc  107  (J)(2):  Littering  and  Burning  of  Trash  (on 

Tribal-owned  lands/parcels) 

(a)  Offense.  A person  commits  the  offense  of  littering  or  burning 
of  trash  if  that  person  burns  trash,  garbage,  or  refuse  on  tribal 
lands  or  throws,  places,  drops  or  disposes  of  any  litter  in  a place 
which  is  not  a lawful  waste  disposal  site  or  receptacle  for  the 
disposal  of  litter. 

(b)  Sentence.  A person  convicted  of  littering  or  burning  trash 
may  be  sentenced  to  a jail  term  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  days  or 
to  a fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  or  to  both. 

(c)  The  judge  may,  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  the  punishments 
set  out  above,  order  the  offender  to  pick  up  litter  or  burned  trash 
areas  within  tribal  lands,  as  a community  service,  for  a time  not 
to  exceed  eighty  (80)  hours. 

Adopted  February  27,  2001  by  the  Tribal  Council. 

When  you  burn  your  trash/garbage  you  release  toxic  pollutants 
into  the  air  that  end  up  in  the  waterways  and  on  food  sources. 
The  pathway  of  the  toxics  includes  plants,  fish,  wildlife,  and 
humans.  The  reason  that  burning  trash  is  so  much  more 
harmful  today  than  historically,  is  that  our  trash  contains  plastics 
and  dyes  that  have  been  proven  to  release  toxic  pollutants  when 
burned.  These  products  were  not  manufactured  in  the  past. 

This  ordinance  does  not  prevent  the  burning  of  leaves  or  brush, 
but  you  do  need  a permit  from  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Fire 
Department  for  those  materials.

Notice  to  Boaters: 

Possible  Salmon  Nets  on  Northern  Lakes 
Huron  and  Michigan 


As  part  of  the  Lake  Michigan  Coastal  Cleanup,  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band's  Environmental  Stewardship  Program  is 
organizing  another  clean  up  of  the  Peshawbestown  shoreline. 

On  September  20th,  we  will  be  leading  a group  from  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  Marina  to  the  EDC  parking  lot,  picking  up  litter 
along  the  way. 

The  Lake  Michigan  Coastal  Cleanup  is  part  of  a larger  event, 
the  International  Coastal  Cleanup,  which  is  coordinated  by 
the  Ocean  Conservancy  in  Washington,  DC.  The  International 
Coastal  Cleanup  is  the  largest  cleanup  event  in  the  world!  By 
bringing  individuals  and  communities  together,  the  Coastal 
Cleanup  events  give  people  a chance  to  give  back  to  the  lake  and 
learn  about  the  problems  and  solutions  to  beach  litter. 

Each  piece  of  litter  we  collect  in  Peshawbestown  will  be  recorded 
on  data  sheets,  which  we  will  submit  to  the  Ocean  Conservancy. 
This  information  is  used  to  identify  pollution  problems  on  the 
local,  state,  national,  and  international  levels  and  for  pollution 
prevention  education  in  the  region  and  around  the  world. 

Not  only  are  litter,  trash,  and  debris  unsightly  on  the  shoreline, 
they  also  threaten  the  health  and  safety  of  both  humans  and 
wildlife.  Birds,  fish,  and  other  aquatic  animals  can  mistake 
garbage  for  food  and  become  sick  or  die  from  ingesting  it. 
Furthermore,  debris  such  as  balloons,  balloon  ribbons,  and 
bags  can  entangle  animals,  causing  them  harm  or  death. 


Sault  Ste.  Marie  - From  the  beginning  of  August  through  the  end 
of  October,  boaters  in  northern  Lake  Michigan  and  Lake  Huron 
should  be  aware  of  the  possible  presence  of  tribal  commercial 
salmon  fishing  nets.  During  their  recreational  boating  and 
fishing  activities,  boaters  should  exercise  extreme  caution  during 
low-light  or  bad  weather  conditions  when  navigating  this  area. 
Posters  depicting  what  the  nets  look  like  and  contact  numbers  for 
help  have  been  posted. 

Each  net  has  orange  floats  that  are  6 inches  by  14  inches 
spaced  at  intervals  of  300  feet  or  less.  The  license  number  of  the 
tribal  fisher  is  on  the  net.  Net  ends  are  marked  with  staffs  5-foot 
in  length  above  the  water  surface,  colored  with  at  least  50  percent 
reflective  orange  coloring  and  a 12-inch  by  12-inch  orange  flag 
on  top. 

CORA  strongly  recommends  that  boaters  navigate  around 
the  nets  they  encounter,  rather  than  between  the  staff  buoys  set 
at  net  ends.  These  salmon  nets  may  be  set  at  the  surface  and  are 
composed  of  thick  twine. 

Fishers  from  the  Bay  Mills  Indian  Community,  Sault  Ste. 

Marie  Tribe  of  Chippewa  Indians,  the  Little  River  Band  of  Ottawa 
indians,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
Indians  and  the  Little  Traverse  Bay  Band  are  all  required  to 
uniformly  mark  their  nets  in  the  above  manner.

In  all  of  Lake  Michigan  and  around  the  world,  the  majority 
of  items  found  on  beaches  are  from  smoking-related 
activities.  Cigarette  filters  are  made  of  a plastic  called 
cellulose  acetate,  which  can  take  up  to  five  years  to  break 
down.  In  addition,  cigarette  filters  release  potentially 
harmful  chemicals  into  the  environment.  Food-related 
items,  including  bags,  wrappers,  and  cans,  are  the  second 
most  commonly  found  items  on  Lake  Michigan  beaches. 
During  last  year's  Coastal  Cleanup  at  Peshawbestown,  we 
also  found  many  recreation-related  items,  such  as  towels, 
toys,  and  clothing.  The  largest  source  of  litter  on  beaches 
is  the  failure  of  people  to  properly  dispose  of  their  trash 
- please  do  your  part  and  be  a good  example  in  your 
community  by  disposing  of  your  trash  properly. 

We  need  YOUR  help  to  keep  the  Peshawbestown 
shoreline  clean!!  Come  out  and  have  some  fun  while  you 
celebrate  the  beauty  of  Lake  Michigan  and  take  pride  in 
your  community.

This  day  like 
many  others  to  come,  we  will 
miss  Gordon  and  we  will  take 
together. 

It  doesn't  matter  how  long 
you  knew  him,  but  that  you 
were  given  that  opportunity. 

It  also  doesn't  matter  how 
well  you  knew  him  but  that 
you  were  always  willing  to  get 
to  know  him  better.  Many 
can  say,  "Gordon  and  I go 
along  way  back"  but  I think 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  many  like 
myself  counted  on  many  more 
tomorrows  to  just  go  forward. 

We  all  know  that  we  won't 
be  able  to  smell  fry  bread  or 
pass  a garage  sale  without 
thinking  of  him.  Many 
of  us  will  probably  pass  a 
moving  vehicle  between  here 
and  Suttons  Bay  for  quite  a 
while  and  forget  thinking  we 
saw  Gordon.  The  Gordon 
Chippewa  we  all  knew  could 
be  strong  in  his  opinions  but 
I hope  we  all  know  how  that 
was  our  advantage  of  never 
having  to  guess  what  was  on 
his  mind.  He  offered  himself 
to  his  community  and  that  we 
will  always  remember. 

As  individuals  we  each 
have  our  own  memories  of 
Gordon  and  together  as  a 
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family  and  community  we 
have  many.  We  each  have 
our  own  way  that  we  will  pray 
for  Gordon,  and  together  our 
prayers  will  now  assist  his 
spirit,  journey  and  his  family. 

Just  after  I learned  of 
Gordon's  passing,  I received  a 
phone  call  from  my  youngest 
Son.  I told  him  of  the  sad 
news  and  he  apologized  that 
I was  feeling  bad.  What  I 
shared  with  my  Son  I would 
like  to  share  with  you.  I told 
him:  "Never  feel  bad  for  the 
one  who  has  passed  on,  but  for 
those  who  are  left  to  experience 
the  void  and  loss.  Think  of  the 
good  in  this  person  and  how 
you  shared  their  life.  Were 
you  a good  relative  or  friend? 
Were  you  a good  neighbor  or 
acquaintance?  Did  you  let 
them  know  that  you  cared? 

Did  you  assist  them  when  they 
were  in  need?  Did  you  show 
them  that  you  loved  them  in 
some  little  way?  Did  you  make 
that  little  phone  call  or  give 
them  just  a minute  of  your 
time?  If  we  ask  ourselves  these 
questions  and  for  any  reason 
are  not  satisfied  with  our 
answers,  then  we  need  to  try  to 
live  a better  tomorrow." 

Gordon  Chippewa  was  a true 
example  of  the  will  to  live.  He 
was  known  for  beating  the 
odds  and  stayed  busy  living 
life.  We  loved  him,  we  will 
miss  him  and  I for  one  have 
no  intention  of  ever  forgetting 
him.

Shipmates  of  the  destroyer  USS 
KIDD  DD661  will  hold  its  2003 
Reunion  in  the  Traverse  City 
area  on  September  25-28. 

Our  Mid- Western  city  area 
was  chosen  not  just  for  its 
natural  beauty  with  its  bays, 
peninsulas,  sand  dunes,  cherry 
orchards,  and  its  golf  courses, 
but  for  its  people.  Some  of  the 
finest  live  here,  work  here,  and 
exhibit  a lot  of  civic  pride. 


Traverse  City's  hometown 
sailor  - Fred  Thiel,  lives  here. 
Fred  was  a sonar  man  aboard 
the  KIDD  and  is  a plank  owner. 
Chet  Finch,  from  nearby 
Alden,  too,  is  a hometowner 
and  will  be  attending  the 
four  - day  reunion  with  his 
former  shipmates,  friends  and 
relatives. 


Actually,  we  are  celebrating 
the  reunion  at  the  Traverse 
Bay  Entertainment  in 
Peshawbestown,  staying  at 
the  Lodge  and  holding  our 
banquet  at  Eagle's  Ridge 
Conference  center.  This  54th 
reunion  promises  to  be  one  of 
the  best. 


Beginning  in  1949,  our  first 
reunion  was  formulated  and 
each  year  it  has  grown  in 
popularity,  even  though 
our  members  are 
diminishing  annually. 


Since  Chet  Finch,  a 
reunion  committee 
member,  is  also  GTB 
tribal  member,  it  seemed 
fitting  to  come  back  to 
where  his  mother  was 
born  and  raised,  and 
many  of  her  relatives 
are  still  here  as  tribal 
members. 

The  USS  KIDD  DD661 
was  named  after  Rear 
Admiral  Isaac  Kidd  who 
was  the  commander  of 
Battleship  Div.l.,  whose 
flag  was  in  the  USS 
ARIZONA  in  Pearl  Harbor 
on  Dec.  7,1941.  He  was 
on  the  bridge  fighting  the 
Japanese  attack  when 
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he  became  the  first  line  officer 
killed  in  World  War  II. 

The  KIDD  was  commissioned 
April  23,  1943  and  had  a crew 
of  330  officers  and  enlisted 
men.  Commander  Allen  B. 
Roby  was  the  first  commanding 
officer.  The  Kidd  had  a pirate 
painted  on  each  side  of  the  #1 
stack  and  was  known  as  the 
"Pirate  of  the  Pacific." 

While  the  Kidd  was  named  for 
a naval  hero  instead  of  a pirate 
legend,  her  name  gave  just 
the  right  mixes  of  hero  and 
legend  to  inspire  all  who  served 
on  her  and  made  history  with 
her,  indeed,  the  Jolly  Roger  and 
the  Pirate  on  her  stack  was  the 
Kidd's  glory.  With  the  sounding 
of  general  quarters,  up  ran  the 
Jolly  Roger.  The  spirit  of  pirate 
boldness  was  the  debauchery 
and  devil-may-care. 

It  saw  action  in  the  Pacific- 
campaign,  during  the 
Bougainville  landing, 
supported  the  air  attack  on 
Tarawa,  and  was  engaged 
during  the  Gilbert  Island  and 
the  invasion  of  the  Marshall 
Islands.  The  Kidd  was  very 
active  in  the  Marianas 
Campaign  and  covered  the 
invasion  forces  for  Guam  and 
the  Philippines.  During  the 
action  at  Okinawa,  on  April 
11,  1945,  while  on  picket  duty 
it  fought  several  kamikaze 
attacks  before  a lone  Japanese 
zero  came  in  a low  at  a sister- 
ship,  USS  Black  raised  up  and 
over  it  and  struck  the  Kidd. 

The  plane  went  throught 
the  forward  fire  room  and 
exploded  on  the  port  side  of  the 
Kidd,  killing  38,  and  wounding 
55  crew  members. 

The  Kidd  and  it's  crew  received 
the  following  decorations: 
Purple  Heart,  American 
Theater  Ribbon  and  the 
Asiatic-pacific  Theater  medal 
with  nine  engagement  stars.

LOVE 

Of  all  the  things  my  mother 
taught  me,  love  is  the  one 
I remember  the  most.  She 
taught  us  how  to  love  our 
father,  how  to  love  one 
another,  our  elders,  and  how 
to  love  our  neighbors.  Our 
mother  began  this  teaching 
by  loving  all  of  us  in  such  a 
wonderful  way.  She  has  always 
been  a very  affectionate  person 

- we  grew  up  getting  lots  of 
hugs  and  kisses.  One  of  my 
most  favorite  things  she  used 
to  say  to  us  kids  whenever  we 
broke  something  and  were 
afraid  to  tell  her  was:  "This  is 
just  a thing...  a thing  can  be 
replaced  - it  doesn't  matter 
that  it  is  broken  - but  you,  now 
if  something  happened  to  you, 
then  I would  be  upset  because 
you  can  never  be  replaced."

- her  "10  little  Indians"  as  she 
says,  and  I am  next  to  last 

- I'm  the  9th  little  Indian.  Love 
is  the  most  wonderful  teaching 
my  mother  gave  to  us  - it  is  the 
absolute  most  wonderful  thing 
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you  can  teach  your  children 
- I thank  my  mother  so 
much  for  the  love  she  gave 
us. 

COURAGE 

My  mother  endured  great 
hardship  in  her  life,  and 
exhibited  tremendous 
courage  under  the  most  dire 
of  situations.  After  having 
10  children,  my  mother 
had  the  courage  (and  great 
perseverance)  to  get  her 
GED  and  then  go  on  to 
college  to  become  an  LPN! 

In  the  spring  of  when  she 
was  supposed  to  graduate 
(I  believe  it  was  1973),  my 
mother  had  a heart  attack  - 
there  was  a hole  in  her  heart 
as  big  as  a quarter,  which 
the  doctor  said  had  probably 
been  there  her  entire  life!

Native 
Americans  have  had  such  a 
hard  burden  to  carry,  and  it 
always  struck  me  proudly,  that 
despite  everything  my  mother 
had  gone  through  - that  my 
family  had  gone  through  - she 
found  it  very  easy  in  her  heart 
to  be  respectful  of  our  country. 
Some  people  are  resentful  of 
America,  but  I am  not  - I am 
very  proud  to  be  an  American, 
and  I am  very  proud  that  my 
mother  taught  me  all  these 
aspects  of  respect.

My  mother  taught  me  that  I 
should  always  tell  the  truth. 

She  taught  me  that  no  matter 
what,  she'd  always  know  if  we 
were  lying.  I don't  know  how 
she  did  it,  but  she  always  knew 
if  we  weren't  being  on  the  up 
& up  with  her.  She  always  told 
us  about  the  eyes  in  the  back  of 
her  head,  and  we  were  always 
looking  to  see  if  they  were 
watching.  My  mother  always 
taught  all  of  us  to  be  truthful 
and  honest,  and  if  we  lived  in  a 
good  way,  then  our  lives  would 
be  good.  So  many  times  people

News  From  Suttons  Bay  Village  Manager  Chuck  Stewart 


To  all  the  Tribal  Membership  I would  like  to  say  how  happy  I am  to 
be  back  in  the  area.  Boyne  City  will  always  be  remembered  fondly. 

I have  now  embarked  on  a great  opportunity  and  I'm  excited  to  be 
here  working  for  the  Village  of  Suttons  Bay.  Now  that  I have  had  an 
opportunity  to  get  into  office  and  begin  organizing  and  figuring  out 
the  Village  priorities,  I believe  we  can  bring  the  Village  up  to  speed 
and  get  us  on  target. 

The  Village  Manager  position  is  now  a full  time  position  with 
additional  duties.  There  are  some  exciting  things  in  the  works  that 
will  be  great  for  the  whole  community.  There  are  some  difficult 
issues  that  the  Village  faces  but  they  are  necessary  steps  we  will  take. 

The  Michigan  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Enforcement 
issues  relating  to  the  outdated  sewer  system  is  a major  issue.  The 
village  system  has  been  at  capacity  for  a number  of  years  now. 

The  DEQ  and  our  village  engineers  identified  the  system  as  being 
outdated.  The  current  lagoon  system  is  in  great  shape  after  the  peak 
season  has  come  to  an  end.  This  has  been  possible  only  through 
better  management  and  taking  care  of  some  neglected  maintenance 
issues.  However,  we  are  still  concerned  about  the  future  capacity  of 
the  system,  so  we  must  still  go  forward  with  our  plans  to  replace  the 
system. 

The  Village  Council  has  been  working  diligently  to  bring  the 
system  in  line  and  under  control.  The  council  will  implement  plans 
to  assure  the  system  is  able  to  handle  the  growth  that  we  are  facing. 
At  the  upcoming  Council  meeting  the  Suttons  Bay  Village  Council 
is  expected  to  sign  the  DEQ  Administrative  Consent  Order.  This 
Consent  Order  has  a number  of  goals  outlined  that  will  resolve  the 
sewer  issue  once  and  for  all.  On  the  outside,  a new  system  should  be 
up  and  operating  by  2006.  There  are  many  variables  that  must  be 
considered  and  over  the  next  six  months  more  information  will  be 
forthcoming. 
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The  village  will  be  holding  public  hearings  in  a couple  of  weeks  in 
order  to  inform  everyone  of  the  issues  we  face. 

A second  major  item  the  Village  is  facing  is  the  Frigid  Food  property 
development.  The  developer's  proposal  will  nearly  double  the 
population  of  the  village  over  the  next  few  years.  The  preliminary 
plans  are  presently  being  reviewed.  At  the  same  time,  our  Village 
Planning  Commission  is  reviewing  our  ordinance  in  order  to 
bring  it  up-to-date.  While  the  proposed  development  does  meet 
the  requirements  of  our  zoning  ordinance,  it  certainly  has  raised 
many  difficult  issues  that  will  have  to  be  addressed  in  order  to 
accommodate  such  a large  development. 

Another  issue  the  village  is  faced  with  is  the  stormwater  run 
off  and  control  measures  that  are  needed.  The  DEQ  has  agreed  to 
reduce  some  fines  in  order  for  the  Village  to  pursue  this  project  with 
Inland  Seas.  But  our  fine  set-aside  fund  is  only  about  20%  of  the 
project  which  means  more  funds  are  needed. 

Sidewalks  are  a concern  as  well  as  traffic  and  parking  issues.  We 
are  exploring  a traffic  study  to  see  what  alternatives  should  be 
considered  to  fix  the  traffic  bottleneck  in  front  of  the  Boones 
Restaurant  on  M22. 

While  all  this  sounds  like  a difficult  situation,  it  is  necessary  to 
turn  it  into  a greater  public  benefit.  The  solution  will  enhance  our 
commercial  district,  provide  jobs,  and  give  an  overall  facelift  to 
the  whole  village.  This  represents  the  largest  phased  project  ever 
undertaken  by  the  Village  of  Suttons  Bay.  Over  the  next  18  months 
there  will  be  many  meetings  and  a need  for  public  input.  It  is  my 
hope  that  the  general  public  will  be  involved  from  beginning  to 
end,  and  that  the  residents  will  be  able  to  visualize  the  end  goal  and 
benefit  to  all  of  us. 
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"Where's  My  Indian  Money?"

As  I grow  older,  I often  think 
back  on  how  I got  here  in 
Peshawbestown? 

I recall  many  years  ago 
(1930s),  my  mother,  Jennie 
Yannott  dragging  me  to 
Indian  meetings  in  the  state 
where  many  Indian  topics 
were  discussed  and  most  often 
the  discussion  came  down  to, 
"Where's  my  Indian  Money?" 
Of  course  some  Ottawa  and 
Chippewa  People  remember 
the  story  all  too  well. 

The  1836  Treaty  of 
Washington  ceded  about  10.1 
million  acres  to  the  U.S. 
Government  at  $.25  per  acre 
which  enabled  Michigan  to 
become  a state  in  1837. 

Later,  it  was  determined 
that  the  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
should  have  received  $1.25 
per  acre  because  of  the  land 
values  at  the  time.  It  was  at 
this  time  that  Bay  Mills  Indian 
Community  and  Northern 
Michigan  Ottawa  Association 
sued  the  federal  government  to 
recover  the  difference  of  $1.00 
per  acre. 

These  were  the  Indian 
meetings  that  I recalled.  This 
part  of  history  never  left  me 
and  became  the  basis  of  my 
involvement  in  Indian  Affairs. 

I view  this  event  in  my  life 
as  a basis  for  being  here  in 
Peshawbestown,  today.  It 
later  became  the  basis  for  my 
thought  process  in  asking  the 
question,  "When  I get  my 
Indian  Money,  then  What?" 

As  we  all  remember,  the 
Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Lands 
Claims  Settlement  case  was 
won  in  federal  court  in  1945 
and  the  U.S.  Government, 
along  with  the  Congress 
approved  the  appropriation  of 
$10.1  million  in  about  1965 
which  was  held  in  "trust"  for 
nearly  a half  century  from  the 
start  of  the  suit.  This  was  the 
basis  for  the  question,  often 
raised  "Where's  my  Indian 
Money?" 

There  were  many  jokes 
about  this  question,  one 
example  was  that  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  was 
instructed  by  General  Custer 
to  do  nothing  for  Indians  until 
he  returned  from  the  Little  Big 
Horn.  So,  the  Indian  Money 
remained  in  trust  with  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  for 


various  reasons.  We  know 
it  was  our  responsibility  to 
come  up  with  a distribution 
plan  that  must  meet  legal 
requirements  and  be  approved 
by  the  congress. 

This  issue  became  a more 
complex  matter  over  the  years. 

The  complexity  was 
that  the  four  additional 
groups  became  more  tribal 
governments.  This 
circumstance  in  1996  made 
it  difficult  for  five  (5)  Tribes 
and  the  Northern  Michigan 
Ottawa  Association  to  develop 
a distribution  formula  for  the 
Group.  However,  after  a long 
series  of  group  meeting  we 
develop  a formula  of  mutual 
agreement. 

This  formula  formed  the  basis 
for  the  base  amount  that  each 
tribal  group  would  receive  in 
the  distribution.  Following  this 
mutual  agreement,  our  Tribe 
along  with  others  developed 
their  own  distribution  plan. 
Each  plan  was  designed  by  the 
membership  and  leadership 
in  prior  meetings  to  1996.  The 
basic  requirement  was  that  the 
Tribal  governments  were  to 
receive  20%  while  the 
enrolled  members  were  to 
receive  80%  of  the  base 
formula. 

The  distribution  for  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band  of 
Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
submitted  with  Tribal  Council 
approval  was  to  invest  100% 
into  a 

Land  Claims  Settlement 
Account,  then  obtain  approval 
to  obtain  an  80%  loan  backed 
on  the  investment  to  enable 
prompt  payment  of  80%  to 
all  eligible,  enrolled  members 
in  December  of  1997,  thus 
fulfilling  the  requirements  of 
the  federal  government  and

the  Tribe. 

The  interest  on  the 
investment  and  reserve  funds 
were  used  to  retire  the  debt. 
This  debt  was  retired  in  2001. 
Once  the  debt  was  retired,  the 
investment  became  the  Elders 
Trust  Fund  Account  which 
remains  an  investment  in 
perpetuity  for  the  Elders  of  our 
Tribe.  Our  Tribe  was  awarded 
national  recognition  for 
financial  management  of  these 
trust  funds  by  the  "Honoring 
Nations  Award"  from  the 
Harvard  University.

Renovations  and  Upgrades  Continue 
Throughout  the  Resort 

On  August  27,  2003,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  authorized  the 
$4.7  million  second  phase  of  a planned  three-phase  renovation 
program  for  the  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and  Spa. 

$10  million  in  capital  expenditures  are  planned  in  the  three 
phases  of  renovations  and  upgrades.  The  renovations  are 
in  phases  to  avoid  interference  with  group  conferences  and 
meetings. 

"We  plan  to  upgrade  every  area  of  the  resort  in  time  for  the  25th 
anniversary  of  federal  recognition  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians  as  a Native  Sovereign  Nation 
in  2005.  That  will  coincide  with  the  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and 
Spa's  25th  anniversary.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  the  finest  resort 
experience  for  our  guests,"  stated  the  resort's  Executive  Vice 
President  and  General  Manager,  Andrew  Bateman. 

Phase  One 

The  $1.5  million  Phase  One  began  immediately  following 
the  acquisition  of  the  resort  by  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  at  the 
end  of  March  with  completion  this  year.  Phase  one  renovations 
focused  primarily  on  infrastructure  upgrades  including  re-paving 
cart  paths  on  The  Bear  golf  course,  re-paving  the  Clubhouse 
parking  lot  and  other  paving  projects,  purchase  and  installation 
of  all  new  Cybex  Eagle  strength  training  equipment  in  the  health 
club,  renovation  of  Tower  suites,  new  golf  course  maintenance 
equipment,  a new  golf  cart  fleet,  several  new  service  vehicles, 
upgrades  to  the  resort's  water  system,  and  various  roofing  and 
HVAC  improvements. 


Phase  Two 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  $4.7  million  phase  two  will  take 
place  between  November  2003  and  May  2004.  It  includes 
remodeling  half  (117)  of  the  guest  rooms  in  the  Hotel  section  of 
the  resort  and  complete  remodeling  of  Tower  floors  16  and  17, 
where  the  resort's  signature  Trillium  Restaurant  and  Lounge  are 
located.  Further  work  will  include  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  new  equipment  in  the  resort's  laundry  facility.  Other  items 
in  phase  two  include  purchase  and  installation  of  a new  key- 
card  entry  system  in  all  660  guest  rooms  and  condominiums, 
upgrades  to  computer  hardware  and  software  systems,  golf  course 
maintenance  equipment,  kitchen  and  service  equipment,  and 
continued  infrastructure  improvements. 

Phase  Three 

A similar  amount  is  planned  in  phase  three  to  be  spent 
between  November  2004  and  May  2005  renovating  the 
remaining  117  Hotel  rooms  as  well  as  other  areas  of  the  resort.

(TC)  Liability  issues  exist  when 
equipment  is  made  available 
without  providing  trained 
supervision. 

(E.  Beers)  Membership 
Meeting  protocol  needs  to  be 
announced.  Has  the  Education 
Dept,  reduced  the  availability 
of  services  to  students  living 
only  in  the  6 county  service 
area?  The  Gaming  Shuttle 
Service  for  the  elders  after  6 pm 
needs  to  be  discussed.  Is  there 
an  open  forum  opportunity 
for  Tribal  Members  to  speak 
at  the  EDC  regular  sessions? 
(TC)  The  membership  meeting 
format  has  not  been  set  as 
yet.  Higher  Ed.  Services  are 
available  for  students  living 
outside  the  service  area  as  it 
has  been  in  the  past.  Gaming 
transportation  department 
will  review  and  discuss  with 
management  the  concerns 
brought  forward  by  the  elders. 
The  EDC  meetings  have  not 
been  structured  to  allow  for 
"open  forum"  discussions  at 
the  business  meetings. 

(E.  Shriner)  How  many 
years  remain  for  payments 
to  the  state  under  the  present 
Gaming  Compact.  When  will 
the  Grand  Traverse  Resort  be 
placed  into  Trust  Land  Status. 
Are  comps  for  guests  taken  off 
the  top.  Elders  would  like  a 
Tribal  Councilor  to  attend  the 
Elders  Advisory  Committee 
meetings  regularly.  MIEA  is 
requesting  financial  support 
from  each  Tribe,  suggested 
amount  is  $100  to  defray 
their  expenses.  Are  the  Tribal 
School  classrooms  closing. 

(TC)  There  are  12  years  left  on 
our  Compact  Agreement.

(TC)  Specific  budget 
decisions  have  not  yet  been 
approved  for  action. 

(E.  Shriner)  Are  30% 
cuts  being  considered  for  all 
programs?  (TC)  Yes.  Salaries 
are  not  a target  for  cuts  at 
this  time.  There  have  been 
no  layoffs  at  this  time.  Non- 
essential  jobs  held  by  non-GTB 
members  will  be  considered 
first  when  down-sizing.  Our 
Health  coverage  is  our  top 
priority  and  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  continue  service 
as  it  is  for  Tribal  Members. 
There  has  been  a 17%  increase 
in  our  health  care  costs,  your 
council  and  the  Health  dept 
are  meeting  regularly  with 
Blue  Cross  and  are  negotiating 
costs  to  the  Tribe.

Council  was  advised  that  the 
Little  Traverse  Bay  Band  wishes 
to  join  with  GTB  to  help  pay  for 
the  latest  research  regarding 
Treaty  issues. 

• Police  Commission  - B. 
Kewaygoshkum,  5 applications 
have  been  received  from 
membership  to  be  on  the 
committee,  decision  will  be 
made  at  the  next  meeting 
scheduled  for  Oct.  16  at  9am 
at  the  Police  Dept.  A new 
Cross-Deputization  agreement 
with  the  Charlevoix  Police 
department  is  nearly  complete.

The  Sleeping  Bear 
Dunes  is  not  managed  by  the 
U.S.  Forest  Service 

2.  Grant  applications  were 
approved  by  Tribal  Council 
for  the  following:  GTB  Pre- 
disaster Mitigation  Project, 
Peacemaking  Promotion 
project,  HUD  grant,  Tribal 
Match  for  HUD  grant,  Tribal 
agreement  to  Maintain  Sewage 
& Water,  BIA  Lease  For  William 
Palmer. 

3.  Lot  split  was  approved  by 
council  for  Tribal  Member  Fred 
Harris  Sr.,  Lot  assignment  for 
P.  DeVerney  was  approved. 

4.  GTB  Trial  Election  2004 
was  assigned  to  take  place 
Wednesday,  May  26th,  2004 
with  Installation  Thursday 
following  and  Friday  will  be  a 
traditional  day  off.  Approved 
by  Council.  Primary  (if  needed) 
and  other  dates  will  be  based 
off  this  date  for  the  election. 

5.  A revised  Zoning 
Ordinance  was  approved  for 
Housing.  This  revision  will 
assist  in  the  enforcement 

of  zoning  regulations.  The 
Tribe  follows  the  1983  County 
Ordinance  with  revisions 
of  1991.  Separate  zoning 
ordinances  for  each  of  the  six 
counties  would  be  difficult 
to  administer.  Antrim  Co. 
being  the  exception  because 
Tribal  land  is  not  presently  in 
Trust  status.  Rob  Kalbfleisch 
(Land  Acquisition  Officer)  was 
appointed  to  be  acting  Zoning 
Administrator. 

6.  Tribal  Council  approved 
the  final  negotiations  made 
FY04  Funding  Agreement 
between  GTB  & U.S/U.S.DHHS/ 
HIS  This  agreement  reflects  a 
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200,000  increase  over  last  year. 

7.  Political  Contributions  were 
approved  for  Congressman 
Dale  Kildee,  Congressman 
Patrick  Kennedy,  and 
Congressman  J.D.  Hayworth. 

8.  Layoff/Recall  Policy 
revision  to  reflect  that  payoff  of 
annual  leave  will  be  from  the 
last  day  of  work.  Approved  by 
council. 

9.  Anticipated  reduced  level 
of  RAO  funding  for  Tribal 
Budgets.  Rick  Andrews 

has  incorporated  all  the 
Department  Managers 
proposed  budgets.  Tribal 
Council  approved  the  FY  2004 
Budget.  Council  recommends 
quarterly  program  assessments 
be  conducted  on  all  programs 
to  more  timely  adjust  for 
realignment. 

10.  Signatory  Authorization 
for  the  new  Tribal  manager, 

Mr.  Mike  Zimmerman,  was 
approved. 

Open  Forum 

• Eight  tribal  students  stood 
up  to  request  that  education 
funding  not  be  cut  as  they 
need  assistance  as  HS  seniors  to 
meet  their  expenses. 

• P.  Putney  invited  everyone 
to  attend  a Tribal  Community 
Concerns  Meeting  to  be  held 
September  25  at  the  Traverse 
City  Library  in  preparation 
for  the  Tribal  membership 
meeting. 

• The  Antrim  Co.  Housing 
issues  were  again  discussed. 
Issues  remain  unresolved. 

• Community  law 
enforcement/intervention 
is  needed.  Adults  who  are 
supplying  illegal  substances 
to  the  youth  need  to  be 
prosecuted  to  the  max. 
Community  members/parents 
need  encouragement  to  deal 
with  all  community  issues. 
Community  adults  need  to 
step  forward  and  turn  in  the 
names  of  those  people  who  are 
contributing  to  the  delinquency 
of  minors.  With  these  tips,  the 
police  can  be  better  prepared  to 
catch  the  offenders  and  gather 
facts/proof.  The  abuse  issues 
takes  a whole  community  to 
take  action.  Being  healthy 

is  about  "What  I can  give," 
addiction  is  about  "What  I can 
get."  Members  need  to  stand 
up  and  do  for  themselves,  not 
expect  the  "Tribe"  to  do  for 
them. 


• Leisa  Kennedy,  Tribal 
member  Benzonia,  requested 
that  housing  zoning 
ordinances  be  enforced  in  order 
to  make  our  communities 
safer  places  to  live.  Facts  and 
complaints  need  to  be  sent  to 
the  Tribal  Prosecutor  so  court 
cases  have  evidence. 

• The  operating  budget  for 
EDC  appears  to  have  been 
increased  however  this  hasn't 
improved  attendance  at  the 
casino's.  We  need  programs 
that  bring  people  into  the 
establishments. 

• We  need  to  be  very 
careful  dealing  with  cutbacks 
especially  those  programs  that 
protect  tribal  sovereignty.  The 
Natural  Resource  Department 
has  done  an  exceptional  job 
gathering  facts  and  conducting 
research  that  is  critical  to  the 
Tribes  management  of  our 
resources. 

• Programs  that  fund 
community  activities  seems  to 
be  less  than  in  the  past.  Group 
support  is  needed  for  parents 
and  experienced  people  need 
to  lead. 

• Money  is  not  available  to 
cover  the  costs  for  education 
tutors.  Hopefully  the  Tribal 
government  can  look  at 
putting  money  back  into 
programs  like  this. 

• There  seems  to  be  a lot 
money  being  spent  on  college 
students  who  are  going  just  to 
get  the  financial  support. 

• We  need  to  look  for  ways  to 
encourage  volunteerism  in  our 
communities. 

• Discussion  regarding 
AA  meetings  and  how  they 
are  organized.  Trained  staff 
are  not  needed  to  start  AA 
meetings,  it  starts  because 
community  members  want  it 
to.  If  there  are  groups  meeting 
already,  please  notify  the 
Newsletter  so  they  can  publish 
the  meeting  times  and  dates. 

• Antrim  county  beach 
property  needs  to  have  police 
patrol  to  stop  unlawful 
drinking  by  minors.  The 
community  should  have  the 
right  to  post  the  property  as 
private  and  that  no  alcohol  is 
allowed. 


Special  Session 
September  24,  2003 

1 . Zoning  issues  in  Antrim 
County  continue  negotiations 
with  Milton  Township. 

Meeting  NAHSDA  regulations 
and  also  those  of  the  township 
requires  adjustment  approval 
from  the  Tribal  Council. 
Housing  was  advised  that 
caution  must  be  exercised  so  as 
not  to  affect  zoning  ordinances 
in  our  other  counties.  Zoning 
for  Parcel  45,  Antrim  co.  was 
approved  by  council. 

2.  Proposal  that  the  Human 
Services  Supplement  Policy  and 
procedures  be  revised  to  adjust 
the  income  guidelines  which 
will  allow  for  services  to  reach 
more  families  in  need.  All  GTB 
members  are  allowed  access 

to  the  Food  Pantry.  Unless  you 
have  received  a shutoff  notice, 
members  will  be  referred  to  the 
LEHEAP  program  and  will  need 
to  meet  those  guidelines  to 
receive  assistance. 

New  Business 

• Request  to  process  Cherry 
Waste  at  the  Turtle  Creek  SBR 
plant  was  rejected  by  Tribal 
Council. 

• Tribal  Police  Chief  Warren 
Bailey  and  GTB  Prosecuting 
Attorney  John  Forseman 
received  Tribal  Council 
approval  on  the  new  Cross 
Deputization  Agreement  with 
Charlevoix  Sheriff  department. 
The  agreement  is  nearly  the 
same  as  the  Benzie  County 
agreement.  Negotiations  went 
smoothly  for  both  parties. 

• Council  approved  applying 
for  a continuation  of  the  I.H.S. 
Special  Diabetes  Program 
Grant  for  FY04. 

• Council  approved  applying 
for  a U.S.  Golf  Association 
grant  with  plans  to  develop 

a driving  range  and  putting 
green  at  the  StrongHeart 
Center  if  the  grant  is  awarded. 

• The  Accounting 
department  announced  that 
this  year  will  be  the  first  year 
for  the  Elders  Trust  Fund 
Distribution  payment.  There 
have  been  429  qualifying 
elders  identified  as  being 
born  on  or  before  Oct.  1,  1948 
and  having  been  an  enrolled 
member  before  Oct,  1,  2001. 
This  first  check  was  figured  on 
interest  earned  on  the  "Lands 
Claim  Fund"  for  16  months

The  Jim  Mullen  Foundation  is  giving  away  free 
computers  to/for  people  who  have  a disability.

The  Citizens  Alliance  to  Uphold  Special  Education  (CAUSE)  is 
a government-funded  Parent  Trainer  Center  (PTC)  for  the  state 
of  Michigan.  CAUSE  is  responsible  for  the  special  education 
training  that  the  School  Liaison  staff  receives  and  keeps 
everybody  abreast  with  current  special  education  legislation. 
CAUSE  advocates  for  disabled  students  throughout  the  state 
and  ensures  that  their  rights  are  not  violated.  In  addition, 
CAUSE  lobbies  on  behalf  of  education  issues  that  affect 
special-needs  students  in  their  pursuit  of  a free  and  appropriate 
public  education,  in  the  least  restrictive  environment. 

Jim  Mullen  is  a former  Chicago  Police  Officer  who  was  shot  in 
the  line  of  duty.  As  a result  of  his  wounds  Jim  is  quadriplegic. 
At  the  time,  the  Chicago  Police  Department  policy  was  to  force 
early  retirement  upon  any  officer  who  could  not  shoot  a gun. 

Mr.  Mullen  received  financial  support  from  many  individuals, 
including  celebrities,  to  fund  his  legal  suit  against  Chicago  PD 
(discrimination  of  the  disabled).  Somewhere  in  the  process 
Gateway  presented  Mr.  Mullen  with  a computer  so  he  could  do 
his  legal  research  and  communicate  with  his  friends  and  family. 
Today  Mr.  Mullen  is  an  advocate  for  the  disabled  and  has  been 
asked  several  times  to  speak  on  their  behalf  in  Washington,  DC. 

The  Jim  Mullen  Foundation  was  created  to  help  disabled 
individuals  with  advocacy  and  some  financial  assistance.  In  the 
late  ‘90s,  the  JMF  formed  a consortium  with  Gateway,  Hewlett 
Packard,  Bill  Gates  Foundation,  Motorola,  and  many  other 
corporations  to  furnish  computers  for  people  with  disabilities. 

I checked  out  this  website  and  it  looks  pretty  good.  (CAUSE 
doesn’t  send  information  that  is  not  legitimate.)  The  Jim 
Mullen  Foundation  has  presented  computers  to  VA  hospitals, 
schools,  senior  centers,  etc  as  well  as  to  individuals.  There  do 
not  appear  to  be  guidelines  as  far  as  income,  age,  or  race,  but 
all  applicants  must  have  a physician- verified  disability  to  be 
considered.  I am  hoping  that  we  can  get  the  word  out  to  anyone 
within  GTB  who  may  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  this  offer.

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It's  Flu  Season  Again!

What  is  the  flu? 

Influenza  is  a virus  that  infects  the  respiratory  system  most  commonly  in  the  winter  months  in  the  United  States. 

How  does  somebody  get  the  flu? 

Flu  is  spread  from  person  to  person  generally  from  coughing  or  sneezing.  It  is  always  a good  idea  to  wash  your  hands  at  home  and 
work.  It  is  extremely  congtagious,  so  during  epidemics  people  who  are  more  vunerable  to  flu  should  avoid  large  crowds  during  these 
times. 

Why  is  the  flu  such  a big  deal? 

Flu  is  a major  cause  of  illness  in  the  United  States  leading  to  an  average  of  100,000  hospitalizations  and  20,000  deaths  annually. 
Thankfully,  worldwide  epidemics  like  in  1918,  are  rare.  The  1918  epidemic  killed  about  500,000  people  in  the  US  and  millions 
worldwide! 

How  do  I know  if  I have  the  Flu? 

Typical  flu  symptoms  include  fever,  dry  cough,  sore  throat,  stuffy  nose,  headache,  muscle  aches  and  extreme  fatigue.  The  aches 
can  make  you  groan!  Flu  symptoms  and  cold  symptoms  are  similar  but  the  flu  is  generally  more  severe  and  can  lead  to  more 
complications  such  as  pneumonia 

I thought  the  flu  caused  stomach  flu. 

The  flu  rarely  causes  nausea,  vomiting  or  diarrhea.  These  symptoms  are  usually  related  to  other  gastrointestinal  organisms  not 
related  to  "true  flu." 

How  can  I protect  myself  from  getting  the  flu? 

Flu  vaccine  is  the  most  successful  method  of  prevention  for  the  flu.  Most  studies  show  the  vaccine  70-90%  effective  depending  upon 
the  year. 

Can  I get  the  flu  from  the  flu  vaccine? 

No.  The  vaccine  does  not  cause  the  flu.  The  vaccine  is  made  from  inactivated  or  killed  influenza  virus.  The  vaccine  will  not  protect 
people  from  other  viral  infections. 

Are  there  side  effects  from  the  flu  vaccine? 

The  most  significant  side  effect  is  a sore  arm  that  usually  doesn't  last  long.  Some  people  develop  a low  fever  and  muscle  aches. 

Who  should  get  the  flu  shot  this  year? 

Patients  at  "high  risk"  of  getting  the  flu  are  ideal  candidates  for  receiving  the  flu  shot.  People  age  55  and  older  should  definitely  get 
the  flu  shot.  Additionally,  people  with  heart,  lung  or  kidney  problems,  diabetes,  or  weakened  immune  systems  should  get  the  flu 
shot.  Women  in  their  2nd  or  3rd  trimester  of  pregnancy  during  flu  season  should  consider  the  flu  shot.  Young  people  with  asthma  or 
heart  conditions  should  also  receive  the  flu  vaccine.  Health  care  workers  who  work  directly  with  high-risk  patients  should  receive  the 
vaccine.  If  you  live  with  a family  member  with  the  above  conditions,  consider  getting  a flu  shot  to  help  protect  them. 

When  can  I get  my  flu  shot  this  year  if  I'm  a "high  risk"  patient? 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Family  Health  Clinic  has  ordered  flu  vaccine  which  will  hopefully  arrive  in  early  October.  Please  contact  the 
GTB  Family  Health  Clinic  (231)  271-6006  for  additional  details.  Grand  Traverse  Band  members  will  receive  the  flu  vaccine  at  no  cost. 
Your  doctor's  office,  local  health  department,  pharmacy,  or  grocery  store  may  also  be  good  options  for  receiving  your  flu  shot  this  year. 

When  can  I get  a vaccine  if  I'm  not  high  risk? 

Healthy  people  with  low  risk  for  the  flu  can  still  get  the  flu  vaccine.  The  CDC  and  your  local  health  providers  hope  you  will  wait  until 
November  to  receive  your  shot.  This  will  hopefully  allow  all  the  high-risk  patients  to  receive  their  immunizations.  There  does  not 
appear  to  be  a shortage  of  vaccine  this  year. 

Are  there  other  vaccines  I should  consider  if  I'm  at  high  risk  for  the  flu? 

People  at  high  risk  for  the  flu  should  consider  a pneumovax  immunization  at  the  same  time.  This  immunization  intended  for  older 
patients  needs  to  only  be  given  1 time.  This  vaccine  protects  against  the  most  common  type  of  bacterial  pneumonia.  Our  diabetic 
and  heart  patients  should  definately  receive  the  vaccine. 

What  if  I don't  receive  a vaccine? 

High-risk  patients  should  see  their  doctor  if  they  develop  signs  of  the  flu.  There  are  medicines  that  can  help  shorten  the  duration  of 
your  symptoms  but  the  vaccine  is  still  the  best  prevention. 

Do  antibiotics  help  if  I have  influenza? 

Influenza  is  caused  by  a virus,  so  Antibiotics  won't  help  unless  there  is  a bacterial  infection  (such  as  pneumonia)  that  develops  as  a 
complication  to  influenza. 

How  can  I treat  influenza? 

Rest,  pain  relievers  such  as  Tylenol  or  Motrin,  and  lots  of  fluids  are  the  mainstay  treatments.  Influenza  usually  lasts  3-5  days  with  a 
cough  that  continues.  If  given  early  enough,  there  are  antiviral  medications  that  can  be  prescribed  to  shorten  the  lenght  of  the  illness 
and  decrease  the  severity.

According  to 
Ms.  Noel  Pingatore, 
Health  Education 
Manager  for  the  Inter- 
Tribal  Council,  the 
STEPS  project,  entitled 
Healthy  Anishinaabe, 
will  focus  specifically  on 
reducing  the  frequency 
and  complications 
of  diabetes,  obesity, 
smoking  cessation, 
and  asthma  through 
nutrition  education, 
physical  activity,  and 
diabetes  & asthma 
management.  "Native 
Americans  suffer 
from  cardiovascular 
complications  at 
a much  higher  rate  than  the 
general  population.  Poor 
nutrition,  lack  of  physical  activity, 
extremenly  high  rates  of  obesity, 
and  diabetes  contribution  to 
that.  We've  had  opportunities  to 
focus  on  smoking  cessation  and 
preventing  initiation  of  smoking 
among  tribal  members,  but  this 
is  our  first  opportunity  to  drive 
in  deep  and  look  at  diabetes, 


specifically,  and  really  address 
nutrition  and  physical  activity. 
We've  known  that  need  is  there 
for  a long  time  and  now  we 
have  the  opportunity  to  go 
right  ahead." 

The  first  year  of  the  STEPS 
grant  will  be  funded  for 
$250,000  dollars,  $176,000 
of  which  will  be  divided 
equally  among  the  8 tribes 
participating  in  the  program. 
Those  funds  will  then  be 
administered  at  the  tribal 
level.  Plans  will  be  carried  out 
by  consortium  of  tribal  and 
community  leaders  from  the 
schools  and  other  concerned 
parties.  The  Health  Services 
Division  of  the  Inter-Tribal 
Council  will  provide  advocacy, 
program  development 
and  consultation,  resource 
development,  traning  and 
education  at  the  state  level. 

Pingatore  says  the  first  year 
will  be  focused  on  looking  at 
the  choices  tribal  members 
make  for  their  health  and  the 
unique  challenges  they  face.

Girls  on  the  Run  and  Girls  on  Track  is  a life-changing, 
experiential  learning  program  for  girls  age  eight  to  fourteen 
years  old.  The  program  combines  training  for  a 3.1  mile  running 
event  with  self-esteem  enhancing,  uplifting  workouts.  The  goal 
of  the  program  is  to  encourage  positive  emotional,  social,  mental, 
spiritual  and  physical  development. 

The  Girls  on  the  Run  and  Girls  on  Track  objective  is  to  reduce 
the  potential  display  of  at-risk  behavior  among  its  participants. 
The  goal  is  fewer  adolescent  pregnancies  and  eating  disorders, 
less  depression  and  suicide  attempts,  as  well  as  fewer  substance/ 
alcohol  abuse  problems  and  confrontations  with  the  juvenile 
justice.

We  are  off  to  a great  start  this  year!  Our  center  based 
programs  are  full,  however  we  are  still  accepting 
applications  for  our  waiting  list.  We  also  currently  have 
openings  in  the  Home  Based  Program. 

The  Early  Head  Start  program  is  designed  to  serve  Low- 
income  families  with  children  between  the  ages  of  birth  and 
three  years  old,  including  pregnant  women.  There  are  15  center 
based  openings  for  this  program  and  33  home  based  openings. 

The  center  based  services  will  be  provided  at  the  Benodjenh 
Center  and  priority  will  be  given  to  families  who  meet  our 
established  eligibility  criteria.  The  eligibility  criteria  for  this 
program  includes  (but  is  not  limited  to):  income  eligibility, 
families  living  on  or  near  the  reservation,  employment/school/ 
job  training  status,  and  children  with  special  needs.  The  hours 
for  the  center  based  program  will  be  Monday-Thursday  from 
9:00-3:00.  Childcare  services  for  the  Early  Head  Start  center 
based  enrollees  will  be  available  Monday-Thursday  from 
7:30am-9:00am  and  3:00pm-5:30pm;  and  on  Fridays  from 
7:30am-5:30pm. 

The  Early  Head  Start  Home  Based  program  serves  the 
six  county  service  area.  This  program  involves  a child  and 
their  parent  meeting  with  a Home  Visitor  on  a weekly  basis 
to  discuss  topics  such  as  child  development  and  assessments, 
health  issues,  nutrition,  parent  education,  activities  for  parents 
and  children  at  home,  etc.  Each  family  is  also  invited  and 
encouraged  to  attend  socializations,  which  are  held  twice  each 
month,  to  interact  with  other  families  in  the  Early  Head  Start 
Home  Based  Program. 

The  Head  Start  program,  for  children  ages  3-5  years 
(children  must  turn  three  years  old  by  December  1,  2002  to  be 
eligible  for  Head  Start)  is  a center  based  program,  with  services 
provided  at  the  Benodjenh  Center  in  Peshawbestown.  This 
program  is  funded  to  serve  40  children  and  was  designed  to 
serve  children  from  low-income  families  and  children  with 
special  needs. 

Both  the  Head  Start  and  Early  Head  Start  programs  are 
comprehensive  child  development  programs  which  focus  on 
individual  children's  needs.  These  programs  are  also  designed 
to  assist  families  in  setting  goals  and  helping  them  achieve 
these  goals.  Parent  involvement  is  welcomed  and  is  a crucial 
component  of  Head  Start  and  Early  Head  Start.

Michigan  Tech  TTAP  (Tribal  Technical 
Assistance  Program)  Invites  Tribes  to 
Take  Advantage! 

The  Michigan  DOT  announced  earlier  this  year  that  between 
1992  and  2003,  MDOT  had  distributed  $196  million  dollars 
under  the  state  program;  however  tribes,  although  eligible,  have 
not  applied  for  the  program.  Communities  apply  for  funds  for 
transportation  improvements.  Funds  are  available  for  aesthetic, 
non-motorized,  historic  preservation,  and  highway  runoff 
projects. 

The  Midwest  Regional  BIA  office  also  administers  the  Indian 
Reservation  Road  (IRR)  program  and  funding  issues.  The 
negotiated  95CFR170  is  still  under  review  by  the  BIA,  FHWA, 
and  OMB.  The  final  rule  should  be  published  by  October  2003. 
Contact  Todd  Kennedy,  BIA  Regional  Road  Engineer,  at 
612-713-4400  for  more  information  on  BIA  programs  (e-mail  is 
not  available  for  the  BIA  at  this  time.)

The  Eldercare  Locator  is  a nationwide  directory  assistance 
service  designed  to  help  older  persons  and  their 
caregivers  locate  local  support  resources  that  help  older 
Americans  remain  independent  in  their  own  homes. 

The  Eldercare  Locator  is  a public  service  funded  by  the 
National  Association  of  Area  Agencies  on  Aging  in 
cooperation  with  the  National  Association  of  State  Units 
on  Aging.  Persons  who  call  the  toll  free  number, 
1-800-677-1116,  speak  with  a knowledgeable,  trained 
information  specialist  who  can  refer  them  to  state  and 
local  information  providers  in  the  community  where  the 
older  person  lives.  Although  every  community  may  not 
have  a local  referral,  the  goal  of  the  Eldercare  Locator 
is  to  refer  callers  to  the  best  source  of  information  in  the 
local  community  that  addresses  the  inquiries  expressed 
by  the  callers.  Referral  sources  include  the  state  units  on 
aging,  statewide  special  purpose  numbers,  area  agencies 
on  aging  and  state  and  local  special  purpose  numbers, 
tribal  organizations  and  local  information  providers.

Most  natural  gas  companies  can  place  you  on 
a budget  plan,  and  propane  companies  offer  a set  price  cap  based  on  pre- 
purchase. With  natural  gas  prices  expected  to  rise  again  this  winter,  it  would 
be  an  excellent  idea  to  position  yourselves  against  these  rising  costs.

The  housing  Department  has 
a very  strict  NO  PETS  policy  in 
all  of  its  low-income  housing. 
That  means  NO  PETS  can  be  in 
your  home 
at  all.  You 
cannot 
dog  or 

\ cat  sit 

and  you 
^ cannot 
get  a pet 
with  the 

intention  that  a doctor  will 
write  you  a note.  The  only 
legitimate  way  to  get  a pet  is 
for  a licensed  psychologist/ 
psychiatrist  to  prescribe  it 
for  a diagnosed  behavioral 
disorder  (example:  diagnosis 
of  Autism).  Or  you  have  a 
physical  disability  that  requires 
you  to  have  a companion 
pet.  Otherwise  you  may  not 
have  a pet.  If  you  do  have 
a legitimate  diagnosis,  you 
may  not  get  a pet  without  first 
obtaining  Housing  approval. 
Housing  has  restrictions  on  the 
type  and  size  of  pet  allowed  in 
homes.  This  goes  for  market 
rentals  too.  Although  Market 
rentals  allow  pets  they  can 
have  no  more  than  2 pets, 
the  pets  can  be  no  more  than 
50  lbs  and  there  are  breed 
restrictions.  We  do  not  allow 
any  breeds  considered  or 
known  to  be  vicious  dogs  (Pit 
Bulls,  etc).  Also,  you  MUST  be 
sure  that  your  pet  is  leashed 
AT  ALL  TIMES,  no  exceptions. 
And  please  be  sure  to  take 
measures  that  your  pet  does 
not  use  your  neighbors  yard  as 
a toilet. 

If  you  have  a pet  and  are 
not  supposed  to  you  must 
either  get  rid  of  it  or  you  can 
expect  to  see  a lease  violation.

Credit  is  the  ability  given  to  an  individual  to  pay  for  something 
over  time.  It  works  by  allowing  individuals  to  build  a payment 
history  each  month,  and  for  each  year  as  time  passes. 

You  are  most  likely  already  familiar  with  the  concept  of  "credit," 
the  reputation  for  paying  your  bills  on  time  that  makes  it  possible 
for  you  to  obtain  money  or  goods  with  the  understanding  that 
you  will  pay  for  them  later. 

In  fact,  you  probably  have  already  put  your  credit  to  work  for 
you.  You  use  it  when  you  obtained  an  auto,  home,  student  loan, 
when  you  used  your  credit  card  to  pay  for  a trip  or  clothing,  or 
were  chosen  as  the  tenant  for  your  rented  apartment  or  house. 

A solid  history  of  paying  your  bills  monthly  may  also  have  been 
just  the  objective  character  reference  needed  to  help  you  land 
your  job,  too. 

When  applying  for  credit  be  aware  that  there  are: 

• Predatory  Lenders  - review  all  documents  and  ask  for  help  before 
signing  if  you  are  confused  by  the  documents  don't  sign. 

• Payment  History  - pay  bills  promptly  to  avoid  late  charges  and  so 
that  you  don't  forget  about  the  bill 

• Watch  out  for  High  Interest  Rates  or  weekly  payments  that  are  due. 
These  payments  can  add  up  to  a very  large  monthly  payment  to 
the  same  company. 

You  can  help  yourself  with  credit  by  knowing  what  needs  to  be 
paid  out  and  what  your  monthly  income  is. 

The  Monthly  Budget  Worksheet  (next  page)  can  be  copied,  as 
many  times  as  you  like  or  call  me  at  271-7331  and  I will  be  glad 
to  mail  you  extra  copies. 

Filling  this  out  each  month  and  monitoring  your  spending 
daily  will  assist  you  in  your  goal  for  money  management.  Yes, 
it  is  a task,  but  is  one  well  worth  doing.  You  don't  need  to  be  a 
financial  wiz,  or  an  accountant.  Getting  control  of  your  spending 
habits  will  increase  your  knowledge  of  who  you  are  and  what 
your  dollar  can  really  do.  Should  you  need  assistance  with  this,

The  Supreme  Court  Erodes 
Tribal  Sovereignty 


Excerpt  taken  from  a special 
report  prepared  by  the  staff  of 
Native  American  Rights  Fund 

Tribal  leaders  have  been  gearing 
up  to  more  effectively  influence  the 
selection  of  potential  nominations 
by  the  Bush  administration  for 
federal  judges  and  for  Supreme 
Court  justices.  Leaders  are  sending 
word  to  tribes  across  the  country  to 
pay  attention  to  the  nominations. 

The  effort  goes  hand-in-hand  with 
the  Supreme  Court  Project,  an 
ongoing  tribal  initiative  to  counter 
what  tribes  view  as  the  erosion  of 
tribal  sovereignty  by  the  Supreme 
Court  during  the  last  25  years. 

The  project  monitors  and  advises 
on  Indian-related  Supreme  Court 
cases. 

The  judicial  selection  committee 
(within  the  Supreme  Court  Project) 
looks  closely  at  the  judges  and 
checks  on  their  pro-tribal  record. 
This  way,  Indian  Country  can 
try  to  influence  senators  across 
the  country  on  how  they  should 
vote  on  nominations  to  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court.

What  Is  The  Tribal 
Supreme  Court  Project 

The  Tribal  Supreme  Court  Project 
is  a project  of  the  Native  American 
Rights  Fund  and  the  National 
Congress  of  American  Indians.  The 
Project's  purpose  is  to  coordinate 
and  strengthen  the  advocacy  of 
Indian  issues  before  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  ultimately  to  improve 
the  deplorable  win-loss  record  of 
Tribes  before  that  tribunal.  (In 
the  past  two  decades  Indian  tribes 
have  lost  approximately  80%  of 
their  cases  before  the  Supreme 
Court). 

The  Project  is  housed  at  NARF's 
office  in  Washington,  D.C.  and 
is  staffed  by  one  NARF  attorney 
(Tracy  Labin)  and  support 
personnel.  To  foster  greater 
coordination  in  advocacy,  NARF 
has  established  a Supreme  Court 
Project  Working  Group  a group 
of  more  than  200  noted  attorneys 
and  academics  from  around  the 
nation  who  participate  in  the 


Project  as  their  time  and  interest 
allows.  NARF  is  continuing  to 
develop  relationships  with  and 
recruit  new  members  for  the 
working  group.  An  Advisory  Board 
of  Tribal  leaders,  made  up  of  NCAI 
Executive  Committee  members 
and  other  tribl  leaders  willing  to 
volunteer  their  time,  also  assists 
the  Project.  The  Board's  role  is  to 
provide  necessary  political  and 
tribal  perspective  to  the  legal  and 
academic  expertise.

* Monitors  and  analyses  Indian 
cases  in  the  state  and  federal 
appellate  courts  that  have 
the  potential  to  reach  the 
Supreme  Court 

* Offers  assistance  in

* Fosters  discussions  among 
attorneys  nation-wide  about 
pending  Indian  law  cases 

* Coordinates  Indian  Amicus 
Brief  writing  network 

* Assists  in  retaining  specialized 
supreme  Court  counsel,  as 
well  as  specialists  in  particular 
areas  of  law 

* Coordinates  and  conducts 
Moot  Court  and  Roundtable 
opportunities  for  attorneys 
presenting  before  the  Court

Within  the  1st  quarter  of  FY04, 
our  Council  continues  to  commit 
themselves  to  the  numerous 
committees  and  representation 
for  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of 
Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians. 

Our  Tribal  Council  continues 
to  focus  on  time  management, 
productivity,  and  Membership 
participation  while  improving 
communication  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa 
Indians. 

October  -2003 

The  1st  quarter  completed  a 
commitment  to  the  GTB  Annual 
Membership  meeting.  This 
meeting  was  held  October  18, 

2003.  The  Executive  staff  and 
the  Tribal  Manager  compiled 
answers  to  questions  and  member 
concerns.  A special  edition  mailing 
was  sent  to  the  head  of  household 
for  the  entire  membership  sharing 
the  responses  that  were  given  from 
all  departments  and  the  Tribal 
Council. 

+ This  month  the  Council 
conducted  a meeting  with  the 
Capitol  Advocacy  Agency  and 
Mr.  Noel  LaPorte  to  consider  the 
lobbyist  represention  of  the  Tribe 
on  state  level  issues  in  Lansing, 
Michigan.  Mr.  LaPorte's  contract 
was  extended  by  official  motion 
for  an  additional  three-month 
period. 

+ Chairman  Kewaygoshkum 
addressed  the  employee/students 
of  the  Dale  Carneige  Course  with 
encouragement,  while  Councilor 
Bennett  welcomed  visiting  German 
Students  hosted  by  our  education 
department  in  conjunction  with 
the  University  of  Michigan. 

+ Another  commitment  for 
this  quarter  was  the  review  of 
presentation  materials  from 


Priority  Health  for  consideration  as 
part  of  the  GTB  overall  employee 
benefit  package.  This  information 
pertained  to  this  preferred  provider 
organization  as  a contractual 
option  of  contracting  with  a group 
of  doctors  and  hospitals  to  provide 
services  to  the  GTB  employees  at 
an  attractive  or  discount  price. 

+ Councilors  Bennett  and 
McClellan  traveled  to  the  M.A.S.T. 
Conference  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  MI. 
The  agenda  included  a report  from 
the  Great  Lakes  Native  American 
Elders  Association,  an  audit 
Report,  M.A.S.T  goals  for  the  FY04 
session  to  include  grants;  specific 
needs  of  tribes,  monthly  reports 
and  to  set  a date  for  impact  week 
for  next  year.  DC  Lobbyist  Scott 
Dacey  provided  an  overview  of  the 
108th  Congress  8c  Preview  to  the 
109th  Congress.  Other  speakers 
included  Ernie  Stensgar,  President 
of  the  Affiliated  Tribes  and  George 
Williams  of  the  United  Indian 
Development  Authority. 

+ Now  in  the  final  stages,  the 
reengineering  process  where  the 
Tribal  Manager  and  the  Human 
Resource  Department  were  brouht 
together  to  fine-tune  a select 
number  of  organizational  charts 
including  the  newly  formed  Justice 
Department  and  revisions  to  the 
Law  Enforcement  Department. 
These  recommendations  and 
changes  were  presented  at  a Tribal 
Council  Meeting  for  the  official 
motion  to  be  recorded. 

+ The  Tribal  Council  met  with 
Joseph  Eves  this  quarter  to  review 
the  FY02  audit  information. 

+ Council  is  moving  forward 
on  reviewing  the  plans  and 
remodeling  information  for  the 
Grand  Traverse  Resort  8c  Spa. 

+ Select  available  Councilors 
participated  in  a traditional  Pipe 
Ceremony  for  our  Grand  Traverse 
Resort  and  Spa.  Tribal  Elder,  Lewis 
Sawaquat,  led  this  historic  event 
and  participants  shared  good 
thoughts  of  the  new  beginning 
and  welcomed  our  new  extended 
family  referring  to  the  employees 
of  the  resort. 

+ The  month  closed  with  the 
lighthearted  participation  of  select 
councilors  handing  out  treats  at 
the  Headstart  Trick  or  Treat  event 
held  for  our  young  ones  at  the 
Strongheart  Civic  Center. 


November  - 2003 

The  month  of  November  of  this 
1st  quarter  the  Tribal  Council 
reviewed  a Blue  Cross  and 
Blue  Shield  presentation  for 
consideration  as  our  health 
maintenance  organization  that 
would  contract  with  the  Tribe  to 
provide  certain  basic  medical 
coverage's  for  a fixed  cost. 

Advantages  of  this  HMO  were 
presented  to  include  emphasis  on 
the  prevention  of  health  problems 
and  costs  that  are  usually  lower 
than  that  of  traditional  coverage. 
+ Councilor  McClellan  traveled 
to  Rockville,  MD  in  this  quarter 
to  the  Tribal  Leaders  Diabetes 
Committee  Meeting. 

+ The  Chairman,  accompanied 
by  Councilors  Concannon 
and  McClellan,  traveled  to 
Mt.  Pleasant,  MI  in  support  of 
Councilor  George  Bennett  as 
a recipient  of  the  SBC  Native 
American  Excellence  Award  for  his 
contributions  in  tribal  economical 
development. 

+ Another  work  session  was 
held  to  satisfy  a presentation 
made  by  the  Clinic  Administrator 
and  his  revision  and  suggestions 
for  the  reengineering  process 
of  the  tribal  clinic.  This  work 
session  brought  overall  discussion 
that  addressed  the  need  for  a 
management  structure  that 
would  combine  the  clinical  and 
behavioral  health  services  of 
the  tribal  clinic.  A systematic 
analysis  for  the  purpose  of 
defining  the  specific  management 
development  activities  required 
by  the  organization  to  achieve  the 
clinic  objectives  was  provided  by 
the  Clinic  Administrator.  Select 
positions  were  reviewed  and  a 
general  discussion  concerning 
accountability,  cost  effectiveness 
with  an  ultimate  awareness  to  cost 
containment  was  the  focus  of  the 
work  session. 

+ Participation  in  a work  session 
with  the  Tribal  Manager,  Human 
Resources,  Payroll  Director  and 
the  Tribal  Council  was  held  to 
review  revisions  to  the  Personnel 
Policy  pertaining  to  paid  time  off. 
This  revision  to  current  policy  will 
recommend  a lump  sum  of  “Paid 
Time  Off"  to  be  paid  replacing 
the  vacation  time  and  general- 
purpose  time  written  into  the 
current  personnel  policy  of  the 
Tribe.  These  changes  will  address 
the  implementation  of  the  new 
policies  with  special  consideration 
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to  employees  who  will  need  to 
adjust  due  to  numerous  weeks  of 
accumulated  vacation  hours  to 
date. 

+ Councilor  Bennett  traveled 
to  Miami,  Florida  in  this  quarter 
to  participate  in  the  United 
States  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  National  Indian 
Workgroup  Meeting.  This  was 
a reimbursable  trip  from  the 
agency  and  the  agenda  was  a 
first  time  opportunity  for  tribal 
representatives  from  the  National 
Tribal  Caucus,  Regional  Tribal 
Caucuses  and  EPA  to  meet  together 
with  each  other  and  discuss  issues 
important  to  environmental 
program  management  and 
accomplish  several  specific  goals. 
Discussions  pertaining  to  the 
mission  roles  and  responsibilities 
of  each  group  were  held.  Specifics 
also  addressed  the  provision  of 
a forum  for  the  NTC  and  RTC 
to  network  with  each  other  and 
EPA  Regional  and  Headquarters 
personnel  to  identify  common 
issues  requiring  action  and 
constraints  and  to  accomplish 
goals  providing  a forum  for 
discussion  of  possible  solutions. 

+ In  this  month  of  November, 
Interim  Treasurer  Joseph  C. 
Raphael  conducted  a Treasurers 
Report  Meeting  at  all  community 
sites  to  provide  financials 
pertaining  to  the  Grand 
Traverse  Resort  8c  Spa.  These 
informative  meetings  were  held 
by  his  encouragement  to  assist 
the  Tribal  Membership  in  a clear 
understanding  of  the  financial 
commitment  and  to  provide 
answers  to  questions  and  concerns 
as  Treasurer  and  spokesperson  for 
the  entire  Council. 

+ Councilor  Bennett  was 
selected  by  our  Chairman  as 
Task  Force  Representative  of 
the  GTB,  traveling  to  Houghton 
Lake  this  month  to  participate 
in  preliminary  preparations  for 
a Spring  Summit  with  Governor 
Granholm  with  other  Tribal 
Leaders. 

+ Chairman  Kewaygoshkum, 
accompanied  by  Councilors 
Concannon,  McClellan  and 
Bennett  participated  in  the 
Community  Veterans  Feast  held 
annually  at  the  Kateri  Tekakwitha 
Church  in  Peshawbestown. 
Councilor  Bennett  presented 
a monetary  contribution  to 
Eagletown  American  Legion  Post 
#120  in  the  amount  of  $1000.00 
at  this  event.  George  was  awarded 
the  check  to  be  given  to  the  non- 
profit organization  of  his  choice 


as  recipient  of  the  SBC  Native 
American  Excellence  Award. 

December  - 2003 

In  the  last  month  of  the  first 
quarter,  Councilor  McClellan 
traveled  to  Phoenix,  AZ  to 
participate  in  the  Department  Of 
Health  and  Human  Services  for 
the  Administration  for  Children 
and  Families.  The  conference 
goals  were  to  share  with  Tribal  and 
Native  communities  promising 
practices,  successful  partnerships 
and  crosscutting  initiatives  to 
maximize  resources. 

+ Chairman  Kewaygoshkum 
and  Councilor  Bennett  accepted  an 
invitation  to  participate  in  a one- 
day  Regional  Tribal  Operations 
Committee  Meeting  this  month 
sponsored  by  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  held  in 
Chicago,  IL.  Patty  O'Donnell,  GTB 
Environmental  Services  Director, 
encouraged  the  invitation. 

The  agenda  included  reports 
for  the  U.S.  EPA,  information 
pertaining  to  the  EPA  Fiscal  Year 
2006  Budget,  Regional  Strategic 
Planning  Process  and  awards 
for  Environmental  Stewardship 
and  Recognition  of  the  Saginaw 
Chippewa  Waste  Water  Treatment. 
+ This  month  the  Chairman, 
accompanied  by  Councilors 
Concannon,  McClellan,  Bennett 
and  Raphael  traveled  to  Romulus, 
Michigan  to  meet  with  Mayor 
Alan  Lambert  and  Economic 
Development  Director  Timothy 
Keyes.  The  intent  of  this  meeting 
was  to  discuss  the  current  status 
of  the  racino  issues  and  the  city's 
plans  pertaining  to  involvement 
with  the  Sault  Tribe  of  Chippewa 
Indians. 

+ In  this  month  the  Chairman 
and  Councilors  Concannon, 
Raphael  and  Two  Crow 
participated  in  the  monthly 
meeting  of  Eagletown  American 
Legion  Post  #120.  The  meeting 
for  December  was  not  a formal 
meeting  but  a Christmas  pot 
luck  with  special  invitation  to 
the  Council  to  come  and  support 
a special  award  given  by  the 
Post  to  Councilor  Bennett  for 
his  monetary  contribution  that 
was  obtained  as  recipient  of  the 
SBC  Native  American  Excellence 
Award. 

+ The  Tribal  Council  committed 
to  participation  in  the  interview 
process  for  the  vacant  positions 
of  Legislative  Liaison,  Gaming 
Regulator  and  Computer 
Information  Systems  Director  this 
month.  Vacant  positions  at  the 


executive  level  brought  requests 
from  Human  Resources  for  input 
and  participation,  which  was 
fulfilled  by  select  Tribal  Council 
members  with  consideration 
to  their  individual  calendar 
commitments. 

+ The  last  month  of  the  quarter 
and  end  of  the  calendar  year 
ended  with  an  Open  House 
Christmas  Gathering  that  was 
budgeted  and  planned  by  the 
Executive  Assistant  to  the  Tribal 
Chairman.  This  event  was  an 
opportunity  and  invitation  for 
governmental  staff  to  stop  by 
Council  Chambers  and  enjoy 
refreshments  and  the  company 
of  Council  and  fellow  co-workers. 
Well  wishes  were  extended  to  all 
staff  who  participated.  All  had  a 
pleasant  time. 

How  Do  Activities  Relate  To 
Goals/objectives: 

All  activities  relate  to  the  current 
goals  and  objectives  of  this 
program  as  the  GTB  Tribal  Council 
goes  forward  consciously,  in  a 
combined  effort,  carrying  out  their 
commitment  to  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  Membership.  All  activities 
defined  in  this  report  are  in  a 
dedicated  effort  to  preserve  GTB 
Sovereignty  and  Treaty  Rights, 
improve  the  quality  of  life  for 
the  Membership  and  promoting 
economic  growth  while  preserving 
our  culture. 

Cultural  Components: 

In  this  1st  quarter  of  FY04,  the 
Tribal  Council  remains  committed 
to  advocating  for  the  cultural 
component  necessary  to  survive  as 
an  Indian  Nation. 

Problems/Solutions 

Encountered: 

Problems  listed  in  this  lsth  quarter 
need  to  reflect  on  the  subject 
matter  of  GTB  Committees  and 


stipends  paid  out  of  the  Tribal 
Council  Support  Budget.  The  FY 
Budget  justified  (6)  committees: 
Compensation  Committee, 
Constitutional  Reform, 
Enrollment  Committee, 

GTB  Election  Board, 

GTB  Health  Board  and 
GTB  Police  Commission. 

The  Tribal  Council  Budget, 
stipends  line  item  is  currently 
38%  spent  at  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter.  The  3rd  and  4th  quarter  of 
FY04  stipend  payments  will  need 
to  be  paid  100%  out  of  the  Indirect 
Cost  Budget. 

A problem  stated  in  FY03 
is  carried  over  and  stated  by 
the  Program  Director  is  the  lack 
of  GTB  Committees  providing 
mission  statements,  goals  and 
objectives  and  time-lines  in  which 
they  foresee  the  goals  of  the 
committee  can  be  met  within  a 
given  fiscal  year. 

As  Program  Director,  due 
to  budgetary  concerns  I would 
like  to  recommend  reducing  the 
stipend  amount  back  to  $50.00 
per  member,  per  meeting  with  the 
exception  of  the  Election  Board 
receiving  $100.00  per  member 
on  the  days  of  the  GTB  Primary 
and  General  Election  Days.  The 
amount  was  raised  to  $100.00 
when  a request  was  made  for 
an  increase  in  the  stipend  by 
an  Election  Board  member  with 
rationale  presented  that  during 
the  election  process  requirements 
of  the  Election  Board  commit 
them  to  a full  day  of  committee 
participation.  It  was  that 
rationale  that  encouraged  the 
stipend  amounts  be  increased 
to  $100.00  across  the  board  for 
all  stipends  and  all  committee 
members. 

Note  to  the  Tribal  Council 
Meeting  Minutes  in  this  first 
quarter  from  the  Executive 
Assistant  to  the  Tribal  Council 
reporting  that  the  open  and  closed 
meeting  minutes  of  December  17, 

2003  Regular  Session  are  currently 
incomplete  but  will  be  presented 
for  approval  at  the  January  21, 

2004  Regular  Session,  with  all 
other  meeting  minutes  reported 
as  current.  Mary  Lassaline,  Tribal 
Council  Transcriptionist  reports 
that  she  continues  to  work  on 
the  backlog  of  meeting  minutes 
1999  reporting  that  closed  session 
minutes  for  the  Tribal  Council 
Regular  Session  of  March  16  and 
the  Special  Session  of  March  10, 
1999  need  to  be  completed. 

Mary  states  her  goal  to  finish 
all  1999  minutes  by  the  end  of 
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January  2004.  Mary  also  notes 
that  most  of  the  minutes  for  1998 
have  been  completed,  less  four 
sets  of  open  and  closed  and  six  to 
eight  sets  closed  session  meeting 
minutes  that  still  need  to  be  done. 
Mary  reports  that  no  research  has 
been  done  on  backlogged  minutes 
prior  to  1998.  It  can  be  reported 
also  that  the  previous  Executive 
Assistant  to  Tribal  Council  was 
responsible  for  transcription  and 
began  recording  minutes  around 
9/96  to  Mary's  hire  date  of  10/01. 
There  were  two  previous  employees 
in  a time  period  from  5/96  - 9/96 
with  position  descriptions  that 
held  the  duty  of  transcribing 
meeting  minutes  at  that  time. 

Mary  states  in  her  report 
further  personal  goals  to  include 
participation  in  a records 
management  project  planned 
by  the  Executive  Assistant  to 
the  Tribal  Chairman  that  will 
organize  the  basement  of  the  GTB 
Administration  Building  allowing 
a determination  to  be  made 
concerning  meeting  minutes  prior 
to  1998. 

It  is  reported  that  Tribal 
Treasurer  Ardith  Chambers 
remains  absent  in  this  first  quarter 
of  the  new  fiscal  year  due  to  health 
reasons. 


Comparisons  To

Due  to  self-governance  we  are 
able  to  impact  on  the  Federal 
and  State  level,  to  better  serve 
the  Tribal  Membership,  and  also 
support  and  help  the  surrounding 
communities.  We  are  also  able 
to  allocate  dollars  to  meet  the 
needs  of  Tribal  Government  and 
supplement  with  Tribal  dollars. 

How  Do  The  Activities 
Accomplished  Impact  the 
Long-Range  Program  Goal: 

The  activities  in  the  4th  quarter 
are  examples  of  commitment 
to  leadership.  The  impact  on 
long  range  goals  comes  from  the 
February  2004 


continuous  effort  of  the  Council 
evaluating  programs  and  services, 
reviewing  investment  strategies, 
addressing  membership  concerns, 
providing  GTB  representation 
and  comment  on  issues  of 
Indian  Country  and  overcoming 
obstacles  to  build  better  working 
relationships. 

GTB  Tribal  Council  strives 
toward  strengthening  our  nation, 
acknowledging  the  competitive 
edge  in  the  gaming  industry  and 
protecting  all  that  claims  our 
identity  as  GTB.

The  open  committee  position  will  be  filled 
according  to  the  Tribal  Statutes  Code  Book: 

1 GTBC  - 404d 

The  Compensation  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven 
registered  voters  of  the  Tribe. 

(1)  Two  shall  be  selected  by  the  Tribal  Chair  and  have  a 
term  of  office  for  four  (4)  years.  Three  shall  be  selected  by 
the  Tribal  Council  by  majority  vote  and  have  a term  of 
office  for  two  (2)  years.  The  other  two  committee  members 
shall  be  selected  by  majority  vote  of  the  five  selected 
members  and  have  a term  of  office  for  three  (3)  years. 

(2)  Vacancies  shall  be  selected  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
position  which  was  vacated  by  term  of  office,  resignation, 
or  death.

The  GTB  Election  Board  has  completed  the  nomination  process.  The 
Election  Board  developed  and  completed  a list  of  candidates  seeking 
positions  on  the  Tribal  Council  and  Tribal  Chairman.  It  is  great  to  see 
the  number  of  candidates  seeking  office  and  I want  to  wish  each  one 
the  best  luck  possible.  We  now  face  a primary  election  on  February  26, 
2004.  REMEMBER  TO  VOTE  IN  ALL  ELECTIONS.  This  is  your  Tribal 
government.  Please  take  the  time  to  vote  for  the  candidate  of  your 
choice.  Recently,  I've  had  several  meetings  and  discussions  with  many 
Tribal  members.  The  topic  of  voting  has  surfaced  and  our  Right  to  Vote 
is  often  times  taken  for  granted.  Therefore,  voting  percentages  seem  to 
drop  when  it  comes  to  tribal  elections.  This  must  change  with  your  help. 
After  all,  this  is  your  Tribe  and  it  is  your  responsibility  to  exercise  your 
voting  rights.  Your  action  by  voting  is  important  to  its  continuation. 

My  thoughts  now  turn  to  my  reason  for  writing  this  article  so  I can 
share  my  experience  and  commitment  with  you. 

Over  a half  century  ago,  I served  honorably  in  the  US  Navy  and 
fought  of  the  Rights  of  ALL  Americans  off  the  coast  of  Korea.  At  that 
time,  I was  trying  to  understand  why  I was  over  there.  Today,  I know 
why  I was  there.  The  fundamental  reason  was  to  defend  our  Freedom 
because  it's  not  free.  Another  was  to  protect  the  rights  of  individuals, 
especially  the  Right  to  Vote  in  our  tribal  election  process. 

As  an  Elder,  a Veteran  and  Tribal  Council  Member,  I encourage  you 
to  practice  this  Right  by  VOTING  in  the  primary  and  general  election. 
Your  vote  has  greater  meaning  through  participation  and  will  protect 
your  sovereign  rights  by  voting.

Elders  Open  Forum 

The  Elders  Advisory  Chairperson 
Irene  Otto  submitted  a list  of 
Elder  concerns  that  Tribal  Council 
will  address  at  their  round  table 
discussion  group  on  Monday,  Jan. 
26.  A written  response  will  be  sent 
to  the  Elders  Advisory  Committee. 

♦ Elder  Angus  DeVerney  of 
Benzie  requested  the  council  to 
consider  giving  snow  removal 
assistance  to  disabled  elders.  The 
physical  and  monetary  limits 
that  our  elders  face  during  these 
hard  winter  months  places  them 
in  jeopardy.  They  try  to  take 
care  of  their  needs  but  some 
especially  need  assistance.  Angus 
pointed  out  that  there  is  often 
snow  removal  equipment  at  the 
community  outposts  that  sits  idle 
once  the  community  parking  lots 
are  cleared.  He  asked  that  the 
council  consider  if  there  would  be 
a way  to  help  Elders  in  need  using 
this  equipment.

I am  submitting  this  letter  as  a 
small  token  of  my  appreciation 
for  your  gratitude,  understanding, 
interaction,  and  acceptance  into 
your  community  and  organization. 
There  are  few  organizations  in 
Indian  Country  that  can  stand 
up  next  to  this  one.  There  is  a 
tremendous  amount  of  dedication, 
knowledge,  creativity,  and  devotion 
coming  from  the  fantastic  staff 
of  the  GTB.  The  membership 
should  be  grateful  for  the  level 
of  service  provided  through  the 
various  programs.  Tribal  Council 
works  diligently  to  ensure  that  the 
membership  receives  the  best  of 
what  can  be  offered. 

Upon  commencement  of  my 
work  as  the  Tribal  Manager,  there 
were  many  challenges  facing  the 
governmental  entity  of  the  GTB. 

One  of  the  issues  was  the  necessity  to 
open  up  the  lines  of  communication 
by  making  myself  approachable  and 
maintaining  an  open-door  policy. 
Another  concern  was  accountability 
of  those  in  responsible  positions 
which  has  been  enhanced  through 
communication  and  follow-up. 
Perhaps  the  most  important  issue 
was  listening  to  concerns  of  members 
and  employees,  responding  in  a 
positive  fashion,  thus  resolving  as 
many  conflicts  as  possible.  Integrity 
was  also  improved  through  example 
and  behavior.  I can  only  hope  that 
some  of  these  remnants  will  remain 
upon  my  exit. 

I have  decided  to  pursue  a 
career  path  with  the  National  Indian 
Gaming  Commission  and  will 
begin  my  duties  as  a Field  Auditor 
on  February  9,  2004.  This  decision 
did  not  come  easy,  but  was  solely 
my  own.  I am  a Pokagon  Band  of 
Potawatomi  Indian  tribal  member 
and  my  Great-great-great-great- 
grandfather  was  Leopold  Pokagon. 
There  is  a portrait  of  Leopold  in  the 
conference  room  of  the  Medicine 
Lodge.  My  Grandfather's  last  name 
was  Hamilton,  which  is  carved  at  the 
entrance  of  the  Strongheart  Center. 
Even  though  I am  taking  a path 
away  from  this  community,  some 
of  my  spirit  preceded  and  remains 
here.  This  experience  has  been  most 
enjoyable  and  ranks  at  the  top  of 
my  list.  I wish  you  all  the  best  in 
the  future  and  will  carry  you  in  my 
prayers.  Perhaps  our  paths  will  cross 
again  in  the  not-too  distant  future.

A Salute  to  our  Fallen  Comrade 


Frank  F.  James 
July  2,  1917  - 
January  4,  2004 


PESHAWBESTOWN  - Frank  F.  James, 

86,  of  Peshawbestown,  passed  away  on 
Jan.  4,  2004,  at  Munson  Medical  Center 
in  Traverse  City.  Born  on  July  2,  1917, 
in  Kalkaska  County,  he  was  the  son  of 
Wallace  and  Alice  (Hinman)  James.  Frank 
married  Ruby  Kaulay  on  July  29,  1950,  in 
Lawton,  OK. 

Frank  “Ogitchida"  is  of  the  Black 
Wolf  Clan  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of 
Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians.  He  is  a 
carrier  of  an  Odawa  Eagle 
Staff  that  holds  Eight  Eagle 
feathers.  He  was  a Grand 
Traverse  Band  Tribal  Elder. 

A veteran,  Frank  served  our 
country  in  the  US  Army  during 
WWII  and  the  Korean  Conflict. 

He  was  at  Pearl  Harbor  when  the 
bombing  first  began  with  Japan, 
and  he  served  in  Guam.  Frank 
earned  a bronze  star  and  many 
ribbons  and  medals  for  his  bravery. 

Frank  retired  from  General 

Motors  in  Lansing.  After  retirement,  he  and  Ruby  traveled  between  Oklahoma, 

Kalkaska,  Peshawbestown  and  Lansing.  They  had  many  treasured  memories. 

Frank  was  one  of  the  first  fifteen 
signatures  that  chartered  Eagletown 
American  Eagle  Post  #120  in  August 
of  2000.  He  was  a “Paid  Up  for  Life 
Member"  of  Post  #120. 

Frank  is  described  as  an  example 
of  “all  that  is  good";  he  is  a loving  husband,  a friend,  and 
a good  soldier.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  many. 

Frank  is  survived  by  his  sister,  Dorothy  McDonald 
of  Ithaca;  his  nephews  and  nieces,  Jesse  James 
of  Peshawbestown,  Lyle  James  of  Lansing,  Linda

Tribal/Native  American  Medicaid  Applicants!  No  more  calling  an  800 
number  to  get  permission  to  take  your  child  /or  yourself  to  the  Dr.  of 
the  State's  choice.  Before  Medicaid  recipients  were  not  asked  if  they 
wanted  to  be  exempt  from  Managed  Care  (HMO's).  If  you  were  put  on 
automatically,  you  had  to  sign  a Native  American  Waiver  Form  to  get 
taken  off,  and  provide  Tribal  I.D.  or  get  a letter  from  your  tribe. 

Now  you  can  just  call  “MICHIGAN  ENROLLS"-l-888-3 67-6557  to  request 
disenrollment.  This  will  take  effect  the  following  month.  You  can  then  go 
to  a Physician  of  your  choice  without  prior  authorization  as  long  as  they 
accept  Medicaid.  Please  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  because  it 
does  save  the  Tribe  health  care  dollars  by  allowing  our  health  facility  to 
bill  the  State  for  Medicaid  visits  vs.  Indian  Health  Services.

According  to  the  ADA  Foundation's  first  Family  Nutrition  and  Physical 
Activity  Survey,  which  asked  a nationally  representative  sample  of 
1,230  parents  and  children  about  their  attitudes  and  behavior  regarding 
weight,  eating  habits  and  physical  activity,  parents  outranked  sports 
celebrities  as  the  person  the  child  "would  like  to  be  most."

Sports  celebrity  (11.9  percent) 

Father  (11.3  percent). 

Music  celebrities  and  actors  and  actresses  also  were  named  as  role 
models.  Boys  were  more  likely  to  identify  their  father  as  a role  model, 
while  girls  more  often  selected  their  mother.  "These  findings  underscore 
the  importance  of  a parent's  involvement  in  helping  their  children  make 
good  choices  in  life,  including  dietary  choices,"  said  registered  dietitian 
and  ADA  spokesperson  Sheah  Rarback.  "Research  has  found  strong  links 
especially  between  the  food  mothers  eat  and  the  choices  made  by  their 
children.  And  children's  eating  behaviors  are  influenced  by  such  family- 
related  factors  as  the  number  of  meals  eaten  together. 

By  eating  healthy  foods  themselves  and  making  sure  to  offer  them 
to  their  children,  parents  can  give  their  kids  opportunities  to  learn  to 
like  a variety  of  nutritious  foods,"  Rarback  said.  Rarback  noted  that  the 
number  of  children  in  the  survey  who  cited  any  role  model  decreased  as 
the  children  got  older.  "This  is  more  evidence  that,  as  parents,  we  need 
to  positively  affect  our  children's  development  and  behaviors  at  an  early 
age,  when  our  influence  is  the  greatest,"  Rarback  said.

What  is  a mortgage  report? 

A mortgage  report  is  a special  credit  report 
that  lenders  use  prior  to  deciding  whether 
or  not  to  extend  you  a home  loan.  Each 
report  is  compiled  from  credit  reports  from 
two  or  three  credit  bureaus.  The  mortgage 
credit  reporting  company  purchases 
credit  reports  from  the  credit  bureaus, 
combines  them,  and  manually  verifies 
specific  information  such  as  employment, 
credit  account  balances,  and  public  record 
information.

What  is  an  employment  report? 

An  employment  report  is  a modified  credit 
report  that  helps  potential  and  current 
employers  make  hiring  and  promoting 
decisions.  The  employment  report  contains 
much  of  the  same  information  about  your 
loans  and  credit  cards  that  your  credit 
report  has  listed.  However,  your  marital 
status,  year  of  birth,  and  account  numbers 
are  omitted  from  the  employment  report. 

Who  may  check  my  credit  report? 

Federal  law  carefully  regulates  how  credit 
reports  can  be  used  and  by  whom.  By  law, 
you  have  the  right  to  obtain  your  own 
reports  at  a reasonable  price.  Businesses 
must  meet  the  following  requirements 
before  they  can  access  consumer  credit 
information: 

□ Proof  of  a permissible  purpose  under 
federal  law. 

□ A background  check  and  on-site 
inspection  of  the  business. 

□ A current  business  license.

Dear  Tribal  Community  Members, 

Recently  many  of  us  in  the  Tribal  community  have  become  concerned 
about  the  direction  our  community  has  taken.  We've  noticed  children 
of  all  ages  running  around  the  streets  alone  at  all  times  of  the  day  and 
night.  We've  seen  vandalism  and  misbehavior  committed  by  older 
children  and  teens.  We're  concerned  that  many  of  our  community's 
children  are  not  being  monitored  by  their  parents  and  will  be  hurt  or 
head  down  the  wrong  path. 

We,  as  a group,  have  decided  that  we  will  begin  a community  watch. 

We  will  watch  out  for  our  children  as  well  as  your  children.  If  we 
observe  young  children  out  alone  without  supervision  we  will 
report  it  to  Anishinaabek  Family  Services.  If  we  observe  negative 
behavior  being  committed  by  older  children  and  teens  we  will  notify  the 
proper  authorities.  For  those  living  in  Tribal  Housing,  their  policy  states 
that  you  must  monitor  your  children  at  all  times  and  failure  to  do  so 
could  result  in  a lease  violation.  Receiving  more  than  two  violations  for 
the  same  reason  may  result  in  an  eviction  notice. 

We  ask  you,  as  a community,  as  parents/guardians  and  as  Tribal 
members  to  join  us  in  our  efforts  to  make  our  community  a safe  and 
healthier  place  to  live.  Youth  will  follow  the  correct  path  of  life  with 
proper  guidance  and  direction.  We  will  help  you  in  any  way  we  can  but 
as  a parent/guardian  you  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  actions  of  your 
children. 

We  need  all  of  you  to  make  this  effort  successful  so  please  come  out 
to  our  meetings  on  Tuesday  nights  7pm  - 8pm  at  the  Medicine  Lodge; 
snacks  will  be  provided.

There  is  a 10%  match  which  the  Tribal  Council  has 
agreed  to  supply.  The  Fire  Administrator  is  currently  drafting  specifications 
which  will  be  forwarded  to  the  membership  and  the  Tribal  Council  for  their 
approval  prior  to  bidding  for  the  purchasing  of  the  truck.  The  department  is 
extremely  pleased  for  this  grant  and  the  opportunity  to  provide  a newer  truck 
for  the  community. 

Nationwide,  there  was  a home  fire  death  every  170  minutes 
Almost  half  of  those  deaths  resulted  from  fires  that  were  reported  between  10:00 
p.m.  and  6:00  am.  Only  one  fifth  of  the  home  fires  occurred  during  these  hours 
Cooking  was  the  leading  cause  of  home  fires  and  home  fire  injuries  year-round. 

Although  children  five  and  under  make  up  about  9%  of  the  country's 
population,  they  accounted  for  17%  of  the  home  fire  deaths,  assigning  them  a 
risk  twice  the  national  average. 

Only  one  fifth  of  the  home  fire  deaths  from  1989-1998  were  caused  by  fire 
in  which  a smoke  alarm  was  present  and  operated. 

Every  individual  in  every  household  needs  to  know  and  practice  a fire  escape 
plan.  This  includes  knowing  how  to  escape  your  house,  where  to  meet,  and 
to  call  911  from  a neighbors  house.  Make  sure  your  existing  detectors  have 
operational  batteries  and  then  replace  those  batteries  (a  minimum  of  one 
detector  per  floor)  at  least  once  every  year.  Correspond  the  changing  of  those 
batteries  with  a special  day  such  as  when  the  clocks  are  rolled  back  in  the  fall  of 
every  year.  Questions  on  this  information  can  be  directed  towards  any  member 
of  the  fire  department  or  by  calling  the  administrator  at  271-4793.

Remarks  on  the  Occasion  of  the 
Grand  Opening  Ceremony 
National  Museum  of  the  American  Indian 
National  Mall 
Washington,  D.C. 

September  21, 2004

Director,  National  Museum  of  the  American

Smithsonian  Institution 

For  a decade  and  a half  I have  thought 
about  what  I would  say  in  the  next  seven  minutes. 

I realize  that  no  reflections  of  mine  can  possibly 
match  in  significance  what  we  celebrate  today  on 
America’s  National  Mall.  But  once  in  a great  while, 
something  so  important  and  so  powerful  occurs 
that,  just  for  a moment,  history  seems  to  stand  still 
- and  silent  - in  honor.  I sense  that  this  place  and 
this  time  in  the  fall  equinox  season  of  2004  is  one  of  those 
moments.  As  a small  part  of  that  moment,  I now  offer  these 
words  to  you  with  humility  and  great  respect. 

I have  thought  so  often,  as  the 
Director  and  as  a Southern  Cheyenne,  about 
the  true  meaning  of  the  National  Museum  of 
the  American  Indian.  Like  all  of  you,  I have 
a deep  pride  in  creating  this  cultural  and 
spiritual  marker  for  the  ages  on  America’s 
National  Mall  - this  beautiful  Native  place. 

As  a museum,  it  celebrates,  which  often  have 
not  been  known  or  understood,  the  truly 
great  cultural  accomplishments  of  the  Native 
peoples  of  the  Americas  long  before  others 
came.  It  also  insists  that  Native  communities 
and  cultures  are  very  much  alive,  if  often 
challenged  by  hard  circumstances,  throughout 
the  hemisphere.  It  uses  the  voices  of  Native 
peoples  themselves  in  telling  the  histories  and 
stories  of  Native  America,  past  and  present. 

I always  have  believed,  however,  that 
the  National  Museum  of  the  American  Indian 
is  really  a symbol  for  something  bigger  and 
more  important  than  even  that  beautiful  Native  place  just 
across  the  street.  And  that  is  this:  it  is  a symbol  for  the 
hope,  centuries  in  the  making,  that  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  all  Americans,  beyond  this  museum  and  throughout  the 
Americas,  will  open  and  welcome  the  presence  of  the  first 


peoples  in  their  history  and 
in  their  contemporary  lives. 

We  have  lived  in 
these  lands  and  sacred  places 
for  thousands  of  years.  We 
thus  are  the  original  part 
of  the  cultural  heritage  of 
every  person  hearing  these 
words  today,  whether  you 
are  Native  or  non-Native. 

We  have  felt  the  cruel  and 
destructive  edge  of  the 
colonialism  that  followed 
contact  and  lasted  for 
hundreds  of  years.  But,  in 
our  minds  and  in  history,  we 
are  not  its  victims.  As  the 
Mohawks  have  counseled  us, 
“It  is  hard  to  see  the  future 

with  tears  in  your  eyes.” 

We  have  survived  and,  from  a cultural  standpoint, 
triumphed  against  great  odds.  We  are  here  now  - 40,000,000 

indigenous  people  throughout 
the  Americas  and  in 
hundreds  of  different  cultural 
communities.  And  we  will 
insist,  as  we  must,  that  we 
remain  a part  of  the  cultural 
future  of  the  Americas,  just  as 
we  were  a part  of  its  past  and 
fought  so  hard  to  be  a part  of 
its  present. 

But  the  National  Museum  of 
the  American  Indian  is  even 
more  significant  as  a symbol 
for  this:  that,  at  long  last,  the 
culturally  different  histories, 
cultures,  and  peoples  of  the 
Americas  can  come  together  in 
new  mutual  understanding  and 
respect.  That  understanding 
and  respect  make  possible  the 
true  cultural  reconciliation  that 
until  now  has  eluded  American  history. 

This  prayerful  hope  has  been  stated  before  with  far 
more  eloquence  than  mine,  and  I want  you  to  hear  those  words 
now.  Exactly  a century  ago,  on  September  21,  1904,  Native 


Hank  Bailey,  Phyllis  Rice  (Hank’s  sister)  and  family,  Tara  and  Anthony  Barrientoz,  Elaine  and  Christine  Mitchell 
attended  this  monumental  Native  event  and  were  kind  enough  to  share  their  photos  with  us.  We  would  like  to  thank 
Phyllis  and  Jim  and  Hank  for  all  the  wonderful  pictures  of  this  truly  blessed  event.  Thank  you. 
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America  lost  one  of  its  most  legendary  patriot  chiefs.  He  was  known  in  English  as  Chief 
Joseph,  but  to  his  own  people  he  was  Hinmatoowyalahtqit.  He  made  his  plea  in  1879, 
just  after  he  had  barely  failed  in  his  legendary  march  to  seek  freedom  in  Canada  from  the 
United  States  Seventh  Cavalry: 

If  the  white  man  wants  to  live  in  peace  with  the  Indian , there  need  be  no  trouble . Treat 

all  men  alike Give  them  all  an  even  chance  to  live  and  grow . All  men  were  made  by 

the  same  Great  Spirit . They  are  brothers. 

So  in  the  spirit  of  Hinmatoowyalahtqit  and  at  the  opening  of  the  National  Museum 
of  the  American  Indian,  I say,  on  this  September  21st,  to  those  of  you  within  sight  and 
sound  of  this  occasion  who  descend  from  those  who  came,  “Welcome  to  Native  America.” 
And  I say  to  those  of  you  who  descend  from  the  Native  ancestors  who  were  here, 

“Welcome  home.” 

In  the  different  journey  through  history,  together,  that  the  eloquence  of  Chief  Joseph 
commands,  and  that  the  National  Museum  of  the  American  Indian  so  powerfully  demands,  I 
offer,  in  conclusion  and  in  hope,  these  words  in  Cheyenne: 

Naa  ma’heo’o 

Tseo-aam-e-vehe-tseme 

Naa 

Tseo-aam-e — vehe-hahtse 

Ho-sehe-oo-heeste 

Naa 

Tseeme-xane 
Nehe-dao-hoh-vah-eehe 
Tse-peve-vaahy e 
Tseo-nehe-shh-ne-shh-vee-toho 

“Maheo,  the  Great  Mystery,  walks  beside  you,  and  walks  beside  your  work,  and 
touches  all  the  good  that  you  attempt.”

Contract  Health  Services  Program  Policies  and  Procedures 
Effective  January  1,  2005 

In  an  effort  to  secure  the  future  of  health  program(s)  within  the  tribal  structure, 
it  has  become  necessary  to  modify  the  current  policies,  procedures  and  delivery 
system  of  the  Contract  Health  Services  Program.  Tribal  Members  should  be 
assured  that  the  benefits  provided  to  tribal  members  will  not  change.  The 
process  in  which  benefits  are  accessed  however,  is  changing  and  will  require 
additional  responsibilities  from  our  health  clients. 

Changes  to  the  Contract  Health  Program  policies  and  procedures  will  include: 

Q > Require  annual  enrollment  in  the  BCBS  CHS  plan  with  signed 
statement  regarding  eligibility  for  other  medical  coverage. 

Q > Limit  eligibility  for  BCBS  CHS  plan  to  tribal  members  who  are  not 
eligible  for  other  health  coverage. 

*=>  Asa  structured  exception,  prescription  drug  and  dental 

services  will  be  provided  to  elders  enrolled  in  Medicare  Part  A 
and  B through  the  BCBS  CHS  plan. 

Q > Limit  eligibility  for  BCBS  CHS  plan  to  tribal  members  whose  primary 
residence  is  within  the  six  county  service  area:  Grand  Traverse, 
Charlevoix,  Leelanau,  Benzie,  Manistee  and  Antrim. 

Q > Limit  dependent  eligibility  as  outlined  in  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of 
Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians  Rules  for  Health  Services.  (Refer  to 
GTB  Clinic  Eligibility  Rules  approved  by  motion  on  September  21, 
1999.) 

Q > Limit  optical  Services  to  the  GTB  CHS  Optical  Program. 

Q > Limit  Behavioral  Health  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  under  the 
BCBS  CHS  plan  as  follows: 

& 60  inpatient  days  per  calendar  year 

>=>  120  inpatient  days  per  lifetime 

*=>  50  outpatient  visits  per  calendar  year 

>=>  120  outpatient  visits  per  lifetime 

Q > Implement  a three-tier  prescription  drug  co-pay  structure  of  $0  for 
generic  drugs,  $15  for  preferred  brand  name  drugs  and  $30  for  non- 
preferred brand  name  drugs. 

>=>  Elders  55  and  older  are  required  to  take  a generic  alternative 
or  preferred  name  brand  when  using  prescribed  drugs.  No 
reimbursement  will  be  issued  for  any  non-preferred  brand 
name  drug  not  on  formulary  list  when  generic  or  preferred 
brand  alternative  is  available. 

& Every  tribal  member  eligible  for  A and  B of  Medicare  is 

mandated  to  enroll  to  be  eligible  for  Contract  Health  services. 

>=>  GTB  will  reimburse  the  cost  of  Medicare  Part  B to  all  eligible 
tribal  elders. 

Q > Implement  dental  benefit  limits  of  $1,000  calendar  year  maximum  and 
$1,000  lifetime  orthodontia  maximum,  orthodontia  coverage  further 
limited  to  covered  children  only  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  in  which  they 
turn  19. 


& Changes  in: 

•=>  Direct  reimbursement  to  members  enrolled  in  other 
health  plans  for  out  of  pocket  expenses. 

<=>  Direct  reimbursement  to  members  enrolled  in  the  BCBS 
CHS  plan  for  expenses  not  paid  by  BCBS 
& Direct  reimbursement  to  providers  or  members  for 

expenses  incurred  by  members  not  enrolled  in  the  BCBS 
CHS  plan. 

& Expenses  covered  under  the  current  structure  must  be 
incurred  prior  to  December  3 1 , 2004  and  submitted  for 
reimbursement  prior  to  March  31,  2005.

This  is  a program  that  educates  and  empowers 
young  Native  people  ages  14  to  21  years  who 

live  in  Leelanau  County.  Although  the  grant  only 
stipulates  Leelanau  County,  those  outside  of  the  service 
area  have  been  affected.  Uniting  the  most  effective 
existing  local  public  and  private  programs  and  services 
into  one  streamlined  program,  YO!  provides  opportunities 
for  academic  achievement,  leadership  development  and 
workplace  readiness. 

The  goals  of  YO!  are  met  through: 

* Creation  of  a highly- skilled  workforce. 

* Linking  youth  to  academic,  occupational  and  job 
development  opportunities. 

* Developing  internships  and  apprenticeship 
opportunities. 

* Providing  a link  between  literacy  and  job  training. 

* Providing  supportive  services  such  as  childcare, 
health  education  and  transportation. 


Additionally  YO!  Community  partnerships  are: 

LPHS,  Northwest  Community  College,  women  Resources,  SBS,  Catholic  Human  Services, 
Youth  Friends,  Northport,  CTC,  Leelanau  truancy  Task  Force,  3rd  Level,  Straight  TALK 
outreach  Program  idale  Mad  Dog  Messner,!  Goodwill  Indus,  G.T.  Heritage  Center,  TV2,  MI

YO!  is  funded  under  a $7  million  grant  by  the  Department  of  Labor.  GTB  was  one  of  36 
communities  nationwide  to  receive  some  $223  million  to  attack  unemployment  among 
out-of-school  youth.  The  grants  are  part  of  a five-year,  $1,375  billion  Youth  Opportunity 
Movement,  an  effort  to  provide  education  and  job  training  opportunities  to  young  people 
who  are  most  at-risk  of  permanent  joblessness.  Grand  Traverse  Band  received  funding  over 
5 years,  serving  105  youth.  GTB  YO!  receives  the  smallest  portion  of  grant  funding  out  of 
the  36  YO!  sites. 

Despite  GTBis  overall  economic  well-being,  several  distressed  areas  face  major  barriers. 

Our  target  area  is  comprise  of  105  tribal  youth  within  Leelanau  County,  these  youth  are 
spilt  between  SIX  Youth  Development  Sepcialist. 

YO!  can  have  a profound  impact  upon  our  youth: 


Sponsored  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor  and  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band,  YO!  is  part  of  a national  movement 
designed  to  create  personal  growth  and  employment 
opportunities  for  youth  and  help  them  to  become  self- 
sufficient  adults. 

YO!  substantially  increases  GTB’s  programs  for  our  youth. 

The  YO!  center  provide  safe  and  caring  environments  for 
learning,  social  and  leadership  activities  such  as: 


* YO!  instills  in  youth  a sense  of  personal  responsibility  and  accountability  for 
their  actions. 

* Members  are  provided  access  to  an  area  wide  network  of  training,  education 
and  personal  development  opportunities. 

* YO!  offers  personalized  programs  to  meet  youth  at  their  level  of  learning. 

* Youth  engage  in  recreational  and  cultural  activities  to  interact  and  network  with 
their  peers. 

* YO!  offers  access  to  computer  labs,  while  tutoring  and  mentoring  is  available 
to  all  members  to  enhance  and  strengthen  their  skills  for  future  careers.

Through  the  modesty  of  the  YO!  staff 
those  that  are  not  directly  affected  by  their  generosity  and  love  do  not  realize  the  residual 
impact  that  they  have  had  on  our  youth.  Each  Youth  Development  Specialist  (YDS)  view 
their  youth  as  family,  furthermore,  their  rewards  lie  in  the  smiles  of  youth  when  a goal  is 
completed. 


The  goal  of  creating  excellence  in  one  youth  at  a time  that  has  been  a springboard  to  seeing 
our  youth  achieve  their  goals  and  be  successful.  There

received  daily  encouragement  and  guidance.  He  put  every  ounce  of  himself  into  YO!,. 
He  trusted  his  youth  development  specialist  and  through  his  attitude  and  perseverance 
alongside  his  YDS  he  is  succeeding  and  is  not  facing  life  in  prison  but  college  life  and 
future  beginnings. 


Another  youth  found  herself  pregnant  at  17  years  old  and  was  unable  to  complete  her 
education;  however,  after  she  enrolled  in  YO!  she  received  mentoring,  tutoring,  and  job 
experience.  After  completing  her  high  school  diploma  she  found  the  courage  with  the  help 
of  her  YDS  to  go  after  her  dreams  of  becoming  a beautician.  Now  with  her  high  school 
diploma  in  hand  she  is  attending  Beauty  College  even  while  taking  care  of  her  young  son. 


Yet  another  youth  who  was  not  expected  to  graduate  or  do  much  with  himself,  received 
that  personal  touch  from  YO!  And  blossomed,  graduated  and  is  only  expected  to  continue 
to  be  successful.  Another  moving  story  of  a youth  that  never  had  a job  in  his  life,  received 
employment  through  YO!.  He  is  an  outstanding  employee  and  has  continued  to  work, 


thankful  for  the  good  work  ethics  that  YO!  provided 
through  its  career  development  trainings. 

What  is  the  commonality  in  all  these  testimonies,  the  good 
relationships  and  mentoring  that  they  have  with  their  Youth 
Development  Specialist.  Their  YDS  come  from  the  same 
background,  they  are  surpassing  on  knowledge  and  training 
to  help  Native  youth  succeed.  Even  with  youth  that  are  not 
having  any  difficulties  in  their  lives  still  feel  a sense  of  loss, 
Sky  Bass  states:  “what  will  I do  when  YO!  is  gone. . .” 

Aspects  of  YO!  are  trying  to  be  incorporated  into  Youth 
Services,  however,  unlike  Youth  services,  YO  provides 
more  than  positive  activities.  YO!  has  focused  on  youth 
development  to  encompass  every  stage  of  the  youth  life, 
and  it  is  the  unique  connection  that  has  been  the  foundation 
to  YO!  success  but  more  importantly  to  the  youth.  YO!  has 
become  a communication  link  between  child  and  parent 
as  some  youth  need  someone  else  to  talk  with.  Although, 
aspects  like  job  training  and  life  skills  may  be  built  into 
in  Youth  Services,  the  heart  of  YO!,  mentoring  will  be 
missing.

YO!  is  very  proud  of  all  the  success  that  each 
of  our  youth  have  experiences;  rather  it  was  receiving  their 
driver  licenses,  getting  their  GED’s,  their  diploma’s,  etc.  all 
of  you  made  the  YO!  experience  better  and  taught  us  the 
importance  of  hope  and  trust.

Policies  and  Procedure 

Mission  Statement:  The  mission  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians  Tribal  Human  Services  Department  is  to  promote 
community  self-sufficiency,  physical  and  mental  well-being  for  tribal 
members  within  the  Tribe’s  six  county  service  area  through  direct  service 
provision,  education,  and  community  involvement  within  the  spirit  of  self- 
governance. 

Policy  for  Human  Services  Assistance  Program 

Eligibility:  Households  of  GTB  Tribal  Members,  including  Elders  and 
those  on  SS/SSI,  that  reside  in  the  six  county  area,  and  that  meet  the  income 
guidelines  listed  below  are  eligible  for  services.  Elders  and  those  on 
SS/SSI  are  counted  as  members  of  the  household  in  which  they  reside.  For 
requested  services,  only  GTB  Tribal  Members  can  be  counted  as  members 
of  the  household.  To  determine  household  income  guidelines,  all  income, 
with  the  exception  of  GTB  per  capita  distribution,  will  be  counted.  This 
will  include  all  income  of  non-GTB  members. 

Type  of  Emergency  Assistance  Available:  Utility  payment  assistance  for 
eligible  Tribal  Members,  Elders  and  those  on  SS/SSI  who  have  received 
a shut  off  notice.  Those  with  other  emergency  requests  will  be  referred  to 
appropriate  programs/agencies  for  assistance. 

Amount  of  Assistance  Available  Per  Household:  Up  to  $150  per  fiscal 
year,  and  up  to  $150  twice  per  fiscal  year  for  households  in  which  Elders 
and  those  on  SS/SSI  reside.  Households  that  exceed  the  income  guidelines 
may  be  eligible  for  services  on  a case-by-case  basis.  Upper  management,  to 
determine  the  level  of  need,  will  review  each  request.

Policy  for  the  Food  Assistance  Program 

Eligibility:  Households  of  GTB  Tribal  Members,  including  Elders  and 
those  on  SS/SSI,  that  reside  in  the  six  county  service  area  and  that  meet  the 
income  guidelines  listed  below.  Elders  and  those  on  SS/SSI  are  counted 
as  members  of  the  household  in  which  they  reside.  For  requested  services, 
only  GTB  Tribal  Members  can  be  counted  as  members  of  the  household. 

To  determine  household  income  guidelines,  all  income,  with  the  exception 
of  GTB  per  capita  distribution,  will  be  counted.  This  will  include  all 
income  of  non-GTB  members. 

Food  Assistance  Program:  One  Food  Order  per  household,  per  fiscal 
year,  and  two  Food  Orders  per  household,  every  6 months,  per  fiscal  year 
for  households  in  which  Elders  and  those  on  SS/SSI  reside.  Households 
that  exceed  the  income  guidelines  may  be  eligible  for  services  on  a case- 
by-case  basis.  Upper  management,  to  determine  their  level  of  need,  will 
review  each  request.

November  is  Native  American 
Women’s  Health  Month,  here 
are  some  important  health 
issues  of  special  concern  to  Native  American 
women: 

• Accidental  death  and  injury  rates  for  Native  American 
women  are  nearly  three  (3)  times  the  national  average, 
many  of  which  are  associated  with  not  using  seatbelts, 
alcohol  use  and  violence. 


• Diabetes  is  common  in  Native  American  women.  In 
some  tribes,  as  many  as  half  of  the  women  have  diabetes. 

• The  numbers  of  babies  born  to  Native  American  women 
with  fetal  alcohol  syndrome  are  very  high  because  of  the 
high  rates  of  drinking  during  pregnancy. 

• Deaths  from  tuberculosis  are  five  (5)  times  higher  in 
Native  American  women  than  the  national  average 

• Native  American  women  have  the  highest  lung  cancer 
rates  of  all  American  women,  due  to  high  rates  of 
smoking.

BCCCP  INFORMATION 
Women’s  Cancer 
Screening  Program  in 
Michigan 

Since  1991,  the 
Michigan  Department 
of  Community  Health 
(MDCH)  has  implemented 
a comprehensive  Breast  and 
Cervical  Cancer  Control 
Program  (BCCCP)  through 
a multi-year  grant  from  the 
U.S.  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention. 
With  these  funds,  low- 
income  women  now  have 
access  to  life-saving  cancer 
screening  services  and 
follow-up  care,  including 
cancer  treatment  if  that 
should  be  needed. 

Through  this  program, 
women  who  have  breast 
and  cervical  cancer  will  be 
identified  at  earlier  stages 
of  these  diseases,  when 
treatment  is  less  expensive 
and  the  survival  rate  if 
more  favorable.  Working 
together,  participating 
medical  providers  and 
local  health  agencies  can 
ensure  that  the  highest 
quality  breast  and  cervical 
cancer  control  services  are 
available  to  all  women  in 
their  communities. 

Where  Are  These  Services 
Available? 

Women  throughout 
Michigan  may  seek  these 
services  from  local  health 
departments  and  over 
700  contracted  BCCCP 
providers  across  the  state. 
Services  are  also  available 
through  tribal  health  clinics 
of  federally  recognized 
tribes.  A woman’s  usual 
health  care  provider  may 
encourage  the  woman 


to  take  advantage  of  this 
program.  In  addition, 
any  Michigan  woman 
ages  40  through  64  can 
call  (toll-free)  800-922- 
MAMM  to  obtain  a phone 
number  for  the  BCCCP 
local  coordinating  agency 
closest  to  her  home.  The 
local  agency  will  assess 
each  woman  for  program 
eligibility,  based  upon 
age  and  income,  and  will 
provide  an  appointment  to  a 
health  care  provider  or 
clinic  near  her  home. 

Provider  Participation 
BCCCP  services  are 
coordinated  through  20 
local  health  departments 
across  Michigan,  as  well 
as  the  Karmanos  Cancer 
Institute  in  Detroit.  These 
agencies  have  enlisted 
the  cooperation  and 
participation  of 
physicians,  hospitals, 
and  other  health  care 
organizations  in  their 
communities  to  assure  that 
all  necessary  follow-up 
services  are 

provided.  Local  agencies 
are  required  to  provide  or 
arrange  for  basic  screening 
services,  i.e,  clinical 
breast  exams,  screening 
mammograms,  pelvic 
exams,  Pap  smears,  and 
patient  education.  Some 
local  agencies  are  delivering 
these  basic  services  through 
their 

existing  or  expanded 
department  staff.  Others  are 
providing  the  basic  services 
through  subcontracts  with 
community  providers.  Local 
agencies  usually  contract 
with  radiology  facilities  to 
provide  mammography 


services  to  enrolled  women, 
as  well  as  with  clinical 
laboratories  to  analyze  Pap 
test. 

What  women  are  elibible  for 
BCCCP  services? 

To  be  eligible  for  BCCCP 
services,  women  must  meet 
the  following 
criteria: 

* Have  an  imcome  < 
250%  of  federal  poverty 
level; 

* Be  uninsured  or 
underinsured  for  these  tests; 
and 

* Be  age  40  - 64  for 
breast/cervical  cancer 
screening  and  for  diagnostic 
follow-up  of  breast  /cervical 
abnormalities  or 

Be  age  18-39  and 
have  been  indentified 
with  cervical  abnormality 
through  the  Family  Planning 
Program  (Title  X)

Medicare  Premium,  Deductible  and  Coinsurance  Rates  for  2005 
by  Wisconsin  Physicians  Service  (WPS) 


The  Elders  Program  is  participating  in  the  second  and  last 
cycle  of  completing  a social  and  health  needs  assessment 
for  our  elders.  This  project  is  made  possible  through  the 
National  Resource  Center  on  Native  American  Aging  at  the 
University  of  North  Dakota  Center  for  Rural  Health.  As  a 
participant  of  this  project,  we  are  able  to  receive  the  results 
of  this  assessment  and  use  the  information  to  document 
disparities,  strengthen  future  grant  proposals,  and  also 
compare  the  two  surveys  to  determine  if  changes  are 
occurring  among  chronic  disease  rates,  functional 
limitation,  exercise  and  other  variables  listed  on  the  survey. 
As  an  incentive  for  elders  filling  out  the  survey,  we  are 
raffling  off  three  $50  gift  cards  to  Wal-Mart.  All  surveys 
will  remain  confidential.  You  will  be  given  a raffle  ticket  to 
enter  the  drawing. 


The  following  is  a listing  of  the  Medicare  premium,  deductible,  and  coinsurance  rates  that 
will  be  in  effect  in  2005: 

Medicare  Premiums  for  2005: 

Part  A:  (Hospital  Insurance ) Premium 

Most  people  do  not  pay  a monthly  Part  A premium  because  they  or  a spouse  has  40  or  more 
quarters  of  Medicare-covered  employment. 

The  Part  A premium  is  $206.00  per  month  for  people  having  30-39  quarters  of  Medicare- 
covered  employment. 

The  Part  A premium  is  $375.00  per  month  for  people  who  are  not  otherwise  eligible  for 
premium-free  hospital  insurance  and  have  less  than  30  quarters  of  Medicare-covered 
employment. 

Part  B:  ( Medical  Insurance ) Premium 
$78.20  per  month.

Medicare  Deductible  and  Coinsurance  Amounts  for  2005: 

Part  A:  (pays  for  inpatient  hospital,  skilled  nursing  facility,  and  some  home  health  care)  For 
each  benefit  period  Medicare  pays  all  covered  costs  except  the  Medicare  Part  A deductible 
(2005  = $912)  during  the  first  60  days  and  coinsurance  amounts  for  hospital  stays  that  last 
beyond  60  days  and  no  more  than  150  days. 

For  each  benefit  period  you  pay: 

A total  of  $912  for  a hospital  stay  of  1-60  days. 

$228  per  day  for  days  61-90  of  a hospital  stay. 

$456  per  day  for  days  91-150  of  a hospital  stay  (Lifetime  Reserve  Days). 

All  costs  for  each  day  beyond  150  days. 

Skilled  Nursing  Facility  Coinsurance 

$114.00  per  day  for  days  21  through  100  each  benefit  period.

World  No  Tobacco  Day  is  May  31st  every 
year.  World  No  Tobacco  Day  is  the  only  global  event 
established  to  call  attention  to  the  impact  of  tobacco  use  on 
public  health  and  reduce  individual  tobacco  dependence. 

The  Coalition  for  World  No  Tobacco  Day  encourages 
community  events  and  projects  that  will  raise  awareness 
about  the  dangers  of  tobacco  and  persuade  people  not  to 
initiate  tobacco  use  and  motivate  users  to  quit. 

Aanii  my  name  is  Sharon  K.  Wasageshik  and  I am  a tribal 
member  living  in  the  Peshawbestown  community.  I use  to 
work  at  the  Medicine  Lodge  where  I helped  people  to  quit 
smoking  and  I increased  the  awareness  and  the  dangers  of 
Secondhand  smoke.  The  grant  ended  and  it  is  not  my  work 
responsibility  no  more  but  as  a concerned  community  tribal 
member  I am  still  dedicated  to  what  will  always  be  close  to 
my  heart  and  that  is  quality  of  life  and  to  be  smoke-free  and 
to  respect  tobacco  (Serna)  and  to  keep  tobacco  sacred. 

I really  care  about  someone  who  is  trying  to  quit.  In  doing 
so  I would  like  to  develop  and  implement  a community 
event  of  helping  to  sponsor  a World  No  Tobacco  Day 
“Respecting  Traditional  Tobacco”  Pow  Wow  and  a Tobacco- 
Free  Jr.  Miss  Anishinaabe  Kwesenhs  princess  contest.  I 
haven’t 

forgot  about  this  project  it  was  just  a long  time  coming  and 
trying  to  get  it  off  the  ground  with  so  many  hurdles  to  jump 
so  to  speak.  I am  asking  for  help.  Is  there  anybody  out 
there  that  can  help  me  with  the  planning  and  fundraising  for 
this  community  event  and  activities?  If  so  please  stop  by 
my  house  at  11221  Mckeese  Rd  anytime  to  talk  and  we  can 
set  up  an  planning  meeting.  Sorry  I don’t  have  a phone  but 
your  welcomed  to  stop  by  my  house.

Anishinaabe  Smoking 
Cessation  Pilot-Testing 
Project 

Aanii  Anishinaa?  This 
is  Sharon  K.  Wasageshik 
from  the  Anishinaabe 
Smoking  Cessation  project 
in  Peshawbestown.  Well  I 
thought  I was  done  working 
at  the  end  of  September  but 
it  turned  out  that  the  pilot- 
testing project  ends  October 
29th.  I am  glad  to  have 
worked  some  more  helping 
people  to  quit  smoking. 
There  was  a Freedom 
From  Smoking  Class  along 
with  the  Medicine  Wheel 
teachings  at  the  Traverse 
City  Office  last  month 
of  October.  There  were 
5 participants  to  have  a 
support  group  or  class  over 
that  way  and  it  was  in  a 
place,  which  is  comfortable 
which  they  were  used  to 
coming  to.  Now  after  the 
29th  there  will  be  follow-up 
briefly  by  phone  to  check 
in  with  the  participants  on 
their  final  opinions  about 
the  class  and  how  they  are 
doing.  Their  responses  are 
confidential  and  will  be 
added  to  those  of  others  at 
this  tribe  and  at  other  tribes 
to  improve  the  class.  It  is 
real  important  to  the  project 
to  get  this  feedback. 

This  Anishinaabe  Freedom 
From  Smoking  project 
was  a good  curriculum 
to  work  with.  It  focused 
on  four  important  areas 
associated  with  healing 
our  bodies,  mind  and  spirit 
from  addiction  specifically 
smoking  and  associated 
health  risks.  As  you  may 
hear  from  this  program  it  is 
important  when  we  begin 
the  healing  process  that  we 


identify  what  it  is  we  want 
to  change.  As  we  begin  the 
work  as  we  seek  balance 
within  ourselves  in  this 
case  we  will  be  speaking 
of  freeing  ourselves  the 
addiction  of  smoking.  The 
intention  for  using  these 
Medicine  Wheel  teachings 
is  to  get  you  back  in  touch 
with  using  sema  in  a 
sacred  way.  Working  with 
sema  will  take  you  on  a 
personal  discovery  within 
yourself  and  is  what  many 
helpers  refer  to  as  taking  a 
“Medicine  Walk  with  the 
creator. 

Always  remember  Sema 
is  a gift  to  the  Anishinaabe 
people  to  be  used  to  give 
thanks,  to  seek  protection 
and  advice  and  to  show 
respect  for  the  creator  and 
all  that  has  been  provided 
for  us.  Using  tobacco  for 
any  other  purpose  is  abusing 
our  sacred  gift.  (Note: 
traditional  tobacco  is  also 
known  as  native  tobacco 
and  does  not  contain  4,000 
+ chemical  additives  in 
commercial  tobacco). 

For  many  years  to  Native 
American  tribes,  tobacco  has 
been  a sacred,  ceremonial 
herb  with  healing,  medicinal 
and  spiritual  qualities.  Now 
most  Native  Americans 
are  immersed  in  America’s 
contemporary  culture  and 
exposed  to  commercial 
tobacco.  Today  among 
racial  and  ethnic  groups, 
American  Indians  and 
Alaskan  Natives  have 
the  highest  prevalence  of 
tobacco;  39.2  percent  of 
Native  Americans  smoke.

Family  Violence  Effects  Us  As  Adults: 

The  impact  on  children  who  witness  violence  in  the  home, 
continues  into  adult  life.  The  effects  of  this  abuse  generally 
includes  a number  of  these: 

Low  self  esteem 
Violent  or  destructive  acts 
Drug  or  alcohol  abuse 
Troubled  marriages 
Problems  raising  children 
Problems  at  work 
Thoughts  of  suicide 
Eating  disorders 
Sexual  problems 
Sleeping  disorders 
Depression 
General  Anxiety 

Adults,  who  have  witnessed  Family  Violence  as  children, 
have  learned  survival  skills  to  protect  themselves 
emotionally  and  physically  in  different  ways.  They  may: 
Deny  that  the  family  violence  occurred,  by  blocking  out  the 
memory  of  family  violence. 

Withdraw,  since  as  children,  adult  attention  so  often  brought 
violence.  As  children  they  learned  that  it’s  not  safe  to 
express  themselves  or  take  chances.  This  can  result  in 
feelings  of  isolation.  Adults  who  have  witnessed  family 
violence  as  children  may  feel  “different”  from  others. 

Seek  approval  from  others  by  being  “perfect”— being  the 
best  in  their  careers  or  hobbies,  etc,  always  going  the  “extra 
mile”  for  validation  from  others. 

Turn  off  feelings,  both  emotionally  and  physically.  By  not 
allowing  themselves  to  feel,  they  protect  themselves  from 
pain  by  a sense  of  ‘drifting’  numbly  through  life,  without 
pleasure  or  goals. 

Have  troubled  relationships,  by  being  unable  to  form  close 
relationships.  Many  become  victims  of  family  violence 
as  adults  because  the  role  feels  familiar  and  secure  to 
them— it’s  the  only  one  they  know.  Others  become  abusers 
themselves. 

Self-destructive  behavior.  Adults  who  think  they’re 
bad  may  subconsciously  “punish”  themselves  through: 
eating  disorders  and  abuse  of  alcohol/drugs.  Others  may 
cause  problems  at  work  and  destroy  their  chances  of 
advancement— or  even  lose  their  jobs. 

Problems  raising  their  children  because  the  saw  few  good 
examples  of  parenting  while  growing  up.  They  sometimes: 
Don’t  know  what  to  expect  from  children  at  different  ages, 
abuse  their  children  because  their  parents  taught  them  that 
it’s  OK  to  abuse  the  ones  you  love.  Often  they  can’t  cope 
with  the  stress  that  raising  children  can  bring,  and  can’t  feel 


close  to  their  children— although  they  may  want  to.  But  these 
parents  can  break  the  cycle  of  abuse  if  they:  understand  why 
they  behave  as  they  do,  learn  new  parenting  skills,  and  receive 
needed  support  during  their  child-rearing  years. 

Ways  adults  can  overcome  the  past: 

Realizing  that  they  are  not  alone,  millions  of  today’s  adults 
witnessed  family  violence  as  children.  Read  books  on  the 
subject.  Get  support  from  people  ready  and  willing  to  help. 
Recognizing  what  happened;  let  the  memories  surface,  despite 
the  pain,  not  downplaying  the  abuse  (“it  only  happened 
twice”).  Events  that  seem  minor  in  the  adult  eyes  could  have 
been  major  to  him/her  as  a child. 

Placing  the  responsibility  for  the  family  violence  where  it 
belongs:  on  the  abuser,  not  on  themselves.  And  by  not  make 
excuses  for  the  abuser  (“he/she  was  under  a lot  of  stress”). 
Acknowledging  his/her  courage,  since  he/she  has  worked  hard 
to  survive  a terrible  time  in  his/her  life.  Now  he/she  can  use 
that  energy  to  move  toward  a positive  future. 

Dealing  with  anger  by:  talking  with  a friend,  writing  feelings 
in  a journal,  or  exercising  to  reduce  tension.  He/she  can  also 
try  something  new,  such  as  art,  music,  crafts,  etc.,  learning  to 
take  risks  in  the  process. 

Being  patient  with  him/herself,  healing  takes  time. 

Identifying  and  recognizing  strengths.  As  a child  he/she  may 
not  have  received  the  praise  deserved. 

Seek  help  in  dealing  with  the  past— for  their  sake,  and  the  sake 
of  those  they  love.

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Information  About  ADHD 
(Attention  Deficit  Hyperactivity 
Disorder) 

ADHD  and  ADD  are  currently  both  categorized  as  ADHD. 

ADHD  is  a diagnosis  that  describes  children  who  have  age-inappropriate 
levels  of  inattention,  impulsivity  and  hyperactivity.  Some  children  may 
not  have  all  three  “typical”  symptoms. 

ADHD  is  not  a mild  disorder,  as  often  portrayed  in  the  media,  but  can  be 
serious  life-long  issues. 

Research  indicates  that  the  cause  of  ADHD  is  a combination  of 
neurological  and  biological  issues,  a neurobiological  disorder-  a child 
is  simply  “wired”  differently  and  it  is  simply  the  way  a child  functions, 
rather  than  something  that  the  parents  “did”. 

ADHD  is  a medical  condition  and  should  be  treated  with  the  same  care 
as  any  other  medical  condition,  which  includes  proper  diagnosis  with 
complete  evaluations. 

More  boys  than  girls  are  diagnosed  with  ADHD,  but  it  is  now  believed 
that  girls  go  unnoticed  because  their  symptoms  are  often  different. 

ADHD  is  a condition  that  requires  patience,  instruction  and  a never-give- 
up  attitude  by  families,  teachers  and  others  that  work  with  a diagnosed 
ADHD  child. 

For  the  ADHD  child,  it  is  vital  to  develop  and  support  positive  behavior 
skills  at  home  and  school. 

Punishment  is  not  an  effective  method  for  treating  what  is  essentially  a 
medical  condition. 

ADHD  is  not  caused  by  too  much  sugar  or  too  much  TV,  that  is  not  to  say 
that  most  all  children  could  benefit  from  less  TV  and  a better  diet. 

Children  with  ADHD  are  often  seen  as  lazy,  disorganized  and  unmotivated 
or  as  having  behavior  problems.  Aggressive  acting-out  is  common  for 
some  children  due  to  poor  impulse  control.  Families  are  often  blamed 
for  these  problems  or  accused  of  failing  to  provide  appropriate  discipline 
and  or  loving  home  environments.  However,  these  children  simply  learn 
differently  than  others  and  parents  often  need  specialized  help  to  cope 
with  behaviors  that  do  not  respond  to  typical  parenting  strategies.  Parents 
must  learn  to  become  advocates  who  can  explain  their  child’s  behaviors  to 
others  in  a society  that  often  has  little  tolerance  for  behavioral  differences.

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IMPORTANT  TAX  NOTICE 

Deadline  for  MI  Income  Tax  Exemption  for  tax  year  2005  is 
December  15 , 2004 

All  tribal  members  living  within  the  Tax  Agreement  Area  (as  defined 
in  the  Tax  Agreement)  must  register  for  the  Tax  Agreement  by  no  later 
than  December  15th  to  be  exempted  from  MI  income  taxes  for  tax  year 
2005.  Tribal  members  living  within  the  Tax  Agreement  Area  that  fail 
to  register  for  the  Tax  Agreement  by  December  15th  will  be  required 
to  pay  MI  Income  Taxes  on  income  earned  until  they  have  Resident 
Tribal  Member  fRTM)  Status  (See  - “How  to  Become  A Resident 
Tribal  Member”). 

In  the  past,  only  Tribal  Members  that  lived  within  “Indian  Country” 
(principally  trust  land  and  land  within  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the 
reservation)  and  worked  for  the  Tribe  were  exempted  from  MI  income 
taxes  under  Federal  law.  Under  the  new  Tax  Agreement,  which  is  done 
under  the  authority  of  State  law,  the  State  has  expanded  the  scope  of 
where  a tribal  member  can  live  and  work  and  be  exempt  from  Michigan 
income  taxes.  Tribal  Members  who  live  within  the  Tax  Agreement 
Area  and  regardless  of  where  the  tribal  member  works  will  be 
exempt  from  MI  income  taxes  but  in  order  to  receive  the  exemption 
benefit  the  tribal  member  must  register  to  become  a Resident  Tribal 
Member.

HOW  TO  BECOME  A RESIDENT  TRIBAL  MEMBER 

To  become  a Resident  Tribal  Member,  a GTB  Tribal  Member  must  live 
within  the  Tax  Agreement  Area  and  register  with  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians.  On  a monthly  basis,  the 
Tribe  sends  down  the  information  obtained  from  the  Residency  Form 
(Resident  Tribal  Member  application  form)  to  the  State.  Resident 
Tribal  Member  Status  takes  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  proceeding  month. 
For  example,  if  the  Tribe  receives  the  Residency  Form  on  the  2nd  of 
July,  the  Tribal  Member  will  become  eligible  to  for  the  full  benefit 
of  the  Tax  Agreement  as  of  August  1st.  Forms  are  available  in  the 
Government  Accounting  Building. 

NAME  AND/OR  SOCIAL  SECURITY  CHANGE 

Resident  Tribal  Members  with  name  and/or  social  security  changes 
need  corrections  in  before  December  15,  2004.  The  State  uses  the 
names  and  social  security  numbers  provide  on  the  residency  forms  for 
matching  purpose  for  MI  Income  Tax  Returns  and  for  the  Resident 
Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales  Tax  Credit. 


RESIDENT  TRIBAL  MEMBERS  ARE  EXEMPTED  FROM  THE 
FOLLOWING  MICHIGAN  TAXES 

Sales  Tax  (6%  of  the  retail  price); 

Use  Tax  (6%  of  the  purchase  price); 

Income  Tax  (4%  of  adjusted  gross  income); 

Single  Business  Tax  (1.9%  of  the  applicable  tax  base); 

* Motor  Fuel  Tax  (19  cents  per  gallon  on  gasoline  and  15  cents  per  gallon  on 
diesel);  and 

^Tobacco  Product  Tax  ($2.00  per  pack  of  cigarettes). 

*The  Motor  Fuel  and  Tobacco  Product  Tax  exemption  is  only  available  at 
Eagletown  Market,  2536  N.  West  Bayshore  Dr.,  Peshawbestown,  MI  49682. 


Tribal  member  must  have  Resident  Tribal  Member  Status  (See  section  - “How 
to  become  a Resident  Tribal  Member”) 

Resident  Tribal  Member  will  need  to  supply  the  following  information  from 
the  dealer/dealership  to  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  in  order  to  receive  an 
exemption  certificate: 


Tribal  Certificate  of  Exemption  for  Sales  and  Use  Tax  must  be  presented  at 
the  point  of  sale  to  receive  a sales  tax  exemption.  If  a Tribal  Certificate  of 
Exemption  is  not  presented  at  point  of  sale,  the  Resident  Tribal  Member  will 
be  required  to  pay  sales  tax.  The  State  will  not  honor  any  refunds  to  Tribal 
Members  for  sales  taxes  paid  upfront  for  items  listed  on  the  Tribal  Certificate 
of  Exemption.

SALES  TAX  EXEMPTION  FOR  PURCHASING  A VEHICLE 
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Native  American  tribes  are  sovereign  nations.  As 
such,  the  State  of  Michigan  does  not  have  general 
regulatory  authority  over  Indian  casinos,  although  the 
State  does  have  oversight  authority  over  compliance 
with  the  State-Tribal  Compact  provisions.  They  are 
regulated  by  the  National  Indian  Gaming  Commission 
and  the  government  of  the  appropriate  tribal  community. 

Tribal-State  Gaming  Compacts  (written  agreements 
between  the  tribal  communities  and  the  State)  signed 
by  the  Governor  give  the  MGCB  staff  oversight 
responsibility  for  the  state’s  Native  American 
casinos.  This  responsibility,  originally  assigned  to  the 
Michigan  Department  of  Agriculture’s  Office  of  Racing 
Commissioner,  was  effectively  transferred  to  the  MGCB 
staff  in  June  1997  (the  five-member  Board  has  no 
involvement  with  tribal  casinos). 


Oversight  responsibility  by  MGCB  staff  is  limited  to: 

* Inspecting  tribal  facilities  and  documents  to 

assure  compliance  with  Tribal-State  Gaming  Compacts 
and  related  agreements. 

* Examining  casinos’  electronic  games  of 
chance  (slot  machines,  video  poker,  etc.)  to  assure 
that  devices  are  operating  in  accordance  with  terms  of 
Compacts. 

* Conducting  financial  audits  to  assure  that 
tribes  are  paying  to  the  State  8%  of  Net  Win  derived 
from  electronic  games  of  chance,  and  2%  to  local 
municipalities,  in  accordance  with  August  1993  Consent 
Judgement  & 1998  Tribal  State  Gaming  Compacts. 

Note  - “Net  Win”  (sometimes  referred  to  as  “Adjusted 
Gross  Receipts”)  is  a casino’s  gross  receipts,  less 
winnings  paid  to  wagerers.

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Information  About 
Influenza  (The  Flu) 

About  Flu 

Influenza  (commonly 
called  “the  flu”)  is  a 
contagious  respiratory 
illness  caused  by  influenza 
viruses.  Infection  with 
influenza  viruses  can  result 
in  severe  illness  and  life- 
threatening  complications. 
An  estimated  10%  to  20% 
of  U.S.  residents  get  the 
flu  each  year:  an  average 
of  114,000  people  are 
hospitalized  for  flu-related 
complications  and  36,000 
Americans  die  each  year 
from  complications  of  flu. 
Symptoms  of  Flu 
Symptoms  of  flu  include 
fever  (usually  high), 
headache,  extreme  tiredness, 
dry  cough,  sore  throat,  runny 
or  stuffy  nose,  and  muscle 
aches.  Gastro-intestinal 
symptoms,  such  as  nausea, 
vomiting,  and  diarrhea,  are 
much  more  common  among 
children  than  adults. 

Spread  of  Flu 

Influenza  viruses  are 
spread  when  a person  who 
has  the  flu  coughs,  sneezes, 
or  speaks  and  spreads  virus 
into  the  air,  and  other  people 
inhale  the  virus.  When 
these  viruses  enter  the  nose, 
throat,  or  lungs  of  a person, 
they  begin  to  multiply, 
causing  symptoms  of  the 
flu.  The  viruses  can  also 
be  spread  when  a person 
touches  a surface  with  flu 
viruses  on  it  (for  example, 
a door  handle)  and  then 
touches  his  or  her  nose  or 
mouth. 

A person  who  is  sick 
with  the  flu  can  spread 
viruses  - that  means  they 


are  contagious.  Adults 
may  be  contagious  from 
1 day  before  developing 
symptoms  to  up  to  7 days 
after  getting  sick.  Children 
can  be  contagious  for  longer 
than  7 days. 

Preventing  Flu 

Vaccination:  The  single 
best  way  to  prevent  the  flu  is 
to  get  vaccinated  each  fall. 

In  the  absence  of  vaccine, 
however,  there  are  other 
ways  to  protect  against  flu. 

Antiviral  Medications: 

Three  antiviral  drugs 
(amantadine,  rimantadine, 
and  oseltamivir)  are 
approved  and  commercially 
available  for  use  in 
preventing  flu.  All  of 
these  medications  are 
prescription  drugs,  and  a 
doctor  should  be  consulted 
before  the  drugs  are  used  for 
preventing  the  flu. 

Other  Habits  for  Good 
Health 

The  following  steps  may 
help  prevent  the  spread  of 
respiratory  illnesses  like  flu: 
Avoid  close  contact 
Avoid  close  contact  with 
people  who  are  sick.  When 
you  are  sick , keep  your 
distance  from  others  to 
protect  them  from  getting 
sick  too. 

• Stay  home  when  you  are 
sick 

If  possible,  stay  home  from 
work,  school,  and  errands 
when  you  are  sick.  You  will 
help  prevent  others  from 
catching  your  illness. 

• Cover  your  mouth  and 
nose 

Cover  your  mouth  and  nose 
with  a tissue  when  coughing 


or  sneezing.  It  may  prevent 
those  around  you  from 
getting  sick. 

• Clean  your  hands 
Washing  your  hands  often 
will  help  protect  you  from 
germs. 

• Avoid  touching  your  eyes, 
nose  or  mouth 

Germs  are  often  spread 
when  a person  touches 
something  that  is 
contaminated  with  germs 
and  then  touches  his  or  her 
eyes,  nose,  or  mouth. 

Diagnosing  the  Flu 

Tests  are  available  that  can 
determine  if  you  have  the 
flu  as  long  as  you  are  tested 
within  the  first  2 or  3 days 
after  your  symptoms  begin. 
In  addition,  a doctor’s 
examination  may  be  needed 
to  determine  whether  a 
person  has  another  infection 
that  is  a complication  of  the 
flu. 

At  Special  Risk  of 
Complications  From 
Flu 

Certain  people  are  at 
increased  risk  for  serious 
complications  from  the  flu. 
This  group  includes  people 
age  65  years  and  older  and 
people  of  any  age  with 
chronic  medical  conditions. 
Pregnant  women  and 
children  between  6 months 
and  23  months  of  age  also 
are  at  increased  risk  from  flu 
complications. 

Complications  From 
Flu 

Some  of  the 
complications  caused 
by  flu  include  bacterial 
pneumonia,  dehydration, 


and  worsening  of  chronic 
medical  conditions,  such 
as  congestive  heart  failure, 
asthma,  or  diabetes. 
Children  may  get  sinus 
problems  and  ear  infections. 
Treating  the  Flu 

Antiviral  Medications: 
Four  antiviral  drugs 
(amantadine,  rimantadine, 
zanamavir  and  oseltamivir) 
have  been  approved  for 
treatment  of  the  flu.  All  of 
these  must  be  prescribed  by 
a doctor.  Antiviral  treatment 
lasts  for  5 days  and  must 
be  started  within  the  first  2 
days  of  illness. 

What  to  Do  If  You  Get 
Sick  This  Flu  Season 

If  you  develop  the  flu,  it 
is  advisable  to  get  plenty  of 
rest,  drink  a lot  of  liquids, 
and  avoid  using  alcohol  and 
tobacco.  Also,  you  can  take 
medications  to  relieve  the 
symptoms  of  flu  (but  never 
give  aspirin  to  children  or 
teenagers  who  have  flu-like 


symptoms  - and  particularly 
fever  - without  first 
speaking  to  your  doctor.) 

If,  however,  your  flu 
symptoms  are  unusually 
severe  (for  example,  if 
you  are  having  trouble 
breathing),  you  should 
consult  your  health-care 
provider  right  away. 

If  you  are  at  special  risk 
from  complications  of  flu, 
you  should  consult  your 
health-care  provider  when 
your  flu  symptoms  begin. 
This  includes  people  65 
years  or  older,  people 
with  chronic  medical 
conditions,  pregnant 
women,  or  children  .

Seniors  and  other  eligible  Medicare  beneficiaries  can 
choose  a Medicare-approved  discount  card  for  prescription 
medication.

The  cards  are  available  to  all  seniors  that  receive  Medicare 
benefits  and  have  no  other  prescription  coverage  like 
Medicaid.  The  $600  credit  is  available  to  low  income 
seniors.

In  the  meantime,  enrollment  in  the 
program  can  start.  This  program  has  a potential  to  save 
Contract  Health  a great  deal  of  money  while  meeting  the 
needs  of  our  Elders.

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Aquatic  Nuisance 
Species 

Many  of  our  lakes,  rivers, 
streams,  and  wetlands 
in  Michigan  have  been 
affected  by  aquatic  nuisance 
species.  These  plant  and 
animal  invaders  arrive  from 
other  areas  and  harm  our 
native  species  either  directly 
or  indirectly  through 
competition.  Because  they 
have  few  or  no  natural 
predators  in  their  new 
location,  they  can  quickly 
establish  themselves.  Some 
of  the  ways  these  invasive 
species  arrive  are  by 
discharge  of  ballast  water 
from  ships,  diversion  of 
water  via  canals,  dumping  of 
bait  buckets,  and  attachment 
to  recreational  watercraft 
that  are  then  used  in  another 
body  of  water. 

A well-known 
example  is  the  zebra  mussel 
that  arrived  in  the  Great 
Lakes  region  in  1986  most 
likely  from  ballast  water 
from  an  international  ship. 

In  the  process  of  forming 
massive  colonies  on  any 
hard  surface,  zebra  mussels 
can  encrust  and  envelope 
other  organisms.  By 
infesting  their  shells,  zebra 
mussels  have  caused  the 
near-extinction  of  native 
mussels  in  many  bodies  of 
water.  In  addition,  the  large 
amount  of  algae  filtered  by 
the  zebra  mussels  for  food 
causes  profound  changes  in 
the  aquatic  food  chain,  by 
diverting  energy  away  from 
organisms  that  are  food  for 
young  fish. 

Other  animals 
are  also  aquatic  nuisance 
species.  The  sea  lamprey 
is  a parasite  that  was  first 


found  in  Lake  Michigan  in  previously  non-infested 

in  1936,  and  by  1950  had  lakes.  Enormous  amounts 
devastated  the  lake  trout  Qf  money  have  been 
population,  and  treatments  spent  to  control  Eurasian 
to  control  sea  lamprey  are  watermilfoil  by  physically 
a continuing  effort.

Purple  loosestrife  has  very 
little  value  to  wildlife  as 
food  or  cover,  unlike  the 
plants  it  replaces. 

In  addition  to 
disrupting  ecosystems, 
aquatic  nuisance  species 
can  also  cause  economic 
impact.  Zebra  mussels  can 
clog  water  intake  pipes 
for  drinking  water  and 
hydroelectric  facilities. 

Many  businesses  rely 
on  tourists  who  come  to 
Michigan  to  fish.  Non-native 
fish  such  as  Eurasian  ruffe 
and  round  goby  are  not  sport 
fish,  but  they  feed  on  the 
eggs  and  young  of  native 
fish,  leading  to  decreases 
in  their  populations.  Lakes 
clogged  with  thick  stands 
of  Eurasian  watermilfoil 
make  fishing  difficult 
to  impossible,  and  plant 
fragments  attached  to  boat 
propellers  can  start  colonies 


Evaluating  road/stream  crossings 
to  control  erosion 

This  fall,  you  may  notice  staff  from  GTB  Environmental 
Stewardship  department  checking  road/stream  crossings. 
All  Leelanau  County  streams  that  drain  into  Grand 
Traverse  Bay  will  be  evaluated.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to 
determine  whether  erosion  is  a problem  at  the  crossing. 
Erosion  and  the  resulting  suspended  sediment  are  some  of 
the  most  serious  problems  affecting  aquatic  ecosystems. 
Suspended  sediment  clouds  the  water,  carries  attached 
nutrients,  and  can  smother  aquatic  life. 

Erosion  is  especially  prevalent  at  road/stream  crossings 
for  several  reasons.  The  crossing  is  typically  at  the  lowest 
point  and  therefore  all  rainwater  collects  there.  Water  will 
run  off  over  any  areas  of  bare  ground  along  the  shoulder 
and  carry  sediment  to  the  stream.  If  the  road  itself  is  not 
paved,  this  is  an  additional  source  of  sediment.  Another 
problem  is  culverts  that  are  too  short,  too  small  in  diameter, 
or  misaligned  with  the  natural  stream  flow.  The  resulting 
abnormal  flow  patterns  erode  the  streambed  and  banks. 

During  a road/stream  evaluation,  various  features  are 
examined.  These  include  culvert  condition,  length,  and 
diameter,  stream  width,  depth,  and  current  speed,  and 
amount  of  vegetation  on  the  shoulders.  Any  erosion 
present  is  noted,  as  are  fish  passage  problems  from 
blocked,  squashed  or  perched  culverts.  Recommendations 
for  improvements  may  include  culvert  replacement, 
diversion  outlets  for  runoff,  or  re  vegetation  of  bare  spots.

• Rinse  glass  containers 

• DO  NOT  leave  materials 
at  the  site.  When  furniture, 
appliances  and  other 
garbage  are  left  at  the  site, 
the  county  must  pick  up  the 
costs  for  disposal. 

UNACCEPTABLE 

MATERIALS 

Green  and  brown  glass, 
trash,  wrapping  paper  and 
foil,  wire  hangers,  scrap 
metal,  pie  tins,  styrofoam 
and  carry-out  containers, 
broken  glass,  drinking 
glasses,  mirrors,  egg 
cartons,  plastic  tubs,  pizza 
boxes,  scrap  metal,  plastic 
shopping  bags,  construction 
debris,  furniture  and 
appliances,  hazardous 
waste  (including  paint  and 
oil)are  not  accepted  at  the 
recycling  bins.  These  items 
can  be  picked  up  by  your 
local  trash  hauler  or  taken 
to  Glen’s  Landfill  in  Maple 
City. 


Each  county  has  different 
programs  for  recycling 
and  different  rules  for 
materials  accepted.  Some 
counties  operate  household 
hazardous  waste  (pesticides, 
paints,  etc.)  programs.  Some 
offer  electronics  (computers, 
cell  phones)  programs.  To 
find  out  what  recycling  is 
offered  in  each  county,  call:

Open  Dumping  and 
Burning  Prohibited  on 
GTB  Land 

Recycling  is  important 
because  it  reduces  garbage 
flowing  into  landfills, 
helps  reduce  future 
environmental  problems 
like  water  contamination 
from  landfills,  and  reduces 
overall  energy  demand. 

At  a more  local  level, 
improper  disposal  can 
create  very  local  acute 
problems.  Open  dumping 
of  garbage  can  pollute 
streams.  Burning  causes 
air  pollution,  increasing 
asthma  attacks  and  creating 
other  respiratory  problems, 
especially  in  children  and 
elders. 

GTB  has  an  ordinance 
prohibiting  littering  and 
burning  of  trash.  A person 
convicted  of  littering  or 
burning  of  trash  may  be 
sentenced  to  up  to  30  days 
in  jail,  a $500  fine  or  80 
hours  of  community  service 
(GTB  Code  Title  9,  Sec. 
107). 

GTB  Housing  also  has  a 
client  occupancy  policy 
that  prohibits  burning  of 
branches,  brush,  leaves, 
tires,  wood  and  garbage 
in  GTB  Housing  areas. 

An  exception  is  made  for 
ceremonial  fires. 


Mulching  or  composting 
is  the  best  solution  for 
leaves  and  other  vegetative 
materials.  Depending  on 
what  your  local  recycling 
program  accepts,  the 
best  solution  for  paper, 
glass,  cans  and  plastics  is 
recycling.  Check  by  calling 
your  local  recycling  number 
listed  above  - and  ask 
about  household  hazardous 
waste  and  electronic  waste 
recycling,  Anything 
that  can’t  be  recycled, 
composted  or  mulched 
should  be  put  out  with  your 
household  trash.

Nonetheless,  potential  resolutions  to  mold  and 
moisture  concerns  are  “enormously  complex,”  said 
HUD’s  Office  of  Native  American  Programs  (ONAP) 
Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  Rodger  J.  Boyd  in  a 

letter  to  members  of  Congress.  Boyd  warned  that 
there  are  “broad  policy  concerns”  in  deciding  how  to 
address  the  problem. 


Ten  Things  You  Should  Know  About  Mold 

1.  Potential  health  effects  and  symptoms  associated  with  mold  exposures  include 
allergic  reactions,  asthma,  and  other  respiratory  complaints. 

2.  There  is  no  practical  way  to  eliminate  all  mold  and  mold  spores  in  the  indoor 
environment;  the  way  to  control  indoor  mold  growth  is  to  control  moisture. 


“The  contents  of  this  report  are  the  views  of  the 
contractor  and  do  not  necessarily  reflect  the  views 
or  policies  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development,”  Boyd’s  letter  said.  The  contractor, 
Magna  Systems,  Inc.,  prepared  the  study  on  behalf 
of  ONAP.  The  letter  also  stated  that  HUD  will  produce 
its  own  recommendations  at  a later  date. 

The  study  suggested  that  tribes  and  TDHEs  work  with 
federal  agencies  to  resolve  mold  issues:  Indian  Health 
Service,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  were  listed 
as  potential  collaborators.  Although,  in  a statement 
made  to  NAIHC,  Boyd  reminded  tribes  and  TDHEs 
that  mold  remediation  is  an  eligible  affordable  housing 
activity  under  NAHASDA’s  Indian  Housing  Block  Grant 
Program. 

“Tribes  and  TDHEs  are  so  underfunded  now,  that  to 
direct  monies  to  mold  remediation  would  take  money 
away  from  providing  desperately  additional  affordable 
housing,”  said  Gordon. 


3.  If  mold  is  a problem  in  your  home  or  school,  you  must  clean  up  the  mold  and 
eliminate  sources  of  moisture. 

4.  Fix  the  source  of  the  water  problem  or  leak  to  prevent  mold  growth. 

5.  Reduce  indoor  humidity  (to  30-60%  ) to  decrease  mold  growth  by:  venting 
bathrooms,  dryers,  and  other  moisture-generating  sources  to  the  outside;  using  air 
conditioners  and  de-humidifiers;  increasing  ventilation;  and  using  exhaust  fans  whenever 
cooking,  dishwashing,  and  cleaning. 

6.  Clean  and  dry  any  damp  or  wet  building  materials  and  furnishings  within  24-48 
hours  to  prevent  mold  growth. 

7.  Clean  mold  off  hard  surfaces  with  water  and  detergent,  and  dry  completely. 
Absorbent  materials  such  as  ceiling  tiles,  that  are  moldy,  may  need  to  be  replaced. 

8.  Prevent  condensation:  Reduce  the  potential  for  condensation  on  cold  surfaces  (i.e., 
windows,  piping,  exterior  walls,  roof,  or  floors)  by  adding  insulation. 

9.  In  areas  where  there  is  a perpetual  moisture  problem,  do  not  install  carpeting  (i.e., 
by  drinking  fountains,  by  classroom  sinks,  or  on  concrete  floors  with  leaks  or  frequent 
condensation).

Native  American  Catholics  that  resie  in  the  21  counties  that  comprise  the  Catholic 
Diocese  of  Gaylord. 

I am  an  Elder  member  of  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Tribe  of  Chippewa  Indians.  I am 
active  with  the  Elders  of  Unit  3 in  St.  Ignace.  I also  am  a member  of  the  Saint 
Mary’s  Cathedral  Parish  in  Gaylord.  The  reson  for  the  requested  information  is  the 
Diocese  realizes  that  there  has  been  a significant  growth  of  Native  Americans  in 
the  Diocese  and  wants  to  establish  a program  to  serve  us. 

It  would  be  great  if  we  could  have  an  Native  American  contact  person  in  each 
Parish.  That  way  we  could  combine  all  our  efforts  and  ideas  with  the  entire 
Diocese.  Most  of  our  Native  spiritual  needs  and  information  have  has  been 
provided  by  being  passed  on  by  our  elders,  at  gathering  or  at  Powwow’s.  I feel 
that  we  can  combine  our  Catholic  Faith  and  our  Native  Belief’s  in  teh  Diocese 
much  the  same  as  is  being  done  at  St.  Issac  Jogues  in  Sault  Ste.  marie  and  our  own 
Native  mission  church  in  Suttons  Bay.  There  may  be  others  but  I have  not  attended 
these  two. 

Please  contact  me  with  your  Name,  Address,  telephone  #,  and  your  Parish  if  you 
belong  to  one.  Also  feel  free  to  volunteer  your  services  and  any  ideas  you  may 
have.

Mamagona  & David  Mamagona 


By  Matthew  L.M.  Fletcher 

In  the  past  three  years,  my 
Anishinaabe  grandparents  walked  on.  I 
believe  it  is  important  for  their  passing  to 
be  acknowledged  because  these  individuals 
were  a source  of  powerful  inspiration  for  so 
many  Michigan  Ottawa  and  Potawatomi. 

Their  personal  histories  reflect  so  many  other 
tribal  members’  personal  histories  and  also 
the  histories  of  the  Michigan  Indian  tribes. 

Like  so  many  of  our  elders,  they  lived  during 
a time  when  the  federal  government  illegally 
refused  to  recognize  the  Michigan  Ottawa 
and  Potawatomi  tribes;  they  lived  through  the 
ethnocide  of  Indian  boarding  schools,  illegal 
state  court  adoptions,  land  dispossession, 
urban  relocation,  and  the  intense  poverty  of  rural 

Michigan  Indian 
Country;  and  they 
survived  to  see  the 
rebirth  of  our  tribal 
governments  through 
federal  recognition, 
the  tuition  waiver, 
and  the  promise  of 
gaming  revenues. 

My 

grandmother  Laura 
was  born  in  Allegan 
County,  Michigan 
on  December  4, 

1921  and  passed  on 
October  9,  2001. 

She  is  the  daughter 
of  Peter  Pokagon  Stevens,  a Pokagon  Band 
member,  and  Angeline  Marks,  a Grand  Traverse 
Band  member.  Her  brothers  and  sisters  were 
Andrew  Stevens,  Joe  Stevens,  Mary  Church, 
Phoebe  Hall,  Jennie  Pigeon,  Rev.  Robert  Pokagon, 
and  Lucy  Rose.  My  grandfather  Dave  was  born 
in  Antrim  County,  Michigan  on  April  23,  1923 
and  passed  on  October  20,  2004.  He  was  born 
on  an  1855  treaty  allotment  in  near  Kewadin 
to  Benjamin  Mamagona  and  Tillie  Akins,  both 
Grand  Traverse  Band  members.  His  brother  was 
Mark  Mamagona  and  his  sister  is  Gladys  Church. 
Laura  and  Dave  married  in  1947.  Together,  they 
had  two  children,  June  Alice  Mamagona  Fletcher 
and  David  Mamagona,  Jr. 

Laura’s  father  Pete  participated  in  the 
Pokagon  tribal  council’s  attempt  to  reorganize 
in  the  1930s,  memorialized  in  a photograph 
published  a 1994  United  States  Senate  publication 


accompanying  the  federal  recognition  of  the 
Pokagon  Band.  Laura’s  mother  Angeline  passed 

down  land  in  Allegan 
County  to  her 
children  and,  through 
them,  to  June 
Mamagona  Fletcher 
and  her  husband, 
Richard,  who  reside 
on  that  land  today. 
Laura’s  ancestor 
Simon  Pokagon 
was  one  of  the  first 
published  Indian 
writers,  author  of  no 
fewer  than  five  books 
and  four  articles 
prior  to  his  death  in 

1899. 

Laura  did  not  marry  Dave  until  she  was 
in  her  late  twenties.  She  traveled  around  the 
Midwest  and  the  Southwest,  and  to  the  Dakotas, 

as  a Methodist 
missionary  and 
teacher  at  several 
Indian  schools.  She 
was  also  a welder 
during  World  War 
II  and  a Powder 
Puff  race  car 
driver.  She  traveled 
extensively  to 
camp  meetings 
in  Northport, 

White  Pigeon, 
Mount  Pleasant, 
Albuquerque,  and 
even  to  Walpole 
Island.  She  was  literally  a die-hard  Detroit  Tigers 
fan,  watching  them  on  cable  every  day,  even 
through  several  100-loss  seasons,  to  the  end  of  her 
days. 

Laura  was  fundamental  in  raising  her 
siblings,  her  children,  her  grandchildren,  and 
numerous  nieces  and  nephews.  She  taught  her 
charges  morality,  respect,  and  kindness.  She  was 
extraordinarily  generous  with  money,  food,  time, 
and  anything  else  she  had  to  give.  She  was  always 
available  to  provide  wise  counsel,  emotional 
support,  and  even  medical  advice  to  anyone  who 
asked.  The  number  of  Indians  who  speak  her  name 
in  reverence  to  this  day  is  impossible  to  determine. 

Dave  enlisted  in  1943  in  the  Army  and  was 
transferred  to  the  Air  Corps.  Due  to  heart  problems, 
he  was  medically  discharged  in  1944.  He  attended 
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college,  earned  a degree  in  mechanical 
engineering,  and  became  what  he  referred  as 
a “process  engineer.”  He  worked  for  various 
manufacturing  concerns,  including  heading 
up  John  Deere’s  engineering  department  in 


Minot,  North  Dakota,  and  is  responsible  for 
numerous  inventions  such  as  one  of  the  first 
emission  control  devices  for  the  Ford  Mustang 
in  the  1960s  and  a machine  that  sorts  eggs 
by  size  in  large-scale  chicken  farms.  Because 
Dave  invented  these  machines  and  processes 
while  under  contract,  he  was  never  recognized 
for  many  of  his  achievements.  Dave  and  Laura 
separated  in  the  1960s  and  Dave  went  to  live 
in  Cass  Corridor  in  Detroit,  retiring  to  a life  of 
flea  markets,  yard  sales,  American  Legion  and 
VFW  halls,  and  the  occasional  sports  book. 

The  Mamagona  family  helped 
the  Kewadin  community  build  the  United 
Methodist  church.  Eight  Mamagona  names 
appear  on  the  1907  and  1910  Durant  rolls. 
Newspaper  clippings  located  for  the  Turtle 
Creek  trial  about  the  Mamagona  family’s 
exploits,  including  George’s  trip  to  China, 
from  the  late  1800s  to  the  early  1900s  helped 
GTB  prove  that  its  members  maintained  a 
presence  on  the  east  shore  of  Grand  Traverse 
Bay  after  1872.  However,  after  Dave’s  brother 
Mark  was  killed  in  World  War  II,  Dave  and  his 
sister  Gladys,  who  had  married  and  moved  to 
Allegan  County,  could  not  farm  the  land  alone 
and  eventually  sold  their  allotment. 

Both  Laura  and  Dave’s  siblings 
attended  Haskell  Indian  School  and  Mount 
Pleasant  Indian  School.  Their  school  files  are 
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included  with  so  many  others  at  the  Chicago 
office  of  the  National  Archives  in  the  Mt. 
Pleasant  Indian  School  and  Agency  Student 
Case  Files,  1893-1946  (Record  Group  75). 

The  list  of  hundreds  of  Michigan  Anishinaabe 
students  and  their  parents  is  online  at  www. 
archives.gov/research_room/finding_aids/ 
chicago/indian_school_files_rg75.html.  While 
both  could  speak  Ottawa/Potawatomi  before 
entering  school,  they  both  lost  the  ability  to  do 
so  after  attending  school. 

Perhaps  Laura 
and  Dave’s  greatest 
legacy  was  their  belief 
in  education.  While 
housed  in  a sanitarium 
for  tuberculosis,  Laura 
became  one  of  the  first 
students  in  Michigan 
to  earn  a GED.  Dave 
graduated  from  Detroit 
Northwestern  High 
School.  Dave’s  uncles 
George  and  Robert 
Mamagona  attended 
the  University  of 
Michigan  in  the  1900s, 
beginning  a century- 
plus  tradition  of 
Mamagona  descendants 
who  have  attended  the  University  of  Michigan 
and  others  colleges.  Michigan  graduates 
include  their  nephews  Bob  Church  and  Dick 
Church;  their  great  nephews  Tim  Brenner 
and  Tom  Church;  great  nieces  Kelly  Church, 
Christie  Church,  and  Lauren  Shinto;  and 
their  grandsons  Matthew  Fletcher  and  Zeke 
Fletcher.  Their  daughter,  June,  graduated 
from  Western  Michigan  University  with  a 
Bachelor’s  degree  and  Grand  Valley  State 
University  with  a MBA.  Their  son  David 
graduated  from  Central  Michigan  University 
with  both  his  Bachelor’s  and  Master’s  degrees 
in  education.  Currently,  their  grandson  Peter 
Mamagona,  niece  Frances  Pratt,  and  their 
great-nephews  Mike  Church,  Benjamin 
Brenner,  and  Greg  Church  all  attend  college. 
Their  nephew,  Bill  Church,  graduated  from 
Western  Michigan  University.  Their  great- 
niece,  Anne  Church,  graduated  from  St. 

Mary’s  College  of  Maryland.  As  Lou  Reed 
once  wrote,  “What  comes  is  better  than  what 
came  before.” 

Starting  with  Dave’s  uncles,  each 
generation  inspired  the  one  that  followed. 


Because  George  and  Bob  went  to  college, 
Dave  was  inspired  to  attended  college  at 
Tri-State  University.  And  because  Dave 
went  to  college,  he  inspired  his  nephews  to 
attend  college.  And  because  Bob,  Bill,  and 
Dick  went  to  college,  they  inspired  their 
cousins  June  and  David  Mamagona,  Jr.  to 
go  to  college.  And  so  on,  as  Kurt  Vonnegut 
would  say.  Their  family  now  includes  a 
deputy  director  of  the  Indian  Health  Service 
(Dick),  the  tribal  manager  for  the  Little 

River  Band  of  Ottawa  Indians 
(June),  a Spectrum  Hospital 
pharmacist  (Bob),  a special 
education  teacher  and  the  last 
remaining  Tigers  fan  (David, 
Jr.),  a Michigan  Indian 
historian  (Bill),  a University 
of  Arizona  pharmacy  school 
professor  (Tim),  a Ph.D. 
candidate  at  the  University 
of  Hawaii  (Lauren);  a 
University  of  North  Dakota 
law  professor  and  tribal 
court  judge  (Matthew),  a 
University  of  Wisconsin  law 
student  and  leading  digitized 
legal  document  production 
expert  (Zeke),  an  Army 
Ranger  officer  (Tom),  and  a 
nationally  recognized  artist  (Kelly). 

Laura  and  Dave  lived  their 
lives  in  different  ways  and  contributed 
to  the  development  of  their  families  in 
their  own  ways.  Laura  was  the  more 
direct  teacher,  provider,  and  caregiver, 
perfectly  exemplifying  the  benefits  of  the 
Anishinaabe  extended  family  relationship 
to  dozens  of  her  family  members.  Dave  is 
possibly  best  described  as  a scoundrel  and, 
despite  himself,  he  inspired  his  family  with 
his  actions  and  accomplishments. 

Ten  years  ago,  Frank  Ettawageshik 
wrote,  “We  all  work  hoping  to  accomplish 
things  that  will  allow  our  children  and  their 
descendants  to  enjoy  peace  and  well-being 
in  their  lifetimes.”  Laura  worked  hard  hours 
to  provide  food  and  shelter  for  her  children. 
She  expended  every  ounce  of  energy  and 
emotion  to  make  their  lives  better  than 
her  own,  to  give  each  of  them  a chance  to 
make  their  own  way  in  the  modern  world. 
Frank  also  wrote,  “We  [Odawas]  praise 
our  children,  respect  our  elders,  and  try 
to  forgive  ourselves  and  others  who  get 


mired  in  life’s  struggles.”  Laura  never  stopped  praising 
her  children,  her  grandchildren,  and  the  other  Anishinaabe 
people  she  touched.  And  she  forgave.  She  passed 
these  traits  onto  her  children,  often  without  reward  or 
acknowledgment.  It  has  been  three  years  since  she  walked 
on  and  she  is  irreplaceable.  And  yet  she  fulfilled  her  task  of 
making  our  lives  better.  Women  like  Laura  create  a better 
future  for  the  Aninishnaabeg. 

Laura  and  Dave’s  children  and  descendants  will 
strive  to  contribute  to  the  ongoing  rebirth  of  the  Michigan 
Indian  tribes  and  other  tribal  communities  as  well.  Relying 
on  the  wisdom  and  knowledge  passed  down  from  them, 
these  Mamagona  and  Church  family  members  will  live 
during  a reinvigoration  and  preservation  of  tribal  society, 
tribal  culture,  tribal  art,  and  tribal  government.  As  June 
Mamagona  Fletcher  said  at  her  father’s  funeral,  nothing 
in  her  life  and  in  the  lives  of  her  family  would  be  possible 
without  Laura  and  Dave.  I write  this  to  praise  my  elders 
for  what  they  have  given  to  us  and  sacrificed  for  us.  Both 
Laura  and  Dave  continue  to  be  loved  and  sorely  missed.

All  GTB  Tribal  Members  are  eligible  for 
a Burial  Fund  benefit.  The  amount  of 
this  benefit  is  $10,000  for  members  who 
are  older  than  14  days  and  $200  for  those 
members  who  are  0 to  14  days  old.  In 
order  to  access  this  benefit  the  following 
information  is  needed  when  a death  occurs: 

1.  Original  certified  Death 
Certificate,  this  must  have  a signature  of  a 
Notary  Public  in  order  to  be  valid.  Copies 
of  a death  certificate  are  not  acceptable. 

2.  A copy  of  the  Funeral  Home  bill, 
this  bill  should  also  name  the  person  who  is 
responsible  for  covering  the  expenses  of  the 
funeral. 

These  documents  should  be  submitted 
to  the  GTB  Governmental  Accounting 
Department.  You  can  mail  the  information 
to  the  following  address:

When  the  information  has  been  received, 
a two-party  check  will  be  issued  that 
is  payable  to  the  Funeral  Home  AND 
the  individual  who  is  responsible  for  the 
funeral  bill.  The  check  will  be  mailed 
directly  to  the  Funeral  Home  and  when 
the  funeral  bill  has  been  satisfied  any 
remaining  dollars  will  be  disbursed  to  the 
person  who  is  listed  as  the  responsible 
party  for  the  bill.

Electronic  fingerprint  Submissions  / 
Background  Investigation  Department 

The  GTB  Gaming  Commission  Background 
Investigation  Department  (BGI)  is  happy  to  announce 
that  on  Wednesday,  11/17/04  GTB  BGI  went  “live”  with 
Electronic  Fingerprint  Submissions  to  the  National  Indian 
Gaming  Commission  (NIGC).  NIGC  is  the  central 
terminal  agency  for  some  200  plus  Tribes  who  process 
Ten  Print  fingerprint  cards  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation’s  (FBI)  Integrated  Automated  Fingerprint 
Identification  System  (IAFIS). 

What  does  this  mean? 

Now  our  required  fingerprint  submissions  will  be 
electronically  processed,  and  we  will  receive  the 
information  back  electronically  as  soon  as  20  minutes  or 
same  day,  to  within  24  hours.  A process  that  took  weeks 
through  a mailing,  has  been  reduced  significantly  through 
technology. 

The  error  rate  of  submissions  will  decrease  to  almost 
none.  We  will  know  at  the  time  of  taking  the  prints,  if 
they  meet  a minimum  established  standard.  This  will 
reduce  costs,  and  turnaround  time  etc. 

This  greatly  enhances  our  hiring  processes,  and  creates 
efficiency  in  meeting  our  requirements  of  our  GTB  Code, 
Compact,  andIGRA. 

The  existing  procedures  will  still  apply  in  processing 
applicants  for  employment  on  the  Governmental  side, 
including  housing  applicants.  Currently,  we  can  not 
interface  electronically  for  Governmental  side  applicants, 
because  the  State  is  not  equipped  for  electronic 
submissions,  yet.  We  understand  that  this  could  occur 
in  the  future,  and  when  they  do,  GTB  can  move  forward 
with  electronic  hookup.

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GTBand  unveils  new  telecommunications 
network  and  dial  plan. 

To  the  tribal  membership , 

We  are  in  the  final  stages  of  installing  a brand  new 
tribal  communications  network  that  will  go  live  starting 
December  13th.  The  total  cost  of  this  project  will  run 
slightly  over  $ 1 million,  with  a payback  of  slightly  over 
4 years.  The  tribal  organizations  will  see  an  immediate 
impact,  with  monthly  savings  in  the  range  of  $20,000  once 
the  system  is  up  and  running. 

Another  part  of  this  project  is  a new  coordinated 
tribal  dialing  plan,  which  is  a renumbering  of  all 
telephones  within  the  tribal  organization.  This  was  done 
to  give  consistency  across  all  tribal  organizations  and 
assist  in  reducing  costs.  The  tribe  petitioned  the  Michigan 
Public  Utility  Commission  for  3,000  consecutive  telephone 
numbers,  and  was  awarded  (231)  534-6000  through  (231) 

534-8999.  This  number  block  gives  the  tribe  enormous 
flexibility  and  room  for  growth  within  its  dialing  plan.  The 
following  highlights  what  each  1,000  number  block  will  be 
earmarked  for: 


• 534-6xxx  is  allocated  to  the  Grand  Traverse  Resort 
& Spa,  and  any  future  non-gaming  related  business. 

• 534-7xxx  is  allocated  to  the  Grand  Traverse  Band’s 
governmental  operations  and  programs. 

• 534-8xxx  is  allocated  to  the  GTB  Economic 
Development  Corporation  and  any  future  gaming 
related  business. 


The  new  dial  plan  will  take  effect  December  1 7th  for 
governmental  operations,  and  December  21st  for  EDC 
entities.  The  new  governmental  phone  directory  is  included 
and  as  you  read  through  it,  you  will  notice  the  majority 
of  the  numbers  stayed  the  same  (with  the  exception  of  the 
new  exchange). 


Example:  Tribal  Court  was  271-7050  and  is  now  534-7050. 


The  old  numbers  will  still  work  for  a short  period, 
meaning  271-7050  and  534-7050  will  both  ring  at  the 
same  location.  Over  time,  the  old  271  numbers  will  be 
discontinued.  Please  feel  free  to  contact  me  if  you  have  any 
questions  or  concerns  regarding  this  project.

drinking  water  for  more  than  30  million  people  in  the

That  raised  concerns  for  some  participants. 


Representative  Rahm  Emanuel,  a Chicago  Democrat  who 
has  introduced  legislation  that  would  provide  $4  billion 
over  five  years  for  essentially  the  same  goals  as  those  in 
the  framework,  said  the  new  effort  would  fail  without 
adequate  money.  The  bill,  a bipartisan  effort  sponsored  by 
more  than  100  House  members,  and  a companion  Senate 
bill  are  languishing  in  committee.

INTRODUCTION 

Aneen,  (Greetings).  This 
paper  contains  my  personal 
thoughts  and  not  intended 
to  be  an  adopted  position 
of  my  Tribe  or  any  Tribe 
nor  my  position  in  my 
Tribe.  Our  Tribe  is  located 
on  the  Leelanau  Peninsula 
in  northwestern  part  of  the 
lower  peninsula  of  the  State 
of  Michigan.  Our  service 
area  includes  six  counties  of 
Antrim,  Benzie,  Charlevoix, 
Grand  Traverse,  Leelanau 
and  Manistee.  Because  of 
our  broad  service  location 
our  Tribe  is  surrounded  by 
Lake  Michigan  and  many 
contributory  rivers  and 
streams.  Each  morning,  I 
rise  to  face  the  East  and 
thank  our  Creator  for  life,  a 
good  nights  rest  and  giving 
us  the  opportunity  to  reside 
in  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
parts  of  the  United  States 
and  indeed  the  world.  The 
Great  Lakes  holds  20% 
of  the  fresh  water  supply 
in  the  world.  Our  Great 
Lakes  location  is  where  our 
ancestors  migrated  from 
the  North  and  East  and  has 
been  our  traditional  lands

and  waters  for  centuries. 

Our  Creator  designated  our 
People  to  be  the  Caretakers 
of  the  land  and  its  resources. 
Our  Indian  lands  were 
ceded  by  numerous  Indian 
Treaties  to  the  Federal 
government  commencing 
with  the  first  Treaty  of 
Greenville  in  1795.  The  last 
two  (2)  Indian  treaties  were 
the  Treaty  of  Washington 
in  1839  and  the  Treaty 
of  Detroit  in  1855  which 
established  our  reservation 
land  base. 

BRIEF  HISTORY 

The  discovery  of  the  “new 
world”  by  colonists  in 
the  1600’s  marketed  a 
change  for  Indians  in  this 
nation.  When  settling  on 
the  East  Coast  the  colonist 
had  numerous  concerns 
that  centered  around  the 
following: 

A.  Survival 

B.  Securing  Land 

C.  Establishing  trade 
and  relationship 
with  Indians 

Thus,  throughout  history 
Indian  Tribes  were  needed 
in  order  to  meet  their 
objectives  into  the  new 
world.  Then  as  numerous 
foreign  nations  invaded 
the  shores  of  the  “new 
world”  there  were  struggles 
that  created  many  internal 
conflicts  for  control.  The 
French  and  Indian  Wars  of 
1754  as  an  example  reflects 
how  the  British  sought 
the  absolute  total  control 
and  then  established  the 
definition  and  the  concept 
of  “Indian  Country”  as 
a demarcation  zone  of 
separation  of  Indians  from 
white  settlers.  Following 
the  Revolutionary  War,  the 
Continental  Congress  was 


formed  and  quickly  pledged 
itself  to  secure  and  preserve 
friendships  with  Indian 
tribes.  The  Declaration  of 
Independence  of  1776  and 
the  US  constitution  were 
the  fulfillment  of  these 
promises  and  recognized 
the  sovereignty  of  Indian 
tribes.  The  legal  conclusion 
of  entering  into  Indian 
Treaties  ended  in  1871. 

But  many  Indian  Tribes 
had  established  reservation 
lands,  reserved  hunting, 
fishing  and  gathering  rights 
and  other  entitlement  rights 
guaranteed  by/through 
treaties  with  the  United 
States.  Many  of  these 
entitlements  are  short 
changed  on  an  annual  basis 
and  we  fail  to  challenge 
the  system.  However,  this 
created  a unique  relationship 
and  established  the  “trust 
responsibility”  that  we  have 
today. 

WATER  RIGHTS  IN 
MICHIGAN 

The  question  of  water  rights 
in  the  State  of  Michigan 
has  for  the  most  part  been 
very  limited  because  of 
the  abundance  of  this 
resource  in  our  area.  While 
water  rights  issues  have 
not  been  the  focal  point 
of  controversy  here,  it  is 
increasingly  becoming  a 
matter  for  discussion.  Water 
is  a valuable  resource  and 
the  strongest  efforts  must 
be  taken  to  protect  it  and 
Mother  Earth.  While  we 
continue  to  work  for  water 
quality  on  our  respective 
Indian  lands,  we  should 
not  fail  our  mission  as 
caretakers  of  the  Great 
Lakes  and  Mother  Earth. 

We  believe  that  water  rights 
are  an  international  concern 


with  a large  regional  focus. 
In  the  past,  most  water  rights 
issues  are  given  careful 
consideration  because  of 
the  Supreme  Court  case  of 
Winters  vs.  United  States 
or  better  known  as  the 
winters  Doctrine.  Briefly, 
this  Doctrine  cited  the  use 
of  water  of  the  Milk  River 
running  through  the  Fort 
Belknap  Indian  reservation 
in  Montana.  The  dispute 
resulted  in  the  1888 
Agreement  in  which  the 
Tribe  relinquished  a portion 
of  their  lands  and  retained 
others  including  water  rights 
for  their  reservation  with  no 
treaty  involved. 

The  Supreme  Court  in  this 
Winters  Case  cited  that; 

“The  Indian  Tribe  had 
command  of  all  the  lands- 
the  waters-command  of  all 
their  beneficial  use,  whether 
kept  for  hunting,  grazing 
roving  herds  of  stock,  or 
agricultural  purposes  and 
arts  of  civilization.”  In  my 
view  this  is  a precedent 
setting  statement  of  fact. 

I have  given  much 
thought  about  water  rights 
because  of  having  some 
lengthily  knowledge  of 
past  history  and  the  many 
past  agreements  that  have 
failed.  I’ve  review  the 
treaty  language  in  all  these 
agreements  and  only  Indians 
have  kept  their  word.  Our 
partners  have  not.  A prime 
example  of  this  is  the  most 
recent  1980  Great  Lakes 
Accord  where  Indian  Tribes 
were  not  at  the  negotiating 
table.  Why?  Our  sovereignty 
was  again  forgotten  and 
ignored.  We  can  and  will 
not  accept  the  continued 
disregard  of  our  right  to 
be  consulted  with  and  the 
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protection  outlined  in  the 
Indian  Treaties  enacted 
and  ratified.  Not  only  is 
it  essential,  it  is  matter  of 
protecting  what  is  rightfully 
a reserved  right  by  our 
People. 

Throughout  history  as 
settlements  grew  so  did  the 
demands  of  the  colonists 
that  went  far  beyond 
peace,  ownership  of  land 
and  good  relationships 
with  our  People.  These 
demands  and  the  rich 
resources  were  taken  and 
expanded  to  secure  and 
develop  beyond  the  original 
intent  of  just  being  a good 
neighbor.  Greed  took  over 
and  ran  over  our  rights 
to  the  resources.  So,  the 
“protection  language”  in 
Indian  Treaties  no  longer 
have  a meaning.  The 
language  of  “Protecting 
Indian  Nations  against 
all  actions  by  foreign  and 
domestic  entities,”  has  again 
been  forgotten. 

Many  of  our  forefathers 
were  visionaries  because 
they  taught  us  to  think  in 
terms  of  the  next  Seven 
Generations.  They  were 
forecasters  of  the  future.  All 
of  us  must  remove  ourselves 
from  becoming  reactionaries 
and  becoming  visionaries 
who  are  able  to  create  a 
future  for  generations  to 
follow. 

We  are  concerned  about 
the  legal  battles  that  may 
arise  in  our  quest  for 
the  need  to  preserve  the 
natural  resources  that  are 
deteriorating  daily.  In 
retrospect  our  rights  are 
being  lost  unless  we  stand 
our  ground  and  say,  “No 
More.”  The  pre-existing 
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TRIBAL  COURT  JUDGES 
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rights  of  our  People  must  become  the 
forefront  of  our  position  and  ‘water 
rights”  must  become  a major  issue  for  all 
of  us  in  the  Midwest. 

This  article  is  merely  a reminder  to  all 
present  that  the”  trust  responsibility” 
to  Indian  tribes  must  be  enforced  and 
discussed  prior  to  any  action  by  the 
respective  governments.  We  ask  the 
following  three  factors  to  be  considered; 

A.  Protection  and  Consideration 
of  Tribal  Sovereignty. 

B.  Protection  of  our  Treaty 
Rights  and  the  Rights  of 
Self-Governance. 

C.  Support  our  Right  to  develop 
a Uniform  Strategy  of 
Fairness. 

In  closing,  we  must  remind  ourselves 
that  this  undertaking  is  an  uphill  battle 
because  of  the  foothold  established  by 
the  respective  sovereign  governments. 
There  remains  little  doubt  that  Treaty 
Rights  to  the  resources  have  not  been 
considered  but  just  stripped  away 
from  our  people  without  adequate 
consideration,  dialogue  with  Indian 
Tribes,  nor  compensation  for  resources 
already  removed.  We  must  believe  in 
ourselves  and  stand  our  ground  as  we 
challenge  the  respective  governments 
to  live  up  to  their  obligations.  We  must 
challenge  ourselves  for  the  sake  of  the 
next  Seven  Generations.

Notice  To  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Members 
Appointment  of  Tribal  Court  Judges 

This  notice  serves  to  inform  the  membership  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians  of  the  upcoming  Tribal  Court  Judges  vacancies. 

Under  the  Tribal  Constitution,  Article  V establishes  the  Tribal  Judiciary.  Section  1 states; 
“The  judicial  power  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  shall  be  vested  in  a tribal  court  system. 
The  tribal  court  system  shall  be  composed  of  a court  of  general  jurisdiction,  an  appellate 
court,  and  such  lower  courts  as  the  Tribal  Appellate  Court  may  establish.” 

Article  V,  Section  (3)(a)  addresses  the  composition  of  the  Tribal  Court.  “The  Tribal 
Court  shall  be  a court  of  general  jurisdiction  and  shall  consist  of  one  (1)  judge  and  one 
(1)  associate  judge.  Article  V Section  (4)(a)  states  that  “ judges  of  the  Tribal  Court. . . 
shall  be  appointed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  five  (5)  of  the  seven  (7)  members  of  the 
Tribal  Council  for  a term  of  four  (4)  years.” 

The  Tribal  Constitution  also  establishes  the  eligibility  and  qualifications  for  the  Tribal 
Court  judges.  Article  V Section  5 states:  “Any  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  as  a tribal 
court  judge  only  if  he/she: 

(a)  is  a member  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  who  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen 
(18)  and/or  is  an  attorney  licensed  to  practice  before  the  courts  of  a state  in  the  United 
States. 

(b)  Is  not  presently  a Tribal  Council  member  or  running  to  become  a Tribal 
Council  member;  and 

(c)  Has  not  been  convicted,  within  ten  (10)  years  of  such  appointment,  of  any 
felony  by  a court  of  competent  jurisdiction.” 

In  order  for  the  two  (2)  vacancies  to  be  filled,  any  interested  and  eligible  individuals  are 
required  to  submit  a letter  stating  their  desire  to  be  appointed  to  the  Appellate  Court 
along  with  a current  resume.  These  items  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Court  Administrator, 
Donna  Chippewa,  no  later  than  5:00  p.m.  on  February  18,  2005.  Tribal  Council 
appointments  will  take  place  at  the  Regular  Session  of  Tribal  Council  in  March  2005.

Winona  told  Ojibwe  creation  stories  while  connecting  to  current  misuses  of  sacred 
tribal  lands  across  the  United  States.  Winona  spoke  of  the  benefits  of  wind  power  as  a 
renewable  and  cost  effective  energy  source.  Winona's  talk  can  be  viewed  on  TCTV2  or 
the  videotape  of  the  event  will  be  available  for  checkout  from  the  Heritage  Library. 

Check  out  some  of  the  new  books  available  at  the  library.  The  following  books  are  just  a 
few  of  the  new  reads  for  your  enjoyment: 

1.  Sequoyah,  by  James  Rumford.  The  story  of  the  Cherokee  Indian  who  created 
a writing  system  in  the  1820's  to  turn  his  people  into  a nation  of  readers  and 
writers.  Beautifully  illustrated  by  the  author.  (Ages  3 and  Up) 

2.  Arrow  to  the  Sun:  a Pueblo  Indian  tale.  In  this  retelling  of  an  ancient 
Pueblo  story,  a young  boy  searches  for  his  father,  but  before  he  can  claim 
his  heritage  he  must  first  prove  his  worthiness  by  passing  through  four 
ceremonial  chambers.  Illustrated.  (Ages  3 and  Up) 

3.  Coyote  Warrior:  One  Man.  Three  Tribes,  and  the  Trial  that  Forged  a Nation,  by 
Paul  VanDevelder.  According  to  Vine  Deloria  Jr.,  this  is  a stirring  family  history 
recounting  the  ongoing  fight  by  the  Fort  Berthold  people  to  preserve  their 
heritage  and  secure  justice  promised  to  them  over  the  course  of  a century 
and  a half.  (High  School  and  Up) 

4.  The  Motorcycle  Diaries:  Notes  on  a Latin  American  Journey,  by  Ernesto  "Che" 
Guevara.  This  book  is  the  basis  for  the  new  film  from  director  Walter  Salles 
about  Che  Guevera's  political  transformation.  The  journey  is  one  of  self- 
discovery  and  emotional  and  political  choices.  (High  School  and  Up) 

5.  Science  and  Native  American  Communities:  Legacies  of  Pain.  Visions  of 
Promise,  edited  by  Keith  James.  Essays  include  the  impact  on  Native 
lands  and  the  environment,  economic  and  technological  opportunities  and 
challenges  for  reservation  communities,  and  the  similarities  and  differences 
between  Native  and  scientific  thought  and  practice.  (High  School  and  Up) 

6.  Native  American  Crafts  and  Skills,  by  David  Montgomery.  An  introduction 
to  the  study  of  Native  American  crafts  and  skills.  The  book  has  step  by 
step  detail  and  over  two  hundred  illustrations  on  subjects  like  quill  making, 
clothing,  and  musical  instruments. 

7.  The  Circuit,  by  Francisco  Jimenez.  The  Circuit  follows  a migrant  family 
through  its  circuit  of  picking  over  a number  of  years.  Jimenez  takes  us  into 
a way  of  life  encompassing  both  sweetness  and  sorrow  as  his  family  moves 
from  one  labor  camp  to  the  next.  (Young  Adult) 

8.  Parrot  in  the  Oven:  Mi  Vida,  by  Victor  Martinez.  Story  relates  the  difficulties 
being  experienced  by  Manny  Hernandez's  family  tempered  by  true  love  and 
family  ties.  This  book  was  the  recipient  of  the  National  Book  Award  for  young 
people's  literature  in  1996.  (Young  Adult)

A student  incentive  program  is  being  offered  by  the  Michigan  Indian 
Elders  Association  (MIEA)  to  recognize  students  who  achieve  all  “A’s” 
for  a marking  period  as  well  as  students  who  achieve  perfect  attendance 
for  a marking  period. 

Since  the  money  available  to  fund  this  program  is  limited  to  $2,075  the 
award  has  been  set  at  $25  to  keep  it  meaningful,  and  yet  recognize  a 
reasonable  number  of  students.  There  will  be  83  winners  who  will  be 
determined  by  lottery.  Here  are  the  conditions  to  qualify: 

• The  student  must  be  an  enrolled  member  or  be  a direct  descendant  of  an 

enrolled  member  of  on  of  the  MIEA  constituent  tribes/bands. 
•The  student  must  be  in  grades  K- 12  at  a public  or  private  school,  (home 
schooling  not  eligible) 

•A  student  must  be  in  grades  4-12  to  qualify  for  the  straight 44 A”  award. 
(A-,  A,  A+) 

• For  a school  system  that  uses  a grading  system  based  on  numbers  the 

equivalent  to  straight  44A’s”  will  be  acceptable. 

• Perfect  attendance  means  exactly  that.  A student  must  be  in  school  or 

at  a school  sponsored  function  each  day  of  the  marking  period. 
Excused  absence  for  anything  other  than  a school  sponsored/ 
approved  function  do  not  constitute  perfect  attendance. 

• The  first  two  marking  periods  of  this  2004/2005  school  year  (or  the 

number  of  marking  periods  completed  by  March  1 , 2005  for 
school  systems  having  something  other  than  four  marking 
periods)  will  be  used  to  determine  the  winners  for  this  lottery. 

• A student  can  qualify  for  both  the  perfect  attendance  and  straight 

44A’s”  for  both  marking  periods.  For  example,  straight  44A’s”  and 
perfect  attendance  for  both  marking  periods  would  mean  four 
chances  to  win. 

• A copy  of  the  child’s  report  card,  signed  by  the  parent,  must  be 

submitted  to  verify  the  achievement  of  straight  44A’s”  and  perfect 
attendance. 

•Parents  assume  responsibility  for  releasing  their  child’s  information  to 
MIEA  by  their  signature  on  the  report  card.

(Attention  Deficit  Hyperactivity  Disorder) 

Attention  Deficit  Hyperactivity  Disorder  - Predominantly 
Inattentive 


Diagnostic  criteria:  Six  or  more  of  the  symptoms  of 
inattention  have  persisted  for  at  least  6 months  to  a degree 
that  is  maladaptive  (unable  to  adapt)  and  inconsistent 
with  developmental  level. 

a.  Often  fails  to  give  close  attention  to  details  or 
makes  careless  mistakes  in  schoolwork,  work,  or  other 
activities. 

b.  Often  has  difficulty  sustaining  attention  in  tasks 
or  play  activities. 

c.  Often  does  not  seem  to  listen  when  spoken  to 
directly. 

d.  Often  does  not  follow  through  on  instructions 
and  fails  to  finish  schoolwork,  chores,  or  duties  in  the 
workplace  (not  due  to  oppositional  behavior  or  failure  to 
understand  instructions). 

e.  Often  avoids,  dislikes,  or  is  reluctant  to  engage 
in  tasks  that  require  sustained  mental  effort  (such  as 
homework  or  school  work). 

f.  Often  loses  things  necessary  for  tasks  or  activities 
(e.g.  toys,  school  assignments,  pencils,  books  or  tools). 

g.  Is  often  easily  distracted  by  extraneous  stimuli. 

h.  Is  often  forgetful  in  daily  activities. 


As  a result,  they  typically  avoid  or  have  a strong  dislike 
for  activities  that  demand  sustained  self-application  and 
mental  effort  or  that  require  organizational  demands  or 
close  concentration,  like  homework  or  paperwork.  This 
avoidance  must  be  due  to  the  person’s  difficulties  with 
attention  and  not  due  to  a primary  oppositional  attitude 
although  secondary  oppositionalism  may  occur. 

Work  habits  are  often  disorganized  and  the  materials 
necessary  for  doing  the  tasks  are  often  scattered,  lost  or 
carelessly  handled  and  damaged.  Children  with  ADHD 
are  easily  distracted  by  irrelevant  stimuli  and  frequently 
interrupt  ongoing  tasks  to  attend  to  trivial  noises  or  events 
that  are  usually  and  easily  ignored  by  others  (car  honking, 
background  conversation).  They  are  often  forgetful  in  daily 
activities  (missing  assignments,  forgetting  to  bring  to  bring 
lunch).  In  social  situations,  inattention  may  be  expressed 
as  frequent  shifts  in  conversations,  not  listening  to  others, 
not  keeping  one’s  mind  on  conversations  and  not  following 
details  or  games  or  activities.

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Characteristic  Behaviors 

Inattention  may  be  an  issue  in  academic,  occupational,  or 
social  situations.  Children  may  not  pay  close  attention 
to  details,  or  may  make  careless  mistakes  in  schoolwork 
or  other  tasks.  Their  work  is  often  messy  and  performed 
hastily,  carelessly  and  without  much  thought. 

Children  with  ADHD  often  have  difficulty  sustaining 
attention  in  tasks  or  play  activities  and  find  it  harder  to 
stick  with  a task  until  it  is  finished.  They  often  appear  to 
be  thinking  about  something  far  away  or  act  as  if  they  are 
not  listening  or  did  not  hear  what  was  being  said. 

Children  may  shift  from  one  uncompleted  activity  to 
another.  They  may  begin  one  task,  move  to  another, 
then  turn  to  something  else  without  ever  completing 
anything.  They  often  do  not  follow  through  on  requests 
or  instructions  and  do  not  complete  schoolwork,  chores  or 
other  duties. 

These  individuals  often  have  difficulties  organizing  tasks 
and  activities.  Tasks  that  require  sustained  mental  effort 
are  experienced  as  unpleasant  and  markedly  aversive. 
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Dear  Resident  Tribal  Members  (RTM), 

The  Tax  Season  will  soon  be  here.  Thanks  to  the  Tribe’s  Tax 
Agreement  with  the  State  of  Michigan,  many  Resident  Tribal 
Members  will  receive  extra  tax  benefits  this  year.  All  RTM  non- 
business income  is  exempt  from  Michigan  Income  taxes  plus 
RTMs  will  also  receive  an  annual  sales  tax  credit. 


Please  note  that  only  tribal  members  who  have  RTM  status  are 
exempt  from  Michigan  non-business  income  taxes  and  will  also 
receive  the  Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales  Tax  Credit. 
RTM  status  is  established  on  the  1st  day  of  the  proceeding 
month  from  which  the  Tribe  has  received  the  tribal  member’s 
Residency  Form  along  with  all  required  documentation. 

Example  #1  - A tribal  member  filled  out  and  turned  in  the  GTB 
Residency  form  along  with  all  required  documentation  by  June  15, 
2004  to  the  Tribe,  their  RTM  status  would  take  effect  on  the  1st  day 
of  the  proceeding  month  - July  1,  2004.  This  RTM  would  be  able 
to  claim  MI  Income  tax  exemption  for  non-business  income  (e.g., 
wages,  interest,  etc.)  and  would  also  be  able  to  receive  the  annual 
sales  tax  credit  from  the  July  1,  2004  (GTB’s  Tax  Agreement 
Implementation  date)  through  December  3 1 , 2004  as  long  as  the 
tribal  member  retained  their  RTM  status  during  this  whole  time 
period. 

Example  #2  - A tribal  member  filled  out  and  turned  in  the  GTB 
Residency  form  along  with  all  required  documentation  by 
November  15,  2004  to  the  Tribe,  their  RTM  status  would  take 
effect  on  the  1st  day  of  the  proceeding  month  - December  1,  2004. 
This  RTM  would  be  able  to  claim  MI  Income  tax  exemption  for 
non-business  income  and  would  also  be  able  to  receive  the  annual 
sales  tax  credit  from  December  1 , 2004  through  December  3 1 , 
2004  as  long  as  the  tribal  member  retained  their  RTM  status  during 
this  whole  time  period. 


Michigan  Income  Tax 

Resident  Tribal  Member  are  exempted  from  Michigan  income 
tax  on  all  non-business  income  including  but  not  limited  to: 

1 . All  income  derived  form  wages  are  exempt  whether 
the  wages  are  earned  within  the  Agreement  Area  or 
outside  of  the  Agreement  Area; 

2.  All  interest  and  passive  dividends  are  exempt; 

3.  All  rents  and  royalties  derived  from  real  property 
located  within  the  Agreement  Area  are  exempt; 

4.  All  rents  and  royalties  derived  from  tangible  personal 
property,  to  the  extent  the  personal  property  is 
utilized  within  the  Agreement  Area,  are  exempt; 

5.  Capital  gains  from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  real 
property  located  within  the  Agreement  Area  are 
exempt; 


6.  Capital  gains  from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  tangible  personal  property 
which  is  located  within  the  Agreement  Area  at  the  time  of  the  sale  are 
exempt; 

7.  Capital  gains  from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  intangible  personal  property 
are  exempt; 

8.  All  pension  income  and  benefits  including,  but  not  limited  to,  401(k), 
IRA,  defined  contribution  plan,  and  defined  benefit  plan  payments  are 
exempt; 

9.  All  per  capita  payments  by  the  Tribe  to  Resident  Tribal  Members  are 
exempt  without  regard  to  the  source  of  payment;  and 

10.  All  gaming  winnings  are  exempt. 

Please  be  aware  that  a Michigan  tax  return  must  be  filed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  IX  (A)  of  the  Tax  Agreement.  If  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  the  filing  of  you  MI- 1 040  or  related  forms,  please  contact  the  Customer 
Contact  Division  at  1.800.827.4000. 


Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales  Tax  Credit 

The  Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales  Tax  Credit  was  designed  to  cover  any 
items  not  listed  under  the  Tribal  Certificate  of  Exemption  form.  Items  covered  by  the 
Tribal  Certificate  of  Exemption  form  are  vehicles,  mobile  or  module  home,  affixation 
to  real  estate,  and  treaty  fishing  items. 

The  Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales  Tax  Credit  is  based  off  a percentage  of  a 
modified  federal  Adjusted  Gross  Income.  The  Sales  Tax  Credit  is  0.9%  (.009)  times 
the  Resident  Tribal  Member’s  Modified  AGI.  Modified  AGI  is  capped  at  $80,000  per 
RTM  (left  over  cap  from  one  RTM  spouse  cannot  be  carried  over  to  the  other  RTM 
spouse).  The  Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales  Tax  Credit  form  (4013)  must 
be  filed  with  the  MI  1040  Income  tax  return. 

Example:  A married  couple  where  both  spouses  are  RTMs  with  a Modified  AGI 
$200,000  ($50,000  RTM  1 and  $150,000  RTM  2)  would  receive  a Tax  Credit  of 
$1,170  (50,000+80,000)  x .009=$  1,1 70). 

Example:  A married  couple  where  both  spouses  are  RTMs  with  a Modified  AGI  is 
$100,000  ($50,000  RTM  1 and  $50,000  RTM  2)  would  receive  a Tax  Credit  of  $900 
((50,000+50,000)  x .009=$900). 

Example:  A single  Resident  Tribal  Member  with  a Modified  AGI  $80,000  would 
receive  a Tax  Credit  of  $720  (80,000  x .009=$720).

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Drop-by-Drop:  Great  Lakes  Water  Debate  Flows 
Along

Two  historic  events  occurred  in  November  and 
December  related  to  Great  Lakes  water  issues  and  the 
involvement  of  Tribal  rights 
and  sovereignty.  One  was,  in 
part,  a reaction  to  Tribes  being 
ignored  by  State  and  Federal 
government.  The  other  was 
an  event  where  Tribes  had  a 
prominent  seat  at  the  table  and 
have  been  consulted  from  the 
beginning. 

Tribal  and  First  Nations 
Great  Lakes  Water  Accord 

On  November  22  and  23, 
nearly  40  US  Tribes  and 
Canadian  First  Nations 
gathered  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
to  sign  the  Tribal  and  First 
Nations  Great  Lakes  Water 
Accord.  Taking  into  account 
that  some  of  the  groups  signing 
the  document  were  from 
Tribal  associations,  nearly  80 

total  Tribes  and  First  Nations  were  represented  at  this 
historic  gathering. 

GTB  Tribal  Chairman  Robert  Kewaygoshkum  signed 
the  Accord  on  behalf  of  GTB.  Also  in  attendance 
were  Tribal  Secretary  Derek  Bailey,  Councilor  Sandy 
Witherspoon,  and  GTB  Aquatic  Biologist  Kris  Ptak.

carrying  a copper  bucket  filled  with  water  and  an  Eagle  staff  to  promote 
awareness.  They  have  inspired  Anishnabe  people  to  remember  their 
teachings  in  which  water  is  balance  and  water  is  life. 

The  meeting  and  the  Accord  were,  in  part,  a reaction  to  a proposal  by  the 
US  and  Canadian  Governments  on  how  to  regulate  water  withdrawals 
and  diversions  from  the  Great  Lakes.  That  proposal  is  an  Annex 
Agreement  to  the  Great  Lakes  Charter  called  “Annex  2001.” 


The  Great  Lakes  comprise  90%  of  the 
United  State’s  fresh  surface  water  and  20% 
of  the  Earth’s  fresh  surface  water.  As  the 
population  in  the  United  States’  Southwest 
continues  to  grow,  some  are  predicting 
increased  demand  for  diversion  of  Great 
Lakes  water.  There  have  also  been  attempts 
to  export  Great  Lakes  water  to  Asia. 

Implementing  agreements  for  Annex  2001 
are  scheduled  to  be  finalized  in  Spring 
2005.  However,  the  Annex  2001  process 
does  not  include  Tribes  and  First  Nations 
as  governmental  entities  with  rights  and 
responsibilities  regarding  Great  Lakes  issues. 
Tribes  and  First  Nations  did  not  have  a seat  at 
the  table  in  negotiating  Annex  2001. 

The  November  23  Accord  points  out  these 
flaws  in  Annex  2001  and  asserts  Tribal  and 
First  Nation  rights  and  sovereignty.  The 


Accord  begins  by  saying: 


"Our  ancestors  have  inhabited  the  Great  Lakes 
Basin  since  time  immemorial,  long  before  the  current 
political  boundaries  were  drawn.  Our  spiritual  and 
cultural  connections  to  our  Mother  Earth  are  manifest 
by  our  willingness  to  embrace  the  responsibility  of 
protecting  and  preserving  the  land  and  Waters." 


The  gathering  was  organized  by  Frank  Ettawageshik, 
Chairman  of  the  Little  Traverse  Bay  Bands  of 
Odawa  Indians.  Josephine  Mandamin,  Anishnabe 
Grandmother,  was  the  keynote  speaker  for  the  Water 
Accord.  She  alerted  listeners  to  the  plight  of  our 
water  and  its  sacredness  to  our  People.  In  2002,  a 
prophesy  was  given,  stating  that  in  30  years,  an  ounce 
of  our  water  will  become  as  expensive  as  an  ounce 
of  gold.  She  was  so  moved  by  this  prophesy  that  she 
organized  a walk  called  the  Mother  Earth  Water  Walk. 
These  Anishnabe  Grandmothers  walked  around  Lake 
Superior  in  2003  and  around  Lake  Michigan  in  2004 


And  ends  by  saying: 

“By  this  accord  signed  on  November  23,  2004,  at  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  Michigan,  the  Tribes  and  First  Nations  of  the  Great  Lakes 
Basin  do  hereby  demand  that  our  rights  and  sovereignty  be 
respected,  that  any  governmental  effort  to  protect  and  preserve 
the  Waters  of  the  Great  Lakes  Basin  include  full  participation 
by  Tribes  and  First  Nations,  and  we  also  hereby  pledge  that  we 
share  the  interests  and  concerns  about  the  future  of  the  Great 
Lakes  Waters,  further  pledging  to  work  together  with  each  other 
and  with  the  other  governments  in  the  Great  Lakes  Basin  to 
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secure  a healthy  future  for  the  Great  Lakes.” 

Great  Lakes  Regional  Collaboration 

By  contrast,  another  effort  by  the  US  and  State 
governments  has  included  Tribal  interests  from  the 
outset.  The  Great  Lakes  Regional  Collaboration 
(GLRC)  is  a one-year  process  that  was  officially 
kicked-off  on  December  3 in  Chicago.  Several  Tribes 
joined  Great  Lakes  Governors,  mayors,  federal  agency 
officials,  and  other  elected  officials  in  signing  the  Great 
Lakes  Declaration.  Again,  GTB  tribal  Chairman  Robert 
Kewaygoshkum  signed  on  behalf  of  GTB.  Andy 
Knott,  GTB  Environmental  Stewardship  Director  also 
attended.

The  GLRC’s  goal  is  to  develop  and  ratify  a Great 
Lakes  Restoration  and  Protection  Strategy.  The  GLRC 
has  established  eight  issues  areas  on  which  to  focus 
including  toxics  that  bio-accumulate  up  the  food  chain, 
invasive  species,  habitats,  sustainable  development  and 
coastal  health. 

Evidence  of  Tribal  involvement  in  the  GLRC  is  found 
in  the  GLRC  Decision  Framework  document.  All 
of  the  eight  issue  strategy  teams  are  directed  in  the 
Framework  to  consider  three  issues,  one  of  which  is 
Tribal  interests.  The  Framework  directs  each  strategy 
team  to  “explicitly  consider  the  Tribal  rights,  interests, 
governmental  infrastructure  and  programs  involved  in 
the  issue  being  considered,  and  will  identify  priorities 
and  strategies  that  relate  to  the  health,  welfare  and 
culture  of  Tribal  communities.” 

The  GLRC  is  not  without  its  flaws.  While  Tribal 
involvement  in  the  GLRC  is  a significant  victory, 
the  GLRC  also  contains  a significant  failure  by 
omission.  The  GLRC  does  not  address  Great  Lakes 
water  withdrawals  or  diversions.  This  omission  only 
highlights  the  importance  of  the  Tribal  and  First 
Nations  Great  Lakes  Water  Accord  and  the  need  for 
Tribes  to  continue  to  assert  their  rights  and  interests.

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Mr.  Bob  Otwell,  Executive  Director  of  Tart  Trails,  thanked 
the  Tribe  for  their  $50,000  gift  and  for  their  support  in  the 
campaign  for  trail  facilities.  He  commented  on  additional  paving  of  the 
Leelanau  Trail  in  Elmwood  Township,  connecting  the  Leelanau  Trail  tart  to 
provide  an  uninterrupted  path  from  Suttons  Bay  to  Acme  Township,  projects 
under  contract  in  Acme  Township  (another  two  miles  of  trail),  and  the  trail 
property  being  developed  north  of  Suttons  Bay  (to  Dumas  Road).  He  also 
commented  on  working  with  the  Tribe  to  figure  out  a way  to  connect  a trail  to 
Peshawbestown. 

For  each  of  the  large  donors,  Mr.  Otwell  indicated  an  artist  was  commissioned 
to  create  a bronze  sculpture,  which  he  presented  to  Council.  A full-sized 
sculpture  would  be  placed  in  the  plaza  near  Clinch  Park  in  the  spring,  right  on 
the  bay.  The  name  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians 
would  be  recognized  on  a plaque,  also  to  be  displayed  at  the  site. 


By  invitation  of 
the  Governor  of 
Michigan,  the 
Grand  Traverse 
Band  Tribal 
Administration  was 
requested  to  attend  a 
luncheon  for  Tribal 
leaders  on  Thursday, 
December  16,  2004. 

Vice  Chairman  George 
Bennett  represented  the 
tribe  at  the  Governor’s 
Residence,  Lansing,  Michigan.  Mr.  Bennett  and  Governor 
Jennifer  Granholm  had  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the 
recent  popular  vote  supporting  “Let  The  Voters  Decide” 
Proposal  1.  The  Governor’s  cabinet  did  not  support 
the  proposal.  This  disagreement  may  well  have  been 
the  reason  for  the  small  turnout  of  Tribal  leaders  at  the 
Lansing  luncheon  however  Mr.  Bennett  felt  that  the 
time  spent  discussing  Native  issues  was  well  spent. 
Opportunities  to  meet  and  share  ideals  are  often  too  few 
and  far  between.  The  personal  audience  with  the  governor 
gave  the  Tribal  leaders  another  opportunity  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  Tribal  Sovereignty  and  the  need  to  work 
cooperatively  with  all  the  Tribal  governments.  For  lunch, 
everyone  enjoyed  the  fine  cuisine  of  a lobster  salad,  beef 
tenderloin,  cheddar/chipotle  whipped  potatoes,  roasted 
vegetables  and  something  called  Mixed  berry  scented 
mascarpone  napoleon!

James  Maddix,  an  Elder  with  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  tribe  of  Chippewa  Indians  is,  at 
the  request  of  Bishop  Patrick  R.  Cooney,  looking  for  Catholic  Native  Americans 
living  within  the  2F  counties  of  the  Diocese  of  Gaylord. 

Realizing  that  the  number  of  Native  Americans  in  the  area  has  been  on  the 
increase,  Bishop  Cooney  said,  “With  Jim’s  help,  we  are  trying  to  identify  the  native 
Americans  living  within  our  dioceses,  so  that  we  can  plan  and  develop  programs  to 
serve  this  important  population  of  faithful.” 

Maddix,  an  Elder  with  Unit  3 in  St.  Ignace  and  a member  of  St.  Mary  Cathedral 
Parish  in  Gaylord,  has  agreed  to  assist  in  gathering  and  compiling  the  data  received 
from  local  Catholic  Naive  Americans.  “It  would  be  great  if  we  could  have  a 
Native  American  contact  in  each  of  the  parishes,”  Maddix  said.  “ I feel  that  we 
can  combine  our  Catholic  faith  and  Native  beliefs  at  the  diocesan  level,  much  the 
same  as  we  already  do  at  St.  Isaac  Jogues  in  Sault  Ste  Marie  and  Blessed  Kateri 
Tekakwitha  in  Suttons  Bay.”

He  received  great  enjoyment  in  life  by 
being  “Farmer  Phil,”  riding  his  John  Deere 
tractor,  socializing  with  his  family  and  friends, 
and  making  others  laugh. 

His  hobbies  included  photography,  working 
in  movie  theaters,  as  well  as  watching  movies, 
working  the  family  farm  and  his  horses.  He  was 
very  proud  of  his  family,  especially  his  children 
and  friends,  his  dog,  Baxter,  his  farm,  and 


cackling  with  the  4-H  girls.  Phil  was  most  proud 
of  his  son,  Duane,  when  he  recently  rescued 
someone  from  drowning  in  Lake  Leelanau.

ONLINE  LEGAL  SELF-HELP  WEB  CENTER  LAUNCHED  BY  STATE  COURT 
ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICE 

LANSING,  MI,  January  19,  2005  - A new  “Self-Help  Center”  on  the  State  Court  Administrative  Office 
(SCAO)  website  is  aimed  at  helping  non-lawyers  represent  themselves  in  some  legal  matters. 

SCAO  is  the  administrative  arm  of  the  Michigan  Supreme  Court. 

“Many  people  want  to  handle  their  own  legal  issues,  but  lack  the  basic  information  they  need  to 
represent  themselves  effectively,”  said  State  Court  Administrator  Carl  L.  Gromek. 

“All  adult  citizens  have  a constitutional  right  to  represent  themselves  in  court,  but  most  non- 
attorneys  don’t  know  where  to  look  for  legal  information  or  what  their  responsibilities  are  as  litigants,” 
Gromek  said.  “Our  goal  is  to  educate  the  public  about  what  types  of  cases  the  courts  handle,  what 
information  resources  are  available,  and  the  obligations  of  self-representing  litigants.” 

Gromek  added  that  the  new  feature  “is  a valuable  resource  for  anyone  who  wants  to  learn  more 
about  Michigan’s  justice  system.” 

Topics  on  the  Self-Help  Center  include  “Going  to  Court,”  “How  to  Find  Legal  Information,” 
“Types  of  Matters  the  Courts  Handle,”  and  “Resolving  a Dispute  without  Going  to  Court.”  The  center 
provides  an  overview  of  the  Michigan  court  system  and  describes  the  types  of  cases  handled  by  various 
state  courts. 

The  site  also  provides  information  on  “Getting  Legal  Help,”  including  information  about 
requesting  a court-appointed  attorney.  Courts  appoint  attorneys  to  represent  indigent  people  free  of 
charge  in  cases  involving  criminal  penalties  and  termination  of  parental  rights.  Court-appointed 
attorneys  also  act  for  children  and  mentally  incapacitated  people  in  certain  cases. 

For  those  who  want  an  alternative  to  litigation,  the  site  offers  information  about  SCAO’s 
Community  Dispute  Resolution  Program.  The  program,  which  is  offered  at  20  centers  located 
throughout  Michigan,  allows  Michigan  citizens  to  resolve  their  legal  disputes  with  the  help  of  a trained 
mediator.

Notice  To  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Members 
Appointment  of  Tribal  Court  Judges 

This  notice  serves  to  inform  the  membership  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians  of  the  upcoming  Tribal  Court  Judges  vacancies. 

Under  the  Tribal  Constitution,  Article  V establishes  the  Tribal  Judiciary.  Section  1 states; 
“The  judicial  power  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  shall  be  vested  in  a tribal  court  system. 
The  tribal  court  system  shall  be  composed  of  a court  of  general  jurisdiction,  an  appellate 
court,  and  such  lower  courts  as  the  Tribal  Appellate  Court  may  establish.” 

Article  V,  Section  (3)(a)  addresses  the  composition  of  the  Tribal  Court.  “The  Tribal 
Court  shall  be  a court  of  general  jurisdiction  and  shall  consist  of  one  (1)  judge  and  one 
(1)  associate  judge.  Article  V Section  (4)(a)  states  that  “ judges  of  the  Tribal  Court. . . 
shall  be  appointed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  five  (5)  of  the  seven  (7)  members  of  the 
Tribal  Council  for  a term  of  four  (4)  years.” 

The  Tribal  Constitution  also  establishes  the  eligibility  and  qualifications  for  the  Tribal 
Court  judges.  Article  V Section  5 states:  “Any  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  as  a tribal 
court  judge  only  if  he/she: 

(a)  is  a member  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  who  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen 
(18)  and/or  is  an  attorney  licensed  to  practice  before  the  courts  of  a state  in  the  United 
States. 

(b)  Is  not  presently  a Tribal  Council  member  or  running  to  become  a Tribal 
Council  member;  and 

(c)  Has  not  been  convicted,  within  ten  (10)  years  of  such  appointment,  of  any 
felony  by  a court  of  competent  jurisdiction.” 

In  order  for  the  one  (1)  vacancy  to  be  filled,  any  interested  and  eligible  individual  is 
required  to  submit  a letter  stating  their  desire  to  be  appointed  as  Chief  Judge  along  with 
a current  resume.  These  items  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Court  Administrator,  Donna 
Chippewa,  no  later  than  5:00 p.m.  on  February  18,  2005.  Tribal  Council  appointments 
will  take  place  at  the  Regular  Session  of  Tribal  Council  in  March  2005.

BURIAL  FUND  BENEFIT 


All  GTB  Tribal  Members  are  eligible  for 
a Burial  Fund  benefit.  The  amount  of 
this  benefit  is  $10,000  for  members  who 
are  older  than  14  days  and  $200  for  those 
members  who  are  0 to  14  days  old.  In 
order  to  access  this  benefit  the  following 
information  is  needed  when  a death  occurs: 

1.  Original  certified  Death 
Certificate,  this  must  have  a signature  of  a 
Notary  Public  in  order  to  be  valid.  Copies 
of  a death  certificate  are  not  acceptable. 

2.  A copy  of  the  Funeral  Home  bill, 
this  bill  should  also  name  the  person  who  is 
responsible  for  covering  the  expenses  of  the 
funeral. 

These  documents  should  be  submitted 
to  the  GTB  Governmental  Accounting 
Department.  You  can  mail  the  information 
to  the  following  address:

When  the  information  has  been  received, 
a two-party  check  will  be  issued  that 
is  payable  to  the  Funeral  Home  AND 
the  individual  who  is  responsible  for  the 
funeral  bill.  The  check  will  be  mailed 
directly  to  the  Funeral  Home  and  when 
the  funeral  bill  has  been  satisfied  any 
remaining  dollars  will  be  disbursed  to  the 
person  who  is  listed  as  the  responsible 
party  for  the  bill.

Holland  & Knight  is  a respectable  law  firm  with  practiced  dedication  towards  protection 
of  tribal  sovereignty  and  work  diligence  that  promotes  tribal  prosperity.  Additional  legal 
services  offered  for  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  is  assistance  with  fee-to-trust  and  related 
real  estate  issues,  obtaining  and  structuring  financing  of  complex  Tribal  development 
projects,  gaming  operations  and  regulations,  preparation  and  review  of  Tribal  codes 
and  constitutions,  financing  and  development  of  hotel,  casino,  and  resort  projects,  and 
lobbying  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Tribe.

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Natural  Life-Supporting  Power 

(From:  Sacred  Circle,  Duluth,  MN) 

Our  work  to  end  violence  against  Native  women  and  recreate  peaceful,  harmoTTious  communities  is  based  on 
reclaiming  our  traditional  values,  belief  systems  and  life  ways.  The  natural,  traditional  life  way  rests  upon  values, 
which  are  reflected  in  our  behaviors  and  relationships  with  all  things. 

The  key  values  of  this  life  way  are:  compassion,  respect,  generosity,  mutual  sharing,  humility,  contributing/ 
industriousness,  courage,  love  and  being  spiritually  centered. 

These  values  are  expressed  in  the  manner  we  behave  and  relate  to  others.  The  following  are  brief  descriptions 
of  how  these  values  can  be  shown.  Challenge  yourself  to  find  other  ways  to  create  life-supporting  power  in  you 
and  others. 


Being  Respectful: 

Listening  to  her  non-judgmentally.  Being  emotionally  affirming  and  understanding.  Valuing  her  thoughts,  feelings 
and  opinions.  Honor  her  individual  way  of  being  and  walking  her  path 

Sexual  Respect: 

Understand  the  difference  between  love,  sex  and  intimacy.  Treat  your  partner  as  you  would  a Pipe.  Respect  her 
feelings  and  her  rights  to  choose  her  relationships  and  control  her  body. 

Partnership: 

Treat  your  partner  as  an  equal  and  whole  human  being.  Respect  her  decisions  and  opinions.  Listen  with  your 
heart.  Share  responsibilities  based  on  skills,  interests  and  fairness. 

Cultural  Respect: 

Understand  your  relationship  to  others  and  all  things  in  Creation.  Be  responsible  for  your  role:  act  with 
compassion  and  respect.  Respect  and  accept  that  people  have  their  own  path.  Humbly  respect  her  Path  as  being 
equally  important  as  yours. 

Spiritual  Reflection: 

Meditate  about  walking  your  own  Path.  Reflect  on  your  relationship  with  the  Creator.  Make  time  to  be  alone  in 
Nature.  Recognize  and  express  thanks  for  your  blessings.  Focus  on  the  inner  balance  of  your  physical,  mental, 
emotional  and  spiritual  self:  Practice  humility. 

Trust  and  Support: 

Supporting  her  goals  in  life.  Respecting  her  right  to  her  own  feelings,  friends,  activities,  and  opinions.  Helping 
provide  the  resources  she  needs  and  wants.  Respecting  her  “space”  and  privacy. 

Honesty  and  Accountability: 

Accept  responsibility  for  your  self,  including  your  actions  and  words,  things  that  you  should  have  done. 
Acknowledge  your  past  use  of  violence  and  the  ongoing  impact  it  has.  Admit  being  wrong.  Communicate  openly, 
truthfully  and  respectfully. 

Responsible  Parenting: 

Share  all  parental  responsibilities.  Be  a positive,  non-violent  role  model.  Nurture  your  children;  don’t  “baby-sit.” 
Acknowledge  that  being  an  “absent  parent”  is  neglect,  not  an  excuse  for  not  providing  financial,  emotional  and 
other  types  of  support  in  the  best  way  you  can.  Parenting  is  difficult  --  get  support  and  words  of  wisdom  from  your 
relatives  when  needed. 

Shared  Responsibility: 

Mutually  agree  on  a fair  distribution  of  work.  Make  family  decisions  together.  Do  your  share  without  being 
reminded.  Seek  help  or  learn  more  about  the  things  you  are  responsible  for  if  needed. 


Economic  Partnership: 

Make  money  decisions 
together.  Make  sure  both 
partners  are  aware  of, 
understand,  and  benefit  from 
financial  arrangements. 

Negotiation  and  Fairness: 

Seek  mutually  satisfying 
resolutions  to  conflict. 

Accept  change  as  part  of 
life,  not  a threat.  Be  willing 
to  compromise.  Try  to  find 
answers  to  problems  where 
everyone’s  needs  are  met. 

Non-Threatening  Behavior: 

Talking  and  acting  in  a way 
that  makes  her  to  feel  safe 
and  comfortable  expressing 
herself  and  doing  things. 
Respecting  how  your  past 
use  of  violence  continues  to 
affect  her.

Hello,  I am  Joyce  Crockett.  I am  a member  of 
this  great  tribal  community,  born  into  it  41  years  ago. 
Of  course  it  was  by  proxy!  My  parents  happened  to  be 
in  California.  I am  the  mother  of  four,  two  sons  and 
two  daughters.  I come  from  the  McClellan  and  John 
families.  My  parents  are  Allen  and  Elizabeth  Crockett. 
Of  course  my  mother  is  the  former  Liz  McClellan.  I 
grew  up  all  over  this  country  and  spent  most  summers 
in  this  area.  Charlevoix  to  be  exact!  My  father  was  in 
the  military.  I went  to  college  in  Texas  and  Missouri, 
where  I met  my  ex  husband.  We  traveled  abroad  also 
with  the  military.  I saw  beautiful  places  such  as  the 
South  Seas,  Hawaii  and  Japan.  I have  been  coast  to 
coast  and  up  and  down  the  coasts  of  this  country  26 
times  with  my  parents  alone!  I have  been  fortunate 
to  meet  and  experience  people  from  all  walks  of  life 
and  cultures  across  the  globe.  I spent  three  years  in 
Mt.  Pleasant,  Michigan  working  with  the  Saginaw 
Chippewa  Indian  Tribe  as  a Student/Parent  Advocate. 

I would  have  to  say  that  my  favorite  part  of  the  job 
was  the  relationships  I built  with  my  students  and  their 
families.  I love  people.  It  has  always  been  a dream 
of  mine  to  work  within  my  own  tribe.  I feel  that  it  is 
important  for  us  as  parents,  a people,  a tribe,  and  a 
native  nation  to  educate  our  children.  Our  youth  are  our 
future  leaders.  We  need  to  teach  them  respect  of  self, 
people,  tradition,  and  culture.  I feel  that  it  is  important 
to  instill  a strong  desire  to  continue  the  work  that 
those  before  us  have  begun.  You  know,  I listened  to  a 
Native  man  named  Dr.  Bud  Shumaunt  speak  once  at 
a UNITY  conference  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan.  He 
had  some  very  compelling  ideas  about  what  it  is  to  be 
Indian.  He  said,  “Every  generation  is  responsible  for 
making  the  next  generation  better.  An  Indian  works 
hard  to  make  themselves  better  through  education, 
sobriety  and  employment.  And  Indian  works  hard  to 
better  themselves  as  people  and  as  a people.  Dream  and 
accept  the  responsibility.  Accept  the  challenge.  Care 
for  one  another.  Persevere.  Build  on  the  brotherhood 
among  us  that  makes  us  one.”  I do  agree  whole 
heartedly  with  this  point  of  view.  I look  forward  to 
working  with  the  youth  and  the  elders  of  this  tribe. 
Living,  laughing,  learning  and  working  together 
to  build  strong  our  future  leaders  through  example, 
teaching,  patience,  and  giving  of  self,  energies,  ideas 
and  open  mind.

Our  New  Resource 
Crisis 

By  Peter  Phillips 

Imagine,  that  we  are 
beyond  the  energy 
crisis-in  that  we  are 
used  to  paying  double 
or  triple  prices  for  what 
in  the  previous  century 
was  a small  part  of  the 
family  budget.  But 
now  we  are  faced  with 
a new  shortage  that 
taps  another  precious 
resource.  Water  only 
comes  through  the  tap 
fours  hours  a day  and 
we  are  forced  to  pay 
ten  to  hundred  times 
what  we  paid  in  the 
90s. 

Welcome  to  the 
world  of  privatized 
water,  where  fresh 
water  is  treated 
like  a commodity, 
traded  and  sold  in  the 
international  market  to 
the  highest  bidder.  No 
longer  can  you  assume 
a God-given  right  to 
drink  from  a mountain 
spring,  but  instead  you 
will  have  to  pay  a toll 
to  drink  from  Enron 
Springs,  Monsanto 
Wells  or  receive  tap 
water  from  Bechtel 
Water  Works. 


Global  consumption 
of  water  is  doubling 
every  20  years,  more 
than  twice  the  rate 
of  human  population 
growth.  According  to 
the  United  Nations, 
more  than  one  billion 
people  already  lack 
access  to  fresh  drinking 
water. 

If  current  trends 
persist,  by  2025  the 
demand  for  fresh  water 
is  expected  to  rise  by 
56  percent  more  than 
the  amount  of  water 
that  is  currently  avai 
lable.  Multinational 
corporations  recognize 
these  trends  and  are 
trying  to  monopolize 
water  supplies  around 
the  world.  Monsanto, 
Bechtel,  Enron 
and  other  global 
multinationals  are 
seeking  control  of 
world  water  systems 
and  supplies. 

The  World  Bank 
recently  adopted 
a policy  of  water 
privatization  and 
full-cost  water 
pricing.  This  policy  is 
causing  great  distress 
in  many  Third  World 
countries,  which  fear 
that  their  citizens  will 
not  be  able  to  afford 
for-profit  water. 

Last  year  in  a little 
known  case  of  high 
scale  international 
water  marketing, 
a supertanker  was 
reported  to  have  filled 
up  with  water  from 
Lake  Erie  and  after 
paying  the  Canadian 
Government  they 
shipped  the  water  to 
Southeast  Asia.  Maude 
Barlow,  chair  of  the 
Council  of  Canadians, 


Canada’s  largest  public 
advocacy  group,  states, 
“Governments  around 
the  world  must  act 
now  to  declare  water 
a fundamental  human 
right  and  prevent 
efforts  to  privatize, 
export,  and  sell  for 
profit  a substance 
essential  to  all  life. 

Research  has  shown 
that  selling  water 
on  the  open  market 
only  delivers  it  to 
wealthy  cities  and 
individuals.  The  finite 
sources  of  freshwater 
(less  than  one  half  of 
one  per  cent  of  the 
world’s  total  water 
stock)  are  being 
diverted,  depleted, 
and  polluted  so  fast 
that,  by  the  year  2025, 
two-thirds  of  the 
world’s  population 
will  be  living  in 
a state  of  serious 
water  deprivation.” 
Governments  are 
signing  away  their 
control  over  domestic 
water  supplies 
by  participating 
in  trade  treaties 
such  as  the  North 
American  Free  Trade 
Agreement  (NAFTA) 
and  in  institutions 
such  as  the  World 
Trade  Organization 
(WTO).  These 
agreements  give 
transnational 
corporations  the 
unprecedented  right  to 
the  water  of  signatory 
companies. 

Monsanto  plans  to 
earn  revenues  of  $420 
million  and  a net 
income  of  $63  million 
by  2008  from  its  water 
business  in  India  and 
Mexico.  Monsanto 
estimates  that  water 


will  become  a 
multibillion-dollar 
market  in  the  coming 
decades.

The  Grand  Traverse 
Band  Water  Quality 
and  Environmental 
Stewardship  Programs 
are  closely  following  the 
debate  on  water  diversions 
from  the  Great  Lakes.  A 
proposed  agreement  called 
Annex  2001  between 
the  Great  Lakes  states 
and  Canadian  provinces 
is  fundamentally  flawed 
because  it  does  not  give 
Tribes  or  Canadian  First 
Nations  a seat  at  the  table 
when  making  decisions 
on  water  diversions.

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December  19th  my  son  Joey  and  I went  on  a hunt 
in  Beaverton,  Mi  at  the  County  Line  Game  Ranch. 
Joey  shot  a wild  boar  using  his  Grandpa  Tom’s  30.06 
that  weighed  in  at  400  pounds  field  dressed  and  he 
shot  a white  tail  buck  that  weighed  160  field  dressed. 
The  buck  had  already  dropped  his  antlers  so  we  are 
not  sure  how  many  points  he  was.  Both  of  Joey’s 
animals  were  taken  with  one  shot  each.  He  shot  the 
boar  directly  between  the  eyes  at  about  60  yards.  And 
shot  the  buck  in  the  neck  at  about  the  same  distance. 
Grandpa  Tom  Antoine  ran  the  camera  and  captured 
the  hunt  on  film. 

Next  it  was  my  turn  and  I shot  a 1900  pound  buffalo 
in  the  neck  with  a .338  ultra  magnum.  The  first  shot 
knocked  the  buffalo  head  to  the  ground  and  after 
about  two  or  three  stumbles  the  buffalo  had  his  head 
back  up  and  appeared  to  be  doing  just  fine.  So  I fired 
one  more  round  at  the  neck  and  this  time  the  buffalo 
dropped  to  the  ground  and  could  not  get  back  up.  I 
was  pretty  astonished  at  the  strength  of  this  animal 
to  say  the  least.  I was  expecting  a take  down  having 
shot  for  the  neck. 


Brian  Corbiere  will  be  processing  all  three  of  these 
animals  and  highly  recommend  using  Brian.  He  does 
an  excellent  job  and  his  pricing  is  more 
affordable  than  any  place  I have  ever  dealt 
with. 


After  talking  with  the  Guide  at  the  Ranch 
we  should  expect  about  60%  of  the  weight 
of  the  animal  back  in  meat,  so  we  have  to 
buy  an  extra  freezer!

Surgeon  General  Releases  National  Health  Advisory  On  Radon 

U.S.  Surgeon  General  Richard  H.  Carmona  warned  the 
American  public  about  the  risks  of  breathing  indoor  radon  by 
issuing  a national  health  advisory  today.  The  advisory  is  meant 
to  urge  Americans  to  prevent  this  silent  radioactive  gas  from 
seeping  into  their  homes  and  building  up  to  dangerous  levels. 

Dr.  Carmona  issued  the  advisory  during  a two-day  Surgeon 
General’s  Workshop  on  Healthy  Indoor  Environment. 

“Indoor  radon  is  the  second-leading  cause  of  lung  cancer  in 
the  United  States  and  breathing  it  over  prolonged  periods  can 
present  a significant  health  risk  to  families  all  over  the  county,” 
Dr.  Carmona  said.  “It’s  important  to  know  that  this  threat  is 
completely  preventable.  Radon  can  be  detected  with  a simple 
test  and  fixed  through  well-established  venting  techniques.” 

Radon  is  an  invisible,  odorless  and  tasteless  gas,  with  no 
immediate  health  symptoms,  that  comes  from  the  breakdown  of 
uranium  inside  the  earth.  Simple  test  kits  can  reveal  the  amount 
of  radon  in  any  building.  Those  with  high  levels  can  be  fixed 
with  simple  and  affordable  venting  techniques.  According  to 
U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  estimates,  one  in 
every  15  homes  nationwide  have  a high  radon  level  at  or  above 
the  recommended  radon  action  level  of  4 picoCuries  (pCi/L)  per 
liter  of  air. 

National  Health  Advisory  on  Radon 

Radon  gas  in  the  indoor  air  of  America’s  homes  poses  a serious 
health  risk.  More  than  20,000  Americans  die  of  radon-related 
lung  cancer  every  year.  Millions  of  homes  have  an  elevated 
radon  level.  If  you  also  smoke,  your  risk  of  lung  cancer  is 
much  higher.  Test  your  home  for  radon  every  two  years,  and 
retest  any  time  you  move,  make  structural  changes  to  your 
home,  or  occupy  a previously  unused  level  of  a house.  If  you 
have  a radon  level  of  4 pCi/L  or  more,  take  steps  to  remedy  the 
problem  as  soon  as  possible. 

“Americans  need  to  know  about  the  risks  of  indoor  radon  and 
have  the  information  and  tools  they  need  to  take  action.  That’s 
why  EPA  is  actively  promoting  the  Surgeon  General’s  advice 
urging  all  Americans  to  get  their  homes  tested  for  radon.  If 
families  do  find  elevated  levels  in  their  homes,  they  can  take 
inexpensive  steps  that  will  reduce  exposure  to  this  risk,”  said 
Jeffrey  R.  Holmstead,  Assistant  Administrator,  Office  of  Air  and 
Radiation,  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA). 

“Based  on  national  averages,  we  can  expect  that  many  of  the 
homes  owned  or  financed  by  federal  government  programs 
would  have  potentially  elevated  radon  levels.  The  federal 
government  has  an  opportunity  to  lead  by  example  on  this 
public  health  risk.  We  can  accomplish  this  by  using  the  outreach 


and  awareness  avenues  we  have,  such  as  EPA’s 
Web  site,  to  share  information  and  encourage 
action  on  radon  to  reduce  risks,”  said  Edwin 
Pinero,  Federal  Environmental  Executive, 
Office  of  the  Federal  Environmental  Executive 
(OFEE). 

A national  Public  Service  Announcement 
(PSA)  that  was  released  to  television  stations 
across  America  in  January,  National  Radon 
Action  Month,  is  reinforcing  this  recently 
updated  health  advisory.  In  the  television  spot, 
the  camera  scans  a neighborhood  with  rooftop 
banners  that  remind  the  occupants  of  the 
importance  to  test  their  homes  for  radon.  The 
television  PSA  can  be  viewed  at:  http://www.

The  Surgeon  General’s  Workshop  on  Healthy 
Indoor  Environment  is  bringing  together  the 
best  scientific  minds  in  the  nation  to  discuss  the 
continuing  problem  of  unhealthful  buildings. 
Indoor  environments  are  structures  including 
workplaces,  schools,  offices,  houses  and 
apartment  buildings,  and  vehicles.  According 
to  a recent  study,  Americans  spend  between  85 
and  95  percent  of  their  time  indoors. 

In  just  the  past  25  years,  the  percentage  of 
health  evaluations  that  the  National  Institute 
for  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  at  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
(CDC)  has  conducted  related  to  indoor-air 
quality  has  increased  from  0.5  percent  of 
all  evaluations  in  1978,  to  52  percent  of  all 
evaluations  since  1990.  This  means  that  in 
those  years,  the  evaluations  related  to  air 
quality  concerns  have  increased  from  one  of 
every  200  evaluations  to  one  of  every  two. 

The  problem  is  also  adversely  affecting  our 
children’s  health  as  millions  of  homes  and 
apartments  and  one  in  five  schools  in  America 
have  indoor  air  quality  problems.  This  can 
trigger  various  allergies  and  asthma.  Asthma 
alone  accounts  for  14  million  missed  school 
days  each  year.  The  rate  of  asthma  in  young 
children  has  risen  by  160  percent  in  the  past  15 
years,  and  today  one  out  of  every  13  school- 
age  children  has  asthma.  Dr.  Carmona  is 
especially  focusing  on  how  unhealthy  indoor 
environment  affects  children,  as  he  promotes 
2005  as  The  Year  of  the  Healthy  Child.

The  enumerated  functions  are: 

• Developing/adopting  the  HACCP  plan 
to  fit  the  specific  needs  of  a processor. 

• Reassessing/modifying  the  HACCP  plan 

• Reviewing  the  HACCP  records  for 
adequacy. 

The  HACCP  training  is  achieved  through 
course  materials  or  job  experience  that 
provide  knowledge  equivalent  to  a 
standard  curriculum  course  recognized  as 
adequate  by  FDA.  The  processors  may 
either  obtain  training  for  one  or  more 
of  their  own  employees  or  they  may 
hire  trained  independent  contractors  to 
perform  the  above  functions. 

To  aid  you  in  the  implementation  of 
the  mandatory  HACCP  regulation, 
Michigan  Sea  Grant  and  Michigan  State 
University  Extension  in  collaboration

PURPOSE 

The  Henry  J.  Kaiser  Family  Foundation  established  the  Barbara  Jordan  Health 
Policy  Scholars  Program  at  Howard  University  to  honor  the  legacy  of  former 
Foundation  Trustee  and  Congresswoman  Barbara  Jordan  and  to  expand  the 
pool  of  students  of  color  interested  in  the  field  of  health  policy.  As  a member  of 
the  United  States  Congress  and  the  Texas  State  Legislature,  Barbara  Jordan’s 
distinguished  career  was  exemplified  by  her  tireless  advocacy  of  behalf  of 
vulnerable  populations.  She  brought  this  passion  to  her  work,  inspiring  others  to 
become  involved  in  addressing  challenging  health  policy  issues. 

PROGRAM 

The  Scholars  Program  brings  talented  Latino,  African  American,  Asian/Pacific 
Islander  and  American  Indian/ Alaska  Native  college  seniors  and  recent  graduates 
to  Washington,  DC,  where  they  work  in  congressional  offices  and  learn  about 
health  policy.  Through  the  nine-week  program  (May  24  - July  29,  2005),  Scholars 
gain  knowledge  about  federal  legislative  procedure  and  health  policy  issues,  while 
further  developing  their  critical  thinking  and  leadership  skills.  In  addition  to  an 
internship  in  a congressional  office,  Scholars  participate  in  seminars  and  site  visits 
to  augment  their  knowledge  of  health  care  issues,  and  write  and  present  a health 
policy  research  memo.  The  program  is  based  at  Howard  University. 

ELIGIBILITY 

Eligible  candidates  must  be  U.S.  citizens  who  are  members  of  a racial/ethnic 
minority  group  and  will  be  seniors  or  recent  graduates  of  an  accredited  U.S. 
college  or  university  in  the  fall  of  2005.  Currently  enrolled  law,  medical,  and 
graduate  students  are  not  eligible  to  apply.  Candidates  are  selected  based  on 
academic  performance,  demonstrated  leadership  potential  and  interest  in  health 
policy. 

COMPENSATION 

Scholars  receive  approximately  $5,000  in  support,  which  includes: 

* A stipend  of  $ 1 ,500  upon  completion  of  the  program; 

* A daily  expense  allowance  for  meals  and  local  transportation; 

* Transportation/airfare  to  and  from  Washington,  D.C.;  and 

* Lodging  at  Howard  University  in  Washington,  D.C. 

In  the  event  that  a college  or  university  will  award  credit(s)  for  participation  in  the 
program,  Howard  University  will  submit  or  facilitate  the  submission  of  all  official 
documentation  necessary  to  obtain  such  credit(s).

A student  incentive  program  is  being  offered  by  the  Michigan  Indian 
Elders  Association  (MIEA)  to  recognize  students  who  achieve  all  “A’s” 
for  a marking  period  as  well  as  students  who  achieve  perfect  attendance 
for  a marking  period. 

Since  the  money  available  to  fund  this  program  is  limited  to  $2,075  the 
award  has  been  set  at  $25  to  keep  it  meaningful,  and  yet  recognize  a 
reasonable  number  of  students.  There  will  be  83  winners  who  will  be 
determined  by  lottery.  Here  are  the  conditions  to  qualify: 

• The  student  must  be  an  enrolled  member  or  be  a direct  descendant  of  an 

enrolled  member  of  on  of  the  MIEA  constituent  tribes/bands. 
•The  student  must  be  in  grades  K- 12  at  a public  or  private  school,  (home 
schooling  not  eligible) 

•A  student  must  be  in  grades  4-12  to  qualify  for  the  straight  “A”  award. 
(A-,  A,  A+) 

• For  a school  system  that  uses  a grading  system  based  on  numbers  the 

equivalent  to  straight  “A’s”  will  be  acceptable. 

• Perfect  attendance  means  exactly  that.  A student  must  be  in  school  or 

at  a school  sponsored  function  each  day  of  the  marking  period. 
Excused  absence  for  anything  other  than  a school  sponsored/ 
approved  function  do  not  constitute  perfect  attendance. 

• The  first  two  marking  periods  of  this  2004/2005  school  year  (or  the 

number  of  marking  periods  completed  by  March  1 , 2005  for 
school  systems  having  something  other  than  four  marking 
periods)  will  be  used  to  determine  the  winners  for  this  lottery. 

• A student  can  qualify  for  both  the  perfect  attendance  and  straight 

“A’s”  for  both  marking  periods.  For  example,  straight  “A’s”  and 
perfect  attendance  for  both  marking  periods  would  mean  four 
chances  to  win. 

• A copy  of  the  child’s  report  card,  signed  by  the  parent,  must  be 

submitted  to  verify  the  achievement  of  straight  “A’s”  and  perfect 
attendance. 

•Parents  assume  responsibility  for  releasing  their  child’s  information  to 
MIEA  by  their  signature  on  the  report  card.

Diagnostic  criteria:  Six  or 
more  of  the  symptoms  of 
hyperactivity-impulsivity 
have  persisted  for  at  least  6 
months  to  a degree  that  is 
maladaptive  and  inconsistent 
with  developmental  level. 

1.  Often  fidgets  with 
hands  and  feet; 
squirms  in  seat 

2.  Often  leaves  seat  in 
classroom  or  other 
situations  in  which 
remaining  seated  is 
expected. 

3.  Often  runs  about  or 
climbs  excessively  in 
situations  in  which  it 
is  inappropriate  (in 
adolescents  or  adults, 
may  be  limited  to 
subjective  feelings  of 
restlessness) 

4.  Often  has  difficulty 
playing  or  engaging 
in  leisure  activities 
quietly. 

5.  Is  often  on  the  go  or 
often  acts  as  if  driven 
by  a motor. 

6.  Often  talks  excessively 

IMPULSIVITY 

7.  Often  blurts  out 
answers  before 
questions  have  been 
completed. 

8.  Often  has  difficulty 
waiting  for  a turn. 

9.  Often  interrupts  or 
intrudes  on  others 
conversations. 


Hyperactivity  may  vary 
with  the  individual’s  age 
and  developmental  level 
and  the  diagnosis  should 
be  made  cautiously  in 
young  children. 

When  a child  meets  the 
criteria  for  both  ADHD 
Inattentive  and  ADHD 
Hyperactive-Impulsive,  he 
or  she  will  be  diagnosed 
with  ADHD  Combined 
Type.  This  is  the  most 
prevalent  type  of  ADHD. 

Only  a medical  doctor  or 
certified  mental  health 
specialist  can  accurately 
make  the  diagnosis  of 
ADHD.  Diagnosing  a 
child  means  that  someone 
will  not  only  examine  a 
child’s  behavior,  but  will 
also  complete  an  extensive 
interview  and  family 
history  with  the  child’s 
parents.  Because  there  are 
other  factors  that  lead  to 
behaviors  that  “look  like” 
ADHD,  it  is  important  to 
consider  how  and  when 
problem  behaviors  began 
to  develop. 

Children  who  have  been 
abused  for  instance  may 
be  distracted  in  school 
because  they  do  not  feel 
safe  or  because  they 
are  thinking  about  the 
abuse.  These  children 
may  appear  to  be  off  task, 
distracted  or  impulsive, 
symptoms  that  are  also 
common  in  children  with 
ADHD.  Yet  the  approach 
to  behavior  support  may 
be  markedly  different.  A 
good  evaluator  will  gather 
information  from  family 
members,  school  staff 
and  from  the  child,  to 
rule  out  environmental  or 


other  medical  causes  for 
behaviors. 

Counselors,  neurologists, 
pediatricians, 
psychiatrists, 
psychologists  or  school 
professionals  such  as 
social  workers  and 
school  psychologists 
have  different  levels  of 
expertise  and  may  have 
different  ideas  about 
how  to  address  difficult 
behavior.  Because  ADHD 
represents  a group  of 
behaviors  that  are  not 
necessarily  within  the 
child’s  ability  to  control, 
it  is  important  to  view  the 
behaviors  in  the  context 
of  disability  and  not 
simply  as  deliberate  or 
planful  misbehavior.  The 
persons  who  work  with 
a child  with  ADHD  must 
understand  how  such 
behaviors  arise  so  the 
interventions  selected  are 
appropriate. 

The  Department  of 
Education  took  the 
position  that  it  was  not 
necessary  to  include 
ADHD  as  a separate 
category  of  disability. 
Their  position  was  that 
children  with  ADHD 
were  potentially  eligible 
for  special  education  and 
related  services  under 
the  existing  disability 
categories  in  PART  B. 

PART  B.  of  IDEA 
(Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education 
Act)  requires  that  State 
and  local  education 
agencies  provide  a free 
and  appropriate  public 
education  (FAPE)  to 
all  eligible  children 
with  disabilities.  These 


agencies  have  an 
affirmative  obligation 
called  “child  find”  to 
locate,  identify  and 
evaluate  all  children  who 
have  a disability  or  who 
are  suspected  of  having  a 
disability  and  are  in  need 
of  special  education  and 
related  services.  A local 
school  district  may  not 
refuse  to  evaluate  a child 
for  special  education  and 
related  services  solely 
because  he  or  she  has 
been  identified  as  ADHD. 
Parents  need  to  know 
though,  that  the  diagnosis 
alone  is  not  sufficient 
reason  for  schools  to 
provide  special  education. 

To  be  eligible  for  special 
education  a child  must  be 
evaluated  as  having  one 
or  more  specific  physical 
or  mental  impairment 
and  must  need  special 
education  and  related 
services  as  a result  of  the 
impairment. 

Children  with  ADHD  may 
need  services  under  one 
or  more  of  the  existing 
categories,  such  as  Other 
Health  Impairment  (OHI), 
Emotional  Impairment 
or  Disturbance  (El  or 
ED)  or  Specific  Learning 
Disabilities  (SLD).  If 
a child  is  found  not  to 
be  eligible  for  special 
education  services  a 504 
plan  may  apply. 

Parents  may  submit 
written  requests  for  an 
evaluation  from  their  local 
school  district  if  their 
child  is  having  difficulty 
learning  because  of 
ADHD.  If  parents  have 
requested  the  evaluation 


and  the  district  refuses  to 
conduct  one,  the  parents 
then  have  the  right  to 
request  a due  process 
hearing  to  disagree  with 
the  school’s  position 

OHI -Other  Health 
Impairment  means  having 
limited  strength,  vitality 
or  alertness,  including  a 
heightened  alertness  to 
environmental  stimuli  that 
results  in  limited  alertness 
with  respect  to  the 
educational  environment, 
that- 

1 . Is  due  to  chronic  or 
acute  health  problems 
such  as  asthma, 
attention  deficit 
disorder,  or  attention 
deficit  hyperactivity 
disorder,  diabetes, 
epilepsy,  heart 
condition,  hemophilia, 
lead  poisoning, 
leukemia,  nephritis, 
rheumatic  fever  and 
sickle  cell  anemia; 
and 

2.  Adversely  affects  a 
child’s  educational 
performance. 

The  list  of  health 
problems  included  in  the 
definition  of  ADHD  is 
not  inclusive.  If  a child’s 
ADHD  results  in  a chronic 
or  acute  impairment 
that  limits  alertness  and 
thus  negatively  affects 
educational  performance, 
then  that  child  may 
potentially  be  considered 
disabled  under  PART  B. 

ED  or  El  Emotional 
Disturbance  or  Emotional 
Impairment  - the  term 
means  a condition 
exhibiting  one  or 
more  of  the  following 
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characteristics  over  a 
long  period  of  time  and 
to  a marked  degree  that 
adversely  affects  a child’s 
educational  performance: 

1 . An  inability 
to  learn  that  cannot  be 
explained  by  intellectual, 
sensory  or  health. 

2.  Inability  to  build 
or  maintain  satisfactory 
interpersonal  relationships 
with  peers  and  teachers. 

3.  Inappropriate 
types  of  behavior  or 
feelings  under  normal 
circumstances. 

4.  A general 
pervasive  mood 
of  unhappiness  or 
depression. 

5.  Tendency 
to  develop  physical 
symptoms  or  fears 
associated  with  personal 
or  school  problems. 

Some  children  with 
ADHD  will  develop 
maladaptive  behaviors. 
Some  will  need  an 
emotionally  supportive 
environment  with  firm 
expectations  for  behavior 
and  may  be  called 
emotionally  disturbed  or 
impaired  based  on  those 
behaviors.  Parents  will 
want  to  be  sure  that  their 
child  with  ADHD  who 
is  determined  eligible 
based  on  ED/EI  criteria 
will  receive  concrete 
instruction  in  behavior 
change  strategies  with 
positive  reinforcement  for 
meeting  behavior  goals. 


Specific  Learning 
Disability  (SLD)  - When 
a disorder  exists  in  one 
or  more  of  the  processes 
needed  to  understand  and 
use  language  that  causes 
difficulty: 

Listening,  Thinking, 
Speaking,  Reading, 
Writing,  Spelling  and 
Math. 

A high  number  of  children 
with  ADHD  also  have 
a co-occurring  learning 
disability.  They  may  need 
specialized  supportive 
instruction  to  address 
their  learning  deficits, 
as  well  as  strategies 
to  learn  to  manage  the 
behavior  and  inattention 
common  to  ADHD. 

Since  self-esteem  is  often 
affected  in  children  with 
ADHD  because  of  their 
difficulties  with  attention 
and  task  completion, 
intensive  remediation  of 
learning  disabilities  is 
critical  to  helping  children 
see  themselves  as  capable 
learners.

THE  GRAND  TRAVERSE  BAND  ANNOUNCES  2% 
DISTRIBUTION 


Peshawbestown,  Michigan,  January  26,  2005:  The 

Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians  is  pleased 
to  announce  the  distribution  of  their  twice  a year  2%gaming 
revenue  allocation  to  local  units  of  government.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  consent  decree,  settling  Tribes  v.  Engler  (Case  no.  1 :90-CV- 
611,  U.S.  District  Court,  Western  District  Michigan),  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  agreed  to  pay  2%  of  its  video  gaming  revenue  to 
local  units  of  government,  as  defined  in  the  stipulation,  no  later 
than  60  days  after  October  1st  and  March  31st  of  each  year.  This 
payment  schedule  was  modified  with  the  consent  of  the  State  of 
Michigan  to  July  3 1st  and  January  3 1st  of  each  year  because  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band’s  gaming  operation  is 
calendar-based. 


“The  test  for  determining  the  distribution  standards,  as 
outlined  in  Tribes  v.  Engler  are:  “Each  tribe  shall  determine  which 
local  unit  or  units  of  government  shall  receive  payments  and  the 
amounts  thereof;  provided  however,  the  guidelines  governing 
the  tribes  in  making  said  determinations  shall  be  based  upon 
compensating  said  local  units  of  government  for  governmental 
services  provided  to  the  tribes  and  for  impacts  associated  with 
the  existence  and  location  of  the  tribal  casino  in  its  vicinity; 
and  provided  further,  however. . .each  local  unit  of  government 
shall  receive  no  less  than  an  amount  equivalent  to  its  share  of  ad 
valorem  property  taxes. . .”  In  connection  with  the  elements  of 
the  test  that  relate  to  “services  to  the  GTB  members”  from  non- 
governmental organizations,  we  have  implemented  a requirement 
that  any  request  for  funding  from  the  2%  revenue  only  be 
considered  after  an  endorsement  from  a local  unit  of  government 
with  taxing  authority.” 

On  January  26,  2005,  the  Tribal  Council  determined 
which  organizations  would  receive  a portion  of  the  2%  gaming 
revenues  derived  from  slot  machines.  Of  the  106  applications 
received,  which  totaled  $6,613,986.75,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Tribal  Council  awarded  64  applicants  (see  attached  list).  The  total 
amount  available  to  allocate  for  this  2%  cycle  was  $1,045,822.00. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
of  Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians  is  able  to  provide  all  citizens  of 
northern  Michigan  with  these  services  that  are  furnished  solely  by 
gaming  revenues.

A Resident  Tribal  Member  (See  section  - How  to  become  a Resident 
Tribal  Member)  will  need  to  supply  the  following  information  from 
the  dealer/dealership  to  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  in  order  to  receive  an 
exemption  certificate: 

• Dealer’s  or  Dealership’s  name  and  address, 

• Make, 

• Model, 

• Year, 

• Sale  Price,  and 

• Vehicle  identification  number. 

**Tribal  Certificate  of  Exemption  for  Sales  and  Use  Tax  must  be 
presented  at  the  point  of  sale  to  receive  a sales  tax  exemption. 

If  a Tribal  Certificate  of  Exemption  is  not  presented  at  point  of 
sale,  the  Resident  Tribal  Member  will  be  responsible  to  pay  the 
sales  tax  on  the  vehicle. 

**The  State  will  not  honor  any  refunds  to  Tribal  Members  for 
sales  taxes  paid  upfront  for  items  listed  on  the  Tribal  Certificate  of 
Exemption. 


HOW  TO  BECOME  A RESIDENT  TRIBAL  MEMBER 

To  become  a Resident  Tribal  Member,  a GTB  Tribal  Member  must  live 
within  the  Tax  Agreement  Area,  register  with  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians.  Every  month,  the  Tribe  sends  down 
the  information  obtained  from  the  Residency  Form  (Resident  Tribal 
Member  application  form)  to  the  State.  Resident  Tribal  Member  Status 
takes  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  proceeding  month.  For  example,  if  the 
Tribe  receives  the  Residency  Form  on  the  2nd  of  July,  the  Tribal  Member 
will  become  eligible  to  utilize  a Tribal  Certificate  of  Exemption  on 
August  1st.

The  Michigan  (MI)  EPC  shall  serve  as  the  MI  Tribes’ 
representative  and  point  of  contact  for  activities  relating 
to  technical  assistance,  planning  and  implementation 
guidance  in  regard  to  bio-terrorism,  other  infectious 
diseases,  and  other  public  health  threats  and  emergencies.

Dr.  Dwayne  Jarman,  CVM  Class 
of  2000,  has  been  selected  to  be  an 
Epidemic  Intelligence  Service  (EIS) 
officer  by  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention.  As  such,  he 
will  take  part  in  a two-year  program  of 
service  and  on-the-job  training  in  the 
practice  of  epidemiology. 


It  was  largely  through  the  efforts  of  the 
CDC  and  partners  such  as  the  Epidemic 
Intelligence  Service  (EIS)  that  smallpox 
was  eradicated  in  1977. 


Competition  for  these  positions  is  fierce.  Only  60-80  individuals 
are  selected  from  about  300  applicants,  and  alumni  of  the  program  go 
on  to  become  some  of  the  nation’s  premier  medical  and  public  health 
leaders. 

Jarman  first  became  interested  in  epidemiology  as  a participant 
in  MSU-CVM’s  Enrichment  Summer  Program  III,  which  prepares 
undergraduates  for  veterinary  school.  During  the  program,  Dr.  Kaneene 
challenged  his  group  with  a case  study  that  aimed  to  determine  treatment 
options  for  children  exposed  to  a potentially  rabid  bat. 

According  to  this  scenario,  the  bat  flew  into  a swimming  pool, 
bit  one  of  the  children,  and  flew  off.  Since  the  bat  was  not  available  for 
testing,  it  was  not  known  if  it  carried  the  rabies  vims. 

“As  we  discussed  the  risk  factors  associated  with  human 
exposure  to  animal-related  disease,  I became  fascinated  with  the  whole 
idea  of  population  medicine  and  zoonotic  disease  prevention,  and  just 
knew  that  that  was  what  I wanted  to  do,”  Jarman  said. 

He  maintained  this  interest  throughout  veterinary  school  and 
went  on  to  earn  an  MPH  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  2002.  He 
was  then  awarded  an  eight-week  James  A.  Ferguson  Emerging  Infectious 
Disease  Fellowship  at  CDC. 

Jarman  is  a member  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and 
Chippewa  Indians,  and  after  finishing  the  CDC  fellowship,  he  began 
working  on  projects  that  would  benefit  tribes  in  the  region. 

First,  he  did  a health  needs  assessment  with  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band.  He  then  worked  with  tribes  in  Wisconsin  and  Michigan  as 
an  emergency  preparedness  coordinator,  helping  them  to  build  the 
infrastmcture  they  need  to  prevent,  detect,  and  respond  to  the  outbreak 
and  spread  of  infectious  diseases  and  other  emergencies,  whether 
they  occur  naturally  or  deliberately.  In  his  spare  time,  he  promotes 
vaccination  and  spay/neuter  programs  at  tribes. 

“My  tribe  helped  me  pay  for  my  education,  and  this  was  an 


opportunity  to  give  something  back,”  he  said.  “I’ve  also  benefited 
so  much  from  developmental  programs  aimed  at  people  from 
disadvantaged  backgrounds.  Some  of  them  started  even  before  high 
school,  and  MSU  had  several  programs  along  the  way  that  gave  me 
unique  opportunities  for  enrichment  and  support  to  get  where  I am 
today.  It  was  always  stressed  that  we  needed  to  make  it  easier  on 
those,  meaning  the  students,  who  came  after  us.  I really  want  to  make 
a difference.” 

Jarman  will  be  spending  his  EIS  training  period  at  the 
North  Dakota  Department  of  Health,  working  on  infectious  disease 
epidemiology.  He  will  have  a local  supervisor,  who  is  a CDC 
epidemiologist  assigned  to  North  Dakota,  along  with  an  Atlanta-based 
CDC  supervisor  to  complement  the  team. 

While  his  exact  assignment  there  remains  to  be  determined, 
it  appears  that  he  may  be  working  on  surveillance  for  methicillin 
resistant  Staphylococcus  aureus , which  has  a high  incidence  among 
Native  American  populations. 

He  will  also  work  on  a chronic  disease  problem,  which 
may  be  diabetes,  another  highly  prevalent  disease  among  Native 
Americans. 

“I  sometimes  miss  the  veterinary  interaction  with  clients  and 
animals,”  he  said,  “but  I am  very  satisfied  that  I am  able  to  use  my 
veterinary  skills  in  the  way  that  I do.  Making  a difference  is  why 
most  people  I know  enter  a field  in  veterinary  medicine.” 

Jarman  will  begin  the  program  in  July  2005.

Start  services  are  offered  throughout  the  six-county 
service  area  (Antrim,  Benzie,  Charlevoix,  Grand 
Traverse,  Leelanau  & Manistee).  Currently,  the 
Head  Start  program  is  funded  to  serve  40  children, 
and  the  Early  Head  Start  program  is  funded  to  serve

Together  Always,  a story  of  Stanley  and  Gigi  Antoine. 

Standing  atop  the  steep  hill  behind  Stan’s  home  you  can  see 
the  town  of  East  Jordan  and  the  iron  works  still  operating 
today.  Stanley  labored  26  years  at  the  foundry  and  had 
spent  those  years  raising  seven  fine  children.  With  Gigi 
always  by  his  side  together  they  brought  knowledge 
to  the  greater  community  now  surrounding  them.  Not 
so  many  years  ago  the  Anishnabe  community  had 
settlements  stretching  far  north  and  south.  Today 
our  lives  seem  more  distant  and  hurried.  This  couple 
has  worked  hard  to  teach  and  preserve  their  native 
traditions.  In  the  mid  50’s  they  started  the  Day  of  the 
Eagle  Pow  Wow  for  all  in  and  around  East  Jordan.  Gigi 
wrote  and  received  grant  money  from  the  Michigan 
Council  for  the  Arts  to  keep  the  Pow  Wow  going.  She 
remembers  fondly  the  MC’s  including  Bill  Church  and 
George  Cornell  (MSU  Indian  Affairs)  and  the  many  people 
who  participated  in  the  events.  Gigi  also  recalls  even  small 
details  of  her  and  Stanley  leading  the  little  children  through  the  halls 
teaching  them  respect,  love  and  tolerance,  the  native  american  way. 


Greta  (Gigi)  met  Stanley  while  he  was  at  the  Wellesley  Island  Coast  Guard  base.  Stanley  had 
enlisted  in  the  Coast  Guard  after  having  served  in  the  US  Navy,  17  years  in  all.  He  brought  Gigi 
and  the  new  family  back  to  Michigan,  his  home.  Gigi  later  wrote  of  Stanley’s  history  (article 
found  in  “East  Jordan  Remembers”)  the  following:  “The  Odawa  Muhkwa  Dodem  (Ottawa 
Bear  Clan)  main  village  was  built  on  the  shores  of  what  is  now  called  the  South  Arm  of  Lake 
Charlevoix.  At  times  the  Odawa  village  was  home  to  three  or  four  hundred  people.  The  Bear 
Clan  developed  values  which  preserved  the  resources  for  future  generations.  Even  children 
assumed  responsibility  at  an  early  age  as  they  imitated  their  parents  and  learned  the  skills 
necessary  for  survival.  Young  boys  learned  how  to  hunt  and  fish  and  make  tools;  girls  learned 
farming  and  how  to  make  clothing  and  other  material  goods.” 


Speaking  of  the  lineage  of  her  strong,  gentle  husband: 

“Geshiknung,  great-great-great  grandson  of  Cobmoosa’s  son 
Antoine,  is  the  hereditary,  traditional  chief  (Ogema)  of  the  Odawa 
Muhkwa  Dodem.  Cobmoosa  died  in  1865.”  Stanley  danced  with 
solemn,  ritual  steps.  “In  the  powwow  dances  around  the  heart-beat- 
like  rhythm  of  the  sacred  drum,  his  son  crawls  into  the  decorated 
skin  of  a bear,  leading  high-stepping,  young  Ahnishnahbeh  with  his 
solemn,  ritual  step.” 

Odawa  stories  have  been  told  many  times,  word  for  word,  so  that 
none  of  the  rich  traditional  cultural  and  spiritual  values  would 
be  lost.  Stanley  and  Gigi  have  together  carried  on  this  tradition. 
Stanley  with  his  stories  and  guidance  to  young  men  at  camp, 
school  and  his  home  and  Gigi  with  her  music,  singing  and  writing 
skills.  Their  talented  children  are  strong  and  respectful  having 
been  brought  up  by  this  wonderful  loving  couple.  Life  has  not 
always  been  kind  but  Gigi  wrote:  “The  Ahnishnahbeh  (Native 
American)  is  still  here  in  this  place.  We  love  this  land  just  like  you 
love  it,  and  we  are  happy  to  share  a small  portion  of  our  history.” 


Stanley  Antoine,  Grand  Traverse  Band  and 
Greta  LaRose,  Oneida,  together  have  served 
their  community  with  teachings,  song  and  dance 
- gifts  of  love.  Forever  they  will  be  as  one, 
excitedly  rising  to  greet  the  new  day.

Eagletown  Kateri  Circle  News 
For  Grand  Traverse  Band  News 
February,  2005  edition  (revised) 

The  first  Sunday  of  every  year  we  celebrate  the  feast  of  the 
Epiphany.  On  that  day,  the  Kateri  Circle  carried  out  a tradition  that 
dates  back  further  than  even  the  oldest  of  the  elders  present  can 
remember.  The  native  name  for  this  tradition  is  Bundo. 

Small  pieces  of  Indian  fry  bread,  prepared  by  Cynthia  Chippewa 
and  brought  to  church  in  a basket,  were  offered  to  everyone  present. 
Three  of  these  delicious  morsels  contained  a coin  - a dime,  nickel 
or  penny  - and  9 contained  a bean. 

Those  who  found  a coin  in  their  fry  bread  became  the 
“Kings”  for  the  upcoming  Return  of  the  Three  Kings  Feast* 
(Mikondjigagejigad).  They  are  Ricky  Woods  (dime),  Linda  Woods 
(nickel)  and  Jim  McCormick  (penny).  They  will  be  responsible 
for  providing  main  dishes  for  the  meal.  The  “beaners”  (those  who 
found  a bean  in  their  fry  bread)  are  their  helpers,  and  will  supply 
side  dishes  and/or  deserts  to  accompany  the  main  courses.  A 
traditional  “shaking  of  hands”  with  a person  of  the  opposite  sex 
draws  yet  others  into  the  preparation  of  this  feast.  The  9 “Beaners” 
are  Cynthia  Chippewa,  Rick  Evans,  Carmen  John,  Clarence  King, 
Dylan  Luskey,  Jerry  Luskey,  Mary  Preston,  Dorothy  Sagitaw  and 
Donna  Swallows. 


The  Kings  have  chosen  Saturday,  April  9th  as  the  date  for  our  Feast.  Be 
sure  to  put  that  on  your  calendar.  A raffle  will  be  held  at  the  Feast,  to 
benefit  the  church.  Any  and  all  donations  are  appreciated.  Please  contact 
Donna  Swallows  (534-7130  or  271-4938)  for  further  information. 

We  will  have  an  Indian  Taco  sale  after  Mass  (11  a.m.)  on  Sunday, 
February  20.  Please  join  us  for  this  delicious  fundraising  event.  Carry 
outs  are  available  for  those  who  are  unable  to  get  to  the  church.

Dr.  Dwayne  Jarman, 

CVM  Class  of  2000, 
has  been  selected  to  be 
an  Epidemic  Intelligence 
Service  (EIS)  officer  by 
the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention. 
As  such,  he  will  take  part 
in  a two-year  program  of 
service  and  on-the-job 
training  in  the  practice  of 
epidemiology. 

Dwayne  Jarman  will  be  spending  his  IS  training  period  at  the  North  Dakota 
Department  of  Health,  working  on  infectious  disease  epidemiology.  While  his 
exact  assignment  there  remains  to  be  determined,  it  appears  that  he  may  be 
working  on  surveillance  for  methicillin  resistant  Staphylococcus  aureus , which 
has  a high  incidence  among  Native  American  populations.  He  will  also  work  on 
chronic  disease  problem,  which  may  be  diabetes,  another  high  prevalent  disease 
among  Native  Americans. 

Please  congratulate  this  GTB  member  on  his  success  and  future  career. 
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Reauthorization  of  the  Indian  Health 
Care  Improvement  Act 

Despite  intense  and  prolonged  efforts  by 
Indian  Country,  the  reauthorization  of 
the  Indian  Health  Care  Improvement  Act 
(IHCIA)  was  not  achieved  during  the  108th 
Congress.  Providing  health  care  to  American 
Indians  and  Alaska  Natives  is  part  of  the 
long  standing  trust  responsibility  of  the  US 
government  which  is  carried  out  through  the 
Secretary  of  the  US  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  through  Indian  Health 
Service. 

Two  years  ago  I was  appointed  to  the 
437  National  Steering  Committees  for 
reauthorization  of  IHCIA.  This  committees 
top  legislative  agenda  item  for  109th  Congress 
is  reauthorization  of  IHCIA.  The  Committee 
has,  via  conference  call  with  co-chair 
Rachel  Joseph  and  Buford  Rollin,  determined 
that  Indian  Country  will  not  agree  to  any 
iterations  of  reauthorization  that  constitutes 
a rescission  from  current  law.  With  a new 
Senate  Indian  Affairs  Committee  Chairman 
Senator  John  McCain  (R-AZ),  the  possibility 
exists  that  a reauthorization  that  achieves 
this  goal  may  be  possible.  In  meetings  with 
Senator  McCain  Indian  Affair  Committee 
staff,  the  National  Indian  Health  Board 
(NIHB)  conveyed  Indian  County  request  that 
the  Chairman  commit  to  this  reauthorization. 
It  was  also  requested  that  Senator  McCain 
commit  to  introducing  the  bill  that  would 
contain  no  regressions  from  current  law. 

It  is  clear  that  in  order  for  reauthorization 
to  be  successful  for  Indian  Country,  the 
commitment  of  Senator  McCain  and  other 
Congressional  leaders  is  crucial. 

The  Committee  staff  was  clear  that  Senator 
McCain  wanted  the  reauthorization  to  occur 
during  the  first  session  of  109th  Congress 
and  that  he  is  in  the  process  meeting  with 
key  Congressional  members  to  determine 
the  proper  course  of  action.  The  Senate 
Health,  Education,  Labor,  and  Pension 
Committee,  under  the  new  leadership  of 
Senator  Mike  Enzi  (R-WY),  would  like  to 


hold  a joint  committee 
hearing  with  Indian 
Affairs  to  examine 
the  reauthorization 


r 


of  the  IHCIA.  That 
hearing  should  take 
place  during  the  first 
week  of  March  and  no 
IHCIA  reauthorization 
bill  will  be  introduced 
prior  to  that  date  (The  steering  committee 
has  requested  that  it  be  allowed  to  provide 
a witness  for  this  hearing).  In  addition 
prior  the  hearing,  Indian  Affairs  plan  to 
meet  with  the  Department  of  Justice  and 
Interior  to  discuss  issues  with  which  the 
Administration  had  objections  during  the 
previous  Congress.  The  Staff  also  made 
it  clear  that  Senator  McCain  will  proceed 
in  an  informed  matter  and  that  he  is  not 
willing  to  achieve  reauthorization  at  any 
cost. 


Senator  McCain  has  met  with 
his  counterpart  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  Congressman  Richard 
Pombo(R-CA),  Chairman  of  the  House 
Resources  Committee.  This  committee 
has  primary  jurisdiction  over  the  IHCIA 
reauthorization  in  the  House.  The  Chairman 
agreed  that  reauthorization  is  a priority 
during  this  Congress.  It  is  important  to  note 
that  Chairman  McCain  and  Committee 
Vice  Chairman  Senator  Byron  Dorgan  (D- 
ND),  sent  a joint  letter  to  newly  appointed 
HHS  Secretary  Leavitt  asking  him  to  make 
HHS  a priority. 


legislation.  Meetings  between  Tribal 
Leaders  and  other  Administration  officials 
within  HHS  also  are  set  for  that  day.  As  with 
Congress,  Tribes  seek  a commitment  from 
the  administration  that  it  will  work  to  achieve 
the  reauthorization  of  the  IHCIA  during  this 
Congress  and  that  it  will  not  seek  regressions 
from  current  law. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  no  regression  from 
current  law  take  place,  Indian  Country 
prefers  to  work  from  existing  law.  A 
reauthorization  bill  that  simply  changes  the 
enacting  dates  of  the  IHCIA  would  be  an 
acceptable  point  of  beginning.  From  this 
point  Tribes  will  seek  an  amendment,  thereby 
ensuring  that  a bright  line  exists  between 
what  is  current  law  and  provisions  that 
constitute  new  provisions  for  negotiation. 
Tribes  understand  that  certain  provisions  of 
IHCIA  were  addressed  during  the  previous 
Congress  through  legislative  vehicles  other 
than  the  reauthorization  (Thank  you  - this 
information  is  updated  from  the  conference 
call  held  in  January  on  Indian  Health  Care 
Improvement  Act). 

President  Bush  Swore  in  Michael  O.  Leavitt 
as  the  20th  Secretary  of  U.S.  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  on  February 
11,  2005.  Prior  to  his  arrival  at  HHS, 

Leavitt  served  as  Administrator  of  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  and 
Governor  of  Utah.  Mr.  Leavitt  replaces 
Tommy  Thompson  as  head  of  HHS.  All 
Tribal  Leaders  look  forward  to  working  with 
Secretary  Leavitt. 


Indian  Country  seeks  to  work  with  the 
Administration  and  the  Congress  to  achieve 
the  reauthorization  of  IHCIA.  Tribal 
Leaders  will  meet  with  the  President’s 
Domestic  Policy  Advisor,  Claude  Allen, 
on  March  1,  2005.

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Socio-Economic  Progress  Despite  Negativism

Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa/Chippewa  Indians 

On  May  27,  2005  we  celebrate  25  years  as  a federally  recognized 
Indian  tribe  and  much  can  be  said  about  the  progress  we’ve  made 
over  this  period  despite  much  negativism.  It’s  not  difficult  to 
understand  the  rationale  behind  many  of  our  negative  prevailing 
attitudes  and  actions  because  of  our  past  history  and  failed 
policies  that  have  affected  our  lives.  Even  during  this  dark  period 
of  past  injustices  we  must  remain  optimistic  and  have  a positive 
outlook  for  future  generations  to  come. 

Beyond  the  early  military  persecution  and  mayhem,  the  condescending  paternalism  and 
past  failed  federal  policies  we  continue  to  survive  in  today’s  society  but  with  too  many 
negative  attitudes.  This  reality  may  change  over  time  with  new  generations,  socio- 
economic improvements,  through  education  and  mutual  understanding.  When  one  thinks 
of  how  far  our  Tribe  has  come,  it’s  truly  amazing.  A quarter  century  has  passed  quickly 
and  we  need  to  marvel  at  the  accomplishments  and  benefits  we  enjoy  today. 

For  many  of  us  who  were  here  and  involved  in  the  federal  acknowledgement  process 
prior  to  1980,  we’ve  seen  enormous  growth  in  population  from  297  to  3,982  tribal 
members.  Many  people  lived  in  poverty  and  were  unemployed,  homeless  and  the  Tribe 
was  landless  then  and  had  to  acquire  12.5  acres  of  land  to  meet  the  requirements  for 
federal  recognition.  Today,  we  have  2,370  acres  of  land  owned  by  the  Tribe  at  a cost 
of  over  $87  million  including  the  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and  Spa.  And  yes,  Indians  do 
pay  taxes  on  land  that  is  not  in  trust  status.  Last  year  out  Tribe  paid  a whooping  total  of 
$945,918.95  in  property  taxes.  The  failure  of  an  adequate  land  into  trust  policy  by  the 
federal  government  has  placed  a heavy  economic  burden  on  our  Tribe.  Prior  to  federal 
recognition,  we  struggled  without  federal  and  state  assistance  programs  but  we  worked 
very  hard  together  and  became  very  dependent  on  our  local  friends  and  relatives.  We 
need  to  remember  and  appreciate  our  past  achievements  and  erase  the  negative  attitudes 
through  positive  means.

BURIAL  FUND  BENEFIT 


All  GTB  Tribal  Members  are  eligible  for 
a Burial  Fund  benefit.  The  amount  of 
this  benefit  is  $10,000  for  members  who 
are  older  than  14  days  and  $200  for  those 
members  who  are  0 to  14  days  old.  In 
order  to  access  this  benefit  the  following 
information  is  needed  when  a death  occurs: 

1.  Original  certified  Death 
Certificate,  this  must  have  a signature  of  a 
Notary  Public  in  order  to  be  valid.  Copies 
of  a death  certificate  are  not  acceptable. 

2.  A copy  of  the  Funeral  Home  bill, 
this  bill  should  also  name  the  person  who  is 
responsible  for  covering  the  expenses  of  the 
funeral. 

These  documents  should  be  submitted 
to  the  GTB  Governmental  Accounting 
Department.  You  can  mail  the  information 
to  the  following  address:

When  the  information  has  been  received, 
a two-party  check  will  be  issued  that 
is  payable  to  the  Funeral  Home  AND 
the  individual  who  is  responsible  for  the 
funeral  bill.  The  check  will  be  mailed 
directly  to  the  Funeral  Home  and  when 
the  funeral  bill  has  been  satisfied  any 
remaining  dollars  will  be  disbursed  to  the 
person  who  is  listed  as  the  responsible 
party  for  the  bill.

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UNITED  STATES  V.  LARA 
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Affirmation  of  Tribal 
Criminal  Jurisdiction  Over 
Nonmember  American 
Indians 

United  States  v Lara

When  April  19,  2004,  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  decided  United  States  v Lara,l  a landmark 
case  in  federal  American-Indian  law.  Lara 
upheld  the  authority  of  American-Indian  tribes 
to  prosecute  nonmember  American  Indians  and 
held  that  such  prosecutions  do  not  violate  the 
Double  Jeopardy  Clause  because  an  American- 
Indian  tribe  is  “acting  in  its  capacity  of  a separate 
sovereign.”  All  Michigan  tribes  have  significant 
numbers  of  nonmember  American  Indians— 
members  of  other  American-Indian  tribes  and 
Canadian  Indians— living  in  their  Indian  Country. 
The  Lara  decision  clarifies  an  important  area  of 
law  for  the  Michigan  tribes— whether  American- 
Indian  tribes  have  inherent  authority  to  prosecute 
nonmember  American  Indians. 

Tribal  Criminal  Jurisdiction 

Criminal  jurisdiction  in  Indian  Country  is  a 
complicated  doctrine  of  law  with  practitioners 
often  relying  on  a chart  to  decide  which 
sovereign  may  prosecute  in  a particular  case.2 
The  complications  arose  over  the  course  of  more 
than  150  years  of  Supreme  Court  jurisprudence 
and  several  Acts  of  Congress.  In  the  early  19th 
century  case  known  as  the  Marshall  Trilogy, 3 
the  Supreme  Court  first  formulated  its  opinion 
of  the  relationship  of  American-Indian  tribes 
as  sovereign  governments  within  the  two- 
sovereign  structure  established  by  the  United 
States  Constitution.  Chief  Justice  Marshall 
rejected  arguments  that  American-Indian  tribes 
were  foreign  nations  and  instead  described 
them  as  “domestic  dependent  nations. ”4  As 
“domestic  dependent  nations,”  American- 
Indian  tribes  possess  criminal  jurisdiction  in 
Indian  Country  that  is  “complete,  inherent,  and 
exclusive,”  except  as  limited  by  Congress.5  As 
such,  American-Indian  tribes  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  crimes  committed  by  American 
Indians  against  American  Indians  in  Indian 
Country. 6 “Indian  Country”  is  defined  as  all 
lands  within  American-Indian  reservations,  all

dependent  American-Indian  communities,  and  all 
American-Indian  "allotments.7 

Indian  Country  in  Michigan,  for  example, 
includes  reservation  land  and  all  land  held  in 
trust  by  the  United  States  for  the  benefit  of  the 
tribes  or  individual  American  Indians.8  At  least 
nine  Michigan  American-Indian  tribes  have 
reservation  or  trust  land  in  Michigan.  In  Indian 
Country,  the  state  has  no  criminal  jurisdiction 
over  AmericanTndians.9 

However,  the  federal  limitations  on 
tribal  criminal  jurisdiction  are  significant.  First, 
the  Indian  Civil  Rights  Act  constrains  tribes  to 
sentencing  offenders  convicted  in  tribal  courts 
to  one  year  in  prison  and  $5,000  in  fines. 10 
The  Supreme  Court  articulated  the  second,  and 
perhaps  the  most  critical,  limitation  in  Oliphant 
v Suquamish  Indian  Tribe,  11  where  the  Court 
held  that  American-Indian  tribes  do  not  have 
jurisdiction  over  non- American  Indians.  The 
federal  government  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
Indian  Country  over  crimes  committed  by  non- 
American  Indians  against  American  Indiansll 
and  the  state  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  over 
crimes  committed  by  non- American  Indians 
against  non- American  Indians. 13  In  Oliphant,  the 
Court  relied  upon  the  novel  theory  that  American- 
Indian  tribes  had  been  implicitly  divested  of  the 
inherent  authority  to  prosecute  non- American 
Indians,  noting  that  it  was  inconsistent  with  their 
status.  Scholars  harshly  criticized  that  holding, 
largely  because  the  Court  didn’t  (and  couldn’t) 
say  exactly  when  or  how  tribes’  inherent 
authority  had  been  divested.14 

American-Indian  tribes  and  the  federal 
government  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  14 
serious  crimes,  listed  in  the  Major  Crimes  Act, 15 


committed  by  American  Indians.i6  Naturally, 
since  an  American  Indian  may  be  prosecuted 
twice— once  by  the  tribe  and  once  by  the  U.S. 
Attorney— for  a crime  in  Indian  Country,  double 
jeopardy  concerns  arise.  The  Supreme  Court  put 
those  concerns  to  rest  in  the  1978  case  United 
States  v Wheeler, 17  where  the  Court  relied  upon 
the  dual  sovereignty  exception  to  the  double 
jeopardy  prohibitionl8  because  the  federal 
government  and  American-Indian  tribes  are 
separate  sovereigns.19 

Wheeler  and  Oliphant  presaged  later 
decisions  of  the  Court  that  shifted  the  law  of 
tribal  criminal  jurisdiction  by  implying  that 
American-Indian  tribes  could  only  prosecute 
their  own  members.  Wheeler  involved  a claim 
under  the  Double  Jeopardy  Clause  by  a member 
against  the  convictions  of  both  the  federal 
government  and  his  own  tribe.  The  Court  upheld 
the  inherent  authority  of  the  tribe  to  prosecute  the 
petitioner  but  created  an  element  of  doubt  as  to 
whether  American-  Indian  tribes  could  prosecute 
nonmembers  by  referring  not  to  “American 
Indians”  but  to  “members.”  Completing  the 
circle  in  1990,  the  Court  held  that  American- 
Indian  tribes  do  not  have  criminal  jurisdiction 
over  nonmember  American  Indians  in  Duro  v 
Reina,20  reasoning  that  American-Indian  tribes 
had  been  implicitly  divested  of  their  inherent 
authority  to  prosecute  all  nonmembers,  including 

nonmember  American-Indians. 

The  “Duro  Fix” 

American-Indian  tribes  went  into  an  uproar 
following  Duro.  The  Court  in  Duro  established 
an  arbitrary  line  by  differentiating  between 
members  and  nonmembers  instead  of  American 
Indians  and  non- American  Indians.  Nonmember 
American  Indians  play  a significant  role  in  the 
daily  life  of  any  American-Indian  community— 
they  participate  in  cultural  ceremonies  and 
powwows,  they  intermarry,  they  may  be  drawn 
to  other  American-Indian  communities  through 
the  operation  of  the  foster  care  and  adoption 
provisions  of  the  Indian  Child  Welfare  Act 
and  federal  health,  housing,  and  educational 
programs,  and  most  importantly  they  are  valued 
and  essential  members  of  the  American-  Indian 
community.21  The  Court’s  reliance  upon 
the  membership  of  an  American  Indian  was 
completely  out  of  tune  with  the  reality  on  the 
ground— nonmember  American  Indians  are 
far  more  integrated  into  an  American-Indian 
community  than  tourists  in  a foreign  land.  In 
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response,  Congress  exercised  its  plenary  authority 
and  quickly  enacted  what  became  known  as  the 
“Duro  fix,”  amending  the  Indian  Civil  Rights 
Act  to  restore  and  affirm  the  “inherent  power  of 
Indian  tribes... to  exercise  criminal  jurisdiction 
over  all  Indians, ”22  expressly  avoiding  the 

language  of  a delegation  of  federal  authority. 

Nonmember  American  Indians 
subjected  to  dual  tribal  and  federal  prosecutions 
immediately  challenged  the  Duro  fix  on  the 
ground  that  Congress  did  not  have  the  authority 
to  “restore  and  affirm”  the  inherent  authority  of 
American-Indian  tribes  to  prosecute  nonmember 
American  Indians.23  These  petitioners  argued 
that  once  a tribe’s  inherent  authority  to  prosecute 
nonmember  American  Indians  had  been  divested 
by  operation  of  history,  it  could  not  be  returned 
by  an  Act  of  Congress.  The  theory  was  that,  if 
Congress  could  not  “restore  and  affirm”  the 
inherent  authority  of  tribes,  then  Congress  could 
only  delegate  its  own  authority  to  the  tribes. 

If  that  were  the  case,  then  both  the  tribes  and 
the  federal  government  would  be  prosecuting 
nonmember  American  Indians  with  federal 
authority,  implicating  the  Double  Jeopardy 

Clause. 

Congress’s  Plenary  Power 

Because  the  states  repudiated  their  authority 
to  regulate  American-Indian  affairs  during  the 
ratification  of  the  United  States  Constitution, 
the  federal  government  retained  plenary  and 
exclusive  authority  to  regulate  American-Indian 
affairs. 24  The  Indian  Commerce  Clause  became 
the  main  source  of  plenary  Congressional 
authority  over  American-Indian  affairs.  Congress 
has  exercised  this  authority  to  define  the 
parameters  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in  Indian 
Country  several  times  in  the  last  two  centuries, 
including  the  enactment  of  the  Major  Crimes 
Act25  and  the  Indian  Country  Crimes  Act.26 
The  Supreme  Court  has  repeatedly  affirmed 
the  plenary  power  of  Congress  to  enact  statutes 
for  the  benefit  of  American-Indian  tribes  and 

individual  American  Indians.27 

Importantly,  Congress  relied  upon  its 
plenary  power  to  enact  dozens  of  other  statutes 
that  compose  much  of  the  statutory  authority 
upon  which  the  federal  government  operates 
its  much-needed  programs  for  the  benefit  of 
American-Indian  tribes.  Congress  enacted 


the  Indian  Child  Welfare  Act, 28  the  Indian 
Self-Determination  and  Education  Assistance 
Act, 29  the  Native  American  Housing  and 
Self-Determination  Act, 30  the  Indian  Gaming 
Regulatory  Act, 31  and  many  other  statutes, 
relying  upon  its  plenary  power  to  legislate  on 

behalf  of  American  Indians. 

Billy  .To  Lara 

Billy  Jo  Lara  is  a member  of  the  Turtle  Mountain 
Band  of  Chippewa  Indians  in  North  Dakota.  He 
married  a member  of  the  Spirit  Lake  tribe  in 
North  Dakota  and  moved  to  that  reservation,  a 
common  circumstance  on  all  American-Indian 
reservations.  According  to  the  federal  prosecutor, 
Assistant  United  States  Attorney  Janice  Morley, 
and  the  Spirit  Lake  tribal  prosecutor,  Michelle 
Rivard,  Lara  began  to  repeatedly  disturb  the 
peace  and  perpetrate  domestic  violence,  steadily 
increasing  the  violence  of  his  crimes,  until  he 
was  banished  from  the  Spirit  Lake  Reservation.32 
As  is  the  unfortunate  signature  of  many  domestic 
violence  cases,  Lara  returned  and  was  arrested  by 
a Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  officer,  who  happen 
to  be  cross-deputized  by  the  tribe.  When  Lara 
knocked  out  one  of  the  arresting  officers,  the  tribe 
prosecuted  Lara,  followed  shortly  thereafter  by 
the  United  States  Attorney’s  Office  prosecution 
for  assaulting  a federal  officer.33 

Lollowing  the  arguments  made  by 
previous  nonmember  American-Indian 
defendants,  Lara  argued  that  the  federal 
prosecution  violated  the  Double  Jeopardy  Clause 
because  the  Duro  fix  was  a delegation  of  federal 
authority.  Though  the  federal  district  court  and  a 
three-judge  panel  of  the  eighth  circuit  disagreed 
with  Lara, 34  the  eighth  circuit  re-heard  the  case 
en  banc  and  reversed,  holding  that  the  Duro  fix 
was  a delegation  of  federal  power,  invalidating 
the  federal  conviction.35  Because  the  eighth 
circuit  decision  conflicted  with  the  decisions  of 
two  other  circuits,  the  Supreme  Court  granted 

certiori  and,  subsequently,  reversed  that  court.36 

Importance  to  Michigan  American-Indian 
Trihes 

Lara  establishes  that  Michigan  tribes  have  the 
inherent  authority  to  prosecute  nonmember 
American  Indians  living  in  each  of  their 
communities.  A decision  adverse  to  the  federal 
government  would  have  meant  that  only 
the  United  States  Attorney  could  prosecute 
nonmember  American  Indians  for  crimes  in 


Michigan  Indian  Country.  Crimes  such  as 
domestic  violence  and  misdemeanors  call  for 
a swift  local  response,  a response  the  federal 
government,  despite  the  best  efforts  of  the  U.S. 
Attorneys,  can  rarely  offer  due  to  their  lack  of 
resources  and  distance  from  most  Michigan 
reservations. 37  Preserving  tribal  jurisdiction  over 
nonmember  American  Indians  goes  a long  way 
toward  ensuring  the  swift  response  required  for 
most  of  the  potentially  deadly  domestic  violence 

situations  in  Indian  Country. 

The  Lara  decision  also  strongly 
supported  the  plenary  power  of  Congress  to 
legislate  for  the  benefit  of  American-Indian  tribes, 
a doctrine  that  had  come  under  fire  in  recent 
years.  Many  American-Indian  law  commentators 
had  worried  that  the  Court  would  invalidate  the 
Duro  fix  and  eviscerate  Congressional  power 
to  regulate  American-Indian  affairs. 38  Lor  if 
Congress  could  not  validly  create  the  Duro 
fix,  then  there  might  be  fodder  that  Congress 
couldn’t  enact  the  Indian  Child  Welfare  Act  and 
other  statutes  enacted  to  assist  American  Indians 
and  American-Indian  tribes.  Lara  largely  put 
that  question  to  rest,  affirming  Congressional 
plenary  power  and  holding  that  Congress  had 
authority  to  relax  “restrictions  on  tribal  sovereign 
authority.  ”39  Lara  affirms  that  Congress  has 
power  to  redefine  the  metes  and  bounds  of  tribal 
sovereignty  even  after  the  Supreme  Court  has 

limited  tribal  authority.

Emerald  Ash  Borer  Sightings 


Adult  emerald  ash  borer 


The  emerald  ash  borer  (EAB)  is  very  destructive  invasive  specie,  which 
originated  in  China  and  Eastern  Asia.  The  EAB  was  most  likely  unknowingly 
transported  to  the  United  States  and  Canada  in  wooden  packing  materials  used  to 
ship  large  imported  items  such  as  car  parts.  Because  the  tree  decline  is  so  slow, 


the  presence  of  the  EAB  has  been  virtually  undetected  for  5 to  7 years.  It  was 
discovered  in  southeastern  Michigan  in  June  2002. 

It  is  now  believed  that  this  beetle  has  caused  the  death  and  damage  in  excess  of  6 
million  ash  trees  in  the  Detroit  area  alone.  The  beetles  prefer  green,  white,  blue, 
and  black  ash  trees,  but  not  mountain  ash. 

Identification 

The  adult  beetle  is  a metallic  green  color  with  an  elongated  slender  body, 
measuring  approximately  VI  inch  in  length  and  1/8  of  an  inch  wide.  The  larvae 
are  26  to  33  mm  in  length,  white  to  cream-colored,  with  a brown  head  mostly 
retracted  into  the  abdomen  with  visible  mouthparts.  The  body  of  the  larvae  is 
composed  of  10  segments  with  a pair  of  brown  pinchers  on  the  last  segment.

The  beetles  have  a 1-year  life  cycle.  Adult  beetle  emerge  from  underneath  the 
bark  and  mate  from  May  to  August.  Eggs  are  laid  in  bark  crevices  and  hatch  10 
days  later.  The  larvae  burrow  under  the  bark  of  branches  and  trunks  of  and  feed 
on  the  layer  beneath  the  bark  where  nutrients  and  water  are  transported  from  the 
roots  to  the  rest  of  the  tree.  The  ash  trees  will  slowly  die  over  a period  of  1 to  3 
years,  depending  on  the  size  of  the  tree.

Environmental: 

Great  Lakes  News 

The  Debate  over  the  future  of  the  Great  Lakes  continues  with  ongoing 
discussions  of  the  “Annex  2001”  proposal.  Annex  2001  is  an  amendment  to  the 
Great  Lakes  Charter  that  was  signed  in  200 1 by  the  eight  Great  Lakes  Governors 
and  two  Canadian  Premiers.  Tribes  and  First  Nations  were  not  invited  to  sign  the 
document. 

Annex  2001  started  a process  to  reach  agreement  between  the  eight  states  and 
two  provinces  on  how  to  regulate  potential  diversions  of  water  to  locations 
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outside  the  Great  Lakes  basin,  as  well  as  water  withdrawals  within  the  basin. 

The  Council  of  Great  Lakes  Governors  (CGLG)  convened  a meeting  with  Tribes  and  First  Nations 
on  February  1,  2005  to  receive  input  on  the  draft  Annex  agreement.  Approximately  25  Tribal 
and  First  Nation  representatives,  including  GTB’s  environmental  stewardship  director,  Andy 
Knott,  attended. 

A productive  Tribal/First  Nation  caucus  was  held  during  the  afternoon  session.  Tribes  and  First 
Nations  agreed  to  come  together  again  in  the  spring  to  solidify  common  positions.  The  CGLG 
also  announced  that  they  would  be  releasing  a new  draft  of  the  Annex  document  this  spring  that 
would  reflect  Tribal  and  First  Nation  input,  as  well  as  comments  from  other  groups.  CGLG  will 
then  hold  another  public  comment  period. 

Many  Tribal  interests  and  rights  are  at  stake.  Among  them:  lower  water  levels  in  the  Great 
Lakes  affects  fisheries,  while  withdrawals  of  groundwater  affects  local  streams  and  stream 
habitat.  Lower  water  levels  in  lakes  or  streams  also  results  in  greater  pollution  concentrations.

License  Holder  Survey: 

The  NRD  has  received  more  than  50%  of  surveys  that  were  sent  to  the  388  license  holders 
and  we  will  continue  to  collect  them.  All  completed  surveys  received  by  March  4,  will  be 
entered  into  a drawing  for  a number  of  hunting  and  fishing  gear  items,  or  a grand  prize  for  a 
gift  certificate  for  Cabela’s.  The  NREC  will  conduct  the  drawing  on  March  10,  at  the  NREC 
monthly  meeting. 

Furbearer  Project: 

1) Bobcat  Survey: 

Staff  set  60  attractant  baits  in  two  adjacent  counties  (Kalkaska  30)  and  (Grand  Traverse  30) 
as  part  of  the  furbearer  monitoring  for  bobcat,  coyote,  red  fox,  gray  fox,  and  mustelids.  This 
phase  of  the  project  provides  GTB -NRD  with  site  index  data  related  to  the  relative  abundance 
of  furbearing  predators  in  our  area.  Additionally  these  two  counties  were  selected  due  to  the 
differences  in  seasons.  Kalkaska  County  is  open  to  hunting  and  trapping  for  bobcat  while  Grand 
Traverse  County  is  closed.  Since  these  two  counties  are  adjacent  it  will  (should)  give  us  some 
insight  to  hunting  and  trapping  pressure  and  its  effects.  The  survey  will  end  in  March  due  to 
snow  cover  and  the  end  of  breeding  season. 

2) American  (Pine)  Marten  Project: 

Two  graduate  and  two  undergraduate  students  have  started  trapping  American  marten  in 
the  Pigeon  River  State  Forest  and  the  Manistee  National  Forest.  Four  male  and  two  female 
martens  have  been  captured,  radio-collared  and  released  in  the  Wolverine  area.  These  students 
are  covering  large  geographical  areas  during  a difficult  season  in  order  to  locate  and  capture 
martens;  the  GTB-NRD  staff  appreciates  their  dedication.

While  working  for  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  Colville  Agency  (Nespelem,  Washington), 
in  presales,  he  attended  the  Forest  Engineering  Institute  at  Oregon 
State  University,  becoming  one  of  the  first  people  from  the  agency  to 
complete  this  program.  In  1977,  Truman  transferred  to  Colville  Tribal 
Forestry,  taking  a position  as  Supervisory  Forest  Technician  in  charge 
of  woods  operations.  Later  he  was  promoted  to  Assistant  Supervisor 

of  Forestry  Operations. 

Because  of  his  drive  and  determination  to  complete  his  education, 
Truman  returned  to  Oregon  State  University,  earning  a Bachelor  of 

Science  Degree  in  Forest  Management. 

Upon  his  return  from  college  he  was  appointed  Director  of  Colville 
Tribal  Forestry.  His  work  for  the  Tribe  will  always  be  remembered 
by  his  individual  efforts  to  bring  BIA  Forestry  and  Colville  Tribal 
Forestry  together  in  a joint  effort  to  improve  the  level  of  Forest 

Management  on  the  reservation  - truly  a lasting  legacy.

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Natural  Resources  Enforcement  would  like  to  remind 
members  who  are  exercising  their  inland  hunting,  fishing  and  gathering  rights 
to  keep  the  following  items  in  mind  when  a Michigan  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  Conservation  Officer  approaches  you. 

1.  First  and  foremost,  be  courteous  regardless  of  their  demeanor. 

2.  You  are  required  to  show  your  Tribal  License  when  asked. 

3.  Do  not  get  into  a debate  with  the  officer(s)  concerning  the  legality  of  the 
exercising  of  your  rights.  We  have  attorney’s  who  will  do  that  for  you. 

4.  There  is  an  agreement  in  place  so  you  can  still  continue  with  the  activity 
in  which  you  were  engaged  in.  Be  sure  it  is  within  the  guidelines  of  the 
Inland  Regulations. 

5.  Immediately  report  your  encounter  to  the  Game  Wardens.  Contact 
numbers  are:

The  GTB  Natural  Resources  Enforcement  Officers  are  making  reports  of  all 
incidents  and  it  is  imperative  they  are  reported  as  soon  as  possible.  This  keeps 
the  information  fresh  and  allows  the  Wardens  time  to  conduct  their  investigation 
and  act  upon  it  in  a timely  fashion.  Also  keep  in  mind  the  location  where  it 
occurred,  time,  date  and  the  name  of  the  State  Conservation  Officer  who  spoke 
with  you. 

Familiarize  yourself  with  the  Inland  Regulations  in  place  and  enjoy  your 
activities  in  a safe  manner.

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Dear  Tribal  Members  and  Tribal  Employees. 

I am  pleased  to  provide  the  following  community  health  care  update 

As  you  are  aware,  in  an  attempt  to  control  the  rising  health  care  costs 
of  the  GTB  membership  and  employees  and  to  secure  the  future  of  the 
GTB  self-insured  health  care  system,  the  Tribal  Council,  in  August  of 
2004,  passed  Resolutions  #04-22.1425  and  Resolution  #04-22.1428.  Both 
Resolutions  related  to  Contract  Health  Changes  for  Tribal  Members, 
Tribal  Member  Employees  and  Tribal  Employees. 

To  assist  in  this  effort,  the  GTB  Health  Department  was  directed  to 
respond  by  developing  a work  plan  to  meet  the  health  care  needs  of  the 
GTB  community  while  decreasing  the  over-all  health  care  costs,  reduce 
hospital  and  emergency  room  visits,  and  to  develop  prevention  programs 
that  would  help  reduce  chronic  diseases  and  disability. 

In  addition  to  addressing  the  changes  to  the  BCBS  health  Plans  that 
came  into  effect  on  January  1,  2005,  the  present  environment  also 
required  addressing  the  loss  of  local  services  resulting  from  the  closure  of 
Leelanau  Memorial  Hospital  on  December  31,  2004. 

The  following  is  a progress  note  on  the  state  of  implementation  of  the 
work  plan. 

The  GTB  Medicine  Lodge  Clinic  now  has  three  physicians. 

The  Clinic  hours:  The  GTB  Medicine  Lodge  Clinic  is  currently 
open  (2/15/05)  on: 

Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday 

8:30  am  to  12:00  noon  and  1:00pm  to  5:00pm 
Tuesday  and  Thursday 

8:30  am  tol2:00  noon  and  2:00pm  to  6:00pm 

NOTE: 

After  March  14,  2005  the  GTB  Clinic  will  be  open  8am  to  6pm 
through  noon  hour. 

The  Clinic  Policy:  All  patients,  “call-ins  or  walk-ins”  requesting/needing 
medical  service  will  be  able  to  see  a physician  within  one  hour  after  a 
brief  intake  interview  to  assure  proper  health  care  coverage.  The  patients 


will  be  seen  for  the  presenting  condition  and  then  scheduled  for  a more 
comprehensive  evaluation  at  a regular  clinic  appointment  time. 

NOTE: 

To  avoid  patient  scheduling  and  ensure  all  patients  are  seen  by  a provider 
in  a timely  manner  at  the  time  of  their  visit,  there  will  be  at  least  two 
medical  providers  available  at  the  clinic  at  all  times. 

Currently,  the  only  patients  being  scheduled  for  future  clinic  visits  are 
chronic  patients  and  those  who  prefer  a particular  physician.  There  is  no 
patient  scheduling  backlog.

After  March  14,  2005  the  GTB  Clinic  will  be  open  8am  to  6pm 
through  noon  hour

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  introduce  myself,  Kathy  Hassen,  R.N.  and 
Dr.  Laurey  Hanselman,  D.O.  to  our  tribal  community.  Dr.  Hanselman  is  the  new 

Administrator  of  the  Women’s  Health  Service.  She  comes  to  us  from  the  Roscommon  area  where  she  had 
her  own  private  practice.  I myself  am  one  of  the  new  Community  Health  nurses  hired  by  GTB,  I will  be 
the  Director  of  the  BCCC  Program,  and  I hail  from  the  Kalamazoo  area. 

Due  to  the  numerous  staff  changes  over  the  past  few  months,  the  BCCC  Program  has  diminished  in 
priority.

Transportation 
can  be  arranged  if  needed.  From  this  consultation,  we  can  determine  if  you  are  eligible,  and  your 
screening  appointment  will  be  made  at  that  time.  Many  of  you  are  already  enrolled  in  the  program,  and  I 
need  to  hear  from  you  too!

joined  the  health  clinic  in 
November’04.  She  was 
raised  on  a farm  in  the 
Thumb  area  of  Michigan 
and  attended  Michigan 
State  University  where  she 
earned  her  BS,MS,  and 
DO  degrees.

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Additional  Information  About  ADHD 

(Understanding  the  Source  of  Behaviors) 

Many  children  with  ADHD  are  socially  immature  compared  to  their  peers  and  remain  so  for 
many  years.  These  children  are  capable  of  learning  and  do  learn  with  practice,  but  skills  that  are 
picked  up  automatically  by  others  need  to  be  systematically  taught  and  reinforced.  It  is  important 
NOT  to  compare  children  with  ADHD  with  children  who  do  not  have  the  disability.  It  is  most 
important  to  see  all  behaviors  as  responding  to  systematic  instruction.  For  instance,  it  takes  some 
children  longer  than  others  to  learn  to  ride  a bicycle,  but  all  children  that  are  physically  capable 
to  ride  a bicycle  eventually  learn  to  ride,  with  adult  instruction.  Patience  and  repetition  (as  in 
learning  to  ride  a bike)  are  the  keys  to  behavior  change  for  children  with  ADHD. 

Paying  attention  to  good  behavior  is  extremely  important  and  in  the  busy  lives  we  all  lead 
today  it  may  be  difficult  for  parents  and  teachers  to  notice  a child’s  good  behavior.  BUT,  if 
you  expect  a child  to  learn  new  behaviors  than  you  should  expect  to  learn  some  new  behaviors 
also.  Remembering  to  notice  a child’s  behavior  is  a skill  that  takes  practice.  Some  adults  set 
timers,  alarm  clocks  or  watches  to  assist  them  to  “Catch  their  child  being  good.”  Parents  are 
their  child’s  teacher  and  teaching  means  finding  ways  to  positively  influence  new  behavior  skills. 
Since  punishment  does  not  teach  new  skills,  finding  positive  ways  to  teach  and  then  reinforce  (by 
noticing)  new  skills  is  critical  to  behavior  change. 

One  of  the  best  strategies  to  deal  with  misbehaviors  that  are  annoying,  but  not  harmful  and  that 
are  intended  to  gain  adult  attention  is  to  simply  ignore.  As  a parent  that  has  to  be  the  hardest  of 
all,  but  with  practice  you  can  turn  away  and  be  successful.  It  is  important  to  note  that  any  kind 
of  attention  -positive  or  negative  is  the  same  to  a child.  This  is  a highly  effective  method  and 
will  teach  children  that  parents  will  not  reward  for  negative  behaviors.  Remember  to  inform  your 
child  what  you  are  doing  and  why  before  you  turn  to  stone  other  wise  they  will  just  be  confused. 

Always  remember  a positive  consequence  follows  a positive  behavior  and  a negative 
consequence  follows  a negative  behavior.  Often  we  expect  children  to  be  good  and  are  quick  to 
punish  them  when  they  are  not,  but  not  so  quick  to  praise  them  when  they  are  good.  Some  adults 
feel  that  punishment  is  good  medicine  for  bad  behavior,  but  that  same  adult  has  nothing  to  offer 
for  good  behavior.  When  children  are  punished  for  bad  behavior  and  not  rewarded  for  good 
behavior  they  will  likely  become  angry  and  hostile.  If  we  want  children  to  use  positive  behaviors 
then  those  behaviors  must  be  taught  and  consistently  reinforced.  Remember  they  just  know  how 
to  be  a child  they  don’t  know  how  to  be  what  we  expect  them  to  be  unless  we  teach  them.  And  a 
child  cannot  be  well  behaved  and  misbehave  at  the  same  time,  so  by  increasing  the  time  a child 
is  well  behaved  it  decreases  the  time  that  child  misbehaves.  Another  thing  to  remember  when 
negative  consequences  are  needed  is  that  the  consequence  be  negative  for  the  child  too.  A good 
example  is;  if  a child’s  goal  is  to  not  be  in  school,  than  suspending  that  child  would  not  be  a 
negative  consequence,  but  in  his  or  her  mind,  a reward  for  poor  behavior. 

Children  with  ADHD  must  learn  positive  behavior  to  be  successful  in  their  lives,  but  many 
ADHD  children  are  very  low  motivated  and  may  require  larger  rewards  to  boost  their  interest. 
Positive  comments  and  or  praise  may  not  be  enough;  they  may  have  to  be  enhanced  with  a toy, 
treat  or  money.  It’s  not  that  ADHD  children  are  manipulating  the  “system”  it  actually  requires 
more  to  stimulate  their  motivation.  A child  may  understand  that  his  teacher  wants  him  to  raise 
his  hand  in  class,  but  pleasing  the  teacher  is  not  sufficiently  motivating  enough  for  him  to  stop 
blurting  out  the  answers. 

It  is  important  that  children  with  ADHD  learn  the  relationship  between  their  behaviors  and  the 
consequences  that  follows  - positive  or  negative.  ADHD  children  require  immediate  response; 
very  few  can  wait  for  a token  system  that  some  parents  use.  The  token  system  usually  consists  of 
a chart  which  parents  record  positive  behaviors  with  “tokens”  such  as  stars,  the  stars  are  removed 
with  poor  behavior  and  at  the  end  of  the  week  there  may  or  may  not  be  enough  stars  to  warrant 
a large  reward.  ADHD  children  are  not  successful  with  this  type  of  system.  Parents  should 
expect  that  it  will  take  several  months  of  continuous,  immediate  feedback  with  both  positive 
and  negative  behaviors  to  see  change  that  becomes  habit.  Patience  is  a key  feature  of  behavior 
change  strategies.

At  the  present  time  Grand  Traverse  Band  Behavioral  Health 
employees  one  full  time  Prevention  Coordinator  - Monica 
Raphael,  Certified  Prevention  Specialist.  Monica  is  a member 
of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians. 
Her  own  healing  journey  as  Anishinabekwe  as  well  as  utilizing 
previous  training  in  education  and  healthy  living  skills  has  help 
to  prepare  her  for  certification  in  the  field  of  prevention.  For 
Monica,  prevention  in  Indian  country  is  being  a facilitator  of 
change.  It  means  trying  to  facilitate  some  magic,  to  facilitate 
empowerment  so  that  Native  youth,  families,  communities  and 
individuals  can  grow  and  be  alcohol  and  drug  free.

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INSULATION 

Why  should  you  insulate:  Heating  and 
cooling  account  for  50%  to  70%  of  the  energy 
used  in  the  average  American  home.  Typical 
households  spend  $1,400.00  on  utilities  per 
year,  these  homeowners  could  save  up  to  30% 
with  proper  insulating  of  the  homes. 

Unless  your  home  was  constructed  with  special 
attention  to  energy  efficiency,  adding  insulation  will 
probably  reduce  your  utility  bills.  Much  of  the  existing 
housing  stock  in  the  United  States  is  not  insulated  to  the 
best  level.  Older  homes  are  likely  to  use  more  energy 
than  newer  homes,  leading  to  very  high  heating  and  air 
conditioning  bills. 

Per  conversation  with  an  insulating  company 
representative,  he  said  that  with  the  older  stick  homes, 
the  homes  would  probably  need  to  be  totally  re-insulated. 
Chances  are  if  you  have  the  blow-in  insulation,  it  has 
settled  down  to  the  first  story  and  the  second  story  has 
no  insulation  to  guard  against  the  cold  weather.  What 
is  probably  happening  is  that  the  cold  is  settling  to  the 
insulated  first  floor  and  the  heat  is  rising  to  the  un- 
insulated second  story.  The  heat  is  rising  and  going  out 
thru  the  walls  and  roofs. 

Inadequate  insulation  and  air  leakage  are  leading 
causes  of  energy  waste  in  most  homes.  Insulation  saves 
money  and  our  nation’s  limited  energy  resources.  It  can 
also  make  your  house  more  comfortable  by  helping  to 
maintain  a uniform  temperature  through  out  the  whole 
house.  Walls,  ceilings  and  floors  will  be  warmer  in  the 
winter  and  cooler  in  the  summer.  Insulation  can  also  act 
as  a sound  absorber  or  barrier,  keeping  noise  levels  down. 

The  amount  of  energy  you  conserve  will  depend 
on  several  factors;  your  local  climate,  the  size,  shape, 
and  construction  of  your  house,  the  living  habits  of  your 
family,  the  type  and  efficiency  of  the  heating  and  cooling 
systems,  and  the  fuel  you  use.  The  energy  savings  will 
justify  the  insulation  cost,  energy  conserved  is  money 
saved-  and  the  annual  savings  will  increase  when  utility 
rates  go  up.

Peshawbestown,  MI  - December  22,  2004  - The  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians  announced  today  the  hiring  of  former  Leelanau  County  prosecutor 
Sara  W.  Brubaker  as  our  new  tribal  prosecutor.  The  former  tribal  prosecutor  John  D. 
Foresman  was  elected  November  2,  2004  to  serve  as  86th  District  Court  Judge  for  Grand 
Traverse  County  and  he  will  be  leaving  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  effective  December  31, 
2004.  Prosecutor  Foresman  did  an  excellent  job  and  he  will  be  missed  by  the  Tribe. 

As  the  Tribal  Prosecutor,  Ms  Brubaker  will  try  criminal  and  civil  cases  in  tribal 
court  against  members  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band.  The  tribal  court  does  not  have  criminal 
jurisdiction  over  non-Natives.  The  tribal  court  is  located  in  Peshawbestown  in  Leelanau 
County.  Tribal  jurisdiction  applies  to  incidents  involving  GTB  members  on  tribal  lands  in 
Antrim,  Benzie,  Charlevoix,  Grand  Traverse,  Leelanau,  and  Manistee  six  county  service 
areas  of  the  Tribe.  Cases  may  also  be  referred  to  the  tribal  court  for  prosecution. 

Officials  from  the  Tribe  expressed  their  approval  of  the  Tribal  Council’s  decision 
to  fill  the  prosecutor’s  position  with  Ms.  Brubaker.  “We  welcome  Ms.  Brubaker  as  tribal 
prosecutor  as  she  is  no  stranger  to  the  tribe  and  her  knowledge  of  law  will  be  an  asset  to  the 
tribe.  John  Foresmans  experience  has  been  very  beneficial  for  the  tribal  community  and 
our  department  and  we  wish  him  well  in  his  new  job  as  86th  District  Court  Judge.  Grand 
Traverse  County  is  getting  a very  fine  individual”,  stated  Tribal  Police  Captain  Warren 
Bailey. 


“We  appreciate  all  of  John  Foresmans  work  for  the  Tribe,  we  learned  a lot  from 
him.  He’s  a friend  of  the  tribe  and  we  wish  him  the  best”  stated  Robert  Kewaygoshkum, 
Chairman  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band.

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The  Fire  Risk  to  Older  Adults 


Findings 

• In  2001,  the  elderly  (over  64  years  old)  represented  12%  of  the  U.S. 
population  but  suffered  more  than  30%  of  all  fire  deaths. 

• The  relative  risk  of  individuals  aged  65+  dying  in  a fire  is  2.5  times 
greater  than  the  general  population.  The  risk  worsens  as  age  increases:  the 
risk  is  1.8  for  adults  aged  65-74,  but  soars  to  4.6  for  those  over  age  84. 

• Smoking  fires  are  the  leading  cause  of  fatalities  among  the  elderly; 
cooking  fires  are  the  leading  cause  of  injuries.  H Older  American 
Indians  and  African  Americans  are  at  much  greater  risk  of  dying  in 
a fire  than  the  older  white  population.  H Older  males  are  50%  more 
likely  to  die  in  fires  than  women. 

• The  elderly  are  more  vulnerable  in  a fire  than  the  general  population  due 
to  a combination  of  factors:  mental  and  physical  frailties,  higher  alcohol 
usage,  greater  use  of  medications,  higher  smoking  incidence,  and  elevated 
likelihood  of  living  in  a poverty  situation. 


Older  Americans  are  burdened  with  the  gravest  fire  risk  in  the  United  States  and 
are  consistently  more  threatened  with  injury  or  death  by  fire  than  any  other  segment  of 
society.  While  admirable  strides  have  been  made  in  lowering  the  overall  U.S.  fire  death 
rate  in  the  last  decade,  fewer  gains  have  been  realized  among  the  oldest  age  groups. 

Fire  caused  4,007  deaths  in  2001  according  to  the  National  Center  for  Health 
Statistics  (NCHS)  data.  Older  adults  were  disproportionately  the  victims— fire  fatalities 
among  persons  aged  65  years  or  older  in  2001  was  1,250,  accounting  for  more  than 
30%  of  all  fire  casualties  that  year. 

Currently,  older  adults  comprise  12%  of  the  U.S.  population,1  and  their  ranks  are 
growing.  It  is  estimated  that  the  older  population  will  rise  sharply  between  2010  and  2030, 
the  years  when  the  baby-boom  generation  will  be  in  retirement.  Better  health  care  and  new 
developments  in  medicine  continue  to  increase  American  life  expectancy.  By  their  65th 
birthday,  on  average,  Americans  can  expect  to  live  another  17  years.  At  this  rate,  older 
adults  would  comprise  20%  of  the  U.S.  population  by  2050  (Figure  1).  The  oldest  of  these 
mature  adults— those  persons  85  years  and  older— are  members  of  the  fastest  growing 
population  group. 

At  close  to  one-third  of  total  fire  deaths,  the  number  of  older  Americans  who  die  in  fires 
across  the  nation  is  clearly  high.  The  issue  becomes  even  more  concerning  when  the 
relative  risk  of  fire  death  encountered  by  older  Americans  is  compared  to  the  rest  of  the 
adult  population.  With  an  aging  population,  the  U.S.  demographic  profile  is  changing 
rapidly.  The  elderly  population  is  expected  to  increase  from  its  current  12%  of  the  total 
population  to  nearly  20%  within  a few  decades.il  The  assumption  is  that  there  will  be  a 
corresponding  increase  in  fire  deaths  and  injuries  among  older  adults.  Medical  advances 
and  improved  healthcare  could  keep  elderly  persons  vital  for  a longer  time,  but  eventual 
physical  and  mental  limitations  are  likely,  and  the  increased  risks  of  fire  injury  and  death 
to  this  population  merit  special  attention.  Because  older  adults  account  for  more  than  30% 
of  fire  deaths  and  over  10%  of  fire  injuries,  the  USFA  has  been  working  toward  the  goal  of 
reducing  fire  deaths  and  injuries  to  older  adults.  A number  of  resources  to  help  address  the 
fire  problem  for  adults  are  available.  A Fire  Safety  Campaign  for  People  50-Plus  (http:// 
www.usfa.fema.gov/50plus)  addresses  lifestyle  strategies  of  safe  smoking,  safe  cooking,  and 
safe  heating  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  fires  that  traditionally  affect  older  adults.

Mrs.  “Grandma  Rose”  Antoinette  Shalifoe,  89,  beloved  Matriarch  of  the 
Shalifoe  family,  walked  on  to  Ishpeming  to  be  with  Gitchi  Manitou;  her 
husband,  Chief  Solomon  Henry  Shalifoe;  daughter,  Bernice  Marshall; 
son,  Roger  Shalifoe;  granddaughters,  Rosie  Holmberg  and  Robin  Gibson; 
grandsons,  Eric  Olsen  and  Bucky  Collins;  great-  grandson,  baby  Raymond 
Sunka  Wakan;  and  her  four  sisters,  Cora,  Celia,  Mamie  and  Emily.  Rose 
passed  peacefully  at  her  home  in  Fremont  surrounded  by  loving  family  Sunday 
evening,  February  13,  2005.  The  eldest  of  five  children,  Rose  was  born  at 
Millers  Camp,  Hart,  Michigan  on  June  14,  1915  to  Stella  Davis  Bailey,  full 
blood  Ojibway  and  Louis  Bailey,  full  blood  Odawa.  Rose  was  a member  of 
the  Grand  Valley  American  Indian  Lodge,  Woodland  Indian  Association,  and 
Little  River  Band  of  Ottawa  Indians. 

Rose  spent  her  life  advocating  and  selflessly  working  for  the  welfare  and 
cultural  traditions  of  the  Anishnaabek;  inspiring  her  family  to  carry  on  her 
strong  beliefs.  She  worked  with  several  companies  throughout  the  state  to 
make  donations  of  overstock  clothing  & necessities  which  she  passed  out 
to  needy  Native  families  in  the  Muskegon  & Grand  Rapids  areas.  Rose  & 
Solomon  traveled  around  the  Great  Lakes  to  pow-wows,  dancing,  drumming, 
selling  hand-carved  drums,  Indian  com  soup  & her  world  famous  frybread. 
She  supported  Native  Rights  during  the  Fishing  Wars  of  the  1970’s,  sent 
supplies  to  the  Wounded  Knee  1973  Occupation,  she  sponsored  community 
ghost  suppers,  Native  childrens  Christmas  Parties,  shared  cultural  teachings 
in  Muskegon  public  schools  and  protested  for  Indian  Education  Rights.  Rose 
was  a survivor  of  Boarding  School  where  she  was  taken  away  from  her  family 
to  at  age  5,  the  injustice  there  motivated  her  to  hold  onto  her  culture.  She 
taught  us  how  to  cook,  treat  each  other  with  respect,  to  give,  to  ran  a pow 
wow,  to  raise  children,  tell  the  truth,  stand  up  for  ourselves  & others,  how  to 
handle  death  & how  to  live.  Rose’s  award-winning  frybread  skills  have  been 
passed  down  to  3 more  generations  of  champion  frybread  cooks. 

Rose  is  survived  by  her  children:  Carlos  (Susan)  Eagle  of  New  Mexico,  Jean 
(Rick)  Hewitt  of  Muskegon,  Stella  (James)  Gibson  of  Shelby,  son-in-law, 
Tom  Marshall  of  Whitehall,  Joyce  (Joseph)  Genia  of  Muskegon,  daughter-in- 
law,  Marie  Shalifoe  Ramos  of  Texas,  Barbara  (Roger)  Stalzer  of  Fremont  and 
adopted  sons,  Mike  Gordon  and  Odell  Chalifoux;  34  loving  grandchildren, 
nearly  100  great-grandchildren,  several  g-great  grandchildren  and  counting. 
Rose  also  raised  Pete,  Annette  and  Gloria  Shalifoe  for  much  of  their  formative 
years.

Annual  World  Hoop  Dance  (the  Mino  Biimadziwin  Hoop  Dancers  World

World  Championship  Hoop  Dance  Contest 

February  5th  and  6th,  2005,  Mariah  Barrientoz,  Mikayla  Bennett, 
Aazhenii  BigJohn,  Ashley  Burns,  Sharon  Callaway,  Alexa  Rae  Funmaker, 
and  Chelsea  Scheiding  all  Grand  Traverse  Band  members  traveled  to 
the  Heard  Museum  in  Phoenix,  Arizona  to  attend  and  compete  in  the 
15th  Annual  World  Championship  Hoop  Dance  Contest.  The  greatest 
hoop  dancers  from  across  North  America  were  there  to  awe  the  crowds 
with  their  skill  and  talent  as  they  competed  for  the  prestigious  World 
Champion  title. 

Our  very  own  Aanzhenii  Bigjohn  did  the  Mino  Biimaadziwin  Hoop 
Dance  Society  and  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
Indians  proud  by  becoming  the  2005  World  Youth  Hoop  Dance 
Champion,  as  well  as  the  first  ever  female  youth  champion  and  the  second 
female  ever  to  win  the  prestigious  World  Champion  title,  the  first  being 
Lisa  Odjig  of  Manitoulin  Island,  Canada  who  won  the  Adult  title  in  2000 
and  2003.  A record  number  of  23  participants  competed  in  the  youth 
division  ages  six  to  twelve.  Aanzhenii  impressed  the  judges  and  earned 
a score  of  186  in  the  first  round  to  earn  her  way  into  the  second  round  of 
competition  on  Sunday  morning.  Six  youth  dancers  from  across  North 
America  advanced  to  the 
second  round  of  competition, 

Aazhenii  earned  a score  of  210 
with  the  2004  World  Champion 
Jace  “Peanut”  Roberts  of 
Shawnee,  Oklahoma  just  ahead 
of  her  with  a score  of  216. 

Three  youth  dancers  earned 
their  way  to  the  third  and  final 
round  of  competition  our  very 
own  Aanzhenii  Bigjohn  earned 
the  top  score  of  204  to  become 
the  2005  World  Youth  Hoop 
Dance  Champion. 

All  of  our  girls  in  attendance 
captured  the  heart  of  the 
audience,  and  were  definitely 
the  crowd  favorites.  They  all 
commented  on  how  they  never 
took  so  many  pictures  before. 

I think  they  all  felt  pretty 
special  and  famous!  After  the 
second  round  of  competition 
it  was  clear  that  Aanzhenii  was  a crowd  favorite,  Aanzhenii  and  I took  a 
walk,  because  we  still  had  one  more  round  to  make  it  through  and  I didn’t 
want  her  to  get  distracted,  an  audience  member  spotted  her  out,  came 


running  after  us  and  asked  her  for  her 
autograph,  Aanzhenii  replied,  “what’s 
an  autograph?” 

All  girls  are  members  of  the  Mino 
Biimaadziwin  Hoop  Dance  Society  and 
earned  their  way  to  participate  in  the 
World  Hoop  Dance  Championships  by 
learning  and  practicing  the  seven  sacred 
Anishinabe  teachings,  as  well  as  having 
outstanding  attendance  and  earning 
100%  or  better  in  the  incentive  program 
for  the  Mino  Biimaadziwin  Hoop  Dance 
Society.  The  Mino  Biimaadziwin 
Hoop  Dance  Society  is  a life-changing 
experiential  learning  program  for  girls 
and  boys  ages  six  to  seventeen  years 
old,  which  focuses  on  the  seven  sacred 
teachings  of  the  Anishinabe  - wisdom, 
love,  respect,  bravery,  honesty,  humility, 
and  truth.  It  has  been  said  by  our 
ancestors  achieving  balance  in  these  principles  is  to  have  harmony  in  the 
body,  mind  and  spirit.  Native  people  from  the  beginning  of  time  celebrate 
life  through  song  and  dance.  The  Mino  Biimaadziwin  Hoop  Dance 
Society  goal  is  to  help  Anishinabe  youth  understand,  through  the  symbol 
of  the  sacred  hoop  and  its  seven  sacred  teachings  the  wisdom  of  our 
ancestors  regarding  the  sacred  circle  of  life. 

I am  proud  of  all  the  girls  who  competed;  it  was  evident  in  their 
performance  that  they  have  learned  the  teaching  of  bravery  by  dancing 
alone  in  front  of  a crowd  that  numbered  in  the  thousands.  It  was  also 
evident  that  they  learned  the  teaching  of  honesty  and  truth,  when  they 
were  quick  to  admit  that  their  performance  wasn’t  the  best  they  could 
have  done.  But  the  shinning  moment  was  to  watch  the  girls  support  and 
cheer  for  Aanzhenii,  that  showed  all  who  was  there  that  our  girls  new 
what  love,  respect,  and  humility  was.  In  all  the  excitement  of  the  big  win, 
I remember  one  of  the  girls  screaming,  “she  won!  she  won!  and  another 
won  saying,  no  we  all  won,”  now  that’s  wisdom! 

The  Mino  Biimaadziwin  Hoop  Dance  Society  and  participation  in  the 
World  Hoop  Dance  Championships  was  made  possible  because  of  a 
grant  from  the  Office  of  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention 
Tribal  Youth  Program.

From  February  28  through  March 
2,  2005, 1 attended  the  National 
Congress  of  American  Indians,  2005 
Executive  Council  Winter  Session: 
“Empowering  Our  Traditions  Through 
Knowledge”  held  at  the  Wyndham 
Hotel  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  winter 
session  included  lectures  on  Rules 
and  Credentials,  Effective  Lobbying 
Workshops,  General  Assemblies  and  the 
NCAI  7th  Annual  Leadership  Awards 
Banquet.  The  following  are  some 
discussions  that  took  place  at  the  session: 

FY06  Budget 

President  Bush’s  latest  budget  was  a hot  topic; 
President  Bush  submitted  a budget  to  Congress 
that  includes  numerous  proposed  cuts  for  Indian 
programs.  In  the  proposed  budget  there  is  a 2.1 
increase  in  all  foreign  and  domestic  discretionary 
spending  but  it  also  includes  numerous  proposed  cuts 
for  Indian  Programs.  The  budget  would  continue 
the  trend  of  consistent  declines  in  federal  per 
capita  spending  for  Indians  compared  to  per  capita 
expenditures  for  the  population  at  large.  This  year’s 
budget  request  reduces  effective  funding  for  tribal 
governments,  containing  more  than  $200  million 
in  cuts  and  reductions  to  programs  such  as  Tribal 
Priority  Allocation,  Education,  Law  Enforcement 
and  Contract  Support,  Housing  and  Infrastructure, 
Land  Consolidation  and  other  critical  tribal 
programs.  Overall,  of  the  Indian  programs  targeted 
for  reductions,  Indian  Housing  would  receive  the 
largest  cut- 11. 5%  of  its  budget.  Native  American 
Housing  block  grants  would  be  cut  by  $44.4  million 
and  section  184  Home  loans  cut  by  more  than  50%. 
Essentially,  this  is  the  toughest  budget  for  Native 
Americans  that  have  been  presented  in  years. 

At  the  NCAI  conference  Senator  McCain,  who 
heads  up  the  Senate  Indian  Affairs  Committee 
has  called  on  Congress  to  reject  President  Bush’s 
proposed  funding  cuts  to  Indian  Programs.  Senator 
McCain  cited  the  recent  Harvard  University  study 
which  tied  improving  conditions  on  reservations  to 
self-governance.  Many  of  the  recommendations 
to  restore  and  increase  funding  came  from  self- 
governance  programs  like  tribal  priority  allocations 
and  contract  support  costs,  both  of  which  are  being 
cut  by  the  White  House. 

The  Senator  agrees  with  Tribal  criticism  of  the 
budget  and  that  the  recommendations  are  not 
prioritizing  Native  American  programs.  We  need  to 
correct  that  thought  process  and  make  it  clear  that 
self-governance  is  improving  the  quality  of  life  in 
Indian  Country.  Another  statement  he  made  is,  “For 
us  to  deprive  tribes  of  programs  that  support  self- 
governance  is  clearly  a self-defeating  enterprise.” 


Judicial  Nominations 

NCAI  and  Tribal  Leaders 
renewed  its  objection  to  the 
nomination  of  former  Interior 
solicitor  Bill  Myers  to  a spot 
on  the  9th  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals.  Tex  Hall  (NCAI  Chair 
& Chair  of  the  Mandan,  Hidatsa 
and  Arikara  Nation  in  North 
Dakota)  said  Myers  was  very 
lopsided  in  his  decision-making 
at  the  Interior,  favoring  industry 
interests  over  the  tribal  trust 
responsibility.  John  EchoHawk, 
director  of  the  Native  American  Rights  Fund,  said 
Myers  ignored  his  legal  duty  to  handle  Indian  trust 
assets  with  the  highest  degree  of  care.  GTB  has 
written  and  mailed  an  objection  letter  regarding 
nomination  of  Myers  to  a position  on  the  9th  Circuit. 

Sovereignty 

It  was  a pleasure  to  attend  the  Congressman 
Dale  Kildee  and  Congressman  Patrick 
Kennedy  Breakfast  Tuesday  morning.  Rep. 
Dale  Kildee  (D-Michigan),  a vice  co-chair 
of  the  Congressional  Native  American 
Caucus,  brought  along  his  trusty  copies  of 
the  U.S.  Constitution  and  the  Marshall  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  decision  as  he  urged  Tribes 
to  do  all  they  can  to  protect  their  rights.  Our 
Sovereignty  is  our  greatest  possession.  Kildee 
also  stated  he  is  working  with  Rep.  Patrick 
Kennedy  (D-Rhode  Island)  to  ensure  Tribes 
are  not  negatively  affected  by  the  National 
Labor  Relations  Board’s  decision  to  assert 
jurisdiction  on  reservation  tribal  enterprises. 
We  should  not  let  them  come  and  slice  our 
sovereignty  away.  He  stated  “Tribes  should 
be  treated  the  same  as  states  with  the  regard 
to  the  labor  laws.” 

Indian  Gaming  Update 

Ernie  Stevens,  Jr.  stated  that  there  is  a lot  on  the 
National  Indian  Gaming  Association  plate  this  year. 
Some  of  the  issues  NIGA  will  be  taking  on  during 
the  109th  Congress  include  off-reservation  gaming, 
internet  gaming,  tobacco  taxes  and  the  National 
Labor  Relation  Board  decision  against  tribal 
sovereignty. 

Although  the  days  of  scrutiny  aren’t  entirely  over, 
Stevens  told  the  audience,  “things  have  been 
looking  up  lately,  especially  with  NIGA’s  heavily 
publicized  report  on  the  impact  of  Indian  Gaming. 

We  are  paying  more  than  our  fair  share  and  don’t 
let  anybody  ever  tell  Indian  Country  that  we’re 
not  paying  our  fair  share— which  is  absolutely 
ludicrous”. 

NIGA  is  still  engaged  in  a public  relations  campaign 
to  tout  successes  of  Tribal  gaming  and  recently  paid 
for  an  advertising  feature  in  the  March  2005  issue  of 
Fortune  stating  that  we  are  making  a difference. 


Embassy 

NCAI  Treasurer  Ron  Allen  gave  an  update 
on  the  efforts  to  raise  $12  million  for  the 
Embassy  building.  NCAI  needs  an  initial 
investment  of  2 million  to  make  the  down 
payment  and  then  10  million  to  complete  the 
purchase  of  a building.  Renting  an  office 
space  would  cost  more  in  the  long  run  than 
purchasing  a building  outright.  Locations 
for  the  Embassy  are  still  being  scouted  in  the 
downtown  Washington  area. 

After  the  presentation,  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  were  pledged  as  Tribal  Leaders,  individual 
Indians,  and  Indian  organizations  showed  support 
for  a new  Embassy  of  Tribal  Nations  Building  in 
Washington  D.C.  Donation  after  donation  poured  in 
for  the  proposed  embassy.  Everyone  from  former 
assistant  secretary  Dave  Anderson  to  Ben  Nighthorse 
Campbell  stepped  up  the  effort  by  stating  the  first 
Tribe  that  will  donate  $50,000.00  to  this  effort  they 
will  match  with  a personal  check  for  $50,000.00. 
Ernie  Stevens  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Nation  Indian 
Gaming  Association  and  Prairie  Island  Indian 
Community  met  the  challenge. 

Billy  Frank  Jr.,  a member  of  the  Nisqually  Tribe 
of  Washington,  stirred  the  crowd  with  a passionate 
speech  that  stressed  the  need  for  a place  that  will 
show  the  country  that  the  first  Americans  are 
surviving  and  thriving.  “We  are  here  to  stay,  we  are 
long-timers.  We  aren’t  moving  through  here  just 
today  and  tomorrow.  We’re  here  from  now  on.  This 
is  something  that  is  important  to  all  of  us  and  we  are 
lighting  the  council  fire  today.” 

Rumors  were  going  around  the  NCAI  conference, 
Frank  said,  about  the  possible  identity  of  the  new 
Assistant  Secretary  for  Indian  Affairs.  “Some  of  you 
are  in  this  room.”  Names  like  Phil  Hogen  were  going 
around,  among  others.  Hogen  is  as  good  choice 
because  he  was  former  Solicitor  for  Indian  Affairs  at 
the  Interior  Department  before  being  shuffled  over 
to  the  NIGC.  “But  who  knows,  we’ll  find  out  soon,” 
Frank  added.  These  were  some  of  the  high  lights  of 
the  conference  and 
there  were  many 
more  speakers  during 
the  two  and  half  day 
conference  on  tribal 
issues. 

Overall,  I found  the 
NCAI  Winter  Session 
informative  and  I will 
use  the  knowledge  to 
assist  our  Tribe  and 
its  members.

Program). 

In  accordance  with  the  Tribe’s  authority  to 
establish  not  for  profit  corporations  under 
Tribal  law,  Tribal  Council  enacted  Articles  of 
Incorporation  to  create  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  Financing  Authority  for  Farmers 
Home  Administration  (FmHA)  rural  housing 
administrative  purposes  (Resolution  #04- 
22.1348). 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Financing  Authority 
is  governed  by  bylaws,  with  management  of 
all  the  affairs,  property  and  interests  of  the 
corporation  vested  in  a Board  of  Directors.

Pending  Legislation: 

Great  Lakes  Restoration 

Senators  Mike  DeWine  (R-OH),  Carl  Levin  (D-MI),  Debbie  Stabenow 
(D-MI),  Richard  Lugar  (R-IN),  Evan  Bayh  (D-IN),  Mark  Dayton  (D-MN), 
and  Herbert  Kohl  (D-WI)  have  introduced  the  Great  Lakes  Environmental 
Restoration  Act  that  authorizes  $6  billion  ($600  million  annually  for 
ten  years)  for  new  Great  Lakes  grants  to  states,  municipalities,  and 
other  applicants.  The  legislation  also  establishes  a Great  Lakes  Federal 
Interagency  Task  Force  and  requires  coordinated  Great  Lakes  monitoring. 

Invasive  Species  Legislation 

Senators  Mike  DeWine  (R-OH),  Carl  Levin  (D-MI),  Jack  Reed  (D-RI), 
Debbie  Stabenow  (D-MI),  and  George  Voinovich  (R-OH)  have  introduced 
legislation  to  authorize  the  National  Invasive  Species  Management  Council. 
Codifying  an  executive  order,  the  legislation  calls  for  coordination  among 
the  several  federal  agencies  that  seek  to  prevent  and  control  terrestrial  and 
aquatic  invasive  species.

TC  in  running  to  host  Governors’ 
Association

TRAVERSE  CITY  - Northern  Michigan  could  land  the 
National  Governors  Association’s  summer  meeting  for  the 
second  time  in  20  years. 

Gov.  Jennifer  Granholm  will  recommend  the  NGA 
hold  its  July  2007  meeting  in  Traverse  City,  said  Liz  Boyd, 
Granholm’s  spokeswoman. 

“What  better  place  to  be  in  July  than  Traverse  City?” 

Boyd  said.  “Gov.  Granholm  is  excited  about  the  possibility 
of  hosting  the  NGA  summer  meeting  in  Traverse  City 
because  it’s  an  opportunity  to  showcase  to  the  nation  what  a 
wonderful  destination  Michigan  is.” 

Boyd  said  Granholm  will  learn  at  the  end  of  the  month 
what  other  governors  submitted  bids  for  cities  in  their  states. 
She  said  a decision  will  be  made  by  the  NGA’s  executive 
committee  in  late  summer. 

Traverse  City  first  hosted  the  NGA  summer  meeting 
in  1987.  The  bid  will  be  prepared  by  the  Traverse  City 
Conventions  and  Visitors  Bureau  where  Deb  Knudsen, 
president  and  CEO,  helped  prepare  the  bid  for  the  1987 
meeting. 

“We  are  just  very  pleased  that  the  governor  has  again 
given  the  nod  toward  Traverse  City  and  northern  Michigan,” 
Knudsen  said.  “Hopefully,  come  next  fall,  we  will  all  be 
getting  ready,  looking  to  the  future  to  host  this  event.” 

Knudsen  said  the  meeting  could  mean  millions  of  dollars 
for  the  area. 

A survey  of  a recent  state  convention  held  in  Traverse 
City  showed  that  it  brought  in  just  under  $1  million,  she  said. 

On  average,  35  governors  attend  the  meeting  and  bring 
with  them  more  than  1,000  people,  including  lobbyists, 
business  leaders  and  journalists. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Resort  would  be  the  meeting’s 
headquarters  because  it  is  the  only  hotel  in  the  area  large 
enough  to  host  the  event,  Knudsen  said. 

NGA  staff  will  visit  Traverse  City  this  spring  to  look  at 
the  resort  and  other  secondary  venues.  They’ll  likely  look 
at  places  for  off-site  events  like  the  Opera  House  and 
Northwestern  Michigan  College’s  Hagerty  Center,  she  said. 

Knudsen  said  Traverse  City  was  proposed  late  in 
the  process  two  years  ago  and  lost  out  to  a state  that  had 
lobbied  to  host  the  event  for  several  years. 

“We  gave  them  a run  for  the  money  and  almost  got  it, 
which  was  surprising,  given  that  we  came  in  late  in  the  game 
and  Granholm  was  in  her  first  year  as  governor,”  Knudsen 
said. 

John  Bruchett,  director  of  Granholm’s  Washington 
D.C.  office,  said  the  meeting  starts  on  a Saturday  and  runs 
through  Tuesday. 

“It’s  an  opportunity  for  governors  to  come  together  and 
discuss  national  policies,  policies  in  their  states,  share  best 
practices,”  Bruchett  said. 

Because  of  a changed  security  landscape,  access  to  the 
event  in  2007  would  be  more  restricted  than  in  1987,  when 
anyone  could  walk  into  the  Grand  Traverse  Resort  during  the 
meeting,  Knudsen  said. 

“It  was  very  easy  to  walk  into  the  plenary  sessions,  even 
the  major  ones  that  you  saw  on  TV,”  she  said.

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ANISHINAABEK  CULTURAL  TRADITION 
IN  DANGER 

(Many  or  all  Black  Ash  trees  in  Michigan  could  become 
infected) 

One  of  the  major  goals  of  the  Michigan  Anishinaabek 
Cultural  Preservation  and  Repatriation  Alliance 
(MACPRA)  is  the  protection  and  preservation  of  all 
cultural  resources  on  lands  with  our  ancestral  and 
historic  territories.  MACPRA  has  been  made  aware  of 
a serious  threat  to  black  ash,  Wiisagaak,  a plant  that  is 
most  important  to  our  Anishinaabek  communities. 

Black  ash  as  well  as  white  ash  and  green  ash  are  in 
extreme  danger  of  reduction  or  complete  removal  from 
our  lands  of  Michigan.  The  threat  to  the  ash  tree  comes 
from  an  exotic  species  of  insect  brought  to  Michigan 
from  the  Asia  areas  of  Eastern  Russia,  northern  China, 
Japan,  and  Korea.  Before  June  of  2002,  it  had  never 
been  found  in  North  America.  It  is  not  known  for  sure 
how  this  insect  arrived  in  Michigan  but  it  most  likely 
came  in  ash  wood  used  for  stabilizing  cargo  in  ships  or 
for  packing  or  crating  heavy  consumer  products. 

The  Emerald  Ash  Borer  belongs  to  a group  of  insects 
known  as  metallic  wood-boring  beetles.  Adults  are  dark 
metallic  green  in  color,  1/2  inch  in  length  and  1/16  inch 
wide,  and  are  only  present  from  mid  May  until  late  July. 
Larvae  are  creamy  white  in  color  and  are  found  under 
the  bark. 

The  borer’s  host  range  is  limited  to  species  of  ash  trees 
(identified  by  their  distinctive  leaves,  which  are  located 
directly  across  from  each  other  on  the  leaf  stem,  and 
bark).  In  Michigan,  most  ash  trees  are  white,  black  or 
green.  Emerald  Ash  Borer  does  not  attack  mountain  ash, 
which  is  not  related  to  white,  black,  or  green  ash  trees. 

Usually  their  presence  goes  undetected  until  the  trees 
show  symptoms  of  infestation  - typically  the  upper  third 
of  a tree  will  die  back  first,  followed  by  the  rest  the  next 
year.  This  is  often  followed  by  a large  number  of  shoots 
or  sprouts  arising  below  the  dead  portions  of  the  trunk. 

MACPRA  is  very  concerned  about  the  long  term  impacts 
of  this  insect  on  our  ash  trees.  The  Anishinaabek 
Communities  throughout  Michigan  need  to  be  aware 
and  consider  means  to  address  this  threat  to  our  culture. 
Emerald  ash  borer  infestations  have  been  found  as  far 
north  as  the  area  just  south  of  the  Machinaw  Bridge. 
Scientists  anticipated  that  the  Emerald  Ash  Borer  may  be 
found  in  the  Upper  Peninsula  in  2005. 


MACPRA  encourages  the  following  activities  throughout  Michigan: 

• Discourage  any  transportation  of  firewood,  particularly  ash 
firewood.  The  insect  is  mobilized  mainly  from  transportation 
of  ash  wood  that  has  bark  intact.  While  firewood  may  appear 
healthy  and  not  visibly  infested,  it  may  carry  the  Emerald  Ash 
Borer  larvae  in  its  dormant  stage.  Don’t  further  the  spread  of 
Emerald  Ash  Borer  by  moving  ash  trees  and  products  or  by 
taking  firewood  on  vacation  with  you. 

We  are  supporting  the  quarantine  presently  in  effect  by  the  state 
of  Michigan.  Under  this  quarantine  it  is  illegal  to  move  ash 
trees,  branches,  firewood  and  wood  chips.  The  stopping  of  the 
movement  of  ash  products  including  small  nursery  stock  is  the 
best  method  of  stopping  the  spread  of  this  insect,  we  are  advised. 

• The  USDA  Natural  Resources  Conservation  Service  (NRCS) 
and  the  USDA  Agricultural  Research  Service  are  creating  a 
seed  collection  program  to  assist  tribes  in  the  storage  of  seeds 
for  future  replanting  if  the  our  Ash  trees  are  greatly  reduced  or 
eliminated  from  our  landscape.  Please  support  this  effort  in  your 
tribal  community  by  planning  to  help  in  the  collection  of  seed. 
Training  on  the  details  of  seed  collection  can  be  provided  through 
USDA.  Contact  your  local  USDA  person  for  more  information.

• Seed  collection  is  most  important  to  our  future  ash 
populations.  Learn  the  correct  way  to  collect  seed 
by  visiting  your  tribal  cultural  directors.  Seeds  storage,  if 
done  correctly  can  be  very  important  in  protecting  our 
ash  trees  for  the  next  7 generations. 

• Consider  programs  in  your  community  that  preserves  the 
knowledge  of  using  ash  in  our  culture.  Insure  that  there  are 
materials  collected  and  stored  for  use  in  the  years  to  come.  Pass 
on  the  knowledge  you  have  regarding  black  and  white  ash. 

• Let  us  know  what  other  information  is  needed  in  your  community 
to  preserve  and  protect  our  cultural  heritage.

The  diabetes  fitness  program  along  with  the  Strongheart  Center  will  be  offering 
a 30-minute  cardiovascular/weight  circuit-  training  program  at  the  Strongheart 
Center.

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Natural  Resources  Enforcement  would  like  to  remind  members  who  are 
exercising  their  inland  hunting,  fishing  and  gathering  rights  to  keep  the  following  items  in  mind  when  a 
Michigan  Department  of  Natural  Resources  Conservation  Officer  approaches  you. 

1 . First  and  foremost,  be  courteous  regardless  of  their  demeanor. 

2.  You  are  required  to  show  your  Tribal  License  when  asked. 

3.  Do  not  get  into  a debate  with  the  officer(s)  concerning  the  legality  of  the  exercising  of  your 
rights.  We  have  attorney’s  who  will  do  that  for  you. 

4.  There  is  an  agreement  in  place  so  you  can  still  continue  with  the  activity  in  which  you  were 
engaged  in.  Be  sure  it  is  within  the  guidelines  of  the  Inland  Regulations. 

5.  Immediately  report  your  encounter  to  the  Game  Wardens.  Contact  numbers  are:

WEIGHT  LOSS  AND  BLOOD 
PRESSURE 

FOR  PERSONS  WITH  DIABETES 

(Information  provided  by  TIPDON) 

High  blood  pressure  occurs  in  as  many  as 
2 out  of  3 diabetes  patients  and  can  lead 
to  eye  problems,  kidney  disease,  heart 
attack,  and  stroke.  What  is  the  goal  for 
blood  pressure?  For  most  people  with 
diabetes,  a good  blood  pressure  goal  is 
less  than  130/80.  The  good  news  is  that 
losing  even  a small  amount  of  excess 
weight  (10-15  pounds  can  help  lower 
blood  pressure.  Some  strategies  to  lose 
weight  and  lower  blood  pressure  include 
the  following: 

• Cut  back  on  fat  and  calories  by  eating 
smaller  serving  sizes. 

• Select  leaner  meats  and  lower  fat  dairy 
products. 

• Choose  heart  healthy  fats,  such  as 
olive  or  canola  oil,  but  limit  amounts. 

• Include  fruits  or  vegetables  with  every 
meal  or  snack. 

• Limit  your  intake  of  salt  and  high 
sodium  foods. 

• Be  physically  active  most  days  of  the 
week. 

It  is  also  important  to  limit  excess  alcohol, 
avoid  or  quit  smoking,  and  take  high  blood 
pressure  medicines  as  prescribed.  Remember, 
even  small  changes  can  add  up  to  big  rewards

Hanselman,  D.O.  to  our  tribal  community.  Dr.  Hanselman  is  the  new  Administrator  of  the 
Women’s  Health  Service.  She  comes  to  us  from  the  Roscommon  area  where  she  had  her  own 
private  practice.  I myself  am  one  of  the  new  Community  Health  nurses  hired  by  GTB,  I will  be 
the  Director  of  the  BCCC  Program,  and  I hail  from  the  Kalamazoo  area. 

Due  to  the  numerous  staff  changes  over  the  past  few  months,  the  BCCC  Program  has  diminished 
in  priority.  The  clinic  is  now  reviving  this  very  important  program. 

Because  breast  and  cervical  cancers  have  a much  better  prognosis  when  caught  early,  it  is  so 
very  important  to  do  these  regular  screening  tests.  The  BCCC  Program  is  operated  by  the  State 
of  Michigan  and  offers  breast  and  cervical  exams  to  low  income  women  to  screen  for  these 
cancers.  Dr.  Hanselman  will  be  doing  the  exams  under  this  program.  It  is  wonderful  to  have 
a female  practitioner  on  service  here  at  GTB  again!  Please  check  the  income  guidelines  at  the 
bottom  of  this  letter  to  see  if  you  qualify.

Traverse  band  tribal  members  by  supporting  alcohol,  tobacco 
and  other  drug-free  lifestyles  in  keeping  with  Anishinabe 
values. 

At  the  present  time  Grand  Traverse  Band  Behavioral  Health 
employees  one  full  time  Prevention  Coordinator  - Monica 
Raphael,  Certified  Prevention  Specialist.  Monica  is  a member 
of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians. 
Her  own  healing  journey  as  Anishinabekwe  as  well  as  utilizing 
previous  training  in  education  and  healthy  living  skills  has  help 
to  prepare  her  for  certification  in  the  field  of  prevention.  For 
Monica,  prevention  in  Indian  country  is  being  a facilitator  of 
change.  It  means  trying  to  facilitate  some  magic,  to  facilitate 
empowerment  so  that  Native  youth,  families,  communities  and 
individuals  can  grow  and  be  alcohol  and  drug  free. 


JENNY  COTTER  JOINS  THE

Hi,  my  name  is  Jenny  Cotter  and  I was  newly  hired  by  the  GTB  Behavioral 
Health  Department  as  a Behavioral  Health  Therapist. 

I am  a GTB  member  and  have  grown  up  in  the  area  with  my  brother 
David  and  my  mother  Joan  Cotter.  I attended  Northport  Public  School 
and  graduated  as  salutatorian  of  my  class  in  1996.  I went  on  to  attend 
classes  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  earning  my  bachelors  of  Science 
degree  in  Biological  and  Cognitive  Sciences  in  2000.  Upon  graduating 
from  the  U of  MI  came  to  work  for  the  tribe  as  an  intern  in  the  behavioral 
health  department.  This  internship  was  cut  short  because  I was  accepted 
to  a master’s  in  a clinical  psychology  program  at  the  Arizona  School  of 
Professional  Psychology  now  known  as  Argosy  University/  Phoenix. 

While  a student  I interned  at  Devereux/  Phoenix,  an  outpatient  facility  for 
children.  As  a student  and  an  intern  I gained  much  experience  in  various 
counseling  techniques  and  testing  tools.  Even  though  am  trained  in  adult 
psychopathology  and  have  much  knowledge  in  this  area,  I have  focused  the 
majority  of  my  studies  and  work  experience  on  the  child  and  adolescent 
populations.  As  a result,  I found  myself  extremely  lucky  that  shorty  after 
graduating  from  this  program  and  returning  to  Northern  Michigan  I was 
offered  and  I accepted  a position  at  Northport  School  as  the  Coordinator 
of  Native  American  Student  Programs.  In  this  position  I was  able  to  work 
closely  with  various  school  system,  the  GTB  Education  Department 
and  most  of  all  the  youth  of  our  tribe,  all  of  which  I considered  to  be  an 
extremely  valuable  experience  and  one  that  I will  always  cherish.  Now  as 
a Behavioral  health  Therapist  I have  the  opportunity  to  once  again  utilize 
my  degree  and  experience  in  psychology  to  assist  the  members  of  our 
tribe.  I look  forward  to  the  experience  and  knowledge  I hope  to  gain  in 
this  position  and  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  has  already  made  this 
experience  so  wonderful  for  me.

The  Down  Payment  Assistance  Program  and  Credit 

Counseling 

Down  Payment  Assistance  Program 

The  Down  Payment  Assistance  Program  is  made  up  of  two  (2) 
programs. 

1)  The  Revenue  Application  Ordinance,  (RAO),  for  $5,000.00 
or  the 

2)  Native  American  Housing  and  Self-Determination  Act  Program, 
(NAHASDA),  for  $10,000.00. 

The  RAO  is  for  the  Tribal  member  who  meets  the  guidelines  below, 
and  the  NAHASDA  funds  are  based  on  income  eligibility  and  meeting 
the  guidelines  below.  The  member  is  only  allowed  to  access  one 
program,  not  both. 

Guidelines: 

A.  Resides  within  the  six  (6)  county  service  area  and  the  home  they 
are  purchasing  is  also  within  this  same  area. 

B.  The  home  they  are  purchasing  is  their  primary  residence. 

C.  Must  either  credit  qualify  for  a mortgage  or  purchase  the  home 
with  cash 

D.  Must  complete,  attend  and  understand,  the  8 Modules  for 
Pathways  Home  before  the  down  payment  assistance  check  will 
be  released  to  them  at  closing. 

E.  Complete  the  RAO  application  for  either  program,  RAO  or 
NAHASDA 

F.  Understand  and  agree  to  follow  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
program  you  are  completing 

G.  Provide  all  necessary  documentation 

Sign  the  grant  or  retention  agreement,  (depends  on  income  level) 

Located  within  the  Housing  Department  of  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians,  (GTB-OCI),  is  a 
program  for  our  Tribal  Members,  to  help  them  with  Down 
Payment  assistance  and  Credit  Counseling.  The  Lender 
Liaison  and  Credit  Counselor  - Doris  Winslow,  can  assist  you. 
For  an  appointment  call  (231)  534-7331. 
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Credit  Counseling 

Classes  are  offered  in  Budgeting  and  Credit  Counseling 
through  Financial  Skills  for  Families.  These  classes  are 
either  by  individual  appointment  or  in  a group  setting. 
Individual  appointments  vary  and  the  group  setting  class  is 
held  at  the  Housing  Office  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
from  9 - 11:00  a.m..  Each  individual  issue  may  vary  and 
so  will  the  assistance. 

Confidentiality  is  a must  and  is  strongly  adhered  to. 


If  you  receive  $10,000  from  the  Down  Payment 
Assistance  Program,  you  are  required  to  submit  a 
copy  of  your  Home  Owners  Insurance  to  the  Down 
Payment  Program  each  year  on  the  anniversary  date 
of  your  home.  Please  do  so  immediately,  if  you  have 
not  already  done  so  for  this  year. . . .

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
Natural  Resources  Department  is  requesting  funding  to  develop 
and  implement  a preservation  and  prevention  plan  to  protect  and 
preserve  black  and  white  ash  utilized  by  the  Tribe  for  economic 
and  traditional  purposes.  Specifically,  black  and  white  ash  on 
and  near  tribal  lands  are  being  threatened  by  an  exotic  species  of 
beetle  the  Emerald  Ash  Borer  (EAB)  that  targets  and  kills  ash  trees. 
The  Natural  Resources  Department  proposes  to  work  with  local 
and  regional  forestry  professionals  and  other  agencies  to  employ 
strategies  including,  but  not  limited  to,  seed  stock  collection;  stand 
inventories;  stand  monitoring,  sanitation,  isolation  and/or  treatment; 
and  harvested  material  preservation.

For  those  who  were  not  able  to  come  to  our 
radon  informational  sessions,  radon  kits  are  still 
available.  Moreover,  for  those  who  are  not  sure 
if  radon  directly  affects  you,  it  DOES.  Radon 
is  an  invisible,  odorless,  and  tasteless  gas,  with 
no  immediate  health  symptoms,  that  comes 
from  the  breakdown  of  uranium  inside  the  earth.  More  importantly, 
you  and  I spend  between  85  to  95  percent  of  our  time  in  our  homes. 
Currently,  the  U.S.  Surgeon  General  issued  a National  Health 
Advisory  on  radon.  He  noted  that  more  than  20,000  Americans  die 
of  radon-related  lung  cancer  cases  each  year;  and  suggested  that 
one  in  15  homes  in  the  United  States  are  affected  with  high  level 
of  radon.  If  detected  early,  radon  levels  can  be  decreased.  It  was 
this  advisory  that  prompted  the  Natural  Resources  Department 
to  provide  important  radon  kits  and  information  to  assist  our 
community.  Please,  if  you  have  not  tested  your  home,  your  radon 
kit  is  FREE;  all  you  have  to  do  is  call.  Thirty-three  percent  of  the 
already  distributed  kits  have  been  analyzed  with  reported  results.  For 
the  most  accurate  results,  you  will  want  to  conduct  your  tests  before 
opening  up  your  windows  in  the  warm  season  that  is  soon  upon 
us.  Please  contact  me,  Brian  Napont,  Air  Quality  Specialist,  at  the 
Natural  Resources  Department  (231-534-7500)  or  call  me  directly  at

BOBCAT  SURVEY 

GTB-NRD  has  began  the  winter  field  activities  for  this  project 
beginning  the  last  week  of  January  2004  and  continuing  through  the 
month  of  February  and  into  march  if  conditions  are  favorable.  GTB- 
NRD  is  operating  twenty  index  sites  with  three  baits  per  site  focusing 
primarily  on  bobcat.  Currently  there  are  ten  sites  located  in  Kalkaska 
County  and  ten  sites  located  in  Grand  Traverse  County  to  monitor 
the  prevalence  of  bobcats  between  two  adjacent  counties  where  one 
county  (Kalkaska)  is  open  to  hunting  and  trapping  for  bobcat  and  the 
other  (Grand  Traverse)  is  closed  to  both  hunting  and  trapping. 

Though  the  status  of  the  bobcat  is  the  primary  focus  of  this  stage  of 
the  project,  other  furbearers  are  also  being  monitored,  as  these  sites 
are  attractive  to  fox,  coyote,  mink,  American  marten,  otter,  and  weasel 
sp.  The  baiting  method  has  been  used  by  GTB-NRD  during  2002  and 
2003  in  other  areas  to  determine  if  it  is  an  effective  method  to  lure 
bobcats  and  other  predators  and  it  seems  to  work  during  the  breeding 
season,  however,  it  has  its  draw-backs  as  other  methods  such  as 
snowfall  between  sample  checks  removing  or  obscuring  the  tracks. 
We  have  also  initiated  the  use  of  a hair  snare  at  these  sites  to  attempt 
to  sample  individual  bobcats  using  genetic  markers. 


AMERICAN  MARTEN 

There  are  three  Graduate  Students,  one  research  assistant,  and 
Research  Faculty  from  Central  Michigan  University  working 
diligently  to  live  capture  American  martens  this  winter.  Two  students 
are  covering  the  northern  study  area  in  the  Pigeon  River  country  and 
two  are  covering  the  southern  area  in  the  Manistee  National  Forest. 
The  two  students  covering  the  northern  area  have  live  captured  nine 
American  marten  to  date.  The  major  aspects  of  trapping,  radio- 
telemetry, and  genetic  sampling  began  intensively  in  January  and 
will  carry  through  the  winter  and  spring.  Radio-telemetry  will  be 
continuing  through  the  next  two  years  of  the  project.

The 
Elder’s  Advisory  Council  goes  to  the  Michigan  Indian  Elders 
Conference  three  times  a year,  “We  talk  about  problems 
within  our  own  tribe  and  the  whole  group  helps  each  other. 
We  suggest  things  that  they  can  do  better  and  things  we 
shouldn’t  do.”  Irene  moved  to  Peshawbestown  at  the  Alvina 
Bailey  time  her  sister  was  on  the  council.  Alvina  suggested 
she  should  run  for  The  Elder’s  Advisory  Council  and  if 
she  did  make  it  she  would  help  her.  The  Elder’s  Advisory 
Council  is  very  important  said  Irene.  “We  are  a voice  for  the 
whole  community;  the  Tribal  Council  relies  on  The  Elder’s

Dear  Tribal  Members, 

I am  deeply  grateful  to  our  tribe  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  for  twenty-nine  years.  Because  of 
my  deteriorating  health,  it  is  with  great  regret  that  I find  it  necessary  to  resign  my  position  as 
Community  Health  Worker,  a position  I have  held  for  eight  years. 

I feel  very  close  to  many  of  you  and  as  I look  back,  I feel  proud  of  our  tribe’s  history.  I grew  up  in 
Northport,  one  of  Violet  Chippewa  Harter’s  eight  children.  My  brother  Gerald  Harter,  my  sister, 
Joan  Cotter  and  I served  as  Council  members.  Gerald  and  I served  together  in  the  1990’s.  My 
mother  was  so  proud  that  three  of  her  children  had  served  on  the  Tribal  Council  that  she  asked 
the  Leelanau  Enterprise  to  write  a story  about  it. 

Four  years  before  the  tribe  was  federally  recognized,  I served  as  vice-president  of  the  Leelanau 
Indians,  Inc.  Before  recognition,  I worked  eight  years  with  our  elders  as  an  employee  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

I will  always  remember  the  group  of  us  going  to  Washington,  DC  to  talk  with  the  Director  of  The 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  to  request  federal  recognition  for  the  tribe.  An  interim  Tribal  Council  was 
formed  in  April  1980,  pending  official  approval  of  federal  recognition  and  a Tribal  constitution.  I 
had  the  honor  of  serving  on  the  first  Council  until  1 988.  Later  that  year,  I became  the  Social 
Services  Director  and  Elders  Program  Director. 

Other  responsibilities  I have  enjoyed  include  serving  on  the  Police  Commission  since  its 
inception,  directing  the  Johnson  O’Malley  program,  cooking  for  campers  at  Camp  Alden, 
serving  on  the  Leelanau  Memorial  Hospital  Health  Board,  and  the  Northport  Sesquicentennial 
Celebration  Committee.  I have  been  a lifelong  member  of  the  Kateri  Tekakwitha  Church 
Committee.  My  most  respected  advisors  in  all  of  my  work  have  always  been  our  elders. 

During  these  past  four  years  as  my  illness  progressed,  many  people  have  shown  support  and 
kept  my  spirit  up  be  calling,  sending  notes,  and  coming  by.  I would  especially  like  to  thank  Ardith 
(Dodie)  Chambers,  Carolyn  Fochman,  Judy  Mallory,  Ruth  Bussey,  John  Concannon,  Sandy 
Witherspoon,  George  Bennett,  Bob  Kewaygoshkum,  Gilda  Allen,  Val  Ance,  Jerry  Warren,  the 
Elders,  my  Clinic  friends,  and  my  family.  My  husband,  Dave,  had  to  become  a nurse  overnight! 

Before  I close,  I want  to  thank  my  mother  for  teaching  me  to  sew.  In  honor  of  my  mother,  and  at 
her  request  on  the  day  before  she  died  in  1996, 1 made  a thirteen-moon  quilt.  I want  to  donate  it 
to  a museum.  I developed  a notebook  with  an  explanation  of  each  moon’s  significance. 

I’d  like  to  close  with  a quote  that  Esther  Koon  gave  to  me: 

“COOPERATION 

We  Are  Put  On  This  Earth  To  Help  Each  Other, 

It  Is  Not  Our  Way  For  One  Person  To  Leave  His 
People  Behind.  We  Cooperate  Together,  All 
Person’s  Helping  As  Best  They  Can.  Our  People 
Grow  Strong  With  One  Mind,  One  Heart,  One  Body.”

Steps  to  a Healthier  you 


EATING  FOR  A LIFETIME 


Nearly  everywhere  we  turn,  somebody  is  offering  diet  advice:  low 
carb,  low  fat,  high  fat,  low  calorie,  mega  vitamins,  high  protein,  eat  only 
grapefruit,  eat  only  soup,  etc.  So,  how  do  we  decipher  what  is  solid 
nutrition  advice  from  what  is  not?  A good  rule  is  that  whenever  a diet 
requires  giving  up  food  groups  (or  even  a certain  food),  it  is  suspect. 

(The  exception,  of  course,  is  when  a physician  orders  a diet  for  a specific 
disease  state.)  Generally,  if  a person  eats  in  moderation,  includes  all 
the  food  groups  (protein,  fruit,  vegetable,  grain,  dairy),  and  exercises 
routinely,  they  will  be  okay. 

One  problem  with  the  “extreme"  diets  is  that  they  often  require  sacrificing 
foods  we  love.  How  long  are  you  going  to  follow  a diet  that  requires  you 
to  never  eat  fry  bread  again?  Another  problem  with  the  “extreme"  diets 
is  the  risk  for  malnutrition  due  to  eliminating  food  groups.  Some  people 
think  that  as  long  as  they  are  overweight,  they  cannot  be  malnourished, 
but  that  simply  isn’t  true.  Malnutrition  and  under  nutrition  are  not  the 
same  thing. 

Here  is  a diet  plan  for  the  person  wanting  to  lose  weight:  Include  all  of 
the  food  groups  (as  listed  above).  When  choosing  protein  foods,  go  with 
low  fat  choices.  (Fat  is  very  calorie  dense.)  Try  to  choose  whole  grains 
more  often  than  refined  grains.  Eat  at  least  3 servings  of  vegetables 
(1/2  cup  cooked  or  1 cup  raw)  and  2 servings  of  fruit  (1  medium  or  !4  cup 
canned  or  1 cup  cut  up  raw)  daily.  Make  sure  that  you  include  both  a 
yellow/orange  and  a dark  green  vegetable  daily.  Choose  fat  free  or  low 
fat  dairy  foods.  Include  the  foods  you  love,  but  only  occasionally,  and  a 
small  amount  at  a time.  Last,  but  certainly  not 
least,  make  use  of  the  Strongheart  Center  and  include  physical  activity 
on  a regular  basis.  (Sedentary  individuals  should  see  a physician  at  the 
Medicine  Lodge  before  beginning  an  exercise  program.)

CRP  Levels  Dangerously  High  in  Native  North  American  Kids

SAN  DIEGO  (Ivanhoe  Newswire)  --  The  news  is  not  good  for  American  Indian  children  who  are  obese.  New  research  presented  at  the 
American  Diabetes  Association’s  Annual  Scientific  Sessions  in  San  Diego  shows  CRP  levels  in  obese  Native  North  American  children  rival 
those  of  obese  adults,  and  the  bigger  the  child,  the  higher  the  level. 

CRP,  or  C-reactive  protein,  is  a protein  that  is  produced  by  the  liver  and  is  only  present  when  there  is  acute  inflammation.  Inflammation  is 
believed  to  play  a major  role  in  the  development  of  heart  disease. 

Researchers  from  the  University  of  Toronto  say,  “Native  North  American  populations  are  experiencing  high  prevalence  rates  of  childhood 
obesity,  adult  cardiovascular  disease,  and  early  onset  type  2 diabetes.  We  thus  sought  to  determine  if  subclinical  inflammation  is  an  early 
manifestation  of  obesity  in  Native  children.” 

Results  show  CRP  levels  were  much  higher  in  the  Native  North  American  population  when  compared  to  data  from  non-Native  North  American 
children.  Ravi  Retnakaran,  M.D.,  from  the  University  of  Toronto,  reports  that  nearly  16  percent  of  Native  North  American  children  in  the  study 
fell  into  the  high-risk  category,  which  means  their  CRP  levels  were  between  3 milligrams/liter  and  10  milligrams/liter.  Dr.  Retnakaran  says  CRP 
concentrations  between  3 milligrams/liter  and  10  milligrams/liter  is  a range  that  identifies  adults  at  high  risk  of  cardiovascular  disease. 

Dr.  Retnakaran  says,  “Increased  CRP  concentration  was  significantly  associated  with  an  enhanced  cardiovascular  risk  profile.”  When 
comparing  data  between  the  low-risk  Native  North  American  children  and  the  high-risk  Native  children,  researchers  found  CRP  levels 
increased  as  waist  circumference,  triglycerides,  total  cholesterol,  and  LDL  (bad  cholesterol)  increased. 

Dr.  Retnakaran  concluded  by  saying,  “Subclinical  inflammation  is  an  early  complication  of  childhood  obesity  that  may  antedate  the  increased 
burden  of  cardiovascular  disease  and  type  2 diabetes  in  this  population.”

Anna  H.  reported  that  everyone  had 
a great  time,  it  was  a perfect  day  trip.  Support  of  the  Tribal  Council  keeps  costs 
down  and  entertainment  up  for  our  elders  throughout  the  year. 


There  is  a September  trip  planned  for  Branson,  Missouri.  All  the  spots  have  been 
reserved  for  this  6 day  excursion.  Cost  to  each  elder  is  only  $299.  The  cost  will 
cover  transportation,  rooms  and  meals.  There  is  a cancellation  standby  list  if  you 
haven’t  already  signed  up.  20  GTB  elders  and  20  Traverse  City  Senior  elders  have 
signed  up  and  paid  their  share.

Can  you  describe  these  two  types  in  more  detail? 

1)  The  RAO  Down  Payment  Program  is  funded  solely  by  Grand 
Traverse  Band.  To  access  this  program: 

a)  Must  be  an  enrolled  Tribal  Member  living  within  the  6 
county  service  area. 

b)  The  home  purchasing  must  be  your  primary  place  of 
residence. 

c)  A completed  RAO  application  with  income  verification 
must  be  filed  with  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Housing 
Department  Office  before  any  action  can  be  taken  on 
requests  for  assistance.

Etched  into  a sandstone  outcrop  by  unknown  prehistoric  artists, 
these  rock  carvings — known  as  petroglyphs — were  first  discovered 
after  massive  forest  fires  swept  the  Lower  Peninsula  in  1881 . 
Native  Americans  created  this  unusual  artwork  300  to  1 ,000  years 
ago.  The  petroglyphs  provide  a glimpse  into  the  lives  of  an  ancient 
woodland  people  who  once  occupied  Michigan’s  Thumb  area.

The  Sanilac  Petroglyphs  historic  site  is  located  near  Bad  Axe.  Take 
M-53  to  Bay  City-Forestville  Road  and  proceed  east  to  Germania 
Road.  Head  south  one-half  mile  on  Germania;  the  site  is  on  the 
west  side  of  the  road.

Tech  Tip  of  the  Month: 

Beginning  in  the  early  1 990’s  cars  were  made  with 
ABS.This  acronym  means  Anti-lock  Brake  System. 

The  vehicle  has  a separate  computer  that  actuates 
the  vehicles  brakes  when  the  computer  detects  wheel 
slippage.  It  accomplishes  this  by  using  wheel  speed 
sensors  at  the  wheels  or  rear  axle  housing.These  speed 
sensors  are  prone  to  failure  with  time.  When  they  fail 
or  there  is  another  problem  in  the  computer  a warning 
light  illuminates  on  the  instrument  panel,  usually  a bright 
ABS  light. This  lets  the  driver  know  that  the  ABS  has  a 
problem  and  is  currently  disabled. The  vehicles  regular 
hydraulic  brakes  are  still  operational  but  you  might 
notice  a difference  in  the  firmness  of  the  brake  pedal. 
Schedule  an  appointment  with  your  garage  as  soon  as 
possible  for  diagnosis  of  this  problem.

GTB  Tribal  Elder 


3/16/1930  - 9/1/2005 


Master  Sergeant 
United  States  Air  Force 

Mr.  Crossett  was  bom  in  Petoskey,  MI  to  Harley  E.  and  Ida  (Kiogima)  Crossett  on 
March  16,  1930.  He  lived  in  Petoskey  until  he  was  seven  years  old.  His  family  then 
moved  to  Michigan’s  Upper  Peninsula,  settling  in  Newberry  where  Irvin  attended  grad 
school  and  high  school. 

Mr.  Crossett  entered  the  United  States  Air  Force  in  January  1948.  After  basic  training 
in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  he  was  shipped  out  to  serve  with  the  occupation  forces  of 
Japan.  After  a six  month  stay  in  Japan,  the  Air  Transport  Wing  he  was  assigned  to 
received  orders  to  transfer  to  Celle,  Germany  to  assist  in  the  Berlin  Airlift,  where 
he  completed  a three  year  tour  of  duty.  Other  overseas  assignments  were:  Germany, 
France,  Labrador  (two  tours  - Goose  Bay  and  Spotted  Island)  and  Alaska  (before  it 
became  a state). 

Awards  and  decorations:  Armed  Forces  Expeditionary  Service  Medal,  Air  Force  Good 
Conduct  Medal  with  5 bronze  loops,  National  Defense  Service  Medal,  Occupation 
Medals  of  Japan  and  Germany  with  the  Berlin  Air  Defense,  Human  Action  Award, 

Air  Force  Longevity  Award  with  3 bronze  oak  leaf  clusters,  Expert  Marksmanship 
Ribbon,  Outstanding  Unit  Citations  with  two  bronze  stars. 

During  his  20  year  tenure  in  the  United  States  Air  Force,  he  served  as  an  Air  Police 
Supervisor  for  the  first  ten  years  enforcing  Air  Force  rules  and  regulations,  and  for  the 
remaining  10  years  he  cross-trained  and  became  a Long  Range  Ground  Radar  Repair 
Technician  and  Supervisor  of  sophisticated  radar  systems.  He  retired  from  the  USAF 
in  Biloxi,  Miss.  On  February  1,  1968.  He  was  then  a resident  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas.

“Worldwide,  about  470.4  billion  gallons  of 
water  is  pumped  out  of  the  ground  every  day. 
That  equates  to  11.2  billion  barrels  of  water 
- about  165  times  the  amount  of  oil  produced 
in  the  world  each  and  every  day.  ” * 

In  May  2004  President  Bush  issued  an 
Executive  Order,  which  recognized  the  Great 
Lakes  as  a national  treasure  and  created 
a federal  Great  Lakes  Interagency  Task 
Force  to  improve  federal  cooperation  on  the 
Great  Lakes.  The  order  directed  the  U.S. 

EPA  Administrator  to  convene  a regional 
collaboration  of  national  significance  for  the 
Great  Lakes.  This  collaboration  process  was 
needed  to  develop,  by  consensus,  the  national 
restoration  protection  action  plan  for  the  Great 
Lakes. 

After  many  discussions  the  Task  Force, 

Council  of  Great  Lakes  Governors,  Great 
Lakes  Cities  Initiative,  Native  American 
Tribes,  First  Nation,  and  the  Great  Lakes 
Congressional  Task  Force  signed  a declaration 
and  agreed  to  a framework  document  that 
signified  this  collaboration  at  Summit  I, 
in  Chicago,  IL.,  in  December  2004.  This 
framework  was  developed  to  guide  the 
collaboration  process  designed  to  develop,  by 
consensus,  a strategy  and  action  plan  to  restore 
and  protect  the  Great  Lakes. 

On  Monday,  December  12,  2005,  one  year 
later,  at  Summit  II  (again  held  in  Chicago, 

IL.),  representatives  from  the  collaboration 
signed  a resolution  formally  adopting  the 
strategy  and  committing  to  continue  to  work 
together  to  restore  the  Great  Lakes.  A standing 
room  only  crowd  of  more  than  350  elected 
officials,  public  officials,  environmentalists, 
industry  representatives,  citizens  and  Tribal 
Indian  Nations  were  inside  the  auditorium  at 
the  Shedd  Aquarium  (along  Lake  Michigan) 
to  witness  the  historic  signing  and  listen  to  the 
speakers. 

“If  we  hesitate  to  spend  money,  we  will 
lose  time  and  we  do  not  have  time  to  lose,” 


Governor  Bob  Taft  of  Ohio  told  the  gathered 
assembly.  Governor  Taft  also  added  that  “the 
lakes  may  be  on  the  verge  of  irreversible 
damage  if  a strong,  unified  plan  to  restore  them 
is  not  implemented  soon.” 

“In  1998,  about  one-third  of  waters  in  the 
U.S.  - lakes,  ponds,  rivers  and  streams  - had 
become  too  polluted  to  allow  fishing  or 
swimming.  The  country  s most  threatened 
waterways  have  been  contaminated  by  rocket 
fuel,  human  waste,  and  uranium  tailings, 
among  other  pollutants.  ”* 

Even  environmental  groups,  which  have 
been  bashing  President  Bush  for  his  lack  of 
financial  support  to  protect  and  clean  up  the 
lakes,  put  an  optimistic  face  on  the  event.  All 
agreed  that  getting  federal,  state,  local  and 
Native  American  Tribal  Leaders,  in  addition 
to  advocacy  groups,  to  approve  a plan  in  just 
one  year  was  a significant  achievement.  All 
agreed  that  the  real  work  in  finding  money  to 
implement  the  15-year  agreement  is  just  the 
beginning. 

Because  President  Bush  pledged  no  funding 
for  a new  Great  Lakes  Restoration  Plan,  the 
future  remains  unclear  for  the  Great  Lakes. 

At  the  news  conference  in  Chicago,  when 
unveiling  the  restoration  plan,  Great  Lakes 
state  and  local  officials  vowed  to  come  up 
with  $140  million  in  state  and  local  money  to 
launch  the  project  if  the  federal  government 
agrees  to  $300  million  in  additional  funding 
in  2007.  U.S.  Representative  Vem  Ehlers  (R- 
Grand  Rapids)  said  he  would  author  legislation 
to  implement  and  hold  hearings  to  try  building 
support  for  clean-up  on  the  lakes.  With  a lot  of 
demands  on  the  budget,  there  will  be  funding 
challenges.  For  the  FY  ‘2007  budget  (due  in 
February  2006),  even  if  President  Bush  ignores 
the  $300  million  request,  Congress  has  the 
responsibility  to  step  in  and  write  the  new 
investment  into  the  mix.  The  money  is  there. 
It’s  a matter  of  priorities. 

Question:  Why  should  legislators  outside  the 
Great  Lakes  Basin  care?  Because  the  lakes 
draw  investments  and  tourists  from  all  over 
America,  a $35  billion  boating  industry,  and 
hunters,  anglers  and  wildlife  watchers  who 
spend  $18  billion  a year  in  the  region.  It’s  also 
the  freshwater  playground  of  the  nation.  There 
are  only  two  choices:  action  or  inaction. 

Tribal  Chairman  Frank  Ettawageshik,  from 
the  Little  Traverse  Bay  Bands  of  Odawa 
Indians,  sums  it  up  best:  “All  of  this  plan  and 
the  hundreds  of  pages  of  appendices  can  be 


summed  up  as  follows:  If  it  is  harmful,  don’t 
do  it;  if  we  are  already  doing  it,  then  stop;  if 
harm  is  coming  from  what  we  already  have 
done,  then  we  must  undo  it.  These  are  simple 
words  but  they  lead  to  great  and  complicated 
tasks. 

The  most  difficult  task,  however,  doesn’t  have 
to  cost  us  any  money.  That  task  is  one  that  is 
a challenge  for  everyone  here,  everyone  who 
is  listening  to  these  words,  and  everyone  who 
reads  them  in  the  future.  Change  yourself  and 
your  own  life.  Conserve  water,  respect  the  life 
that  depends  upon  it,  accept  the  fact  that  there 
are  limits  to  our  natural  resources,  demand 
that  our  businesses  and  governments  adapt  to 
these  limits,  and  finally,  celebrate  the  limitless 
potential  that  is  within  us  all.” 

Let  the  work  begin  and  we  do  not  have  time  to 
lose.

Governors  approve  ban  on  water 
diversion 

Would  allow  water  to  be  transferred 
only  within  the  region 

MILWAUKEE  (AP)  - Representatives 
of  eight  states  and  two  Canadian 
provinces  formally  approved  an  agreement 
Tuesday  that  would  prevent  outsiders  such 
as  the  booming  cities  of  the  Southwest 
from  raiding  Great  Lakes  water. 

If  the  legislatures  in  the  eight  states 
and  Congress  approve,  the  unprecedented 
agreement  would  legally  obligate  the  Great 
Lakes  states  to  block  diversion  of  water 
to  areas  outside  the  Great  Lakes  and  St. 
Lawrence  River  Basin. 

The  premiers  of  Quebec  and  Ontario 
have  agreed  to  a companion  compact  that 
requires  their  provinces  to  be  consulted  on 
large  water  diversions,  but  it  would  not  be 
legally  binding. 

Wisconsin  Gov.  Jim  Doyle,  Ohio  Gov. 
Bob  Taft  and  Ontario  Premier  Dalton 
McGuinty  signed  the  agreements  at 
the  Council  of  Great  Lakes  Governors’ 
Leadership  Summit.  Quebec  and  the

remaining  states  sent  representatives  to 
the  summit  signing. 

The  agreement  allows  water  to  be 
transferred  from  Lakes  Erie,  Huron, 
Michigan,  Superior  and  Ontario  only  to 
communities  within  the  Great  Lakes  and 
St.  Lawrence  River  Basin. 

“The  lakes  represent  a fresh  water 
ecosystem  that’s  unique  on  our  planet 
supporting  thousands  of  species,  including 
human  beings.  These  agreements  will 
protect  our  Great  Lakes  from  the  threats 
of  diversions  outside  this  basin,”  said 
Wisconsin  Gov.  Jim  Doyle,  the  incoming 
chairman  of  the  Council  of  Great  Lakes 
Governors. 

The  agreements  allow  for  limited 
exceptions  to  diverting  water  outside  the 
basin,  such  as  supplying  water  for  public 
purposes  in  communities  near  the  basin. 
Those  straddling  communities  or  counties 
would  be  required  to  return  treated  water 
to  the  lakes  after  use. 

The  governors  and  premiers 
considered  potential  legal  challenges 
to  the  ban  on  water  diversion  when 
formulating  the  compacts  over  the  last  four 
years. 

“It’s  important  that  the  agreement ... 
does  go  to  Congress  for  approval,”  said 
David  Naftzger,  executive  director  of  the 
Council  of  Great  Lakes  Governors.  “In 
so  approving  it,  they  would  be  indicating 
that  they  did  not  regard  that  it  would 
be  violating  the  commerce  laws  of  the 
Constitution  by  such  regulation.” 

Ohio  Gov.  Bob  Taft  said  strong 
protection  of  the  lakes  is  required  as  water 
shortages  throughout  the  country  and  the 


world  continue 
to  become  more 
severe. 

The  pact 
was  motivated 
largely  by  fears 
that  states  in  the 
booming  but  arid 
Southwest  will 
try  tapping  into 
the  lakes,  which 
hold  90  percent  of 
the  nation’s  fresh 
surface  water,  as 
their  populations 
and  political  clout 
grow. 

The 

agreements 
provide  that  states 
and  provinces  will 
use  a consistent 
standard  to  review  proposed 
uses  of  Great  Lakes  water  and 
that  regional  goals  for  water 
conservation  be  established.  It  also 
requires  states  and  provinces  to 
share  technical  data. 

Doyle  said  more  work  is 
needed  at  the  state  and  federal 
levels. 

State  Sen.  Ted  Kanavas,  R- 
Brookfield,  among  a bipartisan 
group  of  legislators  from  both 
Wisconsin  houses  drafting 
legislation  to  approve  the  Great 
Lakes  agreement,  said  he 
expected  lawmakers  to  take  up 
the  issue  in  the  first  quarter  of  next 
year. 

Molly  Flanagan,  Great  Lakes 
water  resources  advocate  for  the 
National  Wildlife  Federation,  said 
available  fresh  water  will  become 
the  “new  oil”  as  more  states  and 
countries  begin  looking  for  the 
resource. 

“Look  at  statistics  from  the 
United  Nations  and  you’ll  see 
clean  water  is  increasingly  scarce 
throughout  the  world,”  Flanagan 
said. 

McGuinty  said  protection  of  the 
Great  Lakes  was  essential  for  the 
43  million  people  living  in  the  Great 
Lakes  region. 

“It’s  their  water.  It’s  their  future. 
It’s  their  quality  of  life  that  is  at 
stake  here.”

Congressman  Bart  Stupak  Calls 
For  Commitment  To  Fund 
Great  Lakes  Restoration  Plan 

“Home  to  20%  of  the  worlds  fresh  water  and 
95%  of  the  United  States’  surface  fresh  water, 
the  Great  Lakes  are  a source  of  drinking  water 
to  nearly  33  million  people,”  Stupak  said. 
“Additionally,  the  Lakes  provide  opportunities 
for  fishing,  recreation  and  tourism,  which  all 
serve  as  a part  of  the  economic  engine  of  the 
region.  Michigan  and  the  surrounding  region 
cannot  afford  to  allow  the  Great  Lakes  to 
degrade  to  the  point  that  irreversible  damage  has 
occurred  before  this  administration  finally  sees 
Great  Lakes  protection  as  a priority.  I call  on  the 
President  to  show  his  commitment  to  the  Great 
Lakes  now  by  funding  the  restoration  plan. 

In  early  2004,  President  Bush  charged  the  Great 
Lakes  Interagency  Task  Force  with  the  job  of 
developing  a plan  to  restore  the  Great  Lakes.  The 
Great  Lakes  Regional  Collaboration  Strategy 
was  the  result,  recommending  nearly  $20  billion 
in  resources  to  address  issues  such  as  invasive 
species,  agricultural  and  industrial  pollution, 
sewage  blending,  toxic  dumping  and  fishing 
standards.  The  plan  outlines  a strategy  to  solve 
many  of  the  issues  but  neglects  to  address  a 
means  for  the  required  funds. 

Stupak  reported  that  several  weeks  age,  a report 
by  the  President  s Great  Lakes  Interagency  Task 
Force  was  leaked  indicating  that  they  had  no 
intention  of  authorizing  additional  funds  to  pay 
for  the  plan.

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Dear  Resident  Tribal  Members 
(RTM), 

The  Tax  Season  will  soon  be  here.  Thanks 
to  the  Tribes  Tax  Agreement  with  the 
State  of  Michigan,  many  Resident  Tribal 
Members  will  receive  extra  tax  benefits 
this  year.  All  RTM  non-business  income  is 
exempt  from  Michigan  Income  taxes  plus 
RTMs  will  also  receive  an  annual  sales  tax 
credit.  The  State  of  Michigan  has  provided 
RTMs  with  some  basic  instructions  on  how 
to  file  their  MI  Income  tax  return  and  the 
Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales  Tax 
Credit  form  (form  4013). 

Please  note  that  these 
instructions  apply  only  to 
tribal  members  who  have 
RTM  status.  RTM  status  is 
established  on  the  1st  day  of 
the  proceeding  month  from 
which  the  Tribe  has  received 
the  tribal  member’s  Residency 
Form  along  with  all  required 
documentation. 

Example  #1  - A tribal  member  filled  out  and 
turned  in  the  GTB  Residency  form  along  with 
all  required  documentation  by  June  15,  2005  to 
the  Tribe,  their  RTM  status  would  take  effect 
on  the  1st  day  of  the  proceeding  month  - July 
1,  2005.  This  RTM  would  be  able  to  claim  MI 
Income  tax  exemption  for  non-business  income 
(e.g.,  wages,  interest,  etc.)  and  would  also 
be  able  to  receive  the  annual  sales  tax  credit 
from  the  July  1,  2005  (GTB’s  Tax  Agreement 
Implementation  date)  through  December  31, 
2005  as  long  as  the  tribal  member  retained 
their  RTM  status  during  this  whole  time 
period. 

Example  #2  - A tribal  member  filled  out  and 
turned  in  the  GTB  Residency  form  along  with 
all  required  documentation  by  November  15, 
2005  to  the  Tribe,  their  RTM  status  would  take 
effect  on  the  1st  day  of  the  proceeding  month 
- December  1,  2005.  This  RTM  would  be 
able  to  claim  MI  Income  tax  exemption  for 
non-business  income  and  would  also  be  able 
to  receive  the  annual  sales  tax  credit  from 
December  1,  2005  through  December  31,  2005 
as  long  as  the  tribal  member  retained  their 
RTM  status  during  this  whole  time  period. 


TAX  INFORMATON 
Michigan  Income  Tax 

Instructions  for  subtracting  exempt 
Resident  Tribal  Member  income  from 
taxable  income  on  the  MI  1040  and 
Schedule  1. 

Income  exempt  under  Section  IV  of 
the  State/Tribal  tax  agreement  (Tax 
Agreement)  maybe  subtracted  on  line  18 
of  the  MI  -1040  Schedule  1.  The  phrase 
“Resident  Tribal  Member  Income”  should 
be  entered  in  the  blank  space  provided 
on  line  18  describing  the  reason  for  the 
subtraction. 

Business  income  should  be  apportioned 
using  the  MI-1040H  in  conjunction  with 
the  provisions  set  forth  in  Section  IV  (B)  of 
the  Tax  Agreement.  In  general,  property, 
payroll  or  sales  within  your  Tribes  Tribal 
and  Trust  Lands  (as  defined  in  section  II 
(K))  maybe  excluded  from  the  respective 
factor  s numerator.  A worksheet  showing 
your  calculations  should  be  maintained  for 
your  records.  The  resulting  amount  on  line 
18  of  the  MI-1040H  should  be  carried  over 
to  line  18  of  the  MI-1040  Schedule  1 to  be 
subtracted  from  federal  Adjusted  Gross 
Income. 

All  other  instructions  should  be  followed  as 
provided  on  the  Michigan  returns  and  in  the 
instruction  booklet. 

Please  be  aware  that  a Michigan  tax  return 
must  be  filed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  IX  (A)  of  the  Tax  Agreement.  If 
you  have  any  questions  regarding  the  filing 
of  you  MI- 1040  or  related  forms,  please 
contact  the  Customer  Contact  Division  at 
1.800.827.4000. 

Income  earned  disproportionately 
throughout  the  tax  year: 

When  filing  the  MI  1040,  income  should 
be  matched  up  with  when  it  is  actually 
earned.  Therefore,  wage  income  earned 
may  be  subtracted  as  long  as  they  maintain 
their  “RTM  status.”  If  a RTM  has  earned 
money  other  than  in  an  “even”  manner,  the 
RTM  should  indicate  so  on  the  Schedule 
1 along  with  the  note  “Resident  Tribal 
Member  Income”  (as  indicated  above). 

For  example,  a statement  such  as  “I  did 
not  start  working  until  after  4/1/04” 
or  something  to  that  effect.  The  RTM 
should  still  indicate  the  RTM  Income 
message  as  well.  The  RTM  may  be 
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required  to  prove  that  they  have  earned  the 
income  disproportionately  over  the  year  as 
it  may  effect  the  amount  they  are  allowed 
to  exempt  (E.g.,  in  the  implementation 
year  or  if  their  RTM  status  changes). 

Resident  Tribal  Member  are  exempted  from 
Michigan  income  tax  on  all  non-business 
income  including  but  not  limited  to: 

1 . All  income  derived  form  wages  are 
exempt  whether  the  wages  are  earned 
within  the  Agreement  Area  or  outside 
of  the  Agreement  Area; 

2.  All  interest  and  passive  dividends  are 
exempt; 

3.  All  rents  and  royalties  derived  from 
real  property  located  within  the 
Agreement  Area  are  exempt; 

4.  All  rents  and  royalties  derived  from 
tangible  personal  property,  to  the  extent 
the  personal  property  is  utilized  within 
the  Agreement  Area,  are  exempt; 

5.  Capital  gains  from  the  sale  or  exchange 
of  real  property  located  within  the 
Agreement  Area  are  exempt; 

6.  Capital  gains  from  the  sale  or  exchange 
of  tangible  personal  property  which  is 
located  within  the  Agreement  Area  at 
the  time  of  the  sale  are  exempt; 

7.  Capital  gains  from  the  sale  or  exchange 
of  intangible  personal  property  are 
exempt; 

8.  All  pension  income  and  benefits 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  401(k), 
IRA,  defined  contribution  plan,  and 
defined  benefit  plan  payments  are 
exempt; 

9.  All  per  capita  payments  by  the  Tribe 
to  Resident  Tribal  Members  are 
exempt  without  regard  to  the  source  of 
payment;  and 

10.  All  gaming  winnings  are  exempt.

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Resident  Tribal  Member 
Annual  Sales  Tax  Credit 

The  Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales 
Tax  Credit  was  designed  to  cover  any  items 
not  listed  under  the  Tribal  Certificate  of 
Exemption  form.  Items  covered  by  the 
Tribal  Certificate  of  Exemption  form 
are  vehicles,  mobile  or  module  home, 
affixation  to  real  estate,  and  treaty  fishing 
items. 

The  Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales 
Tax  Credit  is  based  off  a percentage  of  a 
modified  federal  Adjusted  Gross  Income. 
Resident  Tribal  Members  with  Social 
Security  benefits,  Social  Security  Disability 
benefits,  Railroad  Retirement  Benefits, 
Unemployment  Benefits,  and  Fishing 
Income  (claimed  under  section  7873  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code),  and  disability 
income  will  be  allowed  to  add  these 
incomes  back  into  their  Michigan  Adjusted 
Gross  Income,  to  the  extent  they  were  not 
already  in  the  federal  AGI.  The  Sales  Tax 
Credit  is  0.9%  (.009)  times  the  Resident 
Tribal  Members  Modified  AGI.  Modified 
AGI  is  capped  at  $80,000  per  RTM  (left 
over  cap  from  one  RTM  spouse  cannot  be 
carried  over  to  the  other  RTM  spouse). 

The  Resident  Tribal  Member  Annual  Sales 
Tax  Credit  form  must  be  filed  with  the  MI 
1040  Income  tax  return. 

Example:  A married  couple  where  both 
spouses  are  RTMs  with  a Modified  AGI 
$200,000  ($50,000  RTM  1 and  $150,000 
RTM  2 - spouse)  would  receive  a Tax 
Credit  of  $1,170  (50,000+80,000)  x 
.009=$1,170). 

Example:  A married  couple  where 
both  spouses  are  RTMs  with  a Modified 
AGI  is  $100,000  ($50,000  RTM  1 and 
$50,000  RTM  2 - spouse)  would  receive 
a Tax  Credit  of  $900  ((50,000+50,000)  x 
.009=$900) 

Example:  A single  Resident  Tribal  Member 
with  a Modified  AGI  $80,000  would 
receive  a Tax  Credit  of  $720  (80,000  x 
.009=$720) 


Income  earned 
disproportionate  throughout 
the  year: 

Regarding  the  4013,  the  form  is  generally 
set  up  to  apportion  as  if  the  income 
were  earned  evenly  over  the  period  in 
question.  If  it  was  not  earned  evenly,  the 
RTM  should  make  a note  on  the  return 
or  attach  a short  note  as  described  for  the 
1040  (minus  the  RTM  Income  statement). 
As  with  the  MI  1040  - income  earned 
disproportionate  throughout  the  tax 
year,  the  RTM  should  have  the  available 
documentation  verifying  when  the  income 
was  earned. 

If  you  file  electronically,  include  notes 
wherever  possible  (E.g.,  under  preparer 
notes,  etc.)

State  Senate  and  House 
Unanimously  Approve 
Mackinac  Bridge  Legislation 

LANSING  - Legislation  designed  to  help 
ensure  the  future  of  the  Mackinac  Bridge 
and  the  authority  that  governs  it  was 
recently  passed  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  with  unanimous 
support.  The  package  is  sponsored  by 
state  Sen.  Jason  Allen  and  Reps.  Tom 
Casperson  and  Kevin  Elsenheimer. 

The  legislation  mirrors  an  agreement 
signed  by  the  governor,  Michigan 
Department  of  Transportation  Director 
Gloria  Jeff  and  Mackinac  Bridge 
Authority  Chair  William  H.  Gnodtke. 
Under  the  agreement,  the  MDOT 
director  will  defer  to  the  judgment  of 
the  Mackinac  Bridge  Authority  on  all 
matters  related  to  the  traditional  powers, 
duties,  and  functions  of  the  MBA. 

Once  signed  by  the  governor  the  bills 
will: 

• Repeal  the  section  of  law  that  stipulates 

that  the  MBA  will  revert  to  Michigan 
Department  of  Transportation 
control  once  the  bridge  debt  is 
paid,  allowing  the  authority  to 
retain  control  of  decision  making  in 
perpetuity; 

• Clearly  outline  the  specific  functions 

which  the  MBA  is  responsible  for 
outside  of  MDOT  s jurisdiction;  and 

• Clarify  how  the  finances  of  the  bridge 

will  be  handled,  insuring  that  bridge 
revenue  and  earnings  will  be  only 
used  for  Mackinac  Bridge  and  not 
diverted  for  other  purposes.

State  Senator  Jason  Allen 
announces  water  quality  grants 

LANSING  - Communities  across  the  37th 
Senate  District  will  benefit  from  Water 
Quality  Monitoring  grants,  announced  state 
Sen.  Jason  Allen,  R-Traverse  City. 

The  Three  Lakes  Association  has  been 
awarded  a $79,886  grant  to  complete  the 
calibration  of  the  Torch  Lake  predictive 
nutrient  model  by  including  Clam  Lake  and 
Lake  Bellaire. 

The  Northwest  Michigan  Community  Health 
Agency  will  receive  $5,000  to  monitor 
inland  beaches  in  Antrim,  Charlevoix, 
Emmet  and  Otsego  counties. 

“Our  lakes,  streams  and  rivers  are  our 
greatest  natural  resource,”  Allen  said.  “It’s 
hard  to  think  of  a better  use  of  state  funds 
than  to  help  make  sure  our  water  quality  is 
protected.

Stupaks  formal  letter,  submitted  to 
MDEQ  as  his  final  comments  on  the 
implementation  of  new  law  regulating 
non-ferrous  (sulfide)  mineral  mining, 
outlined  the  following  eitght  main  points 
of  top  concern:  The  Michigan  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  needs  to 
consider  the  following.... 

• Who  will  pay  to  implement  the 
enforcement  mechanisms  in  the  law? 

• Length  of  surety  bond  or  other  financial 
assuarance. 

• The  need  for  an  independent  and 
impartial  geology  and  hydrology  study 
requirement. 

• No  social  and  exonomic  study 
requeirement  for  potential  mine  locations. 

• Inadequate  liner  requirement  for  storage 
of  certain  mining  materials. 

• The  hauling  of  ore  and  mine  wastes  is 
not  included  in  the  definition  of  “mining 
activitiy”. 

• No  specific  design  requirements 
governing  permanent  disposal  facilities. 

• The  definition  of  “reactive”  is  limited  to 
what  is  considered  “contaminated”  under 
existing  law,  restricting  the  reach  of  these 
rules.

lapse.  You  will  then  be  given  a dated  sticker  to  put  over  the  previous 
year’s  expiration  (similar  to  those  you  put  on  your  license  plates) 
instead  of  being  issued  a new  registration  sticker.  The  new  registration 
stickers  are  made  from  the  same  material  as  the  State’s  registrations 
and  should  last  for  quite  a while. 

The  Tribes  will  no  longer  issue  the  registrations.  This  will  keep  the 
records  accurate  by  having  only  one  entity  responsible  for  issuing 
the  registrations  and  housing  the  information.  To  obtain  your  new 
registration,  you  will  need  to  supply  proof  of  ownership  of  the  boat, 
snowmobile  and/or  ORV  that  is  used  for  1836  Treaty  Great  Lakes 
fishing.  As  the  inland  rights  have 

not  been  recognized  by  the  State  of  Michigan,  registrations  will  not 
be  issued  for  inland  fishing  until  the  right  has  been  litigated  and 
the  State  recognizes  this  right.  You  will  also  need  to  supply  the 
hull  ID  number;  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Documentation  number  (for 
vessels  that  were  issued  this  identification  number);  if  any,  proof 
of  a previous  Michigan  and/or  Tribal  registration  being  issued  and 
model  or  series  number  of  the  snowmobile  or  ORV.  Without  this 
information,  a registration  will  not  be  issued.  This  applies  to  everyone.

Registration  System 

Recently  questions  and  concerns  have  been  addressed  with  the 
Chippewa  Ottawa  Resource  Authority  (CORA)  on  the  COTFMA/ 
CORA  Registrations  that  are  issued  to  CORA  Member  Tribes’ 
commercial  and  subsistence  fishers  for  their  boats,  snowmobiles 
and  ORV’s  used  in  the  1836  Treaty  ceded  waters  for  Great  Lakes 
fishing  (snowmobile  and  ORV  for  winter  fishing  only).  The  current 
registrations  still  reflect  CORA’s  predecessor  entity,  the  Chippewa- 
Ottawa  Treaty  Fishery  Management  Authority  (COTFMA)  and  there 
have  also  been  concerns  on  the  registration  not  having  an  expiration 
date  and  CORA  not  having  accurate  records  on  boat  ownership  which 
an  expiration  date  would  catch. 

The  CORA  staff  has  taken  time  to  listen  to  the  concerns  and  evaluate 
the  current  procedures  and  issuance  of  registrations.  A proposal 
was  submitted  to  the  CORA  Board  for  review  and  request  for  action 
necessary  to  upgrade  the  registration  process.  It  was  suggested 
to  forward  the  proposal  to  the  Consent  Decree  Law  Enforcement 
Committee  for  issues  or  concerns  the  Law  Enforcement  Agencies  may 
have.  As  there  were  no  concerns,  the  CORA  Board  has  authorized  the 
new  registration  system  to  begin  January  1,  2006. 

Due  to  the  establishment  of  the  new  system,  your  current  registration 
will  be  void  as  of  December  31,  2005.  The  new  registration  will  go 
into  effect  January  1,  2006  and  will  expire  in  2008.  The  registrations 
expire  after  three  years.  When  the  expiration  date  draws  near,  CORA 
will  contact  you  by  mail  or  telephone  so  your  registration  does  not 


For  the  Grand  Traverse  Band,  Little  River  Band  and  Little  Traverse 
Bay  Bands  fishers  that  are  located  down  State,  CORA  will  supply  the 
Tribe  with  registration  applications  that  must  be  completed  and  faxed 
to  the  CORA  office  at  (906)  632-1141  for  issuance  of  a registration. 
Remember  that  the  above  supporting  information  must  also  accompany 
the  fax  or  the  registration  will  not  be  issued  until  all  information  is 
received.  The  registration  sticker  will  then  be  sent  to  the  address 
listed  on  the  registration  application  by  certified  mail  for  purposes 
of  knowing  the  registration  was  received.  The  original  registration 
application  must  then  be  sent  to  CORA  by  mail  as  the  fax  copy  is  only 
to  help  speed  up  the  process  of  issuing  a registration. 

For  the  Bay  Mills  and  Sault  Tribe  fishers  living  in  Chippewa  and  Luce 
Counties,  you  will  need  to  obtain  your  registration  at  the  CORA  office 
located  at  179  W.  Three  Mile  Road,  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  For  those  out  of 
these  Counties,  due  to  distances  of  travel,  you  may  contact  CORA  for 
a registration  application  to  be  sent  to  you  and  upon  CORA  receiving 
the  original  application  completed  and  with  the  above  supporting 
information,  CORA  will  then  send  the  registration  to  you  by  certified 
mail. 

For  Tribal  Government  (Conservation,  Biological,  ITFAP),  these 
Departments  will  have  a different  registration  to  reflect  that  the 
vessel,  snowmobile  and/or  ORV  is  for  Tribal  Government  use.  The 
Departments  down  State  will  use  the  same  procedure  of  sending 
the  registration  application  by  fax  to  CORA  along  with  supporting 
information  and  the  original  application  in  the  mail,  and  CORA  will 
send  the  registration  certified  mail  to  the  address  indicated.  For  Bay 
Mills  and  Sault  Tribe  Departments,  the  registration  will  be  obtained 
from  the  CORA  office. 

CORA  is  also  aware  that  a few  Tribes  have  boats  they  own  that  are 
leased  to  their  Tribal  fishers.  These  boats  will  also  obtain  a Tribal 
Government  registration  rather  than  the  individual  fisher  obtaining  a 
registration.  This  will  help  identify  that  the  boat  is  owned  by  a Tribe. 
As  these  Tribes  are  located  down  State,  the  registration  application  will 
be  faxed  to  CORA  with  the  supporting  information,  the  original  sent 
in  the  mail  and  CORA  will  send  the  registration  certified  mail  to  the 
address  specified  on  the  application. 
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Attached  you  will  find  the  procedures  for  obtaining  the  registration 
and  hope  that  you  abide  by  them  to  help  CORA  obtain  an  accurate 
registration  system  that  in  the  long  run  will  help  everyone.  An  example 
of  this  is  a few  years  ago,  a boat  was  found  in  Canadian  waters  and  the 
only  way  it  was  identified  and  returned  to  the  owner  was  by  the  Hull 
ID  Number.  The  fisherman  had  given  CORA  this  number  as  all  other 
identification  (Michigan  or  CORA  Registration  Sticker,  BIA  fishing 
number  on  buoys,  nets  in  the  boat)  were  missing.  By  completing  the 
registration  application,  important  information  is  stored  and  may  be 
helpful,  as  it  was  in  this  case,  of  returning  your  boat,  snowmobile  or 
ORV  to  you  if  lost  or  stolen. 

Again,  your  current  registration  will  be  void  as  of  December  31, 

2005  and  you  must  obtain  a new  registration  prior  to  January  1,  2006. 
CORA  will  begin  issuing  the  registrations  the  week  of  December  19th. 
For  the  Tribal  Departments,  the  registration  applications  accompany 
this  letter  and  if  you  have  any  questions,  please  contact  me.  Please  let 
me  know  when  you  run  low  and  I will  send  more  applications.

Great  Lakes  Regional  Collaboration  (GLRC)Update 
The  Member  Agencies  of  the  Great  Lakes  Regional  Collaboration 
acknowledge  Executive  Order  13340  which  was  signed  by 
President  George  W.  Bush  on  May  18,  2004.  A “Great  Lakes 
Regional  Collaboration  of  National  Significance”  was  launched  at 
Summit  I in  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  December  3,  2004. 

GLRC  was  formed  at  that  time  and  has  completed  work  by  a 
series  of  Strategy  Teams,  lead  by  the  Executive  Committee.  This 
effort  has  lasted  a year  and  has  included  the  participation  of 
numerous  stakeholders,  agencies,  and  a variety  of  interested 
parties  concerned  about  the  future  of  the  Great  Lakes,  and  its 
protection  and  restoration. 

On  this  day  we  again  underscore  the  importance  of  the  Great 
Lakes  as  a national  treasure  that  contain  about  20  percent  of  the 
earths  fresh  surface  water.  They  are  a vital  feature  of  the  region, 
supporting  our  culture,  and  the  way  of  life  of  native  communities, 
providing  drinking  water  to  millions  of  people. 

The  Great  Lakes  Water  Quality  Agreement  of  1987,  and  the 
Convention  on  Great  Lakes  Fisheries  of  1954,  as  well  as  other 
multi-jurisdictional  agreements  with  Canada  to  restore  and 
maintain,  the  chemical,  physical  and  biological  integrity  of 
the  Great  Lakes  basin  ecosystem,  and  further  recognize  that 
the  health  and  well-being  of  the  Great  Lakes  are  of  critical 
importance  to  citizens  of  both  countries. 

On  December  12,  2005,  Summit  II  will  be  held  in  Chicago, 

Illinois  and  the  GLRC  Strategy  will  be  released,  culminating  in 
the  completion  of  this  plan  developed  by  the  Collaboration  and 
its  Strategy  Teams.  The  plan  contains  commitments  for  near 
term  actions  which  will  benefit  the  Great  Lakes  as  well  as  creating 
a blueprint  for  future  implementation  of  recommendations 
from  the  Strategy  Teams.  The  strategy  will  serve  as  a blueprint 
outlining  near  term  and  potential  future  actions  that  will  foster 
Great  Lakes  protection  and  restoration.  Many  tribal  leaders  and 
other  leaders  will  be  signing  this  document  and  will  continue 
working  together  to  ensure  a healthy  Great  Lakes  for  generations 
to  come. 


GTB  Energy  Study  Underway 

With  funding  from  the  US  Department  of  Energy,  GTB  has 
commenced  a new  study  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  renewable 
energy  and  energy  efficiency  projects.  The  study,  which  will  take 
place  over  the  next  year,  will  determine  the  cost  effectiveness  and 
other  economic,  environmental,  cultural  and  social  benefits  of 
maximizing  the  diversity  of  energy  sources  used  at  GTB  facilities. 
This  includes  an  assessment  of  energy  conservation  measures  as 
well  as  renewable  energy  sources. 

The  feasibility  study  will  include  an  assessment  of  the  economic 
benefits  to  GTB  in  terms  of  reduced  energy  prices  and  increased 
job  creation  and  related  economic  development  activity.  The 
study  will  also  include  an  assessment  of  environmental  benefits 
accruing  from  the  potential  energy  diversification  options. 

The  study  will  build  upon  GTB  s significant  experience  in  energy 
management.  This  experience  includes  two  previous  wind 
resource  assessments,  developing  and  implementing  a “primary” 
electric  distribution  system  covering  32  government  and 
commercial  buildings  under  one  meter;  and  instituting  wholesale 
bulk  natural  gas  transportation  purchases.  GTB  is  building 
on  this  experience  and  has  adopted  a Strategic  Energy  Plan  to 
advance  its  energy  work  over  the  short  and  long-term. 

Economically  if  the  Tribe  can  implement  renewable  energy 
systems  that  fix  its  approximately  $2  million  per  year  energy 
costs  over  the  long-run,  then  the  net  benefit  from  avoiding  rising 
conventional  energy  prices  (natural  gas,  LP  gas,  electricity)  over 
the  next  20  years  would  be  in  the  tens  of  millions  of  dollars. 

Environmentally  the  benefits  would  fall  on  the  entire  NW  Lower 
Michigan  region  as  carbon  dioxide,  sulfur  dioxide  and  especially 
mercury  emissions  would  be  reduced  through  decreased 
dependence  on  coal-fired  power  plants.  GTB  has  a vital  interest 
in  maintaining  the  health  of  its  Great  Lakes  fisheries,  and 
mercury  pollution  is  a critical  fisheries  issue. 

GTB  s feasibility  study  will  set  an  example  for  Tribes  and  non- 
native communities  in  effectively  evaluating  a range  of  renewable 
options  and  determining  the  best  mix  of  those  options  in 
order  to  maximize  benefits.  GTB  will  build  upon  its  previous 
energy  management  experience  to  develop  a comprehensive 
feasibility  study  that  will  successfully  advance  the  development  of 
renewable  energy  resources  on  Tribal  lands.

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Ask  any  fish  eater  in  the  upper  Midwest  what  the  best  fish  there 
is  to  eat  and  there’s  a real  good  chance  that  ogaa  (Ojibwe)  or 
walleye,  is  going  to  be  topping  the  list  of  favorites.  Walleye  are 
a native,  cool  water  fish  that  live  in  many  rivers  and  lakes  in 
northwest-lower  Michigan,  including  near  shore  areas  of  Grand 
Traverse  Bay  where  they  are  targeted  commercially  by  Tribal 
fisherman.  Walleye  belong  to  the  perch  family  along  with  other 
tasty  species  such  as  the  yellow  perch  and  sauger  (a  walleye- 
like species).  Walleye  spawn  by  broadcasting  milt  and  eggs  on 
gravelly  shoals  in  the  spring.  The  young  of  the  year  walleye  feed 
on  microscopic  organisms  until  they  are  old  enough  to  eat  adult 
and  larval  aquatic  insects.  Upon  reaching  adulthood,  walleyes 
are  primarily  consuming  minnows  and  small  game  fish.  The 
name  walleye  refers  to  their  overly  large  pupils.  Speaking  of  eyes, 
as  its  nickname  “marble  eye”  refers,  the  eye  of  the  walleye  glows 
and  shines  when  a light  is  directed  onto  it.  This  is  due  to  crystals 
in  the  retina  that  reflect  light  through  the  pupil  which  enables 
the  fish  to  see  extremely  well  in  the  dark  Because  of  their  ability 
to  see  well  under  dark  conditions,  walleye  are  commonly  more 
active  in  the  late  evening  and  early  morning.

Historic  Home  Site  and  Gardens 
Placed  in  Public  Hands 

The  Old  Mission  Peninsula  residents  have  raise  the  necessary  funds  to 
purchase  the  1800’s  ’’Dougherty  Historic  Home  Site” 

Rob  Manigold,  Peninsula  Township  Supervisor  and  Gordon  Hayward, 
Peninsula  Township  Planner  announced  that  the  Phase  I 
funds  have  been  raised  and  the  purchase  is  underway. 

HISTORY: 

Dougherty  Historic  Home  Site  supporters  have  raised  adequate  funds  to 
complete  Phase  1 : Property  Purchase.  The  Phase  I Campaign  Goal  was 
$600,000. 

What  better  way  to  bring  in  the  New  Year  than  to  announce 
the  accomplishment  of  our  Phase  One  Capital  Campaign  for  2005. 

Old  Mission  citizens,  regional  land  association  and  grant  foundation 
along  with  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
have  worked  diligently  to  raise  $600,000  of  community  support.  This 
announcement  was  first  made  on  December  14  at  a Dougherty  Steering 
Committee  meeting  held  at  the  Old  Mission  Peninsula  Township. 

Funds  will  be  used  to  purchase  15  acres  with  historic  buildings  and 
the  Dougherty  Home  Site.  This  portion  of  Old  Mission  will  be  the 
foundation  of  an  interpretive  center  for  the  greater  Grand  Traverse 
Region.  We  envision  offering  school  children  and  the  public  an 
experience  of  pre-contact  Native  American  life,  a representation  of  our 
early  agricultural  roots  with  historic  orchards  and  gardens,  a picture 
of  community  life  as  it  was  like  in  the  early  1800’s.  Old  Mission  was 
a hub  of  activity  that  is  linked  to  other  regional  harbors  including  Elk 
Rapids,  Omena,  Northport  and  Traverse  City.  The  Dougherty  Mission 
Home  Site  was  built  in  1839.  It  is  the  first  post  and  beam  house  built  in 
the  Northern  Lower  Peninsula  north  of  Grand  Rapids.  The  home  site 
was  placed  on  the  Michigan  Historic  Sites  Register  in  1956. 

Community  volunteers  spent  countless  hours  bringing  awareness  of  this 
project  to  the  public.  Six  hundred  thousand  dollars  have  been  raised 
in  support  of  the  purchase,  preservation  and  public  use  of  this  historic 
1800’s  mission  site. 

The  Virginia  Larson  family  was  one  of  only  three  private 
families  to  own  the  home  since  it  was  built.  It  is  known  that  Virginia 
Larson  wished  to  use  the  home  site  as  a museum  and  now  her  son’s 
Dave  and  Dan  Larson  together  have  entered  into  a purchase  agreement 
with  the  intent  of  fulfilling  their  mothers  dream. 

Phase  II  plans  include  Home  Site  stabilization  and  restoration, 
property  archaeological  investigation,  program  development  and 
operational  funding. 

The  Peninsula  Historical  Society,  Old  Mission  Peninsula  Township,  the 
Grand  Traverse  Regional  Land  Conservancy,  and  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians  extend  a heartfelt  thank  you  to 
all  those  who  have  funded  this  first  and  most  critical  step  to  purchase 
the  historic  15  acres  and  buildings.  The  site  is  located  at  18459  Mission 
Road  not  far  from  the  Haserot  Beach  and  harbour  on  Old  Mission 
Peninsula’s  east  side.

Conservation  Enforcement 

By  Jim  Petoskey,  Game  Warden 

Megwetch  and  encouragement  are 
offered  to  those  whom  are  respecting 
our  sovereign  regulations  and  engaging 
in  our  treaty  hunting  rights  in  a safe  and 
respectful  manner.  By  doing  so  you  are 
continuing  on  the  rights  saved  for  us 
by  our  ancestors  and  encouraging  the 
continuation  of  those  rights  for  those  yet 
to  arrive.  Some  pretty  impressive  success 
stories  are  coming  in  from  both  bow  and 
rifle  hunters,  I will  compile  a report  total 
and  sized  of  our  successful  hunters. 

By  next  year  our  tribe  will  be  sponsoring 
our  own  hunter  safety  classes.  The  classes 
will  provide  the  participants  with  a 
Michigan  State  Hunters  certification  as 
well  as  some  cultural  aspects  concerning 
our  treaty  rights.  The  Little  Traverse  Bay 
Bands  Conservation  Department  with 
my  assistance  held  their  first  hunters 
safety  course.  One  of  the  participants 
was  Dakota  Funmaker  who  scored  a 
98%  on  the  test.  Keep  up  the  good  work 
and  success  in  your  hunting  endeavors. 
Future  trainings  will  be  taught  as  a 
combined  effort  between  the  two  tribes 
and  to  offer  more  classes  prior  to  the 
season. 

It  is  my  intention  to  offer  classes 
including  the  cleaning  and  cooking 
of  fish  and  game,  preparation  of  hides 
for  tanning  and  use  as  regalia  and 
crafts.  Be  on  the  lookout  for  the  these 
announcements.  And  or  please  contact 
me  and  let  me  know  of  your  interest. 

Finally,  the  enforcement  staff  would  like 
to  encourage  those  in  the  exercising  of 
our  treaty  rights  to  do  so  in  a safe  and 
respectful  manner.  We  would  also  like 
to  recognize  those  who  are  taking  the 
time  to  teach  their  sons  and  daughters, 
nephews  and  nieces,  grandsons  and 
granddaughters  hunting  and  fishing  and 
encourage  them  to  continue  to  do  so 
and  for  taking  the  time  out  to  take  them 
hunting  and  fishing.

STROKE  IDENTIFICATION 

During  a BBQ  a friend  stumbled  and 
took  a little  fall  - she  assured  everyone 
that  she  was  fine  (they  offered  to  call 
paramedics)  and  just  tripped  over  a brick 
because  of  her  new  shoes.  They  got  her 
cleaned  up  and  got  her  a new  plate  of  food 
- while  she  appeared  a bit  shaken  up,  she 
went  about  enjoying  herself  the  rest  of 
the  evening.  Ingrids  husband  called  later 
telling  everyone  that  his  wife  had  been 
taken  to  the  hospital  - (at  6:00pm,  Ingrid 
passed  away).  She  had  suffered  a stroke  at 
the  BBQ  - had  they  known  how  to  identify 
the  signs  of  a stroke  perhaps  Ingrid  would 
be  with  us  today.  It  only  takes  a minute  to 
read  this. 

RECOGNIZING  A STROKE 

A neurologist  says  that  if  he  can  get  to  a 
stroke  victim  within  3 hours  he  can  totally 
reverse  the  effects  of  a stroke  ...  totally. 

He  said  the  trick  was  getting  a stroke 
recognized,  diagnosed  and  getting  to  the 
patient  within  3 hours  which  is  tough. 
Thank  God  for  the  sense  to  remember  the 
“3”  steps. 

READ  AND  LEARN! 

Sometimes  symptoms  of  a stroke  are 
difficult  to  identify.  Unfortunately,  The 
lack  of  awareness  spells  disaster.  The 
stroke  victim  may  suffer  brain  damage 
when  people  nearby  fail  to  recognize  the 
symptoms  of  a stroke.  Now  doctors  say  a 
bystander  can  recognize  a stroke  by  asking 
three  simple  questions: 

1.  Ask  the  individual  to  SMILE. 

2.  Ask  him  or  her  to  RAISE  BOTH  ARMS. 

3.  Ask  the  person  to  SPEAK  A SIMPLE 
SENTENCE  (Coherently)  i.e...  It  is  sunny 
out  today. 

If  he  or  she  has  trouble  with  any  of  these 
three  tasks,  call  9-1-1  immediately  and 
describe  the  symptoms  to  the  dispatcher. 
After  discovering  that  a group  of  non- 
medical volunteers  could  identify  facial 
weakness,  arm  weakness  and  speech 
problems,  researchers  urged  the  general 
public  to  learn  the  three  questions. 

They  presented  their  conclusions  at  the 
American  Stroke  Associations  annual 
meeting  last  February.  Widespread  use  of 
this  test  could  result  in  prompt  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  the  stroke  and  prevent 
brain  damage.

The  Grand  Traverse  Bands  Tribal  Council  passed 
a charter  that  establishes  a Police  Commission  to 
provide  an  advisory  opinion  on  law  enforcement  policy 
and  practices  as  it  relates  to  community  members 
complaints  regarding  GTB  Police  Department.  The 
members  of  the  Police  Commission  include  an 
appointed  GTB  Tribal  member  (living  within  Leelanau 
County). 

A community  member  who  wishes  to  apply  for  this 
open  seat  should  review  the  listed  qualifications 
and  send  a registration  form  or  letter  of  interest  to 
Commissioner  David  Arroyo,  2605  N.  West  Bay  Shore 
Dr.,  Peshawbestown,  MI  49682.

5.  Willing  to  submit  to  drug  and  alcohol  testing. 

6.  Able  to  attend  monthly  scheduled  meetings, 
emergency  and  training 

meetings  as  required. 

7.  Submit  to  a complete  background  check  (fingerprints 
to  be  sent  to  FBI-no  cost  to  applicant). 

8.  Willing  to  not  drink  or  gamble  in  the  GTB  casinos 
during  the  term  of  office.

The  Three  P’s  of  Safe  Winter  Driving: 

PREPARE  for  the  trip; 
PROTECT  yourself;  and 
PREVENT  crashes  on  the  road.

PREPARE 
Maintain  Your  Car: 

Check  battery  and  tire  tread,  keep  your  windows  and  vehicle  clear  of  all  snow,  put  no 
freeze  fluid  in  the  washer  reservoir,  check  your  antifreeze. 

Have  On  Hand: 

Flashlight,  jumper  cables,  abrasive  material  (sand,  kitty  litter,  even  floor  mats),  shovel, 
snow  brush  and  ice  scraper,  warning  devices  (like  flares)  and  blankets.  For  long  trips, 
add  food  and  water,  medication  and  cell  phone. 

Stopped  or  Stalled? 

Stay  with  your  car,  don’t  over  exert,  put  bright  markers  on  antenna  or  windows  and 
shine  dome  light,  and,  if  you  run  your  car,  clear  exhaust  pipe  and  run  it  just  enough  to 
stay  warm. 

Plan  Your  Route: 

Allow  plenty  of  time  (check  the  weather  and  leave  early  if  necessary),  be  familiar  with 
the  maps/directions,  and  let  others  know  your  route  and  arrival  time. 

Practice  Cold  Weather  Driving! 

o During  daylight,  rehearse  maneuvers  slowly  on  the  ice  or  snow  in  an  empty  lot 
o Steer  into  a skid 


o Know  what  your  brakes  will  do:  stomp  on  antilock  brakes,  pump  non-antilock 
brakes 

o Stopping  distances  are  longer  on  water-covered  ice  and  ice 
o Don’t  idle  for  a long  time  with  the  windows  up  or  in  an  enclosed  space 

PROTECT  YOURSELF 

o Buckle  up  and  use  child  safety  seats  properly 
o Never  place  a rear-facing  infant  seat  in  front  of  an  air  bag 
o Children  12  and  under  are  much  safer  in  the  back  seat

o Sit  back  10  inches  from  an  air  bag 

• PREVENT  CRASHES 

o Drugs  and  alcohol  never  mix  with  driving 

o Slow  down  and  increase  distances  between  cars 

o Keep  your  eyes  open  for  pedestrians  walking  in  the  road 

o Avoid  fatigue  - Get  plenty  of  rest  before  the  trip,  stop  at  least  every  three  hours, 
and  rotate  drivers  if  possible 

o Clear  all  windows  of  snow  and  ice  before  driving,  especially  headlights,  rear 
lights  so  brake  lights  are  visible  and  back  of  windows

ASTHMA  TRIGGERS 

What’s  Your  Asthma  IQ? 

“Cold  weather  alone  can  trigger  asthma 
symptoms.” 

True  or  False 

TRUE:  Studies  demonstrate  that  cold  air 
causes  symptoms  in  most  children  with 
asthma.  Extra  caution  should  be  used  to 
manage  children’s  asthma  when  they  are 
outside  in  the  cold. 

Asthma  Triggers-  Children  with  asthma 
have  airways  that  react  to  things  around  them 
and  make  asthma  worse.  These  things  are 
called  triggers.  Identifying  these  triggers 
and  controlling  them  is  an  important  step  in 
controlling  asthma.  Triggers  include  irritants, 
allergies,  infections,  weather,  emotions  and 
gastro  esophageal  reflux.  These  vary  from 
child  to  child. 

Irritants-  smoke,  wood  burning  stoves  and 
fireplaces,  aerosol  sprays 

1 No  smoking  in  the  home  or  car 

2 Avoid  aerosol  sprays,  perfumes  and 
strong  odors 

Allergies-  pollens,  mold  spores,  animal  dander, 
dust  mites,  cockroaches 

1 Keep  windows  shut  during  pollen 
seasons 

2 Use  exhaust  fan  in  bathroom  and 
kitchen 

3 Fix  areas  with  water  damage 

4 Remove  animals  from  home  if  possible. 
If  not,  keep  out  of  bedroom  at  all  times. 

5 Cover  mattress  and  pillow  with  dust- 
proof  encasings.  Wash  bedding  in  hot 
water. 

Exercise-  Children  with  asthma  are  encouraged 
to  exercise. 

1 If  exercise  makes  asthma  worse,  an 
inhaled  medicine  may  be  prescribed  to 
use  15  minutes  before  exercise. 

2 Do  a proper  warm-up 

3 Learn  when  symptoms  are  present,  to 
take  a short  rest  and  follow  action  plan. 
Important  to  pace  themselves. 


Infections-  Even  a common  cold  can  worsen 
asthma.  Antibiotics  are  not  required  for  viral 
illnesses. 

1 Hand  washing  remains  the  most 
effective  way  to  prevent  infections 

2 A flu  vaccine  is  recommended 

Emotions-  Emotions  do  not  cause  asthma  but 
may  worsen  symptoms.  It  is  important  for 
children  to  learn  how  to  manage  stress. 

Weather-  Many  times,  asthma  symptoms  occur 
with  changes  in  the  weather. 

1 Wear  a scarf  or  turtle  fur  over  the 
mouth  and  nose  to  avoid  exposure  to 
cold  air 

Other  Triggers- 

2  Drugs-  aspirin,  ibuprofen 

3 New  furnishings  or  equipment 

4 Chalk

EARLY  WARNING  SIGNS 

Many  times  the  person  with  asthma 
receives  clues  that  an  episode  is  about  to 
happen  even  before  they  develop  difficulty 
breathing.  Listed  below  are  some  early 
warning  signs  that  may  occur  before 
an  asthma  episode.  Every  individual  is 
different.  Keep  track  of  these  signs  for 
your  child  for  a few  weeks.  It  is  helpful 
to  see  if  these  are  linked  to  difficulty  with 
their  asthma.  If  so,  action  should  be  taken 
to  treat  these  symptoms  early  to  avoid 
future  asthma  episodes. 

1 Breathing  changes 

2 Sneezing 

3 Moodiness 

4 Headache 

5 Runny/stuffy  nose 

6 Coughing 

7 Chin  or  throat  itchiness 

8 Feeling  tired 

9 Dark  circles  under  eyes 

10  Trouble  sleeping 

1 1 Stomach  ache 

12  Poor  tolerance  for  exercise 

13  Downward  trend  in  peak  flow 
numbers

IDEAS  FOR  NEW  YEARS  RESOLUTIONS 


Great  News!!!!  The  diabetes  program  will  once  again  be  offering 
Ascensia  Breeze  and  One  Touch  (BOTH  basic  and  ultra)  blood 
glucose  meters.  In  addition,  we  will  have  test  strips  available  at 
the  clinic,  as  well  as  via  the  CHR’s.  If  you  have  a True  Track  and 
are  happy  with  it,  feel  free  to  continue  with  it.  However,  if  you  do 
not  like  the  True  Track,  and  would  like  to  switch  meters,  give  the 
program  a call  at  534-7858  or  call  the  clinic  at  534-7200. 

The  diabetes  program  will  be  offering  services  at  the  Traverse 
City  location  on  Tuesdays  from  11 :00  am  - 1 :00  pm,  starting  on 
December  13,  2005.  We  will  be  offering  services  at  the  Benzie 
location  on  Wednesdays  from  11 :00  am  - 1 :00  pm,  starting 
December  28,  2005.  If  you  would  like  to  meet  with  the  diabetes 
educator  at  one  of  the  satellite  locations,  you  may  call  your 
local  office  to  schedule  an  appointment.  If  these  times  are  not 
convenient  for  you,  other  appointment  times  can  be  made.  Call 
the  diabetes  program  at  534-7858  to  schedule  an  individual  time. 


DID  YOU  KNOW??? 

According  to  the  January,  2006  issue  of  Diabetes  Forecast, 
British  researchers  found  that  a gut  hormone  actually  helped 
people  to  eat  less,  when  injected  3 times  per  day,  30  minutes 
before  the  meal.  The  hormone  is  called  Oxyntomodulin  and 
is  normally  produced  in  the  small  intestines.  According  to  the 
study  results,  the  participants  lost  5 pounds  in  4 weeks.  The 
control  group  (who  did  not  receive  the  hormone)  maintained  their 
weight.

To  lose  1 pound  in  a week,  you  need  to  eat  500  calories  less 
than  you  burn.  You  can  do  this  by  cutting  back  200  calories  and 
picking  up  your  activity  level  to  burn  300  calories  more  per  day. 
Need  help  with  knowing  how  many  calories  are  in  a food? 

100  calories 

1 % slices  of  bread 

2 ounces  of  lean  meat 

1 % ounces  of  cheese 

2 1/3  cups  (butter  lovers)  microwave  popcorn  (popped) 


8 ounces  of  regular  pop 

2/3  ounce  (about  13  chips)  of  regular  potato  chips

1 . Resolve  to  make  healthy  lifestyle  changes,  rather  than 
starting  a “diet”.  (“Diets”  tend  to  be  a failure,  while  changes  in 
lifestyle  can  be  a real  winner.) 

2.  Be  realistic  with  your  expectations.  Making  small  changes 
slowly  tends  to  be  successful  for  most  people. 

3.  Visit  Jason  and/or  Dee  at  the  StrongHeart  Center  to  begin  a 
realistic  activity  program. 

4.  If  diabetic,  begin  today  to  learn  everything  you  can  about  your 
disease.  There  is  nothing  more  powerful  than  knowledge! 

5.  If  you  have  high  blood  pressure,  begin  today  to  lower  it.  High 
blood  pressure  is  a major  killer,  and  most  people  don’t  realize  it, 
because  high  blood  pressure  has  no  symptoms. 

6.  Eat  more  vegetables.  They  are  very  low  in  calories... only 
25  calories  per  cup  of  raw  or  !4  cup  of  cooked  vegetable. 
Remember,  the  darker  the  color,  the  more  nutrition! 

7.  If  you  like  to  eat  in  front  of  the  television,  STOP! 

8.  Better  yet,  turn  the  television  off.  Research  has  shown 
that  we  burn  more  calories  while  asleep  than  when  watching 
television. 

9.  Remember  that  good  health  involves  body,  mind  and  spirit. 
Find  a stress  reduction  technique  that  works  well  for  you.  We 
are  all  individual  and  no  one  technique  is  ideal  for  everybody. 
Some  ideas  are  meditation,  yoga,  prayer,  or  stretching. 

10.  If  stress  is  an  issue  and  you  can’t  reduce  it  on  your  own,  call 

behavioral  health  (534-7341 ) for  help.  Not  only  is  our  mental 
health  as  important  as  our  physical  health,  but  it  has  a major 
impact  on  our  physical  health.

Money  Saving  Tips 

FUEL  AND  ELECTRIC: 

1.  Storm  windows  or  insulting  glass  usually  will  cut  in 
half  the  heat  that  is  wasted  through  your  windows. 

2.  Insulated  drapes  or  curtains  will  save  heat  in  winter. 

3.  Install  weather  stripping  and  caulk  the  frames  of 
windows  and  doors. 

4.  Check  your  insulation.  Make  sure  you  have  adequate 
amounts  to  accommodate  the  home  you  live  in.  Good 
insulation  also  helps  with  air  conditioning. 

CAR  INSURANCE: 

1.  Shop  around.  Companies  charge  substantially  different 
premiums  for  the  same  coverage. 

2.  Look  for  safe  driver  plans. 

3.  Your  deductible  plays  an  important  part  in  the  cost  of 
premiums.  Having  a high  deductible  results  in  lower 
premiums.  However,  this  could  be  risky  since  auto 
body  repair  bills  can  be  costly.  If  you  can  have  some 
extra  money  in  savings  and  have  an  older  vehicle  this 
could  be  the  way  to  go. 

CONSOLIDATED  LOAN: 

A consolidated  loan  helps  to  regroup  your  debt;  it  will  not  get 
you  out  of  debt.  It  will  reduce  your  monthly  payments  so  you 
have  time  to  get  your  budget  in  balance  and  relieve  some  of  the 
financial  pressure.  If  you  have  used  this  type  of  loan  before  this 
may  be  a sign  of  money  mismanagement.  Never  borrow  for 
non-interest  bearing  accounts  like  doctor,  dentist,  etc.  This  just 
starts  interest  accruing.  Refinancing,  consolidation  loans,  and 
borrowing  are  not  always  solutions,  but  “symptom”  treatments. 
The  key  to  financial  freedom  comes  with  discipline  and  sacrifice. 

CREDIT  CARDS: 

If  you  already  have  high  interest  credit  cards,  try  balance 
transfers  to  other  companies.  Make  sure  the  transfer  is  for  the 
whole  balance,  not  just  for  a certain  period  of  time  and  then  an 
interest  hike.  Be  thorough  in  your  research. 

1.  Look  for  credit  cards  with  no  annual  fees  and  low 
interest  rates. 

2.  If  you’re  taking  cash  advances,  you  are  paying  higher 
interest  rates. 

3.  Trouble  may  be  ahead  if  you  need  to  use  credit  cards 
for  such  items  as  groceries,  toiletries,  etc. 

4.  The  biggest  dangers  facing  credit  users  are  misuse 
and  overuse.  This  results  in  committing  your  future 
income  to  cover  borrowing. 


INCREASE  YOUR  INCOME  BY: 

1.  Using  a budget. 

2.  Working  extra  hours. 

3.  Changing  jobs. 

4.  Working  another  job.  (Spouse  may  work  inside  the 
home,  daycare,  etc.) 

DECREASE  YOUR  SPENDING: 

1.  Using  a budget. 

2.  Reduce  your  involvement  in  clubs/organizations. 

3.  Limit  telephone  use.  Get  a calling  card  and  drop  your 
long  distance  altogether. 

4.  Use  regular  TV  - not  cable.  Budget  in  your 
entertainment  funds  for  renting  movies. 

5.  Buy  items  on  sale. 

6.  Buy  items  you  need.  Make  sure  you  need  them. 

7.  Postpone  purchases  or  repairs  that  can  wait. 

8.  Trade  goods  and  services  that  you  possess  for 
something  you  need. 

START  A SECONDARY  SAVINGS  ACCOUNT: 

1.  For  planned  repairs 

2.  Trips,  Vacations 

3.  Second  car 

4.  Large  purchases  such  as:  TV’s,  Stereo’s,  Washer  & 
Dryer,  Boats,  etc. 

5.  Look  in  Discount  Ads  for  inexpensive  items,  or 
moving  must  sell  ads. 

NOTE: 

Saving  money  doesn’t  just  mean  putting  money  aside  in  a 
savings  account.  You  can  save  money  by  washing  your  own  car 
instead  of  the  automatic  car  wash.  At  $5.00  a pop,  you  will  save 
approximately  $150.00  per  year. 

If  you  buy  coffee  every  morning  at  .89  a cup  that  is  $5.00  a week, 
$240.00  a year.  What  could  you  buy  right  now  with  $240.00?  If 
you  spend  $6.00  on  coffee  and  invest  in  a thermos  or  a designer 
cup  you  will  be  saving  money. 

If  you  eat  breakfast  or  lunch  out  everyday,  you  could  save  by 
only  doing  it  2-3  times  a week.  You  can  save  money  in  several 
different  ways.  If  you  are  budgeting  for  a home  or  something 
very  important  to  you  it  will  be  easy  to  adjust. 
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PATHWAYS  HOME  CLASSES 

If  you  are  considering  purchasing  a home,  ALL  Pathways  Home  classes  must  be  completed, 
Orientation  & Module  1 - 8,  before  you  will  be  allowed  to  access  the  Down  Payment  Assistance 
program. 

If  you  are  even  thinking  about  purchasing  a home  in  the  next  few  months,  you  will  need  to  attend 
these  classes.  NO  EXCEPTIONS,  please  plan  wisely.  All  members  are  responsible  for  their 
attendance  and  can  choose  the  time  that  works  best  for  them.

“No  Downpayment  Home 
Loans  for  Eligible  Tribal 
Members” 


USDA  Rural  Development  offers  no 
downpayment  home  loans  to  eligible 
tribal  members.  Through  its  “Direct 
Home  Loan  Program”,  lower  income 
tribal  members  can  borrow  directly  from 
the  USDA  and  get  a no-downpayment, 
thirty-three  year  home  loan  with  a fixed 
interest  rate  with  no  mortgage  insurance 
required.  Payment  assistance  is  even 
available  depending  upon  a member’s 
household  income.  And  the  “Direct  Loan 
Program”  works  on  or  off  reservation. 

For  middle  income  tribal  members 
USDA  Rural  Development  offers  the 
“Guaranteed  Home  Loan  Program”. 
Tribal  members  can  get  a home  loan 
from  an  approved  local  lender  such  as 
a bank  or  credit  union.  Through  the 
“Guaranteed  Home  Loan  Program”  tribal 
members  get  a no-downpayment,  thirty- 
year  home  loan  with  a fixed  interest  rate 
with  no  mortgage  insurance  required. 

The  “Guaranteed  Loan  Program”  also 
works  on  or  off  reservation. 

Tribal  members  can  purchase  new  or 
existing  homes  and  condominiums 
through  this  program.  Even  new 
manufactured  homes  are  eligible 
for  purchase  through  this  program. 
However,  tribal  members  must  purchase 
their  home  in  an  area  considered  rural 
by  USDA  Rural  Development.  In 
Michigan,  the  entire  Upper  Peninsula 
is  considered  rural.  In  the  Lower 
Peninsula,  everywhere  from  Clare 
County  northward  is  considered  rural. 
And  every  county  south  of  Clare  County 
has  parts  considered  rural  by  USDA 
Rural  Development. 

Income  limits  also  apply  to  both  home 
loan  programs.  For  more  information 
or  to  request  an  application  contact 
the  Nicki  Basch,  Lender  Liaison,  GTB 
Housing  Department  at  231-534-7331 
or  contact  the  Traverse  City  USDA 
Rural  Development  office  directly  at  1- 
800-944-8119.

Lucille  McSauby 

Grand  Traverse 
Band  member  and 
Peshawbestown 
Elders  Complex 
resident  was  born 
February  18, 

1931  on  Garden 
Island  located  on 
Lake  Michigan. 


Lucille  moved  from  Garden  Island  to  Beaver  Island  at  the 


tender  age  of  four.  Lucille  remembers  that  some  people  were 
fishing  commercially  on  Beaver  Island.  She  remembers  that 
her  cousin  Joe  Kenwabikise,  and  Julius  and  Simon  Wabanimkee 
were  commercial  fisherman.  Lucille  has  a cousin  James  (PJ) 
Mitchell  who  resides  in  Frankfort  with  his  wife  Lucy.  PJ  is  a 
member  of  the  Elders  Advisory  Committee.  She  mention4Ernie 
Gabelow  who  is  her  cousin.  His  grandmother  Nancy  Gabelow 
(Wabanimkee)  was  Lucilles  (Josephine  Wabanimkee)  mothers 
sister. 


bar,  a dollar  bill  and  wished  her  luck.  She  continued  on  to  Beaver 
Island  and  while  there  at  home  for  a week,  Harry  had  his  aunt 
write  a postcard  to  Lucille  asking  her  to  come  back  to  school. 

She  had  some  interest  in  Harry  but  he  seemed  uninterested  at 
the  time  that  she  left.  When  she  got  the  post  card  she  returned 
to  Northport.  At  this  time  they  started  seeing  each  other.  Lucille 
was  very  shy  so  Harry  had  to  make  the  first  move.  They  used  to 
walk  the  hills  in  Northport  and  she  remembers  Harry  was  also 
quite  shy.  It  was  during  these  walks  that  Harry  told  her  he  loved 
her  even  though  he  didn’t  really  even  know  her.  As  the  days  went 
by  they  became  closer.  Neither  one  had  any  experience  with  love 
so  it  was  a wonderful  learning  and  exciting  time.  Harry  was  the 
only  boy  friend  Lucille  has  ever  had! 

Lucille  got  married  to  him  while  he  was  still  in  school.  He  went 
ahead  and  finished  high  school.  She  was  15  and  he  was  17  years 
old.  When  he  graduated  high  school  she  had  a little  girl  Loretta 
Selby  (McSauby)  who  went  to  his  graduation  commencement. 
The  little  girl  was  a one  year  old  already.  They  then  moved  to 
Traverse  City  where  he  worked  at  Parts  Manufacturing.  He 
worked  there  for  five  years.  Harry  was  a very  good  basketball 
player  and  continued  playing  on  an  independent  basketball  team. 


In  1945  she  went  to  Northport,  Michigan  to  live  with  Madeline 
Boston  so  she  could  go  to  school.  Lucille  remembers  going  out  in 
the  woods  with  Madeline  to  gather  black  ash  for  baskets  and  was 
taught  how  to  make  baskets  and  braid  rugs.  Madeline  sold  these 
items  and  Lucille  remembers  that  Madeline  did  not  receive  much 
money  for  the  sale  of  her  work.  Madeline  also  made  Indian 
design  blankets.  They  went  to  see  Susan  Bird  often  who  lived  in 
Peshawbestown.  Susan  showed  Madeline  how  to  make  quilted 
blankets  and  quilted  baskets  with  sweet  grass.  They  knew  George 
& Catherine  Yannett  (Baldwin).  She  attended  Northport  School 
for  two  years.  While  in  school  she  met  her  future  husband  Harry 
McSauby  in  Traverse  City.  Harry  was  Madelines  nephew  and  he 
was  also  attending  school.  When  she  first  moved  to  Northport, 
Harry  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  her  for  a whole  year.  She 
wanted  to  move  back  to  Beaver  Island  to  be  with  family  so  her 
mother  sent  her  the  money  to  go  back  to  Beaver  Island.  Harry 
walked  her  to  the  train  in  Northport.  He  then  gave  her  a candy 


They  then  moved  to  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan  where  they  lived 
for  53  years.  While  in  Grand  Rapids  they  developed  a country 
music  band.  They  played  for  15  years  at  the  Eagles  Lodge, 
weddings,  and  special  occasions.  Harry  then  wanted  to  move 
back  to  their  old  territory  so  they  could  be  with  their  native 
people.  They  moved  to  the  Elders  Complex  in  2001  where  Lucille 
lives  presently.  Lucille  has  since  lost  her  beloved  husband  and 
says  it  was  very  hard  for  the  first  year  after  this.  They  loved  living 
at  the  Elders  Complex  and  she  still  loves  living  there.  She  has 
enjoyed  meeting  lots  of  elders  through  the  years.  Lucille  says  the 
Elders  Program  has  good  workers  and  good  coordinators. 

They  have  three  daughters  Loretta,  Kimberly,  and  Roxanne.  She 
has  17  grandchildren  and  13  great  grandchildren.

Michigan,  January  18,  2006:  The 
Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
& Chippewa  Indians  is  pleased 
to  announce  the  distribution  of 
their  twice  a year  2%gaming 
revenue  allocation  to  local  units  of 
government.  Under  the  terms  of 
the  consent  decree,  settling  Tribes 
v.  Engler  (Case  no.  1:90-CV-611, 

U.S.  District  Court,  Western  District 
Michigan),  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
agreed  to  pay  2%  of  its  video  gaming 
revenue  to  local  units  of  government, 
as  defined  in  the  stipulation,  no  later 
than  60  days  after  October  1st  and 
March  31st  of  each  year.  This  payment 
schedule  was  modified  with  the 
consent  of  the  State  of  Michigan  to 
July  3 1st  and  January  3 1st  of  each  year 
because  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band’s  gaming  operation  is 
calendar-based. 

“The  test  for  determining  the 
distribution  standards,  as  outlined  in 
Tribes  v.  Engler  are:  “Each  tribe  shall 
determine  which  local  unit  or  units  of 
government  shall  receive  payments 
and  the  amounts  thereof;  provided 
however,  the  guidelines  governing  the 
tribes  in  making  said  determinations 
shall  be  based  upon  compensating 
said  local  units  of  government  for 
governmental  services  provided  to  the 
tribes  and  for  impacts  associated  with 
the  existence  and  location  of  the  tribal 
casino  in  its  vicinity;  and  provided 
further,  however. . .each  local  unit 
of  government  shall  receive  no  less 
than  an  amount  equivalent  to  its  share 
of  ad  valorem  property  taxes. . .”  In 
connection  with  the  elements  of  the 
test  that  relate  to  “services  to  the  GTB 
members”  from  non-governmental 
organizations,  we  have  implemented 
a requirement  that  any  request  for 
funding  from  the  2%  revenue  only  be 
considered  after  an  endorsement  from 
a local  unit  of  government  with  taxing 
authority.”

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Bay  Mills  Community  College 

Bay  Mills  Community  College  (BMCC)  is  situated  on  the  southeastern  shore  of  Lake  Superior,  on  the  Bay  Mills 
Indian  Reservation,  which  is  located  in  Michigan’s  Eastern  Upper  Peninsula.  The  Bay  Mills  Indian  Community 
(BMIC)  is  five  miles  northwest  of  Brimley,  Michigan  and  twenty  miles  west  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Michigan. 

The  college  began  as  a vocational  program  in  response  to  the  economic  development  needs  of  seven  Native 
American  communities  which  were  initially  served  by  the  program  funded  in  1981  by  Department  of  Education. 

In  1984  the  college  was  chartered  by  the  Bay  Mills  Indian  Community  under  the  Tribally  Controlled  Community 
Colleges  Act.  Since  its  establishment  in  1981  with  an  enrollment  of  eleven  students,  the  college  has  grown  to 
currently  serve  over  four  hundred  students  on  campus  and  through  its  virtual  campus. 

BMCC  is  Michigan’s  only  fully  accredited  (www.higherleamingcommission.org)  Tribal  College,  was  designated 
as  a Land  Grant  Institution  by  the  Equity  in  Educational  Land  Grant  Status  Act  of  1994.  BMCC  is  chartered  by  the 
Bay  Mills  Indian  Community  as  a nonprofit  educational  corporation  and  has  been  declared  501  (c)(3)  tax-exempt  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  Control  is  vested  in  a Board  of  Regents,  which  selects  the  president  and  establishes 
overall  institutional  policy.  BMCC  is  accredited  by  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  and  is  a 
member  of  the  American  Indian  Higher  Education  Consortium. 

As  the  state’s  only  fully  accredited  tribal  college,  BMCC  serves  the  now  twelve  federally  recognized  tribes  of  the 
state.  In  addition  to  the  Bay  Mill  Indian  Community,  BMCC  has  been  working  with  all  of  the  federally  recognized 
tribes  of  the  state  with  the  goal  of  setting  up  academic  programs.  Although  the  college  specializes  in  programs  for 
American  Indians,  who  represent  approximately  60%  of  the  annual  student  enrollment,  its  doors  are  open  to  all 
people  who  want  to  benefit  from  the  educational  process.  BMCC  is  dedicated  to  providing  academic  and  personal 
enrichment  programs  to  Native  Americans  and  residents  of  their  neighboring  communities. 

In  recent  years,  BMCC  has  developed  an  impressive,  cutting  edge  technological  infrastructure;  which  has  allowed 
BMCC  to  reach  beyond  the  borders  of  Michigan  and  offer  on-line  instmction  throughout  North  America.

TRAVERSE  CITY  - Despite  the  difficult  economic  conditions  facing  many 
Michigan  communities,  Traverse  City  is  poised  to  become  a regional 
tourism  leader,  says  the  new  chairman  of  the  Traverse  City  Convention  & 
Visitors  Bureau. 

“We  are  set  up  for  success,”  said  Andrew  Bateman,  executive  vice 
president  and  general  manager  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and  Spa, 
the  newly-elected  chairman  of  the  Convention  & Visitors  Bureau’s  board 
of  directors.  “My  view  is  that  during  2006  our  Bureau  will  begin  to  provide 
community  leadership,  marketing  and  sales  expertise,  enthusiasm,  and 
an  extremely  clear  message  that  will  have  a very  positive  impact  on  our 
region.” 

Bateman  was  selected  at  the  Bureau’s  annual  meeting  in  November  to 
succeed  Robert  Gattin,  general  manager  of  the  Holiday  Inn  West  Bay,  as 
board  chairman. 

Chris  Gorence,  general  manager  of  the  Sugar  Beach  and  Grand  Beach 
Resorts  was  named  vice  chairman,  while  Clement  Bence,  manager  of 
the  Days  Inn  & Suites,  was  elected  secretary/treasurer. 

A native  of  England,  Bateman  has  headed  the  Grand  Traverse  Resort 
and  Spa  since  March  2003,  when  it  was  acquired  by  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians. 

He  is  a is  a 26-year  veteran  of  the  hotel  and  casino  industries,  with 
experience  as  corporate  director  of  casino  operations  for  Grand  Casinos, 
Inc.,  in  hotel  and  food  & beverage  operations  for  Isle  of  Capri  Casinos. 
Before  that,  he  spent  10  years  as  a hotel  opening  and  refurbishing 
consultant  with  Victoria  International  Corp.  in  Boston  and  worked  for 
seven  years  in  Africa  in  the  hotel  industry. 

The  Traverse  City  Convention  & Visitors  Bureau  is  a non-profit 
organization  created  to  enhance  the  economic  health  of  the  Traverse  City 
area  by  attracting  and  serving  leisure  and  convention  travelers.  According 
to  Bateman,  it  was  Gattin  and  several  other  members  of  the  board’s 
executive  committee  who  helped  chart  a new  course  for  the  organization 
during  2005.  Particularly  important,  he  said,  was  their  selection  of  Brad 
Van  Dommelen,  former  vice  president  of  the  Detroit  Metro  Convention  & 
Visitors  Bureau,  as  the  CVB’s  new  president. 

Under  Van  Dommelen’s  guidance,  said  Bateman,  Traverse  City  expects 
to  increase  its  appeal  to  existing  tourism  markets  and  develop  new 
market  opportunities  in  the  coming  year,  “despite  the  economic  woes 
faced  by  the  state  as  a whole.” 


Grand  Traverse  Band  Refinances, 
Substantially  Reduces  $80  Million  Debt 


Tribe  Reaffirms  Commitment  To  The  Resort 


PESHAWBESTOWN,  Mich.,  January  10,  2005  --  The  Grand 
Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians  announced 
today  that  the  Tribe  has  successfully  restructured  its  $80  million 
financing  that  led  to  the  acquisition  of  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and 
Spa  in  Acme  in  March  2003. 

The  balance  of  a $50  million  loan  was  paid  down  and 
refinanced  by  Grand  Traverse  Resort  & Spa  LLC  through  a new 
10-year,  $40  million  mortgage  using  the  Resort  as  collateral.  In 
addition,  $30.4  million  in  outstanding  variable  rate  bonds  issued 
by  the  GTB  Economic  Development  Corporation  in  connection 
with  the  original  acquisition  are  being  retired.  GMAC  Institutional 
Advisors  acted  as  agent  for  the  Tribe  in  securing  the  refinancing 
from  AXA  Equitable  Life  Insurance  Company. 

The  Tribe  also  reaffirmed 
that  it  has  no  plans  to  sell  the 
Grand  Traverse  Resort  and 
Spa. 


Tribal  Chairman  Robert  Kewaygoshkum  commented  on  the 
refinancing,  “The  new  financing  package  reflects  the  success  of  the 
Resort  since  the  Tribes  acquisition.  The  long  term  collateralization 
of  the  property  and  the  substantial  reduction  in  debt  load  pave  the 
way  for  considerable  strengthening  of  the  economic  outlook  for 
the  Tribe.” 

Since  the  Tribe  acquired  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and  Spa,  one 
of  the  Midwest’s  largest  and  finest  year-round  resort  destinations, 
approximately  $10  million  has  been  invested  in  needed  upgrades 
and  renovations.  Concurrently,  the  Resorts  lobby  is  undergoing  a 
$1.8  million  renovation  as  well  as  further  upgrades  to  the  property’s 
238-room  Hotel.  The  Resort’s  186  Tower  rooms  were  renovated 
last  year  at  a cost  of  $1.7  million 

The  new  financing  significantly  improves  cash  flow  for  the 
Tribe  and  allows  the  GTB  to  plan  and  pursue  growth  and  expansion 
within  their  businesses  in  order  to  maintain  a strong  competitive 
position.

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NOTES  FROM  THE  CHIEF  JUDGE 


There  have  been  a few  changes  in  how  the  tribal  court  operates 
since  I began  serving  as  your  chief  judge  in  October.  In  response 
to  a request  for  an  advisory  opinion  regarding  minor  trust  funds, 
incarcerated  members  trust  funds  and  the  RAO,  the  court  changed 
procedures  to  comply  with  requirements  of  the  RAO  and  the  tax 
agreements.  We  changed  the  hours  that  we  hold  court  to  9 a.m.  to  4 
p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday,  but  the  court  offices  are  open  daily 
from  9 a.m.  until  4 p.m.  If  you  need  to  file  something  or  talk  to  court 
staff,  you  must  do  so  after  9 a.m.  and  before  4 p.m.  unless  directed 
otherwise  by  the  court.  We  have  designated  Tuesdays  as  the  days 
we  hear  civil  cases  and  on  Friday  we  catch  up  on  the  paperwork  and 
process  arraignments  and  specially  scheduled  cases.  Wednesday  is 
drug  court  day  and  very  busy.  With  all  the  changes  being  made,  I 
thought  it  might  be  a good  idea  to  talk  to  the  GTB  community  about  a 
few  basics  of  court  operations. 

1.  Tribal  Law:  It  is  the  policy  of  the  court  as  required 
under  the  GTB  Code  that  tribal  law  will  be  applied  in  all 
possible  situations.  Only  when  there  is  no  GTB  law  that  deals 
with  a situation  or  a criminal  act,  will  the  court  apply  state 
law.  Attorneys  and  advocates  who  appear  in  tribal  court  are 
expected  to  know  applicable  GTB  law.  When  it  comes  to  driving 
infractions,  the  driving  laws  of  the  State  of  Michigan  are  applied. 

2.  Civil  and  Criminal  Law.  The  branch  of  government  that 
makes  the  laws  is  the  legislative  branch.  In  GTB  s constitutional 
structure,  Tribal  Council  is  the  legislative  branch  of  government. 
The  branch  that  applies  the  laws  to  different  disputes  and 
situations  is  the  judicial  branch,  under  GTB  law,  the  tribal 
court.  When  a person  wrongs  the  tribe  by  harming  one  of  its 
citizens  in  a way  that  is  prohibited  by  law,  the  GTB  criminal  code 
applies.  GTB  is  the  wronged  party  and  becomes  the  Plaintiff  or 
complaining  party  and  the  person  who  violated  the  criminal  code 
becomes  a Defendant.  When  an  individual  or  an  entity  wrongs 
or  harms  another  person  or  entity  or  their  property,  their  rights 
as  tribal  members  or  as  citizens,  GTB  civil  law  applies.  The  party 
who  is  wronged  is  the  Plaintiff  and  the  party  who  is  accused  of 
committing  the  wrong  is  the  Defendant. 

3.  Tribal  Court  is  a branch  of  GTB  Government:  Many 
people  think  the  tribal  courts  are  a department  of  the  GTB 
government  just  like  housing  or  human  resources.  GTB  has 

a legislative  branch  which  is  comprised  of  Tribal  Council.  A 
separate  branch  of  government,  the  Judicial  branch,  includes 
the  tribal  courts.  Council  does  not  direct  the  operation  of  the 
court  and  the  court  does  not  direct  the  making  of  law.  The 
court  interprets  and  applies  the  law  that  Council  has  enacted. 


Council  approves  many  budgets  and  it  is  responsible  for  creating 
a budget  for  legislative  branch  of  government  and  also  for  the 
judicial  branch.  Just  as  with  the  legislative  branch,  the  Court 
budget  is  comprised  of  program  and  department  budgets  as 
well  as  operations,  salaries  and  benefits  costs.  The  Court  makes 
its  own  policies  and  procedures  for  operation  of  the  courts  and 
sets  rules  for  how  court  will  be  conducted.  The  Judicial  Branch 
has  agreed  to  follow  GTB  personnel  and  accounting  policies 
but  policies  regarding  court  departments  such  as  probation  or 
programs  such  as  the  drug  courts  are  made  by  the  court,  not 
Tribal  Council.  Council  is  prohibited  from  trying  to  direct  or 
influence  judicial  decisions  and  the  courts  cannot  re-write  the 
laws  that  Council  makes.  How  the  court  decides  things  depends 
on  each  judges  interpretation  of  the  law  and  how  it  applies  to 
certain  circumstances.  Under  the  GTB  Constitution,  Council 
cannot  direct  the  court  to  decide  a case  in  any  particular  way.  If 
the  Council  thinks  that  judges  are  not  applying  the  law  correctly, 
they  can  talk  about  it  in  a general  way  but  the  judges  may  not 
discuss  specific  cases  especially  while  they  are  still  actively  before 
the  court.  The  branches  are  separate  and  independent  of  each 
other. 


4.  Procedural  Changes:  There  are  many  changes  that  are 
being  made  to  make  sure  that  everyone  who  comes  before  the 
GTB  tribal  court  gets  a chance  to  tell  their  side  of  the  story 
and  be  treated  fairly  under  the  law.  Sentencing  of  individuals 
will  not  always  be  the  same  because  people  are  different,  and 
many  different  factors  go  in  to  deciding  a proper  sentence.  I 
can  guarantee  that  sentences  will  be  issued  according  to  the 
applicable  law  and  that  whenever  you  come  to  court  and  don  t 
understand  why  the  court  is  taking  a particular  action  or 
refusing  to  act,  you  have  the  right  to  ask  why  and  get  an  answer. 
Remember  that  it  may  not  be  the  answer  you  want  to  hear,  but  I 
will  see  to  it  that  you  get  an  explanation.  If  you  have  complaints 
about  the  way  the  court  applies  the  law  the  correct  thing  to  do  is 
appeal.  If  you  have  complaints  about  the  operations  of  the  court 
and  your  ability  to  get  heard  in  court  complain  to  me  but  if  you 
think  the  law  isn’t  right,  that  is  when  it  appropriate  to  complain 
to  Tribal  Council.  I’d  be  happy  to  hear  feedback  on  the  changes 
we’ve  already  made  and  I hope  the  community  knows  we  are 
trying  to  improve  court  services.

Please  be  reminded  that  Contract  Health 
is  the  absolute  payer  of  last  resort.  This 
means  that  if  you  have  access  to  any  other 
type  of  health  coverage  - health  insurance 
through  your  employer,  health  insurance 
through  your  spouses  employer,  State  or 
Federal  health  plans  (Medicare,  Medicaid, 

MI  Child,  Champus,  etc.)  it  must  be  utilized. 

You  are  required  to  apply  for  Medicaid 
if  you  have  no  other  health  insurance.  We 
will  assist  you  in  quickly  determining  if  you 
might  be  eligible  for  Medicaid  and/or  other 
benefits.  GTB  staff  is  available  to  help  you 
with  your  health  benefits,  and  to  assist  you 
in  completing  a Medicaid  application. 

The  majority  of  Contract  Health  funds 
come  from  GTBs  tribal  revenues.  These 
funds  are  limited.  You  can  help  save 
thousands  of  tribal  dollars  by  utilizing 
your  family  health  clinic  located  within  the 
Medicine  Lodge.  When  services  outside  the 
GTB  Family  Clinic  are  necessary,  choosing 
a provider  within  the  Blue  Cross  and  Blue 
Shield  network  would  also  save  tribal  dollars. 
By  making  the  right  choices,  you  can  help 
save  your  tribal  dollars! 

Please  remember  to  submit  (or  fax)  any 
correspondence  you  receive  regarding  your 
health  care  costs  (statements,  explanation 
of  benefits,  bills,  etc.)  to  the  contract  health 
office  as  soon  as  possible  and  keep  us  up- 
dated on  information  that  may  have  an 
affect  on  your  eligibility.  We  want  to  make 
every  effort  possible  to  avoid  lingering  debts 
that  may  end  in  collections.

Native  Americans  and  Violence 

Statistics  are  usually  quoted  to  support  an  idea 
or  point  of  view.  Here  are  some  statistics  that  are 
important  for  us  to  look  at  as  a community  seeking 
to  stop  domestic  violence  and  all  violence  against 
Native  Women.  From:  American  Indians  and  Crime 
Report  Native  Women 

Victim-Offender  Relationship 

• Native  Americans  victim-offender  relationship 
was  about  the  same  as  that  reported  by  all  other 
races. 

Injuries 

• Native  American  victims  of  intimate  and  family 
violence  are  more  likely  than  victims  of  all  other 
races  to  be  injured  and  need  hospital  care.  (Medical 
costs  were  more  than  $21  million  over  a 4-year 
period.) 

Race  of  Offender 

• At  least  70%  of  the  violence  victimizations 
experienced  by  Native  Americans  are  committed  by 
persons  not  of  the  same  race  - substantially  higher 
rate  of  interracial  violence  than  experienced  by  white 
or  black  victims.

NATIVE  CULTURE 

Native  culture  is  grounded  in  the  knowledge  that  we 
are  all  related,  that  the  values  of  respect,  compassion 
and  non-violence  are  integral  to  our  survival,  and 
that  women  truly  are  sacred.  Historically  among 
Indian  people,  what  we  now  call  “confidentiality” 
was  the  practice  of  honoring  an  individuals  life 
changes  and  paths  and  the  right  to  walk  through  the 
world  with  freedom,  safety  and  respect. 
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Heart  and  blood  vessel  diseases  are  our 
nations  No.  1 killer.  Nearly  2,600 
Americans  die  each  day  from  them! 
Meanwhile,  over  64  million  adult 
American  are  living  with  them.  Many  are 
struggling  to  recover  from  heart  attack  or 
stroke,  while  others  at  high  risk  are  getting 
the  care  and  making  the  changes  necessary 
to  lower  their  risk. 

The  fact  is,  you  can  do  plenty  to  get  your 
heart  in  shape,  even  if  you’ve  had  a bad 
experience.  Healthy  changes  will  help  you 
feel  and  look  better!  Death  rates  from  heart 
attack,  stroke  and  other  cardiovascular 
diseases  are  going  down.  Healthy  lifestyles 
play  a big  part!  Now’s  the  time  to  make  up 
your  mind  to  take  some  control  over  your 
future.  You’ll  find  that  once  you  make  one 
change,  the  next  comes  more  easily. 

Here  are  some  simple  steps  to  take: 

• Don’t  smoke. 

• Have  your  blood  pressure  checked 
regularly. 

• Improve  your  eating  habits. 

• Be  more  physically  active. 

• Maintain  a healthy  weight. 

• Have  regular  medical  check-ups.

WHAT  ABOUT  PHYSICAL  ACTIVITY?

• It  helps  control  your  weight  and  blood 
pressure,  helps  you  relax,  and  can 
improve  your  mood! 

• Check  with  your  doctor  before  you 
start  if  you’ve  been  inactive  a long 
time.

• Fight  the  urge  by  going  where 
smoking  isn’t  allowed,  and  avoid 
being  around  people  who  smoke. 

• Reward  yourself  when  you  quit. 

• Keep  busy  doing  things  that  make 
it  hard  to  smoke,  like  working  in 
the  yard,  washing  dishes  and  being 
more  active. 

• Remind  yourself  that  smoking 
causes  many  diseases,  and  can  harm 
or  kill  you  and  others. 

• Ask  your  family  and  friends  to 
support  you. 


HOW  DO  I CHANGE  MY  EATING 
HABITS? 

• Ask  your  doctor,  nurse  or  licensed 
nutritionist  for  help. 

• Choose  less  often  foods  like  egg  yolks, 
fatty  meats,  skin -on  chicken,  butter 
and  cream. 

• Cut  down  on  saturated  fat,  sugar  and 
salt. 

• Substitute  fat-free  or  low-fat  milk  for 
whole  milk. 

• Bake,  broil,  grill,  roast  and  poach  - 
don’t  fry  foods  in  oil. 

• Eat  fruits,  vegetables,  cereals,  dried 
peas  and  beans,  pasta,  fish,  skinless 
poultry  and  lean  meats. 

• Limit  alcohol  to  one  drink  a day  for 
women  and  two  for  men,  and  if  you 
don’t  drink,  don’t  start. 


HOW  CAN  I BE  MORE  RELAXED? 

• Take  15  to  20  minutes  a day  to  sit 
quietly,  breathe  deeply,  and  think  of  a 
peaceful 

picture. 

• Be  more  active  every  day. 

• Limit  your  intake  of  alcohol. 

• Try  to  avoid  things  that  upset  you, 
such  as 

rush-hour  traffic. 

• Change  how  you  respond  to  difficult 

situations.  Be  positive,  not  negative. 


HOW  CAN  I REMEMBER  TO  TAKE 
MY  MEDICINE? 

• Take  it  at  the  same  time  every  day. 

• Use  a weekly  pill  box  with  separate 
compartments  for  each  day  or  time  of 
day. 

• Leave  notes  to  remind  yourself. 

• Ask  family  and  friends  to  help  remind 
you. 

• Wear  a wristwatch  with  an  alarm. 

• Try  an  e-mail  reminder  or  beeper 
service. 

• Take  a few  minutes  to  write  your  own 
questions  for  the  next  time  you  see 
your  healthcare  provider.

Frequently  Asked  Questions...  and 
Answers  About  Spit  Tobacco 

1.  Question:  What  is  smokeless/spit  tobacco?  Answer:  There 
are  two  main  types  of  smokeless  tobacco-  snuff  and  chewing 
tobacco.  Snuff  comes  in  a round  tin  can  or  is  packaged  in  small 
packets  that  look  like  tea  bags.  It  is  finely  ground  or  shredded 
tobacco.  Typically,  the  user  places  a pinch  or  dip  between  the 
cheek  and  gum.  Another  variety  of  snuff  is  a fine  powder  and  is 
inhaled  or  snorted  into  the  nose.  Chewing  tobacco  is  available  in 
loose  leaf  chew,  plugs  or  twist.  These  products  come  in  cellophane 
or  in  a pouch.  This  information  is  available  in  a pamphlet; 
Smokeless  Tobacco  A Deadly  Addiction  by  Herbert  H.  Severson, 
PhD.  www.chewfree.com 

2.  Question:  Do  we  call  these  products  spit/chew  or  smokeless 
tobacco?  Answer:  This  is  a common  question  which  lacks  a 
concrete  answer.  Smokeless  tobacco  is  the  name  of  these  products 
given  to  them  by  the  tobacco  industry.  Using  the  term  smokeless, 
unfortunately,  sounds  like  “harmless.”  Therefore,  whenever 
possible  it  is  important  to  refer  to  these  products  as  spit  or 
chewing  tobacco.  In  some  instances,  one  may  have  to  use  the  word 
smokeless;  for  example,  when  conducting  internet  research,  many 
studies  are  listed  under  smokeless  tobacco.

3.  Question:  What  makes  spit  tobacco  so  addictive  and 
harmful?  Answer:  All  tobacco  products  contain  nicotine,  which 
is  very  addictive.  The  most  harmful  carcinogens  in  spit  and 
chewing  tobacco  are  called  nitrosamines.  These  are  formed  during 
the  growing,  curing,  fermenting  and  aging  of  American  tobacco. 
According  to  the  Mayo  Clinic.dwww.mavoclinic.comh  some  spit 
tobacco  products  contain  additives  which  increase  the  rate  which 
nicotine  is  absorbed  into  the  body.  If  you  look  at  the  types  of  spit, 
chew  and  snuff  sold  in  retail  outlets,  you  will  notice  different 
products  for  the  beginner;  they  are  easily  identified  by  their  sweet, 
fruit  flavors  (i.e.  apple,  cherry,  peach,  etc.).  Over  time,  the  spit 
and  snuff  user  graduates  to  products  with  more  nicotine.  Someone 
who  has  chewed  for  a long  time  uses  a stronger  product  and 
uses  it  more  frequently  to  receive  the  same  effect.  Check  out  the 
American  Dental  Association  t www.ada.orgh  website  for  a list  of 
some  of  the  cancer  causing  chemicals  found  in  spit  tobacco. 


Question:  Are  spit,  chew  and  snuff  safe 
alternatives  to  cigarettes?  Answer:  No, 

they  are  not  a safe  alternative.  U.S.  Smokeless 
Tobacco  Company  is  promoting  its  products 
by  claiming  their  products  to  be  less  of  a 
health  risk  than  smoking  cigarettes.  Harm 
reduction  remains  a debate  among  health 
advocates.  All  tobacco  use  is  risky  and  may 
cause  cancer  as  well  as  other  diseases.

Michigan  Department  of  Community  Health 
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Gearing  up  for  2006  Native  American  Cup 

Directors  of  the  Native  American  Cup  organization  are  hoping  to  improve 
upon  the  success  of  their  signature  fundraising  event,  the  Native  American 
Cup  “Presented  by  Charter  Communications”.  A native  operated  non-profit 
organization,  the  Native  American  Cup  organization  awards  scholarships  to 
college  bound  Native  Americans.  The  scholarships  are  funded  through  various 
fundraising  events  and  the  sale  of  logo  items.  “It  is  a very  small  way  for  us  to 
give  back  to  the  native  community,  and  have  a great  time  doing  it”,  said  board 
chairman  Henry  Boulley  Jr. 

The  goal  for  the  2006  event  is  to  field  eight  teams  in  the  tribal  division,  four  teams  in 
the  newly  created  association  division,  and  eight  teams  in  the  newly  created  sponsors 
tournament.  “If  we  can  hit  our  team  targets,  we  will  award  $16,000  in  scholarships,  and 
have  a phenomenal  tournament  at  the  same  time”,  said  Boulley. 

The  tribal  division  is  for  complete  tribal  teams  consisting  of  twelve  golfers  comprised 
of  tribal  members  or  natives  employed  by  the  tribe.  The  association  division  is  for  all- 
star  teams  comprised  of  twelve  native  golfers  representing  a state,  region,  association, 
or  just  a group  of  friends  that  want  to  play  against  the  best.  The  sponsors  division  is  for 
corporate  teams  comprised  of  four  golfers,  and  is  a two-day  tournament.  “We  want  to  give 
maximum  value  to  the  sponsors,  so  this  becomes  a can’t  miss  event  for  them”,  Boulley 
explained. 

The  Sault  Ste  Marie  Tribe  of  Chippewa  Indians  won  the  2005  event,  an  event  marked  by 
the  appearance  of  PGA  star  Notah  Begay  III.  “Having  Notah  play  in  the  event  was  very 
important  for  us.  In  addition  to  the  awarding  of  the  scholarship,  three  natives  received  life 
experiences  from  being  able  to  play  with  and  against  Notah.”  Said  Boulley,  “You  can’t 
put  a price  tag  on  that.” 

Modeled  loosely  after  the  Ryder  Cup;  the  Native  American  Cup  is  a three-day  event 
played  over  three  separate  golf  courses,  in  various  team  and  singles  competition.  Two- 
person  teams  compete  in  the  Friday  afternoon  round  consisting  of  best  ball  on  the  front 
nine  followed  by  a back  nine  of  scramble.  The  Saturday  morning  round  is  comprised  of 
two-person  teams  again  playing  best  ball  on  the  front  nine  and  then  moving  to  the  very 
difficult  and  challenging  alternate  shot  on  the  back  nine.  Sunday’s  morning  round  is 
straight  up  singles  match  play.  The  team  that  compiles  the  most  points  wins  the  cup  for 
their  division. 

The  2006  Native  American  Cup  “Presented  by  Charter  Communications”  will  be  held 
August  4-5-6;  and  will  be  played  over  the  championship  courses  of  the  Grand  Traverse 
Resort  and  Spa,  which  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
& Chippewa  Indians.  “It  is  a very  worthy  cause  and  a great  event  to  play  in”,  said  GTB 
Chairman  Robert  Kewaygoshkum.  “We  are  very  proud  to  host  an  event  of  this  stature  at 
our  facility.”  The  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and  spa  is  a world-class  facility  located  in  Acme, 
just  north  of  Traverse  City  Michigan. 

A recently  concluded  hosting  agreement  keeps  the  Native  American  Cup  at  the  resort 
through  2010.  “The  foundation  for  the  event  is  laid,  now  we’ve  got  to  start  working 
with  the  tribe’s  to  increase  participation.”  Said  Boulley,  “More  tribe’s  means  more 
scholarships,  and  that’s  what  this  is  all  about.”

KEATON’S  NEW  YEAR  NEW  HOPE! 


To  family  and  friends, 

It  has  been  a year  since  my  son  Keaton  was  diagnosed  with 
leukemia.  There  are  three  phases  to  his  chemotherapy:  the 
induction,  the  continuation,  and  the  maintenance  phase.  He 
successfully  made  it  through  the  induction,  which  placed 
him  in  remission  within  the  first  week.  He  survived  the 
continuation  phase  where  he  would  have  inpatient  stays  for 
four  days  every  three  weeks,  to  administer  chemotherapy  for 
24  hours  straight.  He  endured  cranial  radiation  during  the 
summer  and  he  is  now  in  the  maintenance  phase  where  he 
has  weekly  chemotherapy.  We  were  fortunate  enough  once 
we  reached  the  maintenance  phase  that  we  only  have  to  travel 
to  Ann  Arbor  every  three  weeks,  otherwise  he  receives  some 
chemo  at  the  Traverse  City  Infusion  Clinic.  The  maintenance 
phase  will  continue  for  an  additional  2 years.  We  are  grateful 
and  happy  that  we  have  made  through  this  1st  year  without  any 
relapses. 

My  family  has  faced  a tough  road,  from  big  sister  feeling  like 
it  was  her  fault  that  her  brother  got  sick,  to  “it’s  not  fair  all  the 
things  he  gets”  to  finally  understanding  that  what’s  unfair  is 
that  brother  is  sick  with  a disease  that  ultimately  may  take  his 
life.  She  realized  that  brother  is  the  one  getting  shots,  poked 
for  blood  draws  or  spinal  taps  and  that  it  was  not  pleasant  and 
that  people  just  wanted  to  make  Keaton  feel  comfortable. 

During  all  of  this  Keaton  shows  tremendous  strength  at  all  of  his 

clinic  visits  and  hospital  stays.  He  tells  the  nurse  when  he  would 


be  accessed  for  blood  draws  “I  don’t  cry,”  and  he  also  likes  to 
wink  at  them  to  get  them  to  smile.  He  isn’t  afraid  of  the  doctor’s 
anymore  and  will  tell  them  that  their  breath  stinks  or  that  they  look 
funny.  He  likes  to  joke  around  and  sweet  talk  staff  for  chocolate 
milk  or  candy.  He  endures  emotional  mood  swings,  hunger  crazes, 
and  stomach  ulcers  when  he  is  on  his  steroid  medication.  His  body 
seems  to  be  adjusting  to  the  chemo  treatments  as  his  hair  has  grown 
back,  but  he  can  only  attend  school  when  his  immune  system  will 
allow.  There  are  times  I forget  this  little  boy  has  cancer;  we  are 
thankful  to  be  blessed  with  such  a remarkable  child.  There  have 
been  times  that  I doubted  our  family’s  ability  to  make  it  through 
this  1st  year  and  if  it  weren’t  for  all  of  our  friends  and  family’s 
support  and  prayers  we  may  not  have. 

I wanted  to  thank  everyone  again  for  all  your  support  this  past  year. 
We  can’t  express  enough  gratitude.  We  pray  for  everyone’s  health 
and  happiness.

I hope  that  one  and  all  had  a great  and 
enjoyable  holiday.  I would  like  to  take  a 
moment  to  bring  to  everyone’s  attention 
the  recent  increase  in  the  Northern 
Michigan  area  of  structure  fire  s and 
to  remind  everyone  that  we  all  need 
to  practice  extra  safety  when  using 
alternative  heating  sources  around  our 
homes  and  places  of  employment.  Many 
of  the  fires  that  have  happened  have  been 
caused  not  by  being  careless  with  space 
heaters  and  other  heat  sources,  but  by 
trying  to  save  money  on  our  heating  bills. 
We  still  need  to  exercise  caution  while 
using  these  items. 

Some  of  the  fires  were  due  to  improper 
installation  of  appliances  or  not  heeding 


FURNACE  HEATING 

It’s  important  that  you  have  your  furnace  inspected 
to  ensure  that  it  is  in  good  working  condition. 

• Be  sure  all  furnace  controls  and 
emergency  shutoffs  are  in  proper  working 
condition. 

• Leave  furnace  repairs  to  qualified 
specialists.  Do  not  attempt  repairs  yourself 
unless  you  are  qualified. 

• Inspect  the  walls  and  ceiling  near  the 
furnace  and  along  the  chimney  line.  If  the 
wall  is  hot  or  discolored,  additional  pipe 
insulation  or  clearance  may  be  required. 

• Check  the  flue  pipe  and  pipe  seams.  Are 
they  well  supported,  free  of  holes,  and 
cracks?  Soot  along  or  around  seams  may 
bean  indicator  of  a leak. 

• Is  the  chimney  solid,  with  cracks  or  loose 
bricks?  All  unused  flue  openings  should  be 
sealed  with  solid  masonry. 

• Keep  trash  and  other  combustibles  away 
from  the  heating  system. 

OTHER  FIRE  SAFETY  TIPS 

• Never  discard  hot  ashes  inside  or  near  the 
home.  Place  them  in  a metal  container 
outside  and  well  away  from  the  house. 

• Never  use  a range  or  an  oven  as  a 
supplemental  heating  device.  Not  only  is  it 
a safety  hazard,  it  can  be  a source  of 
pote  n t i a I ly  toxi  c f u m es . 

• If  you  use  an  electric  heater,  be  sure  not  to 
overload  the  circuit.  Only  use  extension 
cords  which  have  the  necessary  rating  to 
carry  the  amp  load.  TIP:  Choose  an 
extension  cord  the  same  size  or  larger  than 
the  appliance  electrical  cord. 


manufacturer  s recommendations  for 
use.  Sometimes  the  fires  were  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  appliances  were  left  on 
while  not  around  or  while  the  occupants 
were  a sleep  and  not  aware  of  occurring 
problems  with  the  appliance.  You  may 
not  necessarily  have  a fire  from  improper 
use,  but  could  have  a gas  leak  or  carbon 


monoxide  problem  if  not  properly 
installed  and  used  correctly. 

So  if  you  are  going  to  use  alternative 
heat  sources,  please  take  care  and  use 
only  when  around  to  monitor  their  use 
and  never  use  them  while  sleeping.  Not 
only  can  these  appliances  cause  fires,  but 
they  can  also  create  a carbon  monoxide 
problem  in  your  home  making  you  very 
sick  or  resulting  in  death  if  exposed  long 
enough. 

Thank  you  and  remember  that  fire  and 
life  safety  starts  with  you.  Only  you  can 
be  responsible  for  your  best  well-being.

• Aviod  using  electrical  space  heaters  in 
bathrooms,  or  other  areas  where  they  may 
come  in  contact  with  water. 

• Frozen  water  pipes?  Never  try  to  thaw  them 
with  a blow  torch  or  other  open  flame, 
(otherwise  the  pipe  could  conduct  the  heat 
and  ignite  the  wall  structure  inside  the  wall 
space).  Use  hot  water  or  a UL  labeled  device 
such  as  a hand  held  dryer  for  thawing. 

• If  windows  are  used  as  emergency  exits  in 
your  home,  practice  using  them  in  the  event 
fire  should  strike.  Be  sure  that  all  the 
windows  open  easily.  Home  escape  ladders 
are  recommended. 


• If  there  is  a fire  hydrant  near  your  home  you 
can  assist  the  fire  department  by  keeping 
the  hydrant  clear  of  snow  so  in  the  event  it  is 
needed,  it  can  be  located. 

FINALLY . . . 

• Be  sure  every  level  of  your  home  has  a 
working  smoke  alarm,  and  be  sure  to  check 
and  clean  it  on  a monthly  basis. 

• Plan  and  practice  a home  escape  plan  with 
yourfamily. 

• Contact  your  local  fire  department  for  advice 
if  you  have  a question  on  Home  Fire  Safety.

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WINTER  FIRE  SAFETY  TIPS 
FOR  THE  HOME 

The  high  cost  of  home  heating  fuels  and  utilities 
have  caused  many  Americans  to  search  for 
alternate  sources  of  home  heating.  The  use  of 
wood  burning  stoves  is  growing  and  space  heaters 
are  selling  rapidly,  or  coming  out  of  storage. 
Fireplaces  are  burning  wood  and  man  made  logs. 

All  these  methods  of  heating  may  be  acceptable. 
They  are  however,  a major  contributing  factor  in 
residential  fires.  Many  of  these  fires  can  be 
prevented.  The  followingfire  safety  tips  can  help  you 
maintain  a fire  safe  home  this  winter. 

KEROSENE  HEATERS 

• Be  sure  your  heater  is  in  good  working 
condition.  Inspect  exhaust  parts  for  carbon 
buildup  . Be  sure  the  heater  has  an  emergency 
shut  off  in  case  the  heater  is  tipped  over. 

• Never  use  fuel  burning  appliances  without 
proper  room  venting.  Burning  fuel  (coal  or 
kerosene  or  propane,  for  example)  can 
produce  deadly  fumes. 

• Use  ONLY  the  fuel  recommended  by  the  heater 
manufacturer.  NEVER  introduce  a fuel  into  a 
unit  not  designed  for  that  type  fuel. 

• Keep  kerosene,  or  other  flammable  liquids 
stored  in  approved  metal  containers,  in  well 
ventilated  storage  areas,  outside  of  the  house. 

• NEVER  fill  the  heater  while  it  is  operating  or 
hot.  When  refueling  an  oil  or  kerosene  unit, 
avoid  overfilling.  DO  NOT  use  cold  fuel  for  it 
may  expand  in  the  tank  as  it  warms  up. 

• Refueling  should  be  done  outside  of  the  home 
(or  outdoors). 


• Keep  young  children  away  from  space  heaters-  - 
Especially  when  they  are  wearing  night  gowns 
or  other  loose  clothing  that  can  be  easily  ignited. 

• When  usingafuel  burningappliance  in  the  bed- 
room, be  sure  there  is  proper  ventilation  to  pre- 
vent a buildup  of  carbon  monoxide. 

WOOD  STOVES  AND 
FIREPLACES 

Wood  stoves  and  fireplaces  are  becoming  a very 
common  heat  source  in  homes.  Careful  attention  to 
safety  can  minimize  their  fire  hazard. 


To  use  them  safely: 

• Be  sure  the  fireplace  or  stove  is  installed 
properly.  Woodstoves  should  have  adequate 
clearance  (36”)  from  combustible  surfaces, 
and  proper  floor  support  and  protection. 

• Woodstoves  should  be  of  good  quality,  solid 
construction  and  design,  and  should  be  UL 
listed. 

• Have  the  chimney  inspected  annually  and 
cleaned  if  necessary,  especially  if  it  has  not 
been  used  for  some  time. 

• Do  not  use  flammable  liquids  to  start  or 
accelerate  any  fire. 


• Keep  a glass  or  metal  screen  in  front  of  the 
fireplace  opening,  to  prevent  embers  or 
sparks  from  jumping  out,  unwanted  material 
from  going  in,  and  help  prevent  the  possibility 
of  burns  to  occupants. 


• The  stove  should  be  burned  hot  twice  a day 
for  15-30  minutes  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
creosote  buildup. 

• Don’t  use  excessive  amounts  of  paper  to 
build  roaringfires  in  fireplaces.  It  is  possible  to 
ignite  creosote  in  the  chimney  by  overbuilding 
the  fire. 

• Never  burn  charcoal  indoors.  Burning 
charcoal  can  give  off  lethal  amounts  of 
carbon  monoxide. 

• Keep  flammable  materials  away  from  your 
fireplace  mantel.  A spark  from  the  fireplace 
could  easily  ignite  these  materials. 

• Before  you  go  to  sleep,  be  sure  your  fireplace 
fire  is  out.  NEVER  close  your  damper  with 
hot  ashes  in  the  fireplace.  A closed  damper 
will  help  the  fire  to  heat  up  again  and  will  force 
toxic  carbon  monoxide  into  the  house. 

• If  synthetic  logs  are  used,  follow  the 
directions  on  the  package.  NEVER  break  a 
synthetic  log  apart  to  quicken  the  fire  or  use 
more  than  one  log  at  a time.  They  often  burn 
unevenly,  releasing  higher  levels  of  carbon 
monoxide. 


Adults  may  face 
charges  in  blaze

HARBOR  SPRINGS  - Three  youngsters 
escaped  injury  in  a blaze  that  destroyed  their 
apartment,  but  the  adults  who  left  them  home  alone 
may  be  prosecuted. 

The  children,  ages  4,  3 and  eight  months, 
were  left  unsupervised  Monday  afternoon  in  their 
apartment  in  central  Emmet  County,  midway 
between  Cross  Village  and  Harbor  Springs. 

The  oldest  child  accidentally  started  the 
blaze  with  a lighter,  officials  said.  The  case  was 
submitted  to  the  Emmet  County  prosecutor  for 
review. 


“They  (adults)  had  gone  to  the  store  and  said  that 
somebody  was  supposed  to  have  been  watching  them. 
We  don’t  know  for  sure  who  that  somebody  was,” 
said  John  Booth,  fire  chief  for  Cross  Village  and  two 
adjacent  townships. 

Booth  said  the  apartment,  part  of  a duplex  at  2864 
S.  State  Road,  was  occupied  by  Jennifer  Byrd,  24.  She 
could  not  be  reached  for  comment. 

“The  four-year-old  told  us  they  were  in  the  house 
and  it  was  dark.  He  couldn’t  reach  the  light  switch” 
so  he  picked  up  a lighter,  Booth  said.  “He  dropped 
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the  lighter,  it  fell  onto  a bag.  It  caught.  He 
retrieved  his  two  sisters  and  left  the  house.” 

The  children  went  to  their  grandparents’ 
apartment,  in  an  adjacent  building.  The  911 
call  came  from  that  apartment  shortly  before  6 
p.m.  Booth  said. 

When  firefighters  arrived,  the  grandfather 
and  another  man  were  fighting  the  blaze  with 
a garden  hose.  The  adults  drove  up  to  the 
scene  after  firefighters  arrived,  Booth  said. 

Emmet  County  Sheriff  Peter  Wallin  said 
the  adults  could  face  child  neglect  charges. 

“It  doesn’t  matter  if  it’s  a few  minutes  or 
a long  time,”  he  said.  “If  you’re  a parent,  you 
don’t  leave  kids  unattended.” 
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Ohio  Analysis:  Homes  With 
Smoke  Alarms  Have  More  Fire 
Injuries

Although  it  may  run  counter  to  conventional  wisdom, 
Columbus  residents  are  far  more  likely  to  be  injured  in 
fires  when  smoke  alarms  blare  than  when  they  don't,  a 
Dispatch  analysis  of  the  past  four  years  found. 

In  addition,  being  alerted  by  a smoke  alarm  didn't 
increase  residents'  chances  of  escaping  death  during 
blazes,  the  fire  data  show. 

Despite  the  findings,  fire-safety  experts  say  every 
residence  should  be  equipped  with  alarms.  "Smoke 
detectors  save  lives,"  Columbus  Fire  Battalion  Chief 
Douglas  Smith  said. 

Marty  Ahrens,  manager  of  fire-analysis  services  for  the 
National  Fire  Protection  Association,  added,  "Smoke 
alarms  don't  provide  any  guarantees.  But  you're  much 
better  off  with  them  than  without  them." 

One  of  the  main  reasons  for  so  many  injuries  in 
detector-equipped  residences  is  simple,  Ahrens  and 
Smith  said.  Because  alarms  often  warn  people  when 
fires  are  still  in  their  infancies,  residents  try  to  douse 
the  blazes  on  their  own.  Such  do-it-yourself  firefighting 
often  leads  to  injuries,  they  said. 

"For  some  people,  getting  injured  might  be  worth  it,  if 
you  save  your  house  and  aren't  hurt  too  badly,"  Ahrens 
said. 

On  the  other  hand,  fires  that  erupt  in  homes  without 
working  alarms  often  are  well  under  way  when  residents 
discover  them.  By  that  time,  it's  too  late  to  try  putting 
them  out  on  their  own,  Ahrens  said.

The  Dispatch's  analysis  of  Columbus  fires  from  2002 
through  last  year  in  houses,  apartments,  nursing  homes 
and  other  residences  found: 

* One  person  in  every  17.3  fires  was  injured  where 
there  were  no  detectors  or  the  alarms  were  not  working. 
One  person  in  every  13.1  fires  was  injured  where 
there  were  working  smoke  detectors.  In  other  words, 
residents  were  almost  one-third  more  likely  to  be  injured 
when  they  had  operating  alarms. 

* One  person  in  about  every  106  fires  died  in  residences 
with  working  alarms.  One  person  in  about  every  108 
fires  died  in  homes  with  no  detectors,  or  alarms  that 
didn't  work.  There  was  virtually  no  difference  in  the 
rate  of  fatalities  between  detector  and  no-detector 
residences. 

The  analysis  included  only  blazes  in  which  firefighters 
determined  conclusively  that  residences  were  or 
were  not  equipped  with  working  detectors.  Such 
determinations  could  be  made  in  72  percent  of  the  fires. 
The  Columbus  injury  statistics  are  similar  to  statewide 
data  collected  by  the  Ohio  fire  marshal's  office.  Although 
the  most  recent  available  state  statistics  are  from  2000 
to  2003,  they  show  that  people  were  20  percent  more 
likely  to  be  injured  in  residences  equipped  with  working 
smoke  alarms. 

However,  the  state's  data  are  markedly  different 
involving  fire  deaths.  Statewide,  residents  were  twice  as 
likely  to  escape  death  in  residences  with  working  alarms, 
the  2000-03  data  show. 

Smith  said  comparing  city  fire  deaths  over  a four-year 
span  is  tricky.  The  data  show  a total  of  31  deaths  during 
that  time. 

"That's  a pretty  small  number,"  he  said.  "A  couple  of 
fires  where  there  were  multiple  deaths  can  throw  off 
your  analysis." 

Alcohol  and  drugs  also  play  important  roles  in  fire-death 
statistics,  Ahrens  added.  If  a resident  is  passed  out  from 
drinking  or  taking  drugs,  smoke  alarms  usually  don't 
help,  she  said. 

Nationwide,  16  percent  of  the  people  who  died  in  fires 
with  working  alarms  were  impaired  from  alcohol  or 
drugs,  she  said. 

In  addition,  another  14  percent  of  the  fatalities  involved 
people  with  physical  or  mental  disabilities,  she  said. 

"Analyzing  these  statistics  isn't  as  easy  as  it  looks," 
Ahrens  said.  "Smoke  alarms  are  the  most  useful  when 
people  are  asleep."

The  Grand  Traverse  Underwater  Preserve

In  fall  of  2005,  representatives  of 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Natural 
Resources  Department  staff  were 
asked  to  sit  on  the  governing 
Council  of  the  newly  formed 
Grand  Traverse  Underwater 
Preserve  (GTBUP).  Greg 
MacMaster,  of  Channel  7 & 4 
weather  fame,  is  the  president 
and  founder  of  the  GTBUP 
Council.  The  purpose  of  the 
GTBUP  Council  is  to  provide 
a framework  for  the  eventual 
establishment  of  an  underwater 
preserve  in  Grand  Traverse  Bay  (the  Bay)  with  a focus  on  preserving 
shipwrecks  in  the  Bay  in  addition  to  initiating  an  intentional  sinking 
of  a vessel  for  recreational  diving  purposes.  Because  there  is  a lack 
of  known  shipwrecks  in  the  Bay  and  little  else  of  interest  to  dive  on, 
an  intentionally  sunk  vessel  would  provide  divers,  local  and  tourist 
alike,  with  a new  opportunity  that  may  prove  a boom  to  the  local 
economy.  Two  locations  which  are  being  evaluated  for  potential  vessel 
sinking  include  Bowers  Harbor  and  the  area  south  of  Lee  Point,  both 
of  which  would  provide  protection  from  prevailing  winds  and  access 
to  divers  without  a boat.  Because  of  the  Band’s  strong  link  to  the  Bay, 
the  Council  wanted  to  address  questions  regarding  potential  conflicts 


with  commercial  fishing  areas  and  culturally  sensitive  locations  which 
may  be  impacted  by  the  sinking  of  a vessel.  The  initial  concern  of 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  representatives  to  the  Lee  Point  location 
was  that  it  was  too  sensitive  of  an  area  as  far  as  commercial  fishing 
was  concerned.  However,  upon  looking  at  the  bank  characteristics 
of  the  site  at  Lee  Point,  as  well  as  preliminary  discussions  with  a 
local  Grand  Traverse  Band  fisherman,  the  location  may  be  feasible. 

Additionally,  staff  from  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Natural  Resources  Department  consulted  with  the  Elders 
Advisory  Committee  in  an  effort  to  determine  if  there 
are  areas  of  the  Bay  which  hold  cultural  significance  so 
as  not  to  sink  a vessel  in  these  areas.  Once  a location 
is  determined  and  a vessel  secured,  the  vessel  must 
meet  Michigan  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
(MDEQ)  and  United  States  Coast  Guard  (USCG) 
standards  for  cleanliness.  All  fuels,  oils,  asbestos,  and 
any  other  hazardous  materials  must  be  removed  prior 
to  sinking.  The  cleaning  process  can  take  a couple  of 
years  depending  on  the  size  of  the  vessel.  The  most 
likely  candidate  at  this  time  is  a 384’  car  ferry  called  the 
Arthur  K.  Atkinson  that  has  plied  the  waters  of  the  Bay 
in  the  past.  Currently  the  Arthur  K.  Atkinson  is  docked 
at  Detour  Village  in  northern  Lake  Huron.  Once  the  vessel  is  in  place 
on  the  bottom  of  the  Bay,  it  will  likely  attract  divers  from  near  and  far 
which  will  be  an  economic  shot  in  the  arm  for  the  local  economy.

CORA  REGULATIONS  AMENDMENTS 

On  December  1,  2005,  the  Chippewa  Ottawa  Resource  Authority’s  Great  Lakes  Resources  Committee  took  action  to  amend  the  Chippewa  Ottawa 

Resource  Authority  Commercial,  Subsistence,  and  Recreational  Fishing  Regulations  for  the  1836  Ceded  Waters  of  Lake  Superior,  Huron  and 

Michigan  in  Section  III,  IX  and  XXVIII.  The  amendments  are  as  follows: 

Section  III.  Definitions,  a new  subsection  (cc)  will  be  added  and  will  read: 

(cc)  “Active  fishing  boat”  means  a boat  which  is  used  for  fishing  at  least  once  in  any  14-day  period  (weather  permitting)  and  which  is 
observed  at  an  access  site  either  unloading  fish  or  leaving  the  site  to  engage  in  fishing. 

Section  IX.  Gear  Restrictions,  changes  in  subsection  (c  )(4)and  will  read(changes  in  Italics ): 

(4)  All  trap  nets  used  for  fishing  from  September  1 through  December  31  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  the  surface  of  the  water  shall 
have  a staff  buoy  on  the  pot  and  at  the  terminating  end  of  the  lead,  with  at  least  four  (4)  feet  exposed  above  the  surface 
of  the  water  with  a red  or  orange  flag  no  less  than  twelve  (12)  inches  by  twelve  (12)  inches  bearing  the  license  number  of 
the  fisher  affixed  to  the  top  of  the  staff.  Each  net  shall  have  placed  at  the  king  anchor  and  at  the  end  of  the  wings  a red  or 
orange  float  not  less  than  one  (1)  gallon  in  size,  or  a red  or  orange  PVC  float  that  is  at  least  six  (6)  inches  by  fourteen  (14) 
inches  in  size.  Each  trap  net  lead  shall  have  attached  along  the  top  edge  of  the  net  fluorescent  orange  floats  at  least  six  (6) 
inches  by  fourteen  (14)  inches  in  size,  which  are  evenly  spaced  along  the  length  of  the  lead  every  300  feet  or  less;  provided, 
trap  net  fishers  may  request  from  their  Tribe  an  exemption  from  this  requirement  for  nets  located  in  areas  of  strong  current. 
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Section  IX.  Gear  Restrictions,  additional  sentence  added  to  subsection  (1)  to  read  (addition  in  italics ); 

(1)  No  tribal  fisher  shall  have  unattended  nets  in  1836  Treaty  waters.  Unattended  and  abandoned  nets  may  be  seized  by  an 

enforcement  officer  and  forfeited;  provided,  that  if  the  nets  have  been  reported  to  the  appropriate  Tribe  as  vandalized  or  lost 
prior  to  seizure,  the  fisher  shall  be  provided  a reasonable  opportunity  to  retrieve  the  nets. 

Section  XXVII.  Use  of  Access  Sites,  two  new  subsections  added  (b)(9)  & (b)(10)  to  read: 

(9)  Only  active  fishing  boats  may  be  moored  at  an  access  site  from  April  1 to  December  3 1 of  each  year;  provided  that  such 
requirement  shall  not  apply  during  the  closed  season  for  whitefish. 


(10)  Unless  specified  otherwise  in  the  access  site  permit,  no  boat  shall  be  left  on  the  beach  of  the  access  site. 


Per  Section  XIV.B9  (2)(a)  of  the  Consent  Decree,  thirty-day  notice  was  given  and  there  were  no  contests.  For  a complete  copy  of  the 
regulations  please  stop  by  or  call  the  Natural  Resource  Department  at  231-534-7500.

AMERICAN  MARTEN  PROJECT  UPDATE 

Two  marten  study  sites  have  been  identified  in  the  Northern  Lower  Peninsula  (NLP):  the  Manistee 
National  Forest  (MNF),  and  the  Pigeon  River  Country  State  Forest  (PRSF).  The  MNF  encompasses  over 
212,000  ha  of  forest,  highly  fragmented  with  private  land  ownership.  The  forest  landscape  is  also  highly 
fragmented  with  red  ( Pinus  resinosa)  and  jack  pine  (P.  banksiana)  plantations  with  some  intermixed  mature 

hardwoods  (Harden  1998).  Less  fragmented  than  the  MNF,  the  PRSF  is  currently  composed  of  approximately  98,000  ha  of  forest  containing 
fewer  pinD 

Resources,  personal  communication). 


Pine  Marten 


This  project  will  investigate  home-range  dynamics  and  patterns  of  habitat  use  for  American  martens  in  the  NLP  of  Michigan.  This  research 
will  provide  important  ecological  information  for  this  little-studied  Michigan  furbearer.  Home  range  and  habitat-use  analyses  will  be  used 
to  create  a computer  model  indicating  areas  of  favorable  marten  habitat  throughout  the  NLP.  The  model  may  be  used  to  guide  future  forest 
management  for  this  sensitive  species  and  possible  future  population  supplementation. 


Objectives 

1.  Determine  intersexual  differences  in  home-range  size. 

2.  Determine  habitat  selection  at  both  the  landscape  and  home-range  levels. 

3.  Develop  a computer-based  model  depicting  areas  of  favorable  marten  habitat 
throughout  the  NLP. 


Progress 

Radio  Telemetry  and  Survival 

There  are  currently  6 radio-collared  martens  in  the  MNF.  Of  the  9 originally  collared  martens  in  the  MNF,  1 male  slipped  the  radio  collar  and 
3 animals  (2  males  and  1 female)  went  off  the  air:  2 due  battery  expiration  and  1 due  to  collar  malfunction. 

There  are  currently  8 radio-collared  martens  in  the  PRSF.  Of  the  1 1 originally  collared  martens  in  the  PRSF,  there  have  been  2 female 

mortalities  and  2 males  went  off  the  air  due  to  collar  malfunction.

2005  DEER  SEASON  PRELIMINARY  HARVEST  RESULTS 


In  general,  it  looks  as  though  the  2005  deer  hunting  season  for  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
was  not  as  successful  as  previous  years.  Preliminary  figures  show  that  total  deer  harvest 
for  Tribal  license  holders  was  down  as  were  the  number  of  deer  tags  issued  (517)  to 
hunters  (211).  As  usual,  most  deer  (90%)  were  harvested  during  the  firearm  season. 
Most  of  the  deer  harvest  was  from  Leelanau  County,  however  the  majority  of  the 
reported  harvest  occurred  in  unknown  counties.  Forty  percent  of  (40%)  of  the  harvest 
was  taken  between  November  1 and  14.  The  following  tables  summarize  the  2005  GTB 
deer  harvest: 


Completed  tags  include  the  DATE  of  harvest, 
SEX  of  animal,  METHOD  of  harvest  and 
COUNTY  where  deer  was  harvested.  Also, 
if  you  do  not  fill  the  harvest  tag  you  still 
must  return  the  unfilled  tags  to  the  Natural 
Resources  Department  by  February  1,  2006.

Pauline  was  born  at  Northport,  MI,  she  was  delivered  by  Dr. 
Bolen.  She  lived  on  Manns  Rd.  (now  LeMann)  back  in  the 
sticks.  Her  Mom  & Dad  owned  a cherry  orchard  back  then. 

It  was  purchased  from  a family  named  Thomas.  At  that  time 
all  of  her  family  lived  at  home.  Their  closest  neighbor  was 
Esther  Manitowash,  Pauline’s  grandmother.  This  place  was 
a spot  that  many  “events”  took  place.  A lot  of  local  Indians 
attended  these  “events”  that  took  place  at  the  Manitowash 
home.  Some  “events”  described  were  to  listen  to  “Big 
George”  tap  the  piano!  Big  George  was  her  Grandmother 
Esther’s  mate.  They  had  a regular  Ho-down  that  took  place 
at  Esther’s  home.  A lot  of  singing,  dancing,  and  general 
fun  was  had  by  all.  The  driveway  leading  to  the  house  was 
wicked.  Many  vehicles  went  over  the  bank  and  got  stuck. 
Everyone  would  have  to  leave  the  party  to  go  help  them  get 
out  of  the  ditch! 

The  Aneweski  boys  & Pauline’s  sisters  Charlotte  & 
Dorothy  would  walk  clear  to  the  Indian  Camp  grounds  & 
catch  suckers  to  bring  them  home  and  divide  them  up.  If 
there  weren’t  enough  suckers  brought  back  to  divide  up,  then 
they  just  made  one  large  meal  at  Grandma  Esther’s  house. 
Other  than  working  the  orchard  this  was  pretty  much  their 
life.  They  had  migrant  workers  come  and  help  pick  the 


cherries.  Her  father  became  diabetic  and  gangrene  set  in  on 
his  leg.  They  then  had  to  sell  out  and  moved  to  Missaukee 
County  in  1949.  They  lived  near  Merritt  about  a mile  from 
present  day  Merritt  Speedway.  Her  father  passed  away 
within  about  a year.  Pauline  remembers  she  was  about  41/2 
years  old  at  the  time.  Back  then  they  did  not  know  much 
about  diabetes.  He  never  recovered  from  the  gangrene  that 
set  in  his  leg.  Since  not  much  was  known  about  this  disease 
he  didn’t  receive  medicine  like  they  use  today.  He  eventually 
died  in  the  hospital. 

Her  mother  later  remarried  Elias  Hall  and  he  said 
he  would  take  care  of  them.  Pauline  was  the  only  one  left 
at  home  then.  They  lived  on  a farm,  her  mother  helped  do 
various  work  around  the  farm.  For  this  they  got  to  live  in  a 
one  room  cabin  there.  They  even  got  to  own  a horse  (Pauline 
called  him  Blackie),  it  was  a work  horse.  The  horse  died 
in  the  winter  when  he  fell  through  the  kitchen  window.  He 
had  slipped  on  the  ice  as  he  was  pulling  a sled  of  wood.  He 
cut  his  belly  and  broke  a front  leg.  Blackie  had  to  be  shot 
because  of  the  broken  leg.  Pauline  remembered  that  her 
mother  had  baked  a cake  and  it  even  had  frosting  on  it  with 
little  cinnamon  bits  sprinkled  on  it.  Back  then  they  did  not 
have  cakes  with  decoration  on  it  very  often  because  they  just 
did  not  have  the  money  for  it.  She  remembers  looking  at  the 
cake  that  was  sitting  on  a table  right  by  the  kitchen  window. 
She  couldn’t  wait  for  supper  so  she  could  get  at  the  cake. 
When  the  horse  crashed  through  the  window  it  destroyed  the 
table  and  the  precious  cake.  It  was  a sad  day.  She  lost  her 
cake  and  the  horse  she  loved.  This  was  her  first  pet.  It  was  a 
work  horse  but  it  still  became  her  pet. 

Her  mother  had  two  children  after  remarrying,  Julia 
and  Jerome.  They  later  moved  into  a bigger  house.  This 
house  had  bedrooms  and  an  up-stairs.  It  was  the  first  time 
they  had  a home  with  more  that  one  room.  Once  a month  her 
step  dad  got  a veterans  check  from  the  service.  It  was  about 
25  or  30  dollars  a month.  Pauline  remembers  that  if  the  light 
bill  was  $3.00  a month  it  was  too  high.  They  then  tried  to  cut 
back  on  the  electricity  use.  In  those  days  they  didn’t  even 
have  a TV  to  watch.  They  didn’t  get  one  until  about  1956. 

It  was  a black  and  white  TV.  They  burned  coal  for  heat  and 
still  had  an  outside  toilet  and  a hand  pump  for  water  located 
in  the  kitchen  coming  through  the  floor.  Her  step  dad  worked 
for  farmers  for  50  cents  an  hour.  Her  mother  worked  for  the 
farmers  canning  items  and  working  the  garden.  She  received 
half  the  garden  produce  for  taking  care  of  it.  Pauline’s  step 
dad  died  in  1964  at  Hart,  Michigan  as  far  as  she  remembers. 
Her  mother  passed  away  from  a stroke  in  1973. 

Pauline  moved  back  to  Peshawbestown  February  9th, 
1999  due  to  health  problems.  She  now  resides  at  the  GTB 
Elders  Complex  amongst  friends.

IT’S  NOT  A SHARK.  IT’S  A DINOSAUR! 


The  lake  sturgeon  (sturgeon)  is  a grand  fish  of  the  Great  Lakes  that  has 
been  around  since  the  days  of  the  dinosaurs,  upwards  of  136  million 
years!  The  Ojibwe  name  for  the  lake  sturgeon  is  name  (nay-may) 
and  is  considered  the  “king  of  fishes”  which  is  a fitting  handle  for  a 
fish  that  can  reach  weights  of  300  pounds  and  lengths  of  up  to  seven 
feet.  Sturgeon  grow  very  slowly  and  do  not  reach  sexual  maturity  for 
around  20  years  with  total  life  spans  upwards  of  150  years.  Looking  at 
a sturgeon  it  is  easily  believed  they  are  a prehistoric  fish  with  its  body 
armored  by  rows  of  bony  plates  and  a pointed  snout  with  a protrusible 
(retractable)  mouth  surrounded  by  two  pairs  of  barbels  (whiskers).  The 
sturgeon  feeds  on  the  bottom  using  its  barbels  to  locate  food  items  like 
aquatic  insects,  leeches,  snails,  and  crayfish  and  then  vacuums  them 
up  with  their  mouths.  Sturgeon  are  an  infrequent  by-catch  of  Grand 
Traverse  Band  commercial  gill  netting  operations  and  most  are  able  to 
be  released  safely. 

One  GTB  fisherman,  Bill  Fowler,  caught  and  released  several 
sturgeon  during  the  2005  season.  He  was  outfitted  by  the  GTB  natural 
resources  department  with  a special  tagging  kit  which  he  used  to  insert 
a special  tag  into  the  fishes  back  so  that  it  might  be  identified  at  a later 


time  if  caught  again  or  was  found  dead.  Once  considered  a nuisance 
fish  by  early  European- American  commercial  fisherman,  they  were 
stacked  on  the  beach  and  burned  or  they  were  actually  used  as  fuel  in 
steamship  furnaces!  Earl  Chervenka  of  Suttons  Bay  remembers  seeing 
them  being  burned  on  the  beaches  around  Traverse  City  when  he  was 
a child.  Sturgeon  are  so  uncommon  currently  that  they  are  considered 
“threatened”  by  the  federal  government  and  as  such  enjoy  special 
protections.  They  are  commonly  river  spawners  but  are  known  to 
spawn  in  shoal  areas  of  lakes  as  well.  During  certain  times  of  the  year, 
usually  spring,  they  can  be  observed  from  high  bluffs  like  Pyramid 
Point,  finning  around  in  the  shallows.  So,  don’t  worry  next  time  you 
see  a huge  fish  swimming  around.  It’s  not  a shark,  it’s  a dinosaur! 
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ATTENTION  DEER  HUNTERS!!!! 


As  you  know  this  year  the  Natural  Resources  Department 
will  be  giving  away  SUCCESSFUL  HUNTER  PATCHES 
for  Tribal  Members  that  successfully  harvest  deer  in  2005. 
Patches  can  be  obtained  in  only  TWO  ways: 

1)  Bring  in  a legally  harvested  deer  to  the  Natural 
Resources  Department  to  be  checked  in. 

2)  Submit  a completed  deer  harvest  tag  along  with  a 
photograph  of  the  harvested  quarry. 

ALSO  REMEMBER!!! 

It  is  important  for  our  records  to  have  accurate  harvest 
information  for  deer  and  turkey.  Below  is  an  example  tag 
filled  out  accurately  where  FIVE  general  items  need  to  be 
recorded  on  each  tag.  These  include  the  DATE  of  harvest, 
SEX  of  animal,  METHOD  of  harvest,  COUNTY  where  deer 
was  harvested,  and  the  NUMBER  of  points  if  it  is  a buck. 
Turkey  tags  should  be  completed  similarly. 

Also,  if  you  do  not  fill  DEER  HARVEST  TAGS  you  still  must 
return  the  unfilled  tags  to  the  Natural  Resources  Department 
by  February  1.2006.  Your  cooperation  is  important  for  future 
management  decisions.  Thank  you  for  your  participation.

■ Achievement  gaps  in  reading  and  math  between  white  and  African  American  nine-year-olds  and  between  white  and 
Hispanic  nine-year-olds  are  at  an  all-time  low. 

> The  state-by-state  Nation’s  Report  Card  results,  released  in  October  2005,  showed  improved  achievement 
in  the  earlier  grades  in  which  NCLB  is  focused.  In  the  last  two  years,  the  number  of  fourth-graders  who 
learned  fundamental  math  skills  increased  by  116,000  - enough  to  fill  on  average  250  elementary  schools! 

■ Across-the-board  improvements  were  made  in  mathematics  and  in  fourth-grade  reading. 

■ African  American  and  Hispanic  students  posted  all-time  highs  in  a number  of  categories. 

■ Forty-three  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  either  improved  academically  or  held  steady  in  all  categories  (fourth-  and 
eighth-grade  reading  and  fourth-  and  eighth-grade  math). 

> The  Nation’s  Report  Card  Trial  Urban  District  Assessment,  released  in  December  2005,  showed  students  in 
select  urban  school  districts  improving  faster  than  their  peers  nationwide  over  the  last  two  years. 

■ Fourth-graders  in  eight  of  the  10  urban  districts  made  larger  gains  in  math  scores  than  the  national  average. 

■ Fourth-graders  in  seven  of  10  urban  districts  made  larger  gains  in  reading  scores  than  the  national  average. 

■ Eighth-graders  in  seven  of  10  urban  districts  made  more  progress  in  basic  math  skills  than  the  national  average. 

> And  a study  by  the  Council  of  the  Great  City  Schools,  released  in  March  2005,  showed  urban  students 
becoming  more  proficient  in  reading  and  math. 

■ Between  2002  and  2004,  the  percentage  of  urban  fourth-graders  scoring  at  or  above  proficiency  increased  by  eight 
percentage  points  on  state  reading  tests,  and  by  11  percentage  points  on  state  math  tests. 

Because  of  No  Child  Left  Behind,  President  Bush  and  Congress  are  investing  more  in  elementary  and  secondary 
education  than  at  any  time  in  history.  From  2001  to  2006  there  have  been  dramatic  funding  increases,  including:

USD  A Rural  Development  offers  no 
downpayment  home  loans  to  eligible  tribal 
members.  Through  its  “Direct  Home  Loan 
Program”,  lower  income  tribal  members 
can  borrow  directly  from  the  USD  A and 
get  a no-downpayment,  thirty-three  year 
home  loan  with  a fixed  interest  rate  with 
no  mortgage  insurance  required.  Payment 
assistance  is  even  available  depending  upon 
a member’s  household  income.  And  the 
“Direct  Loan  Program”  works  on  or  off 
reservation. 

For  middle  income  tribal  members  USD  A 
Rural  Development  offers  the  “Guaranteed 
Home  Loan  Program”.  Tribal  members 
can  get  a home  loan  from  an  approved 
local  lender  such  as  a bank  or  credit 
union.  Through  the  “Guaranteed  Home 
Loan  Program”  tribal  members  get  a no- 
downpayment, thirty-year  home  loan  with 
a fixed  interest  rate  with  no  mortgage 
insurance  required.  The  “Guaranteed  Loan 
Program”  also  works  on  or  off  reservation. 

Tribal  members  can  purchase  new  or  existing 
homes  and  condominiums  through  this 
program.  Even  new  manufactured  homes  are 
eligible  for  purchase  through  this  program. 
However,  tribal  members  must  purchase 
their  home  in  an  area  considered  rural  by 
USD  A Rural  Development.  In  Michigan,  the 
entire  Upper  Peninsula  is  considered  rural. 

In  the  Lower  Peninsula,  everywhere  from 
Clare  County  northward  is  considered  rural. 
And  every  county  south  of  Clare  County 
has  parts  considered  rural  by  USD  A Rural 
Development. 

Income  limits  also  apply  to  both  home 
loan  programs.

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Year  In  Review 
February  3,  2006 

Dear  Tribal  Members: 

This  is  a special  New  Year's  greeting  to  all 
of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and 
Chippewa  Indian  people.  I would  ask  that 
we  all  take  a brief  moment  to  remember 
and  ask  the  Great  Spirit  for  the  safe  return 
of  our  fellow  Americans  and  Tribal  mem- 
bers who  are  serving  our  country  in  the 
Armed  services  and  may  He  also  grant  spe- 
cial blessings  for  their  families. 

During  the  preparation  of  this  letter,  I re- 
flected upon  some  of  the  important  events 
that  occurred  this  past  year.  The  Council  re- 
alized that  our  Nation  had  overcome  some 
big  challenges  and  had  made  some  great 
strides  with  others  over  the  past  twelve 
months.  One  of  the  greatest  challenges  we 
faced  was  to  ensure  that  we  are  actively 
protecting  our  sovereign  power,  protecting 
our  natural  resources  in  the  Great  Lakes  ba- 
sins areas  and  our  inland  rights  within  the 
state.  We  have  been  actively  monitoring 
state  and  federal  legislation  to  determine 
how  it  will  impact  us  as  a Tribe.  Another 
challenge  that  we  face  are  the  rising  costs 
of  Health  Care.  Changes  in  Medicaid  and 
Medicare  are  directly  impacting  the  Tribe 
and  proving  to  be  very  challenging  issues. 
There  are  new  changes  in  these  programs 
that  directly  affect  the  eligibility  of  our  peo- 
ple and  our  budget  because  of  these  new 
criteria.  This  new  plan  will  not  affect  all 
people,  but  the  research  of  the  criteria  has 
been  time  consuming. 

This  past  year  held  many  notable  accom- 
plishments. We  celebrated  our  25th  anniver- 
sary on  May  27,  2005,  federal  recognition 
day.  Numerous  tribal  members  and  friends 
pitched  in  to  make  this  celebration  one  of 
the  most  memorable  events  in  the  history 
of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  & 
Chippewa  Indians.  On  this  day,  we  cele- 
brated with  a big  picnic  honoring  families 
and  friends,  praising  our  good  fortunes  and 
remembering  and  thanking  the  community 
members  that  were  involved  for  their  hard 
work  and  dedication.  We  must  thank  them 
for  their  courage  in  bringing  this  Nation 
forth. 

We  also  have  learned  very  recently  that  the 
U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  has  grant- 


ed the  request  of  the  Tribe  to  retrieve  2 
male  bald  eagles  found  on  Tribal  property 
who  had  been  electrocuted  and  perished 
while  in  combat  with  talons  fixed  together 
on  September  15,  2005.  The  Council,  the 
Michigan  Department  of  Natural  Resources, 
U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  and  our  own 
GTB  Department  of  Natural  Resources  have 
been  tireless  in  our  quest  to  retain  these 
magnificent  raptors  for  the  Tribe.  To  us  the 
Eagle  is  far  more  than  a symbol;  it  is  an  in- 
tegral part  of  our  culture,  our  religious  prac- 
tices and  our  way  of  life.  These  birds  will 
be  mounted  in  situ  and  displayed  in  a place 
of  honor  in  our  new  Museum  and  Cultural 
Center,  which  will  be  built  over  the  next  two 
years  in  Peshawbestown. 

We  have  re-established  our  commitment 
to  protecting  the  waters  of  the  Great  Lakes 
by  signing  the  Great  Lakes  Water  Accord 
in  April  of  2005.  Tribal  involvement  in  pro- 
tecting our  Great  Lakes  resources  is  very 
important  and  we  must  do  what  we  can 
to  protect  the  environment.  Also  signed 
in  May  2005  was  the  Michigan  Economic 
Development  Corporation  Charter.  This 
Charter,  signed  by  Tribal  leaders  and  the 
Governor  of  Michigan  requires  cooperation 
between  the  State  and  Tribal  governments 
to  maximize  resources  available  to  all  re- 
gional governmental  systems  so  all  may  re- 
main economically  competitive.  These  two 
accords  are  important  because  they  allow 
us  to  foster  long,  productive  relationships 
with  the  State  and  neighboring  Tribes. 

We  have  ongoing  projects  left  from  2005, 
which  will  be  continued  into  2006.  Since 
acquiring  Grand  Traverse  Resort  and  Spa; 
one  of  the  Midwest's  largest  and  finest 
year-round  resort  destinations,  the  Tribe 
has  invested  nearly  ten  (10)  million  dol- 
lars in  needed  upgrades  and  renovations. 
As  part  of  the  upgrade  and  renovation,  the 
lobby  and  entrance  are  being  revamped,  as 
are  the  238  hotel  guest  rooms.  Last  year 
we  completed  renovations  of  the  186  Tower 
guest  rooms. 

In  January  2006,  the  Tribe  successfully  re- 
structured its  debt  load  of  80  million  dollars 
thru  financing.  The  balance  of  a 50  mil- 
lion dollar  loan  was  paid  down  and  we  re- 
financed the  resort  with  a new  10-year,  40 
million-dollar  loan  using  the  resort  as  collat- 
eral. In  addition,  30.4  million-dollars  in  out- 
standing variable  rate  bonds  issued  by  the 


GTB  Economic  Development  Corporation  in 
connection  with  the  original  acquisition  are 
being  retired.  GMAC  Institutional  Advisors 
acted  as  agent  for  the  Tribe  in  securing  the 
refinancing  from  AXA  Equitable  Life  Insur- 
ance Company. 

This  new  financing  package  reflects  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Resort  since  its  acquisition.  The 
long  term  collateralization  of  the  property 
and  the  substantial  reduction  in  debt  load 
paved  the  way  for  considerable  strength- 
ening of  the  economic  outlook  of  the  Tribe 
and  its  future.  These  transactions  have  al- 
lowed the  GTB  to  plan  and  pursue  growth 
and  expansion  within  our  businesses  in  or- 
der to  maintain  a strong  and  competitive 
position. 

These  changes  reaffirm  that  the  Tribe  has 
no  plans  in  the  foreseeable  future  to  sell  the 
Grand  Traverse  Resort  and  Spa.  Since  the 
Tribe  acquired  the  Resort  in  March  2003,  it 
was  appraised  at  66  million  dollars,  includ- 
ing the  Hoxie  property.  With  the  improve- 
ments made  and  refinancing  completed  the 
Grand  Traverse  Resort  & Spa  is  today  ap- 
praised at  92.1  million,  making  it  a sound 
investment  for  the  future. 

GTB  Land  Status:  In  April  2005,  GTB 
went  to  Capitol  Hill  in  Washington  DC;  visit- 
ing with  Senators  and  House  representa- 
tives and  meeting  with  BIA  Officials  at  their 
Central  Office  in  an  attempt  to  move  our 
application  for  land  trust  status  forward. 
To  date,  this  process  has  been  very  slow 
and  we  have  encountered  many  delays, 
which  has  stopped  work  on  our  land  and 
lot  assignments.  Of  the  2369  acres  of  land 
owned  by  GTB  only  712  acres  are  held  in 
trust  by  the  United  States  government  for 
the  Tribe.  Over  the  years,  the  Tribe  has 
repeatedly  tried,  without  success,  to  obtain 
BIA  approval  of  its  several  dozen  fee-to- 
trust  applications,  which  are  pending  review 
and  approval  at  their  office.  In  2003,  the 
Tribe  purchased  the  Grand  Traverse  Resort 
and  Spa,  known  in  the  region  as  a "premier 
tourist  and  recreational  property."  At  this 
time,  the  Tribe  has  not  applied  to  have  this 
property  placed  into  trust  status. 

This  past  spring,  seven  of  our  older  "fee- 
to-trust"  applications  were  approved  by  the 
BIA,  which  had  been  pending  since  1988. 
There  are  still  five  other  pending  older  re- 
quests, some  dating  back  nearly  14  years. 
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All  of  these  lands  are  contiguous  to  existing 
trust  lands  in  Peshawbestown  and  within 
the  initial  reservation,  which  was  set  aside 
in  1986.  Because  these  lands  are  located 
on  the  reservation  they  are  not  subject  to 
BIA  Central  Office  review.  All  of  these  lands 
are  intended  for  use  for  housing  and  com- 
munity development  purposes;  wholly  un- 
related to  gaming. 

GTB  staff  has  completed  most  of  the  ad- 
ministrative work,  which  the  BIA  must  do  to 
approve  these  older  applications.  In  Janu- 
ary 2004,  GTB  instituted  the  required  con- 
sultation process  with  the  Michigan  Gover- 
nor, County  and  Township  officials,  none  of 
whom  expressed  any  opposition  whatsoev- 
er to  the  transfer  from  fee-to-trust  status. 
There  is  not  now  nor  has  there  ever  been 
any  known  controversy  associated  with 
any  of  these  applications.  The  BIA  delays 
have  caused  serious  hardships  to  be  placed 
upon  GTB  Tribal  members,  who  have  been 
forced  to  obtain  private  mortgage  financing 
to  construct  homes  on  these  lands,  where 
trust  title  is  an  essential  prerequisite. 

In  addition  to  these  older  applications,  two 
years  ago  the  Tribe  submitted  combined 
applications  for  18  newer  parcels  of  land, 
asking  that  they  also  be  placed  into  trust. 
Again,  GTB  staff  completed  most  of  the  re- 
quired administrative  work  for  the  BIA.  All 
of  these  parcels  are  contiguous  to  existing 
trust  lands  and  none  of  them  are  related  to 
gaming  development.  The  Michigan  Agen- 
cy Office  of  the  BIA  has  agreed  to  help  pre- 
pare these  applications  for  decisions,  which 
we  feel  will  expedite  the  process. 

These  endless  delays  have  created  signifi- 
cant roadblocks  for  the  Tribe  and  its  efforts 
to  further  economic  development  as  well  as 
its  self-sufficiency.  These  lands  must  be  ac- 
cepted into  trust  by  the  federal  government 
in  order  for  our  tribal  members  to  acquire 
their  private  mortgage  financing  for  new 
home  construction.  None  of  these  land 
applications  are  expected  to  raise  any  con- 
troversy, opposition  or  public  outcry.  The

Tribe  is  therefore  reluctant  to  pour  its  limit- 
ed resources  into  this  necessary  work  when 
the  BIA  approval  process  is  so  delayed  that 
any  work  will  grow  stale  before  it  can  be 
used.  The  Tribe  has  asked  that  the  BIA  Re- 
gional Office  forward  all  of  the  applications 
sent  for  review  and  approval  to  BIA  Central 
Office  to  look  into  the  problems.  As  of  the 
date  of  this  letter,  very  little  has  been  done 
by  the  BIA  with  respect  to  resolving  these 
land  issues.  The  BIA  is  failing  to  perform 
its  duties  in  processing  routine  fee-to-trust 
requests.  GTB  staff  is  competent  enough 
to  carry  out  the  tasks  required  to  process 
these  applications.  The  only  thing  left  for 
us  to  do  is  make  another  trip  to  Washington 
DC  to  visit  with  Congress  and  ask  for  their 
help. 

As  we  move  forward,  another  big  chal- 
lenge faced  by  the  Tribe,  community  and 
our  people  is  the  increasing  competition  of 
Indian  Gaming  within  our  State.  The  major 
problem  facing  us  today  is  how  to  control 
our  declining  budgets  while  maintaining  a 
growth  pattern  and  continuing  to  expand 
economic  progress  in  an  economy  that  is 
floundering.  If  we  are  to  succeed  in  the 
future,  this  will  be  a monumental  under- 
taking and  will  require  extensive  strategic 
planning. 

In  comparison  to  others  in  the  country,  we 
are  considered  to  be  a small  tribe,  but  we 
have  gained  a national  reputation  for  being 
successful.  Our  future  progress  will  become 
extremely  difficult  if  we  remain  on  the  same 
course  and  fail  to  challenge  ourselves.  Our 
efforts  must  be  directed  toward  discussing 
how  we  should  undertake  further  diversi- 
fication efforts.  It  is  for  this  reason  alone 
that  our  Tribal  Council  is  challenged  to  cre- 
ate a change  that  is  vital  to  our  future  suc- 
cess and  that  will  build  a lasting  future  for 
our  membership.  The  Tribal  Council  and 
the  membership  must  show  unity,  deter- 
mination, courage  and  willingness  to  make 
hard  decisions  in  the  course  of  determining 
our  future. 

In  October  2005,  EDC  budgeted  $500,000.00 
for  the  selection  of  a re-design  team.  This 
team  will  be  focusing  on  re-designing  Turtle 
Creek  Casino.  This  structure  is  ten  years 
old  and  it  is  time  for  a facelift.  We  are  in 
the  very  early  stages  of  this  design  process 
so  we  are  really  only  presenting  the  idea  of 
building  a new  casino.  At  a future  date,  we 
will  be  approaching  the  community  to  ask 
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for  your  cooperation  and  assistance  with 
ideas,  suggestions  and  concerns.  We  must 
review  our  business  opportunities  and  have 
the  courage  and  determination  to  change 
our  course  in  order  to  lead  our  Tribe  and 
competition  into  future. 

Overall,  the  Council  feels  very  good  about 
the  progress  that  has  been  made  on  behalf 
of  the  Tribe.  We  are  improving  our  infra- 
structure, strengthening  our  culture  and 
growing  as  a Nation.  We  will  continue  to 
face  many  challenges,  not  only  from  the 
outside,  but  also  from  within.  What  lies 
ahead  is  unknown,  but  if  we  are  going  to 
protect  our  resources  and  the  future,  we 
have  to  accept  the  challenges  and  work  on 
them  together. 

Take  a moment  to  remember  those  who  left 
us  this  past  year  and  journeyed  to  a better 
world.  They  will  forever  be  in  our  hearts 
and  minds.  We  must  also  cherish  those 
who  were  born  into  this  Nation  and  this 
community  within  the  past  year,  for  they 
are  our  hope  for  a greater  future.  Take  care 
of  those  who  are  sick  and  those  who  need 
our  help.  Reflect  on  our  past  and  present 
progress,  and  support  our  vision  for  the  fu- 
ture. Ask  yourselves  how  you  can  contrib- 
ute to  the  betterment  of  the  Nation  and  its 
people;  and  how  you  can  build  a stronger, 
healthier,  and  self-sufficient  family.  As  we 
look  forward  to  the  future  of  this  Nation 
and  its  people,  we  believe  that  one  person 
can  make  a difference,  but  it  is  much  easier 
if  we  all  help.

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GEORGE  BENNETT  SAYS  “NO  FOUL” 


WHERE  IS  THE  MORALITY?

I’ve  just  obtained  the  proposed  President  Bush  budget  proposals  for 
FY-2007  wherein  his  budget  cut  amounts  to  $160  million  coming  from 
Indian  Programs  in  federal  agencies.  Some  of  these  budget  cuts  are 
coming  from  what  is  viewed  as  non-effective  by  the  Administration 
like  JOM  Education,  urban  health  programs,  Indian  CDBG,  boarding 
school  construction  are  all  targeted  to  be  eliminated. 

While  there  is  no  consultation  or  direction  coming  from  the  White 
House,  existing  (2006)  Indian  Programs  across  the  federal  agencies  are 
failing  to  meet  the  needs  of  Indian  tribes  across  this  land.  Indian  bud- 
gets have  been  continuously  cut  for  over  the  last  century  dating  back 
to  the  Indian  Reorganization  Act  of  1934.  These  annual  budgets  have 
been  sent  forward  by  each  Administration  since  that  time  and  never  in 
this  long  history  has  the  Trust  Responsibility  to  Indian  Tribes  ever  been 
met.  Where  is  the  morality  of  our  govemment-to-govemment  relation- 
ship? 

The  “Trail  of  Broken  Promises”  is  a legacy  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment and  both  political  parties  have  little  to  hang  their  hats  on  but  they 
continue  to  lower  their  heads  in  shame  and  point  their  political  fingers 
at  one  another.  This  is  a gross  mistreatment  of  our  Indian  Tribes  and 
clearly  lacks  the  understanding  of  government  responsibility  and  con- 
tinued mismanagement  of  our  trustee. 

I’m  sure  you’ve  heard  about  the  corruption  in  the  Congress  and  White 
House  and  about  the  huge  campaign  contributions  and  the  role  that 
Jack  Abramoff  played  in  the  scandal  of  the  century.  The  culture  of  cor- 
porate greed  has  suffered  and  become  the  focal  point  whereby  Indian 
Tribes  are  now  being  blamed  for  the  problem.  My  friends,  this  has  been 
the  spin  by  this  Administration,  the  media  and  the  political  parties. 

Chief  Joseph  of  the  Nez  Perce  Tribe  said  it  best,  “Good  words  do  not 
last  long  unless  they  amount  to  something.”  This  leader  knew  all  about 
empty  promises. 


Shortly  after  taking  office  (2002)  our  Tribe  was  invited  to  meet 
and  retain  Jack  Abramoff  & Company  as  a lobbying  firm  and  at  a 
very  healthy  price.  Our  Tribal  Council  declined  and  never  met  with 
Abramoff.  However,  he  came  highly  recommended  by  other  Tribes 
in  Michigan  and  elsewhere.  Thus,  we  now  realize  that  this  was  a wise 
decision  by  our  Tribal  Council. 

As  a result  of  the  Abramoff  scandal,  politicians  are  screaming  FOUL 
and  claim  they  want  to  close  the  “loophole.”  My  friends,  there  is  no 
foul  play  and  there  is  no  loophole.  Indian  Tribes  have  learned  to  play 
the  political  game  and  the  politicians  don’t  like  it.  What  about  the  huge 
corporate  donations  that  are  being  made  but  never  challenged?  Indian 
tribes  are  not  large  corporations  where  the  limits  are  non-existent.  We 
are  however,  sovereign  and  that  sovereignty  is  now  under  fire. 

Am  I fighting  mad?  You  bet  I am.  We’ve  fought  this  type  of  corrup- 
tion and  conspiracy  many  times  in  the  last  century.  In  fact  our  Tribal 
Council  has  taken  action  to  stop  giving  political  contributions  while 
this  Abramoff  scandal  exists.  There  ought  to  be  an  apology  coming  for 
all  the  wrong  doing  that  is  taking  place  in  Washington  D.C.  Where  is 
the  leadership  and  morality  in  the  wake  of  this  mistreatment  of  Indian 
Tribes? 

Now,  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  most  Indian  Tribes  are  not  rich; 
we  are  not  well  off  and  still  struggle  day  to  day.  Indian  Tribes  are  still 
largely  isolated  and  fail  to  play  a major  role  in  most  economic  develop- 
ment programs  offered  by  the  federal  and  state  governments.  We  still 
have  major  problems  with  the  high  cost  of  health  care,  education  levels 
are  not  being  met  and  job  opportunities  are  still  limited.  Indian  Tribes 
are  faced  with  huge  alcoholism  and  drug  problems  that  are  destroy- 
ing our  youth  in  record  numbers.  Indian  reservations  are  becoming  the 
haven  for  major  crimes  and  lack  of  continued  federal  support  for  our 
Tribal  Courts  and  other  domestic  programs. 

When  our  forefathers  entered  into  the  Treaty  of  Greenville  of  1795  our 
country  was  not  rich.  Contained  in  the  treaty  language  was  the  promise 
of  protection  for  the  Indian  Tribes  from  all  nations  both  foreign  and 
domestic.  This  was  an  empty  promise.  They  made  the  promise  to  take 
our  land  but  kept  that  promise  and  the  rest  is  now  history.

Due  to  the  guidelines  set 
forth  in  the  Revenue  Allowance  Ordinance, 
any  tribal  member  who  utilizes  the  Auto 
Repair  Program  will  have  to  show  their  tribal 
identification  card  and  proof  of  ownership 
of  the  vehicle  they  want  repaired.  Please  call 
for  appointments  at  (231)  534-7705  Monday 
through  Friday  7:00am  to  5:30pm.

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From  the  Desk  of  the 
Tribal  Chairman 
February  21,  2006 

At  the  Tribal  Council  Roundtable  meeting  on 
February  6, 2006,  the  Council  has  directed  that 
out  of  respect  for  and  in  honor  of  Michigan  ser- 
vicemen and  servicewomen  killed  in  the  line  of 
duty,  all  GTB  flags  shall  be  lowered  to  half-staff 
when  the  Governor  of  Michigan  issues  a procla- 
mation that  the  United  States  flag  should  be  low- 
ered to  half-staff  in  accord  with  the  Governor’s 
authority  under  federal  law.  The  Tribal  Council 
also  directed  that  all  GTB  flags  be  lowered  to 
half-staff  upon  proclamation  of  the  Governor  of 
Michigan  in  regards  to  the  passing  of  national 
figures  who  played  a prominent  role  in  history 
(e.g.  Coretta  Scott  King).  The  Grand  Traverse 
Band  and  its  flag  will  also  follow  the  directives 
from  the  Executive  Office  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America  when  an  order  or  proc- 
lamation is  delivered  to  lower  the  American  flag. 

In  December  2003,  Michigan  Governor  Jennifer 
Granholm,  under  Section  7 of  Chapter  1 of  Title

When  a mem- 
ber of  the  armed  services  from  Michigan  is  killed 
in  action,  the  Governor  will  issue  a press  release 
with  information  about  the  individual(s)  and  the 
day  that  has  been  assigned  for  flags  to  be  lowered 
in  his  or  her  honor. 

This  directive  is  issued  to  resolve  ambiguities 
that  have  arisen  in  the  coordinated  application  of 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa 
Indians  Official  Flag  Protocol  and  Proclamations 
issued  by  the  Governor  of  Michigan  and  the  Of- 
fice of  the  President  of  the  United  States.

2. )  the  United  States  recognizes  a special  govemment-to-govemment 
relationship  with  Indian  tribes,  including  the  right  of  the  tribes  to  self- 
governance,  as  reflected  in  the  Constitution,  treaties,  Federal  statutes, 
and  the  course  of  dealings  of  the  United  States  with  Indian  tribes; 

3. )  although  progress  has  been  made,  the  Federal  bureaucracy,  with  its 
centralized  rules  and  regulations,  has  eroded  tribal  self-governance  and 
dominates  tribal  affairs; 

4. )  the  Tribal  Self-Governance  Demonstration  Project  was  designed 
to  improve  and  perpetuate  the  govemment-to-government  relationship 
between  Indian  tribes  and  the  United  States  and  to  strengthen  tribal 
control  over  Federal  funding  and  program  management;  and 

5. )  Congress  has  reviewed  the  results  of  the  Tribal  Self-Governance 
Demonstration  Project  and  finds  that  - 

A. )  transferring  control  to  tribal  governments,  upon  tribal 
request,  over  funding  and  decision  making  for  Federal  programs,  ser- 
vices, functions,  and  activities,  or  portions  thereof,  is  an  effective  way 
to  implement  the  Federal  policy  of  gov-to-gov  relations  with  Indian 
tribes;  and 

B. )  transferring  control  to  tribal  governments,  upon  tribal 


request,  over  funding  and  decision  making  for  Federal  programs,  ser- 
vices, functions,  and  activities  strengthens  the  Federal  policy  of  Indian 
self-determination. 

Congressional  Declaration  of 

Policy 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  title  to  permanently  establish  and  implement 
tribal  self-governance  - 

1 . )  to  enable  the  United  States  to  maintain  and  improve  its  unique  and 
continuing  relationship  with,  and  responsibility  to,  Indian  tribes; 

2. )  to  permit  each  Indian  tribe  to  choose  the  extent  of  the  participation 
of  such  tribe  in  self-governance; 

3. )  to  coexist  with  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Self-Determination  Act 
relating  to  the  provision  of  Indian  services  by  designated  Federal  agen- 
cies; 

4. )  to  ensure  the  continuation  of  the  trust  responsibility  of  the  United 
States  to  Indian  tribes  and  Indian  individuals; 

5. )  to  permit  an  orderly  transition  from  Federal  domination  of  pro- 
grams and  services  to  provide  Indian  tribes  with  meaningful  authority 
to  plan,  conduct,  redesign,  and  administer  programs,  services,  func- 
tions, and  activities  that  meet  the  needs  of  the  individual  tribal  commu- 
nities; and 

6. )  to  provide  for  an  orderly  transition  through  a planned  and  measur- 
able parallel  reduction  in  the  Federal  bureaucracy. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  of 
Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
has  been  an  active  participant 
of  Tribal  Self-Governance  since 
Fiscal  Year  1993.

Waskwane  “Tiny”  Stonefish  brought  the  crowd  to  their  feet  with 
her  quick  smoke  dancing  feet  to  claim  the  World  Youth  Hoop 
Dance  Championship  Title  with  a record  breaking  score  of  280 
points.  There  was  a record  breaking  29  competitors  in  the 
youth  division.  The  2004  World  Youth  Hoop  Dance  Champion 
Peanut  Roberts  place  2nd  with  a score  of  240  points  and  Mi- 
chael Goedel  took  home  third  with  224  points.

5 GTB  youth  competed  in  the  teen  divi- 
sion, Cheyenne  Petoskey  made  it  to  the  second  round  in  the 
teen  division  and  finished  5th  in  the  world  respectively.  Eliza- 
beth Callaway  just  missed  the  second  round  of  competition  by 
7 points  and  placed  7th  in  the  world  respectively.  Other  GTB 
Youth  competing  in  the  teen  division  were  Sharon  Callaway, 
Summer  Raphael,  and  Nia  Thompson. 

Congratulations  are  in  order  to  all  who  participated  and  danced 
their  hardest  and  the  best  they  could  do  that  day.  Big  thanks, 
and  big  pats  on  the  backs  to  the  parents  who  traveled  to  Phoe- 
nix, Dee  Anderson,  Eliza  Burns,  Joyce  Petoskey,  and  Walker 
Stonefish.  Now  that’s  parent  involvement!  One  of  the  objec- 
tives of  the  grant  from  the  Office  of  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delin- 
quency Prevention.

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
is  a signatory  to  the  Treaty  of  Washington  executed  March 
28,  1836  (7Stat.  491)  and  was  restored  to  its  former  status 
as  an  Indian  tribe  having  a govemment-to=govemment 
relationship  with  the  United  States  by  action  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  effective  May  27,  1980,  see  45 
Fed.  Reg.  18321-18322  (March  25,  1980. 

The  GTB  possesses  usufruct  fishing,  hunting,  trapping  and 
gathering  rights  under  the  Treaty  of  Washington  executed 
March  28,  1836;  and  the  Tribe’s  off-reservation  fishing 
rights  in  the  Great  Lakes  have  been  confirmed  by  the 
federal  courts,  see  united  States  v.  Michigan , 471  F.  Supp. 
192  (W.D.  Mich.  1979),  aff’d.  653  F.  2nd  277  (6th  Cir. 
1981),  cert,  denied,  454  U.S.  1124  (1981);  and  usufruct 
rights  in  inland  areas  of  the  treaty-ceded  territory  have  been 
recognized  by  various  federal  agencies.

U.S.  House  Votes  To  Extend  Tax  Credits 
& Medicare  Payments 

Washington  D.C.  / News  From  Congressman  Bart  Stupak 

“This  bill  extends  tax  credits  for  companies  producing  electricity 
from  wind,  biomass,  geothermal  and  other  renewable  energy 
methods.  It  contains  provisions  that  help  electric  cooperatives  and 
Native  American  Tribes  to  use  bond  measures  to  raise  funding  to 
build  renewable  energy  facilities.  The  legislation  also  extends  tax 
credits  for  expenses  incurred  for  energy  efficiency  improvements 
to  businesses  and  homes.”  Stupak  announced  that  the  legislation 
extends  a number  of  tax  credits  that  benefit  middle  class  families 
and  assist  manufacturers.  The  language  STOPS  MEDICARE 
CUTS  that  would  have  meant  payment  reductions  of  $109  million 
to  Michigan  physicians  alone.

MICHIGAN  INDIAN  ELDERS  ASSOCIATION 
2006/07  STUDENT  INCENTIVE  PROGRAM 

A student  incentive  program  is  being  offered  by  the  Michigan  Indian  Elders  Association  (M.I.E.A.)  to  recognize  students  who  achieve  all  “A’s”  for  a marking 
period  as  well  as  students  who  achieve  perfect  attendance  for  a marking  period. 

There  will  be  a minimum  of  $3,000  available  to  fund  this  program  this  year.  At  $25  per  award,  there  will  be  120  winners  who  will  be 
determined  by  lottery.  Here  are  the  conditions  to  qualify: 

• The  student  must  be  an  enrolled  member  or  be  a direct  descendant  of  an  enrolled  member  of  one  of  the  M.I.E.A.  constituent  tribes/ 
bands. 

• The  student  must  be  in  grades  K- 12  at  a public  or  private  school,  (home  schooling  not  eligible) 

• A student  must  be  in  grades  4-12  to  qualify  for  the  straight  “A”  award.  (A-,  A,  A+) 

• For  a school  system  that  uses  a grading  system  based  on  numbers,  the  equivalent  to  straight  “A’s”  will  be  acceptable. 

• A student  must  be  in  grades  K- 12  to  qualify  for  the  perfect  attendance  award. 

• Perfect  attendance  means  exactly  that.  A student  must  be  in  school  or  at  a school  sponsored  function  each  day  of  the  marking  period. 
Excused  absences  for  anything  other  than  a school  sponsored/approved  function  do  not  constitute  perfect  attendance. 

• The  first  two  marking  periods  of  this  2006/07 
school  year  (or  the  number  of  marking  periods 
completed  by  March  1,  2007  for  school  systems 
having  something  other  than  four  marking 
periods)  will  be  used  to  determine  the  winners  for 
this  lottery. 

• A student  can  qualify  for  both  the  perfect 
attendance  and  straight  “A’s”  for  both  marking 
periods.  For  example,  straight  “A’s”  and  perfect 
attendance  for  both  marking  periods  would  mean 
four  chances  to  win. 

• A parent  of  the  student  must  complete  and 
sign  the  Student  Incentive  Program  Application 
Form  in  order  for  the  student  to  qualify  for  an 
award. 

• A copy  of  the  child’s  report  card  signed 
by  the  parent  or  a letter  from  an  administrator 
of  the  student’s  school,  must  be  submitted 
with  the  completed  application  form  to  verify 
the  achievement  of  straight  “A’s”  and  perfect 
attendance. 

The  drawing  to  determine  the  winners  will  be  held 
at  the  April  2007  meeting  of  the  Michigan  Indian  Elders 
Association  at  Manistee,  MI.

WAKEGIJIG,  Ronald  J.  (Presenter) 

Resident  of  Wikwemikong  Unceded 
Reserve  and  Member  of  the  Wikwemikong 
Odawa  (Ottawa)  branch  of  the  Three  Fires 
Confederacy  on  Manitoulin  Island. 

Descendant  of  five  families  that  left 
Cross  Village,  Michigan  on  or  about  1790 
to  settle  at  what  is  now  the  village  of 
Wikwemikong. 

Great  Grandson  of  Chief  Wakegijig  who 
was  instrumental  in  refusing  to  sign  the 
MacDougald  Treaty  of  October  6,  1862, 
thus  retaining  the  unsurrendered  portion 
of  the  Manitoulin  Island  known  as  the 
Wikwemikong  Unceded  Indian  Reserve 
#26. 

From  the  age  of  5,  he  has  studied 
Traditional  Medicine  and  Healing  from  the 
Medicine  People  and  Tribal  Elders.  Was 
initiated  as  an  Oshkawbewis  (Pipe  Carrier) 
in  1978. 


During  the  period  from  1971  to  1985  served  a total  of  19-years  as 
Tribal  Chief  (elected)  of  the  Wikwemikong  Band  of  Odawa,  Ojibway  and 
Pottowotomi  as  well  as  several  terms  as  Band  Councilor. 


A fluent  speaker  of  the  Odawa  and  Ojibway  dialects,  he  has  lectured  at 
a number  of  institutes  of  higher  learning  such  as  the  University  of  British 
Columbia,  University  of  Toronto  Faculty  of  Medicine,  Trent  University, 
Saskatchewan  Federated  College.  He  has  also  been  the  main  speaker  at 
a number  of  Medical  Conventions  throughout  Canada. 

He  is  currently  the  Resident  Healer  at  the  Wikwemikong  Health  Center  on 
a full-time  basis. 

Medical  specialties  include  treatment  of  diabetes,  cancer,  dermatitis  and 
emotional  problems.

Front  Page  News  - 90  Years  Ago 

Traverse  City  Michigan,  May  8, 1917,  the  Traverse  City  Record  Eagle  reported  front  page  news  that  Peter  Ance  of  Yuba  was  arrested  by 
Undersheriff  David  Core  for  using  a gill  net  and  a spear  to  take  a lake  trout  from  Lake  Michigan  at  the  mouth  of  the  Yuba  creek.  "The  fish 
was  an  of  lunker,  meaning  it  was  31  inches  long  and  weighed  8 pounds  six  ounces  dressed”.  Prosecuting  Attorney  John  Duncan  and  MI  Game 
Warden  R.  A.  Bostick  believed  that  Peter  was  in  violation  of  state  regulations.  “The  indian  was  using  a spear  to  take  the  fish  from  the  gill 
net.  He  was  placed  under  arrest  and  brought  to  this  city  for  examination.  He  stood  mute  and  his  trial  was  set  for  May  22.  Bonds  of  $100  was 
immediately  furnished”.  Peter  Ance  secured  W.  H.  Umlor  as  counsel  and  says  he  will  stand  trial  May  22nd.  The  final  2 sentences  written  in  the 
article  reflect  a common  fear  among  sportsmen  in  the  day  quote:  “Whether  or  not  this  old  treaty  is  still  in  effect  is  the  question  to  be  decided 
by  the  court.  If  it  is,  this  treaty  will  turn  all  of  the  Indians  in  Northern  Michigan  loose  on  the  streams  regardless  of  all  laws."

• Perfect  Attendance 

Students  will  receive  a $5  pizza  or  movie  certificate  for  each  school  month  that  they  have  perfect  attendance. 

To  qualify  for  perfect  attendance,  students  must  have  no  absences  during  the  month.  Excused  absences  or 
tardies  do  not  constitute  perfect  attendance. 

• 3.0  GPA

The  Mt.  Pleasant  Indian  School  had  a 
marching  band  like  this.  My  cousin  Leonard 
Miller  was  in  it,  and  for  a time  played  the  bass 
drum.  My  mother  was  in  school  at  the  same 
time.  She  wasn’t  in  the  band  but  liked  to  watch 
them  practice.  He  was  in  the  back  row  of  the 
band  on  the  field,  waiting  for  something  to 
happen  up  front,  & signalled  to  my  mother. 
“Auntie,  I have  to  use  the  bathroom.  Can  you 
hold  the  drum  for  me?”  She  was  only  too  glad. 
While  Leonard  was  gone,  the  band  director, 

Mr.  Pete,  signalled  something  up  front  & the 
band  started  playing.  Mother  didn’t  know  what 
to  do  & just  starting  pounding  away  at  the  big 
bass  drum.  Mr.  Pete  heard  the  awful  noise, 
spotted  the  strange  player  in  back  and  pointed 
her  out,  shouting,  “You!  Off  the  field!”  Mother 
put  the  drum  down  and  ran  off.  I never  did  hear 
what  Mr.  Pete  did  about  Leonard,  though. 


A century  ago,  dozens  of  Indian  tribes 
nationwide  had  bands  that  played  the  music  of 
John  Philip  Sousa  and  other  patriotic  anthems. 
The  bands  were  an  outgrowth  of  government- 
run  boarding  schools  that  sought,  brutally  at 
times,  to  erase  Indian  cultures,  religions  and 
languages  in  the  name  of  assimilation.  Only  a 
few  bands  survive.  The  Fort  Mojave  tribe’s  is 
thought  to  be  the  oldest. 


“A  lot  of  tribes  dropped  their  bands  because 
they  were  symbols  of  the  boarding  school 
experience,”  said  Melissa  Nelson,  an  assistant 
professor  of  American  Indian  Studies  at  San 
Francisco  State  University.  “The  Mojave 
made  it  their  own  music  and  it  helped  them 
survive....  It’s  an  incredible  story.”

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WHICH  COURT  WILL  HEAR  MY  CRIMINAL  CASE? 

OR, 

JURISDICTIONAL  ISSUES,  PART  ONE 

Many  people  ask  why  cases  sometimes  are  heard  in  Federal 
Court  in  Grand  Rapids,  or  in  state  courts,  rather  than  being 
heard  in  Tribal  Court.  The  answer  is  a complicated  one. . . 

It  depends. 

It  depends  on  where  the  crime  was  committed,  who 
committed  the  crime,  who  was  the  victim  of  the  crime,  and 
the  nature  of  the  crime  itself,  among  other  factors. 

If  the  crime  was  committed  off  tribal  property,  generally  the 
case  will  be  heard  in  state  court.  If  a non  “major  crime”, 
as  defined  in  the  federal  legislation,  is  committed  on  tribal 
property  and  defendant  is  a non-Native,  the  case  is  heard 
in  state  court.  I f a non-major  crime  is  committed  on  tribal 
property  and  defendant  is  Native  American,  the  case  is  heard 
in  Tribal  court. 

If  the  crime  was  a “major  crime”,  (along  with  some  other 
considerations),  and  it  was  committed  on  tribal  property, 
the  FBI  and  US  Attorney’s  office  will  review  the  case  and 
if  it  is  decided  that  the  case  will  be  prosecuted,  it  will  go 
through  federal  court.  These  cases  are  often  investigated  by 
the  Tribal  Police  and  the  FBI,  and  the  US  Attorney’s  office 
decides  whether  or  not  to  prosecute  the  case.  If  it  goes 
forward  through  the  court  system,  it  will  go  through  Federal 
Court,  and  the  defendant  may  be  faced  with  time  in  prison.  If 
the  US  Attorney  decides  not  to  prosecute  the  case,  the  case 
may  still  be  prosecuted  in  Tribal  Court  if  the  defendant  is  a 
Native  American  and  it  may  be  prosecuted  in  state  court  if  the 
defendant  is  non-  Native  American. 

By  law,  Tribal  sentences  which  include  jail  time  may  not 
exceed  one  year  in  jail,  along  with  fines,  costs,  and  restitution 
to  victims  (if  appropriate  to  the  crime)  along  with  other 
possible  sentence  options.  Defendants  who  are  sentenced  in 
state  courts  face  sentences  ranging  from  jail  time  along  with 
fines  and  costs,  and  restitution  to  victims  (if  any),  to  prison 
time,  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  crime,  and  whether  the 
defendant  is  convicted  of  a felony  or  a misdemeanor. 

The  pace  at  which  the  case  proceeds  through  court  often 
depends  on  the  court  in  which  it  is  being  heard.  Questions 
often  arise  concerning  the  fact  that  some  cases  take  a long 
time  to  be  heard,  which  makes  it  more  difficult  for  the  parties- 
and,  of  course,  for  victims  of  crime.  We  in  the  legal  system 
try  to  have  cases  heard  as  quickly  as  possible,  so  that  justice 
is  served.

Wash  Your  Hands  Often 


Keeping  your  hands  dean  is  one  of  the  best  ways  to  keep  from  getting  sick  and 
spreading  illnesses.  Cleaning  your  hands  gets  rid  of  germs  you  pick  up  from  other 
people . . . from  the  surfaces  you  touch  . . . and  from  the  animals  you  come  in 
contact  with. 


When  to  Wash 

• Before  eating. 

• Before,  during,  and  after 
handling  or  preparing  food. 

• After  contact  with  blood  or  body 
fluids  (like  vomit,  nasal  secretions, 
or  saliva). 

• After  changing  a diaper 

• After  you  use  the  bathroom. 

• After  handling  animals,  their  toys 
leashes,  or  waste. 

• After  touching  something  that  could 
be  contaminated  (such  as  a trash 
can,  cleaning  cloth,  drain,  or  soil) 

• Before  dressing  a wound,  giving 
medicine  or  inserting  contact  lenses 

• More  often  when  someone  in  your 
home  is  sick. 

• Whenever  they  look  dirty. 


How  to  Wash 

• Wet  your  hands  and  apply  liquid 
bar,  or  powder  soap. 

• Rub  hands  together  vigorously  to 
make  a lather  and  scrub  all  surfaces. 

• Continue  for  20  seconds!  It  takes  that 
long  for  the  soap  and  scrubbing  action 
to  dislodge  and  remove  stubborn 
germs.  Need  a timer?  Imagine  singing 
"Happy  Birthday"  all  the  way  through 
- twice! 

• Rinse  hands  well  under  running  water. 

• Dry  your  hands  using  a paper  towel  or 
air  dryer. 

• If  possible,  use  your  paper  towel  to 
turn  off  the  faucet. 

Remember:  Ifsoap  and  water 

are  not  available , use  an  alcohol- 

based  wipe  or  hand  gel!

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Routinely  Clean  and 
Disinfect  Surfaces 


In  the  Kitchen: 


In  the  Bathroom: 


* Clean  and  disinfect  counters  and  other  surfaces 
before,  during,  and  after  preparing  food 
(especially  meat  and  poultry). 

« Follow  all  directions  on  the  product  label,  which 
usually  specifies  letting  the  disinfectant  stand  fo 
a few  minutes. 


* Routinely  dean  and 
disinfect  all  surfaces. 
This  is  especially 
important  if  someone  in 
the  house  has  a stomach 
illness,  a cold,  or  the  flu . 


Cleaning  and  disinfecting  are  not  the  same  thing.  Cleaning  removes  germs  from 
surfaces  - whereas  disinfecting  actual  I destroys  them.  Cleaning  with  soap  and 
water  to  remove  dirt  and  most  of  the  germs  is  usually  enough.  But  sometimes,  you 
may  want  to  disinfect  for  an  extra  level  of  protection  from  germs. 


* When  cleaning  surfaces,  don?t  let  germs 
hang  around  on  cleaning  cloths  or  towels! 

Use: 

— Paper  towels  that  can  be  thrown  away 
OR 


- While  surfaces  may  look  clean,  many  infectious  germs  may  be  lurking  around* 
In  some  instances,  germs  can  live  on  surfaces  for  hours  — and  even  days. 


— Cloth  towels  that  are  later  washed  in 
hot  water 


OR 


• Disinfectants  are  specifically  registered  with  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  (ERA)  and  contain  ingredients  that  actuall  destro>  bacteria  and  other 
germs.  Check  the  product  label  to  make  sure  it  says  "Disinfectant"  and  has  an 
ERA  registration  number. 

Disinfect  those  areas  where  there  can  be  large  numbers  of  dangerous  germs  - 
where  there  is  a possibility  that  these  germs  could  be  spread  to  others. 


Handle  and  Prepare 
Food  Safely 


When  it  comes  to  preventing  foodbome  illness,  there  are  four  simple  steps  to  food 
safety  that  you  can  practice  every  day  These  steps  are  easy  - and  they?ll  help  protect 
you  and  those  around  you  from  harmful  foodbome  bacteria 

CLEAN:  Clean  hands  and  surfaces  often 

Germs  that  cause  foodbome  illness  can  be  spread  throughout 
the  kitchen  and  get  onto  hands  from  cutting  boards,  utensils, 
counter  tops,  and  food.  Help  stop  the  spread  of  these  germs! 

Here?s  how 

* Clean  your  hands  with  warm  water  and  soap  for  at  least  20  seconds  before  a 
after  handling  food.  If  soap  and  water  are  not  available,  use  an  alcohol-based  wipe 
or  hand  gel 

* Wash  your  cutting  boards,  dishes,  utensils  and  counter  tops  with  hot  soapy  water 
after  preparing  each  food  item  and  before  you  prepare  the  next  food* 

- Consider  using  paper  towels  to  dean  up  kitchen  surfaces.  If  you  use  doth  towels, 
wash  them  often  using  the  hot  cycle  of  your  washing  machine.  If  using  a sponge  to 
dean  up,  microwave  it  each  evening  for  30  seconds  or  place  it  in  the  dishwasher 

* Rinse  all  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  under  running  tap  water.  This  includes  those 
with  skins  and  rinds  that  are  not  eaten.  For  firm-skin  fruits  and  vegetables,  rub 
with  your  hands  or  scrub  with  a dean  vegetable  brush  while  rinsing. 


SEPARATE:  Don't  cross-contaminate  one 
food  with  another 

Cross-contamination  occurs  when  bacteria  spread  from  a food  to  a 
surface . . . from  a surface  to  another  food  ...  or  from  one  food  to 
another.  You?re  helping  to  prevent  cross-contamination  when  you 

Separate  raw  meat,  poultry,  seafood  and  eggs  from  other  foods  in  your  grocery 
cart,  grocery  bags,  and  in  your  refrigerator.  Be  sure  to  use  the  plastic  bags 
available  in  the  meat  and  produce  sections  of  the  supermarket 

Use  one  cutting  board  for  fresh  produce  and  a different  one  for  raw  meat,  poultry 
and  seafood 

Never  place  cooked  food  on  a plate  that  previously  held  raw  meat,  poultry, 
seafood,  or  eggs. 

Don?t  allow  juices  from  meat,  seafood,  poultry,  or  eggs  to  drip  on  other  foods 
the  refrigerator*  Use  containers  to  keep  these  foods  from  touching  other  foods. 

Never  re-use  marinades  that  were  used  on  raw  food,  unless  you  bring  them  to 
a boil  first

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Use  Antibiotics 
Appropriately 


Getting  immunizations  is  easy  and  low-cost -and  most  importantly,  it  saves  lives. 
Make  sure  you  and  your  children  get  the  shots  suggested  by  your  doctor  or  health 
care  provider  at  the  proper  time,  and  keep  records  of  all  immunizations  for  the 
whole  family-  Also,  ask  your  doctor  about  special  programs  that  provide  free 
shots  for  your  child 

- Children  should  get  their  first  immunizations  before  they  are  2 months  old.  They 
should  have  additional  doses  four  or  more  times  before  their  second  birthday 

* Adults  need  tetanus  and  diphtheria  boosters  every  10  years.  Shots  are  also  often 
needed  for  protection  from  illnesses  when  traveling  to  other  countries 

- Get  your  flu  shot.  The  single  best  way  to  prevent  the  flu  is  to  get  vaccinated 
each  fall. 


Antibiotics  are  powerful  drugs  used  to  treat  certain  bacterial  infections  - and  they 
should  be  taken  exactly  as  prescribed  by  your  health  care  provider 

■ ntibiotics  don't  work  against  viruses  such  as  colds  or  the  flu.  That  means  children 
do  not  need  an  antibiotic  every  time  they  are  sick. 

* If  you  do  get  sick,  antibiotics  may  not  always  help.  If  used  inappropriately,  they 
can  make  bacteria  resistant  to  treatment  - thus  making  illnesses  harder  to  get 
rid  of. 

When  In  doubt  check  with  your  health  care  provider  - and  always  follow  the 
antibiotic  label  instructions  carefully.

* Obey  local  leash  laws.

* Clear  brush,  g rass,  and  debris  from  around  house  fou ndations 
to  get  rid  of  possible  nesting  sites  for  mice  and  rodents. 

* Be  sure  to  seal  any  entrance  holes  you  discover  on  the  inside 
or  outside  of  your  home, 

* Use  insect  repellent  to  prevent  ticks.  Do  a routine  "tick 
check"  after  spending  time  outdoors.  Ticks  should  be 
removed  immediately  with  tweezers  by  applying  gentle, 
steady  pressure  until  they  release  their  bite.

Wild  Animals: 

What  are  the  Risks? 

- Mice andother wild 
animate  can  carry 
deadly  diseases  like 
hantavirus  and  plague. 

• Bats,  raccoons,  skunks, 
and  foxes  can  transmit 
rabies.

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COOK;  Cook  foods  to  proper  temperatures 

Foods  are  safely  cooked  when  they  are  heated  for  a long-enough 
time  and  at  a high-enough  temperature  to  kill  the  harmful 
bacteria  that  cause  foodborne  illness.  The  target  temperature 
is  different  for  different  foods. 

The  only  way  to  know  for  sure  that  meat  is  cooked  to  a safe  temperature  is  to  use 
a food  thermometer.  Make  sure  it  reaches  the  temperature  recommended  for  each 
specific  food.

CHILL;  Refrigerate  foods  promptly 

Cold  temperatures  slow  the  growth  of  harmful  bacteria.  So, 
refrigerate  foods  quickly.  Do  not  over-stuff  the  refrigerator,  as 
cold  air  must  circulate  to  help  keep  food  safe. 


- Keeping  a constant  refrigerator  temperature  of  40°  F or  below  is  one  of  the 
most  effective  ways  to  reduce  the  risk  of  foodborne  illness.  Use  an  appliance 
thermometer  to  be  sure  the  temperature  is  consistently  40°  F or  below 

- The  freezer  temperature  should  be  0°  F or  below 

* Plan  when  you  shop:  Buy  perishable  foods  such  as  dairy  products,  fresh  meat  and 
hot  cooked  foods  at  the  end  of  your  shopping  trip.  Refrigerate  foods  as  soon  as 
possibly  to  extend  their  storage  life.  Don7t  leave  perishable  foods  out  for  more  than 
two  hours. 


* If  preparing  picnic  foods,  be  sure  to  include  an  ice  pack  to  keep  cold  foods  cold. 
- Store  leftovers  properly,

4 honored  for  aiding  in  rescue 
of  boater

Oltersdorf  was  speaking  to  the  county 
Board  of  Commissioners  meeting  prior 
to  handing  out  awards  to  four  Leelanau 
County  residents  for  their  role  in 
saving  hunter  Gregory  A.  Brooks,  a 
Missaukee  County  deputy  sheriff. 

Oltersdorf  recounted  a detailed 
description  of  the  heroic  actions. 
Brooks’  small  boat  was  overturned 
by  high  waves  and  his  lifesaver  vest 
washed  away.  He  was  bobbing  in  the 
water  while  clinging  to  the  hull  of  his 
boat  when  Gloria  Rothgarber  spotted 
him  from  her  home  off  Fort  Road 
in  Bingham  Township.  Rothgarber 
called  9-1-1,  but  “took  it  a step 
further,”  Oltersdorf  said,  by  asking  her 
neighbors  Marv  Schaub  and  Robert 
Nelson  to  investigate. 


It  was  an  example  of  why  people  chose  to  live  in  Leelanau 
County,  Sheriff  Mike  Oltersdorf  said  as  he  unfolded  events 
of  a cold,  snowy  November  day  that  almost  cost  the  life  of 
a duck  hunter  in  West  Grand  Traverse  Bay. 


Meanwhile,  veteran  Grand  Traverse 
Band  conservation  officer  Jim 
Chambers  was  the  first  emergency 
responder  to  respond  to  the  9-1-1 
call.  “Officer  Chambers  started  into 
the  water,”  said  Oltersdorf,  offering 
encouragement  to  the  man.  Before 
Chambers  had  progressed  far  enough 


to  begin  swimming,  Schaub  and 
Nelson  came  around  the  point  in  a 
small  boat.  The  situation  was  growing 
serious  for  Brooks,  who  may  have 
been  immersed  in  the  chilly  bay 
waters  up  to  an  hour. 

Hypothermia  was  setting  in  on 
Brooks,  who  lacked  the  strength  to 
climb  into  his  rescue  boat.  Nelson  and 
Schaub,  however,  held  onto  him  and 
slowly  maneuvered  the  boat  closer 
to  shore.  Chambers,  whose  body  was 
also  headed  toward  a dangerously  low 
temperature,  took  over  from  there, 
Oltersdorf  said. 

“Mr.  Chambers  took  hold  of  the  man 
and  helped  him  to  shore,”  said  the 
sheriff.  “I  think  these  four  people  are 
examples  of  what  it’s  like  living  in 
Leelanau  County  and  a community 
that  cares.”  Audience  members  joined 
in  with  applause  after  hearing  the 
stories  of  how  Rothgarber,  Schaub, 
Nelson  and  Chambers  sprung  into 
action  to  save  a life.

The  deer  are  considered 
rare  but  not  as  scarce  as  an  albino  deer.  Michigan 
code  requires  that  this  type  of  deer  have  3 pts  on  one 
antler  before  harvesting  is  allowed.

U.S.  COAST  GUARD-Safety 
Zones;  U.S.  Coast  Guard 
Water  Training  Areas,  Great 
Lakes:  Victory  for  Great 
Lakes 

After  hundreds  of  public  comments  raising 
environmental,  safety  and  other  concerns,  the 
US  Coast  Guard  announced  on  December  18 
that  it  was  dropping  its  current  proposal  for 
live  weapons  firing  zones  in  the  Great  Lakes. 
GTB  Natural  Resources  staff  testified  at  a 
Coast  Guard  hearing  in  Charlevoix,  and  Tribal 
Chairman  Robert  Kewaygoshkum  submitted  a 
letter  on  behalf  of  the  Tribal  Council  outlining 
GTB’s  concerns  with  the  proposal.  Details  on 
GTB’s  comments  and  concerns  can  be  seen  in 
last  month’s  GTB  Newsletter. 

Following  is  an  excerpt  from  the  Coast  Guard’s 
announcement: 

“The  Coast  Guard  appreciates  the 
thoughtful  comments  we  received  and  we 
will  work  with  the  public  to  ensure  the 
Coast  Guard  can  meet  any  threat  to  public 
safety  or  security.  We  are  committed  to 
addressing  the  concerns  that  training  be 
safe,  preserve  the  diverse  uses  of  the  Lakes, 
and  protect  the  environment,”  said  Rear 
Adm.  John  E.  Crowley,  Jr.,  commander  of 
the  Ninth  Coast  Guard  District. 

“As  a native  son  of  the  region  I take  the 
Coast  Guard’s  role  as  guardians  of  the 
Great  Lakes  very  seriously.  The  Great 


Lakes  are  one  of  the  nation’s  most  precious 
resources.  The  current  (proposal)  is 
unsatisfactory  and  I will  take  the  time  to 
get  this  right.  We  will  not  conduct  live-fire 
training  on  the  Great  Lakes  to  satisfy  non- 
emergency training  requirements  unless  we 
publish  a rule,  and  I intend  to  reconsider 
the  number,  frequency  of  use,  and  location 
of  water  training  areas  as  well  as  other 
concerns  raised  by  the  public.  I am  also 
committed  to  pursuing  environmentally- 
friendly  alternatives  to  the  lead  ammunition 
we  currently  use.” 

GTB  will  continue  to  monitor  any  future 
alternative  proposals  from  the  Coast  Guard. 

Cherry  Tree  Inn: 

Beach  Grooming  Violations  at  Cherry  Tree  Inn

You  might  have  heard  in  the  news  recently  that 
the  Cherry  Tree  Inn  on  East  Grand  Traverse 


Bay  has  once  again  violated  environmental 
laws  protecting  the  fringing  Great  Lakes 
coastal  wetlands  resulting  from  low  water 
levels.  On  Sunday,  November  26th,  a passing 
motorist  happened  to  be  driving  south  on 
US  3 1 toward  Traverse  City  and  observed  a 
bulldozer  pushing  muck  around  on  the  public 
trust  bottomlands  in  front  of  the  controversial 
establishment.  He  pulled  over  to  the  side  of 
the  road  and  took  both  still  photographs  and 
moving  film  of  the  illegal  activity.  The  activity 
was  subsequently  reported  to  the  MDEQ  and 
Army  Corps,  of  Engineers,  the  two  agencies 
responsible  for  enforcing  wetland  protection 
laws  in  Michigan.  Both  agencies  are  currently 
investigating  the  un-permitted  activities  and 
preparing  to  mete  out  punishment  in  the  form 
of  monetary  penalties. 

The  vegetation  in  these  fringing  wetlands 
provides  protection  for  insects  and  crustaceans

that  form  the  base  of  the  lake’s  food  chain,  provide  nesting  and  foraging  cover  for  wildfowl, 
and  refugia  for  commercially  and  recreationally  important  larval  fishes  where  the  vegetation 
is  located  in  standing  water.  Additionally,  the  vegetation  and  its  attendant  root  mass  provide 
protection  against  shoreline  erosion  in  the  event  that  lake  levels  rebound.

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Wildlife  Habitat  Incentive  Program  (WHIP)

This  past  year,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Natural  Resources  Department  (GTB-NRD) 
applied  for  and  received  $37,270  in  cost 
share  funding  from  the  Natural  Resources 
Conservation  Service  (NRCS)  for  three 
projects  in  the  six  county  service  area.  The 
money  came  from  NRCS’s  Wildlife  Habitat 
Incentive  Program  or  “WHIP”  which  helps  to 
fund  wildlife  habitat  improvement  projects. 
Two  of  the  projects  are  located  in  Leelanau 
County  and  one  is  in  Manistee  County. 


Belanger  Ck.  at  Roubal  Rd. 


The  site  many  readers  may  be  most  familiar 
with  is  the  road/stream  crossing  at  Roubal 
Road  where  it  crosses  Belanger  Creek  near  the 
intersection  with  Pobuda  Road.  The  GTB- 
NRD  partnered  with  the  Leelanau  County 
Road  Commission,  the  Conservation  Resource 
Alliance  (CRA),  and  the  Watershed  Center 
Grand  Traverse  to  replace  the  two  existing 
undersized  culverts  with  one  large  culvert.  In 
addition,  the  stream  was  realigned  slightly  to 
better  accommodate  the  flow  of  the  stream. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band’s  contribution  to 
this  project  through  WHIP  was  $16,966.  The 
second  Leelanau  County  site  is  a road/stream 
crossing  on  Popa  Valley  Road.  Work  will  not 
get  underway  at  this  location  until  the  spring 
of  2007.  The  WHIP  funding  for  this  project  is 
$6,173. 

The  Bear  Creek/Johnson  Property  site  in 
Manistee  County  is  a stream  bank  stabilization 
project.  The  GTB-NRD  partnered  with  CRA 
who  developed  the  work  plan  and  will  be 
coordinating  work  at  the  site.  The  project  is 
expected  to  wrap  up  sometime  this  winter.  The 
Grand  Traverse  Band’s  contribution  to  this 
project  through  WHIP  was  $14,063. 

These  projects  will  help  restore  habitat  for  fish 
and  the  insects  that  they  feed  upon  by  reducing 
sediment  inputs  and  promoting  scouring  of  the 
stream  bed  to  expose  gravel.

As  you  know  this  year  the 
Natural  Resources  Department 
will  be  giving  away  SUCCESSFUL 
HUNTER  PATCHES  for  Tribal 
Members  that  successfully 
harvest  deer  in  2006.

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DLEG  Launches  Project  H*E*R*Q  Pilot  to  Assist  Disabled  Michigan  Veterans 


Michigan  is  First  in  Nation  to  Offer  Statewide  Project  H*E*R*0 
Applications 

December  12,  2006  - Governor  Jennifer  M.  Granholm 
announced  today  that  Michigan  is  now  accepting  applications 
from  disabled  Michigan  veterans  to  make  their  home  accessible 
through  a new  Project  H*E*R*0*  program. 

Application  deadline  is  Jan.  1,  2007. 

Project  H*E*R*0*  (Homes  Eliminated  of  Restrictions  and 
Obstacles)  is  a national  grass  roots,  volunteer  based  initiative 
founded  by  the  International  Code  Council  Foundation 
(ICCF)  and  patriotic  organizations  to  help  disabled  Americans 
regain  their  independence  by  tapping  into  the  expertise  and 
volunteerism  of  building  safety  officials,  design  professionals, 
and  contractors.  Gen.  Wesley  Clark  (ret.),  is  Chairman  of  Project 
H*E*R*0*. 

“There  are  more  than  788,000  Michigan  veterans  who  have 
served  to  protect  our  freedoms  - many  return  home  with 
limitations  and  challenges  due  to  injuries.  Michigan  citizens  can 
show  their  gratitude  by  helping  those  disabled  veterans  to  ensure 
that  their  homes  are  accessible  and  functional,”  Granholm  said. 

The  ICC  Foundation  has  launched  successful  pilot  projects  in 
Las  Vegas  and  Ohio,  however  Michigan  is  the  first  state  in  the 
nation  to  offer  a statewide  Project  H*E*R*0  program. 


Robert  W.  Swanson,  director  of  the  Department  of  Labor  & Economic 
Growth  which  is  overseeing  the  initiative,  said  applications  will  be 
accepted  for  all  home  improvements  for  disabled  veterans  whether  it  is 
as  simple  as  installing  a ramp  or  lowering  doorknobs  or  as  complicated 
as  a new  roof  or  room  additions. 

“Making  a home  accessible  can  be  challenging  and  outside  the  financial 
means  of  a disabled  veteran  - so  we  are  considering  all  projects,  big  or 
small,”  Swanson  said.  “We’ve  already  received  numerous  offers  from 
contractors,  builders,  planners,  veterans  groups  and  home  improvement 
suppliers  anxious  to  volunteer  or  donate  services  and  products  to  help 
our  veterans.  Our  goal  now  is  to  bring  together  these  partners  and 
harness  all  of  our  resources  to  help  facilitate  as  many  projects  at  the 
local  level  as  possible.”

A Healthier  Recipe  for  Fry  Bread  (using 
whole-wheat)  sent  in  by  ITC  and  Bill  Martell: 

2 cups  white  flour 
2 cups  whole  wheat  flour 
4 tablespoons  baking  powder 
1 teaspoon  salt 
% cup  oil  for  mixing 
Honey  for  topping 
Oil  for  cooking 

1.  Mix  dry  ingredients.  Add  water  to  dry  ingredients. 

2.  Add  oil  a little  at  a time,  only  enough  to  make  the 
mixture  look  like  corn  meal. 

3.  Slowly  add  1 cup  warm  water,  only  adding  to  make 
dough  stick  together. 

4.  Roll  into  fist-sized  balls.  Cover  and  let  rest  for  10 
minutes. 

5.  Pat  dough  out  with  your  hands  to  ma  large  pancakes 
size  pieces. 

6.  Alternative:  Knead  dough  on  a floured  board  till  it 
becomes  elastic.  Let  dough  rest  10  minutes.  Roll  out 
dough  till  it  is  'A  inch  thick.  Cut  into  squares  or  circles. 

7.  Deep-fry  at  370  degrees  F till  golden  brown;  drain  on 
paper  towels.  Drizzle  with  honey  and  serve.  (Make 
Indian  Tacos  with  beans,  shredded  lettuce,  tomato  and 
cheese  for  toppings)

processed  using  temperatures  under  170  degrees  F contain  live  enzymes 
and  can  be  considered  live  foods,  a healthy  and  digestible  choice.

MCT  are  used  to  produce  energy  much  like 
carbohydrates  and,  therefore,  they  do  not  circulate  in  the  bloodstream  like 
other  fats.  For  this  reason,  they  do  not  supply  fat  to  fat  cells  or  contribute  to 
weight  gain.  There  is  a popular  misconception  that  coconut  oil  causes  heart 
disease. 

Medium-chain  triglycerides  (MCT’s)  are  commonly  used  in  special 
nutrition  formulas  created  for  hospitalized  patients.  The  medium-chain  fatty 
acids  in  coconut  oil  are  much  different  than  the  long-chain  fatty  acids  found 
in  seed  oils.

LIHEAP  / REACH 
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Human  Service/LIHEAP/REACH  Programs  Guidelines 


The  mission  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians  Human 
Service  Programs  is  to  promote  community  self-sufficiency,  physical  and  mental  well 
being  for  tribal  members  within  the  six-county  service  area  through  direct  service 
provision,  education,  and  community  involvement  within  the  spirit  of  self-governance. 

Types  of  Emergency  Assistance  Available 


available  from  the  life  insurance  policy  to  be  used  for  food  and/or  lodging  expenses 
based  on  need  as  determined  by  the  beneficiary  representing  the  family.  The  lodge  in 
Peshawbestown  will  have  rooms  (depending  on  availability)  for  a reduced  rate  of  $25 
per  night,  per  room.  This  rate  is  only  available  for  a maximum  of  three  consecutive 
nights.  The  individuals  staying  at  the  lodge  must  pay  this  charge  at  the  time  of  check- 
in. There  are  no  income  guidelines  for  this  assistance. 


Utility  Assistance,  Emergency  Food,  Funeral  Assistance  and  Emergency  Medical 
Assistance  are  available.  A Human  Service  application  must  be  completed  to  receive 
services  with  the  following  required  documentation  attached:  Tribal  ID  (GTB  TID 
dated  after  October  1,  2003),  proof  of  residency  within  the  six  county  service  area 
(utility  bill,  drivers  license,  state  ID),  and  proof  of  income. 

• UTIEITY  ASSISTANCE 

Human  Service  Program 

Income  eligible  GTB  tribal  members  can  receive  up  to  $150  per  household,  per 
fiscal  year,  for  heating  and/or  cooling  bill  assistance.  GTB  elders,  or  GTB  tribal 
members  who  receive  S S/S  SI,  can  receive  up  to  $150  twice  per  fiscal  year  and 
may  also  use  this  assistance  for  electric  bills,  regardless  of  income. 

LIHEAP/REACH  Program 

Income  eligible  Federally  Recognized  tribal  members  can  receive  up  to  $200  from 
the  LIHEAP  program  and  up  to  $200  from  the  REACH  program  per  year  for 
heating  and/or  cooling  bills. 

• EMERGENCY  FOOD 

Income  eligible  GTB  tribal  members  can  receive  one  food  order  per  household,  per 
fiscal  year.  GTB  elders,  or  GTB  tribal  members  who  receive  S S/S  SI,  can  receive 
up  to  two  food  orders  per  fiscal  year,  regardless  of  income.

• EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  ASSISTANCE 

GTB  tribal  members  are  eligible  to  receive  up  to  $500  in  emergency  medical 
assistance  per  year  in  documented  (appointment  card,  physician’s  note,  etc.)  life 
threatening  medical  situations  involving  their  spouse  or  child  (19  years  old  or 
younger).  Non-employee  travel  rates  will  be  used  and  receipts  will  be  required 
for  all  allowable  expenses  which  include:  motel  stay,  mileage  and  meal  allowance. 
Reimbursement  for  expenses  is  allowable  if  preplanning  in  not  an  option  as  long 
as  original  receipts  are  submitted.  All  other  possible  resources  must  be  exhausted. 
There  are  no  income  guidelines  for  this  assistance. 

Income  Guidelines 

Income  guidelines  are  based  on  60%  of  the  fiscal  year  2007  state  median  income. 

To  determine  household  income,  all  income,  with  the  exception  of  GTB  per  capita 
distributions  will  be  counted.  This  includes  income  of  non-GTB  members  residing 
in  the  household.  Households  with  those  who  receive  assistance  from  the  Michigan 
Department  of  Human  Service  or  SS/SSI  payments  automatically  qualify.  In  an 
extreme  and  extenuating  emergency,  GTB  members  over  the  income  guidelines  can 
receive  assistance  from  tribally  funded  programs  through  an  Emergency  Request 
Form.

Expressing  Warmth  and 
Affection,  Helping  Children  Build

Expressing  warmth  and  affection  to 
children  is  important  for  many  reasons. 

It's  also  crucial  for  young  children  to  be 
appropriately  touched  and  hugged  by 
adults.  Touching  and  holding  infants  and 
toddlers  helps  them  feel  secure  and  learn  to 
trust  their  caregivers.  A good  relationship 
(that  is  positive  and  supportive)  promotes 
brain  development.  By  remaining  calm  and 
responsive  to  the  child's  needs,  adults  can 
reassure  and  calm  an  anxious  child.  Finally, 
these  activities  will  help  you  develop  a good 
relationship  with  the  children,  and  this  will 
help  you  feel  good,  enjoy  your  work,  and 
have  fun.

CenturyTel  is  energizing  its  efforts  to  inform  residents  of  two  assistance 
programs  that  provide  discounts  on  initial  telephone  installation  and  basic 
monthly  telephone  service  to  qualifying  low-income  consumers.  Link-Up 
helps  these  consumers  pay  the  initial  costs  of  getting  telephone  service. 
Lifeline  provides  certain  discounts  on  monthly  service  for  qualified 
subscribers. 

Lifeline  and  Link-Up  are  available  to  qualifying  consumers  in  every 
U.S.  state  (territory  and  commonwealth).  Qualifications  for  participation 
vary  by  state.  States  with  their  own  programs  have  their  own  criteria.  In 
states  that  rely  solely  on  the  federal  program,  the  subscriber  must 
participate  in  one  of  the  following  programs:  Medicaid,  food  stamps, 
Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI),  Federal  Public  Housing  Assistance 
or  the  Low-Income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Program  (LIHEAP),  Head 
Start,  the  National  School  Lunch  Program's  Free  Lunch  Program, 
Temporary  Assistance  to  Needy  Families  (TANF)  or  if  the  Household 
annual  gross  income  is  at  or  below  135%  of  the  federal  poverty  level. 

The  amount  of  the  discounts  also  varies  by  state.  Link-Up  helps 
qualified  low-income  consumers  to  connect  to  the  telephone  network. 

This  federal  program  offsets  1/2  of  the  initial  hook-up  fee,  up  to  $30,  for 
qualified  households. 

Residents  of  American  Indian  and  Alaskan  Native  tribal  lands  may 
qualify  for  an  additional  $25  of  enhanced  Lifeline  support  monthly  and  up 
to  $70  of  expanded  Link-Up  support  beyond  current  levels.  An  individual 
living  on  tribal  lands  may  also  qualify  for  Lifeline  and  Link-Up  discounts 
if  he  or  she  participates  in  one  of  the  above  programs  or  one  of  the 
following  federal  programs:  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  General  Assistance 
or  Tribally  Administered  Temporary  Assistance  to  Needy  Families.

Dear  Tribal  Members, 

Under  18  GTBC  § 1605(k)  the  Tribal  Council  declared 
all  incarcerated  tribal  members  legally  incompetent 
for  the  purpose  of  distributing  per  capita  funds.  The 
Tribal  Council,  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  1 8 
GTBC  §§  1610  and  1614,  has  held  the  per  capita  funds 
of  incarcerated  tribal  members  until  an  application  for 
distribution  was  filed  by  the  prisoner  in  GTB  Tribal 
Court.  The  Tribal  Council  has  repealed  1 8 GTBC  § 
1605(k)  and  the  newly  adopted  policy  will  become 
effective  when  the  Secretary  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  the  Interior  approves  the  change  in  the  Revenue 
Allocation  Ordinance  (RAO)  or  within  60  days, 
whichever  date  comes  first.  After  the  Secretary  approves 
the  amendment,  per  capita  distributions  will  be  sent 
directly  to  the  facility  where  the  member  is  incarcerated 
or  to  whomever  the  incarcerated  tribal  member 
designates  to  receive  their  per  capita  distribution.  If  you 
have  any  questions  regarding  this  new  policy,  please 
contact  the  GTB  Legal  Department  at  (231)  534-7601.

Thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to  contribute  the  views  of  myself  and  our 
Tribal  Council  as  we  debate  the  budgetary  process  for  the  2007  Midwest 
Budget  Consultation  Session.  As  a member  of  the  Midwest  Alliance 
of  Sovereign  Tribes  and  Tribal  Chairman,  I am  pleased  to  provide  this 
testimony  to  help  shape  the  2007  Budget  of  the  Indian  Health  Service  and 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  As  one  of  the  562  Indian 
Tribes  and  the  17th  Self  Governance  Tribe  of  the  Nation,  our  ability  to 
continue  to  successfully  administer  federal  programs  is  largely  impacted 
by  the  work  that  we  come  here  to  discuss.  This  consultation  process  must 
not  continue  on  the  same  path  of  being  one  sided.  This  process  must  send 
a message  and  enable  Indian  Tribes  to  inform  the  executive  and  legislative 
branches,  in  a govemment-to-govemment  setting  to  have  any  degree  of 
success. 

We  are  the  Sovereign  Indian  Nations  of  the  Midwest.  Our  peoples  have 
resided  in  this  area  for  many  centuries  and,  as  is  our  custom  and  tradition, 
we  bring  you  greetings  from  our  Indian  Peoples.  We  provide  this  testimony 
with  good  thoughts  and  prayers  that  our  Creator  will  bless  the  work  of  this 
body  and  that  our  work  and  actions  will  benefit  our  Peoples  of  this  Great 
Nation.  We  pray  that  you  weigh  the  many  needs  of  Indian  People  and  render 
adequate  resources  to  meet  the  needs  as  stated  in  our  testimony.  Together, 
we  can  accomplish  a great  deal.  Divided  we  no  longer  are  partners  for 
progress. 

THE  ADMIN SITRATION ’ S 2007  BUDGET 

The  United  States  of  America  has  been  established  on  lands  that  were 
secured  through  agreements  by  treaties  with  the  Aboriginal  People  of 
this  land.  These  Treaties,  the  United  States  Constitution,  over  5000 
laws,  Presidential  Executive  Orders,  and  many  Supreme  Court  decisions 
is  evidence  of  a unique  relationship  between  Indian  Tribes  and  the  U.S. 
Government.  No  other  group  of  people  in  this  nation  has  this  relationship. 
This  relationship  provides  for  a trust  responsibility  owed  by  the  United 
States  to  Indian  Tribes.  Each  year  the  Administration  requests  funding  for 
the  programming  that  is  geared  toward  meeting  the  trust  responsibility  that 
United  States  owes  to  Indian  Tribes  and  its  members. 

This  Administration’s  proposed  budget  for  FY  2007  is  inadequate  to  meet 
the  immediate  needs  and  the  previous  unmet  needs  therefore  must  provide 
for  a much  greater  increases  in  the  Indian  Health  Services  Budget.  With 
respect  to  the  modest  increases  in  these  proposed  2007  Budgets,  our  Tribe 
generally  supports  all  of  the  increases  possible  but  little  has  been  done  to 
catch-up  on  the  fast  escalating  costs  of  health  care  and  the  unmet  needs 
from  previous  shortfalls  in  Indian  Country. 


UNMET  NEEDS  IN  INDIAN  COUNTRY 

In  July  2003,  the  U.S.  Commission  on  Civil  Rights  released  a study 
entitled  “A  Quiet  Crisis”  Federal  Funding  and  Unmet  Needs  in  Indian 
Country.  This  study  on  the  under  funding  of  Indian  Tribes  along  with 
the  mismanagement  of  trust  funds  by  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  has 
led  to  the  breakdown  of  an  already  poverty  stricken  class  of  People 
here  and  elsewhere. 

Any  increase  is  welcomed  but  seldom  if  any  allocation  by  the  Congress 
or  Administration  is  based  on  need.  It  is  based  on  a broken  system  that 
has  not  been  corrected  for  over  50  years  or  more.  The  system  of  the 
Bureau  of  Census  has  compounded  the  situation  by  continuing  the 
under  counting  of  Indian  Tribes  by  12.2%  in  FY-2000.  This  fact  and 
other  under  funding  annual  budgets  has  caused  immeasurable  harm  to 
Tribal  Governments  in  carrying  out  our  mandates.  The  basis  of  equal 
funding  and  the  allocation  mechanism  has  been  breached  for  over  a 
half  of  the  past  century  and  continues,  today.  Your  problem  of  today  is 
our  problem  as  well  and  must  not  continue  if  we  are  to  make  progress 
together.  What  happens  when  a partner  breaks  a promise?  The 
partnership  is  weakened  and  stops  to  be  a partner.  Is  this  the  direction 
we  want  to  go  in?  What  is  the  remedy?  I believe  the  remedy  must 
and  should  be  through  increased  funding  or  a catch-up  fund  to  Indian 
Tribes.  Countless  studies  have  pointed  out  the  disparities  of  funding 
on  a per  capita  population  basis  in  the  budget  of  the  IHS  Bemidji  Area 
based  on  data  provided  by  the  agency  itself.  These  are  pointed  out 
to  the  Congress  and  Administration  but  their  budget  forecasts  never 
catches  up. 

These  funding  gaps  contribute  to  an  already  existing  backlog  of  unmet 
needs  in  Tribal  government  operations  and  health  care  for  Indian 
People.  For  example,  the  total  funding  for  my  Tribe  alone  receives 
from  the  Indian  Health  Service  is  only  enough  to  meet  only  17%  of 
our  health  care  needs.  We  have  had  to  find  other  resources  to  cover 
the  83%  shortfall.  This  must  not  continue.  We  have  come  to  offer  our 
support  to  correct  this  wrong  doing  and  are  prepared  to  confront  the 
Administration  and  the  new  Congress  by  presenting  testimony  before 
the  appropriate  Congressional  Committees. 

In  closing,  I’m  reminded  by  a statement  from  the  Great  Sioux  Chief 
Sitting  Bull  who  said  “My  Children  will  grow  up  here,  and  I am  looking 
ahead  for  their  benefit,  and  the  benefit  of  my  children’s  children  too; 
and  even  beyond  that  again  to  the  next  Seven  Generations.” 

We  must  seize  the  moment  to  point  out  these  shortcomings  of  injustices 
and  unfairness  in  the  federal  funding  system  that  hasn’t  done  the 
job.

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MICHIGAN  INDIAN  ELDERS  ASSOCIATION 
2006/07  STUDENT  INCENTIVE  PROGRAM 


A student  incentive  program  is  being  offered  by  the  Michigan  Indian  Elders  Association  (M.I.E.A.)  to  recognize  students  who  achieve  all  “A’s”  for  a marking 
period  as  well  as  students  who  achieve  perfect  attendance  for  a marking  period. 


There  will  be  a minimum  of  $3,000  available  to  fund  this  program  this  year.  At  $25  per  award,  there  will  be  120  winners  who  will  be  determined  by  lottery. 
Here  are  the  conditions  to  qualify: 

• The  student  must  be  an  enrolled  member  or  be  a direct  descendant  of  an  enrolled  member  of  one  of  the  M.I.E.A.  constituent  tribes/bands. 

• The  student  must  be  in  grades  K- 12  at  a public  or  private  school,  (home  schooling  not  eligible) 

• A student  must  be  in  grades  4-12  to  qualify  for  the  straight  “A”  award.  (A-,  A,  A+) 

• For  a school  system  that  uses  a grading  system  based  on  numbers,  the  equivalent  to  straight  “A’s”  will  be  acceptable. 

• A student  must  be  in  grades  K-12  to  qualify  for  the  perfect  attendance  award. 

• Perfect  attendance  means  exactly  that.  A student  must  be  in  school  or  at  a school  sponsored  function  each  day  of  the  marking  period.  Excused 
absences  for  anything  other  than  a school  sponsored/approved  function  do  not  constitute  perfect  attendance. 

• The  first  two  marking  periods  of  this  2006/07  school  year  (or  the  number  of  marking  periods  completed  by  March  1,  2007  for  school  systems  having 
something  other  than  four  marking  periods)  will  be  used  to  determine  the  winners  for  this  lottery.

Peshawbestown,  Michigan,  January  17, 
2007:  The  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  & 
Chippewa  Indians  is  pleased  to  announce  the 
distribution  of  their  twice  a year  2%gaming 
revenue  allocation  to  local  units  of  government. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  consent  decree,  settling 
Tribes  v.  Engler  (Case  no.  1:90-CV-611,  U.S. 
District  Court,  Western  District  Michigan),  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band  agreed  to  pay  2%  of  its  video 
gaming  revenue  to  local  units  of  government,  as 
defined  in  the  stipulation,  no  later  than  60  days 
after  October  1st  and  March  3 1st  of  each  year.  This 
payment  schedule  was  modified  with  the  consent  of 
the  State  of  Michigan  to  July  31st  and  January  31st 
of  each  year  because  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band’s  gaming  operation  is  calendar- 
based. 


“The  test  for  determining  the  distribution 
standards,  as  outlined  in  Tribes  v.  Engler  are: 

“Each  tribe  shall  determine  which  local  unit  or 
units  of  government  shall  receive  payments  and  the 
amounts  thereof;  provided  however,  the  guidelines 
governing  the  tribes  in  making  said  determinations 
shall  be  based  upon  compensating  said  local  units 
of  government  for  governmental  services  provided 
to  the  tribes  and  for  impacts  associated  with  the 
existence  and  location  of  the  tribal  casino  in  its 
vicinity;  and  provided  further,  however. . .each 
local  unit  of  government  shall  receive  no  less  than 
an  amount  equivalent  to  its  share  of  ad  valorem 
property  taxes. . .”  In  connection  with  the  elements 
of  the  test  that  relate  to  “services  to  the  GTB 
members”  from  non-governmental  organizations, 
we  have  implemented  a requirement  that  any 
request  for  funding  from  the  2%  revenue  only  be 
considered  after  an  endorsement  from  a local  unit 
of  government  with  taxing  authority.” 

On  January  17,  2007,  the  Tribal 
Council  determined  which  organizations  would 
receive  a portion  of  the  2%  gaming  revenues 
derived  from  slot  machines.  Of  the  103 
applications  received,  which  totaled  $3,836,212.82, 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Council  awarded 
57  applicants  (see  attached  list).  The  total 
amount  available  to  allocate  for  this  2%  cycle  was 
$999,829.32. 


It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa 
Indians  is  able  to  provide  all  citizens  of  northern 
Michigan  with  these  services  that  are  furnished 
solely  by  gaming  revenues.

Washington  - Michigan  constituents  are  reminded  that  beginning 
January  23rd,  air  travelers  to  and  from  Canada,  Mexico  and  the 
Caribbean  will  for  the  first  time  need  a passport  to  cross  the 
U.S.  border.  The  regulation  changes  do  not  yet  affect  those  who 
travel  across  the  Canadian  border  by  land.  The  changes  are  being 
implemented  to  address  security  concerns  as  part  of  the  government’s 
Western  Hemisphere  Travel  Initiative. 


Individuals  interested  in  acquiring  a new  passport  can  obtain  the 
necessary  paperwork  by  visiting  their  local  county  clerk,  post  office 
or,  in  some  cases,  the  local  public  library.  Additional  information  on 
obtaining  a passport  is  available  at  http://travel.state.gov/  . Please 
be  aware  that  it  may  take  six  to  eight  weeks  for  processing  passport 
paperwork.  The  new  rules  also  mandate  that  U.S.  citizens  applying  for 
a passport  will  receive  an  electronic  version  that  is  embedded  with  an 
electronic  “smart”  chip  designed  to  prevent  forgery.

During 
my  career  in  the  environmental  field,  I have  always  tried  to  fathom  how  my  decisions  would 
affect  those  ones  seven  generations  ahead,  but  it  was  only  in  recent  years  that  I was  humbly 
reminded  to  thank  and  acknowledge  those  ones  who  thought  of  me,  seven  generation  ago.

• Radon  is  the  second  leading  cause  of  lung  cancer  in  the  United  States,  resulting  in  more 
than  21,000  new  lung  cancers  each  year  (more  than  600  of  those  in  Michigan  alone).

2006  Deer  Season  Preliminary 
Harvest  Results 

In  general,  it  looks  as  though  the  2006  deer 
hunting  season  for  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
was  not  as  successful  as  previous  years. 
Preliminary  figures  show  that  total  deer  harvest 
for  Tribal  license  holders  was  down  as  were  the 
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number  of  deer  tags  issued  (701)  to  hunters  (243).  As  usual,  most  deer  (84%)  were  harvested 
during  the  firearm  season.  Leelanau  County  produced  the  largest  proportion  of  the  total  deer 
harvest  (34%)  followed  by  Grand  Traverse  and  Benzie  Counties  18%  and  10%,  respectively. 
Thirty  seven  percent  of  (37%)  of  the  firearm  harvest  was  produced  between  November  1 and 
This  is  down  3%  from  2005.  The  following  tables  summarize  the  2006  GTB  deer  harvest:

Natural  Resources  Department  Committee  In  Session 
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GTB  is  helping  to  ensure 
Champion  Tree  legacy 
with  a 2-percent  award  of 
$10,000 


"If  we  don't  replant, 
reforest,  and  heal  the 
forest  and  waters,  who 
will?"  asked  David  Milarch, 
who  established  the 
Champion  Tree  Project 
with  his  sons,  Jared  and 
Jake.  It's  been  a full 
decade  since  the  Copemish, 
Mich.,  arborist  founded  the 
non-profit  undertaking  to 
preserve  the  eldest,  largest 
trees  and  propagate  their 
genetics.  In  that  decade, 
the  project  has  grown  to 
international  proportions. 

Milarch  clones  these 
champion  trees  and  plans 
to  reforest  the  world  with 
them,  one  acre  at  a time 
if  necessary.  They  have 
already  accomplished  a lot 
to  further  this  plan. 


Milarch  has  propagated  some  of  the 
oldest  trees  in  the  world,  including  the 
4,500-year-old-plus  bristlecones  of  our 
American  West.  The  oldest  of  these 
trees,  dubbed  "Methuselah,"  is  4,780 
years  old  — sprouting  to  life  at  the 
dawn  of  human  history. 

Milarch  would  really  like  to  see 
his  young  champions  utilized  on 
Anishinabe  lands,  and  show  us  how  to 
reforest  Mother  with  young  trees  from 
the  Grandfathers.  He  has  worked  with 
tribes  across  the  country  and  would 
love  to  work  with  the  Anishinabe, 
and  all  he  needs  is  an  invitation,  he 
said.  One  project  dear  to  Milarch's 
heart  is  a maple  sugar  grove  planted 
in  a medicine  wheel  design.  The  young 
trees  from  old  Grandfathers  could 
teach  the  children  all  about  maple 
sugar. 


Forbidden  to  speak  their  Native 
languages  in  school,  they  later 
used  them  to  win  the  war.

Prevention  Program: 

Stalking 

Stalking  can  be  defined  as  a pattern 
of  repeated  and  unwanted  attention, 
harassment,  contact,  or  any  other 
course  of  conduct  directed  at  a specific 
person  that  would  cause  a reasonable 
person  to  feel  fear. 

It  is  a course  of  conduct  that  can 
include: 

• Repeated,  unwanted,  intrusive,  and 
frightening  communications  from  the 
perpetrator  by  phone,  mail,  and/or 
email 

• Repeatedly  leaving  or  sending  victim 
unwanted  items,  presents,  or  flowers 

• Following  or  laying  in  wait  for  the 
victim  at  places  such  as  home, 
school,  work,  or  recreation  place 

• Making  direct  or  indirect  threats 
to  harm  the  victim,  the  victim's 
children,  relatives,  friends,  or  pets. 

• Damaging  or  threatening  to  damage 
the  victim's  property 

• Harassing  victim  through  the  internet 

• Posting  information  or  spreading 
rumors  about  the  victim  on  the 
internet,  in  a public  place,  or  by  word 
of  mouth 

• Obtaining  personal  information 
about  the  victim  by  accessing  public 
records,  using  internet  search 
services,  hiring  private  investigators, 
going  through 

There  are  several  types  of  stalking.  In 
this  article  intimate  partner  stalking 

is  addressed.  The  intimate  partner 
stalker  is  typically  known  as  the  guy 
who  "just  can't  let  go."  These  are  most 
often  men  who  refuse  to  believe  that 
a relationship  has  really  ended.  Often, 
other  people  - even  the  victims  - feel 
sorry  for  them.  But  they  shouldn't. 
Studies  show  that  the  vast  majority 
of  these  stalkers  are  not  sympathetic, 
lonely  people  who  are  still  hopelessly 
in  love,  but  were  in  fact  emotionally 
abusive  and  controlling  during  the 
relationship.  Many  have  criminal 
histories  unrelated  to  stalking  and 
domestic  violence.  Well  over  half  of  all 
stalkers  fall  into  this  "former  intimate 
partner"  category. 
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What  victims  need  to  understand  is  that 
there  is  no  reasoning  with  stalkers.  Just 
the  fact  that  stalking  - an  unreasonable 
activity  - has  already  begun,  illustrates 
this  fact.  When  the  victim  says,  "I  don't 
want  a relationship  now,"  the  stalker 
hears,  "She'll  want  me  again,  tomorrow." 
When  she  says,  "I  just  need  some 
space,"  he  hears,  "If  I just  let  her  go  out 
with  her  friends,  she'll  come  back."  In 
other  words,  the  only  thing  to  say  to  the 
stalker  is  "no."  No  explanations,  no  time 
limits,  no  room  to  maneuver. 

Pattern  of  Stalking 

Just  as  domestic  violence  follows  a 
pattern,  so  does  stalking.  It  may  start 
as  unwanted  attention.  The  person  may 
keep  trying  to  be  part  of  your  life— even 
after  you  tell  him  to  leave  you  alone.  He 
may  keep  calling  or  leaves  messages, 
sends  unwanted  emails  or  letters,  follow 
you  often,  show  up  at  work  or  home 
uninvited,  or  spy  on  you.  It  may  become 
more  dangerous  and  over  time,  the 
stalker  may  increase  the  harassment— 
and  put  you  in  danger  by  making  threats 
against  you  or  your  loved  ones— or 
make  comments  that  can  be  taken  as 
threats,  break  into  your  home,  damage 
property,  or  try  to  harm  you. 

Always  take  stalking  seriously;  no  one 
should  have  to  live  in  fear.  Know  what 
you  can  do  to  help  keep  safe. 

If  You  Become  a Stalking  Victim 

If  you  become  a victim  of  a stalker 
you  must,  above  all,  educate  yourself. 
Information  can  be  found  the  website: 
http://www.ncvc.ora,  the  GTB  Family 
Violence  Prevention  Program,  or  the 
Women's  Resource  Center. 

Security  Precautions  for  Stalking 
Victims: 

1.  Tell  the  stalker  "no"  once  and 

only  once,  and  then  never  give 

him  the  satisfaction  of  a reaction 

again.  Don't  try  and  reason  with 
him.  Face  to  face  attention  is 
what  the  stalker  wants.  The  more 
you  respond,  the  more  you  teach 
him  that  his  actions  will  get  your 
response.  This  only  serves  to 
reinforce  the  stalking  and  puts  you 
in  more  danger. 

2.  Park  in  well-lit  areas. 

3.  Don't  give  out  your  address/phone 
number.  Destroy  discarded  mail. 

4.  When/if  the  stalker  gets  your  home 
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telephone  number,  don't  change  it. 
Instead,  always  let  an  answering 
machine  pick-up.  Get  a new, 
unlisted  number,  and  give  it  to 
everyone  who  calls  but  the  stalker. 
Keep  a tape  of  the  recorded  calls. 

5.  Keep  a log  and  document 
everything.  Even  if  you  have 
decided  not  to  go  the  legal  route, 
you  may  change  your  mind.  Keep 
answering  machine  tapes,  letters, 
gifts,  etc.  Keep  a log  of  drive-bys 
or  any  suspicious  occurrences. 

6.  Take  a self-defense  class.  The 
best  self-defense  classes  teach 
you  how  to  become  more  aware 
of  your  surroundings  and  avoid 
confrontations. 

7.  Have  co-workers  screen  all  calls 
and  visitors. 

8.  Don't  accept  packages  unless  they 
were  personally  ordered. 

9.  Remove  any  name  or  identification 
from  reserved  parking  at  work. 

10.  Get  a cell  phone  and  keep  it  with 
you  at  all  times,  even  inside  your 
home,  in  case  the  stalker  cuts  your 
phone  lines. 

11. If  you  think  you  are  being  followed 
while  in  your  car,  make  four  left- 
or  right-hand  turns  in  succession. 

If  the  car  continues  to  follow  you, 
drive  to  the  nearest  police  station, 
never  home  or  to  a friend's  house. 

12.  Never  be  afraid  to  sound  your  car 
horn  to  attract  attention. 

13.  Consider  moving  if  your  case 
warrants  it.  No,  it's  not  fair,  but 
nothing  is  fair  about  stalking. 

14.  Consider  getting  a restraining 
order.  This  allows  law  enforcement 
to  arrest  the  stalker  if  he  comes 
near  you;  but  does  not  guarantee 
the  stalker  will  stay  away. 

15.  Call  911  or  Law  Enforcement 
in  your  area  if  you  are  at 
immediate  risk.  And  for  support

Legal  Notice 
GTB  Legal  Department 

Dear  Tribal  Members, 

Under  18  GTBC  § 1605(k)  the  Tribal  Council 
declared  all  incarcerated  tribal  members  legally 
incompetent  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  per 
capita  funds.  The  Tribal  Council,  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  18  GTBC  §§  1610 
and  1614,  has  held  the  per  capita  funds  of 
incarcerated  tribal  members  until  an  application 
for  distribution  was  filed  by  the  prisoner  in 
GTB  Tribal  Court.  The  Tribal  Council  has 
repealed  18  GTBC  § 1605(k)  and  the  newly 
adopted  policy  will  become  effective  when  the 
Secretary  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  the  Interior 
approves  the  change  in  the  Revenue  Allocation 
Ordinance  (RAO)  or  within  60  days,  whichever 
date  comes  first.  After  the  Secretary  approves 
the  amendment,  per  capita  distributions  will  be 
sent  directly  to  the  facility  where  the  member 
is  incarcerated  or  to  whomever  the  incarcerated 
tribal  member  designates  to  receive  their  per 
capita  distribution.  If  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  this  new  policy,  please  contact  the 
GTB  Legal  Department  at  (231)  534-7601.

The  Tribal  Police  Department  operates  24/7 
but  personnel  may  not  always  be  able  to 
respond  immediately  to  your  call  because 
of  availability.  The  Tribal  Police  have  to 
deal  with  drive  time  to  locations  within  the 
Tribal  Police  Departments  service  lands  of 
Antrim,  Benzie,  Charlevoix,  Grand  Traverse 
County,  Leelanau  Counties,  and  Manistee 
Counties.  Officers  could  be  already  involved 
in  a complaint  during  the  time  you  attempt  to 
make  contact  for  information  or  place  your 
own  complaint.  Below  is  a guide  for  review 
to  help  with  contact  numbers  and  when  to  call 
certain  agencies. 

If  it  is  an  EMERGENCY  always  dial  911 
no  matter  what  area  you  reside  in,  they  will 
dispatch  help. 

For  NON-EMERGENCY  needs  you  can  call 
the  Tribal  Police  Office  number  of  231-534- 
7777  to  speak  with  an  Officer  directly.  The 
Tribal  Police  try  to  staff  the  front  desk  with 
an  Officer  during  administrative  hours  of  the 
Tribe  but  Officers  have  to  leave  to  deal  with 
complaints.  The  phone  is  forwarded  to  a cell 
phone  that  Officers  take  on  the  road  with  them 
but  if  you  are  trying  to  contact  any  of  the  other 
departments  such  as  Tribal  Prosecutor,  Victims 
Advocate,  Tribal  Emergency  Management  or 
Conservation  Department  the  Tribal  Police 
Officers  will  not  be  able  to  forward  you  or 
connect  you  due  to  being  mobile  and  on  a 
cell  phone.  If  all  Officers  are  involved  in 
complaints  from  citizen’s  already  or  tied  up 
on  emergency  situations  the  call  may  go  to  a 
voicemail  box.  You  may  call  back  again  or 
attempt  contact  by  calling  the  local  Sheriff’s 
Department  Dispatch  Center  so  the  Dispatch 
Center  can  dispatch  an  Officer  to  you. 
Remember  though,  if  it  is  an  EMERGENCY 
dial  911  and  they  will  dispatch  an  Officer  to 
you.

Clothes  Dryer 
Fires  in  Residential 
Buildings 

For  many  households  and  other 
establishments,  the  clothes  dryer  is  an 
indispensable  convenience  and  necessity. 
However,  if  clothes  dryers  are  not  properly 
installed  or  maintained,  critical  fires  can 
occur.  Using  the  latest  3 years  of  data, 
from  2002  to  2004,  the  yearly  national  fire 
loss  for  clothes  dryer  fires  in  structures  is 
estimated  at  $99  million.  Each  year,  these 
losses  result  from  an  estimated  15,600 
fires  that  required  a fire  department 
response.  These  clothes  dryer  fires  cause 
an  annual  average  of  approximately  400 
injuries  and  15  fatalities. 

The  Hows  and  Whvs  of  a Drver  Fire 

A clothes  dryer  works  by  forcing  hot  air 
through  a turning  drum.  Wet  clothes 
placed  in  the  drum  are  then  dried  by  the 
moving  hot  air.  It  is  possible  for  a full  load 
of  wet  clothes  to  contain  as  much  as  one 
and  a half  gallons  of  water.  Lint  is  created 
from  the  clothes  as  the  water  is  removed 
and  the  clothes  dry.  While  much  of  the 
lint  is  trapped  by  the  dryer’s  filter,  lint  also 
is  carried  through  the  venting  system, 
together  with  moist  air.  The  accumulation 
of  lint,  both  in  the  dryer  and  in  the  dryer 
vent,  reduces  the  airflow  and  creates  a 
highly  flammable  fuel  source.  In  addition 
to  the  accumulation  of  lint,  blockage  in 
dryer  exhaust  vents  also  can  occur  from 
the  nests  of  small  birds  and  animals  or 
from  bends  in  the  venting  system  itself. 

When  Residential  Clothes  Drver  Fires 

Occur 

People  typically  do  laundry  at  all  times 
of  the  day  and  all  year  long.  Clothes 
dryer  fires  increase  in  frequency  begin- 
ning in  the  early  morning  and  occur  fairly 
regularly  between  the  hours  of  8 a.m. 
and  midnight.  There  is  a constant  peak 
between  noon  and  5 p.m.  and  again  after 
the  dinner  hour.  Interestingly  the  peak 
month  for  clothes  dryer  fires  is  January. 
Notably,  clothes  dryer  fires  show  a slight 
increase  during  the  winter  and  spring 
months  from  November  until  the  end  of 
April.  The  quantity  and  type  of  clothing 
worn  in  cooler  months  may  be  the 
defining  factor  in  the  monthly  occurrence 
of  dryer  fires.

Leading  Factors  Contributing  to 

Residential  Building  Drver  Fires 

Proper  maintenance  for  clothes  dryers 
involves  removing  the  lint  from  the  traps, 
vents,  and  surrounding  areas  of  the  dryer. 
Not  unexpectedly,  the  leading  factor 
contributing  to  ignition  for  dryer  fires  is 
operation  deficiencies  specifically  “failure 
to  clean.”  Overheating  can  sometimes 
produce  enough  heat  to  ignite  lint  or  other 
nearby  combustibles.  As  a good  fire  safety 
practice,  combustibles  such  as  clothing, 
boxes,  and  other  items  should  not  be  " 
placed  near  or  around  the  clothes  dryer. 

In  addition,  synthetic  materials  are  more 
combustible  than  natural  materials — they 
ignite  at  lower  temperatures  and  burn  at 
much  higher  temperatures.  For  example, 
anything  made  of  plastic,  rubber  or  foam 
should  not  be  placed  in  the  drum  for 
drying. 


Clothes  Drver  Venting  Systems 

Several  recommendations  for  clothes 
dryer  safety  include  the  following: 

Never  put  synthetic  materials  such  as 
rubber,  plastic,  foam,  or  pieces  of  cloth 
that  have  been  used  to  sponge  up 
flammable  liquids  in  the  dryer,  even  if 
previously  washed. 

Clean  the  lint  out  of  the  exhaust  pipe 
and  the  rear  of  the  dryer  regularly. 
Inspect  your  lint  filter  for  rips  each  time 
you  use  it.  If  you  see  any  rips,  replace 
immediately. 

The  exhaust  pipe  should  be  as  short 
as  possible  and  have  limited  bends  to 
allow  for  adequate  airflow. 

The  American  Household  Appliance 
Manufacturers  Association  (AHAM) 
recommends  the  use  of  UL-  approved 
rigid  aluminum  or  steel  duct  or  spiral- 
wound  aluminum  flex  hose,  NOT  white 
vinyl  hose. 


Never  let  vour  clothes  drver  run  while 

you  are  out  of  the  house  or  asleep. 

For  optimal  venting  the  exhaust  should 
vent  directly  outside  the  house.  New 
construction  trends  now  situate  wash- 
ers and  dryers  in  nontraditional  areas  of 
the  house,  such  as  upstairs  bedrooms, 
hallways,  bathrooms,  kitchens,  and 
closets.  These  new  sites  generally  require 
longer  dryer  vents  in  order  to  reach  an 
outside  wall.  These  routes  contain  sharp 
turns  and  bends  that  navigate  through  the 
structure  of  the  home.  Dryer  vents  cannot 
be  longer  than  the  equivalent  of  25  feet  (5 


feet  is  added  to  the  actual  vent  length  for 
each  90-degree  bend  in  the  vent).When 
lint  has  to  pass  through  an  exhaust  that  is 
under  a floor  or  through  walls  and  is  more 
than  6-feet  long,  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  propel  all  the  lint  out  of  the  vent.  As 
a result,  lint  can  accumulate  in  pockets 
along  the  vent  where  they  are  harder  to 
reach  and  clean.  Thus,  it  is  crucial  for 
homeowners  to  also  regularly  inspect  and 
clean  out  the  dryer  vent. 

All  manufacturers  now  state  in  their 
manuals  not  to  use  plastic  flexible  dryer 
ducts  between  the  vent  and  the  clothes 
dryer.  However,  many  homes,  as  well  as 
some  new  construction  homes,  continue 
to  use  plastic  flexible  ducts.  The  plastic 
itself  can  provide  additional  fuel  for  a 
fire.  Even  flexible  foil  vents  are  not  the 
best  choice  for  venting  clothes  dryers 
as  flexible  vents  can  sag,  allowing  lint  to 
build  up  and  catch  on  fire  if  it  comes  in 
contact  with  a sufficient  amount  of  heat. 

Proper  Drver  Maintenance 

In  most  cases,  clothes  dryer  fires  can 
be  prevented.  “Failure  to  clean”  is  the 
number  one  factor  contributing  to  clothes 
dryer  fires,  followed  by  mechanical  and 
electrical  failure.  Clogged  dryer  vents 
occurring  from  lint  buildup  may  make 
the  dryer  operate  incorrectly  and  raise 
the  temperature  of  the  dryer  machinery 
high  enough  to  ignite  lint  or  nearby 
combustibles.  The  exhaust  vent  should 
be  as  short  as  possible  and  have  limited 
bends  to  allow  sufficient  airflow.  Improper 
items  placed  in  the  dryer,  such  as  plastic, 
foam,  or  other  synthetic  materials  also 
can  increase  the  risk  of  fire.  Make  sure 
to  follow  the  recommended  safety  tips  for 
operating  clothes  dryers  safely.

The  Double-Crested  Cormorant  (cormorant) 
is  a hook-billed,  black  bird  many  people 
have  gotten  used  to  seeing  around  Grand 
Traverse  Bay  and  Lake  Michigan  over  the 
past  decade.  The  cormorant’s  scientific  name, 
Phalocrocorax  auritilis,  is  a combination  of 
Greek  (phalakros , kora ) and  Latin  ( auritis ) 
meaning  “eared,  bald  raven”.  This  fish 
eating  bird  has  drawn  the  ire  of  commercial 
and  sport  fisherman  in  the  Great  Lakes  due 
to  their  large  numbers  and  the  individual 
dietary  requirement  of  one  pound  of  fish  per 
bird  per  day.  In  addition  to  their  unfortunate 
dining  requirements,  cormorants  are  colonial 
nesters  that  often  nest  in  large  numbers  to 
the  detriment  of  other,  more  desirable  birds 
such  as  herring  gulls  and  terns.  Cormorants 
have  acidic  excrement  that  kills  vegetation, 
including  full  grown  trees. 

One  large  colony  in  this  area  exists  on  Bellow 
Island  in  Northport  Bay.  While  this  island 
boasts  a large  herring  gull  population  and  an 
increasing  Caspian  tern  population,  it  also  has 
a large  cormorant  population  which  according 
to  renowned  gull  researcher,  Dr.  Bill  Scharf, 
is  having  a negative  impact  on  the  gulls.  In 
addition,  cormorants  have  all  but  taken  over 
some  smaller  islands  in  the  Beaver  Islands 
complex.  The  large  cormorant  population 
at  these  locations  has  caused  concern  from 
Tribal  commercial  fishers  and  has  led 
to  the  development  of  a draft  cormorant 
management  plan  by  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band’s  Natural  Resources  Department.  The 
plan  is  anticipated  to  be  implemented  this 
spring  and  includes  both  the  oiling  of  eggs  and 
the  culling  of  a certain  percentage  of  adults 
at  Bellow  Island  and  small  islands  adjacent 
to  Beaver  Island.  Oiling  of  eggs  involves 
repeatedly  spraying  eggs  with  com  oil  which 
prevents  the  transfer  of  oxygen  and  causes 


asphyxiation  in  the  developing  embryo. 
Culling  will  further  reduce  nesting  success 
and  decrease  forage  consumption.  In  addition, 
numbers  of  non-target  nesting  birds  and  nests 
will  be  recorded.  To  perform  these  activities, 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Natural  Resources 
Department  will  be  acting  as  an  “agent”  of  the 
Federal  Government  which  is  a requirement 
for  managing  these  federally  protected  birds.

2006  Hunting 
Highlights 
from  Tribal  member, 
Mark  Niewiadomski 

April  29,  2006 

After  21/2  hours  of  working  a 2-year-old 
gobbler  with  an  8”  beard,  I finally  heard 
why  he  would  not  come  in.  Another  tom  got 
between  us  and  came  to  the  call.  I killed  him 
at  20  paces  with  202  of  #5  copper  out  of  my 
Benelli  Superblack  Eagle  with  a gobbler 
stopper  choke  tube.  This  was  my  largest  of 
many  birds  I have  killed  in  the  last  24  years. 

It  weighed  24  pounds  even  on  the  scale  at  the 
sport  shop,  1 1/8”  pointed  spurs  and  a heavy 
11”  beard. 

November  19,  2006 

Although  I did  not  kill  any  bucks  in  Chippewa 
County,  I heard  wolves  every  evening,  some 
as  close  as  150  yards.  I saw  no  bucks  in 
Newaygo  County  but  did  manage  to  kill  a nice 
deer  (small  rack)  in  Van  Buren  County.  I got 
53  pounds  of  prime  venison  all  boned  out. 

My  daughter  and  I both  killed  fall  hen  turkeys 
in  Newaygo  County.  Overall,  it  was  a pretty 
good  year.

If  we  time-traveled  back  about  300  years,  I bet  people  would  be  eating  the  same  kinds  of 
comfort  food  we  like  now,  of  course  minus  the  salt,  butter,  sugar  and  preservatives:  a lovely 
buffalo  or  other  gamemeat  stew,  an  herb-filled  soup  or  chowder,  baked  squashes  and 
potatoes,  beans  of  all  sorts  and  chili-like  concoctions.  The  virginal  palates  were  so  pure  and 
the  taste  so  real. 

If  we  mean  it  when  we  vow  every  year  to  lose  weight  and  eat  better,  we  should  take  a lesson 
from  the  past  and  eliminate,  or  at  least  cut  way  back  on,  those  flavor  enhancers  salt,  butter, 
sugar  and  preservatives.  If  you  can  do  this  for  a few  days,  the  taste  buds  adjust  and  you’ll  find 
you  don’t  need  them  as  much  as  you  thought  you  did.  I’ve  tried  this  many  times  and  it  works. 
Over  time,  I slip  and  get  back  into  bad  habits  because  I’m  not  that  strong;  it’s  hard  to  be  in  this 
contemporary  culture.  Temptations  are  all  around,  all  the  time.  I admire  those  of  you  who  can 
summon  the  kind  of  willpower  it  takes  to  resist  them. 

Well,  we  all  have  common  sense,  and  I think  we  know  when  we’re  not  eating  right.  It  is  harder 
to  do  that  these  days  with  all  the  trans  fats  and  hidden  sugars,  among  other  things,  lurking  in 
labels.  Who  can  read  every  label  on  every  food  while  shopping  and  rushing  about?  It  used  to 
be  a matter  of  trusting  our  food  sources,  but  this  takes  vigilance  today,  more  than  ever. 


Garlic  Mashed  Potatoes 

2 to  3 pounds  Yukon  Gold  potatoes,  peeled,  cut  in  1-inch  pieces 
2 cups  water 

1 cup  chicken  broth 

2 garlic  cloves 
1/2  cup  milk 

1 tablespoon  butter 
Salt  and  pepper  to  taste 

Put  potatoes,  water,  broth  and  garlic  in  a large  saucepan  and  bring  to  a boil.  Boil 
uncovered  until  potatoes  are  fork-tender  and  most  of  the  liquid  is  absorbed.  About 
15  to  20  minutes.  Mash  the  potatoes  and  garlic,  then  add  the  milk  slowly  and  the 
butter.  Now  add  the  salt  and  pepper  to  taste. 

*** 

Winter  Greens 

Salad  is  great,  but  let’s  not  forget  good,  hot,  green  vegetable  side  dishes  - perfect 
companions  for  many  winter  meals.  Collard  greens  are  high  in  vitamins  A and  C 
as  well  as  calcium,  and  are  great  steamed.  Spinach  is  the  classic;  try  it  hot  with  a 
dash  of  cider  vinegar  and  some  butter.  Kale  is  another  high  calcium  carrier  and  is 
delicious  with  a squeeze  of  lemon. 

Calcium  in  your  diet  is  important  any  time,  especially  for  strong  bones,  but  it  needs 
help  to  get  into  your  bones.  One  of  the  best  helpers  is  vitamin  D,  which  is  easy 
to  get  most  of  the  year.  If  you  get  only  1 5 minutes  a day  of  sunshine  on  only  your 
face  and  hands,  that  will  give  you  all  you  need;  or  you  can  eat  salmon,  fatty  fish, 
drink  milk  or  eat  cereal  to  get  the  recommended  daily  amount.  Soda  and  caffeine 
can  stop  calcium  from  being  absorbed. 


Poached  Salmon 

I just  love  grilled  salmon,  but  I’m  outnumbered 
at  my  house  because  "they”  like  it  poached 
with  a dill  dipping  sauce.  I’m  beginning  to 
prefer  it  myself  and  to  appreciate  the  fact  that 
I can  make  it  ahead  of  time. 

1-1/2  to  2 pounds  wild-caught  salmon  fillet 

1 quart  water,  or  enough  chicken  broth  and 
lemon  juice  to  make  4 cups 

1 onion,  sliced  thin 

10  whole  juniper  berries  or  peppercorns 
4 bay  leaves 

1 lemon  (1/2  sliced  thin;  reserve  other  half) 

1 tablespoon  hot  pepper  flakes 

1 tablespoon  celery  flakes 

Using  a high-sided  skillet  large  enough  to 
accommodate  your  fillet  (cut  it  once  to  fit), 
put  the  salmon  on  a rack.  Fill  the  pan  with 
the  water  or  chicken  broth  lemon  juice  for 
liquid  and  add  the  onion,  juniper  and/or 
peppercorns,  bay  leaves,  hot  pepper  flakes 
and  celery  flakes.  Place  the  rack  with  fish  over 
the  water,  placing  the  lemon  slices  on  top. 
Cover  and  let  the  salmon  poach-steam  until 
the  center  is  no  longer  deep  pink,  about  15 
- 20  minutes  over  low  heat,  adding  more  water 
if  necessary. 

When  done,  remove  from  rack  carefully  to  a flat  plate 
or  baking  sheet.  Cover  and  chill  for  at  least  1 hour 
before  serving.  Serve  with  Dill  Sauce.  (We  like  it  with 
hot  polenta  patties  and  a cold  beet  salad  or  a four-bean 
salad.) 

Dill  Sauce 

1 cup  plain  yogurt  or  sour  cream 

2 tablespoons  low-fat  Italian  dressing 
1 tablespoon  dill  weed 

Salt  and  pepper  to  taste 


Notes  and  Tips 

- To  keep  seafood  odors  down,  put  a bit  of 
water  with  some  white  vinegar  on  a back 
burner  on  low  heat.  This  absorbs  that  "fishy” 
smell. 

— Refresh  fresh  fruit  that’s  in  danger  of  aging 
by  soaking  slices  of  it  in  a little  lemon  juice 
with  a pinch  of  sugar  added.

Grand  Traverse  Band  Family 
Health  Clinic  Recognized  as  a 
MCIR  Site  of  Excellence 


Region  5 has  implemented  a new  way  to 
recognize  provider  sites  that  use  MCIR 
to  it’s  fullest.  Every  year  Local  Health 
Departments  will  be  choosing  sites  to 
receive  Site  of  Excellence  awards.  These 
can  be  sites  who  have  improved  their 
compliance  levels,  sites  that  are  using  all  the 
features  that  MCIR  has  to  offer  such  as  the 
Vaccine  Inventory  Module  and  Reminder 
Recall,  or  sites  that  have  steadly  maintain 
consistant  profile  numbers  above  the  80% 
level. 

Grand  Traverse  Band  Family  Health  Clinic 
in  Suttons  Bay  was  chosen  by  the  Benzie 
Leelanau  District  Health  Department  as 
a Site  of  Excellence.  Despite  changes  in 
administration,  the  staff  at  Grand  Traverse 
Band  Family  Health  Clinic  have  maintained 
MCIR  compliance  levels  of  88%  and 
continued  to  follow  good  immunization 
practices  in  the  clinic.

Asthma  can  be  controlled.  You  can  do  it! 

When  you  know  how  to  control  asthma,  it  no 
longer  controls  you. 

WHAT  IS  ASTHMA? 

• Asthma  is  a lung  disease.  It  can  be  life 
threatening. 

• Asthma  is  chronic.  In  other  words,  you 
live  with  it  every  day. 

• Asthma  causes  breathing  problems. 

• These  breathing  problems  are  called 
attacks  or  episodes  of  asthma. 

WHEN  YOU  HAVE  ASTHMA 

It’s  important  to: 

• Take  your  asthma  seriously. 

• Take  your  asthma  medicines  as 
directed. 

• When  asthma  symptoms  don't 
improve,  get  help. 

KNOW  YOUR  ASTHMA  SYMPTOMS 

• "I  cough  a lot  while  I exercise  or  even 
when  I rest  after  exercising." 

• "I  have  shortness  of  breath." 

• "I  make  a wheezing  sound  when  I 
breathe." 

• "I  feel  a tightness  in  my  chest." 

Do  you  feel  this  way  sometimes?  Any  one  of  these 
symptoms  may  mean  that  you  have  asthma.  You  can 
have  one  or  more  of  these  symptoms  or  even  different 
ones.  Symptoms  are  clues  that  let  you  know  that  you 
are  having  an  asthma  attack. 

FIND  OUT  WHAT  STARTS  YOUR 
ASTHMA  SYMPTOMS 

Often  symptoms  get  started  or  “triggered”  by  something 
that  bothers  your  lungs.  These  things  are  called  asthma 
triggers. 

There  are  many  kinds  of  triggers.  They  can  range 
from  viruses  (such  as  colds)  to  allergies,  to  gases  and 
particles  in  the  air. 

Given  this  range,  you  may  find  it  hard  to  figure  out 
what  starts  your  asthma  attacks. 


Once  you  find  out  your  triggers,  you  can  do 
something  to  prevent  your  asthma  attacks. 

This  gives  you  control.  The  result  is  that  when 
and  if  you  have  attacks,  there’s  a good  chance 
that  they  will  be  less  severe  and  you  won’t 
have  as  many. 

For  example,  do  you  get  an  asthma  attack  after 
you’ve  exercised?  If  you  do,  you  should  tell 
your  doctor.  You  can  get  help. 

You  can  still  exercise  when  you  have  asthma, 
but  you  may  need  to  take  rest  breaks  while 
you  exercise.  If  you  know  that  exercise 
triggers  your  asthma,  the  doctor  may  tell  you 
to  take  your  asthma  medicine  before  you 
exercise.  This  way,  you  can  still  have  fun 
exercising  without  having  an  asthma  attack. 

There  are  other  asthma  triggers  that  you  can 
get  rid  of  or  avoid.  Good  examples  of  these 
triggers  are  cold  air,  dust,  feathers  or  molds. 

Cigarette  smoking  is  another  trigger  that  must 
be  avoided.  If  you  smoke,  you  need  to  quit. 
Smoking  cigarettes  will  make  your  asthma 
worse,  and  if  you  breathe  the  smoke  from 
someone  else’s  cigarette,  you  may  get  an 
asthma  attack. 

This  is  true  for  children,  too.  In  fact,  children 
are  especially  at  risk  when  they  breathe 
secondhand  smoke.  Studies  show  that  children 
of  smokers  are  more  likely  to  suffer  asthma 
attacks.  Their  asthma  gets  worse,  too. 

But  you  can  do  something  about  this.  You 
can  protect  yourself  (and  if  you’re  a parent 
with  a child  who  has  asthma,  you  can  protect 
your  child,  too)  when  you  know  the  risks  of 
smoking  cigarettes  or  breathing  secondhand 
smoke.  The  wisest  and  healthiest  things  you 
can  do  are  to  live,  work  and  play  in  places  that 
are  smoke  free. 

Remember: 

Asthma  symptoms  and  attacks 
usually  get  started  by  triggers. 

Talk  to  a doctor  about  these 
triggers. 

Find  ways  to  avoid  them.  Find 
ways  to  get  rid  of  them.

Violence  Against  Native  Women 

is  an  Issue  of  Power  and  Control 


“In  Native  cultures  a powerful  person 
possesses  great  humility.  S/he  is 
spiritually  strong,  humble  and  generous. 
Today,  the  American  version  of  a powerful 
person  is  one  of  money  and  status — the 
ability  to  be  on  top.  This  definition  of 
power  promotes  violence  as  a way  to  stay 
“on  top.” 

Domestic  violence  is  a system  of 
behaviors  and  tactics  used  to  maintain 
power  and  control  in  a relationship.  It 
means  more  than  just  using  physical 
violence.  It  is  a whole  system  of  tactics 
and  behaviors  that  reflects  the  privilege 
that  many  abusers  have  come  to  believe 
belongs  to  them  simply  because  they  are 
men.  Since  earliest  days  of  colonization, 
the  belief  in  the  ownership  of  women  and 
children  has  laid  the  foundation  for  family 
violence  today.  It  gives  permission  to 
control  others  through  physical,  verbal 
and  mental  abuse;  leading  to  more 
extreme  forms  of  domestic  violence.  This 
belief  in  domination  through  ownership 
has  also  led  to  violence  against  the  earth, 
air,  animals,  etc.  If  one  believes  that  other 
people  (and  nature)  are  not  ours  to  own, 
but  are  equal  (although  different  from 
each  other),  we  will  treat  everyone  and 
everything  with  respect. 

Power  and  Control 

Physical  Violence:  Hitting,  punching, 
and  preventing  someone  from  leaving  a 
room  or  the  abuser’s  presence.  Stopping 
her  from  making  a 911  call  by  taking 
away  a phone,  cutting  the  phone  cord,  or 
interfering  in  any  way  with  an  emergency 
call  is  unlawful.  As  stated  in  Michigan 
law:  750.540  Use  of  electronic  medium 
of  communication;  prohibited  conduct; 
violation  as  felony;  penalty;  definitions.  (4) 

A person  shall  not  willfully  and  maliciously 
prevent,  obstruct,  or  delay  by  any  means 
the  sending,  conveyance,  or  delivery  of  any 
authorized  communication,  by  or  through 
any  telegraph  or  telephone  line,  cable,  wire, 
or  any  electronic  medium  of  communication, 
including  the  internet  or  a computer, 
computer  program,  computer  system,  or 
computer  network,  www.leaislature.mi.aov 


VIOLENCE  AGAINST  NATIVE  WOMEN 


Sexual  Violence:  Forcing  her  to  have  sexual  relations  against  her  will. 

Intimidation:  Putting  one  in  fear  by  using  looks,  actions,  gestures,  loud  voices, 
smashing  things.  Destroying  property.  Stalking — including  following,  her. 

Isolation:  Controlling  what  she  does,  who  she  sees  and  talks  to,  where  she  goes. 
Making  relationships  with  others  so  difficult  that  she  shuts  herself  off  from  others. 
Making  sure  she  has  little/no  support. 

Emotional  Abuse:  Putting  her  down  or  making  her  feel  badly  about  herself.  Name- 
calling. Making  her  think  she  is  sick,  bad,  dumb,  crazy,  or  stupid.  Controlling  how  she 
dresses.  Accusing  her  of  “going  out”  with  others.  Emotional  abuse  is  systematically 
terrorizing  and  tears  a person’s  spirit  down.  It  takes  away  belief  in  one’s  self  and 
makes  a person  believe  the  violence  is  her  fault — sometimes  saying  things  like:  “If  you 
didn’t  do  this  or  that. ..I  wouldn’t  have  to  hit/yell  at  you...” 

Using  the  children:  Making  her  feel  guilty  about  the  children.  Using  the  children  to 
give  messages.  Using  visitation  as  a way  to  harass  or  be  violent  to  her.  Promoting 
the  belief  that  children  are  property  and  need  a father  (even  if  he’s  violent.) 

Convincing  her  he’ll  get  custody  if  she  leaves  the  relationship. 

Coercion  & Threats:  Making  and/or  carrying  out  threats  to  do  something  to  her,  the 
children,  or  her  family  or  friends. 

Using  Male  Privilege:  Rigid  gender  roles — in  which  women  are  subservient  and 
placed  on  Earth  to  please  and  take  care  of  men.  Expecting  her  to  wait  on  you. 
Believing  that  the  man  has  the  right  to  state  what  he’s  going  to  do... and  a woman 
asks  permission  from  him. 

Minimizing  and  Blaming:  “She  made  me  do  it.”  “It  was  her  own  fault.”  “I  was 
drinking.”  “I  can’t  help  it.” 

Economic  Abuse:  Preventing  her  from  working.  Taking  her  money.  Making  her  ask 
for  money.  Not  paying  child  support. 

Cultural  Abuse:  Misinterpreting  culture/religion  to  prove  male  superiority  and  female 
submission.  Telling  her  she’s  too  “Traditional”  or  not  “Traditional”  enough. 

Ritual  Abuse:  Making  prayers  against  her.  Stopping  her  from  practicing  her  religion/ 
traditions.

ALANSON  — Melody  Bradley 
recently  shared  a few  hugs  and  tears  with 
her  son,  John  McClellan,  who  leaves  for 
Iraq  in  a few  weeks. 

In  the  next  year,  she  will  swallow 
back  more  tears  and  say  goodbye  as  two 
more  of  her  sons  will  leave  for  Iraq. 

“I  pray  and  cry,”  Bradley  said.  “I’m 
proud  of  them  for  serving.  But  when  they 
leave,  it  gets  harder.” 

Brothers  John  McClellan,  27, 
Dominic  McClellan,  25,  and  Will  Bradley, 
20,  are  part  of  a greater  brotherhood  in 
the  Marines. 

“We’re  best  friends,  brothers  and 
marines,”  John  said.  “We  can  relate  on 
another  level,  not  just  as  brothers.” 

Growing  up  in  Alanson,  the  three 
brothers  pretended  to  be  military  men. 
They  donned  camouflage  and  played  with 
toy  guns  and  often  wrestled  each  other. 
Nearly  two  decades  later,  they  share  a 
similar  crew  cut  and  uniform. 

Recently,  Melody  and  Bill  Bradley’s 
Alanson  home  is  like  a revolving 
hotel,  where  the  young  men  stop  in 
during  military  leaves  from  boot  camp 
or  overseas  duty.  Recently  John,  a 
lance  corporal,  came  home  before  his 
deployment,  and  Dominic,  also  a lance 
corporal,  came  for  a surprise  visit. 

“I  love  having  them  home,  but  it’s 
bittersweet  when  you  know  you’re  saying 
goodbye,”  Melody  said. 

When  they  are  home,  Melody 
is  always  ready  to  serve  her  sons’ 
favorite  meals,  from  breakfast  burritos 
to  homemade  lasagna.  The  aroma  of 
homemade  foods  and  laughter  fills  the 
home. 

But  in  the  last  few  years,  it’s  been 
difficult  for  Melody  to  recall  when  all  three 
sons  were  under  one  roof. 

“When  we  are  home  we  have 
so  many  acronyms  it’s  like  another 
language,”  John  said.  “My  mom  doesn’t 
know  what  we’re  talking  about.” 

Before  they  were  military  men, 
Melody  remembers  when  the  boys 
practiced  softball  in  the  backyard  and 
made  tents  in  the  living  room  with  their 
sister,  Ange  Roberts,  24. 

“They  grew  up  so  fast,”  Melody  said.

Brave  Boys 

Growing  up,  John  and  Dominic  have 
always  been  two  peas  in  a pod.  If  John 
was  involved,  you  could  count  on  Dominic 
being  by  his  side. 

The  brothers  enjoyed  playing  sports 
and  rough-housing  around  the  house. 

“Dominic  and  I were  especially 
close,  if  one  of  us  was  getting  in  trouble 
the  other  was  right  there  with  him,”  John 
said. 

“I  wanted  to  be  cool  like  John,” 
Dominic  added. 

Melody  remembers  the  duo’s  pranks. 
She  would  ground  the  two  and  in  turn  they 
would  bring  in  the  wood  for  the  fire  and 
do  double  the  chores.  Another  time,  Bill 
made  John  and  Dominic  hold  hands  and 
walk  through  the  grocery  store  after  their 
fighting  grew  tiresome. 

“John  and  Dorn,  they  gave  me  a run 
for  my  money,”  Melody  said  with  a laugh. 

“They  sure  did,”  Bill  added. 

After  graduating  from  Northern 
Michigan  Christian  Academy  in  Burt  Lake, 
John  said  he  was  lost  and  worked  several 
seasonal  jobs  before  making  a change. 
After  some  soul  searching,  John  was 
23  when  he  entered  the  Marines.  The 
decision  was  life  altering. 

“I  learned  I’m  capable  of  doing  a lot 
more  than  I thought  I could,”  John  said. 

Dominic  enlisted  shortly  after 
John.  The  “grunt”  life  quickly  suited  both 
brothers. 

“We  were  close  before,  but  we  are 
definitely  closer  now,”  Dominic  said.  “Not 
everybody  can  be  a Marine.” 


When  Will  graduated  from  Northern 
Michigan  Christian  Academy  in  2005,  he 
was  ready  for  his  Marine  crew  cut  and 
uniform.  He  signed  up  and  shipped  off  for 
basic  training.  Today,  Will  and  Dominic  are 
both  stationed  at  Twenty-Nine  Palms,  in 
southern  California.  John  is  stationed  at 
Camp  Pendleton. 

Dorn  and  John  said  they  knew  Will 
would  be  a Marine. 

“Little  ‘Willy,’  wanted  to  be  a Marine 
forever.  He  came  out  of  my  mother’s 
womb  bragging  about  it,”  Dominic  said. 

Will  would  like  to  think  his  brothers 
are  following  his  dream.  When  Will  was 
12,  he  painted  pictures  of  Marines  and 
slogans  on  his  bedroom  walls. 

“I  knew  it  was  God’s  will  for  me,”  he 

said. 

Growing  up,  Will,  or  Bert  as  his  older 
brothers  call  him,  was  a tough  runt.  He 
remembers  rough-housing  with  his  older 
brothers  and  following  the  two  around.  But 
he  was  the  “baby  brother”  known  for  his 
impersonations. 

The  brothers  are  now  in  their  20s 
and  Will  is  still  the  jokester. 

Dominic,  recalls  the  time  when  Will 
was  6 and  danced  to  “Taking  Care  of 
Business”  at  a sporting  event. 

“Willy,  he’s  quite  the  character.  He’s 
always  got  something  to  say  and  loves 
impersonations,”  Dominic  said. 

John,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the 
strong  quiet  type. 

“He’s  got  a big  heart  on  the  inside 
even  though  he’s  a tough  guy,”  Melody 
said.  She  mentions  how  John  was 
watching  over  her  after  surgery. 


A FAMILY  OF  MARINES 


Melody  smiles  as  she  names  off  their 
personality  traits.  “Dominic’s  the  talker,” 
Melody  said.  “Will’s  the  comedian  and 
John  is  shy.” 

The  three  brothers  may  be  very 
different  but  at  the  core  they  share  a pride 
in  being  Marines. 

“There  is  no  brotherhood  like  the 
Marines,”  Will  said.  “We’re  the  toughest, 
most  respected  branch.” 

As  Marines,  the  three  brothers 
will  be  on  the  front  lines  in  Iraq.  John 
will  leave  first  in  the  next  few  weeks, 
Dominic  should  be  deployed  in  the  next 
few  months.  Will’s  branch  is  scheduled  to 
relieve  John’s  unit.  But  the  schedule  could 
change  pending  on  the  president’s  orders. 

The  brothers  are  proud  but  worried. 

“I  wish  (my  brothers)  didn’t  have  to 
go,”  John  said.  “But,  I know  they  trained 
well  and  their  friends  and  Marines  are  with 
them.” 

Dominic  will  leave  for  his  second 
tour  of  duty.  While  he  was  In  Iraq  for  his 
first  tour,  the  e-mails  and  calls  from  his 
brothers  lifted  his  spirits.  John  tried  to 
keep  in  touch  weekly.  “Of  course  I told 
(Dominic)  I loved  him,”  he  said. 

When  Dominic  came  home  to  base, 
Will  surprised  him  in  the  barracks  with  a 
big  bear  hug. 

Dominic,  who  doesn’t  talk  much 
about  the  experience,  noted  how  it  has 
changed  him. 

“In  Iraq,  I always  had  my  rifle  by  my 
side  and  it’s  just  weird  knowing  you  can 
wake  up  and  nobody  is  going  to  kill  you,” 
Dominic  said. 

He  remembers  the  Marines  and 
friends  they  lost,  and  has  stayed  in  touch 
with  their  wives  or  families  on  base.  He 
celebrates  their  lives  and  memories  on 
their  birthdays  and  the  day  they  were 
killed  in  duty. 

“It’s  given  me  such  a greater  amount 
of  respect  for  life.  A better  attitude,” 
Dominic  said.  “Losing  friends,  it’s  hard.  ... 
My  outlook  on  life  is  different  from  before  I 
joined  the  Marines.” 

The  brothers  recognize  the  risk 
associated  with  serving  their  country. 

But  they  choose  to  serve.  Their  parents 
support  their  choice. 

“She  (mom)  says,  we’re  always  in 
her  prayers,”  John  said.  “ I know  she’s 
not  looking  forward  to  all  three  of  us 
being  over  there.  She’s  proud,  but  she’s  a 
mom.” 


Melody  keeps  her  sons  in  her 
prayers  and  relishes  their  visits. 

“I’m  just  really  proud  and  pleased 
with  the  way  they  have  grown  up  and  how 
they  want  to  serve  their  country.” 

But  sometimes  it  can  be  hard 
knowing  her  sons  will  be  leaving. 

“I  have  a lot  of  good  days  and  some 
rough  days.  The  closer  it  gets  until  one 
leaves,  I get  more  emotional  and  cry 
more,”  she  said.

A student  incentive  program  is  being  offered  by  the  Michigan  Indian  Elders  Association  (M.I.E.A.)  to  recognize  students  who  achieve  all  “A’s”  for  a 
marking  period  as  well  as  students  who  achieve  perfect  attendance  for  a marking  period. 


There  will  be  a minimum  of  $3,000  available  to  fund  this  program  this  year.  At  $25  per  award,  there  will  be  120  winners  who  will  be  determined  by 
lottery.  Here  are  the  conditions  to  qualify: 

• The  student  must  be  an  enrolled  member  or  be  a direct  descendant  of  an  enrolled  member  of  one  of  the  M.I.E.A.  constituent  tribes/bands. 

• The  student  must  be  in  grades  K- 12  at  a public  or  private  school,  (home  schooling  not  eligible) 

• A student  must  be  in  grades  4-12  to  qualify  for  the  straight  “A”  award.  (A-,  A,  A+) 

• For  a school  system  that  uses  a grading  system  based  on  numbers,  the  equivalent  to  straight  “A’s”  will  be  acceptable. 

• A student  must  be  in  grades  K-12  to  qualify  for  the  perfect  attendance  award. 

• Perfect  attendance  means  exactly  that.  A student  must  be  in  school  or  at  a school  sponsored  function  each  day  of  the  marking  period.  Excused 
absences  for  anything  other  than  a school  sponsored/approved  function  do  not  constitute  perfect  attendance. 

• The  first  two  marking  periods  of  this  2006/07  school  year  (or  the  number  of  marking  periods  completed  by  March  1,  2007  for  school  systems 
having  something  other  than  four  marking  periods)  will  be  used  to  determine  the  winners  for  this  lottery. 

• A student  can  qualify  for  both  the  perfect 
attendance  and  straight  “A’s”  for  both  marking 
periods.

Native  American  Saint 

Blessed  Kateri  Tekakwitha,  known  as  Lily  of 
the  Mohawks  or  Genevieve  of  New  France, 
was  a convert  to  Christianity  who  took  a vow 
of  chastity.  She  was  beatified  in  1980,  and 
was  the  first  Native  American  proposed  for 
canonization  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

IBlessed  Kateri  Tekakwitha  (1656- 
1680)  is  honored  by  the  Catholic  Church 
as  the  patroness  of  ecology  and  the 
environment.  (Mohawk  pronunciation: 
Gah-Dah-LEE  Degh-Agh-WEEdtha.) 
Tekakwitha  was  born  near  the  town 
of  Auriesville,  New  York,  USA. 
Tekakwitha' s father  was  a Mohawk 
chief  and  her  mother  was  a Catholic 
Algonquin. 

At  the  age  of  four,  smallpox  attacked 
her  village,  taking  the  lives  of  her 
parents  and  baby  brother,  and  leaving 
Tekakwitha  an  orphan.  Although  forever 
weakened,  scarred,  and  partially  blind, 
Tekakwitha  survived. 


The  brightness  of  the  sun  blinded  her 
and  she  would  feel  her  way  around  as 
she  walked.  Seeing  her  groping  about, 
they  named  here  Tekakwitha,  which 
means  "The  One  Who  Walks  Groping 
for  Her  Way."  Poetically,  her  name  is 
sometimes  translated  as  "The  One  Who 
Puts  Everything  in  Order."  It  is  said  that 
Sonkwaiatison,  God  the  Creator,  left  her 
in  darkness  to  see  His  light. 


Tekakwitha  was  adopted  by  her  two 


aunts  and  her  uncle,  also  a Mohawk  chief. 
After  the  smallpox  outbreak  subsided, 
Tekakwitha  and  her  people  abandoned 
their  village  and  built  a new  settlement, 
called  Caughnawaga,  some  five  miles 
away  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Mohawk 
River. 

In  many  ways,  Tekakwitha' s life  was 
the  same  as  all  young  Native  American 
girls.  It  entailed  days  filled  with  chores, 
spending  happy  times  with  other  girls, 
communing  with  nature,  and  planning  for 
her  future. 

Tekakwitha  grew  into  a young  woman 
with  a sweet,  shy  personality.  She  helped 
her  aunts  work  in  the  fields  where  they 
tended  to  the  corn,  beans,  and  squash, 
and  took  care  of  the  traditional  longhouse 
in  which  they  lived.  She  went  to  the 
neighboring  forest  to  pick  the  roots 
needed  to  prepare  medicines  and  dye. 

She  collected  firewood  in  the  forest  and 
water  from  a stream.  Despite  her  poor 
vision,  she  also  became  very  skilled  at 
beadwork. 

Although  Tekakwitha  was  not 
baptized  as  an  infant,  she  had  fond 
memories  of  her  good  and  prayerful 
mother  and  of  the  stories  of  Catholic 
faith  that  her  mother  shared  with  her  in 
childhood.  These  remained  indelibly 
impressed  upon  her  mind  and  heart 
and  were  to  give  shape  and  direction  to 
her  life's  destiny.  She  often  went  to  the 
woods  alone  to  speak  to  God  and  listen 
to  Him  in  her  heart  and  in  the  voice  of 
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The  oldest  portrait  of  Kateri 
Tekakwitha  is  an  oil  painting  on 
canvas  41  x 37”  painted  by  Father 
Chauchetiere  between  1682-1693. 
Kateri  appeared  to  him  during  that 
time.  The  original  painting  hangs 
in  the  sacristy  of  St.  Francis  Xavier 
Church  on  the  Kanawake  Mohawk 
Reservation  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  River,  near  Montreal, 
Quebec.

When  Tekakwitha  was  eighteen.  Father 
de  Lamberville,  a Jesuit  missionary, 
came  to  Caughnawaga  and  established 
a chapel.  Her  uncle  disliked  the 
"Blackrobe"  and  his  strange  new  religion, 
but  tolerated  the  missionary's  presence. 
Kateri  vaguely  remembered  her  mother's 
whispered  prayers,  and  was  fascinated 
by  the  new  stories  she  heard  about  Jesus 
Christ,  Son  of  the  Holy  Virgin.  She 
wanted  to  learn  more  about  Him  and  to 
become  a Christian. 

Father  de  Lamberville  persuaded  her 
uncle  to  allow  Tekakwitha  to  attend 
religious  instructions.  The  following 
Easter,  twenty-year  old  Tekakwitha  was 
baptized.  Radiant  with  joy,  she  was  given 
the  name  of  Kateri,  which  is  Mohawk  for 
Catherine. 

Kateri' s family  did  not  accept  her  choice 
to  embrace  Christ.  After  her  baptism, 
Kateri  became  the  village  outcast.  Her 
family  refused  her  food  on  Sundays 
because  she  wouldn't  work.  Children 
would  taunt  her  and  throw  stones.  She 
was  threatened  with  torture  or  death  if 
she  did  not  renounce  her  religion. 

Because  of  increasing  hostility  from 
her  people  and  because  she  wanted 
to  devote  her  life  to  working  for  God, 
in  July  of  1677,  Kateri  left  her  village 
and  fled  more  than  200  miles  (322  km) 
through  woods,  rivers,  and  swamps  to 
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the  Catholic  mission  of  St.  Francis  Xavier 
at  Sault  Saint-Louis,  near  Montreal. 
Kateri's  journey  through  the  wilderness 
took  more  than  two  months.  Because 
of  her  determination  in  proving  herself 
worthy  of  God  and  her  undying  faith 
she  was  allowed  to  receive  her  First  Holy 
Communion  on  Christmas  Day,  1677. 

Although  not  formally  educated  and 
unable  to  read  and  write,  Kateri  led  a life 
of  prayer  and  penitential  practices.  She 
taught  the  young  and  helped  those  in 
the  village  who  were  poor  or  sick.  Her 
favorite  devotion  was  to  fashion  crosses 
out  of  sticks  and  place  them  throughout 
the  woods.  These  crosses  served  as 
stations  that  reminded  her  to  spend  a 
moment  in  prayer. 

Kateri's  motto  became,  "Who  can  tell 
me  what  is  most  pleasing  to  God  that  I 
may  do  it?"  She  spent  much  of  her  time 
in  prayer  before  the  Blessed  Sacrament, 
kneeling  in  the  cold  chapel  for  hours. 
When  the  winter  hunting  season  took 
Kateri  and  many  of  the  villagers  away 
from  the  village,  she  made  her  own  little 
chapel  in  the  woods  by  carving  a Cross 
on  a tree  and  spent  time  in  prayer  there, 
kneeling  in  the  snow.  Kateri  loved  the 
Rosary  and  carried  it  around  her  neck 
always. 

Often  people  would  ask,  "Kateri,  tell  us 
a story."  Kateri  remembered  everything 
she  was  told  about  the  life  of  Jesus  and 
his  followers.  People  would  listen  for  a 
long  time.  They  enjoyed  being  with  her 
because  they  felt  the  presence  of  God. 

One  time  a priest  asked  the  people  why 
they  gathered  around  Kateri  in  church. 
They  told  him  that  they  felt  close  to  God 
when  Kateri  prayed.  They  said  that  her 
face  changed  when  she  was  praying.  It 
became  full  of  beauty  and  peace,  as  if  she 
were  looking  at  God's  face. 

On  March  25, 1679,  Kateri  made  a vow 
of  perpetual  virginity,  meaning  that  she 
would  remain  unmarried  and  totally 
devoted  to  Christ  for  the  rest  of  her  life. 
Kateri  hoped  to  start  a convent  for  Native 
American  sisters  in  Sault  St.  Louis  but  her 


spiritual  director.  Father  Pierre  Cholonec 
discouraged  her.  Kateri's  health,  never 
good,  was  deteriorating  rapidly  due 
in  part  to  the  penances  she  inflicted  on 
herself.  Father  Cholonec  encouraged 
Kateri  to  take  better  care  of  herself  but  she 
laughed  and  continued  with  her  "acts  of 
love." 

The  poor  health  which  plagued  her 
throughout  her  life  led  to  her  death  in 
1680  at  the  age  of  24.  Her  last  words 
were,  "Jesus,  I love  You."  Like  the 
flower  she  was  named  for,  the  lily,  her 
life  was  short  and  beautiful.  Moments 
after  dying,  her  scarred  and  disfigured 
face  miraculously  cleared  and  was  made 
beautiful  by  God.  This  miracle  was 
witnessed  by  two  Jesuits  and  all  the 
others  able  to  fit  into  the  room. 

Kateri  is  known  as  the  "Lily  of  the 
Mohawks."  The  Catholic  Church 
declared  Kateri  venerable  in  1943.  She 
was  beatified  in  1980  by  Pope  John  Paul 
II. 

Kateri  is  the  first  Native  American  to  be 
declared  Blessed.  Her  feast  is  celebrated 
on  July  14th  in  the  United  States.  Pope 
John  Paul  II  has  designated  Blessed  Kateri 
as  a patroness  for  World  Youth  Day  2002. 

"In  this  day  and  age,  when  the 
pleasure-principle  so  dominates  our 
society,  and  when  people  expend  all 
kinds  of  time,  effort  and  energy  to 
remove  the  Cross  from  Christianity  and 
to  escape  the  sometimes  harsh  realities 
and  responsibilities  of  mature  Christian 
living,  Kateri  Tekakwitha  stands  as  an 
heroic  example  of  how  to  integrate  the 
mystery  of  the  Cross  with  the  mystery  of 
the  Resurrection  in  a way  that  gives  honor 
and  glory  to  God  and  that  ensures  loving 
service  to  His  people."

My  Dad  won't  tell  me  everything  he 
did  in  the  Navy  but  I know  he  traveled 
the  world  and  he  used  to  shoot  guns 
every  Friday.  He  said  he  can't  tell 
people  any  more  than  that  or  else  he 
will  have  to  shoot  them. 

I once  saw  a picture  of  him  in 
Navy  uniform  surrounded  my  girls 
who  appeared  to  be  asking  for  his 
autograph.  It  was  the  first  time  they 
had  seen  an  Indian  man  from  the  U.S. 
I think  it  was  in  the  Philippians.  Pops 
once  told  me  that  when  he  went  to 
Australia  the  people  treated  him  very 
well,  like  royalty.  He  met  the  leaders 
of  the  country  and  he  was  told  not  to 
spend  any  of  his  own  money  and  they 
allowed  him  to  dine  in  all  the  finest 
restaurants  for  free.  It  was  the  first 
time  the  U.S.  had  been  to  that  country 
since  the  U.S.  helped  them  out  in  one 
of  history's  conflicts. 

The  USS  Eldorado  went  to  Viet  Nam 
right  after  my  Dad  received  his 
honorable  discharge  in  the  1960s.

Dear  Tribaf  Member: 


On  behalf  of  the  Tribal  Council,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  wish  you  and  your  family  a Happy  New 
Year,  and  may  your  vision,  accomplishments  and  endeavors  come  to  realization  in  2007.  It  has  been 
a long  cold  winter  but  that  just  means  that  we  have  had  more  time  to  spend  with  each  other  as 
families,  content  in  our  homes,  keeping  warm  and  dry...  unless  of  course  were  outside  shoveling  the 
drive  out,  or  pushing  the  car  out  of  the  snow  drift  or  out  of  the  ditch  from  the  icy  roads.  In  a few 
months  the  weather  will  change  with  spring  just  around  the  corner. 

As  I begin,  I would  also  ask  that  we  all  take  the  time  to  remember  our  fellow  Americans  and  Tribal 
Members  serving  in  the  U.S.  Armed  Forces.  Whether  they  are  fighting  in  Iraq  or  Afghanistan  or 
standing  in  harms  way  on  our  behalf  elsewhere,  pray  for  their  safety  and  ask  special  blessings  for 
their  families  and  their  safe  return  home. 

Since  we  began  this  journey  in  1 980,  we  have  had  so  many  things  to  be  proud  of  as  Indian  people; 
our  history,  our  culture,  our  language,  our  vast  contribution  to  our  communities,  and  finally  the  great 
progress  we  have  made  economically.  As  we  mentioned  before,  historically  as  Indian  People  we 
reflect  and  learned  to  cope  with  drastic  changes,  many  of  which  have  been  forced  upon  us.  We  have 
survived  and  here  we  stand  today,  gathered  as  a sovereign  nation. 

Take  a drive  through  Peshawbestown  today,  and  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  it  once  was  a ramshackle 
village  battered  as  much  by  poverty  as  the  bitter  wind  blowing  off  Lake  Michigan.  The  Leelanau 
Sands  Casino  and  Showroom  in  Peshawbestown  and  Turtle  Creek  Casino  in  Williamsburg  are 
generating  millions  of  dollars  in  revenue  each  year,  are  now  standing  on  once  vacant  property.  The 
Strongheart  Center  and  Eagletown  Market  stand  as  a testament  of  how  we  have  progressed  from  our 
past  as  well  as  the  future  promise  for  the  youth  to  enjoy. 

What  has  20  plus  years  of  Indian  gaming  meant  to  the  members  of  Grand  Traverse  Band?  It’s 
impossible  to  place  a value  on  it.  We  have  come  to  realize  tremendous  growth  and  progress  in  our 
Tribe.  We  have  acquired  lands,  increased  our  Tribal  budget,  provided  good  paying  jobs  for  our 
people,  benefits  for  our  members,  health  care,  trust  funds  for  our  youth  and  elders,  as  well  education 
opportunities,  all  while  more  than  doubling  our  Tribal  population.  More  importantly,  we  have  been 
given  hope  where  once  there  was  none,  strengthened  our  proud  heritage  and  positioned  the  Tribe  as 
an  economic  leader  in  the  region.  Thanks  to  our  gaming  operations  we  have  made  a positive  and 
significant  impact  on  our  tribe  and  to  the  members  of  our  local  economy.  Many  thanks  are  to  be  given 
to  our  leaders--past  and  present  and  to  our  community  for  your  commitment  to  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians  as  we  continue  to  pave  our  road  to  self-sufficiency. 

Since  Leelanau  Sands  first  opened  in  1985,  15  Indian  gaming  casinos  have  opened  around  the  state, 
along  with  three  casinos  in  downtown  Detroit.  Add  to  this  seven  horse  tracks,  a state  lottery,  a multi- 
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state  lottery  and  1500  Club  Keno  sites  in  bars  and  other  establishments.  The  Pokagon  Band  will 
open  up  their  casino  in  August  2007  and  plans  are  under  way  for  the  Huron  band  and  the  Gun  Lake 
band  for  development  of  their  casinos.  In  recent  news,  there  is  legislation  in  the  works  for  allowing 
video  slot  machines  to  be  placed  at  racetracks  (racinos),  further  adding  to  an  already  crowded 
gaming  marketplace. 

The  Tribal  Council  and  staff  of  Grand  Traverse  Resort  & Casinos  are  working  diligently  to  address 
difficult  challenges  posed  by  increased  competition  with  the  goal  of  continuing  to  grow  gaming 
revenues  for  the  benefit  of  tribal  members.  Every  gaming  enterprise  has  the  same  machines  and 
games  and  so  we  work  to  differentiate  ourselves  with  our  people  and  our  services.  Diversity  and  up- 
to-date  choices  for  our  gamers  is  what  will  keep  them  coming  back  and  maintaining  that  loyalty  is  how 
we’ll  increase  revenue.  Our  biggest  challenge  here  in  the  competitive  northern  Michigan  market  is 
developing  customer  loyalty  because  we  don't  have  a large  population  base  to  continually  feed  new 
customers  through  the  casino  doors.  We  depend  more  on  getting  the  same  customers  to  make  more 
visits  and  therefore  spend  more  money.  It  costs  6-to-8-times  more  to  attract  new  customers  than  to 
keep  and  grow  our  existing  customer  base.  There  are  certain  things  you  can’t  change  about  people  - 
you  can’t  make  a non-gaming  person  a customer  But,  what  we  can  do  is  get  a gaming  customer  to 
visit  more  times,  and  each  time  you  do  that,  we  increase  our  revenue.  Our  Marketing  Staff  has  its 
work  cut  out  for  them. 

Today,  the  economic  impact  of  gaming  on  the  Tribe  and  the  community  has  been  astounding. 

Gaming  revenues  have  enabled  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians  to  establish 
the  Revenue  Allocation  Ordinance  that  includes  the  per-capita  revenue  sharing  program  and  assist  in 
providing  a number  of  programs  for  Tribal  Members.  Since  federal  recognition  in  1980,  the  Tribe 
currently  administers  some  140  programs  for  its  members.  Our  health  care  program  alone  served 
over  1,500  plus  members  in  2006.  The  annual  expenditures  for  employees,  tribal  members  and  direct 
services  in  Health  care  in  2007  are  estimated  at  over  18  million  dollars.  Additionally,  with  gaming 
revenues,  the  Tribe  has  been  able  to  annually  grant  almost  $2  million  to  local  governmental  units  in 
its  six-county  service  area.  All  of  this  is  quite  an  achievement  for  what  was  once  a small, 
impoverished,  withering  community.  For  what  our  tribe  has  done  for  us  as  tribal  members,  we  all 
have  a lot  to  be  thankful  for. 

We  are  moving  forward  and  plan  for  the  future  New  Turtle  Creek  Casino  which  will  help  us  to  stay 
competitive  in  the  gaming  business.  After  months  of  research  into  how  to  expand  our  profitable 
gaming  operation  we  announced  last  September  that  we  would  build  a new  80  million  casino  resort 
next  to  the  existing  operation,  in  Whitewater  Township.  I am  happy  to  report  that  we  are  on  schedule. 
We  are  currently  about  25%  complete  with  the  footing  & foundation.  Grand  River  Construction  is  our 
concrete  contractor  and  Elmer’s  is  the  concrete  supplier.  For  those  of  you  with  computer  access  and 
who  are  interested  in  watching  the  Turtle  Creek  construction  project  grow  before  your  eyes,  type  in 
www.hometechsystems.biz/sponsored.htm  and  you  will  be  able  to  see  live  video  of  what  is  going  on 
at  the  construction  site.  The  Tribal  Council/E  DC  Board  met  in  a work  session  with  Walsh  Bishop  and 
PCL  to  review  the  interior  design  and  color  for  the  new  Casino.  Things  are  moving  along  fast  and 
furious  due  to  our  mild  winter  start.  Due  to  changes  in  the  top  floor  plans,  the  exterior  is  still  under 
discussion  but  we  are  moving  along  on  schedule. 

If  you  have  questions  on  hiring  for  construction  jobs  at  the  Turtle  Creek  Project  site,  please  refer 
those  questions  to  our  Human  Resource  Department  who  will  begin  the  process  for  employment.  It  is 
also  important  to  note  that  those  who  are  hired  for  the  Turtle  Creek  project  will  be  employees  of  PCL 
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or  their  sub-contractors  and  not  employees  of  the  Tribe.  In  the  future,  updates  & pictures  will  be  in  the 
GTB  News  on  the  progress  of  construction.

Since  last  year,  the  BIA  Michigan  Agency  has  helped  us  prepare  the  application  for  trust  on  18 
Leelanau  County  Parcels.  Because  of  the  new  EPA  regulations  effective  November  1,  2007,  the 
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Phase  One  environmental  survey  conducted  in  May,  2006  by  the  BIA  Regional  Environmental  must 
be  redone.  Part  of  this  work  was  completed  by  Andy  Knott  before  his  departure  and  Tom  Callison 
will  complete  the  necessary  documentation.  These  parcels  will  then  be  taken  into  trust  sometime  in 
2007. 

The  packet  for  Parcel  45  (Antrim  County)  has  been  transmitted  to  the  BIA  Central  Office  by  the 
Regional  Office.  The  reason  for  this  being  that  all  off-reservation  acquisitions  must  be  reviewed  and 
approved  by  the  Central  Office.  This  information  was  sent  last  summer  with  all  necessary 
documentation  that  puts  GTB  in  compliance  with  Township  Zoning  Ordinance  and  approvals  by 
township  and  county  officials.  As  of  this  date,  Central  Office  has  never  yet  returned  a file  - it  still  sits 
on  someone’s  desk.  We  will  continue  to  make  phone  calls  and  correspond  with  Central  Office  until 
this  issue  is  addressed. 

Parcels  34,  42,  60,  61  & 69,  surrounding  Turtle  Creek;  by  memorandum  dated  January  18,  2007, 

BIA  Regional  Director  Terry  Virden  authorized  the  Michigan  Agency  to  process  this  request  as  on- 
reservation,  non-gaming  related  acquisitions.  The  Tribe  decided  to  apply  for  trust  status  for  those 
parcels  to  further  the  GTB’s  economic  development  by  creating  a retail  center  to  complement  the 
new  Turtle  Creek  Casino  and  Hotel.  On  February  13,  2007,  the  Michigan  Agency  sent  the 
consultation  letters  to  the  township  of  Acme,  Whitewater,  Grand  Traverse  County  and  the  Governor. 
If  no  objections  are  received  within  30-day  comment  period,  then  we  will  have  smooth  sailing,  we 
hope. 

Our  Chicago-based  investment  firm,  Goldman  Sachs,  continues  to  work  hard  to  provide  monitoring 
of  the  Elders  and  Minors  Trust  Funds.  Goldman  Sachs  has  been  with  us  for  many  years  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  without  their  oversight,  we  would  not  enjoy  the  funds  that  we  have  today,  in  this 
economy. 

In  closing,  take  a moment  to  remember  those  who  left  us  this  past  year  and  journeyed  to  a better 
world.  They  will  forever  be  in  our  hearts  and  minds.  We  must  also  cherish  those  who  were  born  into 
this  Nation  and  this  community  within  the  past  year,  for  they  are  our  hope  for  a greater  future.  Take 
care  of  those  who  are  sick  and  those  who  need  our  help.  Reflect  on  our  past  and  present  progress, 
and  support  our  vision  for  the  future.  Ask  yourselves  how  you  can  contribute  to  the  betterment  of  the 
Nation  and  its  people  and  how  you  can  build  a stronger,  healthier,  and  more  self-sufficient  family.  As 
we  look  forward  to  the  future  of  this  Nation  and  its  people,  we  believe  that  one  person  can  make  a 
difference,  but  it  is  much  easier  if  we  all  help. 

On  behalf  of  the  Tribal  Council  and  myself,  I wish  you  a good  year,  good  health  and  wellness  of  spirit 
for  you  and  your  families.

The  Tribal  Police  Department  operates  24/7 
but  personnel  may  not  always  be  able  to 
respond  immediately  to  your  call  because 
of  availability.  The  Tribal  Police  have  to 
deal  with  drive  time  to  locations  within  the 
Tribal  Police  Departments  service  lands  of 
Antrim,  Benzie,  Charlevoix,  Grand  Traverse 
County,  Leelanau  Counties,  and  Manistee 
Counties.  Officers  could  be  already  involved 
in  a complaint  during  the  time  you  attempt  to 
make  contact  for  information  or  place  your 
own  complaint.  Below  is  a guide  for  review 
to  help  with  contact  numbers  and  when  to  call 
certain  agencies. 

If  it  is  an  EMERGENCY  always  dial  911 
no  matter  what  area  you  reside  in,  they  will 
dispatch  help. 

For  NON-EMERGENCY  needs  you  can  call 
the  Tribal  Police  Office  number  of  231-534- 
7777  to  speak  with  an  Officer  directly.  The 
Tribal  Police  try  to  staff  the  front  desk  with 
an  Officer  during  administrative  hours  of  the 
Tribe  but  Officers  have  to  leave  to  deal  with 
complaints.  The  phone  is  forwarded  to  a cell 
phone  that  Officers  take  on  the  road  with  them 
but  if  you  are  trying  to  contact  any  of  the  other 
departments  such  as  Tribal  Prosecutor,  Victims 
Advocate,  Tribal  Emergency  Management  or 
Conservation  Department  the  Tribal  Police 
Officers  will  not  be  able  to  forward  you  or 
connect  you  due  to  being  mobile  and  on  a 
cell  phone.  If  all  Officers  are  involved  in 
complaints  from  citizen’s  already  or  tied  up 
on  emergency  situations  the  call  may  go  to  a 
voicemail  box.  You  may  call  back  again  or 
attempt  contact  by  calling  the  local  Sheriff’s 
Department  Dispatch  Center  so  the  Dispatch 
Center  can  dispatch  an  Officer  to  you. 
Remember  though,  if  it  is  an  EMERGENCY 
dial  911  and  they  will  dispatch  an  Officer  to 
you.

Dear  Fellow  Grand  Traverse  Resort  & Casinos  Employees: 

This  is  the  first  of  many  communiques  that  I plan  to  share  with  you  as  we  move  forward 
to  enhance  and  diversify  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians’  economic 
development  and  competitive  position  in  the  marketplace. 

As  you  may  be  aware  from  recent  media  reports,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band’s  leadership 
made  a decision  to  apply  for  Tribal  Trust  status  for  145  acres  of  Tribal-owned  land  in  Grand  Traverse 
County  near  Turtle  Creek  Casino.  About  half  of  the  land  is  in  Acme  Township  and  the  other  half  is 
in  Whitewater  Township.  The  Tribe  decided  to  apply  for  trust  status  for  those  parcels  to  further  the 
GTB’s  economic  development  by  creating  a retail  center  to  complement  the  new  Turtle  Creek  Casino 
& Hotel.  The  application  process  is  a somewhat  lengthy  multi-phase  process. 

We  are  now  in  the  community  comment  phase  of  the  application  process,  and  you  can  expect 
that  Acme  and  Whitewater  Townships  will  discuss  the  application  at  their  regular  township  meetings 
and  there  may  also  be  special  meetings  held  to  discuss  the  financial  impact  to  the  townships. 

Here  are  a few  facts  that  I would  like  to  share  with  you. 

• In  the  application,  the  Tribe  clearly  states  that  we  will  replace  any  township  property 
taxes  displaced  by  trust  status  for  the  145  acres.  We  will  make  the  townships  “whole”  for 
those  lost  revenues.  We  currently  pay  about  $55,000  a year  in  property  taxes. 

• The  Grand  Traverse  Band  shares  millions  of  dollars  over  and  above  the  value  of  property 
taxes  with  a wide  variety  of  community  organizations  and  local  governments,  including 
townships,  through  2%  gaming  revenue  as  delineated  in  the  Tribe’s  gaming  compact  with 
the  State  of  Michigan.  Since  1995  we  have  dispersed  over  17  million  dollars  locally. 

• The  145  acres  is  a relatively  small  amount  of  the  total  of  acreage  owned  by  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  in  Antrim,  Benzie,  Charlevoix,  Grand  Traverse,  Manistee  and  Leelanau 
Counties.  The  majority  of  that  total  acreage  (3102)  is  not  in  Tribal  Trust  and  we  will 
continue  to  pay  property  taxes  on  it. 

• We  have  not  made  any  decision  on  what  type  of  stores  will  be  included  in  this  retail 
development.  Our  first  priority  is  to  get  the  land  into  trust. 

Please  let  me  know  if  you  have  any  questions  regarding  the  trust  application  for  these  145  acres. 

Thank  you  for  your  continuing  hard  work  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band.

I am  a student 
at  NMC  in  Traverse  City  and  I am  member  of  the 
GTB . Recently  I was  assigned  to  write  an  opinion 
paper  of  the  topic  of  our  choice.  My  topic  is 
"The  Misconception  and  Recognition  of  Native 
Americans  in  United  States  History." 

This  is  what  I wrote: 


I moved  to  Peshawbestown, 

Michigan  when  I was  ten 
years  old  and  it  opened 
my  eyes  to  a whole  new 
experience.  Up  until  that 
point  in  my  life  I knew 
that  I was  Native  American 
but  was  barely  taught  my 
heritage.  I found  I was 
a member  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and 
Chippewa  Indians . As  time 
went  on  I soaked  up  like 
a sponge  all  the  information  about  my  history 
that  was  offered.  I was  especially  excited  to 
start  high  school  because  I would  be  able  to 
read  about  my  Native  American  heritage  from  the 
text  book  point  of  view.  To  my  surprise,  all  of 
the  information  that  was  given  barely  added  up 
to  one  chapter  in  the  entire  book.  I was  very 
annoyed  and  irritated  by  this  because  not  only 
was  the  information  not  all  there,  the  small 
amount  that  was  there  was  misleading  and  only 
one-sided.  For  instance,  what  I don't  understand 
is  when  the  government  fought  the  Native 
Americans  it  was  called  a "battle,"  but  when  the 
Native  Americans  fought  back  it  was  known  as  a 
"massacre."  Although  I have  asked  many  teachers, 
even  some  that  weren't  mine,  I have  yet  to 
find  the  answer  to  this  question.  To  me,  it  is 
saddening  that  some  teachers  cannot  answer  a 
simple  question  about  information  that  they  have 
been  taught  themselves  and  are  now  teaching  to 
others . 


Besides  the  misleading  information  that  is 
given,  the  main  problem  that  I have  with  United 
States  history  is  how  little  Native  Americans 
are  mentioned.  In  my  opinion,  my  ancestors' 
complete  story  isn't  recognized.  I am  sure  that 
if  all  of  the  US  history  books  were  placed 
together  they  would  cover  a lot  more  about 
Native  Americans,  but  my  point  is  that  there 
isn't  enough  correct  information  in  a single 
book.  Native  Americans  were  involved  in  history 
more  than  what  the  books  give  credit  for.  From 


my  experience  of  asking  people  what  they 
know  about  Native  Americans  and  how  they  are 
involved  in  US  history,  the  responses  were 
disturbing.  Some  of  the  people  could  only 
answer  with,  "The  government  took  their  land..." 
or  "The  pilgrims  came  over  on  the  Mayflower  and 
had  Thanksgiving  with  them..."  This  is  troubling 
considering  that  everyone  I have  asked  is 
living  within  fifteen-twenty  miles  away  from 
a reservation.  What's  even  more  troubling 
is  that  almost  everyone  mentioned  Native 
Americans  being  able  to  own  casinos  and  how 
much  money  is  made  from  them.  Although  true, 
there  is  more  that  needs  to  be  known. 

I believe  that  a lot  of  individuals  are  under 
the  basic  impression  that  the  government 
took  land  from  the  Native  Americans  and  then 
gave  reparations  for  it  when,  once  again, 
that's  not  the  complete  story.  Not  only  did 
the  government  take  land  but  forced  the 
Native  Americans  into  a completely  different 
civilization.  The  government  told  the  tribes 
that  they  had  to  find  jobs  and  then  turned 
around  and  didn' t hire  any  of  them  because  of 
racism.  Another  untaught  fact  is  that  most 
of  the  Native  American  children  were  forced 
into  Catholic  boarding  schools.  There,  they 
were  taught  to  believe  in  "God"  when  they  only 
knew  the  "Creator."  When  the  children  spoke 
their  own  language  they  were  punished  by  the 
nuns.  High  school  history  books  didn't  teach 
me  about  the  Trail  of  Tears.  I was  taught  the 
Boston  Tea  Party.  There  is  so  much  more  of 
Native  American  history  that  I believe  should 
be  mentioned  in  US  history. 

The  English  definition  of  reparation  is 
compensation  payable  to  a defeated  nation  for 
damages  or  loss  caused  during  war.  Federally 
recognized  Indian  tribes  have  the  legal 
status  of  "defeated  nations,"  and  the  Federal 
government  has  the  legal  responsibility  to 
protect  and  promote  our  welfare.  What  it 
basically  comes  down  to  is  that  I'm  not  trying 
to  re-write  history,  I'm  trying  to  correct  it 
and  get  the  recognition  that  Native  Americans 
deserve.  After  all,  it  is  the  responsibility 
of  our  government  to  protect  and  promote  it, 
right?

FISHERIES 

Viral  Hemorrhagic  Septicemia  (VHS) 
Nate  Winkler 

Viral  Hemorrhagic  Septicemia  (VHS)  is  the 
newest  fish  pathogen  to  reach  the  Great  Lakes 
courtesy  of,  most  likely,  the  ballast  of  a sea- 
faring vessel.  VHS  is  a virus  of  European 
origin  that  causes  the  hemorrhaging  of 
internal  organs,  specifically  the  spleen,  liver, 
swim  bladder,  intestines,  as  well  as  the  skin. 
The  disease  was  most  recently  detected  in 
northern  Lake  Huron  at  Rogers  City  in  lake 
whitefish  that  were  tested.  The  virus  caused 
massive  (million-plus)  fish  kills  in  Lake  Erie, 
Lake  Ontario,  and  Lake  St.  Clair  in  2006 
and  has  steadily  moving  into  the  upper  Great 
Lakes.  Although  it  is  an  easy  virus  to  kill  in  a 
hatchery  setting,  it  can  be  easily  transmitted, 
mostly  through  contact  with  feces,  urine,  and 
sexual  fluid  from  fish  to  fish  in  the  wild.  The 
implications  for  commercial  fishing  are  huge 
when  considering  that  lake  whitefish  (among 
other  species)  are  especially  susceptible 
to  mortality  from  the  virus  whereas  other 
species  of  fish  can  carry  the  virus  but  show  no 
physical  effects.

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Rachel  Pamame  Interview  with 
Hank  Bailey  part  2:  03-20-07 

Hf  HANK*  When  we  stopped  with  the  other 
interview  you  had  been  talking  about  the  sleighs 
your  brothers  had  made? 

Rachel:  Yaa  the  sleds  they  made  were  like  a 
manufactured  sled.  All  varnished  and  painted.  We 
felt  sorry  for  them  but  I could  not  help  but  laugh. 
So  I guess  I went  home  from  there.  I was  at  my 
great  aunt’s  place. 

Hf  HANK*  Was  that  at  Ahgosa  town? 

Rachel:  Way  out  in  the  country  some  place.  Do 
you  know  Raymond  & Sam  Paul? 

Hf  HANK*  No  I didn’t. 

Rachel:  Anyway  Raymond  was  staying  at  Susan 
Millers  house  and  after  he  was  gone  Sam  then 
lived  across  the  road  from  where  he  was.  Pete 
Raphael  lived  at  a house  close  by  and  he  used  to 
have  dances  there  every  week-end. 

H?  HANK*  Ok,  so  there  were  a quite  a few 
Indian  families  living  right  close  by  you? 

Rachel:  No  white  people.  We  did  live  amongst 
the  white  people  when  we  lived  at  Ahgosa  town. 
The  white  kids  used  to  come  and  play  with  us  at 
our  house  and  we  would  go  to  their  house. 

Hf  HANK*  About  what  year  was  that?  Do  you 
know  how  old  you  were? 

Rachel:  I’d  say  about  12  or  14  years  old. 

H?  HANK*  Do  you  remember,  was  there 
anybody  living  around  you  that  was  making  maple 
syrup? 

Rachel:  My  grandmother  did.  I don’t  remember 
for  sure.  Jim  Cobb,  Frieda  Cobb’s  grandfather 
did.  It  was  way  out  in  the  country,  that’s  where  we 
were  staying  and  we  moved  from  East  Jordan  to 
there.  My  younger  brother  and  sister  and  I didn’t 


know  where  we  were.  We  just  followed 
our  nose.  We  got  there  in  the  afternoon.  I 
stayed  there.  In  the  spring  my  grandfather 
and  uncle  started  up  the  fire  outside  and  used 
a great  huge  iron  kettle  that  they  hung  up.  I 
don’t  know  how  they  got  it  up  there?  Me 
and  my  grandmother  we  hauled  the  maple 
sap  in  to  the  big  kettle.  You  know  where  that 
fruit  stand  is  up  the  hill  from  Omena  going 
towards  Northport? 

Hf  HANK*  I think  I do? 

Rachel:  It’s  in  that  area  in  the  green  house, 
that’s  where  my  uncle  lived.  My  uncle’s 
name  was  Tigh  Bursaw  and  my  grandfather’s 
name  was  Bill  Bursaw.  My  mothers  name 
was  Mary.  My  uncle  Ben  lived  there  too. 

He  stayed  with  my  uncles. 

Hf  HANK*  Were  there  wild  mushrooms 
around  there? 

Rachel:  If  there  was  I don’t  remember.  There 
was  a pretty  good  woods  there  that  they  worked 
from.  We  were  all  day  long  pouring  that  sap  in  the 
big  kettle.  They  had  that  fire  going  and  they  only 
had  the  kettle  half  full  because  if  it  got  boiling  it 
would  foam  up  to  the  top.  They  had  to  stand  there 
and  stir  it  with  wooden  spoons.  They  had  long 
handles. 

Hf  HANK*  So  they  were  homemade  spoons? 
Rachel:  They  were  made  from  maple  trees  I think. 
Long  handles  so  they  could  hang  onto  them.  Pails 
my  grandmother  made  me  use.  They  don’t  come 
like  that  anymore.  They  were  peanut  butter  pails, 
that  is  how  it  came  then.  They  used  to  talk  Indian 
all  the  time  to  me.  I wish  I’d  have  stayed  there 
longer  I would  have  learned  the  language.  But  I 
didn’t  know  none  of  it  when  I went  back  home. 
They  made  a lot  of  syrup,  gave  my  mother  some. 
When  it  got  to  the  last  of  the  maple  syrup  she 
kept  stirring  it.  That’s  all  the  syrup,  and  she  kept 
stirring  it  so  it  wouldn’t  scorch.  And  she  made 
little  squares  of  candy.  She  gave  us  round  ones  to 
eat.  I think  I went  home  to  my  mother’s  after  that. 
H?  HANK*  When  you  say  you  went  home. 

Where  was  that? 

Rachel:  We  lived  out  at  Cobb’s.  Later  on  we 
moved  to  Ahgosa  town.  And  all  the  Indian  houses 
are  gone.  I guess  the  white  people  didn’t  like  us 
living  over  there  where  we  was.  They  tore  them 
all  down.  Francis  Paul,  his  wife  and  son  lived 
in  one  house.  Julia  Mashka  lived  in  one.  Amos, 
Jim,  John,  and  wife  and  children.  There  is  one 
I can’t  think  of  his  name.  Joe  was  her  brother. 
Grandson’s  Alec  and  Arthur  Paul.  I can’t  think  of 
who  else  was  there.  About  10  or  12  of  them  living 
there,  besides  the  grandchildren.  You  can  ask 
Eva  Beers  or  Robin,  they’d  tell  you  more  about  it. 


They  were  the  grandchildren.  I don’t  remember 
the  women’s  names.  And  further  down  the  road 
lived  John  and  Mary  Agosa.  You  know  Edwin 
Fisher? 

H?  HANK*  I don’t  believe  so. 

Rachel:  You  know  the  guy  that  worked  on  the 
bench  for  his  mother.  Isabell,  I don’t  know  his 
name,  Deminski  or  something,  his  last  name.  Her 
daughters,  one  was  Esther  and  Mabel,  lived  in  that 
house. 

H?  HANK*  So  what  did  you  do  in  the  summer 
time? 

Rachel:  When  the  fruit  came  out  we  started  on 
strawberries.  I didn’t  do  that,  too  lazy.  “She 
laughs.” 

H?  HANK*  Were  they  wild  strawberries? 

Rachel:  No,  garden  ones.  I don’t  remember 
where  they  were,  really?  Jake  Agosa  had  a 
garden  across  the  marsh.  He  was  crippled.  His 
wife  was  deaf.  And  down  the  hill  that  way,  north 
lived  a Memmitchel  (unsure  of  this,  HB).  Her  son 
Norman  I think. 

H?  HANK*  So  some  of  the  Indians  helped  some 
of  the  other  Indians  pick  the  gardens? 

Rachel:  Yea,  we  lived  in  the  orchard  along  the 
road.  Way  down  there  towards  Omena.  I don’t 
know  how  they  were  paid  for  picking  the  gardens? 
That  spring  just  before  cherry  time,  my  Ma  had 
my  uncle,  his  name  was  Archie  Antoine.  She  hired 
him,  that  was  her  uncle  and  he  was  my  uncle  too. 
He  had  a team  of  horses,  he  came  down  all  the 
way  from  Northport.  I don’t  know  where  he  lived. 
He  got  there  by  afternoon.  After  he  got  rested  up, 
he  turned  up  a good  size  garden. 

H?  HANK*  You  planted  other  things  in  there 
besides  strawberries? 

Rachel:  Oh  yes,  I didn’t  need  to  pick  then,  not 
until  years  later.  My  Mom  says,  you  guys  come 
to  work?  I said  I didn’t  want  to.  I want  to  tell 
you  something  she  said  if  you  guys  figure  on 
eating  with  me  this  winter,  whatever  I get  out  of 
that  garden,  you  better  work!  Well  they  got  to 
working,  my  three  brothers.  Except  the  oldest 
one,  he  was  kind  of  sick.  HehadTB.  They  were 
at  Harbor  Springs  for  awhile  and  then  they  came 
home.  I don’t  remember  what  year  it  was  either. 
The  boys  were  in  their  teens.  So  we  worked  in 
the  garden  hauling  bushel  baskets  to  the  house. 

My  mom  and  me  and  my  younger  sister  snapped 
the  beans.  I didn’t  use  no  knife,  just  snapped  the 
beans.  Then  she’d  can  things. 

H?  HANK*  Were  any  of  your  family  members 
basket  makers? 

Rachel:  In  the  fall  after  the  produce  was  put  up 
then  my  mother  Elsie  started  basket  making. 
Brother  would  pound  black  ash  for  her.  When 
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they  weren’t  there  she  would  do  it.  Of  course 
I tried  it,  but  the  axe  was  too  heavy.  When  I 
picked  up  the  axe  it  was  too  heavy  and  went 
over  backward.  I’d  drop  it,  and  she  said  give  it 
here.  I’ll  do  it.  She’d  get  enough  strips  together 
and  then  she’d  tie  them  together.  When  she  got 
enough  together  she’d  bring  them  into  the  house. 
We’d  get  a knife  and  scissors  and  scrape  off  that 
rough  part  of  the  black  ash.  We’d  save  the  part 
that  we  scraped  off  and  used  it  for  kindling  wood. 

I don’t  know  where  it  went  to  so  I guess  that’s 
what  we  used  it  for.  She’d  show  us  how  to  do 
this.  We  would  get  a tiny  strip  and  hold  it  just  so, 
and  then  we  would  scrape  off  the  rough  stuff.  We 
didn’t  cut  any  away  because  the  pieces  would  be 
used  for  trimming.  Fancy  pieces  on  the  baskets. 
She  taught  me  how  to  make  a clothes  basket,  a 
hamper.  About  2 and  1/2  feet  tall. 

Hf  HANK*  Did  she  trade  or  sell  the  baskets? 
Rachel:  She’d  saved  them  all  and  sold  them  when 
the  Resorters  would  come.  There  were  a lot  of 
Resorters  around  Lake  Michigan.  The  rest  that  she 
didn’t  sell  she  would  take  to  the  store  and  trade 
them  for  groceries.  She  got  butter,  lard,  and  flour. 
All  the  main  things  for  cooking.  She’d  go  to 
Northport  and  walk  all  the  way  along  the  railroad 
tracks.  She’d  come  back  with  “saucigun.”  Bacon 
and  other  meat  and  anything  else  she  could  get. 
Ring  bologna  was  a quarter.  Now  it’s  $2  or  $3 
something.  She’d  buy  about  3 or  4 rings  because 
we  didn’t  have  an  ice  house.  Well  we  did  have 
one  but  the  ice  would  melt,  couldn’t  keep  ice  in 
it  long  enough.  Ice  man  would  come  by  with  his 
truck.  I didn’t  look  in  the  truck  because  my  Ma 
would  see  that  and  we  shouldn’t  be  so  nosey.  In 
the  winter  we  would  take  the  sleigh  to  school.  The 
snow  drifts  were  big  and  the  horses  had  to  walk 
slowly  through  it.  The  driver  would  say  much  to 
the  horses,  just  let  them  go  through  it.  When  we 
got  to  easier  going  the  bus  driver  would  let  anyone 
that  wanted  to,  get  out  and  run  along  side  it.  A 
quite  a few  got  out,  I stayed  in  the  bus.  This  was 
around  the  area  where  the  Indian  Camp  meetings 
were.  I sat  in  the  back  by  the  edge.  This  is  how 
I got  my  big  toe  stepped  on  by  the  Kalchik  boy. 
This  was  a sleigh  bus  that  had  straw  in  it  to  keep 
our  feet  warm  and  horse  blankets.  We  got  to 
school  about  1 o’clock.  This  was  because  the 
snow  was  so  deep  and  hard  going  for  the  horses. 
We  started  back  home  about  3 o’clock  and  didn’t 
get  home  until  about  7 o’clock  at  night.  After  we 
made  the  trail  with  the  horses  the  mail  man  could 
go  through  on  our  trail.  His  name  was  Egeler.  I 
like  to  look  at  horses.  On  Saturday  everyone 
went  to  town,  Peshawbestown.  Pete  Raphael  had 
dances.  I took  care  of  my  sisters  and  brother. 
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Everyone  made  home  brew.  Take  it  along  to  the 
dance.  In  1931  my  sister  was  born.  We  all  went 
along  then,  pushing  the  buggy.  Before  we  got 
there  near  the  railroad  tracks,  we  stopped  under 
a big  pine  tree.  There  was  overhanging  branches 
we  stood  under.  All  of  a sudden  there  was  a loud 
noise,  it  was  a screech  owl.  Some  of  the  younger 
kids  got  scared.  Some  of  the  bigger  kids  grabbed 
the  younger  ones  and  stood  by  the  buggy.  Mike 
Raphael  had  a truck.  He  had  a place  like  a bus. 
He’d  take  people  into  town  or  where  they  wanted 
to  go.  They’d  pay  him  something  like  a quarter, 
he’d  help  people  out  if  they  didn’t  have  any 
money. 

Hf  HANK*  Did  you  go  out  and  get  suckers  in  the 
spring?  Do  you  remember  that? 

Rachel:  Oh  yea.  My  brothers  would  go.  When 
the  fish  would  come  over  the  stones  they  would 
get  caught  in  the  pools  behind  the  bigger  stones. 
My  brothers  would  get  them  in  the  pools.  My 
mother  would  clean  them  up  and  cook  a whole 
bunch  of  them.  Till  we  got  our  fill  and  then  she 
would  “can”  the  rest  of  them.  We  didn’t  know 
anything  about  deer  meat.  We  lived  in  Cherry 
Homes  near  the  lighthouse,  before  we  moved  to 
Ahgosa  town.  We  had  quite  a big  house.  There 
was  another  family  lived  near  by,  Bennett  Paul, 
wife  and  family.  They  had  3 or  4 kids.  Violet 
Chippewa  was  one  of  the  kids.  Junior  and  Alonzo 
Paul  were  the  two  boys. 

Hf  HANK*  Did  your  family  know  much  about 
the  medicines  to  use  from  the  woods? 

Rachel:  Yea  a lot  of  things.  I know  one  time  she 
told  the  boys  about  getting  rabbits  by  snares.  My 
youngest  sister,  she  had  a rabbit  in  hers.  I think 
they  took  the  head  off.  I don’t  know  what  they 
did  with  it?  Anyway  they  brought  the  rabbit  home 
and  told  Ma  that  Violet  got  a rabbit.  It  didn’t 
have  no  head  on  it.  Mom  told  us  kids  to  not  go 
into  the  swamp  across  the  road  because  there  was 
something  hideous  in  there.  So  we  didn’t  go  in 
there.  We  used  to  haul  money  from  the  saw  mill. 

It  was  about  200  hundred  yards  away.  You  had  to 
pour  water  into  the  pump  to  get  it  to  work,  prime  it 
I guess.  Us  kids  would  get  water  during  the  day. 
My  dad  would  get  water  in  the  evening.  One  night 
he  went  after  the  water.  He  primed  the  pump  and 
was  coming  back  to  the  house  with  two  buckets 
of  water.  When  he  got  back  by  the  door  the  pump 
made  a noise  as  it  was  losing  it’s  prime.  The  pump 
went  AAAAHH!  It  scared  my  dad  and  he  dropped 
both  buckets  of  water.  (She  laughs)  My  brothers 
left  me  alone  in  the  woods  once.  I followed  their 
tracks  home.  They  didn’t  do  that  anymore.  We 
had  bunk  beds  to  sleep  in.  Other  families  had 
them  too.  We  had  an  out  house  about  6 feet  from 


the  back  door.  My  father  went  out  to  it  one  time 
in  the  snow.  There  was  a snow  drift  in-between 
the  house  and  the  out  house.  My  dad  did  not  put 
on  any  shoes  or  socks  and  waded  right  through  the 
snow.  His  feet  were  all  red  when  he  got  back  into 
the  house.  We  next  moved  to  Ahgosa  town.  And 
then  to  Peshawbestown.  I was  eighteen  when  we 
moved  to  Ahgosa  town  about  1934. 

HANK*  How  long  did  people  live  around 
Ahgosa  town  before  they  started  moving  away? 
Rachel:  I didn’t  know  too  much  about  it,  we  kind 
of  kept  to  ourselves.  After  I left  and  came  down 
to  Peshawbestown  around  1935  or  36.  We  then 
moved  to  Beaver  Island  with  my  step-dad  so  he 
could  work  in  the  lumber  camp.  We  then  lived 
in  other  camps.  This  was  earlier  when  I lived  in 
the  camps.  I left  because  we  didn’t  get  along. 

That  year  my  oldest  boy  went  into  the  service. 
Everything  was  all  messed  up.  I went  and  stayed 
down  at  an  orchard  in  Onekema.  A big  outfit, 
the  buildings  were  tom  down,  doors  in  the  cabins 
were  unhinged,  the  windows  broken.  That’s  where 
I stayed,  I babysat  for  Joe  Raphael,  Joe  Mashka 
and  his  wife.  I babysat  two  little  girls.  I think  one 
of  them  is  still  living.  I can’t  remember  her  name. 
That  was  quite  a place,  a good  thing  I didn’t  drink. 
I didn’t  want  to  drink  with  them.  I drank  with  Joe 
and  Joanne.  I didn’t  get  as  dmnk  as  them.  She 
was  driving  one  time.  I was  in  the  back  seat.  We 
were  coming  from  Manistee  going  right  by  the 
State  Police  Post.  She  was  drinking  some  strong 
kind  of  drink.  Right  by  that  corner  she  went  to 
sleep  and  slumped  over  towards  the  passenger 
seat.  I had  to  jump  over  the  seat  and  steer  the  car. 
We  made  it  back  to  Onekema.  I left  there  and  that 
is  when  I met  my  second  husband.  That  didn’t  go 
so  good.  We  moved  to  Holland.  We  stayed  at  his 
mothers.  I stayed  there  until  he  passed  away.  I 
had  two  kids.  One  lives  out  in  the  woods  north  of 
Hart.  I had  four  children  all  together.  I lost  my 
oldest  daughter.  She  worked  in  a boat  factory  and 
she  got  cancer  from  the  stuff  that  is  in  the  air  that 
she  breathed.  I saw  her  before  she  passed  away. 

I was  wishing  she  could  come  and  stay  with  me. 
She  said  she  had  to  go  to  be  with  her  daughter. 

I moved  up  here  in  1989  to  get  away  from  the 
Holland  area  and  friends.  When  I first  got  here  it 
looked  so  lonely.  I thought,  I don’t  want  to  live 
here.  Then  I thought  about  the  past.  I’d  lived  in 
worse  places.  I can  live  here  too.  It  will  be  my 
home  too,  I will  live  here  for  good.  What  you 
gonna  do?  I’m  here  and  I’m  not  going  back.

LTBB  and  the  Greater  Community  Big  Read  Project  2007 


On  October  31,  2006,  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  (NEA) 
announced  the  Little  Traverse  Bay 
Bands  of  Odawa  Indians  (LTBB)  was 
one  of  72  communities  selected 
nationwide  to  receive  a $20,000 
grant  for  the  Big  Read  initiative.  LTBB 
was  the  only  Indian  tribe  selected  in 
the  country,  and  one  of  only  three 
communities  selected  in  the  state  of 
Michigan. 

LTBB  and  the  Greater  Community  Big 
Read  Project  2007  started  in  January 
and  will  run  through  June.  LTBB 
Education  Director  Melissa  Claramunt 
is  the  Project  Director. 

The  Big  Read  brings  together 
partners  across  the  country  to 
encourage  reading  for  pleasure  and 
enlightenment.  The  NEA  presents 
the  Big  Read  in  partnership  with 
the  Institute  of  Museum  and  Library 
Services  and  in  cooperation  with  Arts 
Midwest. 

Reading  at  Risk:  The  NEA  found 
that  literary  reading  in  America  is 
declining  rapidly  among  all  groups, 
especially  among  the  young.  The 
Big  Read  aims  to  address  this  crisis 
squarely  and  effectively.  It  will 
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provide  citizens  with  the  opportunity 
to  read  and  discuss  a single  book  with 
their  communities.  LTBB  chose  "To  Kill 
a Mockingbird"  to  read  and  discuss 
because  of  its  socioeconomic,  racial 
and  intergenerational  issues. 

The  project  is  intended  to  reach 
tribal  and  non-tribal  communities  in 
the  northern  Michigan  area  as  well 
as  people  of  all  ages.  Copies  of  To 
Kill  a Mockingbird  in  various  forms 
will  be  distributed  throughout  the 
northern  Michigan  area  free  of  charge. 
Additional  educational  materials  will 
include  a 16-page  Reader's  Guide  to 
help  guide  book  discussions,  a 28- 
minute  CD  Audio  Guide  formatted  for 
classroom  or  individual  use  to  provide 
additional  information  on  each  book, 
a 28-page  Teacher's  Guide  featuring 
key  information  for  teachers,  and  an 
100-page  Organizational  Guide  that 
helps  prepare  for  and  manage  Big  Read 
activities. 

Besides  Annette  Claramunt,  LTBB  Grant 
Writer  Heidi  Yaple  and  LTBB  Librarian 
Francine  Thuston  were  instrumental  in 
LTBB's  successful  application  process. 
Aaron  Wayne  Otto  designed  the  LTBB 
and  the  Greater  Community  Big  Read 
Project  2007  logos.

Century  Tel  offers  telephone  assistance  to 
individuals  living  on  Tribal  Lands 

Consumers  living  on  a federally-recognized  tribal  land  may  qualify  for 
assistance  programs  that  discount  initial  telephone  installation  and  basic 
monthly  residential  service.  Century  Tel  is  spreading  the  word  about  the 
programs  so  tribal  residents  who  participate  in  federal  or  state  assistance 
programs  may  apply  for  the  phone  discounts. 

The  assistance  programs,  known  as  Link-Up  and  Enhanced  Tribal  Lifeline, 
are  available  to  qualifying  tribal  residents  and  vary  from  state  to  state, 
depending  on  whether  the  state  has  its  own  Lifeline  program.  Link-Up 
support  for  tribal  lands  provides  a discount  on  the  initial  installation  of 
a traditional,  wireline  telephone  for  a primary  residence.  The  Enhanced 
Tribal  Lifeline  Assistance  program  enables  participants  to  receive  basic 
monthly  telephone  service,  depending  on  current  rates,  at  their  primary 
residence  for  as  little  as  one  dollar  a month. 

Residents  of  American  Indian  and  Alaskan  Native  tribal  lands  may  qualify 
for  Enhanced  Tribal  Lifeline  discounts  of  up  to  $35  per  month  on  basic 
monthly  telephone  service  and  up  to  $70  of  expanded  Link-Up  support 
beyond  current  levels.  An  individual  living  on  tribal  lands  may  qualify  for 
Enhanced  Tribal  Lifeline  and  Link-Up  discounts  if  he  or  she  participates 
in  one  of  the  following  programs:  Medicaid,  food  stamps,  Supplemental 
Security  Income  (SSI),  Lederal  Public  Housing  Assistance  or  the  Low-In- 
come Home  Energy  Assistance  Program  (LIHEAP),  Head  Start,  Tribally- 
Administered  Temporary  Assistance  for  Needy  Families  (TTANF),  Tribal 
National  School  Lunch  Program,  and  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  General  As- 
sistance, or  have  a household  annual  gross  income  at  or  below  135  percent 
of  the  federal  poverty  level.

Traverse  City,  Mich.  - Emergency  help  is 
available  for  Grand  Traverse  County  senior 
citizens  to  give  them  a voice  when  they  can’t 
speak  for  themselves.  The  Grand  Traverse 
County  Commission  on  Aging  is  distributing 
Medical  Emergency  Information  (MEI)  Cards  that 
will  make  vital  medical  and  personal  information 
available  in  times  of  emergency. 

The  bright  yellow  cards  are  filled  out  with  critical 
information  and  placed  on  the  refrigerator, 
where  emergency  responders  are  trained  to 
look.  The  cards  contain  information  about 
medical  conditions,  allergies,  medications  used 
and  emergency  contact  persons.  A card  should 
be  completed  for  each  person  living  in  the 
home.  The  MEI  cards  are  especially  helpful  if  the 
senior  is  unconscious  or  unable  to  speak.

Constitutional  Basis 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Constitution  specifically  establishes  a Tribal  Judiciary 
with  a court  of  “general  jurisdiction”  and  an  Appellate  Court.  The  Tribal  Court  is 
grounded  in  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  constitutional  text  to  exercise  “[t]he  judicial  power 
[extending]  to  all  cases  arising  under  [the  GTB]  Constitution,  ordinances,  regulations, 
and/or  judicial  decisions  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  and  shall  be  exercised  to  the  fullest 
extent  consistent  with  self-determination  and  the  sovereign  powers  of  the  Tribe.”  GTB 
Const.  Art.  V,  § 2.  The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Judiciary  and  the  Tribal  Court  are 
established  as  fully  “independent  from  the  legislative  and  executive  functions  of  the  tribal 
government  and  no  person  exercising  powers  of  the  legislative  or  executive  functions  of 
government  shall  exercise  powers  properly  belonging  to  the  judicial  branch  of 
government.”  GTB  Const.  Art.  V,  § 6.

Duties  and  Responsibilities: 

• Uphold  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Constitution. 

• Since  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Court  is  a court  of  general  jurisdiction 
authorized  to  exercise  its  judicial  authority  to  the  fullest  extend  possible,  the 
subject  matter  of  the  Court  filings  consists  of  a broad  array  of  complex  civil  and 
criminal  matters. 

• The  Chief  Judge  is  expected  and  required  to  be  fully  conversant  in  the 
complexities  of  criminal  and  civil  law  in  general  and  in  particular,  the 
complexities,  both  statutory  and  case  law,  of  federal  Indian  law. 

• The  Chief  Judge  is  expected  to  have  a commitment  to  the  development  of  Tribal 
common  law  in  general  and  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  common  law  in  particular. 

• The  duties  are  for  caseload  will  be  shared  with  the  Associate  Judge  and  include  a 
broad  caseload  typical  of  a Tribal  Court. 

• Assist  Court  administrator  in  managing  administrative  matters. 

• Provide  full  range  of  judicial  services,  including  hearing  cases  in  the  trial  court 
concerning  such  issues  as  criminal,  civil,  and  family  matters. 

• Assign  cases  to  associate  judge  as  appropriately/necessary. 

• Prepares  and  issues  timely  written  orders,  judgments,  search  and  arrest  warrants. 

• Develop  and  implements  appropriate  policies  and  procedures  that  are  consistent 
with  the  Tribe’s  needs  and  Tribal  Law. 

• Communicates  needs  of  Court  to  Tribal  Council. 

• Assist  the  Court  Administrator  in  setting  and  amending  budgets,  management  of 
grants,  reporting  for  grants,  finances  and  setting  the  docket  of  Tribal  Court.

The  Early  Head  Start  Home  Based  Program  consists  of 
weekly  home  visits.  Each  home  visit  should  include  an;

Introduction:  During  this  time  the  home  visitor  and 
the  parent  will  discuss  what  has  happened  during  the 
week  with  the  child  and  the  family.  During  this  time 
the  family  is  asked  to  turn  the  TV  and  radio  either  off  or 
down.  This  is  done  so  that  the  family  and  Home  Visitor 
can  work  together. 

Child  Development:  During  this  time  the  Home  Visitor 
will  perform  any  screenings  or  assessments  as  needed. 
This  is  also  the  time  that  the  child  and  parent  will 
engage  in  the  pre-planned  developmental  activity  of  the 
week.  The  parent  and  Home  Visitor  are  expected  to  plan 
this  activity  together  based  on  the  needs  of  the  child  and 
the  family. 

Parent  Time:  This  is  the  time  for  the  parents  to  use  as 
they  would  like.  If  the  parent  has  personal  concerns  or 
concerns  for  their  child  they  are  encouraged  to  discuss 
it  at  this  time.  This  is  also  the  time  when  the  Home 
Visitor  and  the  parent  engage  in  educational  materials  or 
referrals  for  the  parent.

Around  1932  in  our  village,  we  had  fiddle  players,  guitars  and 
other  instruments  whenever  there  was  a planned  dance. 

Mr.  Pet  Raphael  and  Mr.  Tom  Kingbird  and  some  of  the 
Mashka  group  would  play.  For  a caller  there  was  George  Antoine 
and  Sam  Paul.  Mr.  Pet  Raphael  had  only  two  fingers  on  his  left 
hand  to  play  the  fiddle,  when  he  got  tired  then  some  one  else  would 
take  a turn,  the  music  and  the  dancing  would  continue.  The  people 
would  square  off  and  follow  the  caller’s  directions  as  the  music 
played.  Everyone  had  a lot  of  fun. 

The  musicians  consisted  of  the  Mashka,  one  of  them  was  ole 
man  John  Mashka  who  was  the  most  talented  of  the  group  because 
he  was  a band  leader  and  the  musical  instructor  of  his  family.  He 
taught  his  family  all  the  music  they  knew. 

As  far  as  the  men,  someone  was  always  present  who  could 
play  the  fiddle  and  the  accompanying  instruments.  There  were 
guitars  and  banjos  and  mouth  organs,  some  times  there  were 
accordions  and  squeeze  boxes  called  concertinas.  Ike  and  his  son 
Joe  are  the  ones  who  could  play  the  accordions  and  the  squeeze 
boxe.  Some  one  usually  could  do  the  calling  if  they  remembered  the 
process  of  calling.

FAFSA4caster  Gives  High  School  Juniors  A Leg  Up 
On  Financial  Aid  Planning 

U.S.  Secretary  of  Education  Margaret  Spellings  today 
unveiled  a new  online  tool  to  help  students  and  families 
financially  prepare  and  plan  for  college  before  a student’s 
senior  year  of  high  school.  Called  the  FAFSA4caster,  it 
provides  students  with  an  early  estimate  of  their  eligibility 
for  federal  financial  aid,  which  could  include  a Pell  grant  of 
up  to  $4,310. 


“Improving  college  access  and  affordability  are  key  to 
giving  more  Americans  a chance  at  higher  education  and 
keeping  America  competitive,”  said  Secretary  Spellings. 
“Families  need  more  information  - sooner  - about  students’ 
federal  aid  eligibility  so  that  they  can  plan  ahead  for  college. 
The  FAFSA4caster  gives  families  an  important  tool  they  can 
use  to  make  decisions  about  the  future.” 


The  FAFSA4caster  will 

• Instantly  calculate  a student’s  eligibility  for  federal 
student  aid,  including  grants, 

• Reduce  the  time  it  will  take  to  complete  the  Free 
Application  for  Federal  Student  Aid  (FAFSA)  and 

• Simplify  the  financial  aid  process  for  students  and 
families. 


Fast  September,  Secretary  Spellings  announced  her  plans 
to  improve  the  U.S.  higher  education  system,  based  on  the 
recommendations  in  the  final  report  of  her  Commission  on 
the  Future  of  Higher  Education.  Today’s  announcement 
puts  in  place  one  of  the  Secretary’s  action  steps  — to  notify 
students  of  their  aid  eligibility  earlier  than  spring  of  their 
senior  year. 


In  addition  to  helping  families  make  informed  decisions  as 
they  plan  for  college,  the  FAFSA4caster  will  also  reduce 
the  application  time  when  students  file  their  FAFSA  in 
their  senior  year  in  high  school.  The  FAFSA4caster 
pre-populates  51  of  the  102  questions  on  the  FAFSA, 
significantly  reducing  the  time  it  takes  for  the  student  to 
complete  the  FAFSA  in  their  senior  year  of  high  school. 


The  FAFSA4caster  will  be  available  on  April  1 at  www. 
federalstudentaid.ed.  gov.  It  will  be  available  in  Spanish 
on  April  29.  In  September,  the  Department  will  release  the 
next  version  of  the  FAFSA4caster,  which  will  estimate  a 
student’s  federal  entire  aid  package,  including  eligibility  for 
federal  student  loans. 


Need-based  aid  is  one  of  the  topics  that  will  be  discussed 
during  Secretary  Spellings’  Higher  Education  Summit, 

“A  Test  of  Feadership  - Committing  to  Advance  Post- 
Secondary  Education  for  all  Americans,”  on  Thursday, 
March  22  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  summit  will  focus 
on  action  items  around  five  recommendations  from  the 
Commission’s  report  that  will  make  an  impact  on  improving 
college  access,  affordability  and  accountability  in  America’s 
higher  education  system,  including  aligning  K-12  and  higher 
education  expectations;  increasing  need-based  aid  for  access 
and  success;  using  accreditation  to  support  and  emphasize 
student  learning  outcomes;  serving  adults  and  other  non- 
traditional  students;  and  enhancing  affordability,  decreasing 
costs,  and  promoting  productivity.

Six  more  weeks  of  winter?  Or  are  the  colors  of 
spring  right  around  the  comer?  It  seems  forever 
that  we  have  depended  on  our  brother,  the 
groundhog,  for  this  answer  every  Febmary.  Have 
you  ever  wondered  how  it  all  began?  Well,  there  is 
fact  and  there  is  fiction;  and  then  there  is  this  little 
story.

Sub-contractors  may  hire  Tribal  Members  directly, 
and/or  our  General  Contactor  (PCL)  may  hire  Tribal  Members  as 
work  becomes  available. 

GTB  supports  Tribal  Member  preference  in  the  hiring  process 
for  the  new  casino  and  hotel;  however,  we  have  no  control 
over  the  rate  of  pay  a tribal  member  will  receive.  In  addition, 
wage  rates  for  this  project  have  not  been  established.  The  sub- 
contractors for  this  project  have  their  own  pay  scale  and  hiring 
procedure.  The  wage  that  a Tribal  Members  will  receive  when 
hired  will  be  based  on  their  experience  and  the  hiring  procedure 
of  that  company. 

To  date,  the  wages  paid  seems  to  be  locally  competitive  and 
reasonable,  based  on  the  experience  of  the  worker.  We  are  confident 
that  everyone  is  given  fair  treatment  and  every  opportunity  to  excel.

Work  Candidates  Visit 


Students  from  the  Grand  Valley  State  University  School  of  Social 
Work  were  given  a special  opportunity  to  meet  with  members  the 
Tribal  Government  and  tour  our  facilities.  Councilor  Derek  Bailey 
hosted  eighteen  Master  of  Social  Work  degree  adults.  Chairman 
Bob  Kewaygoshkum  gave  the  students  an  intimate  look  into 
the  dramatic  life  changes  that  Tribal  members  have  experienced 
over  the  years  including  his  childhood  and  adult  life.  Social  work 
students  rarely  get  to  learn  from  such  first  hand  knowledge.  Mr. 
John  Petoskey  presented  a brief  history  of  the  legal  relationship 
between  the  U.  S.  government  and  Tribal  sovereign  nations.  Vice 
Chair  Connie  TwoCrow  offered  the  students  additional  personal 
experience  and  emphasized  the  solidarity  within  the  Indian 
communities  and  their  families.  The  welfare  of  Indian  children  has 
been  a topic  of  serious  concern  for  all  native  nations.  Protection 
and  strengthening  of  the  family  continues  to  be  an  important 
concern  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
Indians. 


Chairman  Kewaygoshkum  and  Vice-Chair  Connie 
TwoCrow  addressed  the  MSW  candidates. 


The  students  were  accompanied  by  their  department  professor 
Doctor  Elaine  Schoott.  The  students  attend  classes  at  the  Traverse 
City  University  campus,  they  are  enrolled  in  the  Master  of  Social 
Work  program  through  the  Grand  Valley  Advanced  Generalist 
Study  program.  Councilor  Bailey  gave  the  group  a bus  tour  of  the 
reservation  property  in  Peshawbestown.  As  our  host,  Councilor 
Derek  Bailey  professionally  managed  the  meeting,  provided 
introductions  and  gave  clear  direction  for  this  group  experience.

TRIBAL  LEADERS  DIABETES  COMMITTEE  UPDATE 

Derek  J.  Bailey,  MSW,  LMSW 

On  March  26-27th,  in  Washington,  D.C.  the  Tribal  Leaders  Diabetes 
Committee  (TLDC)  held  their  quarterly  meeting.  As  the  Bemidji 
Area  Representative,  this  was  my  fourth  meeting  to  attend  since 
my  appointment.  Every  meeting  I have  grown  not  only  with  my 
understanding  of  diabetes  but  for  the  appreciation  of  those  leaders 
working  hard  on  behalf  of  Indian  Country.  It  was  especially  pleasing 
to  have  Dr.  Charles  Grim,  Indian  Health  Services  Director,  there  to 
listen  and  respond  to  our  comments  and  questions. 

The  majority  of  this  two-day  meeting  focused  on  the  reauthorization 
efforts  for  Special  Diabetes  Programs  for  Indians  (SDPI).  The  SDPI 
currently  supports  diabetes  care  and  prevention  for  individuals  from 
almost  all  federally  recognized  tribes.  As  leaders  representing  the 
different  areas  of  Indian  Country,  we  focused  on  continued  efforts  and 
approaches  with  Congress.  Indian  Health  Services  (IHS)  statistics 
show  that  among  American  Indian/ Alaska  Native  (AI/AN)  populations 
during  the  period  1990-2004,  there  was  an  increase  in  diabetes  of 
128%  among  15-19  year  olds  and  an  increase  of  77%  among  youth 
less  than  15  years  old.  These  statistics  are  staggering  to  me!  But,  if  we 
strongly  focus  on  prevention  these  same  statistics  can  be  dramatically 
decreased.  Here  are  some  more  numbers  as  offered  by  the  American 
Diabetes  Association’s  Awakening  the  Spirit: 

20.8  million:  The  number  of  Americans  who  have  diabetes 
54  million:  The  number  of  Americans  who  have  “pre-diabetes” 
50%:  The  percentage  of  minority  children  bom  in  2000  who  will 
develop  diabetes  sometime  in  their  lives 
16.3% : The  percent  of  adult  AI/AN  with  diabetes 
4.3  times  higher:  The  mortality  rate  for  AI/AN  compared  to  the 
general  US  population 


Reauthorization  is  a must  for  Indian  Country  as  it  has  allowed  tribal 
communities  to  address  the  epidemic  of  diabetes  in  a comprehensive 
manner  at  a local  level.  That  is  why  tribes,  unanimously,  are 
supporting  the  reauthorization  efforts  to  have  Congress  extend  the 
funding  for  five  more  years,  and  allowing  the  successful  growth  by 
increasing  funding  from  $150  million  per  year  to  $200  million  per 
year.

Fire  Hazard 

LANSING  - With  remnant  snow  still  on  the  ground  in  parts  of  the  state, 
a Department  of  Natural  Resources  (DNR)  official  warned  that  this 
spring  could  be  a bad  one  for  wildfires. 

DNRs  Mary  Dettloff  today  said  the  outlook  for  the  spring  fire  season  is 
a busy  one  for  depleted  ranks  of  DNR  firefighters.  She  said  the  generally 
low  snowfall  that  prevailed  across  most  of  the  state  through  the  past 
winter  set  up  ideal  conditions  for  spring  fires. 

Dettloff  said  because  of  the  low  snowfall,  dead  grasses  and  shrubs  that 
serve  as  fuel  for  spring  wildfires  passed  through  the  winter  standing  tall 
- a bad  sign  for  spring  fire  hazard.  Normally,  she  said,  winter  snow  mats 
down  the  low-lying  material,  reducing  the  chances  for  a rapidly  spreading 
wildfire. 

The  DNR  officials  added  that  rainfall  is  expected  to  run  well  below 
normal  this  spring  after  nearly  decade  of  above-normal  rains  in  some 
parts  of  the  state.  The  Upper  Peninsula  may  be  especially  vulnerable  to 
fire  this  spring.  Starting  last  year  and  continuing  through  the  winter, 
drought  conditions  have  prevailed  across  much  of  the  U.P.  - raising  the 
potential  for  serious  fire  hazard  once  wooded  areas  dry  out  this  spring. 
Dettloff  said  some  parts  of  the  state  are  already  set  up  for  wildfires  before 
April  even  begins.  She  said  temperatures  that  rose  into  the  70s  in  several 
locations  in  Lower  Michigan  have  dried  the  dead  grasses  and  shrubs 
sufficiently  to  present  a fire  danger  even  this  early. 

Normally  state  wildfire  hazard  peaks  from  late  April  into  June  when  new 
grasses  “green  up”  with  growth,  cutting  the  potential  for  fast-moving 
fires. 

The  DNR  officials  also  said  DNR  firefighting  capability  for  the  northern 
portion  of  Michigan  is  limited  with  a running  shortage  of  20  or  more 
fire  officers  in  the  area  of  the  state  where  the  state  agency  has  primary 
responsibility.  That  area  is  generally  north  of  a line  from  Bay  County  to 
Oceana  County  along  the  state  s midsection,  where  wooded  areas  tend  to 
predominate  over  settled  lands. 

At  the  same  time,  the  DNR  announced  a new  method  for  obtaining 
burn  permits  - required  for  open  burning  of  ordinary  yard  waste  and 
similar  materials.  Using  a federal  grant,  DNR  has  set  up  an  Internet- 
based  burn  permitting  system  to  make  the  free  permits  easier  to  obtain. 
By  using  the  www.michigan/ gov/burnpermit  Web  site,  residents  above 
the  Bay-Oceana  line  (including  all  of  the  Upper  Peninsula)  can  obtain  a 
free  burn  permit  more  easily.  The  permits  are  also  available  by  calling  toll- 
free  (866)  922-2876.  GTB  Fire  will  still  issue  permits  on  tribal  lands. 
GTB  members  still  need  to  follow  the  conditions  that  are  listed  below 
for  requests  to  burn  on  tribal  lands. 


FIRE  DANGER 

❖ No  permit  is  required  on  lands  still  snow  covered. 

❖ Permits  obtained  through  the  state  burning 
program  allow  residents  to  burn  ordinary  yard 
debris  - leaves,  grass,  tree  limbs,  stumps, 
evergreen  needles  and  the  like  - in  rural  areas 
at  least  1,400  feet  from  a city  or  village.  Open 
burning  of  any  kind  is  prohibited  within  the  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  city  limits. 

❖ Residents  who  obtain  a permit  in  advance  of  a 
yard-waste  fire  can  also  avoid  possible  liability 
for  a wildfire  that  escapes  containment  and  runs 
up  significant  cost  for  firefighting  and  damage. 

❖ Statewide  state  air  quality  regulations  forbid  the 
burning  of  materials  that  do  not  qualify  as  yard 
waste  - auto  parts,  demolition  and  construction 
debris. 

❖ While  DNR  prefers  that  residents  compost  yard 
waste  rather  than  burn  it,  the  state  agency 
suggests  several  fire  safety  measures  anyone 
burning  refuse  should  follow.  They  include: 

❖ Obtain  a state  burning  permit  before  starting 
a fire.  At  certain  times  and  in  certain  areas, 
permits  may  be  refused  because  of  very  high  fire 
hazards. 

❖ Never  leave  any  burning  fire  unattended. 

❖ Have  a supply  of  water  available  in  case  the  fire 
escapes. 

❖ Be  sure  any  fire,  including  campfires,  is 
completely  out  before  leaving  it  unattended. 
Improperly  extinguished  fires  are  a major  cause 
of  wildfires  each  year.  They  are  also  a cause  of 
serious  burn  injuries  to  children. 

❖ In  general,  only  a thorough  wetting  of  embers 
and  other  burning  materials  with  water 
assures  that  a dying  fire  is  truly  out.  Stir  ashes 
and  embers  to  assure  that  all  materials  are 
completely  extinguished  before  leaving  a fire 
site. 

❖ Do  not  bury  a fire  as  a means  of  extinguishing  it. 
In  most  cases,  burying  a fire  will  not  extinguish 
it.  Some  fires  will  spread  widely  underground 
before  breaking  the  surface.

Cedars  Donated

Due  to  the  generosity  of  local  landowners,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  was  able  to 
acquire  a large  amount  of  freshly  cut  cedar.  Kim  Creamer  and  Tim  Mertagh,  owners 
of  property  along  Belanger  Creek  at  the  intersection  of  Roubal  Rd.  and  Pobuda  Rd., 
made  the  trees  available  to  the  Band.  The  cedars  were  cut  by  Leelanau  County  Road 
Commission  personnel  to  allow  for  improvements  of  Roubal  Rd.  at  that  location.  The 
improvements  are  part  of  an  extensive  road/stream  crossing  and  paving  project  that 
began  late  last  year.  Normally,  the  roadside  trees  would  have  been  cut  and  kept  by  the 
landowner  or  run  through  a chipper  by  the  County.  Grand  Traverse  Band  Natural 
Resources  personnel  contacted  Kim  and  Tim  and  were  able  to  secure  the  cedar.  The 
County  was  then  notified  of  the  agreement  and  arrangements  were  made  between 
Jim  Johnson  at  the  Road  Commission  and  Tom  Shomin  at  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Maintenance  Department  to  have  a GTB  maintenance  truck  on  site  during  the  cutting 
so  that  the  trees  could  be  loaded  and  taken  directly  to  a staging  area  in  Peshawbestown.

Take  Action  at  home  to  help  protect  our 
Environment  by  conserving  water 

Don't  let  the  water  run  while  shaving  or  brushing  teeth. 

Take  short  showers  instead  of  tub  baths. 

Keep  drinking  water  in  the  refrigerator  instead  of  letting  the  faucet 
run  until  the  water  is  cool. 

Scrape,  rather  than  rinse,  dishes  before  loading  into  the  dishwasher; 
wash  only  full  loads. 

Wash  only  full  loads  of  laundry  or  use  the  appropriate  water  level  or 
load  size  selection  on  the  washing  machine. 

Buy  high-efficient  plumbing  fixtures  & appliances. 

Repair  all  leaks  (a  leaky  toilet  can  waste  200  gallons  a day). 

Water  the  lawn  or  garden  during  the  coolest  part  of  the  day  (early 
morning  is  best). 

Water  plants  differently  according  to  what  they  need.  Check  with 
your  local  extension  service  or  nurseries  for  advice. 

Set  sprinklers  to  water  the  lawn  or  garden  only  - not  the  street  or 
sidewalk. 

Use  soaker  hoses  or  trickle  irrigation  systems  for  trees  and  shrubs.

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Sleeping  Bear  Dunes  National  Lakeshore 
Management  Up  For  Review 

As  you  may  know  the  Sleeping  Bear  Dunes  National  Lakeshore  (SLBE)  will 
be  conducting  a Wilderness  Study  in  conjunction  with  revising  the  General 
Management  Plan  (GMP).  Public  meetings/workshops  have  been  held 
already.  Because  of  its  Trust  relationship  with  the  Federal  Government  (in 
this  case  the  Department  of  Interior,  National  Park  Service)  the  Tribe  will 
be  directly  involved  in  the  study  and  development  of  the  GMP.  This  will 
occur  concurrent  with  the  general  public  involvement.  It  is  IMPORTANT 
that  we  have  your  input  as  a Tribal  member  relating  to  your  use  of  the 
National  Lakeshore. 

Earlier  this  winter,  a comment  form  provided  by  the  NPS-SLBE 
asked  the  following  questions: 

□ What  do  you  particularly  value  about  SLBE? 

□ What  concerns  do  you  have  about  SLBE  that  you  believe  the  GMP 
should  address? 

□ What  do  you  want  SLBE  to  be  like  in  the  future?  Imagine  yourself 
visiting  [using]  the  park  20  years  from  now.  Describe  what  you 
would  like  to  see  and  experience  at  that  time. 

This  spring  another  newsletter  was  sent  out  to  local  residents  and  presented 
questions  concerning  preliminary  alternatives  describing  visually  how  the 
SLBE  will  be  managed  in  the  future.  Maps  describing  these  alternatives 
were  mailed  with  questions  including: 

□ Is  one  of  the  four  preliminary  alternatives  (no  action,  A,  B,  or  C) 
already  close  to  your  idea  of  a preferred  alternative?  If  so,  which 
one,  and  how  might  you  modify  it  to  make  it  just  right? 

□ To  help  us  build  the  preferred  alternative,  which  elements  of  any  of 
the  preliminary  alternatives  do  you  think  should  be  included? 

□ Which  elements  of  any  of  the  preliminary  alternatives  do  you  think 
should  not  be  included  in  the  preferred  alternative? 

Links  to  descriptions  of  the  alternatives,  meeting  notices  and  other  related 
information  pertaining  to  the  General  Management  Plan  are  provided  on  the 
Sleeping  Bear  Dunes  National  Lakeshore  website  www.nps.gov/slbe  or  call 
231-326-5134. 

General  Management  Plans  establish  the  overall  direction  for  managing 
national  parks  for  the  next  20+  years.  Wilderness  Studies  evaluate  the 
characteristics  and  values  of  park  lands,  using  definitions  found  in  the 
Wilderness  Act  of  1964.  Environmental  Impact  Statements  evaluate 
potential  impacts  of  alternative  management  approaches  and  wilderness 
designation.  It  is  important  the  Tribe  is  involved  at  the  Federal  level  and 
that  it  speaks  for  the  membership. 

In  addition  to  Tribal  member  input  from  public  meetings  held  by  the  National 
Park  Services,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Natural  Resources  Department 
would  like  to  develop  specific  comments  and  recommendations  based 
on  membership  input  pertaining  to  the  General  Management  Plan  and 
subsequent  implementation.

Veterans  Affairs 
"Wounded  Warrior  Bill" 

March  28.  2007 

U.S.  House  of  Representatives  passed  legislation  that 
carries  a number  of  provisions  aimed  at  providing  wounded 
military  personnel  and  veterans  adequate  health  care. 

The  bill  improves  training  and  reduces  case  loads  for 
case  managers.  It  creates  a system  of  patient  advocates 
to  represent  outpatients  and  ensure  outpatients  receive 
the  proper  treatment.  The  bill  also  requires  Department 
of  Defense  (DOD)  to  establish  a toll-free  hot  line  for 
reporting  deficiencies  in  facilities  supporting  medical 
patients  and  family  members,  requiring  rapid  responses 
to  re  mediate  complaints.  In  addition  the  bill  begins 
the  process  of  reforming  many  administrative  processes. 
“These  are  common  sense  reforms  to  make  sure  that  when 
wounded  soldiers  return  home,  they  are  not  abandoned 
by  the  system  or  lost  in  bureaucracy,”  noted  Congressman 
Bart  Stupak.  “This  legislation  will  help  ensure  scandals  like 
the  one  at  Walter  Reed  will  not  happen  again.  All  of  us 
owe  our  wounded  heroes  a medical  system  that  honors  and 
provides  for  their  sacrifice.  This  legislation  is  a good  start.” 


The  House  bill  would  raise  the  reimbursement  rate  for 
veterans  who  travel  to  health  care  facilities.  Veterans 
traveling  long  distances  to  receive  medical  care  currently 
depend  on  reimbursement  rate  that  has  not  been  updated 
in  thirty  years.  The  bill  raises  the  reimbursement  rate  for 
veterans  from  1 1 cents  to  today’s  standard  of  48.5  cents. 

The  bill  “Wounded  Warrior  Assistance  Act”  now  heads 
to  the  Senate  for  consideration.  Congressman  Stupak’s 
congressional  district,  Michigan’s  1st,  is  home  to  more 
veterans  than  any  other  congressional  district  in  Michigan.

A dinner  catered  by  the  Double  Eagle 
Restaurant  will  be  a part  of  each  of  the  9 special 
evenings  out  for  couples,  which  will  include 
presentations  by  trained  therapists  and  group 
exercises  designed  to  build  relationship  skills. 

The  PAIRS  for  life  workshop  is  the  first  of 
a series  of  workshops  to  be  held  over  a five 
year  period  with  the  goal  of  strengthening 
the  families  of  the  communities  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band.  Couples  will  be  able  to  choose 
which  of  the  workshops  to  attend  during  this 
five  year  period.  The  workshops,  including 
the  dinner,  are  free-of-charge  to  qualified 
participants.  In  order  to  qualify,  one  of  the 
members  of  the  couple  must  be  a registered 
member  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  or  of 
another  federally  recognized  tribe. 

The  program  is  funded  by  a grant  from  the 
Administration  for  Native  Americans  and  is 
being  offered  by  the  Behavioral  Health  Services 
of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band.  It  will  be  presented 
by  experienced  therapists  Carole  Lannin  and 
Sue  Rafferty. 

The  PAIRS  (Practical  Application  of  Intimate 
Relationship  Skills)  foundation  is  a non- 
profit organization  which  has  been  developing 
classes  for  30  years  for  couples  in  all  stages  of 
relationships.  Their  goal  is  to  help  people  create 
and  sustain  healthy  relationships  that  are  an 
ongoing  source  of  love,  pleasure,  happiness  and 
fulfillment.  Their  classes  are  equally  as  valuable 
for  long-term  relationships,  dating  couples,  pre- 
marital couples,  those  wanting  to  enrich  their 
marriages,  those  facing  challenges  that  may  lead 
to  separation  or  divorce,  and  expectant  couples. 

The  PAIRS  course  offers  well-researched 
knowledge  and  practical  skills  to  help  couples 
understand  love  and  emotions,  enhance  personal 
communication,  enhance  empathy  and  bonding 
while  avoiding  common  misunderstandings  and 
other  pitfalls  that  can  derail  relationships.  The 
classes  teach  couples  how  to  deal  constructively 
with  differences,  conflict,  and  challenges  that 
develop  in  long-term  relationships  with  spouses 
and  significant  others.  Couples  who  master 
these  skills  become  good  role  models  for  their 
children  and  help  strengthen  the  families  that 
serve  as  a foundation  for  a strong  community 


Carole  Lannin,  who  holds  a Master  s degree 
in  Clinical  Social  Work  from  the  University  of 
Michigan,  has  worked  for  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  for  four  years.  Carole  states,  “Over  the 
years,  many  of  my  clients  have  wanted  to 
improve  their  communication  to  improve  their 
relationships.  In  January  of  2007,  I attended 
the  PAIRS  training  in  Indiana  and  was  very 
impressed  with  the  program.  What  stood  out 
most  from  this  workshop  was  how  the  couples 
that  had  been  married  for  20  or  30  years  still 
gained  new  communication  skills.” 

Sue  Rafferty,  who  earned  a Masters  degree  in 
Social  Work  from  Western  Michigan  University, 
has  worked  for  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  for 
nearly  6 years.  She  states  her  impressions  of  the 
PAIRS  training:  “I  thoroughly  enjoyed  this 
training.  As  a participant  I learned  valuable 
relationship  building  tools  that  I have  been  able 
to  use  at  work  and  in  my  personal  life.  As  a 
result  I have  increased  my  listening  ability  and 
my  interpersonal  relationships  have  become 
more  positive.”

Notice  to  Membership 

The  GTB  Public  Works  Department  no  longer  has  a program  that  tests  water 
for  individuals  who  are  on  their  own  wells.  However,  if  you  are  interested 
in  having  your  water  tested  there  are  some  options.  Your  county  health 
department  can  supply  you  with  a bacteria  and  nitrate  bottle  to  do  your  own 
sampling.  Another  option  is  SOS  Analytical  in  Traverse  City,  or  Great  Lakes 
Water  Quality  in  Lake  Ann.  The  cost  for  the  County  Health  Departments  is 
$12  for  Bacteria  and  $14  for  Nitrates.  SOS  charges  $15  for  each  sample,  Great 
Lakes  charges  $12  for  bacteria  and  $10  for  Nitrates  or  $20  for  both. 

Listed  below  are  the  phone  numbers  for  the  Health  Departments  and 
Laboratories. 

***  The  MSU  extension  office  (23 1 -922-4620)  provides  free  testing  for  nitrate, 
nitrite,  and  trizine  pesticides  once  a year  just  prior  to  the  Cherry  Festival. 

The  MSU  extension  does  free  testing  one  time  a year  (3rd  week  in  July)  - their 
testing  is  only  to  determine  if  the  home  owners  water  (well)  has  been  impacted 
by  fertilizers  or  herbicides.

Western  Hemisphere 
Travel  Initiative 
- Identification 
Card  Soon  to  be  a 
Requirement 


The  Northern  Border  Caucus  (Congressman  Bart 
Stupak  D-MI,  Co-Chairman)  is  concerned  that 
the  Western  Hemisphere  Travel  Initiative  could 
endanger  commerce  and  trade  between  Canada  and 
the  United  States.  “Commerce  and  trade  between 
our  two  countries  supports  over  170,000  Michigan 
jobs,  so  I am  pleased  that  the  U.S.  Department 
of  State  is  being  responsive”  said  Congressman 
Stupak.  The  letter  from  the  State  Department 
discussed  their  plans  to  create  an  affordable,  small, 
electronically  read  card  that  would  be  available  to 
travelers  in  lieu  of  passports.  Currently,  travelers 
may  go  between  Canada  and  the  United  States 
with  identification  as  simple  as  a Driver  s License. 

As  of  January,  air  travelers  were  required  to  carry 
a passport  when  flying  to  Canada,  Mexico  or  the 
Caribbean. 

The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  and  State 
have  indicated  that  they  hope  to  have  the  new 
identification  card  fully  implemented  by  the  middle 
of  2008.

American  Indian  and  Alaska  Native  are  2 to  4 times  more  likely 
to  die  of  SIDS  that  white  infants! 

SIDS  is  the  leading  cause  of  death  in  infants  between  one  month 
and  one  year  of  age.  Even  though  there  is  no  way  to  know 
which  babies  might  die  of  SIDS,  there  are  ways  to  lower  the  risk 

of  SIDS: 

• Always  place  a baby  on  his  or  her  Back  to  Sleep, 
even  at  naps. 

• Give  babies  a firm  place  to  sleep. 

• Remove  soft,  fluffy,  and  loose  bedding  and  stuffed 
toys  from  the  baby’s  sleep  area. 

• Make  sure  the  baby’s  face  and  head  stay  uncovered 
during  sleep. 

• Don’t  let  the  baby  get  to  warm  during  sleep. 

• Do  NOT  allow  smoking  around  the  baby  anywhere 
in  the  house  or  with  your  baby  in  the  car. 

• Do  NOT  drink  or  smoke  during  pregnancy 

• Do  NOT  drink  alcohol  or  take  medications  that 
make  you  drowsy  before  bedtime.

The  Self-Govemance  Communication  and  Education  Tribal 
Consortium,  Department  of  the  Interior  and  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Human  Services  hosted  from  May  7-10,  2007, 
the  Annual  Self-Govemance  conference  in  Garden  Grove, 
California.

History  and  Meaning  of  the  Star  Quilt 
Historically,  in  Native  American  communities,  quilts  took  on  deep 
significance  in  the  cultural  practices  of  the  people.  In  early  times 
they  replaced  buffalo  robes  in  wrapping  the  dead.  They  were  and 
are  given  in  sympathy  to  the  family  of  one  who  has  died.  They  are 
given  at  births.  Quilts  honored  friends  and  loved  ones,  for  birthdays 
and  anniversaries.  For  the  newly  married  couple,  the  star  quilt  is 
considered  an  essential  gift,  bestowing  upon  them  recognition  and 
respect.  They  are  used  as  altar  cloths  in  churches  and  are  hung 
in  schools  for  graduation  ceremonies.  They  are  placed  atop  sweat 
lodges.  Often,  young  men  wrap  themselves  in  a quilt  while  awaiting 
a Vision  on  some  secluded  high  place.  Always,  they  are  a focal 
point  in  the  Give  Away,  (http://www.bluecloud.ora/morninastar.htmh 
The  star  quilt  is  a universal  symbol  for  Native  and  rural  non-Native 
women.  It  is  currently  used  in  ceremonies  in  much  the  same  way  as 
the  American  flag — often  draped  over  caskets  or  presented  as  a gift 
of  honor  to  a newborn  or  child  during  a naming  ceremony.  Presenting 
a person  or  community  with  a star  quilt  is  a great  honor.  Recipients  of 
the  star  quilt  know  it  is  a labor  intensive  gift  that  the  maker(s)  spent 
time  and  effort  creating  for  them.  It  signifies  the  love  and  respect 
the  maker  has  for  the  recipient.  The  star  symbol  is  used  in  domestic 
violence  prevention  because  it  symbolizes  honor  and  respect — one 
honors  and  respects  women  as  one  honors  and  respects  the  symbol. 

Our  Star  Quilt  Project 

In  this  spirit  of  sharing,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Rural  Domestic 
Violence  and  Child  Victimization  Enforcement  Program’s  Domestic 
Violence  Prevention  Educator,  Sharon  Wasageshik,  facilitated 
the  Star  Quilt  Project  to  raise  public  awareness  in  the  Tribal 
community  about  the  prevention  of  domestic  violence.  She  worked 
with  Tribal  women:  Dena  Wilson,  Alison  Two  Crow,  Donna  Wilson, 

Deb  Kilbourne,  Dana  McClellan,  Cynthia  Chippewa,  Misty  Rose 
Chippewa,  Carrie  Leaureaux,  Sherri  Vezna,  Pauline  Barber,  and 
Quilting  Teacher  Rene  Savage,  from  “Rene’s  House  of  Quilts,”  in  6 
session  to  make  the  quilt. 

The  colors  chosen  were  symbolic  of  the  journey  of  healing  a survivor 
of  abuse  experiences--  from  domestic  violence,  to  protection,  safety, 
and  ultimately  to  a place  of  strength  and  support.  The  turquoise 
center  star  symbolizes  the  Native  woman.  The  shades  of  purple 
that  radiate  out  from  the  center  flow  from  violet  to  lavender  to  deep 
purple. ..creating  a visual  description  of  the  gradual  stages  of  domestic 
violence:  pale  violet  for  verbal  abuse,  lavender  for  more  intense 
abuse,  and  purple  for  the  most  extreme.  The  surrounding  halo  of 
orange  represents  protection.  Coupled  with  the  orange  is  the  rich 
turquoise,  emphasizing  what  Rene  referred  to  as  fidelity.  This  was 
interpreted  to  be  the  community’s  commitment  to  the  protection  of 
Native  women  from  domestic  violence. 

When  the  star  quilt  was  completed,  Sharon  hosted  a dedication 
ceremony  in  which  the  quilt  was  presented  to  the  GTB  community 
in  honor  of  Native  women.  In  attendance  were  the  Medicine  Lodge 
Singers,  GTB  community  members,  and  Rene  Savage.  The  star  quilt 
will  be  used  as  a teaching  tool  in  raising  public  awareness  that  Native 
women  are  sacred  and  that  violence  against  Native  women  is  not 
traditional.  When  it  is  not  being  used  for  teachings,  the  star  quilt  will 
be  displayed  in  the  atrium  of  the  Medicine  Lodge.  Please  stop  by  and 
see  the  beautiful  work  of  the  Tribal  women.  It  really  is  a sight  to  see!

MUSEUM  DONATION 


In  the  1930  s,  during  the  Depression  Era, 
President  Roosevelt  began  the  Civilian 
Conservation  Corps  (C.C.C.)  which 
was  focused  on  tree  planting  and  clean 
forests.  This  allowed  the  people  of  the 
United  States  of  America  to  generate 
some  income.  Also  during  that  time  the 
WPA  (Works  Project  Administration)  was 
started.  “The  WPA  was  an  extension  of 
Rebuilding  of  the  U.S.  and  it  put  money 
in  people’s  pockets.  $2  a week”  reports 
Joseph  C.  Raphael..  “The  women  in  the 
area  used  to  ride  a bus  to  Suttons  Bay  to 
do  craftwork  (blankets,  quilts  & baskets) 
at  the  building  where  the  present  day 
Topshelf  & Pizza  shop  is.  This  basket 
is  65  years  old  and  was  made  by  my 
Grandmother  Rose  Chippewa  Raphael 
in  1941.  She  was  born  in  1894  and 
died  in  August  1951  at  the  age  of  57. 

In  1913  she  married  Joseph  Raphael  in 
Peshawbestown.” 


Buddy  Raphael  is  making  plans  to 
donate  2 family  heirlooms  to  the  soon 
to  be  built  GTB  community  historic 
museum. 


“In  1970  s Blake  Haversberg  was  at  an  estate  sale  for  the  “Ball”  Family  in  Leland 
when  he  noticed  the  basket.  He  called  me  to  tell  me  about  the  quill  box  that  he  saw 
which  had  the  writing  on  the  back  “Rose  Raphael  WPA  1941.”  I then  told  him  to 
buy  it  for  me  and  I’ll  pay  you  back.  I was  living  in  Grand  Rapids  at  the  time.  The 
quill  box  is  very  unique  because  the  Sweetgrass  is  held  in  place  by  Cedar  Root  and  not 
thread.  The  Cedar  Root  grows  in  a ball  and  is  found  in  the  swamps.  Blake  purchased 
the  Quill  Box  for  $170  at  the  estate  sale.” 

“The  Black  Ash  basket  was  made  by  Christina  Pay-Paw-Me-Say  ’Chippewa,’  the 
mother  of  Rose  Raphael  in  the  early  1930’s.  Christina  was  born  in  1859  and  died  in 
1950  at  the  age  of  91.  She  was  married  to  Daniel  Chippewa.  It’s  made  of  split  Black 
Ash  with  Bass  Wood  handles.  The  Bass  Wood  had  to  be  boiled  and  then  braided.” 
Joseph  C.  Raphael.

On  behalf  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Council  I would  like  to 
welcome  you  the  Resort. 

This  banquet  is  dedicated  to  the  celebration  of  education.  Education 
is  a tradition  in  the  lives  of  the  people  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians.  We  have  witnessed  tremendous 
progress  in  education  since  the  Tribe  was  federally  recognized  in 
May  of  1980. 1 would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  many  people  who  have 
contributed  to  the  education  of  our  Tribal  Members  these  past  27  years 
and  allowed  us  to  move  forward  as  a Tribe  and  a People. 

Our  children  must  be  prepared  to  function  effectively  in  two  worlds. 
This  can  be  looked  at  as  a burden  or  it  can  be  a blessing.  The  success 
in  our  programs  has  been  a blessing.  Our  children  need  to  build 
bridges  between  traditional  and  modem  values  within  the  Indian 
culture,  they  need  to  build  bridges  between  English  and  our  Native 
Anishinaabemowin  and  they  need  to  build  bridges  between  spirituality 
and  technology. 

Indian  Tribes  are  unique  people  in  the  American  Society  and  we 
should  be  proud  of  it.  Parents  and  family  are  the  most  important 
cultural  resource  in  Indian  communities.  Parents  can  and  must 
influence  their  children  and  give  them  a sense  of  pride  and  self- 
esteem. Parents  can  give  their  children  a solid  orientation  toward  an 
academic  and  professional  life.  I ask  parents  to  help  open  doors  for 
our  children  by  stepping  forward  to  sit  on  school  boards,  participate 
in  parent-teacher  conferences  and  school  organizations  and  to  become 
instructors  on  culture  and  identity  and  train  teachers  in  our  school 
system  to  end  racism  and  misunderstanding  towards  our  children. 

We  have  come  a long  way  but  we  must  continue  to  do  more.  Indian 
parents  must  be  willing  to  work  a little  harder,  give  a little  more  and 
help  create  new  opportunities  for  out  children.  We  must  have  a greater 
vision  for  ourselves  as  parents  and  educators  as  we  look  to  the  future. 
We  cannot  allow  our  talented  youth  to  hide  behind  our  impoverished 
past  and  use  it  as  an  excuse  for  failure  in  the  future. 

The  Tribe  has  many  resources  for  education..  Our  own  Tribal  School, 
our  Library  Facilities,  our  Liaisons  in  schools,  and  a staff  that  is 
willing  to  go  the  extra  mile  for  our  students. 

We  must  thank  the  Education  Stafff  for  all  the  hard  work  that  they  do 
everyday  to  keep  our  children  competitive  in  today’s  marketplace. 

We  are  so  proud  of  our  future  leaders  that  sit  before  us  tonight.  Please 
help  us  celebrate  their  success  in  achieving  their  educational  diplomas, 
degrees  and  certificates.

EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

The  Indian  Education  program  was  designed  to  assist  Pre-school 
through  12th  grade  students  who  reside  in  Antrim,  Benzie, 
Charlevoix,  Grand  Traverse,  Leelanau,  and  Manistee  counties. 

The  objective  is  to  provide  Native  American  families  with  services 
vital  to  the  retention  and  maintenance  of  healthy  school-family 
relationships  by  encouraging  participation  in  extra-curricular 
activities,  student  advocacy,  special  education  resources,  and  various 
other  essentials  to  all  of  our  students. 

GRAND  TRAVERSE  BAND  CENTERS 
INDIAN  CHILD/ADULT  PROGRAM 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Centers  for  Life-Long  Learning,  Indian 
Child  through  Adult  Education  Program  has  attained  non-public 
school  status  through  Kitchi  Minogining  Tribal  School.  This  status 
enables  the  tribe  to  issue  high  school  credits  and/or  a diploma.  This 
program  is  also  designed  for  Native  American  students  K-12  to 
experience  academic  success  by  providing  outreach  that  establishes 
a working  relationship  with  school  districts  in  the  six-county 
service  area.  The  program  has  four  sites  available:  Peshawbestown, 
Charlevoix,  Traverse  City,  and  Benzonia  - staffed  with  certified 
instructors. 

HIGHER  EDUCATION  PROGRAM/ADULT 
VOCATIONAL  TRAINING 

Designed  to  assist  tribal  members  who  are  seeking  a degree 
in  higher  education.  Students  attend  school  in  Michigan  and 
throughout  the  country.  This  program  provides  tribal  scholarships 
to  members  attending  full-time  or  part-time,  at  both  public  and 
private  schools.

Purpose 

The  Indian  Education  Program  of 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians  provides  a 
Scholarship  Program  for  GTB  tribal 
members  seeking  higher  education 
Higher  Education  Scholarships  are 
awarded  based  on  the  number  of 
credits  that  the  student  is  taking 
in  that  semester.  Scholarships  will

be  available  for  accredited  post- 
secondary institutions  of  higher 
learning  including  undergraduate  and 
graduate  course  work. 

AVT  Scholarships  are  available  for 
GTB  tribal  members  age  18  and  older. 
Scholarships  are  for  the  purpose 
of  Adult  Vocational  Training  and 
Licensing  and  State  Board  fees.  AVT 
students  must  be  able  to  complete 
their  programs  within  three  years.

8.  First  year  students:  Class 
schedule  that  is  signed  by 
school  counselor 

9.  First  year  students  or  transfer 
students:  Copy  of  acceptance 
letter  from  school 

10. Submit  an  educational  plan. 

This  plan  must  show  how  many 
credits  needed  for  degree 
program  as  described  in  the 
course  outline,  i.e.  course

1 1 .Must  submit  a school-produced

Payment  Process 

Students  (excluding  those  on 
probation)  will  receive  their 
scholarship  in  thirds: 

• First  third  will  go  directly  to  the 
student  after  submission  of  a 
complete  application. 

• Second  and  last  third  will  go  to 
the  school  within  seven  weeks 
of  the  start  of  the  semester. 

Payment  Guidelines 

Scholarships  will  be  awarded  based 
on  the  number  of  credits  taken, 
up  to  a maximum  of  12  credits  per 
semester  for  College  and  University 
undergraduates  and  6 credits  per 
semester  for  Graduate  students.  AVT 
scholarships  will  be  awarded  by  credit 
hour,  up  to  a maximum  of  480  hours 
per  semester. 

• AVT  licensing  fees,  certifications 
and  state  board  fees  up  to  $500 
per  year 

• AVT  Students  - $5.00  per  credit 
hour,  maximum  of  $4,800  per 
year 

• College  Undergraduates  - $200 
per  credit  hour,  maximum  of 
$4,800  per  year 

• University  Undergraduates  - $250 
per  credit  hour,  maximum  of 
$6,000  per  year 

• Graduate  Students  - $600  per 
credit  hour,  maximum  of  $7,200 
per  year 

Program  will  not  pay  for  more  than 
two  AVT  licensing  fees,  certifications 
and/or  state  board  fees,  two  AVT 
scholarships,  two  associate  degrees, 
one  bachelor  degree,  one  master 
degree,  and  one  doctorate  degree. 
All  students  must  be  working  toward  a 
degree  program. 

Program  will  not  fund  any 
miscellaneous  classes  that  fall 
outside  the  students’  approved 
course  of  study.  This  rule  applies 
to  AVT,  Associates,  Bachelors,  and 
Masters  level  students,  although  an 
educational  advisor  at  the  Master’s 
level  may,  by  special  request, 
advise  that  a student  may  need  an 
undergraduate  class  to  complete 
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their  course  of  study.  Program  will 
only  pay  maximum  credit  hours  per 
course  description/degree  program 
requirements. 

School  must  be  accredited  by  a 
Recognized  National,  Regional 
accrediting  association,  a state 
agency  authorized  to  make  such 
approvals  or  a specifically  identified 
GTB  tribally  facilitated  program. 


How  To  Apply 

1 . Contact  the  Education  Office  for  an  application  packet. 

2.  Students  must  be  applying  for  the  current  budget  year.  (This 
program  cannot  pay  for  any  cost  incurred  in  previous  program 
years.  This  program  works  on  a fiscal  year  from  October  to 
September.) 

3.  Disposition  Letter  will  be  sent  to  all  applicant  giving  further 
instructions  if  necessary.

THE  SCHOLARSHIP  PROGRAM  WILL 
NOT  PAY  FOR  REPEATED  CLASSES 


Probationary  Students 

If  the  student  falls  below  a 2.0 
overall  GPA  or  they  drop  a class 
he/she  will  be  placed  on  probation 
for  one  semester.  This  means  they 
will  continue  to  receive  their  tribal 
scholarship,  based  on  a modified 
payment  schedule,  and  will  have  one 
semester  to  bring  their  GPA  up  to  a 
2.0.  If  they  do  not  bring  their  grade  up 
to  a 2.0  in  their  probationary  semester, 
they  will  be  ineligible  for  a scholarship 
until  they  do  bring  their  GPA  back  up 
to  a 2.0  and  have  maintained  at  least 
six  credit  hours  toward  their  degree. 

A probationary  student  will  receive 
their  scholarship  as  follows: 

• Two  thirds  will  go  directly 
to  the  school  after 
submission  of  a compete 
application. 

• The  last  third  will  go 
directly  to  the  student, 
after  this  office  receives 
their  transcripts,  and 
verifies  that  their  GPA 

is  above  a 2.00  and  no 
classes  were  dropped 
due  to  non-medical 
documented  reasons.

FCE  Update 


Promoting  the  Health  of  Native  American  Children 


n innovative  health  pro- 
gram has  been  estab- 
lished by  FCE  and  FSHN 
faculty  for  Native  American 
youth  in  the  town  of  Peshawbe- 
stown,  Michigan,  in  Leelanau 
County,  home  to  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  (GTB)  of  Otta- 
wa and  Chippewa  Indians.  Le- 
Anne  Silvey,  Robert  Griffore, 

Lillian  Phenice,  and  Lorraine 
Wetherspoon,  along  with  Miki 
Hakoyama,  FCE  Graduate  As- 
sistant, are  collaborating  on  a 
research  project  funded  by 
MSU  FACT  and  the  W.  K.  Kel- 
logg Foundation.  The  project, 
titled  “Tribal-based  Communi- 
ty Intervention  to  Promote  a 
Healthy  Lifestyle  and  Weight- 
Related  Health  of  Native 
American  Children”  targets  youth,  ages  6-16. 
The  idea  behind  the  project  is  to  create  a health-

ier  lifestyle  for  Native  American  youth  through  diet,  exercise, 
and  self-monitoring  behaviors. 

The  GTB  “Building  Healthy  Kids”  project  officially  got 
underway  as  a pilot  test  run  in  June,  2006  with  9 out  of  15  youth 

completing  the 
program.  It  was 
so  successful  that 
it  continued  into 
the  Fall  with  a co- 
hort of  25  youth. 
It  ran  on  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  af- 
ternoons (6-10 
year-olds  on 
Tuesday  and  11- 
16  year-olds  on 
Thursday).  Class 
sessions  were  held 
at  the  Strongheart  Center,  a turtle-shaped  civic  center  with 
fully-equipped  sports  facilities.  (The  turtle  shape  represents  the 
ancestral  symbol  for  strength  and  the  building  thus  represents 
the  strong  heartbeat  of  the  community). 

The  program  consists  of  24  weeks  of  physical  fitness  activ- 
ities, fitness  testing,  nutritional  snacks,  and  educational  pro- 
grams. Youth  perform  warm-up  exercises,  spend  roughly  30 
minutes  on  a Sony  Playstation  2,  “Dance-Dance-Revolution” 
(DDR)  machine,  an  interactive  computer  music  game,  where  2 
youth  move  on  dance  pads,  following  arrows  on  the  TV  monitor, 
and  then  engage  in  such  group  activities  as  boxing,  ping-pong, 
floor  hockey,  and  kick  ball  for  another  30  minutes.  This  is 
followed  by  a snack  break  consisting  of  fresh  fruit,  vegetables, 
yogurt,  water,  juice,  and  crackers.  Youth  are  measured  for 
height,  weight,  flexibility,  and  BMI  (body  mass  index)  on  a 
monthly  basis  and  at  the  end  of  the  program.  In  addition,  an 


educational  com- 
ponent is  provided 
to  youth  once  a 
month  with  topics  ranging 
from  nutrition,  personal  hy- 
giene, health  education,  and 
goal-setting  ideas. 

The  youth  keep  a health 
journal,  self-monitoring  what 
they  eat,  how  much  exercise 
they  get,  and  tracking  their 
progress.  An  incentive  pro- 
gram is  built  into  this  plan, 
where  youth  earn  points  toward 
gift  cards,  with  the  grand  prize 
being  an  MP3  player.  All 
youth  who  participate  are  given 
a long-sleeved  hoodie  with  the 
turtle/tribal  logo  on  it  (pictured 
above) 

The  Fall  program  was  very 
successful  - so  much  so  that  funding 
was  extended  by  the  Kellogg  Founda- 
tion until  April  30,  2007  for  a Spring  session:  the  GTB  partner 
plans  to  fund  it  themselves  through  June  1,  2007.  The  MSU 
project  team  and  GTB  members  are  continuing  to  engage  in 
discussions  for  consistent  data  collection,  program  publicity 
opportunities,  and  to  engage  the  youth  in  developing  their  own 
native  dance  software  program  for  the  DDR,  in  which  the  youth 
would  be  the  authors  and  dancers  in  the  software  program  to  be 
produced  and  marketed  by  the  GTB. 

Although  it  is  still  too  soon  for  any  outcomes,  conclusions, 
or  findings  from  the  project,  the  Building  Healthy  Kids  program 
has  generated  a lot  of  excitement  from  the  youth,  their  parents, 
and  within  the  tribal  community  as  a whole.  More  youth  are 
participating,  becoming  physically  active,  learning  how  to  self- 
monitor their  behavior,  and  challenging  themselves  to  try  new 
things.  They  are  also  involved  in  giving  input  for  improving  the 
program,  what  incentives  will  keep  them  active,  and  helping  to 
set  program  goals.  Parents  report  that  youth  have  improved 
moods  and  spend  less  time  watching  television  or  playing  video 
games.  In  fact,  parents  are  invited  to  visit,  observe,  and  partici- 
pate with  their  children  as  well;  many  parents  have  done  so  and 
have  solicited  such  positive  feedback  as,  “The  kids  just  love 

[your]  program they  have  a lot  of  fun  and  look  forward  to  it;” 

and  “It’s  a really  good  program.  My  kids  can’t  wait  to  go  every 
week.” 

The  GTB  members  plan  on  taking  the  project  to  outlying 
service  areas  (Antrim,  Benzie,  Charlevoix,  and  Grand  Traverse 
Counties)  during  the  summer  to  that  youth  and  families  in  those 
communities  can  experience  the  program  for  themselves.  In 
addition,  GTB  has  received  inquiries  from  tribes  in  the  states  of 
Washington  and  Utah  who  are  interested  in  beginning  similar 
programs  in  their  communities.  It  is  expected  that  once  the  data 
analysis  is  complete  for  the  fall  cohort,  the  impact  on  the  chil- 
dren, families,  and  GTB  community  will  be  far-reaching.

“Care giving  is  a transformational  process,  and  its  aftermath  demands  that  we 
take  care  of  ourselves  and  be  patient  until  we  become  fully  alive  again.”  The 
ideal  caregiver  is — 

V emotionally  and  physically  capable  of  handling  the  work 

V able  to  share  duties  and  responsibilities  with  other  willing  family  members 

V able  to  plan  solutions  and  solve  problems  instead  of  withdrawing  under  stress 

V able  to  communicate  in  a straighforward  way 

V accustomed  to  giving  and  receiving  help 

V trained  for  the  level  of  care  required 

V able  to  handle  unpleasant  tasks  like  changing  diapers,  bathing,  or  cleaning  bed 
sores 

V in  good  health,  with  energy,  experience,  and  flexibility 

V able  to  cope  with  anger  and  frustration 

V able  to  afford  respite  (back-up)  care 

V able  to  communicate  will  with  the  person  receiving  care 

V able  to  make  this  person  feel  useful  and  needed 

V appreciated  by  other  family  members 

V able  to  work  with  the  future  needs  and  preferences  of  the  person  in  care 
■V  aware  of  other  care  options  and  willing  to  pursue  them. 

Burnout,  the  complete  drain  of  our  physical,  spiritual,  and  emotional  reserves, 
occurs  when  a caregiver  slips  beyond  exhaustion  or  depression.  Every  day, 
caregivers  face  the  need  to  remove  themselves  emotionally  from  their  task  or  risk 
entering  so  deeply  into  it  that  they  burn  out.  Anyone  who  cares  for  a person 
whose  health  is  deteriorating  needs  understanding,  support,  and  help — from 
friends,  family,  and  a support  group.  Asa  primary  caregiver,  your  most 
important  duty  is  to  conserve  your  strength  and  restore  your  resources. 
Remember,  you  are  the  one  who  is  going  to  make  it  all  happen  over  the  log  term, 
so  guard  your  health!

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  participated  in  a Full 
Scale  Pandemic  Influenza  /bird  flu  exercise  on 
Friday,  April  27,  2007.  The  exercise  involved 
Region  7 Public  Health  Agencies  with  27 
counties  in  northern  Lower  Michigan. 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Emergency 
Management  Team  and  GTB  Health  Services 
Clinic  successfully  conducted  the  exercise 
with  assistance  from  Clinic,  CHR’s,  Fire,  Law 
Enforcement,  Public  Information  Officer/Vice- 
Chair  Connie  Two  Crow,  former  Tribal  Manager 
Sonya  Zotigh,  Communications  Department, 
Public  Works  Department  Manager  Joe  Huhn 
assigned  as  Tribal  Liaison  at  Leelanau  County 
Sheriff  Department  Emergency  Operations 
Center,  Richard  Catton,  Tribal  Emergency 
Manager  and  Michelle  Klein,  Benzie/Leelanau 
County  Public  Health  Department  Community 
Health  Coordinator  who  assisted  as  an  Evaluator 
for  the  exercise  and  her  two  nurses  that  assisted 
tribal  clinic  staff,  Jolanda  Murphy  as  Controller 
for  the  Exercise  and  GTB  employees  who 
assisted  as  “patients”  for  the  exercise. 

The  exercise  tested  emergency  response  for 
Strategic  National  Stockpile  (SNS)  activation, 
coordination,  and  risk  communication  to  the 
public,  surge  capabilities  of  healthcare  such  as 
triage,  patient  census  and  medication  dispensing. 
The  objectives  were  to  prevent  or  control  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  access  and  dispense 
medication  utilizing  a drive  thru  clinic  outdoors 
and  issuance  of  vaccines  inside  the  clinic  for  ill 
patients. 

The  tribal  health  department  did  a good  job 
during  the  exercise  for  triage  and  dispensing  of 
medication.  Special  thanks  go  to  the  volunteers 
who  assisted  with  the  exercise  by  acting  as 
patients  so  staff  had  adequate  numbers  to 
perform  triage  and  dispensing  of  medication. 

The  health  department  will  continue  to  practice 
emergency  preparedness.

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ACKNOWLEDGING  OUR  LOSS 

Do  you  know  your  brothers  birthday? 

Its  been  a little  over  a year  since  my  brother  Raymond  passed  away.  He 
had  just  had  his  59th  birthday  when  his  long  time  illness  finally  got  the 
best  of  him.  I saw  him  a few  days  before  Christmas  two  months  before 
he  died,  and  I remember  thinking  that  he  didn’t  look  like  he  would  last 
much  longer.  And  it  wasn’t  long  after  that,  that  one  of  our  sisters  called 
me  at  home  and  suggested  that  I go  over  to  see  Raymond.  She  said  the 
doctors  had  given  him  six  months  to  live.  This  was  the  same  sister  that 
had  differences  with  Raymond  for  a few  years  because  of  how  my  Dads 
illness  affected  everyone. . . and  how  Raymond  handled  it.  I thought  how 
ironic  that  was,  that  she’d  be  telling  me  that  I needed  to  go  and  see  him. 
But  she  was  right. . . I too  had  issues  with  Ray.  And  after  talking  with  a 
few  friends  and  my  wife,  I decided  it  was  time. 

I don’t  know  how  many  times  I drove  through  Central  Lake  and  even 
past  his  home,  and  never  thought  about  stopping  to  say  “hi”.  I was  just 
too  busy  doing  the  things  I wanted  to  do.  But  now  it  was  time,  so  I 
went  to  see  him.  He  was  surprised  to  see  me  “way  out  here”.  And  I was 
surprised  to  see  how  vulnerable  my  brother  looked. 

Growing  up  he  always  seemed  so  much  larger  than  life.  He  was  a big 
man.  Over  6 foot,  and  well  into  the  mid  to  upper  200’s  for  weight, 
maybe  even  bigger.  And  I always  remembered  everyone  was  always  afraid 
of  him  because  he  was  so  big.  (Except  for  Mom!)  Seeing  him  laying  on 
his  couch,  having  difficulty  breathing  and  not  able  to  move. . . I knew  it 
was  the  right  time  to  sit  with  him  and  tell  him  how  I felt. 

I told  him  how  mad  I was  at  him  for  not  going  out  to  see  our  Dad  more 
often.  I told  him  how  much  Dad  had  hurt  in  the  last  few  years  of  his  life, 
because  his  kids  weren’t  around  anymore.  Sure,  we  were  all  grown  up  and 
had  families  of  our  own. . . but  my  Dad  felt  abandoned  sometimes.  So  I 
shared  all  this  with  Ray,  and  he  sat  and  listened. 

He  listened,  and  then  he  told  me  why.  He  gave  me  his  reasons  as  to  why 
he  didn’t  go  out  more  often.  I still  didn’t  agree  with  everything  he  said, 
but  at  least  he  and  I had  the  opportunity  to  share. . . and  to  let  things 
go.  Ray  said  he  was  sorry  that  he  made  me  angry.  That  wasn’t  what  he 
wanted.  But  he  said  he  made  his  peace  with  his  decisions  and  he  made 
his  peace  with  God.  And  if  there  were  any  repercussions  for  how  he 
handled  things. . . then  that  was  between  him  and  God. . . and  when  the 
time  came,  they  would  sort  them  out.  He  said  that  his  God  forgave  him, 
and  he  believed  that  his  Dad  did  too. . . so  I thought,  why  shouldn’t  I? 

As  I left  Ray’s  home,  I gave  him  a hug  and  said  I was  sorry  for  being 
mad.  And  he  said  it  was  okay,  that  that’s  what  brothers  and  sisters  do. 
They  fight,  the  hold  grudges,  they  call  each  other  names. . . but  at  the  end 
of  the  day,  they  still  love  each  other.  And  he  gave  me  a hug,  and  said  I 
love  you.  And  I tried  like  heck  to  get  my  arms  around  him,  but  just  like 
when  I grew  up,  I still  couldn’t  do  it. 

Now  came  the  time  we  had  to  put  Ray  to  rest.  At  the  funeral  home, 

I remember  the  pastor  asking  if  anyone  had  anything  to  say.  I really 
wanted  to  say  something,  but  I knew  I wouldn’t  make  it  through  without 
crying.  And  as  much  of  a man  as  I thought  my  brother  was,  I really  didn’t 
want  to  cry  at  his  funeral.  But  here  is  the  story  I wanted  to  share,  for  the 
sake  of  his  daughters  and  son,  Tera,  Tia,  Teena,  and  Troy. 

Before  our  Dad  became  really  sick,  Dad  and  I were  talking  one  day.  And 
he  told  me  that  the  one  thing  he  wished  for  before  he  died  was  to  see  all 
his  children  at  church  some  Sunday.  After  I got  home  I thought,  why 
not? 

So  I got  on  the  phone  and  told  all  my  brothers  and  sisters  of  my  plan.  We 
would  pick  a Sunday  and  we  would  make  sure  that  Dad  was  at  church.

Our  Dad  was  a retired  Minister,  but  still  attended  church  every  chance 
he  could,  because  it  was  now  our  oldest  brother  preaching.  Everyone  was 
behind  the  idea,  except  Ray.  When  I talked  with  him  he  said  that  he’d  be 
downstate  with  his  girls  and  a hotel  room  was  already  paid  for.  But  if  he 
could  “squeeze  it  in”  he  would  be  there.  And  I remember  telling  him  to 
do  what  he  wanted,  but  that  everyone  else  was  going  to  be  there.  I was 
furious  with  him  for  being  so  selfish  but  at  least  I tried. 

So  the  Sunday  came  around,  and  our  sister  Cathy  made  sure  Dad  was 
there.  And  as  each  of  his  children  came  in,  our  Dad  turned  around  and 
saw  his  kids  and  their  families  walk  in. . . and  Ray  was  one  of  the  last.  To 
see  Dads  face  light  up  is  an  image  that  I’ll  never  forget. 

After  the  service,  we  all  gathered  in  front  of  the  church  and  had  our 
picture  taken.  I was  proud  of  everyone.  And  Raymond  showed  exactly 
what  family  is  all  about.  The  sacrifice.  The  determination.  But  most 
of  all. . . the  love.  He  knew  how  important  it  was  to  my  Dad,  but 
moreover. . . he  knew  how  important  it  was  to  all  of  us.  His  whole  family. 
So  we  put  my  brother  to  rest.  And  as  I sat  reading  his  obituary. . . I 
noticed  his  birthday.  It  surprised  me  because  I didn’t  even  know.  I’ve  been 
here  for  40+  years. . . and  I never  knew  his  birthday.  And  I also  realized 
that  out  of  all  my  brothers  and  sisters  that  I only  knew  a couple  of  their 
Birthdays.

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Notice  to  Grand  Traverse  Band  Tribal  Members 
Appointment  of  Appellate  Judges 


This  notice  serves  to  inform  the 
membership  of  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
of  the  upcoming  Tribal  Appellate  Court 
vacancies. 

Under  the  Tribal  Constitution,  Article  V 
establishes  the  Tribal  Judiciary.  Section 
1 states:  “The  judicial  power  of  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band  shall  be  vested  in 
a tribal  court  system.  The  tribal  court 
system  shall  be  composed  of  a court  of 
general  jurisdiction,  an  appellate  court, 
and  such  lower  courts  as  the  Tribal 
Appellate  Court  may  establish.” 

Article  V,  Section  (3)(b)  addresses  the 
composition  of  the  Tribal  Appellate 
Court.  “The  Tribal  Appellate  Court 
shall  consist  of  three  (3)  judges.  At 
least  on  of  the  three  (3)  judges  shall  be 
an  attorney  licensed  to  practice  before 
the  courts  of  a state  in  the  United 
States.”  There  are  three  vacancies 
on  the  Tribal  Appellate  Court  as  of 
September  30,  2008. 

Article  V Section  (4)(b)  states  that 
“each  judge  of  the  Tribal  Appellate 
Court  shall  be  appointed  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  five  (5)  of  the  seven 
(7)  members  of  the  Tribal  Council  for  a 
term  of  six  (6)  years.” 

The  Tribal  Constitution  also  establishes 
the  eligibility  and  qualifications  for  the 
Appellate  judges.  Article  V Section  5 
states: 


Any  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve 
as  a tribal  court  judge  only  if  he/she: 

(a)  is  a member  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  who  has 
attained  the  age  of  eighteen 
(18)  and/or  is  an  attorney 
licensed  to  practice  before  the 
courts  of  a state  in  the  United 
States. 

(b)  Is  not  presently  a Tribal 
Council  member  or  running 
to  become  a Tribal  Council 
member;  and 

(c)  Has  not  been  convicted, 
within  ten  (10)  years  of  such 
appointment,  of  any  felony 
by  a court  of  competent 
jurisdiction.” 

In  order  for  the  three  (3)  vacancies 
to  be  filled,  any  interested  and 
eligible  individuals  are  required  to 
submit  a letter  stating  their  desire 
to  be  appointed  to  the  Appellate 
Court,  along  with  a current  resume. 
These  items  are  to  be  submitted  to 
the  General  Counsel,  John  Petoskey, 
no  later  than  5:00  p.m.  on  August  1, 
2008.  Tribal  Council  appointments 
will  take  place  at  the  Regular  Session 
of  the  Tribal  Council  on  September 
17,2008.

GTB  Tribal  Court  is  now  offering  court 
appointed  attorneys  to  defendants  in 
criminal  cases  and  to  juveniles  in  juvenile 
cases  who  qualify.  A court  appointed 
attorney  will  be  appointed  when  the 
cost  to  retain  an  attorney  would  cause  a 
substantial  hardship  to  the  defendant  or 
juvenile  (or  their  family).  The  court  feels 
that  this  will  help  improve  the  justice 
system. 


The  attorneys  who  have  been 
selected  (so  far)  are  Michael  J.  Long, 
of  the  law  firm  Zimmerman,  Kuhn, 
Darling,  Boyd,  Quandt  & Phelps,  PLC, 
and  James  J.  Aprea,  of  the  law  firm 
Stepka  & Aprea,  PLLC.  Both  firms 
are  located  in  Traverse  City.  Both  Mr. 
Long  and  Mr.  Aprea  are  experienced  in 
criminal  law,  and  both  have  experience 
and  are  familiar  with  the  Tribal  Court 
system. 

All  defendants  and  juveniles  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  request  a court- 
appointed  attorney  at  the  time  of  their

legi/lative  Drafting  Committee 

In  response  to  a petition  to  amend  several 
provisions  of  the  Tribal  Constitution,  the 
Tribal  Council,  by  motion,  has  moved  to 
establish  a Legislative  Drafting  Committee 
for  the  creation  of  a tribal  statute  that  will 
govern  the  creation  of  petition  language,  the 
process  and  procedures  for  the  collection  and 
solicitation  of  signatures  in  support  of  the 
petition,  and  the  presentation  of  the  petition 
to  a certifying  canvassing  board  for  the 
amendment  of  the  GTB  Constitution. 

This  Committee  would  review  the 
constitutional  amendment  process  under 
federal,  state  and  tribal  laws  that  govern  the 
amendment  of  constitutional  documents  as 
guidelines  to  present  to  the  Tribal  Council 
with  a proposed  tribal  statute  that  would 
govern  the  amendment  process  of  the 
GTB  Constitution.  This  Committee  will  be 
considered  an  ad  hoc  committee  as  defined  by 
1 GTBC  § 201  (4)  “Ad  Hoc  Committee”. 

By  the  motion  on  February  1,  2008,  this 
Committee  was  made  to  be  consistent  with 
the  past  legislative  and  judicial  precedents  of 
GTB  s governance  history  of  enacting  enabling 
legislation,  from  the  general  language  of  the 
GTB  Constitution,  when  presented  with 
petitions  by  the  GTB  electorate  requesting 
legislative  action.  See  for  one  example  the  Per 
Capita  Legislative  Drafting  Committee  that 
created  the  Revenue  Allocation  Ordinance 
(RAO). 

Please  note:  the  Legislative  Drafting 
Committee  will  be  a non-stipend  committee.

The  Court  would 
note  that  Michigan  Indian  Legal  Services 
(MILS)  also  is  available  to  represent 
indigent  clients  who  qualify  for  their 
services.  However,  MILS  attorneys  are 
not  (and  have  never  been)  appointed 
by  the  Court.  Anyone  with  a current 
criminal  or  juvenile  case  pending  who 
wishes  to  request  a court-appointed 
attorney  may  do  so  by  filling  out  a form 
petition  for  a court-appointed  attorney 
available  at  the  Tribal  Court.

Ecuador  May  Soon  Become  The 
First  Nation  in  the  World  to  shift 
to  Rights-Based  Environmental 
Protection  Using  Legal  Defense 
Fund  Support 

On  July  7,  2008,  the  Ecuador 
Constitutional  Assembly  - composed  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  delegates 
elected  countrywide  to  rewrite  the 
country’s  Constitution  - voted  to 
approve  articles  for  the  new  constitution 
recognizing  rights  for  Nature  and 
Ecosystems. 

“If  adopted  in  the  final  constitution  by 
the  people,  Ecuador  would  become  the 
first  country  in  the  world  to  codify  a 
new  system  of  environmental  protection 


based  on  rights,”  stated  Thomas  Linzey, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Community 
Environmental  Legal  Defense  Fund. 

“Ecuador  is  now  leading  the  way  for 
countries  around  the  world  to  make  this 
necessary  and  fundamental  change  in  how 
we  protect  Nature,”  added  Mari  Margil, 
Associate  Director  of  the  Legal  Defense 
Fund. 

Over  the  past  year,  the  Legal  Defense  Fund 
has  been  invited  to  assist  Delegates  to  the 
Ecuador  Constitutional  Assembly  to  re- 
write that  country’s  constitution.  Delegates 
requested  that  the  Legal  Defense  Fund 
draft  proposed  Rights  of  Nature  language 
for  the  constitution  based  on  ordinances 
developed  and  adopted  by  municipalities 


in  the  United  States  Pennsylvania,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Virginia. 

In  essence,  these  laws  represent  changes  to 
the  status  of  property  law,  eliminating  the 
authority  of  a property  owner  to  interfere 
with  the  functioning  of  ecosystems  and 
natural  communities  that  exist  and  depend 
upon  that  property  for  their  existence  and 
flourishing.  The  local  laws  allow  certain 
types  of  development  that  do  not  interfere 
with  the  rights  of  ecosystems  to  exist  and 
flourish.

Green  Casino 


W1LLL1AMSBURG,  Mich.  (AP)  - A 
New  Casino  where  your  eyes  and  nose 
may  detect  unusual  features. 

During  daytime,  half  the  casinos  lighting 
comes  from  skylights.  Drinks  are  served  only 
in  glasses:  no  cans  or  bottles.  Some  gamblers 
are  smoking,  but  the  air  isn’t  thick  with 
smoke.  And,  outside,  the  roof  of  Bourbons 
72  restaurant  sports  day  lilies,  ferns  and  leafy 
hostas. 

The  New  “Turtle  Creek”  bills  itself  as  a 
“green”  casino,  designed  to  make  the  lightest 
possible  footprint  on  the  landscape  without 
sacrificing  profitability.  The  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians  as 
casino  builder  and  operator  is  interested  in 
environmental  stewardship. 

Stephen  Knowles,  principal  designer  for 
Turtle  Creek  and  his  Minneapolis-based 
firm  has  worked  with  a number  of  tribes  on 
casino  projects  with  eco-friendly  aspects.  The 
trend  is  reaching  even  casinos  in  Las  Vegas, 
long  criticized  by  environmentalists  for  its 
extravagant  use  of  natural  resources. 

The  360,000-square-foot,  $116  million  Turtle 
Creek  opened  Tuesday,  June  June  17,  2008 
and  replaces  a smaller  casino  that  will  be 
torn  down  and  mostly  recycled.  “As  native 
people,  we  feel  an  obligation  to  protect  Mother 
Earth  in  everything  that  we  do,”  said  Robert 
Kewaygoshkum,  chairman  of  the  nearly 
4,000-member  Grand  Traverse  Band. 
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Going  green  boosted  the  price  of  developing 
Turtle  Creek  about  10  percent,  but  tribal 
leaders  expect  to  save  money  in  the  long  run. 
“The  sustainability  mind- set  is  affecting  all 
kinds  of  choices,  including  what  places  you 
want  to  visit  for  entertainment,”  said  designer 
Knowles. 

In  nearby  Petoskey,  when  the  Little  Traverse 
Bay  Bands  of  Odawa  Indians  opened  a casino 
resort  a year  ago  in  previously  open  farmland, 
it  planted  prairie  grass  and  native  tree  species 
and  preserved  wildlife  habitat  on  the  property, 
tribal  chairman  Frank  Ettawageshik  said.  The 
long-range  plan  is  to  power  the  resort  at  least 
partly  with  wind  or  solar  energy. 

It’s  especially  hard  to  limit  tobacco  use  in 
a tribal  casino,  given  its  iconic  status  in 
American  Indian  culture.  But  Turtle  Creek 
developers  tried  to  do  the  next  best  thing  by 
installing  a purifying  system. 

Outdoor  air  is  pumped  continuously  into  the 
gambling  area  through  vents  in  the  raised 
floor.  Smoky  air  rises  to  the  ceiling  and  is 
piped  through  filters,  cleansed  and  sent  back 
outside.  “When  you’re  standing  next  to 
someone  who  is  smoking,  you’ll  smell  it  a bit,” 
said  Steven  Feringa,  tribal  architect.  “But  the 
majority  of  the  smoke  is  going  to  shoot  up  and 
away  from  you.” 

Senior  construction  manager  Andrew  La 
Pointe  noted  slot  machines  that  use  half  the 
electricity  of  conventional  models,  roads  and 
parking  lots  made  from  recycled  materials, 
and  low-energy,  long-lasting  light  bulbs. 


“With  a little 
luck,  I’ll  be  close 
to  retired  before 
we  need  to 
change  them,” 
said  LaPointe, 

47. 

The  resort  has 
its  own  well  and  a sewage  treatment  system 
that  purifies  90,000  gallons  daily  before 
returning  the  water  to  the  ground  almost  as 
clean  as  before.  It  also  uses  nature’s  cleanup 
crew:  trees  and  other  plants.  The  2,400-square- 
foot  “green  roof”  over  one  section  of  the 
building  will  filter  storm  water  contaminants 
and  provide  insulation.  In  slight  depressions 
on  the  grounds  will  be  about  100  black 
willows.  They  are  clones  of  an  ancient  giant 
black  willow  in  Traverse  City.  The  species 
absorbs  toxins  from  runoff  before  it  reaches 
the  groundwater,  says  David  Milarch,  founder 
of  the  Champion  Tree  Project. 

If  the  trend  catches  on,  green  casinos  could 
be  ideal  showplaces  for  environmental 
stewardship,  said  Anne  Woiwode,  director 
of  the  Sierra  Club’s  Michigan  chapter.  “One 
of  the  challenges  with  energy  efficiency 
and  green  technology  is  showing  people 
how  doable  and  beneficial  it  is,”  Woiwode 
said.  “You’ll  likely  be  getting  that  message 
through  to  a heck  of  a lot  more  people  in  an 
entertainment  setting  than  you  will  in  a green 
office  building.”

Peshawbestown,  MI  A.  Background 

On  June  2,  2008,  the  GTB  Election  Board  met  to  schedule 
timely  hearings  to  address  the  various  election  challenges  that 
had  been  filed  following  the  May  21,  2008  General  Election 
and  to  determine  the  appropriate  procedures  to  be  utilized  in 
resolving  those  challenges.  Because  multiple  parties  have  filed 
challenges  raising  the  same  or  substantially  same  issue,  the 
Election  Board  scheduled  two  (2)  separate  hearings  to  address 
the  issues  raised  in  the  challenges.  A Notice  of  Hearing  was  sent 
by  certified  mail  to  each  of  the  parties  identified  above,  notifying 
those  parties  of  the  Election  Board  s intention  to  hold  a hearing 
at  the  date  and  time  described.  The  election  challenge  issues  to  be 
addressed  at  hearing  scheduled  for  June  10,  2008  were  as  follows: 

1 . Allegations  that  the  Election  Board’s  decision  to 
publish  its  Determination  to  the  election  disputes 
raised  by  Sandra  Witherspoon  and  Ruth  Anderson  via 
the  GTB  government’s  global  e-mail  system  tainted 
the  integrity  of  the  election.  Mr.  Bailey’s  challenge 
also  asserted  that  the  timing  and  content  of  that 
Determination  tainted  the  perception  of  him  as  a 
candidate,  which  affected  the  integrity  and  outcome  of 
the  election. 

2.  Allegations  that  the  Election  Boards  use  of  global 
e-mail  to  publish  election-related  information 
was  insufficient  to  provide  adequate  notice  of 
important  election  decisions/information  to  the 
general  electorate  and  to  candidates  who  do  not 
have  access  to  the  global  e-mail  system.  All  of  the 
challengers  (Derek  Bailey  in  his  written  challenge) 
suggest  that  the  Election  Board  should  have  mailed 
its  Determination  in  the  election  disputes  filed  by 
Sandra  Witherspoon  and  Ruth  Anderson  to  all  of 
the  registered  voters,  rather  than  through  the  global 
e-mail. 

B.  Standard/Burden  of  Proof. 

In  accordance  with  Article  XIV,  Section  (2)  (a)  and  (e) 
of  the  Election  Regulations,  any  party  bringing  an  election 
challenge  has  the  burden  of  proving,  by  clear  and  convincing 
evidence,  that: 
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1.  Errors,  mistakes,  fraud  or  other  irregulatories  in  the  election 
process  occurred;  and 

2.  Such  errors,  mistakes,  fraud  or  other  irregularities  were  of 
such  a magnitude  that  they  have  affected  the  integrity  of  the 
election  process,  voting  or  vote  count  to  a degree  that  the 
fairness  or  accuracy  of  the  outcome  of  the  election  is  called 
into  question. 

The  Election  Board  notes  that  all  of  the  parties  bringing 
challenges  were  specifically  notified  of  this  burden  in  the  Notice 
of  Hearing  each  was  sent  in  advance  of  the  hearing.  The  Election 
Board  also  notes  that  this  standard  of  proof  has  also  been 
adopted  by  the  Tribal  Judiciary  in  its  decisions  involving  election 
challenges. 

C.  Proofs  Presented  At  Challenge  Hearing. 

All  three  (3)  parties  identified  above  were  in  attendance 
at  the  June  10,  2008  challenge  hearing.  Each  party  was  given 
the  opportunity  to  make  opening  statements  regarding  his/her 
challenge  to  the  Election  Board  before  presentation  of  proofs 
pertaining  to  their  respective  challenge. 

Challenger  Derek  Bailey  noted  for  the  record  that  the 
issue(s)  before  the  Election  Board  at  this  hearing  were  pending 
before  the  Tribal  Judiciary  in  the  claim  he  had  filed  with 
the  Tribal  Court.  Mr.  Bailey  appeared  to  assert  that  it  was 
inappropriate  for  the  Election  Board  to  consider  the  issues  raised 
in  his  challenge,  at  least  with  respect  to  Issue  “II  - Integrity  of  the 
Outcome”,  because  those  issues  would  be  addressed  by  the  Tribal 
Judiciary.  Mr.  Bailey  also  asserted  that  it  was  his  belief  that  it  was 
inappropriate  for  the  Election  Board  (or  at  least  its  counsel)  to 
seek  summary  disposition  of  his  claims  in  the  Tribal  Court  before 
all  of  the  challenge  issues  were  resolved. 

Mr.  Bailey  chose  not  to  present  any  proofs  at  this  hearing. 
Mr.  Bailey  stated  that  all  of  his  proofs  would  be  presented  in 
evidentiary  hearings  before  the  Tribal  Judiciary. 

Challenger  Rosemary  Fay  Antoine  first  addressed  the 
issues  raised  in  her  challenge  regarding  the  presence  of  election 
officials  at  the  Peshawbestown  Polling  Site  and  her  observations 
regarding  what  she  believes  to  be  a ballot  machine  and  ballot 
box  in  the  parking  lot  outside  the  Peshawbestown  Polling  Site. 

It  was  noted  that  those  challenge  issues  would  be  addressed  by 
the  Election  Board  at  the  hearing  scheduled  for  Friday,  June  13, 
2008.  In  her  presentation  of  proofs,  Ms.  Antoine  stated  that  the 
Election  Boards  publication  of  election  information,  including 
the  Determination  of  the  election  disputes  filed  by  Sandra 
Witherspoon  and  Ruth  Anderson,  through  the  global  e-mail 
was  insufficient.  Ms.  Antoine  noted  that,  as  a Tribal  member,  she 
should  have  access  to  all  relevant  election  information. 

Election  Board  Chair  Evans  acknowledged  that  past 
determinations  had  been  mailed  to  all  registered  voters  but  that, 
in  the  case  of  the  Witherspoon/ Anderson  Determination,  there 
was  not  sufficient  time  before  the  General  Election  to  send  that 
document  out. 
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Challenger  Thomas  Peters  asserted  that  the  Election 
Boards  practice  of  using  the  global  e-mail  system  to  disseminate 
election  information  discriminates  against  voters  and  candidates 
who  do  not  receive  the  global  e-mails.  Mr.  Peters  noted  that 
he  had  submitted  a request  in  mid- April  to  have  his  website 
information  published.  Mr.  .Peters  also  noted  that  he  submitted 
a second  request  in  May  to  be  placed  on  the  e-mail  list  for 
communications  but  that  no  election  information  was  forwarded. 
Mr.  Peters  suggested  that  information  should  be  posted  at  all 
Tribal  Buildings. 

The  Election  Board  noted  that  it  relies  on  the  IT 
Department  regarding  the  list  of  persons  on  the  global  e-mail 
distribution.  It  was  also  noted  that  certain  information  cannot  be 
mailed  due  to  timing  concerns. 


D.  Decision. 

The  Election  Board  has  no  choice  but  to  deny  and  dismiss 
Derek  Baileys  challenge,  as  to  the  issue  described  in  his  written 
challenge  as  “Integrity  of  the  Outcome”.  As  noted  above,  that 
challenge  raised  issues  related  to  the  procedures  utilized  by 
the  Election  Board  in  resolving  the  election  disputes  filed  by 
Sandra  Witherspoon  and  Ruth  Anderson.  Specifically,  Mr. 

Bailey  objected  to  the  Boards  decision  to  publish  that  decision 
via  the  global  e-mail  system  and  the  findings  contained  in  that 
Determination,  which  Mr.  .Bailey  asserts  “tainted  the  perception 
of  me  as  a viable  candidate”. 

Mr.  Bailey  chose  not  to  present  any  proofs  supporting 
his  claims  that  the  actions  related  to  his  challenge  affected  the 
integrity,  or  the  outcome,  of  the  General  Election.  The  Election 
Board  notes  that  the  findings  which  Mr.  Bailey  alleges  “taint 
the  perception  of  [him]  as  a viable  candidate”  are  supported 
by  the  documents  provided  to  the  Election  Board  by  the  IT 
Department.  Specifically,  those  documents  confirm  that  Mr. 
Bailey  accessed  his  candidate  website  on  at  least  138  separate 
occasions  from  his  GTB  workplace  computer.  Further,  allegations 
regarding  Mr.  Baileys  use  of  his  workplace  computer  appeared 
to  be  well-known  in  the  GTB  community,  some  of  which  even 
suggested  that  Mr.  Bailey  should  have  been  disqualified  as  a 
candidate;  therefore,  it  is  hard  to  see  how  anything  related  to  the 
Election  Boards  publication  of  its  Determination  affected  the 
outcome  of  the  election  or  the  integrity  of  the  election  results. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  method  the  Election  Board  used 
for  publishing  its  Determination  in  this  instance  had  been  used 
with  many  of  its  other  determinations  in  this  and  prior  elections. 
Finally,  the  Election  Board  does  take  note  of  the  fact  that  both 
Mr.  Bailey  (in  his  written  challenge)  and  the  other  challengers 
claim  that  any  election  “irregularity”  resulted  from  the  Boards 
Determination  not  having  been  more  widely  published  to  the 
general  electorate  of  the  Tribe. 

The  Election  Board  does  note  that  its  decision  with  respect 
to  Mr.  Baileys  challenge  as  to  this  issue  may  not  be  the  final  word 
regarding  this  challenge.  Many  of  the  issues  raised  by  Mr.  Bailey 
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in  connection  with  his  election  challenge  have  also  been  raised 
by  Mr.  Bailey  in  his  complaint  filed  with  the  Tribal  Judiciary  and 
that  a final  determination  of  this  challenge  will  be  made  by  the 
Tribal  Judiciary. 

The  Election  Board  also  considered  the  challenge  issue(s) 
raised  by  all  three  (3)  parties  concerning  the  methods  by  which 
the  Election  Board  communicates  election  matters  (i.e.  notices; 
disputes;  determinations;  results)  to  the  general  electorate  and 
candidates.  Challengers  also  raised  specific  concerns  with  the 
Election  Boards  decision  to  publish  the  Witherspoon/ Anderson 
dispute  Determination  via  global  e-mail  only. 

The  Election  Board  notes  that,  other  than  Mr.  Peters 
noting  that  he  finished  only  nine  (9)  votes  behind  the  third  place 
finisher  in  the  General  Election  for  Tribal  Council  seats,  there 
was  no  testimony  presented  which  indicated  whether,  and  how, 
any  communication  issues  affected  the  outcome  of  the  General 
Election. 

The  Election  Board  acknowledges  that  the  flow  of 
information  from  the  Board  to  the  electorate  and  candidates  can 
always  be  improved.  The  Election  Board  notes  that  the  methods 
currently  used  have  been  the  practice  for  several  elections.  In 
fact,  the  Election  Board  believes  that  publication  of  information 
via  the  global  e-mail  is  one  of  the  most 

efficient  methods  of  getting  relevant  information  out  to  a wide 
segment  of  the  GTB  membership  as  quickly  as  possible.  In 
addition,  the  Election  Board  does  typically  follow  up  its  e-mail 
publication  of  election  matters  with  postings  at  Tribal  buildings, 
Newsletter  publication  and  mailings  to  Tribal  members. 

The  Election  Board  will  commit  to  looking  at  improving 
the  communication  methods  and  invites  further  comment/ 
suggestions  from  the  electorate;  however,  for  purposes  of  the 
instant  election  challenges,  the  Board  does  not  believe  that  the 
challengers  have  presented  clear  and  convincing  evidence  which 
demonstrates  that  the  current  method  is  improper  or  that  the 
communication  methods  employed  during  the  course  of  the 
current  election  have  had  a specific  and  measurable  impact  on 
the  integrity  of  the  election  and/or  affected  the  outcome  of  the 
election.  Therefore,  the  Election  Board  determines  that  these 
challenges  have  not  been  sustained.

ELECTION  DISPUTE  DETERMINATION 
COMPLAINT  OF  SANDRA  WITHERSPOON  AND 
COMPLAINT  OF  RUTH  ANDERSON  RE:  DEREK  BAILEY 

On  May  16,  2008,  the  Election  Board  received  a complaint,  dated  May 

15,  2008,  from  Tribal  member  Sandra  Witherspoon  regarding  alleged 
violations  of  Election  Regulations  by  candidate  Derek  Bailey.  On  May 

16,  the  Election  Board  also  received  a complaint,  dated  May  9,  2008, 
from  Tribal  member  Ruth  Anderson  concerning  the  same  violation(s) 
alleged  in  Sandra  Witherspoons  complaint. 

Both  complaints  alleged  that  Derek  Bailey,  a candidate  for  the  Office  of 
Tribal  Chairman,  violated  the  campaign  regulations  when  he  accessed  a 
campaign  website  he  established  to  promote  his  candidacy  from  a GTB 
government  computer.  Both  complaints  also  imply  that  the  Election 
Board  failed  to  investigate  the  facts  alleged  when  they  were  first  raised 
in  late-March  and  that  the  Board  should  have  addressed  the  allegations 
at  that  time. 

Upon  receipt  of  Ms.  Witherspoons  complaint,  the  Board  scheduled 
an  emergency  meeting,  which  was  held  at  6:45  a.m.  on  Monday  May 
19,  2008,  to  consider  the  substance  of  the  allegations  made  and  to 
determine  the  appropriate  course  of  action.  The  complaints  filed  by 
Ms.  Witherspoon  and  Ms.  Anderson  will  be  both  be  addressed  by  the 
Election  Board  as  Election  Disputes.  To  the  extent,  Ms.  Witherspoon 
and  Ms.  Anderson  believe  that  the  Board  s conduct  constitutes 
impropriety,  it  is  noted  that  those  complaints  must  be  filed  with  the 
Tribal  Judiciary  pursuant  to  Article  VII,  Section  5(a)  of  the  Tribal 
Constitution  and  as  confirmed  in  recent  decisions  by  the  Tribal  Court. 

Facts: 

On  or  about  March  24,  2008,  the  Human  Resource  Director  for  the 
GTB  Tribal  government  received  information  that  various  Tribal 
employees,  including  at  least  one  candidate  for  office,  were  visiting 
campaign  websites  established  by  candidates  for  the  current  GTB 
Election.  These  candidate  websites  were  maintained  outside  the  GTB 
government  computer  system  and  could  only  be  accessed  via  the 
internet.  The  information  concerning  employees  accessing  candidate 
websites  was  apparently  gathered  by  the  information  technology 
(IT),  which  regularly  monitors  employee  internet  usage  by  tracking 
URL  information  for  internet  sites  employees  access  from  their  work 
computers. 

None  of  the  information  provided  to  the  Board  indicated  that 
employees  involved  were  using  the  GTB  computers  to  solicit  other 
voters  or  to  transfer  campaign-related  materials  from  GTB  computers 
to  candidate  websites.  None  of  the  information  presented  to  the  full 
Board  at  that  time  identified  the  frequency  with  which  any  individual 
employee  was  visiting  candidate  websites,  although  the  Board  now 
knows  that  that  information  was  available. 

On  April  1,  2008,  the  full  Board  met  to  discuss  the  issue.  Based  upon 
the  information  presented  at  that  time,  the  GTB  Election  Board  advised 
the  Human  Resource  Director  that  the  conduct  did  not  appear  to 
involve  “campaigning”  (as  that  term  is  defined  in  Section  X(10)  of  the 
Election  Regulations).  Because  the  conduct  described  did  not  appear 
to  constitute  “campaigning”,  it  was  the  Election  Board’s  view  that  the 
conduct  described  appeared  to  be  primarily  a “personnel”  matter  that 
was  best  addressed  as  a personnel  matter.  The  Board  also  noted  that  no 
written  complaint  or  “election  dispute”  had  been  filed  with  the  Board  as 
required  by  the  Election  Regulations. 


Election  Committee  Determination 

The  Election  Board  did  vote  to  recommend  that  the  Human  Resource 
Manager  direct  the  IT  department  to  block  further  employee  access  to 
candidate  websites  from  GTB  government  computers.  The  Election 
Board  has  been  informed  that  the  Human  Resource  Director  did, 
in  fact,  direct  the  IT  department  to  block  further  access  on  GTB 
government  computers. 

Until  recent  discussions  amongst  GTB  Tribal  members  surfaced, 
which  likely  prompted  the  filing  of  the  instant  two  (2)  complaints,  the 
Election  Board  believed  that  this  matter  had  been  settled.  As  noted 
previously,  the  Election  Board  scheduled  an  emergency  meeting  to 
discuss  the  Witherspoon  complaint  and  to  determine  the  appropriate 
course  of  action. 

Determination: 

At  that  emergency  meeting,  Board  members  learned  that  “rumors” 
circulating  in  the  GTB  Community  regarding  the  frequency  with 
which  candidate  Derek  Bailey  was  visiting  his  own  website  were  largely 
true.  The  Board  received  an  IT  department  report  which  confirmed 
that  Mr.  Bailey  (or  at  least  someone  at  Mr.  Baileys  computer)  had 
visited  Derek  Baileys  campaign  website  a total  of  1 10  times  through 
March  24,  2008.  This  specific  information  was  available  to  the  full 
Board  when  it  first  considered  this  matter  on  April  1,  2008. 

The  Election  Board  certainly  believes  that  Mr.  Bailey  spent  an 
unreasonable  amount  of  time  visiting  his  own  campaign  website  while 
sitting  at  his  GTB  government  computer  - regardless  of  whether  those 
internet  visits  were  done  during  regular  working  hours  or  after  regular 
business  hours.  GTB  policies  and  procedures  prohibited  Mr.  Bailey 
from  using  his  GTB  government  computer  for  personal  use  - including 
usage  that  was  related  to  his  campaign.  The  Election  Board  believes  the 
number  of  times  Mr.  Bailey  appears  to  have  used  his  Tribal  government 
computer  to  view  his  campaign  website  was  excessive  and  Mr.  Bailey 
should  be  censured  for  that  conduct  - even  if  the  facts  do  not  establish 
that  his  conduct  constitutes  “campaigning”  as  defined  in  the  Election 
Regulations. 

Nevertheless,  as  indicated  above,  the  information  does  not  indicate 
that  Mr.  Bailey  was  using  the  Tribal  government  computer  for  the 
purpose  of  communicating  with  voters  or  for  the  purpose  of  managing 
the  content  on  his  campaign  website.  It  appears  that  Mr.  Bailey 
simply  wasted  a lot  time  while  at  his  desk  in  the  GTB  government 
offices  to  monitor  the  number  of  persons  visiting  his  website.  That 
conduct,  while  clearly  a violation  of  the  policies  governing  the  use  of 
Tribal  government  computers,  is  not  clearly  violative  of  the  Election 
Regulations,  which  are  designed  to  prohibit  candidates  from  using  GTB 
government  property  (like  computers)  to  campaign  or  to  produce/ 
print  campaign  literature.  Further,  the  Human  Resource  Director  did 
take  steps  to  block  GTB  employees  from  accessing  campaign-related 
websites  from  GTB  computers  at  the  time  this  issue  was  first  raised  in 
late-March.  At  the  time  this  issue  was  presented  to  the  Election  Board, 
the  Board  believed  that  that  action  was  an  appropriate  response. 

The  Election  Board  does  acknowledge  that,  had  information 
concerning  the  frequency  with  which  Mr.  Bailey  visited  his  campaign 
website  from  his  GTB  computer  been  available  to  the  full  Board  at  the 
time  this  issue  was  first  raised,  the  Board  may  have  taken  action  that 
would  have  resulted  in  a censure  at  a much  earlier  date.  The  Election 
Board  acknowledges  that  this  information  probably  should  have  been 
available  to  the  full  the  Board  and  apologizes  to  the  community  for  that 
lapse. 
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MSU  Extension  Community  Gardening 

The  Election  Board  also  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  concerns  expressed 
by  both  Sandra  Witherspoon  and  Ruth  Anderson  that  the  Election 
Board  has  not  taken  a more  active  role  in  investigating  allegations 
of  Election  Regulation  violations.  The  Election  Board  recognizes 
that  GTB  members  may  not  always  have  the  resources  to  gather  the 
evidence  necessary  to  “prove”  that  a violation  has  been  committed, 
particularly  if  the  allegations  (and  evidence)  involves  technical 
computer  issues  such  as  those  in  the  present  disputes.  However,  the 
Election  Board  believes  that  it  must  continue  to  only  address  those 
matters  that  are  initiated  by  Tribal  members  under  the  process  for 
resolving  “election  disputes”  and  “election  challenges”  prescribed  in 
Article  XIV  of  the  Regulations. 

The  Board  does  not  believe  that  it  cannot  sit  as  an  objective  hearing 
body  with  authority  to  “decide”  election  disputes  if  it  also  serves  as  the 
body  which  initiates  and  directs  the  investigation  of  potential  violations 
of  Election  Regulations.  Under  the  current  Regulations,  the  Election 
Board  only  addresses  “election  disputes”  and  “election  challenges” 
that  are  brought  to  the  Board  in  writing  by  GTB  members  - including 
candidates  and  voters.  However,  given  the  contentious  nature  of  recent 
Tribal  elections,  the  Election  Board  will  commit  to  looking  at  this  issue 
to  ensure  that  the  process  for  resolving  election  disputes  facilitates  the 
development  of  a factual  record  so  that  the  Boards  decisions  are  not 
determined  by  the  financial  and  other  resources  available  to  members 
who  choose  to  bring  complaints. 

Finally,  given  the  fact  that  the  General  Election  is  scheduled  to  be  held 
Wednesday  5/21/08,  the  Election  Board  is  taking  the  unusual  step  of 
issuing  this  determination  without  a hearing  as  is  normally  required 
by  the  Regulations.  If  either  party,  after  receiving  this  determination, 
wishes  to  request  a formal  hearing  and  the  opportunity  to  present 
additional  evidence,  either  party  may  do  so  by  filing  an  “election 
dispute”  or  “election  challenge”  within  five  (5)  days  of  the  date  of  the 
General  Election. 

Finally,  to  the  extent  either  complainant  believes  that  the  Boards 
conduct  constitutes  impropriety,  it  is  again  noted  that  those  complaints 
must  be  filed  with  the  Tribal  Judiciary  pursuant  to  Article  VII,  Section 
5(a)  of  the  Tribal  Constitution. 

The  determination  of  the  Election  Board  relative  to  these  matters 
represents  final  action  of  the  Board  and  the  form  and  substance  of  this 
determination  has  been  approved  by  the  Election  Board  by  a vote  of 
_3_  in  favor,  _0 opposed,  _0 abstaining,  and  _2_  absent.

The  Blue  Sky  Family  Book  of  Legends  & Stories 

The  First  Ojibwa  Man 


This  is  a story  that  the  elders  of  our  village  told  us 
about  how  the  plants  offered  to  share  their  gifts  with 
the  Indian  people. 

Many  years  ago,  the  first  Ojibwa  man  was  alone 
on  the  earth  with  the  plants  and  animals.  He  walked 
through  the  forest  and  talked  to  the  Great  Spirit  as  he 
walked,  saying,  “Oh,  I am  so  lonely.  I don’t  have  any 
friends  and  I would  like  to  have  some. 

As  he  walked  through  the  forest,  the  trees  began 
to  talk  to  him.  They  said,  “We  are  your  friends,  we 
have  many  gifts  for  you.”  The  first  tree  that  talked  to 
the  Ojibwa  man  said,  “I  am  Wigwaas,  the  birch  tree. 
You  can  use  my  bark  to  make  many  useful  things,  like 
baskets  and  a canoe  to  travel  in.”  As  the  Ojibwa  man 
talked  on,  the  pine  tree  called  out,  “You  can  use  my 
pitch.  When  you  make  that  canoe,  you  can  use  my 
pitch  to  seal  the  seams  so  it  will  be  waterproof.  You 
can  also  use  my  pitch  for  medicine.  These  gifts  you  are 
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welcome  to  have.” 

Next,  the  hickory  tree  said,  “I  am  your  friend, 
too,  and  I have  a gift  to  share.  I have  nuts  for  food.” 
Basswood  called  out,  “You  can  use  my  bark  for  your 
houses  and  my  inner  bark  for  your  twine  so  you  can 
sew  your  baskets  together.  I am  also  willing  to  share.” 

And  so,  Ojibwa  man  walked  through  the  forest 
and  all  the  trees  offered  their  friendship  and  their  gifts. 
By  the  time  he  came  to  the  edge  of  the  forest  he  had 
received  many  gifts  from  the  trees.  He  knew  he  had 
made  many  new  friends  and  had  many  things  to  share 
with  other  Ojibwa  people  who  were  not  born  yet. 

The  first  Ojibwa  man  did  share  these  things  with 
the  people  and  they  made  use  of  them  in  their  daily 
lives,  while  always  remembering  to  thank  the  trees  for 
their  wonderful  gifts.  So,  children,  always  remember 
that  the  trees  are  our  friends  and  they  have  been  very 
generous  in  sharing  their  gifts  with  us.

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Elders  Caregiver  Support  Program 

(For  Elders  55  and  Older) 


This  program  provides  services  to  caregivers  caring  for  a frail  elder  55  years  or 
older  living  in  the  six  county  service  area,  grandparent  elders  55  years  or  older 
who  have  guardianship  of  a grandchild/children.  The  program  strives  to  provide 
assistance  in  support  services,  caregiver  training,  resource  materials,  and  respite  for 
the  caregiver. 

Are  you  an  Elder  Caregiver  or  Caregiver  to  an  Elder? 

A caregiver  is  someone  who  cares  for  an  aging,  ill  or  disabled  friend  or  family 
member. 

• The  person  being  cared  for  may  live  at  home.  They  may  live  with  you,  with 
another  friend  or  family  member,  or  in  a residential  facility. 

• Asa  caregiver,  you  may  run  errands  or  cook  meals.  You  may  help  them  with 
medications  or  personal  care  on  a daily  basis. 

• Being  a caregiver  can  mean  providing  care  a few  hours  a week  - or  it  can 
mean  providing  full-time,  live-in  support. 

Caregivers  face  many  challenges. 

• Though  every  situation  is  unique,  many  caregivers  say  that  the  role  can  be: 
Physically  and  emotionally  stressful,  time  consuming,  a financial  burden,  or 
an  emotionally  rewarding  experience. 

Planning  can  make  it  easier. 

• Whether  your  role  as  a caregiver  is  gradually  increasing  or  already  feels  like 
a full-time  job,  a little  planning  and  organization  can  help  reduce  your  stress. 

• You  may  need  to  accept  that  you  cannot  do  it  all.  In  fact,  knowing  where  to 
find  help  is  one  of  the  most  important  roles  of  a caregiver. 

• An  essential  element  in  your  planning  is  making  a plan  for  taking  care  of 
yourself  too.  The  healthier  you  are,  the  better  care  you  are  able  to  provide.

Environmental 

Wetlands  have  a high  level  of  importance  when  you  consider  fish 
spawning  and  nursery  areas,  wildlife  habitat,  traditional/medicinal 
plants,  and  natural  areas  for  recreational  activities  and  spiritual 
practices. 

These  wetlands  perform  major  ecological  services  and  support  a 
diversity  of  highly  adapted  life  forms,  including  hydrophytic  vegetation, 
fish,  reptiles,  amphibians,  birds,  and  mammals.  Wetlands  function  to 
trap  and  filter  the  water  that  moves  through  them  and  replenish  water 
in  aquifers.  In  addition,  chemical  interactions  in  wetlands  neutralize, 
bind,  and  detoxify  some  substances  in  surface  water. 

Wetlands  are  known  to  provide  essential  breeding,  nesting,  feeding, 
and  avoidance  of  predators  for  many  species  of  waterfowl,  mammals, 
amphibians,  fish,  and  reptiles. 

Wetlands  also  serve  as  detention  areas  for  storm  water  by  slowing  the 
flow  of  the  runoff,  which  helps  to  prevent  erosion.  Wetlands  that  are 
located  between  water  bodies  and  uplands  help  protect  the  uplands 


Natural  Resources  Department 

from  erosion.  Wetland  vegetation  reduces 
erosion  by  binding  sediments  together  with 
a complex  network  of  roots,  thus  reducing 
the  impact  of  temporary  high  water  velocity, 
allowing  the  topsoil  to  remain  in  place.  This 
complex  network  of  wetland  roots  also  provides 
absorption  of  nutrients  by  slowing  the  water 
velocity  and  allowing  the  sediments  to  settle  out, 
further  improving  water  quality. 

Phosphorus  is  the  key  source  of  nutrition  for  a lake.  Nitrogen  is 
second  only  to  phosphorus  as  an  important  nutrient  for  plant  and 
algae  growth.  Wetlands  can  retain  as  much  as  94%  of  the  inflowing 
sediments  and  as  much  as  91%  of  the  phosphorus  and  86%  of  the 
nitrogen  on  a seasonal  basis,  but  like  with  humans,  when  lakes  get 
too  much  food  bad  things  can  happen.  One  pound  of  phosphorus, 
theoretically,  can  produce  up  to  500  pounds  or  so  of  algae  or  excess 
plants  in  the  lake.  These  large  formations  of  algae  are  commonly 
referred  to  as  algae  blooms.  The  problem  arises  when  this  large 
amount  of  algae  dies  and  decomposes,  causing  a significant  decrease  in 
lake  oxygen  levels  and  upsetting  the  natural  balance  of  the  lake  ecology. 

Wetlands  have  been  lost  at  an  accelerated  pace,  mainly  due  to  human 
causes,  such  as  urban  sprawl.  This  destruction  is  of  grave  concern, 
because  it  translates  into  a loss  of  the  aforementioned  benefits  to  the 
environment,  as  well  as  the  loss  of  critical  habitats  for  a myriad  of 
species.  Therefore,  wetlands  must  be  considered  a high  priority  for 
management  and  protection  activities. 

The  Environmental  Program  will  continue  to  strive  to  utilize  Best 
Management  Practices  while  considering  wetland  protection, 
preservation,  and  enhancement  in  the  pursuit  of  increased  biodiversity, 
cleaner  water,  and  maintaining  desirable  habitats  for  plants  and 
animals,  in  which  the  Anishinaabek  are  so  closely  connected.

The  Other  Lampreys 

Nate  Winkler 

Last  month  I wrote  about  sea  lampreys,  the  parasitic  eel-like  fish 
that  came  to  the  Great  Lakes  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Many 
people  might  be  surprised  that  here  in  northern  Michigan  there 
are  several  native  lamprey  species  that  have  been  here  since 
the  last  glaciers  retreated.  These  include  the  chestnut  lamprey, 
silver  lamprey,  American  brook  lamprey,  and  the  northern  brook 
lamprey.  Although  they  superficially  resemble  the  sea  lamprey, 
they  do  not  have  the  devestating  effect  on  other  fish  species  that 
sea  lampreys  do. 

Neither  the  American  brook  lamprey  nor  the  northern  brook 
lamprey  is  parasitic,  instead  feeding  on  the  accumulated  organic 
matter  on  the  bottom  of  streams.  Very  small  in  size,  the  adults 
grow  to  arround  6”  in  length  and  are  about  as  big  around  as  an 
adult  finger.  Northern  brook  lamprey  are  found  in  cold,  clear 
streams  like  Belanger  Creek,  while  the  American  brook  lamprey 
are  found  in  the  larger,  somewhat  warmer  (still  quite  cool, 
though)  rivers  that  the  chestnut  and  silver  lampreys  favor. 

The  two  parasitic  lampreys,  the  silver  and  chestnut,  are  much 
smaller  than  the  sea  lamprey,  maxing  out  at  9-12”  in  length. 
Chestnut  lampreys  live  in  tributaries  of  Lake  Michigan  like 
the  Betsie  and  Manistee  Rivers,  while  silver  lamprey  live  in 
tributaries  to  Lakes  Huron  and  Superior  like  the  Ausable  and 
Tahquamenon  Rivers.  Although  both  species  are  parasitic,  they 
are  less  likely  to  kill  their  host  than  the  sea  lamprey  is.

Deer  Opportunities 

Deer  harvest  opportunities  exist  throughout  the  Ceded  Territory. 
Grand  Traverse  Band  Members  have  been  enjoying  the  opportunity 
to  hunt  deer  under  Tribal  Regulations  since  1996  and  have  seen 
relatively  little  change  in  terms  of  specific  regulation  changes. 
Under  the  2007  Inland  Consent  Decree  (ICD)  the  Tribal  season 
has  again  changed;  however,  now  will  likely  remain  stable  for 
the  foreseeable  future.  Up  until  2007  the  “traditional”  opening 
day  for  tribal  firearm  deer  season  has  been  November  1,  preceded 
by  an  October  1 opener  for  bow  season.  A general  bag  limit  of 
5 deer  with  no  more  than  2 bucks  was  the  norm  “pre  Consent 
Decree”  as  well.  Because  the  2007  ICD  wasn’t  officially  signed 
and  implemented  until  December  of  2007,  the  benefits  of  the  new 
deer  regulations  weren’t  completely  realized  by  Tribal  Members 
last  year.  Now  with  the  2007  ICD  in  full  swing  Tribal  Members 
can  expect  the  following  opportunities  for  deer  hunting  in  2008 
and  beyond: 

Regulation  Highlights: 

On  Public  and  Tribal  Owned  Lands: 


o Deer  Hunting  using  firearms  or  bows  will  begin  day  after 
Labor  Day  (September  2,  2008)  and  end  on  the  Sunday  of 
the  first  full  weekend  in  January  (January  4,  2009)  [Tribal 
Deer  Hunting  Season]; 

o EXCEPTION:  Deer  Hunting  with  firearms  is  prohibited 
during  the  period  from  November  1 through  November  14: 

o Each  Tribal  member  is  limited  to  a bag  limit  of  five  deer,  no 
more  than  two  of  which  may  be  antlered  deer  ( i.e .,  deer  with  at 
least  one  antler  of  three  inches  or  more),  during  the  Tribal  Deer 
Hunting  Season  as  a whole; 

o Provided  that  each  tribal  member  is  limited  to  a firearm  bag 
limit  of  two  deer,  no  more  than  one  of  which  may  be  an 
antlered  deer,  during  the  period  from  the  day  after  Labor  Day 
(September  2,  2008)  through  October  31,  2008. 

o EXCEPTION,  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  may  issue  a reasonably 
limited  number  of  special  needs  permits.

2007  Inland  Consent  Decree  Opportunities 

Over  the  next  year  the  Natural  Resource  Department  will  be 
running  a series  of  articles  regarding  harvest  opportunities  as 
described  under  the  2007  Inland  Consent  Decree  (ICD).  Although 
many  of  the  harvest  opportunities  have  remained  the  same  relative 
to  the  regulations  you  have  operated  under  for  the  past  decade  or 
so,  we  felt  it  important  to  highlight  some  of  the  significant  changes 
you  can  expect  in  terms  of  inland  regulations.  This  periodic 
installation  of  the  2007  Inland  Consent  Decree  Opportunities 
series  will  focus  opportunities  and  regulations  for  deer  hunting. 
Each  month  or  so  we  will  detail  opportunities  on  an  upcoming 
season  for  both  fisheries  and  wildlife. 


On  Non-Tribal  Private  Lands  With  Permission: 

o State  Seasons  and  Methods  apply. 

o The  Tribal  bag  limit  of  5 deer,  no  more  than  two  of  which  may 
be  antlered. 

As  in  previous  years  deer  tags  must  be  obtained  prior  to  harvest  and  if  filled 
returned  to  the  Natural  Resources  Department  indicating  the  DATE  and 
METHOD  of  harvest,  SEX  of  deer,  and  COUNTY  harvested  by  February 
1,  2009.

This  is 
parts  only,  the  labor  is  free. 

3.  You  will  have  to  pay

it  while  we  are  waiting  for  the 
parts.  You  will  be  notified  at  the 
time  of  diagnosis  if  your  car  is 
unsafe  to  drive. 

5.  Once  your  parts  are  delivered, 
you  will  be  contacted  with  a date 
and  time  to  bring  your  vehicle 
back  for  parts  installation.

The  culmination  of  the  Native 
Vote  efforts  in  2004  and  2006  was  a resounding  success 
for  tribal  governments  nationwide.  It  empowered 
Native  voters  and  raised  the  profile  of  Native  issues  in 
the  eyes  of  politicians.  It  was  a historic  moment  for  all 
of  Indian  Country.  Native  voters  proved  that  we  can 
make  our  voices  heard  with  the  power  of  the  vote. 

For  the  2008  General  Election  the  (NCAI)  Native  Vote 
Michigan  State  Lead,  Su  Lantz  and  our  team  of  Tribal 
Coordinators  kicked  off  the  Michigan  2008  Native  Vote 
Initiative  with  a conference  call  that  took  place  on  April 
17,  2008.  We  have  a very  supportive  team  comprised 
of  a Tribal  Coordinator  from  each  of  the  twelve  (12) 
federally  recognized  Indian  tribes  in  Michigan  as  well 
as  a State  Lead  to  coordinate  their  efforts  and  ideas. 

The  infrastructure  of  the  Native  Vote  Michigan  Tribal 
Coordinators  Team  will  prove  to  only  breed  success.

The  Team  will  focus  on  Get-Out-The-Vote  (GOTV)  efforts  and 
provide  a plan  for  a Native  Vote  Election  Protection  Project  (NV- 
EPP).

Petoskey  Solanus  Mission  Church 

St.  Francis  Solanus  Indian  Mission 

Church  Rededicated 


On  Monday,  after  more  than  three  years  of  restoration  efforts,  the  149-year-old  St. 
Francis  Solanus  Indian  Mission  Church  and  burial  ground  was  rededicated.

For  most,  the  day  signified  unity.  On  Monday,  after  more  than  three  years  of 
restoration  efforts,  the  149-year-old  St.  Francis  Solanus  Indian  Mission  Church  and 
burial  ground  was  rededicated. 

The  day  began  at  1 p.m.  with  a flag  raising  by  Boy  Scout  Troop  No.  7,  and  was  followed 
at  2 p.m.  by  the  mass  of  dedication,  which  was  presided  over  by  Bishop  Patrick 
Cooney.  Around  4 p.m.  a jiimaan  (large  wooden  canoe  used  by  Odawa  and  northern 
tribes  for  hundreds  of  years)  arrived  at  the  church’s  waterfront,  and  subsequently  the 
church  opened  to  the  public  for  tours  as  members  of  the  Little  Traverse  Bay  Bands 
(LTBB)  of  Odawa  Indians  drummed  in  the  background. 

Several  Native  American  speakers  imparted  their  wisdom  and  spoke  of  their  history 
during  the  event,  including  storyteller  Simon  Otto,  member  of  the  Saginaw  Chippewa 
Indian  Tribe  and  the  Little  River  Band  of  Ottawa  Indians.  Otto  said,  in  his  81  years, 
he’d  never  seen  so  much  support  and  togetherness  for  one  event.  “To  me  this  kind  of 
ties  all  cultures  together.  The  reason  I write  and  tell  stories  is  because  I’m  trying  to 
bridge  that  gap  so  we’re  all  the  same  — red,  black  and  white,”  he  said.  “This  is  the  same 
thing;  this  is  the  most  people  I’ve  seen  down  here  since  I’ve  been  alive.” 

The  Rev.  Dennis  Stilwell,  St.  Francis  Xavier’s  pastor,  said  the  restoration  project  has 
been  a unifier,  not  only  for  members  of  his  church,  but  for  the  entire  community. 

“It’s  brought  people  together  again,  Native  Americans  and  the  rest  of  the  community 
worked  together,”  he  said.  “I  think  people  have  a respect  for  history  and  I think  they 
like  seeing  historical  buildings  restored.”  Stilwell  said  during  the  rededication  service 
thoughts  of  the  past  as  well  as  the  future  ran  through  his  mind. 

“I  closed  my  eyes  and  imagined  when  (the  mission  church)  was  first  dedicated  and  I 
felt  a real  continuity  to  the  past,”  he  said.  “Then  I was  wondering,  when  I’m  dead  and 
gone,  who’s  going  to  be  here  to  take  care  of  this?  “It’s  humbling  — it  makes  you  feel 
really  small,  but  you  know  that  your  small  part  does  count,”  Stilwell  said.  “If  you  don’t 
do  your  small  part,  the  continuity  ends.” 

For  Art  Dembinski  of  Cuyahoga  Falls,  Ohio,  member  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of 
Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians,  the  rededication  of  the  church  was  more  personal.  His 
great-great-grandfather,  Jean  Baptiste  donated  part  of  his  land  to  the  church  in  1859 
and  helped  to  build  it.  “It  is  really  something  beautiful  for  our  family,”  he  said.  “Our 

family  has  lost  every  home  and  piece  of  land  we  ever  owned,  but  this  connects  all  of 

» 

us. 

Jackie  Martin,  a Petoskey  resident  and  member  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  said  she  was 
overwhelmed  when  she  first  laid  eyes  on  the  church.  “It’s  beautiful  — it’s  unbelievable 
really  what  they’ve  done  — the  before  and  after  is  just  night- and- day,”  she  said.  Martin 
said  she  believes  that  the  church  is  a symbol  of  unity.  “That’s  what  we  should  all  be, 
together  — one  — this  is  an  example  of  that,”  she  said.  “It’s  so  uplifting.” 

Patrick  Naganashe,  member  of  the  LTBB,  said  for  him,  the  rededication  was  about 
respecting  Native  American  culture  and  preserving  their  history.  “To  me  (the 
rededication)  re-emphasizes  what’s  here  and  what’s  on  this  land  — there  are  still  a lot 
of  people  buried  in  these  parts,”  he  said.  “To  me,  it’s  a reminder  that  they’re  here  — 
you  have  to  remember  those  who  passed  on  before  us.”

On  August  26th,  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
government  officials  worked  together 
with  Traverse  City  government  officials 
to  plant  12  Champion  Black  Willow  trees 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Boardman  River.  The 
ceremony  included  recognition  of  the  site 
as  an  ancient  traditional  gathering  place 
for  native  people  preparing  to  forage  up 
stream  on  the  river.  Project  assistance 
came  from  Champion  Tree  Project 
International  who  has  been  instrumental 


in  identifing  and  propagating  “Old 
Growth”  tree  stock.  Scientific  evidence 
has  established  that  Old  Growth  tree 
genetics  is  a critical  and  superior 
means  of  strengthening  the  worlds 
forests  weakened  from  the  harvesting 
all  the  best  trees.  The  Black  Willow  has 
been  chosen  for  this  site  because  it  is 
adept  at  phytoremediation:  the  use  of 
green  plants  to  remove  pollutants  from 
the  environment  or  the  render  them 
harmless.

Re:  Tribal  Councilor  Salary  Ordinance 

This  memorandum  is  to  inform  you  of  actions  taken  by  myself  as 
Tribal  Chair  regarding  Tribal  Council  salaries  after  the  election  of 
new  tribal  officers  on  July  7,  2008.  All  actions  taken  by  me  were 
done  on  the  advice  of  the  Tribe’s  Legal  Department  and  by  written 
memorandum.  Copies  of  the  memoranda  were  provided  to  the 
Compensation  Committee. 

Tribal  Councilor  salaries,  absent  the  Tribal  Chairman,  whose  salary 
is  set  by  the  Tribal  Council,  are  regulated  by  the  Tribal  Councilor’s 
Salary  Ordinance,  1 GTBC  Chapter  4.  Under  this  ordinance,  the  GTB 
Compensation  Committee  was  formed  by  Referendum  under  Article 
IX  § 2 of  the  GTB  Constitution  which  delegates  legislative  authority 
to  tribal  members  to  establish  a method  and  process  governing  the 
determination  of  Tribal  Councilors’  pay  and  benefits.  The  Tribal 
Council  does  not,  and  has  not,  determined  their  own  rate  of  pay. 

The  rate  of  pay  for  Tribal  Councilors  is  determined  by  the  process 
established  under  the  referendum-  established  ordinance  and  I,  as 
Tribal  Chairman,  implement  the  ordinance  in  my  executive  capacity 
under  Article  III  § 3 of  the  GTB  Constitution.  The  Compensation 
Committee  is  made  up  of  seven  (7)  GTB  tribal  members  and  they 
meet  to  “make  a review  and  final  determination  on  the  salaries  of 
Tribal  Councilors”  based  on  various  factors  (1  GTBC  § 404  (b)).  On 
September  27,  2000,  the  Compensation  Committee  adopted  the 
“Tribal  Councilors  Salary  Ordinance  Standards  Salary  Allowances  and 
Benefits”  (a  ten  page  document  consisting  of  17  sections)  and  again 
on  February  12,  2008,  they  readopted  these  standards.  In  May  of 
2004  the  Committee  also  adopted  a specific  wage  grid  as  required  by  1 
GTBC  § 405(a)  that  contained  step  increases  based  on  Tribal  Council 
positions  and  year  by  year  time  on  the  Tribal  Council,  by  the  individual 
Councilor. 

Since  the  May  2006  election— and  the  actual  seating  of  the  Council 
in  February  of  2007  based  on  election  challenges— the  Compensation 
Committee  has  had  some  difficulty  in  meeting  on  an  annual  basis 
as  the  ordinance  mandates.  The  May  of  2004  wage  grid  was  the  last 
controlling  wage  grid  implemented  by  the  Compensation  Committee 
that  I could  follow  to  establish  rates  of  pay.  This  wage  grid  allowed 
for  step  increases  of  Tribal  Councilors  based  on  years  of  service 
and  positions  held.  In  February  2007  the  newly  reconstituted 
Compensation  Committee  passed  a motion  to  freeze  wage  rates.  The 
Compensation  Committee’s  freeze  decision  may  not  have  been  valid 
based  on  a lack  of  a quorum;  however,  I followed  the  freeze  from 
February  2007  to  July  2008  based  on  a number  of  factors. 

First,  General  Counsel  John  Petoskey  and  I met  with  the 
Compensation  Committee  on  several  occasions  in  the  time  period 

2006  to  2008  to  discuss  Tribal  Councilor  wages  and  to  request  step 
increases  for  the  Tribal  Councilors  at  the  same  rate  as  the  rate  of 
increases  that  were  granted  to  GTB  Governmental  and  EDC  employees 
in  October  2007.  This  increase  would  have  been  inconsistent  with  the 
percentage  increases  attached  to  the  2004  Compensation  Committee 
approved  wage  grid  system,  however,  the  Compensation  Committee 
was  the  appropriate  entity  to  grant  these  requests,  but  the  requests 
were  nonetheless  denied.  Second,  the  terms  of  the  freeze  motion  stated 
that  the  freeze  lasted  until  the  2008  elections  and  I believed  that  the 
time  period  for  the  freeze  was  therefore  up.  Third,  at  the  February 

2007  meeting  that  established  the  freeze  and  the  length  of  the  freeze, 

I anticipated  that  the  Compensation  Committee  would  establish, 
consistent  with  the  Ordinance,  another  alternative  wage  grid  system 
if  the  Committee  elected  to  replace  the  May  2004  established  grid. 

The  Compensation  Committee  at  the  February  12,  2008  meeting 
did  establish  broad  outlines  of  the  rates  of  pay,  based  in  part  on  May 
2004  wage  grid,  for  the  Tribal  Council  seats  subject  to  2008  election. 
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The  rate  of  pay  for  the  Tribal  Council  positions  (subject  to  the  2008 
election)  was  published  in  the  GTB  newsletter,  February  2008  edition. 
After  the  May  2008  election  and  the  subsequent  election  challenges, 
the  new  Tribal  Council  was  seated  on  July  7th  with  the  election  of 
officers;  and  consistent  with  the  ordinance  and  the  executive  function 
of  the  GTB  Constitution  for  the  Tribal  Chairperson,  I was  required  to 
set  the  rate  of  pay  for  the  newly  seated  Council. 

My  setting  of  their  rates  of  pay  was  consistent  with  both  the 
Compensation  Committee’s  February  12th  2008  broad  directives  and 
the  May  2004  specific  wage  grid  system.  Both  documents  effectively 
overlapped.  Therefore,  in  my  capacity  as  Tribal  Chairman,  on  July 
11th,  I issued  a memorandum  outlining  my  rationale  for  setting 
the  wage  rates  of  the  new  officers  of  the  Tribal  Council  and  the  new 
members  of  the  Tribal  Council.  The  July  11th  Memorandum  also 
authorized  back  pay  to  eligible  councilors  who,  unlike  all  other  tribal 
employees  both  government  and  EDC,  did  not  receive  a 2%  wage 
increase  in  October  2007,  and  the  back  pay  was  also  consistent 
with  the  2004  wage  grid  system.  This  memo  was  amended  and 
supplemented  by  my  July  17th  memo  to  further  explain  the  rationale 
of  my  actions.  Both  Memoranda  were  submitted  to  the  Compensation 
Committee  and  to  the  GTB  Human  Resources  Department.  On  July 
23,  2008,  the  Compensation  Committee  met  (after  the  most  recent 
election)  and  once  more  the  General  Counsel  and  I met  with  the 
Compensation  Committee  to  explain  the  actions  taken  to  implement 
the  rates  of  pay  for  the  Tribal  Councilors,  based  on  the  2004  wage  grid 
system  and  the  specific  directions  of  the  Compensation  Committee 
from  the  February  12th  2008  meeting. 

The  decision  to  implement  these  wage  increases  was  not  done  without 
significant  reservations  and  recognition  that  other  members  of  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band  community  would  object  to  these  actions  taken 
by  myself  as  Tribal  Chair.  However,  recognizing  and  respecting  this 
difference  of  opinion,  I took  these  actions  with  notice  of  the  controlling 
memoranda  of  July  11th  and  17th  submitted  to  the  Compensation 
Committee  along  with  all  documents  upon  which  I based  my  decisions. 
These  documents  included  all  Compensation  Committee  meeting 
minutes  and  the  documents  created  by  previous  Compensation 
Committees  on  the  implementation  of  the  May  2004  wage  grid 
system  and  the  February  2007  wage  freeze  and  subsequent  acts  of  the 
Compensation  Committee.  I believe  that  setting  the  rates  of  pay  for 
the  newly  seated  Tribal  Council  by  me  was  consistent  with  past  acts 
and  controlling  motions  of  the  Compensation  Committee. 

I would  also  like  to  state  that  my  actions  taken  in  my  capacity  as 
Tribal  Chair  have  been  done  so  in  the  spirit  and  recognition  that  the 
governance  of  GTB  is  a constitutional  system  of  checks  and  balances, 
requiring  that  any  institutional  governance  action  is  subject  to  check 
or  review  by  another  branch  of  government.  I explicitly  so  stated  in 
the  initial  July  11th  Memorandum  to  the  Compensation  Committee 
and  reiterated  the  point  in  my  conversations  with  the  Compensation 
Committee  on  July  23rd.  I also  pointed  out  it  was  not  my  intent  to 
override  the  decisions  of  the  Compensation  Committee,  but  simply 
to  implement  them  in  a timely  fashion  given  the  information  then 
available  to  me  when  I had  to  make  the  decision  on  July  7th  once  the 
new  Council  was  seated.  I recognize  that  my  actions  are  subject  to 
review  by  another  institutional  branch  of  government,  which  in  this 
case  is  the  Tribal  Court,  to  determine  whether  my  interpretation  of  the 
governing  documents  on  Tribal  Councilor  pay  is  correct.  In  my  July 
11th  memorandum  to  the  Compensation  Committee,  I informed  the 
Committee  that  I would  be  willing  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  GTB 
Tribal  Court  for  review.  All  the  documents  referenced  in  this  notice  are 
available  for  review  by  tribal  members.  I hope  that  this  explanation 
has  answered  any  questions  you  may  have  about  this  matter.

TRAVERSE  CITY,  Mich.  - The  North  American 
Indigenous  Games  opened  Aug.  3 on  the 
Cowichan  Reserve  in  Cowichan  Valley, 

British  Columbia.  Slated  to  run  through  Aug. 
10,  6,000  participants  will  compete  in  16 
contemporary  and  traditional  sporting  events. 

Events  for  the  5,000  junior  athletes  (ages  13  - 
19)  include  3-D  archery,  baseball,  basketball, 
boxing,  canoeing,  golf,  lacrosse,  rifle  shooting, 
soccer,  softball,  swimming,  tae  kwon  do, 
volleyball,  wrestling  and  athletics.  More  than 
1,000  athletes  participated  in  the  senior  event 
for  athletes  20  and  up,  which  took  place  July 
30  - Aug.  1. 

Opening  ceremonies  began  with  the  Parade 
of  Nations,  composed  of  athletes,  aboriginal 
veterans,  cultural  performers  and  others. 
Some  10,000  participates  paraded  through 
downtown  Duncan  to  the  opening  ceremonies 
grounds,  where  Chief  Lydia  Hwitsum  and 
elders  of  the  community  formally  welcomed 
them  into  Cowichan  Territory. 

Unlike  other  major  multiple-sport  events,  the 
indigenous  games  have  a unique  emphasis 
on  the  cultures,  traditions  and  spirituality  of 
indigenous  peoples.  About  3,000  participants 
are  estimated  to  be  part  of  the  Cultural 
Village,  which  will  present  international, 
contemporary  and  traditional  entertainment, 
artisans,  merchandise  and  symposiums 
throughout  the  week. 


From  July  19  through  Aug.  2,  the  largest-ever 
Tribal  Journeys  Canoe  Voyage  took  place. 
About  100  traditional  ocean-going  canoes 
from  a variety  of  canoe  cultures  and  nations 
made  the  two-week  journey  to  Cowichan, 
traveling  from  as  far  north  as  the  Alaskan 
border  (Tlingit)  and  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands  (Haida)  and  as  far  south  as  Oregon. 
Their  entry  into  Cowichan  Bay  was  marked 
with  a traditional  Coast  Salish  welcome. 

Tribal  Journeys  participants  took  part  in  the 
opening  ceremonies. 

In  addition,  the  North  American  Indigenous 
Games  Society  sponsored  an  education 
symposium  July  31  - Aug.  1.  Keynote  speaker 
was  Willie  Littlechild,  grand  chief  of  the 
Ermineskin  Cree  Nation,  founding  member  of 
the  North  American  Indigenous  Games  and 
president  of  WIN  Sports  Inc. 

The  symposium  included  such  topics  as: 

"The  Importance  of  Martial  Arts  Programs  in 
an  Aboriginal  Cultural  Centre,”  "Traditional 
Methods  and  Protocols  in  Aboriginal  Sport 
Development  - A Holistic  Sport  Model  for 
Aboriginal  Sport”  and  "Does  Sport  Lower 
the  Level  of  Depression  in  Aboriginal  Teen 
Populations?”

PESHAWBESTOWN,  Mich.  - The  Grand 
Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
Indians  held  a grand  sendoff  July  30  for  its 
basketball  team,  which  will  attend  the  North 
American  Indigenous  Games  in  Cowichan 


Valley,  British  Columbia,  Aug.  3-10. 

Tribal  members  of  the  Medicine  Lodge 
Singers  drum  group  honored  the  players 
by  song  and  drumming,  and  a blanket  was 
thrown  to  receive  money  from  tribal  members. 
Grand  Traverse  Band  Chairman  Bob 
Kewaygoshkum  and  the  tribal  council  lined 
up  to  individually  wish  the  team  a good  and 
prosperous  journey.  At  the  conclusion,  players 
gathered  together  for  a group  portrait  with 
Kewaygoshkum  and  coach  Ron  Anderson. 

The  team  is  part  of  Team  Michigan,  which 
consists  of  six  teams  of  54  basketball 
players  from  five  Michigan  tribes:  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band,  the  Saginaw  Chippewa  Indian 
Tribe,  Keeweenaw  Bay  Indian  Community, 

Lac  Vieux  Desert  Band  of  Lake  Superior 
Chippewa  Indians  and  the  Hannahville  Indian 
Community. 

Two  years  ago,  the  girl’s  team  was 
undefeated  at  the  games,  but  did  not  place 
because  of  a point  system  devised  to  evaluate 
undefeated  teams  in  the  same  age  category. 

While  Team  Michigan  is  participating  in 
the  basketball  portion  of  the  games,  the 
Indigenous  Games  has  16  contemporary 
and  traditional  sporting  events.  All  regions  of 
North  America  will  be  represented,  with  13 
provincial  and  territorial  teams  from  across 
Canada  and  as  many  as  20  from  the  U.S. 
participating.

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Civil  War  Memorial  Re-dedication 


2 Brass  plaques  mounted  on  granite  slabs 
were  installed  at  the  site  of  the  Civil  War 
memorials  in  front  of  the  Traverse  City 
court  house  August  23,  2008.  The  plaques 
mark  the  completion  of  the  restoration  and 
improvement  to  the  Civil  War  memorial 
in  Traverse  City.  Fund  raising  for  the 
improvements  were  supported  by  monies 
awarded  through  action  of  the  2008  Tribal 
Council  casino  2%  funding.  Other  support 
included  funds  from:  National  Civil  War 
Committee,  Oleson  Foundation,  Les 
Bederman  Foundation,  Save  America’s 
Treasures,  Traverse  City  Rotary  Club,  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  Walmart  Store  of 
Petoskey,  and  many  other  community  groups. 

The  Civil  War  Soldier  statue  was  purchased  by 
public  donations  and  dedicated  on  Decoration 
Day,  May  30, 1890.  Over  300  Civil  War 
Veterans  were  joined  by  4,000  citizens  at  the 
unveiling.  Traverse  City  Mayor  Perry  Hannah 
delivered  the  keynote  address. 

The  statue  represents  the  171  volunteers  from 
the  Grand  Traverse  Region  who  marched  off 
to  War  and  the  32  who  lost  their  lives  in  that 
conflict. 

In  December  2003,  Grand  Traverse  Count 
Commissioners  authorized  Robert  Finch 
Camp  No.  14,  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of 
the  Civil  War  to  organize  a fundraising  and 
restoration  committee. 


On  Memorial  Day,  2005, 115  years  to  the 
hour,  the  refurbished  statue  was  given  a 
“welcome  Home”.  Michigan  Senator  Carl 
Levin  was  the  keynote  speaker. 

The  6.4  inch,  100  pounder,  Parrot  Rifled 
Naval  Cannon  served  on  the  U.S.S.  Sabine 
during  the  Civil  War.  It  is  the  only  Cannon 
from  that  ship  that  survives  today.  The 
cannon  was  cast  in  1862  at  the  West  Point 
Foundry.  The  U.S.S.  Sabine  was  one  of  the 
last  two  sailing  frigates  commissioned  by  the 
Navy  in  1858.  It  had  a crew  of  375  officers  and 
sailors  and  was  armed  with  49  cannon.  This 
cannon  was  one  of  two  powerful  100  pounders 
added  to  her  armament  in  1862.  The  ship  had 
an  outstanding  and  notable  career  including 
service  during  the  Civil  War. 

In  1864,  the  U.S.S.  Sabine  was  retired  from 
active  sea  duty.  She  was  decommissioned  in 
1877  and  scrapped  in  1883.  The  cannon  was 
donated  to  Grand  Traverse  County  by  Senator 
William  Alden  Smith  in  1910.

July  30,  2008:  The  Grand  Traverse 
Band  of  Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians  is 
pleased  to  announce  the  distribution 
of  their  twice  a year  2%gaming 
revenue  allocation  to  local  units  of 
government.  Under  the  terms  of 
the  consent  decree,  settling  Tribes 
v.  Engler( Case  no.  1:90-CV-611, 

U.S.  District  Court,  Western  District 
Michigan),  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
agreed  to  pay  2%  of  its  video  gaming 
revenue  to  local  units  of  government, 
as  defined  in  the  stipulation,  no  later 
than  60  days  after  October  1st  and 
March  31st  of  each  year.  This  payment 
schedule  was  modified  with  the 
consent  of  the  State  of  Michigan  to 
July  31st  and  January  31st  of  each  year 
because  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band’s  gaming  operation  is 
calendar-based. 


“The  test  for  determining  the 
distribution  standards,  as  outlined  in 
Tribes  v.  Engler are:  “Each  tribe  shall 
determine  which  local  unit  or  units  of 
government  shall  receive  payments 
and  the  amounts  thereof;  provided 
however,  the  guidelines  governing  the 
tribes  in  making  said  determinations 
shall  be  based  upon  compensating 
said  local  units  of  government  for 
governmental  services  provided  to 
the  tribes  and  for  impacts  associated 
with  the  existence  and  location  of 
the  tribal  casino  in  its  vicinity;  and 
provided  further,  however... each  local 
unit  of  government  shall  receive  no 
less  than  an  amount  equivalent  to  its 
share  of  ad  valorem  property  taxes...” 
In  connection  with  the  elements  of  the 
test  that  relate  to  “services  to  the  GTB 
members”  from  non-governmental 
organizations,  we  have  implemented 
a requirement  that  any  request  for 
funding  from  the  2%  revenue  only  be 
considered  after  an  endorsement  from 


a local  unit  of  government  with  taxing 
authority.” 


On  July  30,  2008,  the 
Tribal  Council  determined  which 
organizations  would  receive  a portion 
of  the  2%  gaming  revenues  derived 
from  slot  machines.  Of  the  1 1 1 
applications  received,  which  totaled 
$4,036,746.56,  the  Grand  Traverse 
Band  Tribal  Council  awarded  26_ 
applicants  (see  attached  list).  The 
total  amount  available  to  allocate  for 
this  2%  cycle  was  $720,159.33. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure 
that  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of 
Ottawa  & Chippewa  Indians  is  able 
to  provide  all  citizens  of  northern 
Michigan  with  these  services  that  are 
furnished  solely  by  gaming  revenues.

Base  Roll  members 

Explanation  of  the  BIA  reference:  “Basic  enrollee”  is  what 
we  term  “Base  Roll  Member” 

In  short,  a Base  Roll  member  is  someone  whose  name 
was  on  the  list  of  Tribal  members  approved  by  the  BIA  on 
September  16, 1988.  If  you  would  like  a more  complete 
definition,  please  see  7 GTBC  § 2.01  (c)  for  the  definition 
of  “Base  Roll”.  (GTBC  stands  for  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Code) 

There  appears  to  have  been  a change  in  how  the  BIA 
responds  to  a request  for  an  increase  of  the  Certified 
Degree  of  Indian  Blood  for  a Base  Roll  member  and  their 
family. 

Previously,  we  had  been  authorized  “to  correct  the  blood 
degree  shown  for  descendants”  of  the  person  whose 
change  was  approved  by  the  BIA.  In  a letter  from  the  BIA, 
received  recently,  it  was  stated:  Although  a change  was 
requested  for  siblings  “it  appears  they  were  not  included  in 
the  authorization  because  they  did  not  sign  the  request  (for 
deceased  siblings  one  of  their  descendants  can  request 
it).  The  Bureau  guidelines  require  that  a request  to  change 
blood  degree  of  a basic  enrollee  must  be  submitted,  in 
writing,  by  the  basic  enrollee  or  one  of  his  or  descendants.” 

Please  see  7 GTBC  § 3.04  for  the  process  if  you  are  a 
Base  Roll  member  who  would  like  to  request  a change  in 
your  Certified  Degree  of  Indian  Blood.  The  Membership 
office  has  a complete  set  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
Codes  for  you  to  review.

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NASA  Mars  Lander  Scoops 
First  Soil  Sample  For 
Laboratory  Analysis

June  6,  2008  — NASA’s  Phoenix  Mars  Lander 
made  its  first  dig  into  Martian  soil  for  science 
studies  and  is  poised  to  deliver  the  scoopful  to  a 
laboratory  instrument  on  the  lander  deck. 

The  instrument  will  bake  and  sniff  the  soil  to 
assess  its  volatile  ingredients,  such  as  water. 

Commands  were  received  by  Phoenix  Friday, 
June  6,  for  the  spacecraft’s  Robotic  Arm  to  dump 
the  sample  into  an  opened  door  on  the  instrument 
called  the  Thermal  and  Evolved-Gas  Analyzer,  or 
TEGA. 

“It’s  looks  like  a good  sample  for  us,”  said 
Peter  Smith,  Phoenix  principal  investigator  at  the 
University  of  Arizona,  Tucson.  “Over  the  next  few 
days,  and  it  may  be  as  much  as  a week,  the  TEGA 
instrument  will  be  analyzing  this  sample.” 

Phoenix’s  Robotic  Arm  collected  the  sample 
of  clumpy,  reddish  material  from  the  top  2 to  4 
centimeters  (0.8  to  1.6  inches)  of  surface  material 
at  a site  informally  named  “Baby  Bear”  on  the  north 
side  of  the  lander.  In  the  past  week,  engineers  had 
used  the  arm  to  collect  two  practice  scoops  adjacent 
to  Baby  Bear  and  dump  those  scoopfuls  back  onto 
the  surface.  They  have  prepared  for  years  with 
simulations  and  versions  of  the  arm  on  Earth. 

“It’s  like  being  on  a football  team  and  having 
a pre-season  that  lasted  five  years,  and  now  we’re 
finally  playing  first  game,”  said  Matt  Robinson,  of 
NASA’s  Jet  Propulsion  Laboratory,  Pasadena,  Calif. 
He  is  the  robotic  arm  flight  software  lead  for  the 
Phoenix  team. 

The  move  was  calculated  to  get  enough 
material  to  be  sure  to  get  some  delivered  into  the 
instrument  without  inundating  the  instrument  with 
unnecessary  extra  soil.  “We’re  ecstatic  that  we  got  a 
quarter  to  a third  of  a scoopful,”  Robinson  said. 

The  TEGA  instrument  will  begin  analyzing 
the  sample  for  water  and  mineral  content  after  it 
has  analyzed  a sample  of  the  Martian  atmosphere. 
Water  can  be  bound  to  minerals,  such  as  clays  or 
carbonates,  and  it  takes  more  heat  to  drive  the 
water  off  some  minerals  than  others.  This  is  how 
the  instrument  can  identify  some  minerals  in  the 
soil. 

“We  are  particularly  interested  in  minerals 
that  are  formed  or  altered  by  the  action  of  liquid 
water  in  the  soil,”  Smith  said. 


Could  Life  Survive  on 
Mars? 

On  Earth,  we  call  them  extremophiles. 

They’re  life  forms  that  live  and  thrive  in 
hostile  conditions,  too  difficult  for  most  life 
on  Earth.  In  some  cases,  rare  bacterial  spores 
lying  dormant  in  bitterly  cold,  dry,  and  airless 
conditions,  have  survived  for  millions  of  years. 
Once  conditions  improve,  they’re  “activated” 
or  “brought  back  to  life.” 

A new  discovery  found  in  Alaska, 
Carnobacterium  pleistocenium,  is  believed 
to  have  been  in  ice  dating  back  some 
32,000  years.  Finding  and  studying 
such  extremophiles  broadens  scientists’ 
understanding  of  possible  life  across  the 
cosmos. 

Digging  deep  into  the  Martian  soil,  Phoenix 
will  look  for  signs  of  life  and  conditions  that 
could  support  life.  And,  perhaps  evidence  that 
extremophiles  could  be  found  there,  too.

Robotic  Arm  (RA) 

Built  by  the  Jet  Propulsion  Laboratory 

The  RA  is  critical  to  the  operations  of  the 
Phoenix  lander  and  is  designed  to  dig 
trenches,  scoop  up  soil  and  water-ice  samples, 
and  deliver  these  samples  to  the  TEGA  and 
MECA  instruments  for  detailed  chemical  and 
geological  analysis. 

GTB  Tribal  Member  Doctor  Matthew 
Robinson  of  Arcadia,  CA  has  been  working 
all  summer  on  a team  programming  the 
Robotic  Arm  of  the  Phoenix  Lander  on 
MARS!  It  has  been  reported  that  a message  of 
computer  code  takes  6 hours  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Phoenix  Lander.  No  chance  to  recall 
a command  once  it  is  sent.  Matthew  must 
be  very  good  at  detail  work  to  say  the  least. 
Congratulations  to  Matthew  and  his  family  on 
their  “out-of-this-world”  accomplishments.

“Out  Of  This  World  Success  Story” 

“All  of  the  joints  are  healthy,  and  we’re 
raring  to  go,”  Matthew  L.  Robinson,  the  lead 
engineer  for  the  mission’s  robotic  arm  flight 
software,  said  at  a news  conference. 

“It’s  a challenge  because  we  have  a two-  to 
three-day  strategic  plan,  and  then  each 
day  that  plan  is  refined,”  Robinson  told 
Computerworld.  “They  decide  on  the  final 
plan  that  day.  You  have  to  build  20  to  30 
sequences,  and  each  can  have  50  lines  of  code 
in  it.  And  they  have  a lot  of  interplay  between 
different  instruments,  so  you  have  to  make 
sure  the  sequences  are  not  just  working,  but 
working  together. 

“Building  the  sequences  is  an  extreme 
programming  challenge  every  single  day,” 
he  added.  And  the  developers,  who  used  the 
C programming  language  to  build  their  own 
software  for  a Linux  operating  system,  are 
expected  to  be  dealing  with  that  challenge 
for  about  three  months.  The  Mars  Lander, 
which  is  on  a one-way  trip,  is  slated  to  gather 
and  analyze  samples  throughout  the  summer 
months.  After  that,  the  planet’s  temperature 
will  drop  well  below  the  current  safe  range  of 
minus  170  degrees  Fahrenheit  to  32  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  causing  the  Lander  to  freeze  up 
and  stop  working.

FY  08  Senior  Farm  Market  Program 
DO  YOU  NEED  COUPONS??? 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  created  the  Senior 
Farmers’  Market  Nutrition  Program  to  provide  low- 
income  seniors  with  coupons  they  could  exchange  for 
eligible  foods  at  farmers’  markets,  roadside  stands,  and 
community  supported  agriculture  programs.  The  major 
goals  of  this  program  is  to  provide  resources  in  the  form 
of  fresh,  nutritious,  unprepared,  locally  grown  fruits, 
vegetables;  to  increase  the  domestic  consumption  of 
agricultural  commodities  by  expanding  or  aiding  in  the 
expansion  of  domestic  farmers’  markets,  roadside  stands, 
and  to  develop  or  aid  in  the  development  of  new  and 
addition  farmers’  markets  and  roadside  stands. 

If  you  are  interested  in  applying  for  the  FY  08  SFMNP 
Coupons,  please  see  your  site  coordinator  for  an 
application.  Total  household  income  is  to  be 
documented,  and  a proxy  form  signed.  You  will  receive 
participant  instructions,  a copy  of  current  Farm  Markets 
who  are  participating,  along  with  a copy  of  the  SFMNP 
income  eligibility  guidelines.  The  program  will  need  a 
copy  of  your  Tribal  ID  or  license,  and  a copy  of  your 
latest  FY  08  income  statement  from  all  participants  who 
apply.  MSU  Extension  programs  will  be  holding 
nutrition  workshops  at  your  site,  Please  come  and  enjoy 
the  food  fun! !

Can  my  Social  Security  (SSA)  or 
Supplemental  Security  (SSI)  benefits 
be  garnished?  SSA  and  SSI  benefits 
are  exempt  from  garnishment  except  for 
child  support,  alimony  and  debts  owed 
the  federal  government  such  as  back 
taxes.  However,  the  exemption  doesn’t 
happen  automatically.  The  burden  is 
on  you  to  object  if  a creditor  attempts  to 
garnish  an  account  containing  SSA  or 
SSI  payments.  Generally  garnishment 
can  only  be  attempted  if  your  creditor  has 
sued  you  and  there  is  an  unpaid  court 
judgment.  (If  you  owe  money  to  the  bank 
or  credit  union  where  you  deposit  your 
checks  they  may  access  that  money 
without  a court  judgment.)  A creditor  can 
attempt  to  garnish  your  bank  or  credit 
union  account  if  a judgment  is  not  paid 
within  21  days.  You  are  supposed  to  be 
given  notice  and  14  days  to  go  to  court 
and  prove  the  money  in  the  account  is 
exempt.  If  you  don’t  get  into  court  within 
the  time  limit  the  SSA  or  SSI  benefits  can 
be  garnished.  Even  if  you  do  meet  the 
time  limit  to  object  to  garnishment  the 
account  will  probably  be  frozen  until  the 
court  makes  its  decision.  This  means 


you  might  not  have  access  to  your 
income  for  a number  of  weeks.  For  this 
reason,  if  you  are  sued  you  may  want  to 
have  your  SSA  or  SSI  check  sent  direct 
to  you  rather  than  deposited  in  a financial 
institution.  You  would  then  cash  the 
check  immediately  and  pay  your  bills  in 
cash  or  money  order  with  receipts. 

Am  I responsible  for  my  spouse’s 
personal  debts?  Michigan  law  does  not 
make  you  responsible  for  your  spouse’s 
individual  debts  just  because  you  are 
married.  You  would  be  responsible  if  you 
agreed  to  be,  for  example  by  cosigning 
a loan.  If  your  spouse  has  died  and 
left  a probate  estate  or  trust  then  his / 
her  creditors  must  be  paid  before  family 
members  (with  the  exception  of  some  set 
family  allowance  amounts).  If  you  owned 
assets  jointly  they  passed  automatically 
to  you  at  death  and  are  not  subject 
to  your  deceased  spouse’s  individual 
debts. 

Can  I sue  a driver  who  damaged  my  car 
in  an  accident?  Under  Michigan’s  no- 
fault insurance  law  your  own  collision 


coverage  is  supposed  to  pay  for 
damages  to  your  car  no  matter  who  is 
at  fault  in  an  accident.  This  means  you 
probably  will  be  personally  responsible 
for  damages  to  your  car  if  you  have  not 
purchased  collision  coverage.  If  the 
other  driver  had  no-fault  insurance  then 
the  most  you  can  sue  for  is  $500  in  out 
of  pocket  expenses  such  as  a deductible 
that  you  had  to  pay.  This  $500  limit  is 
referred  to  as  “mini-tort”.  To  win  you 
must  prove  the  other  driver  was  50%  or 
more  at  fault.  If  the  other  driver  was  not 
insured  you  can  sue  for  the  full  amount  of 
your  out  of  pocket  expenses.  The  actual 
amount  of  your  money  damages  will  be 
based  on  the  other  driver’s  percentage 
of  fault.  You  can  sue  in  small  claims 
court  for  damages  of  $3000  or  less. 

To  collect  on  a court  judgment  you  can 
garnish  bank  accounts  or  wages  and 
ask  the  Secretary  of  State  to  revoke  the 
other  driver’s  license  until  the  judgment 
is  paid  (the  court  can  allow  installment 
payments).

Property  Tax  Deferment 
for  Seniors 

Real  Property  taxes  are  sent  out  in 
early  July  and  December  of  each  year. 
Beginning  in  2005,  county  property 
taxes  were  shifted  to  a summer  levy. 
This  was  implemented  gradually  over 
a period  of  3 years  so  that  by  the 
summer  of  2007,  the  full  amount  of 
the  county  portion  of  the  taxes  was 
included  on  the  summer  tax  bill.  This 
has  resulted  in  a much  larger  summer 
tax  bill.  To  seniors  used  to  receiving 
a Michigan  Property  Tax  Credit  in  the 
beginning  of  the  following  year  to  help 
them  with  the  payment  of  their  real 
property  taxes,  the  change  can  cause 
a budgeting  problem.  With  a larger  part 
of  the  taxes  now  due  with  the  summer 
bill,  some  people  may  not  be  able  to 
pay  these  until  months  later,  resulting 
in  interest  and  a penalty.  If  you  are  in 
this  situation,  you  need  to  know  that 
the  General  Property  Tax  Act  provides 
that  certain  taxpayers  are  allowed  to 
defer  the  payment  of  their  Summer 
taxes  until  the  following  February  15 
with  no  penalty  or  interest.  This  should 
allow  enough  time  for  a senior  to  file 
for  and  receive  the  credit  and  use  it  to 
help  pay  the  taxes  for  the  whole  year. 
The  deferment  is  only  applicable  for 
taxes  on  real  property  that  is  used 
for  a person’s  residence.  Persons 
allowed  the  deferment  must  fill  out 
Michigan  Department  of  Treasury 
Form  471,  Application  for  Deferment  of 
Summer  Taxes.  To  qualify  the  taxpayer 
must  establish  a household  income 
of  $40,000  or  less  for  the  preceding 
calendar  year  and  is  in  one  of  the 
categories  listed  above. 

These  categories  are  specifically 
defined  in  the  Income  Tax  Act  of  1967. 

If  you  have  questions  about  them,  you 
should  contact  your  local  Treasurer  or 
the  Michigan  Department  of  Treasury. 

If  your  application  contains  any 
misleading  or  false  statements,  you 
as  the  property  owner  may  be  subject 
to  penalties  and  late  payments  on 
the  taxes  deferred.  The  deferment 
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To  qualify  the  taxpayer  must  establish  a household  income  of  $40,000  or  less 
for  the  preceding  calendar  year  and  is  in  one  of  the  categories  that  follow: 

• 62  years  of  age  or  older,  including  the  unmarried  surviving  spouse  of  a 

person  who  was  62  years  of  age  or  older  at  the  time  of  death 

• Paraplegic  or  Quadriplegic 

• Eligible  Serviceperson/Veteran  or  Surviving  Spouse 

• Blind,  or 

• Totally  and  Permanently  Disabled. 


is  also  available  to  taxpayers  with 
limited  income  who  use  their  property 
for  agricultural  purposes.  The  term 
“household  income”  is  defined 
differently  than  “income”  for  purposes 
of  what  is  taxable  when  you  fill  out 
your  income  tax  return.  If  in  doubt 
about  whether  you  are  qualified  for  the 
deferment  because  of  your  income, 
contact  the  Michigan  Department  of 
Treasury. 

The  Application  for  Deferment  of 
Summer  Taxes  must  be  filed  by 
September  15  or  the  date  your  summer 
taxes  are  due,  whichever  is  later.  It  is 
to  be  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  your 
city,  village  or  township.  In  some 


cases  the  local  Treasurer  may  require 
additional  documentation  to  verify 
your  claim. 

The  Legal  Hotline  for  Michigan 
Seniors  answers  questions  on  most 
areas  of  the  law,  and  although  our 
attorneys  are  not  experts  in  the  area  of 
taxation,  we  are  often  able  to  answer 
common  questions  having  to  do  with 
various  tax  matters.

Carbon  Footprint 

Taken  from  Wikpedia  the  free  encyclopedia 

A carbon  footprint  is  a “measure  of  the 
impact  human  activities  have  on  the 
environment  in  terms  of  the  amount  of 
greenhouse  gases  produced,  measured 
in  units  of  carbon  dioxide”.  It  is  meant 
to  be  useful  for  individuals,  nations  and 
organizations  to  conceptualize  their 
personal  (or  organizational)  impact 
in  contributing  to  global  warming.  A 
conceptual  tool  in  response  to  carbon 
footprints  are  carbon  offsets,  or  the 
mitigation  of  carbon  emissions  through  the 
development  of  alternative  projects  such 
as  solar  or  wind  energy  or  reforestation. 
The  carbon  footprint  is  a subset  of  the 
ecological  footprint,  which  includes  all 
human  demands  on  the  biosphere. 

The  carbon  footprint  is  a measure  of  the 
exclusive  global  amount  of  carbon  dioxide 


(C02)  and  other  greenhouse  gases  emitted 
by  a human  activity  or  accumulated  over 
the  full  life  cycle  of  a product  or  service 
(see  Wiedmann  and  Minx,  2008). 

The  life  cycle  concept  of  the  carbon 
footprint  means  that  it  is  all-encompassing 
and  includes  all  possible  causes  that  give 
rise  to  carbon  emissions.  In  other  words, 
all  direct  (on-site,  internal)  and  indirect 
emissions  (off-site,  external,  embodied, 
upstream,  downstream)  need  to  be  taken 
into  account. 

Normally,  a carbon  footprint  is  expressed 
as  a C02  equivalent  (usually  in  kilograms  or 
tonnes),  which  accounts  for  the  same  global 
warming  effects  of  different  greenhouse 
gases  (UK  Parliamentary  Office  of  Science 
and  Technology  POST,  2006).  Carbon 
footprints  can  be  calculated  using  a Life 
Cycle  Assessment  (LCA)  method,  or  can 
be  restricted  to  the  immediately  attributable 
emissions  from  energy  use  of  fossil  fuels. 
In  both  cases  however,  as  the  term  usually 
indicates  the  amount  of  emissions  generated 
through  the  actions  of  people,  not  only  the 
total  amount  of  energy  use  is  important,  but 
the  way  how  the  energy  has  been  produced 
as  well  (e.g.  from  fossil  fuels  or  renewable 
resources). 

An  alternative  definition  of  the  carbon 
footprint  is  the  total  amount  of  carbon 
dioxide  attributable  to  the  actions  of  an 
individual  (which  includes  emissions 
through  their  energy  use,  but  other 
unforeseen  emissions  as  well)  over 
a period  of  one  year.  This  definition 
underlies  the  personal  carbon  calculators. 
The  term  owes  its  origins  to  the  idea  that  a 
footprint  is  what  has  been  left  behind  as  a 
result  of  the  individual’s  activities.  Carbon 
footprints  can  either  consider  only  direct 
emissions  (typically  from  energy  used  in 
the  home  and  in  transport,  including  travel 
by  cars,  airplanes,  rail  and  other  public 
transport),  or  can  also  include  indirect 
emissions  (including  C02  emissions  as  a 
result  of  goods  and  services  consumed). 
Bottom-up  calculations  sum  attributable 
C02  emissions  from  individual  actions; 
top-down  calculations  take  total  emissions 
from  a country  (or  other  low-level  entity) 
and  divide  these  emissions  among  the 
residents  (or  other  participants  in  that 
entity).

Local  Fish  are  Better 

Says  Nate  Winkler 


If  you  like  to  eat  fish  but  have  never  had  it  fresh,  you  owe  it 
to  yourself  to  find  one  of  GTB’s  local  commercial  fishermen 
and  buy  some  from  them.  It’s  as  fresh  as  it  can  get  and 
the  taste  is  pretty  exquisite  compared  to  the  run  of  the  mill 
restaurant  and  store-bought  fare.  Lake  trout  and  whitefish 
are  two  most  common  species  you  can  get  but  you  might 
luck  into  some  fresh  perch  or  walleye.  The  best  way  to 
buy  fresh  fish  is  to  either  get  with  the  Natural  Resources 
Department  (534-7500)  for  information  on  who  is  actively 
doing  “shore  sales”  or  if  you  are  in  the  Peshawbestown 
area,  go  down  to  GTB’s  Arthur  Duhamel  Marina  in  the 
early  afternoon  when  the  boats  return  from  the  lake  with 
their  catch. 

Whitefish  and  lake  trout  are  good  sources  of  Omega-3 
fatty  acids  which  are  instrumental  in  healthy  brain  and 
heart  development  and  maintenance.  In  addition, 

Omega-3  fatty  acids  act  as  an  anti-inflammatory  which 
provides  a measure  of  relief  for  those  with  arthritis. 
Recently,  Canadian  exporters  have  begun  to  market 
inland-caught  and  government  subsidized  whitefish 
in  the  United  States,  These  fish  are  from  shallower, 
warmer  waters  and  are  actually  processed  in  China,  and 
subsequently  sent  back  to  North  America  to  be  sold. 

These  fish  are  most  definitely  less  tasty  than  fresh-caught 
Great  Lakes  whitefish  and  should  be  avoided.  Remember, 
purchasing  locally  helps  local  families.

Importance  and  Effects  of  Forest  Management  in 
Natural  Resources  Management  Strategy 

Now  that  the  dust  has  settled  on  the  2007  Consent  Decree 
which,  provides  inland  hunting  and  fishing  opportunities  for 
Tribal  members  to  pursue.  Forest  and  land  management 
are  often  overlooked  as  the  fundamental  elements  in 
wildlife  suitability,  abundance,  and  distribution.  GTB-NRD 
staff  is  working  with  state  and  federal  forest  personnel  to 
better  plan  forest  and  land  management  strategies  and  the 
impacts  of  the  alternatives. 

Forest  management  practices  may  and  ordinarily  do 
impact  wildlife  species  differently;  one  species  habitat 
may  be  enhanced  while  that  same  practice  may  adversely 
impact  another  species.  An  aspen  harvest  may  illustrate 
an  example  of  this  change  in  habitat  suitability.  If  we 
clear-cut  of  20  acres,  it  serves  a dual  purpose:  1 . It 
provides  pulpwood  to  the  forest  products  industry  such  as 
paper  and  cardboard  and  2.  The  regeneration  of  the  aspen 
clones  from  the  harvest  is  favorable  habitat  for  rufus-sided 
towhee,  ruffed  grouse,  snowshoe  hare,  woodcock,  and 
white-tailed  deer.  However,  this  same  activity  may  limit 
or  possibly  eliminate  habitat  for  other  species  requiring  a 
mature  forest  habitat  such  as  box  turtle,  cerulean  warbler, 
pileated  woodpecker,  and  some  species  of  bats. 

Other  forest  management  practices  that  are  utilized  to 
provide  forest  products  and  enhance  wildlife  include 
shelter-wood  cuts  provide  remnant  dominant  trees  such 
as  red  oak  for  sheltering  the  seed  source  in  the  soil  and 
providing  hard  mast  (acorns)  as  a food  source  for  several 
mammals  and  birds.  Controlled  burns  are  often  utilized 
in  non-commercial  forest  management  to  eliminate 
undesirable  exotic  species  such  as  European  buckthorn, 
stimulate  seed  germination  of  jack  pine,  or  recreate  a 
savanna  in  an  out  wash  plain  oak  stand. 

Some  species  are  currently  growing  in  areas  known  as 
“off  site”  in  order  to  be  managed  for  commercial  use  only; 
red  pine  was  often  planted  to  provide  wood  fiber  only  with 
no  thought  given  to  wildlife.  Some  managers  consider 
this  practice  outdated  and  unnecessary  at  the  present 
time;  however,  private  commercial  foresters  are  often 
utilizing  the  practice  to  turn  out  volume.  While  there  are 
many  other  land  practices  to  discuss  over  several  articles 
it  is  important  that  while  we  are  using  forest  products;  we 
don’t  use  practices  that  may  be  unnecessary  or  cause 
permanent  damage  to  resources.

OPINION  AND  ORDER 

FINDINGS  OF  FACT 

In  this  case,  Plaintiff  Derek  Joseph  Bailey  (hereinafter  “Bailey”) 
filed  a complaint  against  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Election  Board 
(hereinafter  “Election  Board”).  The  complaint  was  filed  with  the  Tribal 
Judiciary  within  the  time  limits  set  by  Article  VII,  Section  5(g)  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
Indians. 

Bailey  was  a candidate  for  the  Tribal  Council  Chairman 
position,  running  against  the  incumbent  Tribal  Council  Chairman 
Robert  Kewaygoshkum.  On  May  16,  2008,  five  business  days  prior 
to  the  general  election  scheduled  for  May  21 , 2008,  the  Election 
Board  received  a written  complaint  from  tribal  member  and  Tribal 
Councilor  Sandra  Witherspoon,  as  well  as  a complaint  from  tribal 
member  Ruth  Anderson,  both  regarding  alleged  violations  of  the  2008 
Election  Regulations  by  candidate  Derek  Bailey.  The  Ruth  Anderson 
complaint  was  also  received  by  a member  of  the  Election  Board  on 
May  16,  2008,  but  was  not  considered  by  the  Election  Board  until 
after  a decision  had  already  been  reached  on  the  complaint  filed  by 
Sandra  Witherspoon.  The  Election  Board  chose  to  combine  the  two 
complaints  into  one  written  determination  as  both  complaints  raised 
similar  issues  against  Bailey. 


The  complaints  alleged  that  Bailey  violated  the  2008  Election 
Regulations  by  accessing  a campaign  website  concerning  his 
candidacy  for  Tribal  Chairman  from  a Grand  Traverse  Band  workplace 
computer.  Both  complaints  also  implied  that  the  Election  Board 
failed  to  investigate  the  circumstances  surrounding  Bailey’s  use  of  his 
computer  when  the  issue  of  access  to  campaign  websites  was  first 
brought  to  the  Election  Board’s  attention  in  March  2008,  and  that  the 
Board  should  have  addressed  the  issue  at  that  point. 

The  Election  Board  scheduled  an  emergency  meeting  for  6:45 
a.m.  on  May  19,  2008  to  consider  the  substance  of  the  allegations 
made  in  the  Witherspoon  complaint.  No  notice  or  opportunity  to 
appear  at  the  meeting  was  provided  to  the  complaining  parties,  nor 
to  Bailey  who  was  the  subject  of  the  complaints.  After  the  Board 
met  to  discuss  the  complaints,  it  instructed  its  attorney  to  draft  a 
written  opinion,  entitled  “Election  Dispute  Determination,  Complaint 
of  Sandra  Witherspoon  and  Complaint  of  Ruth  Anderson  Re:  Derek 
Bailey”  (hereinafter  “Election  Dispute  Determination”)  and  approved 
the  written  Election  Dispute  Determination  at  a later  meeting  in  the 
early  evening  of  May  1 9,  2008.  On  the  morning  of  May  20,  2008, 
roughly  22-23  hours  before  the  polls  were  to  open  for  the  May  21 , 

2008  general  election,  the  Election  Board  Chairman  Samuel  Evans 
sent  the  Election  Dispute  Determination  via  global  e-mail  to  all  gaming 
and  government  employees  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians,  as  has  been  the  Election  Board’s  past  practice. 
Receipt  of  this  global  e-mail  by  Bailey  on  the  day  before  the  election 
was  the  first  notice  that  Bailey  received  that  indicated  that  the  Election 
Board  had  not  only  received  complaints  against  him,  but  also  had 
acted  on  the  complaints. 

The  general  election  was  held  on  May  21 , 2008.  Bailey 
was  defeated  in  the  general  election  by  Kewaygoshkum  by  a vote 
of  233  to  210  votes.  Bailey  timely  filed  his  complaint  against  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band  Election  Board  (hereinafter  “Election  Board”) 
challenging  the  actions  of  the  Election  Board  in  the  days  just  prior  to 
the  May  21 , 2008  general  election.  Bailey  has  alleged  improprieties 
by  the  Election  Board  both  as  to  the  procedure  used  by  the  Election 
Board,  as  well  as  statements  made  within  the  written  Election  Dispute 
Determination.  Bailey  requests  that  the  Tribal  Judiciary  stay  the 
certification  of  the  general  election  as  to  the  Tribal  Council  Chairman 
position  and  grant  a new  election.  The  Election  Board  has  admitted 
that  it  did  not  follow  the  2008  Election  Regulations,  but  denies  that  it 
acted  improperly,  and  argues  that  even  if  it  did,  Bailey  has  not  proven 
that  he  is  entitled  to  the  relief  requested  of  a new  election. 

From  the  outset,  Bailey  has  admitted  that  he  used  his  work 
computer  to  access  his  campaign  website  (www.votederekbailey.com), 
but  disputes  the  characterizations  of  the  frequency  and  dates  of  his 
use  as  stated  in  the  Election  Dispute  Determination.  The  evidence 
showed  that  all  of  Bailey’s  access  to  the  website  occurred  prior  to  his 
formal  filing  for  candidacy  (with  the  last  access  being  February  27, 
2008).  Bailey  testified  that  he  filed  the  paperwork  to  formally  declare 
his  candidacy  on  March  3,  2008.  There  is  no  evidence  to  suggest  that 
Bailey  accessed  the  website  in  question  after  he  had  declared  himself 
to  be  a candidate  for  the  Tribal  Council  Chairman  position. 

Pursuant  to  Article  VII,  Section  5(e)  of  the  Constitution  above, 
the  Election  Board  adopted  regulations  governing  the  conduct  of  the 
2008  primary  and  general  elections.  The  Election  Board  has  admitted 
that  it  failed  to  follow  the  Election  Regulations  in  issuing  the  Election 
Dispute  Determination  concerning  Bailey  on  May  20,  2008,  the  day 
before  the  general  election.  The  Election  Board  has  attempted  to 
justify  its  failure  to  follow  its  own  regulations  based  upon  concerns 
about  “rampant  rumors”  that  were  circulating  relating  to  the  Election 
Board  not  taking  action  as  to  Bailey’s  use  of  his  work  computer  and 
“covering  up”  his  alleged  violations  of  election  regulations,  the  “new 
evidence”  of  the  IT  Department  report  received  by  the  Board,  and  the 
lack  of  time  to  effectively  deal  with  the  situation.  The  Election  Board 
has  argued  that  it  felt  it  had  no  alternative  but  to  issue  its  determination 
without  input  from  the  complaining  parties  or  the  candidate  Derek 
Bailey  who  was  accused  of  wrongdoing  for  these  reasons. 
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VIOLATION  OF  ELECTION  REGULATIONS  BY 
ELECTION  BOARD 

In  this  case,  the  Election  Board  violated  several  provisions 
of  the  2008  Election  Regulations  (which  had  previously  been  duly 
adopted  by  the  Election  Board).  The  Election  Board  has  authority  to 
issue  election  regulations  pursuant  to  Article  VII,  Section  5(e):  “The 
Election  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  such  rules  and  procedures 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  tribal  elections  and  to  provide 
for  ongoing  voter  registration.”  When  the  Election  Board  issues 
such  rules  and  procedures,  they  put  the  Tribal  membership  and  the 
candidates  on  notice  as  to  how  the  election  is  to  be  conducted,  the 
procedure  as  to  how  election  disputes  and  challenges  will  be  filed, 
notice  given,  the  procedure  in  how  such  matters  will  be  resolved,  etc. 

In  order  to  maintain  and  foster  confidence  by  the  tribal  members  in 
the  Election  Board  and  the  election  system  as  a whole,  it  is  vital  that 
the  Election  Board  follow  the  rules  and  regulations  that  they  have 
adopted  and  approved  to  the  greatest  extent  possible.  We  conclude 
that  in  this  case,  there  were  numerous  provisions  of  the  2008  Election 
Regulations  that  were  violated  in  the  handling  the  Sandra  Witherspoon 
complaint  concerning  Bailey. 

The  first  instance  where  the  Election  Board  failed  to  follow  its 
own  regulations  occurred  when  it  decided  to  take  up  the  complaint  filed 
by  Sandra  Witherspoon  which  was  dated  May  15,  but  received  by  the 
Election  Board  on  May  16,  2008,  concerning  Derek  Bailey’s  alleged 
use  of  his  work  computer  to  develop  or  work  on  his  campaign  website. 
The  complaint  filed  by  Ms.  Witherspoon  alleged  that  the  Election 
Board  had  been  aware  of  Derek  Bailey’s  use  of  his  work  computer  to 
create  his  campaign  website  and  had  done  nothing  about  it.  However, 
the  acts  complained  of  by  Mr.  Bailey  all  occurred  in  February  or  March, 
well  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  Witherspoon  complaint. 

Article  XIV(1)(d)  of  the  2008  Election  Regulations  states: 

All  election  disputes  must  be  raised  in  a timely  manner  so 
that,  to  the  extent  (d)  practical,  adjustments  may  be  made 
by  the  Election  Board  prior  to  the  actual  voting.  All  election 
disputes  must  be  filed  within  ten  (10)  business  days  after  the 
error  or  other  violation  is  alleged  to  have  occurred,  or  within 
five  (5)  business  days  from  the  date  of  the  election,  which 
ever  is  sooner.  Any  election  dispute  which  is  not  filed  with 
the  Election  Board  within  these  time  periods  is  waived. 
(Emphasis  added). 

Clearly  then,  the  Witherspoon  complaint  (and  the  similar  complaint 
filed  by  Ruth  Anderson),  both  having  been  received  by  the  Election 
Board  on  May  16,  2008,  were  not  timely  filed  and  should  have  been 
considered  waived  under  Article  XIV(1)(d)  as  they  were  not  filed  within 
10  days  of  the  error  or  other  violation  complained  of,  which  occurred 
months  prior  to  the  election.  In  other  words,  pursuant  to  Article 
XIV(1)(d)  of  the  2008  Election  Regulations,  the  Election  Board  never 
should  have  taken  up  the  complaints  filed  by  Ms.  Witherspoon  or  Ms. 
Anderson  because  they  were  filed  too  late. 

Procedurally,  there  were  several  additional  defects  in  how  the 
Election  Board  handled  the  complaints  against  candidate  Bailey. 

Article  XIV(1)(f)  of  the  2008  Election  Regulations  states  that  “The 
Election  Board  will  decide  election  disputes  using  the  procedures 
in  paragraph  (4)  of  this  Article.”  As  outlined  in  more  detail  below, 
we  conclude  that  the  Election  Board  failed  to  follow  several  of  the 
procedures  outlined  in  Article  XIV(4). 

The  2008  Election  Regulations  call  for  very  specific  action  to  be 
taken  once  an  election  dispute  or  election  challenge  is  filed  with  the 
Election  Board.  Article  XIV(4)(a)  indicates  that: 

(a)  Following  receipt  of  an  Election  Dispute  or  Election 
Challenge,  the  Election  Board  Chairperson  shall: 

(i)  Schedule  a timely  Election  Board  hearing  to  consider 
the  dispute(s)  or  challenge(s);  and 

(ii)  Serve  a copy  of  the  dispute(s)  on  any  other  interested 
person(s)  (i.e.  Candidate(s)  alleged  to  have  violated  (ii) 
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campaign  regulations;  registered  voter  whose  entitlement 
to  vote  is  in  dispute).  In  the  case  of  an  election  challenge, 
the  Election  Board  Chairperson  shall  serve  a copy  of  the 
challenge  on  all  Candidates  in  the  disputed  election. 

Further,  Article  XIV(4)(c)  indicates:  ‘The  Election  Board  Chairperson 
shall  send  a notice  to  the  party  who  filed  the  dispute(s)  or  challenge(s) 
which  (c)  identifies  the  date,  time  and  location  of  the  hearing,  as 
well  as  the  procedures  or  ground  rules  to  be  used  in  conducting  the 
hearing.”  2 

In  this  case,  although  an  Election  Board  meeting  was  scheduled 
concerning  the  Witherspoon  complaint,  notice  was  not  given  to  any 
of  the  interested  parties  that  the  Election  Board  would  be  considering 
the  complaint.  Further,  no  notice  of  the  meeting  was  given  to  the 
complainants  (Sandra  Witherspoon  or  Ruth  Anderson),  nor  to  the 
candidate  involved  (Derek  Bailey).  The  evidence  presented  to  the 
Court  indicates  that  the  first  time  any  notice  was  given  to  any  of 
the  interested  parties  was  when  the  global  e-mail  with  the  attached 
Election  Dispute  Determination  was  sent  by  Election  Board  Chairman 
Samuel  Evans  to  all  Tribal  government  and  gaming  employees  on  May 
20,  2008. 

The  Election  Board  is  also  required  to  give  advance  notice  to  the 
interested  parties  of  the  procedure  to  be  used  in  the  hearing  when  the 
Board  is  considering  an  election  dispute  or  election  challenge.  Article 
XIV(4)(b)  provides: 

Prior  to  the  date  set  for  the  hearing  on  the  dispute(s)  or 
challenge(s),  the  Election  Board  shall  set  procedures  and  ground 
rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  hearing  which  are  appropriate  to 
the  circumstances  presented  by  the  particular  dispute(s)  or 
challenge(s).  These  procedures  may  include  some  or  all  of  the 
following: 

(i)  Exchange  of  documentary  exhibits  each  party  or  parties  to 
the  dispute(s)  or  challenge(s);  (sic) 

(ii)  Exchange  of  list  of  proposed  witnesses  to  be  introduced 
by  each  party  to  the  dispute(s)  or  challenge(s); 

(iii)  Election  documents  (i.e.  absent  voter  logs)  requested  by 
parties  bringing  disputes  or  challenges  submitted  to  the 
Election  Board; 

(iv)  Opening  statements; 

(v)  Presentation  of  evidence  and/or  witnesses  by  each  party; 

(vi)  Cross-examination  where  appropriate; 

(vii)  Questioning  of  witnesses  by  Election  Board  members;  or 
(viii)  Closing  statements. 

In  this  case,  no  procedures  were  identified  or  set  by  the  Election 
Board  prior  to  its  meeting  of  May  19,  2008. 

The  Election  Board  also  failed  to  require  the  complaining 
party  or  parties  in  this  case,  Sandra  Witherspoon  and  Ruth  Anderson, 
to  come  forward  and  prove  that  the  allegations  in  their  respective 
complaints  were  true.  Instead,  the  Election  Board  acted  on  its  own 
with  evidence  (in  the  form  of  an  IT  Department  report)  brought  forward 
by  its  Chairman  Samuel  Evans  without  additional  evidence  or  input 
presented  by  any  outside  parties.  Article  XIV(1)(e)  of  the  2008 
Election  Regulations  places  the  burden  of  proof  upon  the  party  filing 
the  complaint  to  prove  to  the  Election  Board  wrongdoing  on  the  part  of 
the  accused  party.  The  provision  states: 

In  all  cases,  the  person  filing  an  election  dispute  shall  have 
the  burden  of  proving,  by  clear  and  convincing  evidence,  that 
the  conduct  alleged:  (i)  violates  one  (1)  or  more  election  law 
or  Regulation;  or  (ii)  constitutes  a mistake  or  other  irregularity 
in  the  election  process  that  requires  correction  or  adjustment. 
(Emphasis  added) 

2 We  suggest  that  this  provision  should  also  require  notice  to 
be  given  to  any  candidate  or  other  interested  party  accused  of 
wrongdoing,  not  just  the  party  filing  the  challenge. 
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Similarly,  Article  XIV(4)(d)  states  that:  “If  the  person  initiating  the 
dispute(s)  or  challenge(s)  fails,  without  good  cause,  to  attend  the 
hearing,  the  Election  Board  shall  dismiss  the  dispute(s)  or  challenge(s) 
with  prejudice.”  In  the  instant  case,  the  complainants  were  not 
required  to  attend  an  Election  Board  hearing  and  prove  their  case.  No 
such  hearing  was  held.  Rather,  the  Election  Board  met  and  made 
its  determination  considering  only  its  own  internal  discussions  after 
receiving  and  reviewing  the  written  complaints  brought  by  Sandra 
Witherspoon  and  Ruth  Anderson,  and  the  IT  Department  report 
provided  to  the  Board  by  its  Chairman  Samuel  Evans.  3 

Plaintiff  Bailey  also  took  issue  with  extraneous  statements  made 
by  the  Election  Board  that  were  outside  the  scope  what  was  necessary 
to  address  the  substance  of  the  complaints.  The  Election  Board 
concluded  in  its  Election  Dispute  Determination  that  the  information  in 
their  possession  did  not  indicate  that  Bailey  was  using  his  computer 
for  the  purpose  of  communicating  with  voters  or  managing  the  content 
on  his  campaign  website,  and  that  his  conduct  did  not  appear  to  be 
“campaigning”  as  that  term  is  defined  in  Article  X(10)  of  the  2008 
Election  Regulations.  However,  rather  than  leaving  the  matter  at  that, 
and  merely  addressing  the  substance  of  the  of  the  disputes  or  issuing 
a simple  dismissal,  the  Election  Board  elected  to  “censure”  Bailey  and 
made  several  additional  negative  statements  and  comments  about 
Bailey’s  activities.  These  included  Bailey’s  alleged  violation  of  the 
Grand  Traverse  Band  Personnel  Policies  and  government  policies 
concerning  use  of  his  work  computer.  These  statements  were  not 
necessary  in  order  for  the  Election  Board  to  explain  its  position  in 
relation  to  the  election  disputes,  and  in  our  view,  injected  the  personal 
opinions  of  the  Election  Board  members  on  issues  that  were  outside  of 
the  scope  of  the  Election  Board’s  mandate. 

When  the  potential  outcome  of  an  election  is  in  the  balance,  it 
is  incumbent  upon  the  Election  Board  to  state  facts  accurately  and 
succinctly,  and  to  make  every  effort  to  resolve  determinations  in  such 
a way  that  only  the  substance  of  the  issues  raised  are  dealt  with.  The 
resolution  of  any  election  dispute  will  likely  have  some  impact  upon 
the  tribal  electorate,  but  the  Election  Board  should  not  take  the  added 
step  of  making  editorial  comments  that  in  and  of  themselves  potentially 
affect  the  outcome  of  the  election.  We  believe  Article  XIV(4)(e)  of  the 
2008  Election  Regulations  addresses  this  principle,  stating: 

If  the  Election  Board  finds,  by  clear  and  convincing  evidence, 
that  there  are  sufficient  grounds  to  sustain  the  election  dispute(s) 
or  challenge(s),  it  shall  enter  such  orders,  as  are  necessary 
and  proper  to  address  substance  of  the  challenge(s)  or 
dispute(s).  If  the  challenger  or  disputer  has  not  met  the 
burden  of  proof  established  above,  the  Election  Board  shall 
dismiss  the  dispute  or  challenge.  The  Election  Board  shall 

3 The  Election  Board  indicated  in  its  Election  Dispute  Determination 
that  no  written  election  dispute  had  been  filed  with  the  Board  until 
it  had  received  the  Witherspoon  and  Anderson  complaints.  The 
Election  Board  stated  in  the  Election  Dispute  Determination: 

The  Election  Board  recognizes  that  GTB  members  may  not 
always  have  the  resources  to  gather  the  evidence  necessary  to 
“prove”  that  a violation  has  been  committed,  particularly  if  the 
allegations  (and  evidence)  involves  (sic)  technical  computer 
issues  such  as  those  in  the  present  disputes.  However,  the 
Election  Board  believes  that  it  must  continue  to  only  address 
those  matters  that  are  initiated  by  Tribal  members  under  the 
process  for  resolving  “election  disputes”  and  “election  challenges” 
prescribed  in  Article  XIV  of  the  Regulations. 

The  Tribal  Judiciary  agrees  that  the  2008  Election  Regulations  do 
not  allow  the  Election  Board  to  conduct  its  own  Investigation,  but 
rather  put  the  onus  on  tribal  members  to  come  forward  to  the  Election 
Board  and  prove  the  allegations  in  their  complaint  pursuant  to  those 
regulations. 
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issue  its  determination  in  a timely  manner  and  shall  issue  a written 
opinion.  The  orders  of  the  Election  Board  shall  be  in  conformity 
with  hearing  findings  and  per  ART  VII  Sec.  5 (a)  the  decisions 
of  the  Election  Board  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band.  (Emphasis  added). 

Several  statements  were  made  by  the  Election  Board  which  were  not 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  deal  with  the  substance  of  the  complaint. 
Despite  the  lack  of  proof  presented  at  trial  by  Bailey,  it  is  hard  to 
conclude  that  these  editorial  statements  had  no  influence  on  the 
outcome  of  the  election.  We  believe  the  following  statements  from 
the  Election  Dispute  Determination  were  editorial  in  nature  and  were 
not  necessary  for  the  Election  Board  to  have  made  in  reaching  its 
determination: 

a.  At  that  emergency  meeting,  Board  members  learned 
that  “rumors”  circulating  in  the  GTB  community 
regarding  the  frequency  with  which  candidate  Derek 
Bailey  was  visiting  his  own  website  were  largely  true. 

b.  The  Election  Board  certainly  believes  that  Mr.  Bailey 
spent  an  unreasonable  amount  of  time  visiting  his  own 
campaign  website  while  sitting  at  his  GTB  government 
computer  - regardless  of  whether  those  internet 
visits  were  done  during  regular  working  hours  or  after 
regular  business  hours.  GTB  policies  and  procedures 
prohibited  Mr.  Bailey  from  using  his  GTB  government 
computer  for  personal  use  - including  usage  that  was 
related  to  his  campaign.  The  Election  Board  believes 
the  number  of  time  Mr.  Bailey  appears  to  have  used 
his  Tribal  government  computer  to  view  his  campaign 
website  was  excessive  and  Mr.  Bailey  should  be 
censured  for  that  conduct  - even  if  the  facts  do  not 
establish  that  his  conduct  constitutes  “campaigning”  as 
defined  in  the  Election  Regulations.” 

c.  “It  appears  that  Mr.  Bailey  simply  wasted  a lot  of  time 
while  at  his  desk  in  the  GTB  government  offices  to 
monitor  the  number  of  persons  visiting  his  website. 

That  conduct,  while  clearly  a violation  of  the  policies 
governing  the  use  of  Tribal  government  computers,  is 
not  clearly  violative  of  the  Election  Regulations,  which 
are  designed  to  prohibit  candidates  from  using  GTB 
government  property  (like  computers)  to  campaign  or 
to  produce/print  campaign  literature. 

d.  The  Election  Board  does  acknowledge  that,  had 
information  concerning  the  frequency  of  with  which 
Mr.  Bailey  visited  his  campaign  website  from  his  GTB 
computer  been  available  to  the  full  Board  at  the  time 
this  issue  was  first  raised,  the  Board  may  have  taken 
action  that  would  have  resulted  in  a censure  at  a much 
earlier  date. 

It  is  extremely  troubling  that  the  Election  Board  would  take  the 
extraordinary  steps  of  making  such  extraneous  and  unnecessary 
statements  under  the  premise  of  fair  comment.  Although  the  Election 
Board  found  no  violations  of  the  2008  Election  Regulations,  it 
appears  the  Board  did  not  like  what  Bailey  had  done,  and  therefore 
chose  to  “go  the  extra  mile”  by  censuring  him  for  alleged  violation  of 
government  policies,  which  is  far  outside  the  scope  of  the  authority 
granted  to  the  Election  Board  under  the  Constitution. 

Even  more  troubling  is  that  several  statements  in  the  Election 
Dispute  Determination  were  materially  false  or  misleading.  Many  of 
the  factual  errors  in  the  Election  Dispute  Determination  outlined  below 
may  have  been  avoided  had  the  Election  Board  received  input  from 
the  complainants  and  the  respondent  and  followed  the  procedures 
outlined  in  the  2008  Election  Regulations. 

First,  the  Election  Dispute  Determination  states:  “The  [Election] 
Board  received  an  IT  Department  report  which  confirmed  that  Mr. 


Bailey  (or  at  least  someone  using  Mr.  Bailey’s  computer)  had  visited 
Derek  Bailey’s  campaign  website  a total  of  1 10  times  through  March 
24,  2008.”  The  testimony  presented  at  trial  showed  that  the  IT 
Department  report  referenced  in  the  Election  Dispute  Determination 
(introduced  at  trial  as  Exhibit  D)  showed  the  number  of  “hits”  made  by 
Bailey  to  Bailey’s  website  (www.votederekbailey.com)  between  the 
dates  of  February  1 , 2008  and  March  24,  2008.  However,  the  report 
does  not  indicate  exactly  when  those  hits  were  made,  other  than  that 
they  were  made  some  time  between  February  1 , 2008  and  March 
24,  2008.  In  fact,  a later  IT  Department  report  (introduced  at  trial  as 
Exhibit  E)  generated  on  May  29,  2008,  showed  that  the  “hits”  actually 
occurred  between  the  dates  of  January  28,  2008  and  February  27, 
2008,  and  that  no  other  hits  from  Derek  Bailey’s  computer  occurred 
after  February  27,  2008. 

The  testimony  further  indicated  that  a “hit”  is  recorded  each 
time  a webpage  was  linked  to  (or  clicked  on),  so  that  a single  visit  to  a 
website  would  likely  result  in  numerous  “hits”  to  that  website.  In  other 
words,  the  number  of  “hits”  does  not  equate  to  the  number  of  times  a 
person  may  have  visited  a website.  Thus  the  conclusion  stated  in  the 
Election  Dispute  Determination  that  Bailey  had  “visited  his  website  110 
times”  is  misleading  and  likely  overstates  the  number  of  visits  to  the 
website  significantly.  4 The  Court  would  further  note  that  the  more 
detailed  IT  Department  report  (Exhibit  E)  was  not  generated  until  after 
the  Election  Board  had  issued  its  Election  Dispute  Determination. 
Further,  that  report  also  does  not  indicate  at  what  time  the  hits  were 
recorded,  so  it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  the  “hits”  on  a particular 
date  were  from  one  or  several  visits  to  the  website  on  any  given  date. 

GTB  ELECTION  LAW 

This  Court’s  authority  in  election  cases  is  limited  by 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians 
Constitution.  Article  VII,  Section  5 states: 

Section  5.  Election  Board 

(a)  The  Tribal  Council  shall  appoint  an  Election  Board, 
composed  of  five  (5)  registered  voters  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band,  to  hold  elections,  certify  election  results, 
and  settle  election  disputes  other  than  allegations  of 
impropriety  by  the  Election  Board.  The  decisions  of  the 
Election  Board  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band. 

(b)  The  term  of  office  for  an  Election  Board  member  shall  be 
four  (4)  years. 

(c)  Allegations  of  impropriety  by  the  Election  Board  shall 
be  settled  by  the  Tribal  Judiciary. 

(d)  Tribal  members  presently  holding  Tribal  Council  office 
or  running  for  office  shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  as  an 
Election  Board  member. 

(e)  The  Election  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  such  rules 
and  procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  tribal 
elections  and  to  provide  for  ongoing  voter  registration. 

(f)  Any  candidate  for  tribal  office  may  choose  a representative 

to  be  present  when  the  election  ballots  are  counted  by 
the  Election  Board. 

(g)  A Band  member  shall  have  five  (5)  business  days  from 
the  date  of  the  election  to  file  an  election  challenge. 
(Emphasis  added) 

4 The  May  29,  2008  IT  Department  Report  (Exhibit  E)  indicated  that 
Derek  Bailey  accessed  his  website  on  13  different  dates  between 
January  28,  2008  and  February  27,  2008.  The  report  does  not  provide 
detail  to  indicate  the  time  of  each  hit,  or  how  many  visits  were  made  to 
the  website  in  a particular  day. 
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Article  VII,  Section  5(a)  of  the  Constitution  gives  sole  authority 
to  resolve  “election  disputes”  to  the  Defendant  Election  Board,  except 
for  allegations  of  impropriety  by  the  Election  Board.  The  Tribal 
Judiciary  only  has  jurisdiction  to  resolve  allegations  of  impropriety  by 
the  Election  Board  under  the  provisions  of  Article  VII,  Section  5(c). 

The  Constitution  does  not  define  “allegations  of  impropriety”  as  stated 
in  Article  VII,  Section  5.  However,  in  order  for  both  Section  5(a)  and 
5(c)  to  make  sense  and  be  in  harmony  with  each  other,  “allegations  of 
impropriety”  must  mean  more  than  just  disagreement  with  a decision 
made  by  the  Election  Board.  To  find  otherwise  would  make  the  last 
sentence  of  Section  5(a)  meaningless.  TwoCrow  v.  GTB  Election 
Bd.,  Case  No.  2008-998-CV-CV,  Order  Concerning  Jurisdiction  and 
Dismissing  Complaint  (20081:  Yannett  v.  GTB  Election  Bd.,  Case  No. 
2008-1 003-CV-CV,  Order  Concerning  Jurisdiction  and  Dismissing 
Complaint.  (2008).  If  the  drafters  of  the  Constitution  had  wanted  the 
Tribal  Court  to  hear  all  appeals  from  decisions  of  the  Election  Board, 
they  could  have  easily  drafted  the  Constitution  to  provide  that  remedy. 
Id.  Instead,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Court  that  the  intent  behind  Section 
5(a)  was  to  make  the  Election  Board  the  final  arbiter  of  election 
disputes  in  most  circumstances,  not  the  Tribal  Judiciary.  Id.  Further, 
it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Court  that  the  intent  of  Section  5(c)  was  to  give 
the  Tribal  Court  jurisdiction  to  provide  an  avenue  of  redress  only  under 
limited  circumstances  where  the  Election  Board  itself  acted  improperly, 
such  as  where  the  Election  Board  acted  in  violation  of  the  law  or  the 
Board’s  own  election  rules,  regulations  and  procedures;  or  where  the 
Election  Board’s  conduct  showed  bias  or  prejudice  such  that  its  ability 
to  render  a fair  decision  was  compromised  or  impaired;  or  where  the 
Election  Board  failed  to  carry  out  its  responsibilities  with  integrity, 
impartiality  and  competence.  Id. 

Election  results  are  “presumptively  valid.”  Barrientoz  v. 

GTB  Election  Bd.,  Case  No.  2006-31 6-CV-CV,  Opinion  and  Order: 
Petitioner’s  Motion  to  Stay  the  GTB  General  Election,  p.  4-5  (2006). 
This  Court  held  in  Barrientoz  that:  “Petitioners  must  demonstrate  by 
clear  and  convincing  evidence  that:  1)  the  [Election]  Board  failed  to 
comply  with  its  own  mandated  policies  and  procedures  in  conducting 
and  certifying  the  election;  or  2)  the  Board  followed  its  mandated 
policies  and  procedures,  but  that  these  policies  and  procedures  are 
unconstitutional;  or  3)  the  [Election]  Board  certified  the  election  despite 
improper,  or  fraudulent  practices  which  it  had  a duty  to  monitor  and 
prevent.  ...  [The  Petitioners]  would  be  required  to  demonstrate  by 
clear  and  convincing  evidence  that  the  [Election]  Board  impropriety 
affected  the  outcome  of  the  election.”  Id.,  p.  6.  While  the  Election 
Board  has  in  essence  conceded  that  they  did  not  follow  the  2008 
Election  Regulations  in  issuing  its  Election  Dispute  Determination  as 
to  Plaintiff  Bailey,  it  argues  that  Bailey  has  not  proven  by  clear  and 
convincing  evidence  that  the  Election  Board’s  failure  to  follow  the 
Election  Regulations  affected  the  outcome  of  the  election. 

In  the  instant  case,  we  find  that  Plaintiff  has  established  by  clear 
and  convincing  evidence  that  the  Election  Board  failed  to  comply  with 
its  own  duly  adopted  2008  Election  Regulations  in  several  respects 
when  it  met  on  May  19,  2008,  and  when  it  issued  its  Election  Dispute 
Determination  on  May  20,  2008.  The  Election  Board  has  admitted 
that  it  failed  to  follow  the  2008  Election  Regulations  in  issuing  its 
determination  against  Derek  Bailey.  For  reasons  explained  more 
fully  below,  the  Court  finds  that  the  Board  acted  improperly  such  as 
would  give  this  Court  jurisdiction  under  Article  VII,  Section  5(c)  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
Indians.  However,  the  Court  also  finds  that  Plaintiff  has  not  proven 
by  clear  and  convincing  evidence  that  the  Election  Board’s  actions 
affected  the  outcome  of  the  election.  Each  witness  called  by  Plaintiff 
Bailey  indicated  that  they  were  concerned  or  angered  by  the  Election 
Dispute  Determination  of  the  Election  Board,  but  not  one  witness 
indicated  that  the  Determination  changed  how  they  voted  in  the 
election.  Under  most  circumstances,  we  would  consider  this  lack  of 
evidence  to  be  fatal  to  the  Plaintiff’s  case.  However,  the  unique  facts 
and  circumstances  of  this  case  present  Constitutional  issues  of  due 
process  of  law  and  a lack  of  fundamental  fairness  that  we  cannot 
ignore  or  excuse. 
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DUE  PROCESS 

We  believe  that  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  this  case  raise 
constitutional  issues  of  due  process.  Under  federal  law,  to  state  a 
due  process  claim,  a plaintiff  must  establish  that  he  was  deprived 
of  a recognized  liberty  or  property  interest  entitled  to  protection  by 
the  Due  Process  Clause.  Howard  v.  Grinage,  82  F.3d  1343,  1349- 
50  (6th  Cir.1996)  (“[Procedural  due  process  prohibits  arbitrary  and 
unfair  deprivations  of  protected  life,  liberty,  or  property  interests 
without  procedural  safeguards.”)  See  also  Ivey  v.  Wilson,  832  F.2d 
950,  955  (6th  Cir.  1987).  ‘The  ‘root  requirement’  of  due  process  is 
‘that  an  individual  be  given  an  opportunity  for  a hearing  before  he  is 
deprived  of  any  significant  property  interest.”  ’ Purisch  v.  Tennessee 
Technological  Univ.,  76  F.3d  1414,  1423  (6th  Cir.1996)  (quoting 
Boddie  v.  Connecticut,  401  U.S.  371,  379,  91  S.Ct.  780,  28  L.Ed.2d 
113  (1971)).  The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  established  that  procedural 
due  process  claims  are  to  be  analyzed  in  a two-step  process:  first, 
the  court  must  ask  whether  there  exists  a liberty  or  property  interest 
which  the  state  has  interfered  with;  second,  the  court  must  examine 
whether  the  procedures  afforded  in  connection  with  that  deprivation 
were  constitutionally  sufficient.  See  Kentucky  Dep’t  of  Corrections  v. 
Thompson,  490  U.S.  454,  459-60,  109  S.Ct.  1904,  104  L.Ed.2d  506 
(1989);  Miller  v.  Lorain  County  Bd.  of  Elections,  141  F.3d  252,  259  (6th 
Cir.  1998). 

State  of  Michigan  law  on  the  right  to  due  process  is  essentially 
the  same  as  under  federal  law.  Due  process  enforces  the  rights 
enumerated  in  the  Bill  of  Rights  and  includes  both  substantive  and 
procedural  due  process.  Kampfv..  Kampf,  237  Mich.App  377,  381- 
382;  603  NW2d  295  (1999)  quoting  U.S.  Const,  Am.  V;  Mich.  Const. 
1963,  art  1,  § 17.  “At  its  most  basic  level,  procedural  due  process 
requires  fairness.”  Kentwood  v.  Sommerdyke  Estate,  458  Mich.  642, 
696;  581  NW2d  670  (1998)  (Weaver,  J.,  dissenting).  Procedural  due 
process  serves  as  a limitation  on  government  action  and  requires 
government  to  institute  safeguards  in  proceedings  that  affect  those 
rights  protected  by  due  process,  including  life,  liberty,  or  property. 
Kampf,  supra  at  382.  Due  process  is  a flexible  concept  applied  to  any 
adjudication  of  important  rights.  Thomas  v.  Pogats,  249  Mich.  App 
71 8,  724;  644  NW2d  59  (2002). 

The  question  first  becomes  whether  Plaintiff  was  deprived  of 
any  significant  property  or  liberty  interest.  Whether  the  due  process 
guarantee  is  applicable  depends  initially  on  the  presence  of  a 
protected  “property”  or  “liberty”  interest.  Williams  v.  Hofley  Mfg.  Co., 
430  Mich.  603,  610,  424  N.W.2d  278  (1988).  The  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  has  defined  a constitutionally  protected  property  interest  as  a 
“legitimate  claim  of  entitlement”  to  some  benefit.  Board  of  Regents 
v.  Roth,  408  U.S.  564,  577,  92  S.Ct.  2701, 33  L.Ed.2d  548  (1972). 

A property  interest  is  more  than  “an  abstract  need  or  desire,”  or  a 
“unilateral  expectation.”  Id.  It  is  “an  individual  entitlement  grounded 
in  state  law,  which  cannot  be  removed  except  for  cause.”  Logan 
v.  Zimmerman  Brush  Co.,  455  U.S.  422,  430,  102  S.Ct.  1148,  71 
L.Ed.2d  265  (1982).  “Due  Process  is  not  an  end  in  itself.  Rather,  the 
constitutional  purpose  of  Due  Process  ‘is  to  protect  a substantive 
interest  to  which  ...  [a  party]  has  a legitimate  claim  of  entitlement.’  ” 
Hyde  Park  Co.  v.  Santa  Fe  City  Council,  226  F.3d  1207,  1210  (10th 
Cir.2000)  (quoting  Olim  v.  Wakinekona,  461  U.S.  238,  250,  103  S.Ct. 
1741,  75  L.Ed.2d  813  (1983)).  Property  interests  are  not  created  by 
the  Constitution,  but  are  created  and  defined  by  rights  under  state  law 
that  support  claims  of  entitlement  to  those  benefits.  Roth,  408  U.S.  at 
577,  92  S.Ct.  2701.  Property  interests  may  stem  from  state  statutes, 
local  ordinances,  existing  rules,  contractual  provisions  or  mutually 
explicit  understandings.  Id.;  Perry  v.  Sindermann,  408  U.S.  593,  602, 
92  S.Ct.  2694,  33  L.Ed.2d  570  (1972).  The  existence  of  a property 
interest  is  a question  of  law.  See  Tarabishi  v.  McAlester  Regional 
Hosp.,  827  F.2d  648,  651  (1 0th  Cir.  1 987). 

A person’s  liberty  interests  are  also  protected  by  due  process. 

In  Manning  v.  City  of  Hazel  Park,  202  Mich.  App.  685,  694-695,  509 
N.W.2d  874  (1993),  the  Michigan  Court  of  Appeals  stated: 


among  the  liberty  interests  protected  by  the  Due  Process 
Clause  of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment.  Bd.  of  Regents  of 
State  Colleges  v.  Roth,  408  U.S.  564,  92  S.Ct.  2701,  33 
L.Ed.2d  548  (1972).  Reputation  may  constitute  a liberty 
interest  sufficient  to  invoke  the  protection  of  the  Due 
Process  Clause  when  it  is  connected  with  a more  tangible 
interest  such  as  employment.  Paul  v.  Davis,  424  U.S. 

693,  96  S.Ct.  1155,  47  L.Ed.2d  405  (1976).  To  establish 
a liberty  interest,  the  employee  must  show  conduct  of  the 
governmental  employer  that  might  seriously  damage  the 
employee’s  standing  and  associations  in  the  community 
or  that  imposes  a stigma  or  other  disability  that  denies 
the  employee  the  freedom  to  take  advantage  of  other 
employment  opportunities.  Roth,  supra. 

The  most  familiar  aspect  of  due  process  concerns  deals 
with  whether  the  procedure  used  in  a particular  government  action 
is  constitutionally  sufficient.  The  constitutional  sufficiency  of  the 
procedure  may  be  tested  by  the  balancing  test  set  forth  in  Mathews  v. 
Eldridge,  424  U.S.  319,  335;  96  S Ct  893;  47  L.Ed.2d  18  (1976): 

Identification  of  the  specific  dictates  of  due  process  generally 
requires  consideration  of  three  distinct  factors:  first,  the 
private  interest  that  will  be  affected  by  the  official  action; 
second,  the  risk  of  an  erroneous  deprivation  of  such  interest 
through  the  procedures  used,  and  the  probable  value,  if 
any,  of  additional  or  substitute  procedural  safeguards,  and 
finally,  the  Government’s  interest,  including  the  function 
involved  and  the  fiscal  and  administrative  burdens  that  the 
additional  or  substitute  requirement  would  entail. 

The  procedural  protections,  which  include  fundamental  fairness,  are 
based  on  what  the  individual  situation  demands.  Id.  Fundamental 
fairness  includes:  (1)  consideration  of  the  private  interest  at  stake; 

(2)  the  risk  of  an  erroneous  deprivation  of  such  interest  through  the 
procedures  used;  (3)  the  probable  value  of  additional  or  substitute 
procedures;  and  (4)  the  interest  of  the  state  or  government,  including 
the  function  involved  and  the  fiscal  or  administrative  burdens  imposed 
by  substitute  procedures.  Dobrzenski  v.  Dobrzenski,  208  Mich.  App 
514,  515;  528  NW2d  827  (1995).  “Due  process  in  civil  cases  generally 
requires  notice  of  the  nature  of  the  proceedings,  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  in  a meaningful  time  and  manner,  and  an  impartial 
decisionmaker.”  Cummings  v.  Wayne  Co.,  210  Mich.  App  249,  253; 
533  NW2d  13  (1995).  “The  opportunity  to  be  heard  does  not  mean  a 
full  trial-like  proceeding,  but  it  does  require  a hearing  to  allow  a party 
the  chance  to  know  and  respond  to  the  evidence.”  Id. 

The  Michigan  Supreme  Court  has  explained: 

The  critical  element  provided  by  ...  an  administrative 
hearing  is  theopportunityforaparty  to  presentarguments 
and  evidence  in  support  of  its  position  before  a decision 
is  rendered,  the  chance  to  respond  before  final  action  is 
taken.  Notice  and  hearing  are  the  means  by  which  we 
guarantee  that  a party,  knowing  the  consequences  of 
a proposed  action,  has  a forum  in  which  to  present  its 
position  in  a meaningful  way.  Westland  Convalescent 
Ctr  v Blue  Cross  & Blue  Shield  of  Michigan,  414  Mich. 

247,  268;  324  NW2d  851  (1982). 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and 
Chippewa  Indians  (hereinafter  “GTB  Constitution”)  guarantees  tribal 
members  the  right  to  due  process,  and  is  very  similar  to  the  Fifth 
Amendment  of  the  United  States  Constitution.  Article  X,  Section  1 of 
the  GTB  Constitution  provides  in  pertinent  part: 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  in  exercising  the  powers  of 

self-government  shall  not: 

* * * 


A person’s  good  name,  reputation,  honor,  and  integrity  are  (h)  Deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal 

protection  of  its  laws  or  deprive  any  person  of  liberty  or 
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property  without  due  process  of  law; 

This  provision  is  essentially  the  same  as  the  due  process  rights 
guaranteed  to  tribal  members  under  the  Indian  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1968,  25  U.S.C.  §1302(8),  which  states  in  pertinent  part: 

No  Indian  tribe  in  exercising  powers  of  self-government 

shall — 

* * * 

(8)  Deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal 
protection  of  its  laws  or  deprive  any  person  of  liberty  or 
property  without  due  process  of  law; 

Other  tribal  jurisdictions  have  held  that  the  Indian  Civil  Rights 
Act  of  1968  guarantees  procedural  due  process  in  hearings  before 
tribal  administrative  agencies.  Mustach  v.  Navajo  Board  of  Election 
Supervisors,  1 987. NANN. 000001 6, 1j31,  Jan.  22, 1987.  Procedural 
due  process,  under  the  Indian  Civil  Rights  Act,  relates  to  the  requisite 
characteristics  of  proceedings  seeking  to  effect  a deprivation  of 
liberty  or  property.  Id.  In  the  Mustach  case,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  Navajo  Nation  considered  a case  similar  to  this  one  where  the 
Navajo  Board  of  Election  Supervisors  failed  to  follow  election  law 
and  regulations  concerning  a grievance  filed  by  a candidate,  citing 
concerns  of  inadequate  notice  and  lack  of  a meaningful  opportunity 
to  be  heard.  The  Court  held  that  the  failure  of  the  Board  of  Election 
Supervisors  to  follow  the  election  law  was  highly  prejudicial  to  the 
plaintiff  Mustach,  and  that  he  was  denied  procedural  due  process.  Id., 
H32-33.  As  a result  of  these  and  other  procedural  errors,  the  Navajo 
Supreme  Court  ordered  that  a special  election  take  place.  Id.,  H40. 

Other  tribal  courts  have  also  indicated  what  is  necessary 
to  show  a due  process  violation  specifically  in  an  election  case.  “In 
general,  due  process  and  other  constitutional  claims  must  establish 
that  there  has  been  a ‘patent  and  fundamental  unfairness’  in  the 
election  process,  ‘purposeful  deprivation’  of  clear  rights,’  or  ‘intentional 
wrongful  acts’  in  order  to  void  an  election.”  Haskie  v.  Navajo  Board 
of  Election  Supervisors,  No.  A-CV-63-90,  1991.NANN.0000017, 1141, 
January  11,1 991 , quoting  Soules  v.  Kauaians  for  Nukilii  Campaign 
Committee,  623  F.  Supp.  657,  664  (D.  Hawaii,  1985). 

We  hold  that  tribal  members  are  entitled  to  the  essentially  the 
same  due  process  protections  under  the  GTB  Constitution  as  they  are 
afforded  under  the  United  States  or  State  of  Michigan  Constitutions. 
Given  the  significant  and  material  failure  of  the  Election  Board  to 
follow  its  own  adopted  2008  Election  Regulations,  and  the  denial 
of  any  opportunity  to  provide  any  meaningful  response  prior  to  the 
election,  we  conclude  that  Plaintiff  Derek  Bailey’s  constitutional  right 
to  due  process  was  violated  by  the  Election  Board  in  this  matter.  The 
procedural  deficiencies  and  the  action  taken  by  the  Election  Board 
immediately  before  the  election  to  comment  upon  Plaintiff’s  use  of 
his  work  computer  as  outlined  above,  without  any  opportunity  for 
Bailey  to  respond  or  challenge  the  action  of  the  Election  Board  prior 
to  the  election,  amounted  to  a deprivation  of  Bailey’s  liberty  and/or 
property  interests.  In  this  case,  Bailey  was  denied  notice  of  the  nature 
of  the  proceedings,  and  was  denied  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  a 
meaningful  time  and  manner.  Cummings,  supra,  at  253.  In  short, 
Bailey  has  established  that  there  has  been  a “patent  and  fundamental 
unfairness”  in  the  election  process,  and  a “purposeful  deprivation  of 
clear  rights.”  Haskie,  supra,,  at  1141 . 

The  Election  Board  has  argued  that  it  took  action  essentially 
on  an  ex  parte  basis  because  there  was  not  enough  time  to  address 
the  issues  in  the  complaints.  While  the  time  frames  would  have 
undoubtedly  been  short,  we  specifically  reject  the  notion  put  forth  by 
the  Election  Board  that  it  has  the  inherent  authority  to  make  election 
determinations  on  an  ex  parte  basis.  Ex  parte  is  a Latin  legal  term 
meaning  “from  (by  or  for)  one  party.”  Typically,  courts  only  grant  ex 
parte  relief  under  exigent  circumstances  or  on  an  emergency  basis, 
or  where  notice  to  the  opposing  party  may  precipitate  adverse  action, 
such  as  in  a child  custody  or  personal  protection  matter.  A court  order 
issued  on  the  basis  of  an  ex  parte  proceeding,  therefore,  will  typically 
be  temporary  and  interim  in  nature,  and  the  person(s)  affected  by  the 
order  must  be  given  an  opportunity  to  contest  the  appropriateness  of 
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the  order  before  it  can  be  made  permanent.  There  is  no  procedural 
due  process  defect  in  obtaining  an  emergency  order  of  protection 
without  notice  to  a respondent  when  the  petition  for  the  emergency 
protection  order  is  supported  by  affidavits  that  demonstrate  exigent 
circumstances  justifying  entry  of  an  emergency  order  without  prior 
notice,  see,  e.g.,  Mitchell  v.WT  Grant,  416  U.S.  600;  94  S Ct.  1895; 
40  L.Ed.2d  406  (1974),  and  where  there  are  appropriate  provisions  for 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  after  the  order  is  issued.  See 
id.;  Gargagliano  v.  Secretary  of  State,  62  Mich.  App  1,11;  233  NW2d 
159  (1975).  However,  in  the  instant  case,  there  was  no  meaningful 
opportunity  for  Bailey  to  be  heard  prior  to  the  election,  as  the  Election 
Dispute  Determination  was  circulated  to  the  public  via  the  global  e-mail 
less  than  24  hours  before  the  polls  opened.  There  is  no  provision  in 
the  2008  Election  Regulations  authorizing  the  Election  Board  to  make 
election  determinations  on  an  “ex  parte"  basis,  nor  was  such  relief 
sought  by  the  complainant. 

As  stated  above,  the  testimony  and  affidavits  presented  at  the 
trial  indicated  that  the  Election  Board  acted  without  following  its  own 
regulations  because  it  sought  to  “clear  the  air”  and  address  the  rumors 
and  innuendo  that  were  circulating  throughout  the  community  as  to 
what  Mr.  Bailey  had  done  (as  well  as  that  the  Election  Board  had  not 
done  anything  about  it),  and  because  the  Election  Board  felt  there 
was  not  enough  time  to  deal  with  the  complaints  fully  without  delaying 
the  election.  We  perceive  that  the  Election  Board  found  itself  in  what 
it  thought  was  an  untenable  situation.  Namely,  the  Election  Board 
could  not  act  until  there  was  a complaint  before  it,  but  Election  Board 
members  were  aware  of  community  rumors  of  their  prior  inaction  and 
possible  bias.  Then  the  Election  Board  was  presented  with  a last- 
minute  complaint  regarding  the  substance  of  the  rumors  circulating  in 
the  community.  While  we  certainly  have  the  benefit  of  hindsight,  we 
find  that  the  circumstances  did  not  justify  the  Election  Board’s  failure 
to  follow  the  duly  adopted  regulations  which  were  sufficient  to  address 
the  complaints.  To  make  a determination  under  these  circumstances 
without  affording  the  interested  parties  notice  or  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  and  issue  that  determination  less  than  24  hours  before  the  start 
of  the  election  violated  Bailey’s  fundamental  right  to  due  process. 


CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  we  hold  that  the  actions  of  the  Election  Board 
in  failing  to  follow  the  provisions  of  the  2008  Election  Regulations  as 
outlined  above,  coupled  with  the  time  frame  in  which  such  action  was 
taken  that  provided  Bailey  with  no  meaningful  opportunity  to  respond 
or  challenge  the  Election  Board’s  actions,  were  so  egregious  that  it 
resulted  in  a violation  of  Derek  Bailey’s  right  to  due  process.  The 
only  remedy  which  we  find  would  adequately  redress  the  Plaintiff  in 
this  situation  is  to  order  that  a special  election  be  held  for  the  Tribal 
Council  Chairman  position.  The  Court  does  not  make  this  decision 
lightly.  We  are  very  cautious  about  overturning  a validly  held  election. 
The  standards  for  overturning  an  election  are  strict,  as  they  should 
be  in  the  absence  of  a clear  showing  of  unfairness.  Johnson  v.  June, 
No.  A-CV-31-82,  4 Nav.  R 79,  1983.NANN.0000050,  H30,  September 
30,  1983.  As  stated  by  the  Fort  Peck  Court  of  Appeals,  Assiniboine 
and  Sioux  Tribes  in  Reddoor  v.  Wetsit,  Appeal  No.  95, 1990. 

NAFP. 0000009, HI  30,  January  18,  1990: 

As  a general  rule,  a court  of  equity  will  not  enjoin  the 
canvass  of  votes  or  declaration  of  the  result  of  an 
election,  although  there  is  considerable  conflict  in  the 
decisions  as  to  the  underlying  theory  in  support  of 
denying  injunctive  relief  in  such  a case.  Some  courts 
refuse  the  injunction  on  the  theory  that  a court  of  equity 
either  has  no  jurisdiction  over  questions  purely  political 
in  character  or  that  it  will  not  interfere  in  political  matters 
or  protect  purely  political  rights.  Others  have  predicated 
their  decision  on  the  theory  that  the  courts  will  not 
prevent  the  performance  of  a legal  duty,  and  since 
the  statute  imposes  on  designated  officers  the  duty  to 
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canvass  the  votes  and  declare  the  result,  their  acts  in  so 
doing  are  not  subject  to  judicial  control  and  supervision. 

The  existence  of  an  exclusive  statutory  remedy  or  the 
existence  of  an  otherwise  adequate 
remedy  at  law  has  also  been  held  to  preclude 
injunctive  relief.  Failure  to  show  irreparable  injury 
will  also  preclude  enjoining  the  canvass  of  votes  and 
the  declaration  of  the  result  of  an  election,  the  theory 
generally  being  that  until  enforcement  of  the  result  of 
an  election,  as  distinguished  from  its  declaration,  is 
attempted  or  threatened,  there  is  no  invasion  of  the 
complainant’s  personal  or  property  rights.  However, 
equity  will  act  to  enjoin  the  canvass  of  votes  and  the 
declaration  of  the  result  of  an  election  where  the 
existence  of  particular  factors  justifies  or  calls  for 
equitable  intervention  to  protect  personal  or  property 
rights.  26  AM.  JUR.2d  Elections  Section  308  (1966). 

In  the  final  analysis,  we  must  consider  whether  the  election  was 
honestly  and  fairly  conducted.  Slight  irregularities  are  more  than  apt 
to  creep  into  the  procedure.  To  hold  that  slight  irregularities,  for  which 
the  voters  were  not  to  blame,  should  invalidate  the  election,  is  contrary 
to  public  policy.  Thompson  v.  Cihak,  254  Mich.  641 , 646,  236  N.W. 
893  (1931).  If  there  has  been  an  opportunity  to  correct  irregularities 
in  the  election  process  prior  to  the  election,  the  challenger  should 
not,  in  the  absence  of  fraud,  irregularity  or  misconduct  that  affects  or 
impeaches  the  election  process  or  results,  be  heard  to  complain  of 
them  afterward.  Jones  v.  Election  Board  of  the  Fort  McDowell  Yavapi 
Nation,  Case  No.  CV-2000-005,  2000.NAFM.0000001,  H46,  February 
1 , 2000.  In  this  case,  the  irregularities  involved  were  far  more  than 
slight,  Bailey  had  no  opportunity  to  correct  or  even  address  them, 
and  under  these  unique  circumstances  they  in  fact  rose  to  the  level  of 
depriving  Bailey  of  his  constitutional  rights. 

We  are  also  mindful  that  this  decision  will  affect  not  only 
the  Plaintiff  Derek  Bailey,  but  his  campaign  opponent,  Robert 
Kewaygoshkum,  who  has  not  been  a party  to  these  proceedings. 

We  would  note  that  absolutely  no  evidence  has  been  presented  to 
indicate  that  the  Election  Board,  nor  any  of  its  members  individually, 
were  influenced  by  or  acted  at  the  behest  of  Mr.  Kewaygoshkum  (or 
any  other  members  of  the  Tribal  Council  or  Tribal  Administration). 

The  evidence  presented  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Election 
Board  acted  out  of  concern  for  how  the  Board  was  being  perceived 
in  the  community  for  its  failure  deal  with  the  rumors  of  Derek 
Bailey’s  computer  use.  As  stated  above,  we  do  not  find  this  to  be  an 
emergency  or  exigent  circumstance  to  justify  the  failure  to  provide  a 
candidate  with  his  or  her  due  process  rights. 

We  are  also  mindful  of  the  potential  for  “opening  of  the 
floodgates”  to  future  election  cases  with  arguments  being  made  of 
additional  Constitutional  rights  violations.  However,  we  would  point 
out  that  the  circumstances  of  this  case  are  unique.  If  the  election 
disputes  had  been  filed  in  early  March,  rather  than  just  days  before 
the  election,  chances  are  the  Election  Board  would  have  followed  the 
procedure  set  forth  in  the  2008  Election  Regulations  and  would  have 
given  Mr.  Bailey  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  It  is  the  failure  to  follow 
those  Election  Regulations  which  resulted  in  no  meaningful  opportunity 
for  Bailey  to  be  heard  which  cause  us  to  conclude  that  Bailey’s  due 
process  rights  were  violated  and  that  a special  election  should  result. 


ORDER 

WHEREFORE,  for  the  reasons  stated  above: 

1 . IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  that  Plaintiff’s  motion  to  enjoin 
the  Grand  Traverse  Band  Election  Board  from  certifying  the 
May  21 , 2008  election  as  to  the  Tribal  Council  Chairman 
position  is  hereby  GRANTED; 

2.  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  Election  Board 
shall  hold  a new  special  election  for  the  Tribal  Chairman 
position; 

3.  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  any  election  disputes 
or  election  challenges  in  connection  with  said  special 
election  shall  be  resolved  by  the  Election  Board  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa  Indians  and  its  duly  adopted 
Election  Regulations. 
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Historic  Joint  Tree  Planting 


Traverse  City  Commission  and  Grand 
Traverse  County  representatives  are  shown 
here  with  representatives  of  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and  Chippewa 
Indians  acting  jointly  to  remediate 
the  impact  society  is  having  on  our 
environment. 

This  joint  tree  planting  ceremony  was 
meant  to  establish  12  black  willow  trees 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Boardman  River.  Mr. 
David  Milarch,  founder  of  Champion  Tree 
Project  International,  has  successfully 
propagated  cuttings  from  the  registered 
Champion  Black  Willow  tree  located  on 
the  grounds  of  the  old  State  Hospital 
grounds.  The  Champion  stock  was  used  at 
the  ceremony  held  on  August  26th  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Boardman  River  on  West  Bay, 
Traverse  City,  MI. 

Black  Willow  trees  have  the  unique 
potential  of  removing  toxins  from  the 
soil  and  ground  water.  The  project  to  re- 
establish the  native  trees  along  the  waterway 
of  the  Boardman  river  is  seen  as  a beneficial 
step  to  improve  the  water  and  help  control 
erosion. 

With  this  effort  the  tribe  continues 
to  support  the  stewardship  of  our 
environment.  Earlier  this  year  the  Grand 
Traverse  Band  welcomed  school  children 
from  across  the  Leelanau  Peninsula  to  help 
plant  trees  at  our  “Earth  Day”  activities. 

The  spring  planting  was  a successful 
educational  event  where  our  children 
learned  that  they  could  directly  help  the 
earth  remediate  different  forms  of  pollution. 
The  Black  Willow  species  is  known  to  have 
scientific  properties  of  remediation  known 
as  phytoremediation.  Previous  issues  of  the 


Grand  Traverse  Band  News  has  reported 
details  of  the  phytoremediation  benefit. 

It  is  significant  that  many  years  ago, 
ancestors  of  the  Grand  Traverse  Band 
assembled  at  the  mouth  of  this  river  in 
preparation  to  traveling  up  the  water  to 
hunt  and  gather  along  the  pristine  lands 
of  the  waterway.  Although  today  the 
waterway  is  blocked  by  dams  and  slowed 
by  restrictions  that  prevent  unfettered 
travel  there  are  efforts  to  improve  the 
water  quality  and  uses  by  the  whole 
community.  This  project  has  been  an 
opportunity  to  work  together  to  help  heal 
the  environment  for  future  generations.

Stay  overnight 

Costs  and  Consequences  of  Drunk  Driving  (first  of- 
fense) 

Up  to  a $500  fine 
Up  to  93  days  in  jail 
Up  to  360  hours  of  community  service 
Up  to  180  days  license  suspension 
6 point  on  a driver’s  license 

Other  Consequences: 

• Anyone  who  refuses  a breath  test  the  first  time  is 
given  an  automatic  one-year  drivers  license  sus- 
pension. For  a second  refusal  in  seven  years,  the 
suspension  is  two  years. 

• Convicted  drunk  drivers  will  be  subject  to  a $1,000 
penalty  for  two  consecutive  years  under  the  Driv- 
er’s Responsibility  Act,  for  a total  of  $2,000  in  ad- 
ditional costs. 

• As  part  of  their  sentence,  convicted  drunk  drivers 
are  subject  to  ignition  interlocks  and  possible  ve- 
hicle immobilization.

Domestic  violence  and  abuse 

Domestic  abuse,  also  known  as  spousal  abuse,  occurs  when  one 
person  in  an  intimate  relationship  or  marriage  tries  to  dominate 
and  control  the  other  person.  An  abuser  doesn’t  “play  fair.”  He 
uses  fear,  guilt,  shame,  and  intimidation  to  wear  you  down  and 
gain  complete  power  over  you.  He  may  threaten  you,  hurt  you, 
or  hurt  those  around  you.  Domestic  abuse  that  includes  physical 
violence  is  called  domestic  violence. 

Victims  of  domestic  abuse  or  domestic  violence  may  be 
men  or  women,  although  women  are  more  commonly 
victimized.  This  abuse  happens  among  heterosexual 
couples  and  in  same-sex  partnerships.  Except  for  the 
gender  difference,  domestic  abuse  doesn’t  discriminate. 

It  happens  within  all  age  ranges,  ethnic  backgrounds, 
and  financial  levels.  The  abuse  may  occur  during  a 
relationship,  while  the  couple  is  breaking  up,  or  after  the 
relationship  has  ended. 

Despite  what  many  people  believe,  domestic  violence  is 
not  due  to  the  abuser’s  loss  of  control  over  his  behavior.  In 
fact,  violence  is  a deliberate  choice  made  by  the  abuser  in 
order  to  take  control  over  his  wife  or  partner. 


Violent  Behavior  is  an  Abuser’s  Choice 

Reasons  we  know  an  abuser’s  behaviors  are  not  about 
anger  and  rage: 

• He  does  not  batter  other  individuals  - the  boss 
who  does  not  give  him  time  off  or  the  gas  station 
attendant  that  spills  gas  down  the  side  of  his  car.  He 
waits  until  there  are  no  witnesses  and  abuses  the 
person  he  says  he  loves. 

• If  you  ask  an  abused  woman,  “can  he  stop  when  the 
phone  rings  or  the  police  come  to  the  door?”  She 
will  say  “yes”.  Most  often  when  the  police  show  up, 
he  is  looking  calm,  cool  and  collected  and  she  is  the 
one  who  may  look  hysterical.  If  he  were  truly  “out  of 
control”  he  would  not  be  able  to  stop  himself  when  it 
is  to  his  advantage  to  do  so. 

• The  abuser  very  often  escalates  from  pushing  and 
shoving  to  hitting  in  places  where  the  bruises  and 
marks  will  not  show.  If  he  were  “out  of  control”  or  “in 
a rage”  he  would  not  be  able  to  direct  or  limit  where 
his  kicks  or  punches  land.

Because  men  are  more  often 
the  abusers,  abusers  are  referred  to  as“ he”  in  this  article.

Is  forceful  or  scary  with 
sex?  Thinks  of  you  as  a sex  object? 
o Tries  to  guilt  trip  you  by  saying  “If  you  really  loved 
me  you  would...? 

o Gets  too  serious  about  the  relationship  too  fast? 
o Abuses  drugs  or  alcohol  and  pressures  you  to  take 
them? 

o Blames  you  for  their  mistreating  you  by  saying 
that  you  provoked  him/her,  pushed  his/her 
buttons,  made  him/her  do  it,  led  him/her  on? 
o Has  a history  of  bad  relationships  and  always 
blames  other  people  for  their  problems?

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PERSONAL  PROTECTION  ORDERS 

A Personal  Protection  Order  (PPO)  is  an  order  from 
the  court  that  restrains  a named  individual  from  certain 
actions.  A petition  must  be  filed  with  the  Tribal  Court  or 
the  Family  Division  of  the  Circuit  Court.  A PPO  is  effective 
when  signed  by  the  judge.  After  it  is  served,  the  PPO 
can  be  enforced  anywhere  in  the  United  States  by  any 
law  enforcement  agency  until  the  expiration  date  which  is 
included  in  the  order.  A PPO 

takes  precedence  over  any  existing  custody  or  parenting 
time  order  until  the  PPO  expires,  is  amended  or  terminated 
at  a court  hearing.  PPO’S  ARE  PUBLIC  INFORMATION. 

TWO  TYPES  OF  PPO’S: 

1 . Domestic  Relationship-  A petitioner  in  a domestic 
relationship  with  the  named  individual: 

a.  a spouse  or  former  spouse; 

b.  an  individual  with  whom  he/she  has  had  a child  in 

common; 

c.  an  individual  with  whom  he/she  has  or  had  a dating 

relationship; 

d.  an  individual  residing  or  having  resided  in  the  same 

household  as  the  petitioner. 

2.  Stalking/Non-Domestic  Relationship-  A petitioner  that  is 
not  in  a domestic  relationship  with  the  named  individual  but 
must  establish  that  there  is  a pattern  of  behavior  including 
at  least  two  separate  stalking  incidents  that  would  cause 

a reasonable  person  to  feel  terrorized,  threatened, 
frightened,  intimidated,  harassed  or  molested  and  that  the 
incidents  actually  did  cause  the  person  to  feel  any  of  the 
above. 

There  are  two  types  of  PPO  petition  requests: 

1 . Ex-parte:  requesting  a PPO  without  a court  hearing. 
Ex-parte  orders  are  requested  when  there  is  the 
immediate  risk  of  irreparable  harm.  If  an  ex-parte 
request  is  denied,  a hearing  can  be  requested. 

2.  With  a court  hearing

papers  and  for  copies  of  previous  judgments  or  orders. 
PPO  forms  are  available  at  the  County  Clerk’s  Office, 
Circuit  Court  Clerk’s  Office,  Tribal  Court,  and  the  Tribal 
Victim  Assistance  Office.  Court  and  Court  Clerks  are  not 
allowed  to  assist  you  with  filling  out  the  forms.  Assistance 
is  available  at  Tribal  Victim  Assistance  or  at  your  local 
women’s  center.  Only  state  and  locally  approved  forms 
for  obtaining  a PPO  will  be  used.  This  ensures  conformity 
with  statutes,  avoids  interpretation  issues  and  proves 
uniformity  for  all  law  enforcement  agencies. 

For  protection  purposes,  the  petitioner  may  request  that 
their  address  and  telephone  numbers  be  kept  confidential. 
The  petitioner  will  need  to  inform  the  court  and  complete 
a Confidential  Information  Form.  Remember,  PPO’s  are 
public  information  and  can  be  viewed  by  the  public  if 
requested. 

Depending  on  the  circumstances,  violation  of  a PPO  may 
subject  a respondent  to  immediate  arrest  and  to  the  civil 
and  criminal  contempt  powers  of  the  court,  which  may 
include  up  to  93  days  in  jail  and/or  a fine  up  to  $500. 

There  are  two  ways  in  which  a respondent  may  be  brought 
before  the  court  for  violation  of  a PPO: 

1 . A law  enforcement  officer  may  make  a 
warrantless  arrest  when  there  is  probable  cause  to 
show  that  the  PPO  has  been  violated  and; 

2.  The  petitioner  or  responding  officer  may  file 
a Motion  to  Show  Cause  form  and  a hearing  is 
scheduled. 

CARRY  ONE  COPY  OF  THE  PPO  WITH  YOU  AT  ALL  TIMES, 
INCLUDING  WHEN  YOU  TRAVEL.  KEEP  A SECOND  COPY 
IN  A SAFE  PLACE.  ASK  THE  COURT  FOR  EXTRA  COPIES 
OF  THE  ORDER  TO  GIVE  TO  DAY  CARE  PROVIDERS, 
SCHOOLS,  EMPLOYERS,  AND  ANYONE  ELSE  WHO  YOU 
FEEL  NEEDS  TO  KNOW  ABOUT  IT.

Are  You  Considering  Buying  or  Building  A House  this  Year? 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  Well  and  Septic  Program  (GTBWSP) 
is  a program  to  assist  homeowners  in  the  provision  of  new  and 
replacement  water  systems  and  septic/sewer  systems.  This  pro- 
gram does  not  have  a means  test,  so  that  any  Tribal  member  that 
meets  the  requirements,  regardless  of  income,  can  be  eligible  for 
assistance.  These  facilities  become  the  personal  property  of  the 
homeowner  and  can  be  directly  deducted  from  the  closing  price 
of  the  property. 

Unfortunatley,  the  program  does  not  service  a site  for 
regular  operation  and  maintenance  issues  such  as  septic  tank 
pump,  well  pump  failure,  pressure  tank  failure  or  anything  that 
fails  as  a result  of  regular  usage  or  owner  neglect. 

However,  on  site  consultations  are  still  available.  If  you 
are  considering  buying  or  building  a house  this  year  and  would 
like  to  access  the  program,  apply  soon.  In  order  for  the  program 
to  assist  in  the  provision  of  the  well  and  septic  system,  several 
steps  need  to  be  completed  prior  to  actual  construction.

Peshawbestown  - Tribe 
Purchases  Additional  Acreage 

Tribal  Chairman  Bob  Kewaygoshkum 
announced  the  purchase  of  104  acres  within  the 
Peshawbestown  neighborhood.  Also  there  have 
been  additional  acres  officially  placed  “in  trust” 
next  to  our  Turtle  Creek  trust  land  (note  below). 
We  have  been  working  with  the  BIA  to  move  this 
forward  and  Bob  is  pleased  to  announce  that  the 
Michigan  BIA  Agency  Superintendent  signed  the 
deeds  9-05-08. 

The  property  in  Peshawbestown  is  104 
acres  in  size.  It  consists  of  open  fields,  woods 
and  a large  tart  cherry  tree  orchard.  The  Tribe 
is  partnering  with  a local  farmer  to  maintain  the 
orchard  and  harvest  the  cherries  for  the  next  five 
years.  Soon  we  will  apply  for  federal  trust  status 
of  this  property.  The  trust  status  process  has  been 
taking  approximately  one  year  to  complete. 

Currently  the  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa 
and  Chippewa  Indians  own  2,506  acres  of  land 


in  the  GTB  six  county  service 
areas.  Of  this,  1,012  acres  are 
held  “in  trust”  with  the  federal 
government.

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What  do  you  eat? 


Homemade  Apple  Pie  and  Crust: 


Its  Fall  Harvest  season  and 
pumpkins,  gourds  and  summer 
squash  are  among  us.  Eating  fresh 
year  round  in  northern  Michigan 
is  hard  to  do  in  the  winter  but 
Hansen’s  Grocer  in  Suttons  Bay  and 
Oryanas  Natural  Foods  in  Traverse 
City  (on  10th  St.)  do  offer  fresh 
local  and  organic  produce  year 
round.  Meijer  also  in  Traverse  City 
now  has  a large  line  of  organics 
available.  It  is  important  to  know 
your  food  source.  Where  was  it 
grown?  How  far  did  it  travel  here? 
How  long  it  is  shelf  life?  Should 
you  be  at  all  concerned  with  what 
you  put  into  your  body?  Do  you 
think  it  matters  to  your  overall 
health?  Have  you  ever  thought 
about  it  in  a sense  that  maybe  if  you 
put  preserved,  artificially  flavored, 
steroids,  growth  hormones, 
monosodium  glutamate  or  any 
of  the  millions  of  FDA  approved 
choices.  Maybe  it  changes  how 
your  body  functions  when  you  were 
designed  to  eat  what  creation  grows 
here?  Have  you  ever  researched 
any  of  your  food  label  ingredients 
just  to  see  what  its  purpose  of 
being  added?  Did  you  know  that 
the  shelf  life  of  a Sarah  Lee  “Chef 
Pierre”  frozen  Apple  pie  that  you 
bake  has  a shelf  life  of  365  days? 

I have  been  concerned  with 
what  I eat  for  over  5 years  now 
and  what  I have  learned  by  doing 
my  own  research  is  astonishing. 
Don’t  take  my  word  for  it,  do 
your  own  research.  If  your  health 
matters  to  you  take  the  time  to 
go  to  the  internet.  If  you  don’t 
have  the  internet,  go  to  your  local 
library.  Whatever  you  are  eating 
you  make  slow  simple  changes 
and  there  are  great  tasting  foods 
out  there  without  the  health  risk 
for  only  a few  cents  more  then 
the  “genetically  modified”  or 
“artificial  flavored”  items. 

I feel  it  is  important  to  eat  real 
food  that  is  all  natural,  local  and 
organic.  I feel  it  is  important  to 
drink  a glass  of  green  tea  everyday 
(pure  green  tea);  I feel  it  is 
important  to  make  a good  habit 
of  drinking  water  everyday  (all 
day).  I eat  food  all  day  but  I eat 
organic  hamburgers,  natural  pastas, 
local  baked  breads,  local  produce 
(when  available)  and  in  moderation 
homemade  from  scratch  baked 
goods.  Baking  does  not  take  that 
long  and  it  is  cheaper  then  buying 
it  already  made.  Make  a deal 
with  a family  member  of  friend, 
create  a “bake  night”  bake  and 
clean  together  and  enjoy  the  fresh 
flavors  they  taste  much  better  and 
they  are  better  for  you.  Try  baking 
with  agave  instead  of  sugar  it  will 
not  bother  the  glycemic  index  and 
is  better  for  you  then  aspartame. 
Agave  is  from  a natural  plant  that 
grows  most  common  in  Mexico. 


Pie  Crust 

1 % cups  unbleached  all  natural  all  purpose  flour  or  spelt  flour 
lA  teaspoon  of  sea  salt 
1 tsp.  agave  or  organic  sugar 

8 tablespoons  (1  stick)  of  unsalted  real  cream  butter  chilled  (please  don’t  use  margarine) 

3 tablespoons  of  ice  water 

In  a food  processor  mix  flour,  sea  salt,  agave  (organic  sugar)  and  pulse  briefly  to  combine  or  combine  in  a large  bowl 
by  hand.  Slowly  cut  small  chunks  of  chilled  butter  into  mixture  until  mixture  resembles  a course  meal,  continue 
to  cut  in  butter  and  mix  (about  10  seconds  of  mixing  in  the  food  processor  then  add  in  ice  water  and  mix  until  the 
dough  begins  to  come  together.  Roll  dough  into  a small  disc  and  chill  for  2-3  hours  or  up  to  24  hours.  Then  roll  into 
a thin  pie  crust. 

Apple  Pie 

V2  Peck  of  local  Ginger  Gold  Apples  (Granny  Smith) 

% cup  of  agave  (or  organic  sugar) 

1 tablespoon  of  unbleached  all  natural  all  purpose  flour 
1 tablespoon  of  butter 
1 teaspoon  of  cinnamon 
1 teaspoon  of  nutmeg 

*2  teaspoons  of  brown  sugar  (*will  no  longer  be  a “sugar- free  pie  if  you  use  sugar). 

Peel,  de-core  and  slice  apples  mix  in  a large  bowl  with  agave  (or  organic  sugar),  cut  in  small  chunks  of  chilled  real 
cream  butter,  nutmeg,  cinnamon  and  mix  together  while  slowly  adding  in  flour  to  mixture.  Then  add  onto  your  pie 
crust  (in  a pie  pan)  now  you  have  two  choices  for  you  topping.  You  may  roll  out  the  rest  of  your  dough  and  slice 
it  make  a lattice  top  and  bake  450  degrees  for  25  minutes  and  reduce  heat  to  350  degrees  and  bake  20  minutes  or 
until  golden  brown. 

Apple-Caramel  Pie  Topping 

Same  as  above  but  rather  then  lattice  pie  crust  top  you  mix  in  a bowl  the  following 
V2  cup  of  organic  quick  oatmeal 
1 tablespoon  of  organic  brown  sugar 
3 tablespoons  of  chopped  pecans 

Then  sprinkle  on  the  top  of  you  pie  and  bake  in  the  oven  same  as  above. 

Add  2 tablespoons  of  Saunders  All  Natural  Butterscotch-Caramel  topping,  melt  and  drizzle  on  top  as  your  pie  is 
cooling.

Ernest  J.  Chippewa  Jr.  KEWADIN  — Ernest  Joseph  Chippewa 
Jr.,  55,  of  Kewadin,  passed  away  Monday,  Sept.  8, 2008,  in  the  loving 
care  of  his  sister  Sue’s  home  in  Sparta,  Mich. 

Ernest  was  bom  May  10,  1953,  in  Traverse  City,  the  second 
son  and  fourth  child  of  Ernest  D.  Chippewa  Sr.  and  Irene  (Miller) 
Chippewa  Otto.  His  paternal  grandparents  are  Eliza  (Raphael)  and 
Daniel  Chippewa  Sr.,  and  his  maternal  grandparents  are  Susan 
(Yannott)  and  Archie  Miller  Sr. 

Ernest  received  his  G.E.D.  and  specialized  training  in  Small 
Gasoline  Engine  Repair  and  Grounds  Keeping  in  the  Job  Corps,  where 
he  received  special  recognition  on  the  Swimming  and  Diving  Team. 

With  family  dedication  to  country  intensified  in  his  blood,  Ernest 
enlisted  in  the  Army  on  Feb.  18,  1971.  He  was  preceded  by  an  older 
brother,  William,  who  served  in  Vietnam,  and  by  many  uncles  and 
father,  Ernest  Sr.,  in  World  War  II. 

Ernest  was  then  sent  for  Basic  Training  at  Fort  Knox,  Ky.  Then  he 
was  sent  for  M.O.S.  Training  in  Combat  Engineering  at  Fort  Leonard 
Wood,  Mo.  He  was  sent  to  Fort  Bragg,  N.C.,  where  he  earned  his 
Spec.  4 in  less  than  18  months.  Ernest  was  then  sent  for  specialized 
Jungle  Training  at  Fort  Colonge,  in  the  Panama  Canal  Zone. 

Ernest  was  scheduled  to  be  sent  to  Vietnam  for  a tour  of  duty 
there,  but  at  the  last  minute  there  was  a change  of  plans.  Ernest  served 
out  his  time  in  Fort  Hood,  Texas.  He  was  then  Honorably  Discharged 
from  Company  D,  8th  Engineer  Battalion,  and  First  Cavalry  Division. 
His  service  time  ended  and  he  was  released  from  duty  on  Feb.  15, 
1974,  after  serving  three  years. 

Ernest  lived  and  worked  a period  of  time  in  Grand  Rapids  and 
in  Florida. 

Together 
they  have  a son,  Joseph  C.,  and  a daughter,  Veronica.  Ernest  welcomed 
Nancy’s  older  children  with  open  arms.  Ernest  and  Nancy  are  still 
married  and  now  live  in  Kewadin. 

Ernest  has  been  working  many  years  for  Carl  Holt  and  family  of 
Suttons  Bay,  Mich.  Living  a colorful  life,  and  after  an  almost  fatal  bout 
with  T.B.,  Ernie  being  a devoted  grandfather,  spent  a good  share  of  his 
leisure  time  lovingly  caring  for  his  grandchildren.  Ernest  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  Nancy  (Wilson)  Chippewa;  a son,  Joseph  Wilson;  a 
daughter,  Veronica  (David)  Wonegeshik;  three  stepchildren,  Douglas, 
Coral  and  Delora  Wilson;  his  mother,  Irene  (Miller)  Chippewa  Otto;

"They  came  for  the  children" 

Anne  Stanton 

The  Holy  Childhood  School  of  Jesus  was  demolished  last  fall,  but 
former  students  say  they’ll  never  forget  their  formative  years  at  the 
Indian  boarding  school.  This  is  the  final  story  of  a series  that  has 
focused  on  the  school’s  legacy. 

The  Holy  Childhood  School  of  Jesus  was  established  by 
Catholic  nuns  with  the  mission  of  helping  impoverished  Indian 
children  and  raising  them  in  the  Roman  Catholic  faith.  But  it  was 
just  one  of  scores  of  boarding  schools  established  by  religious 
groups  or  the  U.S.  government  that  took  in  tens  of  thousands  of 
Indian  children  in  a misguided  social  experiment. 

The  Harbor  Springs  school,  founded  in  1829,  was  one  of 
the  earliest  Indian  boarding  schools  in  the  country.  Like  thousands 
of  Indian  children  across  the  country,  the  students  began  boarding 
school  life  at  the  age  of  six  or  seven  and  returned  home  at  the  age  of 
14.  Holy  Childhood  closed  in  1983  due  to  low  enrollment,  money 
problems,  and  staff  shortages. 

The  question  is,  why  boarding  schools? 

The  church’s  mission  was  obvious — to  help  children,  some  of  them  from 
deeply  troubled  homes,  and  to  raise  them  as  Christians,  be  it  Episcopalian, 
Methodist  or  Catholic.  The  government’s  motives  had  more  to  do  with 
“civilizing”  the  savage  man.  The  third  reason  is  economic.  University  of 
Michigan  doctoral  student  Veronica  Pasfield  contends  that  off-reservation 
boarding  schools  and  federal  policies  worked  synergistically  to  seize 
or  control  a tribe’s  property  and  other  assets.  Such  rich  resources  were 
desperately  needed  by  a post-Civil  War  economy  at  a time  when  the 
country  was  swiftly  industrializing,  she  said. 

The  Holy  Childhood  School  in  Harbor  Springs  was  founded  in 
the  early  1 9th  century  in  a tiny  log  cabin,  decades  earlier  than  the  first  off- 
reservation  government  school  of  1879. 

ASSIMILATION 

The  government  boarding  school  model  was  created  by  Army 
Captain  Richard  H.  Pratt,  who  is  known  for  his  famous  phrase:  “Kill 
the  Indian  in  him,  and  save  the  man.” 

At  that  time,  many  people  — except  for  the  most  hardened 
Indian  haters  — felt  that  it  was  better  to  educate  rather  than  kill  the 
remaining  290,000  Indians  who  had  survived  the  Indian  wars.  The 
pre-invasion  population  was  estimated  between  12.5  million  to 
18.5  million,  according  to  books  by  Russell  Thornton  and  Henry  F. 
Dobyns,  wrote  Ward  Churchill  in  Kill  the  Indian,  Save  the  Man. 

Reformers  had  pinned  their  hopes  on  molding  the  children, 
who  would  then  return  to  the  reservation  to  lead  their  tribe  out  of 
their  “savage”  life.  Policy  makers  believed  the  education  route 
was  also  more  cost-effective.  Carl  Schurz,  commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs,  estimated  in  1881  that  it  cost  about  $1  million  to  kill  an 
Indian  in  warfare  versus  $1,200  to  educate  an  Indian  in  boarding 
school  for  eight  years,  wrote  Cleveland  State  University  Professor 
David  Wallace  Adams  in  his  book,  Education  for  Extinction. 

Captain  Pratt  believed  the  only  way  to  truly  assimilate  an 
Indian  into  white  society  was  to  completely  remove  the  children 
from  their  families,  send  them  to  a boarding  school,  and  not  allow 
them  to  go  home  from  the  ages  of  7 to  14.  (This  policy  was  later 
changed  to  allow  children  to  go  home  for  summer  vacations.) 

The  government  worked  closely  with  the  churches,  which 
were  hired  as  agents  to  manage  the  tribes’  economic  affairs.  These 
same  churches  often  opened  boarding  schools  and  closely  followed 
the  policies  and  philosophies  of  the  government  schools.  By  1900, 
there  were  153  government  and  private  boarding  schools  in  the 
country,  attended  by  nearly  18,000  children,  according  to  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs. 
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MAKING  INDIANS  ‘WHITE’ 

The  goal  of  these  schools  was  to  mold  an  Indian  child  into  a white 
person  both  in  appearance  and  mindset.  Students  would  be  punished 
for  doing  or  saying  anything  “Indian.”  Before  Holy  Childhood  was 
demolished  last  fall,  visitors  could  still  see  the  barber  chair  where 
students  would  get  their  long  braids  cut  off.  Yet  Holy  Childhood 
did  make  accommodations  — prayer  books  were  translated  into  the 
Native  American  language  for  students  to  use. 

The  curriculum  taught  the  basics,  but  also  Christian  beliefs 
and  the  moral  imperative  of  becoming  an  American  consumer, 
Adams  wrote.  And  Indians  were  clearly  not  “consumers”  in  the 
late  1800s.  They  lived  communally  and  traditionally,  and  that  was 
a problem  in  a capitalistic  society,  wrote  Wallace,  who  quoted  John 
Oberly,  superintendent  of  Indian  schools. 

Indian  schools  needed  to  wean  students  from  “the  degrading 
communism  of  the  tribal  reservation  system”  and  to  imbue  him 
“with  the  exalting  egotism  of  American  civilization,  so  that  he  will 
say,  ‘I’  instead  of  ‘We,’  and  ‘This  is  mine,’  instead  of  ‘This  is  ours,”’ 
Oberly  argued  in  1888. 

DISENFRANCHISED 

The  other  advantage  of  having  Indians  embrace  the  idea  of 
becoming  citizens  of  the  United  States  was  more  subtle:  they  would 
no  longer  think  of  themselves  as  members  of  sovereign  nations 
with  the  power  to  deny  the  United  States  the  natural  resources  and 
land  it  needed  to  recover  from  the  Civil  War  and  to  grow  into  an 
industrialized  power,  said  Pasfield,  a Bay  Mills  tribal  member, 

“In  the  setting  of  what  was  essentially  a prison  for  children  in  most 
schools,  these  institutions  would  separate  very  young  Indian  children 
from  their  understanding  of  their  basic  human  rights,  as  well  as  their 
political  identity,”  Pasfield  said.  “The  government’s  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  post-Indian-war,  post-plague,  hungry  Indian  kids  was 
secondary.  History  is  very  clear  that  much  more  was  at  stake. 

“After  the  Civil  War,  the  U.S.  economy  was  in  a shambles.  The 
country  was  divided  between  North  and  South.  As  the  country 
started  to  industrialize  and  waves  of  poor  immigrants  flooded 
American  shores  at  the  end  of  the  1 800s,  there  was  a tremendous 
need  for  lumber,  metals,  and  land — all  plentiful  within  tribal 
holdings.  Federal  and  local  politicians  and  policy  makers  worked 
together  to  find  ways  to  take  tribal  assets.  Boarding  schools  were  at 
least  as  much  about  separating  Indian  kids  from  their  understanding 
of  their  political  and  legal  rights  as  they  were  about  cultural 
assimilation  to  white  ways.” 

Indians  on  the  Bay  Mills  reservation  lost  their  most  valuable 
land  to  speculators  and  the  Methodist  and  Catholic  denominations, 
which  were  assigned  to  work  as  the  tribe’s  agents,  Pasfield  said. 

“The  tribe  ended  up  quite  literally  with  a swamp.  People  were  sick 
and  dying  there,  and  the  government  wouldn’t  enforce  our  treaty 
rights.  Our  people  weren’t  allowed  to  fish  unless  they  bought  a $20 
fishing  license  — an  impossible  amount  to  pay  in  the  Depression.” 

BOARDING  SCHOOL  LIFE 

At  government  boarding  schools,  Indian  children  wore  uniforms  and 
marched  on  command.  Because  government  schools  had  miniscule 
budgets,  the  food  was  meager  and  disease  rampant.  The  death  rate  of 
Indian  children  in  the  government  boarding  schools  was  as  high  or 
higher  than  some  of  the  more  notorious  Nazi  concentration  camps — 
and  not  for  a single  decade,  but  for  four  to  five  decades,  according  to 
the  book,  Kill  the  Indian,  Save  the  Man  by  Ward  Churchill. 

Youngsters  entered  school  at  the  age  of  seven  and  walked 
into  a culture  of  strict  rules  and  rote  learning.  Holy  Childhood 
boarding  students  didn’t  have  to  wear  a uniform,  but  each  was 
assigned  a number.  Despite  the  strict  atmosphere,  almost  all 
remember  the  fun  times  of  taking  long  walks,  sledding,  and  ice 
skating.  Some  students  say  they  gained  a solid  education  and  that  the 
school  saved  their  lives  — one  man  told  a reporter  he  was  dropped 
off  at  the  school  at  the  age  of  seven,  never  to  see  his  parents  again, 
and  owes  his  life  to  the  nuns. 

Yet  others  remember  a current  of  fear  in  the  school  and 
getting  berated  as  “heathens”  and  “worthless  savages.”  Still  others 
recall  physical  and/or  sexual  abuse.  (See  previous  articles  in  this 
series  in  the  archives  of  the  Northern  Express  features  at  www. 
northemexpress.com.) 
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The  Gaylord  Diocese, 
which  now  oversees  the  Holy 
Childhood  parish,  forwards 
complaints  about  the  Holy 
Childhood  nuns  to  the  School 
Sisters  of  Notre  Dame  to 
investigate  since  it  ran  the 
school.  Because  the  Diocese 
of  Gaylord  was  not  established 
until  1971,  alleged  occurrences 
prior  to  that  time  are  given  to  the 
Diocese  of  Grand  Rapids,  wrote 
Diocese  spokeswoman  Candace 
Neff  in  an  email. 

RELIGIOUS  ABUSE? 

Adams  theorizes,  but  has  no 
proof,  that  abuse  was  more 
pervasive  in  the  Christian 
boarding  schools  than  the 
government-run  schools. 

“That  surprises  people  when  I 
say  that,  but  the  reason  is  that 
in  the  federal  system,  there  was 
a bureaucratized  process  for 
protesting  certain  behaviors  and 
conducting  investigations.  That 
did  not  exist  in  the  Catholic 
system.  Oddly  enough,  I think 
it  was  easier  to  get  away  with  it 
in  the  Catholic  rather  than  the 
federal  schools.” 

Many  parents  saw  the 
schools  as  key  to  their  economic 
survival  and  were  grateful  for 
the  boarding  school.  Others 
felt  coerced.  If  they  refused 
to  send  their  child,  they’d 
lose  government  rations  or  be 
required  to  put  their  children 
into  foster  care.  Runaways 
were  punished  severely.  Each 
time  a child  ran  away  from  the 
Mount  Pleasant  Indian  Boarding 
School,  for  example,  they  were 
forced  to  repeat  their  grade, 
Pasfield  said. 

“My  great  uncle  was 
18  when  he  ran  away  from  Mt. 
Pleasant  Indian  school  for  the 
last  time.  The  school  didn’t  go 
beyond  the  eighth  grade.  Though 
he  was  old  enough  to  vote  and 
enlist  in  the  service,  they  sent  the 
Grand  Rapids  police  after  him  to 
bring  him  back.” 

Yvonne  Walker  Keshick, 
a former  Holy  Childhood 
student,  encourages  former 
students  to  obtain  their  school 
records,  which  can  be  done  by 
contacting  the  Gaylord  Catholic 
Diocese. 

Keshick  is  compiling 
a family  history  and  asked  the 
Diocese  of  her  deceased  father, 
Levi  Walker,  at  least  four  years 
ago.  She  is  still  waiting  for  a 
response.  She  believes  family 
members  should  have  access  to 
school  records. 


SLAVE  LABOR? 

Captain  Pratt  believed  in 
preparing  students  for  a work  life 
by  hiring  them  out  to  families 
in  the  summertime.  Experiences 
varied  widely,  depending  on  the 
boarding  school.  Some  learned  a 
lifelong  skill.  Adams  wrote  that 
the  work  program  helped  white 
people  accept  Indians  into  the 
community.  But  other  students 
were  exploited,  forced  to  work 
at  starvation  wages,  or  to  learn 
useless  skills,  Adams  wrote. 

“Some  of  these  kids  were 
being  taught  skills  that  were 
worthless  in  the  new  economy, 
such  as  how  to  be  blacksmiths 
after  the  Model  T was  taking 
over,”  Pasfield  said. 

“Keep  in  mind  that  while 
white  children  were  learning 
skills  that  could  lead  to  middle 
class  or  white  collar  jobs, 

Indians  were  being  taught  to  be 
underclass  laborers-gardeners, 
nannies  and  laundresses.  You 
have  to  ask  how  this  made 
any  sense.  Who  in  a remote 
reservation  community  is  going 
to  have  money  to  hire  these 
nannies  and  gardeners?” 

Students  at  Holy 
Childhood  had  jobs  to  do  each 
day,  but  they  weren’t  hired 
out  to  the  community.  Chores 
were  neither  excessive  nor 
cruel  except  when  meted  out  as 
punishment,  Keshick  said. 

“Everybody  worked. 

Each  person  had  a job  from 
fifth  through  eighth  grade,  and 
each  had  a child  to  take  care 
of.  Mondays  we  did  sewing. 
Saturdays  were  the  hardest  with 
laundry  and  ironing.  The  girls 
all  did  the  domestic  duties  — 
peeling  potatoes  or  cutting  up 
carrots  and  celery  for  soup.  It 
wasn’t  hard.” 

Sammy  Toineeta,  who 
co-founded  the  Indian  Boarding 
School  Healing  Project,  said  she 
had  a daily  ironing  quota  to  meet 
at  the  age  of  8 at  the  St.  Joseph’s 
boarding  school  in  Chamberlain, 
South  Dakota. 

POOR  RESULTS 

In  1923,  the  government 
commissioned  a survey  of 
government  boarding  schools 
to  see  how  students  fared  after 
attending  a boarding  school.  Had 
they  learned  employable  skills? 
Were  they  self-sufficient?  Did 
they  return  to  the  reservation  to 
preach  the  good  tidings  of  the 
white  society?  The  answer  of  the 
landmark  Meriam  Report  was  a 
resounding  no.

“An  overwhelming  majority 
of  the  Indians  are  poor,  even 
extremely  poor,  and  they  are  not 
adjusted  to  the  economic  and 
social  system  of  the  dominant 
white  civilization,”  the  report 
authors  wrote. 

One  inherent  problem  was 
the  schools’  reliance  on  rote 
learning,  unquestioning 
obedience  and  “training”  for 
drudgery  jobs.  It  squelched  all 
“initiative  and  independence 
in  students”  — necessary  skills 
to  succeed  as  an  adult,  Adams 
wrote. 

Over  the  ensuing 
decades,  most  of  the  off- 
reservation  boarding  schools 
closed.  Private  boarding  schools 
and  at  least  two  government 
boarding  schools  remain,  but 
community  members  were 
finally  allowed  some  control  in 
the  1960s.  The  curriculum  now 
includes  Indian  music,  language 
and  traditional  stories.  Ironically, 
some  Indians  learn  for  the  first 
time  what  it  means  to  be  an 
Indian,  Adams  said. 

In  an  interview  with 
the  Express,  Adams  said  he 
attempted  to  give  a balanced 
treatment  in  his  book  of  the 
boarding  school  experience.  He 
remains  disturbed,  however,  by 
the  inhumanity  of  taking  very 
small  children  from  their  parents 
by  force. 

“It  was  a terribly 
traumatic  time  for  children. 
There  were  dormitories  where 
children  cried  themselves  to 


sleep  and  wet  the  bed.  The  other 
part  is  the  cultural  arrogance 
thing.  The  institutions  were 
based  on  the  concept  that  Indians 
were  savages  and  schools 
symbolized  civilization.  Indians 
had  to  abandon  their  culture, 
the  ways  of  their  parents  for  the 
white  man’s  way. 

“On  their  own,  minority 
groups  become  bi-cultural. 
People  are  able  to  build 
something  on  to  their  existing 
self,  rather  than  erasing  what 
they  bring  to  the  table.  This 
thing  of  carting  kids  off  the 
reservation,  miles  away  from 
school — I think  they  would  have 
done  much  better,  in  the  long 
run,  to  keep  the  schools  on  the 
reservation.”

How  to  Make  the  Transition 

Consumers  have  three  options  for  making  the  switch  to  DTV  and 
continuing  their  television  service: 

1 . Purchase  a DTV  converter  box  that  will  convert  the  digital  signal 
into  analog  for  an  existing  analog  television  set.  Converter  boxes 
will  be  available  for  purchase  in  early  2008,  and  are  expected  to 
cost  between  $50  and  $70.  At  about  the  same  time,  the  federal 
government  will  offer  consumers  $40  coupons  to  go  toward  the 
purchase  of  these  boxes. 

2.  Purchase  a new  TV  set  with  a built-in  digital  tuner.  All  TVs  with 
a digital  tuner  are  able  to  receive  digital  signals  broadcast  by 
television  stations. 

3.  Subscribe  to  cable,  satellite  or  a telephone  company  television 
service  provider.  All  of  these  services  will  allow  consumers  to 
receive  digital  television  signals  on  their  analog  television  sets. 

Converter  Box  Coupon  Program 

The  government  is  funding  a program  to  help  consumers  with  the 
costs  of  upgrading  to  digital. 

As  part  of  the  Digital  Television  Transition  and  Public  Safety  Act 
of  2005,  Congress  approved  a $1.5  billion  converter  box  coupon  program 
to  be  administered  by  the  National  Telecommunications  and  Information 
Administration  (NTIA).  Between  January  1,  2008,  and  March  31,  2009, 
all  U.S.  households  will  be  eligible  to  request  up  to  two  coupons,  worth 
$40  each,  to  be  used  toward  the  purchase  of  up  to  two  converter  boxes. 
Coupons  will  be  mailed  to  eligible  households  and  will  expire  after  90  days 
of  issuance.  The  coupons  cannot  be  combined  to  purchase  a single  converter 
box,  nor  can  they  be  used  toward  the  purchase  of  other  products. 

Antennas  and  DTV 


Television  stations  have  been  preparing  for  the  transition  from  analog 
to  DTV  since  the  late  1990s,  when  they  began  building  digital  facilities 
and  airing  digital  channels  alongside  regular  analog  broadcasts.  Today,  well 
over  90%  of  full-power  television  stations  nationwide  already  offer  digital 
programming. 

Viewers  making  the  transition  to  receive  digital  stations  who  wish  to 
continue  watching  low-power  analog  programming  must  purchase  specific 
equipment. 

Why  is  this  a problem? 

Confusion.  Low-power  stations  will  remain  in  analog  as  full-power 
stations  switch  to  digital. 

Some  consumers  watch  both  full-power  and  low-power  stations. 
Some  viewers  in  rural  areas  receive  their  network  programming  from  low- 
power  translator  transmitters,  which  re-transmit  a station’s  signal  at  long 
distances  from  the  main  transmitter.  A household  could  theoretically  watch 
community  broadcasting  from  a low-power  station,  receive  low-power 
network  programming  from  a translator  and  receive  full-power  network 
programming  from  other  full-power  transmitters.  After  the  transition,  these 
households  will  need  a way  to  easily  switch  between  analog  low-power 
programming  (from  the  community  station  and  low-power  translator)  and 
digital  full-power  programming  (coming  directly  from  the  transmitter). 

Converter  boxes.  The  federal  government  is  offering  $40  coupons 
toward  the  purchase  of  digital-to-analog  converter  boxes  to  allow  viewers 
to  watch  digital  programming  on  their  existing  analog  televisions.  However, 
many  of  these  converter  boxes  do  not  make  provisions  for  sending  analog 
antenna  signals  to  the  television.  Therefore,  if  a consumer  who  watches  low- 
power  analog  television  purchases  one  of  these  converter  boxes  in  order  to 
watch  the  new  digital  programming,  he  or  she  would  have  to  disconnect  the 
box  to  watch  the  lowpower  analog  programming.

With  a good  indoor  or  outdoor  antenna,  consumers  can  maximize  their 
DTV  reception.  Like  HDTV,  the  picture  quality  of  DTV  is  better  over-the-air, 
in  its  purest  form.  In  general,  dependable  reception  of  DTV  will  require  the 
same  type  of  antenna  that  currently  works  to  provide  good  quality  reception 
of  analog  TV  signals.  A key  resource  to  help  consumers  choose  an  antenna 
in  order  to  receive  free,  local  broadcast  TV  channels  is  available  online  at 
www.  ant  ennaweb . org .

If  You  Need  To  Buy  A Converter  Box  You  Should  Know  This 

Converter  boxes  with  analog  pass-through  exist,  but 
this  is  not  a mandatory  feature.  Some  of  the  coupon-eligible 
converter  boxes  have  an  analog  pass-through  feature,  which 
allows  analog  antenna  signals  to  flow  through  the  box  to 
the  television  when  the  box  is  turned  off.  But  the  federal 
government  did  not  require  this  feature  for  the  certification  of 
converter  boxes,  and  the  majority  of  boxes  do  not  have  this 
capability.  You  may  have  to  unplug  the  box  whenever  you 
want  to  get  a low-power  station  signal.  Ask  the  retailer  if  the 
box  they  are  selling  will  pass  through  an  analog  signal  when  it 
is  turned  off  and  then  make  sure  your  coupon  will  apply  to  the 
purchase  of  this  newer  converter  box.

Short  Days,  Sad  Days  ~ Seasonal  Affective 
Disorder  (SAD)  is  depression  brought  on 
by  the  dark,  gloomy  days  of  winter.  This 
depressed  mood  usually  appears  during 
late  fall  or  early  winter,  and  goes  away 
during  the  warmer,  sunnier  days  of  spring 
and  summer.  It  may  start  out  mildly, 
and  become  more  severe  as  the  season 
progresses. 

To  fight  the  effects  of  SAD,  open  the 
blinds  or  curtains,  and  make  your  home 
as  bright  as  possible.  Visit  with  friends, 
do  activities,  or  exercise  out  in  the  sun. 
DO  NOT  TURN  TO  ALCOHOL  or 
recreational  drugs  for  relief. 

Instead,  talk  to  your  doctor,  because  this 
type  of  depression  may  be  treated  by 
Light  Therapy — that  is  sitting  in  front  of 
full  spectrum  lights  for  one  hour  per  day. 
Just  be  careful  of  products  that  promise 
miraculous  results.  Your  doctor  can  share 
what  can  be  reasonably  expected  with  this 
type  of  therapy. 

Exercise  in  the  winter  can  improve  mood, 
sleep  and  circulation.  It  releases  chemicals 
into  your  blood  that  will  pick  up  your  mood, 
so  not  only  will  you  feel  better,  you’ll 
improve  your  heart  health.

Coal  Fired  Power  Plants 
Slated  for  Michigan 

Michigan  is  slated  to  increase  its  electrical 
production  by  constructing  8 coal-fired  power 
plants,  which  will  have  a dramatic  impact  on 
the  state’s  energy  production  and  development 
future.  While  power  generated  by  these  “coal 
burners”  will  no  doubt  increase  production  far 
beyond  the  needs  of  Michigan’s  industry  and 
domestic  needs  for  the  next  several  decades, 
it  will  likely  have  far  reaching  negative 
effects  which  will  remain  with  Michigan  and 
perhaps  other  states  and  Canadian  provinces 
far  into  the  future. 

Increased  emissions  resulting  from  smoke 
stacks  due  to  burning  coal  increases  dioxide 
(C02),  which  is  the  major  green  house  gas 
suspected  of  causing  climate  change.  In 
addition  to  green  house  gas  emissions, 
burning  coal  also  increases  sulfur,  mercury, 
and  often  arsenic.  It  is  widely  known  that 
airborne  emissions  of  mercury  have  resulted 
in  increased  mercury  levels  of  fish,  fish  eating 
birds,  and  mammals  including  humans. 
Increased  mercury  levels  in  humans  and 
animals  have  been  known  to  have  adverse 
effects  for  fetal  development,  reproductive 
potential,  brain  dysfunction,  and  general 
heath. 

Native  people  are  going  to  continue  to  be  the 
most  at-risk  segment  of  society  due  to  their 
dependence  on  their  traditional  life  way. 
Consuming  fish  and  wildlife  with  elevated 
mercury  levels  such  as  white  fish  (atukemeg), 
lake  trout  (nemigos),  and  burbot  (mazi’) 
will  continue  to  put  Tribal  people  in  harms 
way  while  engaging  in  a traditional  life  style 
which  defines  the  culture. 

While  burning  coal  to  generate  electric  power 
results  in  green  house  gasses  coupled  with 
adverse  health  effects;  there  are  additional 
consequences,  which  may  also  be  long 
lasting.  The  increased  dependency  of  fossil 
fuels  resulting  from  building  coal-fired 
power  plants  will  likely  keep  Michigan  from 
developing  emerging  technologies  in  wind, 
solar,  and  bio-fuels  for  power  generation  and 
the  manufacturing  potential  created  from 
advance  and  creative  thinking. 


Fisheries 

Sawe:Golden  Nuggets

The  yellow  perch  or  “sawe  (saw-way)”  is 
undoubtedly  the  fish  of  choice  for  a large 
number  of  fish-eaters  with  its  cousin  the 
walleye  as  a close  runner  up.  If  you  are  going 
to  sit  down  to  a Friday  night  fish  fry,  chances 
are  the  guests  of  honor  will  be  sawe.  Because 
they  are  so  tasty  and  they  are  so  prolific  in  the 
region’s  waters,  sawe  are  a prime  target  for 
hook  and  line  anglers  as  well  as  commercial 
fisherman.  Sawe  are  members  of  the  Perch 
family  or  “Percidae”.  Other  members  of  the 
Perch  family  include  walleye  and  suager  as 
well  as  a group  of  minnows  called  “darters” 
of  which  there  are  around  a hundred  species. 
Sawe  are  a schooling  fish  and  inhabit  both 
warm  and  cool  (preferably  66-70°F)  water 
areas  associated  with  reefs,  weed  beds,  and 
large  woody  debris.  During  the  morning  and 
evening  sawe  tend  to  migrate  from  deep  water 
(~40-50’)  into  shallow  water  areas  to  forage 
for  crustaceans,  insect  larvae,  and  small 
minnows.  During  overnight  hours,  sawe  tend 
to  lie  low  and  do  little  feeding.  Female  sawe 
become  sexually  mature  at  four  years  of  age 
and  male  at  three.  They  spawn  by  depositing 
gelatinous  egg  masses  over  submerged 
plants,  roots,  and  woody  debris.  No  doubt 
the  currently  exposed  Grand  Traverse  Bay 
and  Fake  Michigan  bottomlands  will  provide 
future  sawe  nurseries  and  foraging  areas  when 
the  water  returns  to  normal  and  revitalizes 
extensive  coastal  marshes.

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Tribe  Supports  River 
Restoration 

The  Grand  Traverse  Band  of  Ottawa  and 
Chippewa  Indians  is  the  recent  recipient  of 
an  $823,500  grant  from  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  through  the  Targeted 
Watershed  Grant  Program.  The  Band  will  be 
partnering  with  the  Conservation  Resource 
Alliance  (CRA)  to  complete  5 water  quality 
and  habitat  improvement  projects  in  Benzie 
County  over  the  next  3-5  years.  Projects 
include  the  recent  small  dam  removal  and 
stream  re-route  on  Dair  Creek  - a Betsie  River 
tributary,  and  next  year ’s  timber  bridge  project 
at  Otter  Creek  and  Aral  Road.  Other  sites 
include  road/stream  crossing  and  recreational 
access  improvements  on  the  Betsie  mainstem 
and  Platte  River.  Tribal  Biologist,  Brett 
Fessell,  is  also  coordinating  a brook  trout 
study  on  Otter  Creek  to  track  size,  habits 
and  potential  anadromy  of  the  Creek’s  brook 
trout  population.  CRA  will  raise  $274,500  in 
match  in  the  form  of  donations  and  in-kind 
labor  for  the  overall  project. 
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Dair  Mill  After 

A large  arch  culvert  allows  for  a natural  streambed, 
accommodates  stream  flows,  and  is  better  for  fish  passage. 


Dair  Creek  Dam  & R/S  006 
The  original  dam  on  Dair  Creek 
was  built  in  1865  to  power  a 
sawmill  and  establish  a pond. 
Additions  and  replacements  of 
the  dam  were  still  blocking  the 
stream  near  the  confluence  with 
the  Betsie  River.  Fish  passage 
and  erosion  were  ongoing  issues. 


Dam  Removal  After 
Removal  of  the  remnants  of  a 
small  dam  and  manmade  dam 
now  promotes  fish  passage  and 
stopsrosion  of  the  streambanks. 


Dair  Mill  Before 

Perched  triple  culverts  on  Dair  Mill  Road 
caused  the  road  bed  to  wash  into  Dair 
Creek  during  rain  and  snow  melt. 


Dair  Mill  During 

Construction  involved  dewatering  the  site  and  rerouting 
the  creek  in  order  to  build  the  arch  culvert. 
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
